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The  Firft  Maratta  War» 


The  Committee  of  Secrecy,  appointed  to  enquire 
into  the  Caufes  of  the  War  that  now  fubfifts  in 
the  Carnatic,  and  of  the  prefent  Condition  of  the 
Britifh  PoflefTions  in  thofe  Parts,  and  to  report  the 
fame  to  the  Houfe,  with  their  Obfervations  there- 
upon ;  and  who  were  inltrufted  to  enquire  into  the 
Rife,  Progrefs,  Conduct,  and  prefent  State  of 
the  Maratta  War,  and  all  other  Hoftilities  in 
which  the  Prefidency  of  Bengal  now  are,  or  have 
been,  engaged  in  the  Support  of  that  War;  and 
of  the  EfFefts  which  the  faid  War  and  Hoftilities 
may  have  produced  in  Bengal,  and  the  other  Set- 
tlements and  PofTeffions  of  the  Eaft  India  Com- 
pany; 

HAVE  laid  before  the  Houfe,  in  their  Firft 
Report,  the  bell  Account  which  from  various 
Sources  of  Enquiry  and  Information,  they  had 
been  able  then  to  procure,  of  the  Irruption  of  Hyder 
Ally  into  the  Carnatic,  and  of  the  military  Tranfac- 
tions  that  happened,  and  of  the  other  Meafures  that 
were  purfued,  in  confequence  thereof;  and  having 
thought  it  their  further  Duty,  in  order  more  fully  to 
inform  the  Judgment  of  the  Houfe,  to  carry  forward 
A  2  their 
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their  Enquiry  into  an  Inveftigatioli  of  the  Conduft  of 
the  Company's  Servants,  as  far  as  it  might  appear  to 
have  bad  any  Influence  on  thofe  Tranfadlions,  or  to 
have  been  the  Caufe  of  the  Misfortunes  which  had 
lately  happened ;  they  have  fubmitted  to  the  Houfe  the 
Refult  of  that  Part  of  their  Enquiries  alfo  (as  far  a$ 
they  had  proceeded  therein)  in  the  fame  Report. 

But  in  tracing  thefe  fuppofed  Sources  of  Misfortune, 
Your  Committee  were  naturally  induced  ^o  make  it 
the  Objed  of  their  firll  Attention,  to  examine  the  pre- 
vious Situation  and  Proceedings  of  that  Government, 
into  whofe  immediate  Dependencies  the  Invafion  of 
the  Enemy  had  been  brought,  with  fuch  rapid  and 
fatal  Succefs.  It  has  been  already  explained  to  the 
Houfe,  what  early  and  authentic  Intelligence  of  the 
hoftile  Defigns  of  Hyder  Ally,  appears  to  have  been 
received  Uy  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Fort  S:iint 
George,  and  what  Steps  they  had  taken  by  Negociation 
to  prevent  the  Attack,  or  by  defenfive  Preparation  to 
repel  it. 

But  in  the  Courfe  of  this  particular  Inveftigation  into 
the  previous  Meafures  of  the  Madras  Prefidency,  there 
having  been  difcovered  among  their  Records  feveral 
Suggeftions  of  other  Caufes  extrinfic  to  ^heir  own  Con- 
duft,  and  which,  though  arifing  at  a  Diftance,  might 
be  fuppofed,  by  Connexion  or  Controul,  to  have  had  a 
material  EiFeft  in  weakening  the  Powers  of  their  Go- 
vernment, and  giving  Advantage  to  the  Enemy,  Your 
Committee  confidered  an  Examination  of  thofe  Sug- 
gelHons  to  be  incumbent  upon  them  j  and  thought  that 
they  fhould  not  have  completed,  with  the  Impartiality 
they  are  anxious  to  give  Proof  of,  the  Duty  entrufled 
to  them,  if  they  did  not  purfue  every  probable  Caufe, 
however  diftant,  and  involved  in  whatever  Difficulties, 
of  Events  io  interelling  to  the  Honour  atld  Welfare  of 
the  Britiih  Nation,  and  her  Dependencies. 

And  they  have  received,  with  great  Satisfadlon,  an 
Encouragement  and  Confirmation  to  their  Opinion  and 
Intentions,  by  the  declared  Sentiments  of  the  Houfe, 
at  the  Time  when  the  Committee  was  revived,  at  the 
Opening  of  this  Seffion  of  Parliament.  Thefe  Con- 
fiderations  have  naturally  and  neceffarily  direfted  the 
immediate  Profecution  of  their  renewed  Enquiries,  to 
colleft  and  lay  before  the  Houfe  an  Account  of  the 
Conduft  and  Circumllances  of  the  Maratta  War.  It 
has  appeared  to  the  Houfe  from  a  former  Report,  that 
the  Prefidency  of  Fort  Saint  George  had  openly  attri- 
buted a  Part  of  their  Misfortunes,  arifmg  from  tfie 
Jnfufficiency  of  their  Force  and  Refources,  and  the  de- 
fencelefs  Stat&  of  the  Carnatic  at  the  Time  of  the  Ir- 
ruption 
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tuption  of  Hyder  Ally,  to  the  War  in  which  the  Twd 
other  Prefidencies  of  Bengal  and  Bombay  had  impoH  • 
tickly  involved  the  Company's  Pofleffions  with  the 
Maratta  Nation,  and  in  Support  of  which,  at  the  Re- 
quifition  of  thofe  Prefidencies,  a  confiderable  Body  of 
'rroops  on  the  Madras  Eftablifliment  had  been  fent  to 
Bombay  and  Surat.  Thefe  Circumftances  were  faid 
to  have  much  influenced  the  Dcfigns  of  Hyder  x\Ily ; 
hecaufe  he  by  this  Means  found  it  eafy  to  make  his 
own  Peace  with  the  Marattas,  and  received  additional 
Encouragement  to  carry  into  Execution  his  intended 
Invafion  upon  the  Territories  of  the  Company,  and  of 
their  Ally  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Alii,  in  the  Carnatic, 
While  they  were  thus  deprived,  not  only  of  the  Affif- 
tance  of  the  other  Prefidencies,  but  alfo  of  a  confi- 
derable Part  of  their  own  Forces.  In  order  to  make 
the  Houfe  more  competent  Judges  of  the  Truth  and 
Extent  of  this  Charge,  Your  Committee  have  thought 
it  proper  to  carry  back  their  Inveftigation  to  that 
Period  in  the  Year  1774,  when  the  Preiidency  of  Bom- 
bay feized  upon  Sallette  and  the  adjacent  Ifiands^, 
which  appears  to  have  been  the  firft  open  Ait  of  Hofti- 
lity  againit  the  Marattas,  and  to  have  been  followed  by 
a  Treaty  wirh  Ragonaut  Row,  for  the  Purpofe  of  affill- 
ing  him  (in  Confideration  of  certain  Conceflions  to  the 
Company)  to  recover  Poireffion  of  the  Pelhwafliip,  or 
chief  Rule  of  the  Maratta  State,  over  which  a  great 
Confederacy  had  in  his  Stead  placed  a"n  Infant,  the 
real  or  fuppofititious  Son  of  Narrain  Row,  the  deceafed 
Pelhwa. 

But  as  the  Subjeft  of  this  Enquiry  is  new  and  exten- 
five,  involving  in  it  a  Neceffity  of  frequent  References, 
not  only  to  the  particular  Situation  of  the  Company's 
Settlements,  but  alfo  to  the  general  State  of  political 
Connections  and  Interefts  in  India  ;  and  as  the  fmgular 
Conftitution,  as  well  as  the  aftual  Condition  of  the 
Maratta  Empire,  will  be  found  to  have  operated  with 
effential  Influence  at  the  Beginning,  and  during  the 
Continuance  of  the  War  which  Your  Committee  afe  to 
treat  of,  they  think  it  improper  to  break  at  6nce 
abruptly  into  a  mere  Narrative  of  Events,  without 
laying  a  previous  Ground  Work  of  local  Information, 
fey  which  alone,  a  fair  and  ready  Judgment  can  be  form- 
ed, of  the  Wifdom  or  Impolicy,  of  the  Equity  or  In- 
juHice,  of  the  political  and  military  Proceedings  in 
Queftion. 

The  Conftitution  and   Eftablifhment  of  a  new  Plan 
of  Adminiftration  in  Bengal,  by  v/hich  that  Prefidency 
became  entrufted  to  many  cflential  Purpcfes,  with;  a  fu- 
pcrinteiiding  Power  over  the  rdt  of  the  Britifli  Govern- 
ments^ 
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ments,  and  by  which  the  general  Syftem  of  Indian  Affairs 
was  materially  affefted,  appears  to  Your  Committee 
to  be  the  proper  JEra.  in  which  to  take  a  View  of  the 
political  Perfpeftive,  and  to  make  a  flight  Sketch  of 
its  general  Out-line. 
Ixtrafts  from  The  Aft  intituled,  "  An  A&.  for  eftablifliing  certain 
the.  AQ  13th  "  Regulations  for  the  better  Management  of  the  Affairs 
Geo.  III.  C.  63.  <<  of  the  Eaft-India  Company,  as  well  in  India  as  in 
AfpendiXjNo.i.  «  Europe,"  was  pafied  in  the  13th  Year  of  His  prefent 
Majelly.  The  general  Claufes  in  it,  which  regarded 
only  Matters  at  Home,  were  to  take  Effeft  from  and 
after  the  ill  Oftober,  1773;  fuch  as  extended  in  their 
Operation  to  the  Eall-Indies,  were  not  to  be  in  Force 
till  the  ifl  Auguft  1774.  But  Your  Committee  find  it 
provided,  that  for  the  Government  of  the  Prclidencyof 
Fort  William  in  Bengal,  there  fliould  be  appointed  a 
Governor  General  and  Four  Counfellors,  who  ftiould 
have  the  fame  Powers,  as  were  then  or  at  any  Time 
might  have  been  exercifed  by  the  Prefident  and  Council, 
Of  Seleft  Committee,  in  the  Kingdoms  of  Bengal,  Ba- 
har,  and  Oriffa.  The  Opinion  of  the  Majority  was  in. 
2II  Cafes  of  Difference  to  decide  the  Queftion  ;  and 
where  the  Numbers  prefent  (hould  by  any  Accident  be 
equally  divided,  the  Governor  General,  or  in  his  Ab- 
fence,  the  next  Senior  Member,  were  to  have  a  Call- 
ing Voice.  Then  follows  a  Claufe,  by  which  a  fuper- 
intending  and  controlling  Power  was  given  to  them  ia 
the  following  Words : 

"  And  be  it  further  Enabled  by  the  Authority  afbre- 
**  faid.  That  the  faid  Governor  General  and  Council, 
•*  or  the  mnjor  Part  of  them,  (hall  have,  and  they  are 
**  hereby  authorized  to  have  Power  of  fuperintending 
**  and  controlling  the  Government  and  Management 
**  of  the  Prefidencies  of  Madras,  Bombay,  and  Ben- 
**  coolen  refpctlively,  fo  far,  and  in  fo  much,  as  that 
"  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Prefident  and  Council 
**  of  Madras,  Bombay,  or  Bencoolen,  for  the  Time 
**  being,  to  make  any  Orders  for  commencing  Hollilities, 
"'  or  declaring  or  making  War  againll  any  Indian  Princes 
**  or  Powers,  or  for  negociating  or  concluding  any 
*'  Treaty  of  Peace,  or  other  Treaty,  with  any  fuch  In- 
*'  dian  Princes  or  Powers,  without  the  Confent  and 
*'  Approbation  of  the  faid  Governor  General  and 
"  Council  firil  had  and  obtained,  except  in  fuch  Cafes 
*•  of  imminent  Neceffity  as  would  render  it  dangerous 
•*  to  poilpone  fuch  Hollilities  or  Treaties,  until  the  Or- 
«*  ders  from  the  Governor  General  and  Council  might 
*'  arrive  ;  and  except  in  fuch  Cafes  where  the  faid  Pre- 
*'  fidents  and  Councils  refpeftively  fhall  have  received 
*»  ipecial  Orders  from  the  (nid  United  Company  :    And 

*♦  any 
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**  any  Prefident  and  Council  of  Madras,  Bombay  or 
*'  Bencoolen,  who  fhall  oftend  in  any  of  the  Cafes  afore- 
**  faid,  fhall  be  liable  to  be  fufpended  from  his  or  their 
•'  Office,  by  the  Order  of  the  faid  Governor  General 
*'  and  Council ;  and  every  Prefident  and  Council  of 
**  Madras,  Bombay,  and  Bencoolen,  for  the  Time  being, 
**  Ihall,  and  they  are  hereby  refpeflivelydirefted  and  re- 
**  quired  to  pay  due  Obedience  to  fuch  Orders  as  they 
*'  fhall  receive,  touching  the  Prcmifes,  from  the  faid 
**  Governor  General  and  Council  for  the  Time  being, 
"  and  conftantly  and  diligently  to  tranfmit  to  the  faid 
**  Governor  General  and  Council,  Advice  and  Intel- 
"  ligence  of  all  Tranfaftions  and  Matters  whatfoever, 
**  that  lliall  come  to  their  Knowledge,  relating  to  the 
*'  Government,  Revenues,  or  Interell  of  the  faid  United 
**  Company." 

In  the  fame  Claufe  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
were  direfted  to  obey  the  Orders  of  the  Court  of  Di- 
redlors,  and  to  tranfmit  regular  Advices  to  them ; 
which,  within  a  limited  Time,  they  (the  Direftors) 
ihould  lay  before  one  of  His  Majelly's  Principal  Secre- 
taries of  State. 

Mr.  Haftings  was  appointed  the  Firft  Governor  Ge- 
neral ;  General  Clavering,  Colonel  Monfon,  Mr.  Bar- 
well,  and  Mr.  Francis,  the  Firft  Counfellors ;  and 
they  were  to  hold  their  Offices  for  Five  Years,  from 
the  Time  of  their  Arrival  in  Bengal  and  of  their  taking 
upon  them  the  Government  of  that  Prefidency,  and  not  to 
be  removeable  in  the  mean  Time,  except  by  the  King, 
upon  Reprefentation  made  by  the  Court  of  Directors. 
The  next  in  Rank  was  appointed  to  fucceed  in  cafe  of 
any  Avoidance  of  the  Oifice  of  Governor  General,  and 
the  Court  of  Diredlors  were  impowered  to  fupply  the 
vacant  Place  of  any  Counfellor,  with  the  Confent  of 
His  Majefty,  under  His  Sign  Manual,  during  the  firft 
Five  Years.  The  Powers  of  Government,  until  fuch 
Appointment  ftiould  be  made,  were  to  continue  in  the 
mean  Time  in  the  remaining  Body.  After  the  firft 
Five  Years  the  Nomination  was  to  be  in  the  Court  of 
Direftors. 

The  Eftabliffiment  of  a  Board  of  Trade,  and  Regu- 
lations for  the  Condudl  of  thofe  Matters,  which  were 
made  the  particular  Objefts  of  that  Jurifdiftlon,  formed 
alfo  a  material  Part  of  this  Aft. 

And  Your  Committee  alfo  find  herein  a  Prohibitory 
Claufe  againft  receiving,  direftly  or  indlreilly,  any 
Prefent,  Gift,  Donation,  Gratuity,  or  Reward,  pecu- 
niary or  otherwife,  or  any  Promife  or  Engagement 
for  them,  and  againft  the  carrying  on,  or  being  con ^ 
jcerned  in,   any  Dealings  or  Tranfaftions,   by  Way  of 

Traffic 
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Traffic  or  Commerce  of  any  Kind  whatfoever,  (the 
Trade  and  Commerce  of  the  United  Company  only 
excepted  ;)  and  the  Firft  of  thefe  Prohibitions  were 
extended  not  only  to  any  Governor  General  or  Members 
of  the  Supreme  Council,  and  to  any  Chief  Jullicc  or 
Member  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  but  alfo 
to  every  Perfon  holding  a  civil  and  military  Office  under 
the  Crown  or  the  Company.  The  latter  was  direded 
only  againfl:  any  Governor  General  and  Council,  and 
any  Chief  Jullice  or  Member  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Judicature,  and  againfl:  all  CoUeftors,  Supervifors, 
and  any  of  His  Majefl:y's  Sabjefts  employed  in  the  Col- 
Icdion  of  the  Revenues. 

All  the  Provifions  relative  to  the  Governor  General 
and  Council  were  enafted,  by  another  Claufe,  to  com- 
mence from  the  Time  that  public  Proclamation  ihould 
be  made  of  their  Arrival,  or  of  any  Three  of  them,  at 
Fort  William  in  Bengal,  which  Proclamation  they  were 
required  to  make. 

And  Your  Committee  find.  That  Mr.  Haflings  and 
Mr.  Barwell  were  at  that  Time  in  India,  Mr.  Haftings 
being  Governor,  and  Mr.  Barwell    One  of  the  Mein-> 
bers  of  the  exifting  Council  of  the  Prefidency  of  Ben- 
gal ;  that  the  Three  other  Gentlemen  left  England  in 
N.  B.    They  the  Month  of  April  1774;  and  that,  previous  to  their 
failed  in  the  An-  Departure,  the  Court  of  Direftors  had  agreed  upon  a 
-°-"'      ^"    ^  '  Body  of  Inftruftions,  which  were  approved  by  Counfel 
AppendIx,No.a.  2s  legal  and  confiflent  with  the  Provifions  of  the  Aft— 
Thefe,    dated   29th   March,    appear     to    be   addreffed 
to  the   Governor   General   and  Council  of  Fort  Wil- 
liam  in   Bengal,  and  will    be    found   in    the   Appen- 
dix, N°  2. 

Your  Committee  will  only  obferve  in  this  Place,  That 
they  are  introduced  with  an  earneft  Recommendation  to 
the  Board  "  of  the  moll  perfeft  Harmony  amongft 
•'  themfelves,  as  an  Objeft  of  the  highell  .Concern  to 
*'  the  Profperity  of  the  Company,  and  the  due  Exe- 
♦'  cution  of  the  great  Trult  repofedin  them  ;"  and  with 
*'  a  Direftion,  that  they  Ihould  fix  their  Attention  to 
*'  the  Prefervation  of  Peace  throughout  India,  and  to 
*'  the  Security  of  the  PofTeffions  and  Revenues  of  the 
**  Company,"  And  in  regard  to  the  controlling  Power 
over  the  other  Settlements  in  Matters  of  Treaty,  and 
on  Quefl:ions  of  making  Peace  or  War,  Your  Committee 
find  this  general  Diredion  : 

'*  That  you  attentively  view  the  general  Pofture  of 
**  our  Affairs  in  India,  refpedling  the  Country  Powers, 
*'  their  Interefts,  and  probable  Connedions  with  each 
♦*  other,  with  Us,  and  other  European  Nations  ;  and 
«^  ihftt  you  take  fuch  Meafures    as    fliall,  upon  the 

*«  Whole, 
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*'  Whole,  be  moft  conducive  to  our  5>;rn?ral  Interefi ; 
•'  and  in  all  your  Deliberations  and  Refokitions,  that 
"  you  rnnlce  the  Safety  and  Profperity  of  Bengal  your 
"  principal  Object." 

But  your  Committee  have  obferved.  That  previous  to  Appfin<lix,No.3. 
thefe  Rftrulations,  thus  fnnftified  and  enforced  by  Far- ^^-''^"5uft»^77i« 
liamenrary   Authority,  the  Court  ot  Dircftors  had  m-   „  '  ^'" 
Itruitcdth^  exifting   Adminiftration,    and  particularly-  April,   \-nit 
Governcr  Mailings,   to  be  watchful  of  every  Opportu- Par.  28. 
nity  to  reduce  and  regulate  the  Expences  of.  their  Go- 
vernment aitd  its    Dependencies,    and    to    be    earneftly 
attentive  to  an  Enquiry  into   the  Conducl  of  their  Ser- 
vants under  that  Prefidency.     And  in  a  Letter  of  the  AppendIx,No.4. 
i6th   April    1775   to  the   Go.verncr,   they   expreffed   an 
high  Ap'^robation  of  his  Services,    and  encouraged  him 
to  proceed  in  the  Arrangements   he  had  fo  happily  be-

recommended  the  Propriety  of  increailng  the  Power  and 
Pu:ation  of  the  Offi'  e  of  Governor,  by  an  Expofuion 
of  the  Mifchiefs  which  aioie  from  itb  Weakncfs  and 
Jnliability. 

But  in  order  to  profecate  the  Plan  which  we  have 
announced,  and  to  lay  before  the  Houfe  the  fulleft  In- 
formation of  the  State  of  the  Company's  Territorial 
and  other  PofTeffions,  and  of  the  Revenues  arifing  there- 
from, under  the  Prefidencies  .  of  Bengal  and  Bombay, 
previous  to  the  Arrival  of  the  Members  of  the  new 
AdminiiTrcitlon, '  Your  Committee  have  arranged  the 
ieveral  Particulars  in  a  methodical  Chart,  by  whfch  they 
mav  be  feen  and  examined  at  one  comprehenfjvc  View. 
And  wf  have  thought  it  proper  to  begin  this  Reprefen- 
t^tion  at  that  Period,  when  the  Report  of  Your  Secret 
Committee,  appointed  in  the  Year  1772,  clofed  the 
Sfate  of  Accounts,  which  had  then  been  lall:  tranfmitted  - 
fiom  India. 

In  the  fame  Defign  Your  prefent  Committee  here  fur-  • 
ther  exh'b't  to  the  Ilouie,  a  concife  Abllract  of  the 
Annual  Dedudions  which  thole  Prefid^encies  were,  by 
Treaty  or  otherwife,  obliged  to  make  out  of  their 
Revenues  to  tlie  feveral  Country  Pov.'ers ;  and  alfo  a 
Detail  of  the  Expences  which  were  incurred  in  each 
Year  for  the  Adminiltration  of  the  Civil  Government.

mittce,  to  thefe  Letters,  they  exprcfled  fome  Difficulties 
about  the  Defign  againll  the  Doaub,  bccaufe  of  the  pe- 
remptory Orders  ot  the  Compsny  againll  diftant  Expe-  Do. 
ditioas  ;  but  they  intimated  to  him,  that  if  he  Ihoiild  en- 
gage ill  a  V/ar  beyond  their  Borders,  and  fhould  Hand 
in  Need  of  Afliilance,  they  certainly  could  not  fit  Itill 
and  fee  his  Danger  without  endeavouring  to  relieve  Lini, 
and  for  that  Reafoa  they  hoped  he  would  avoid  an  En- 
terprize  at  that  Diftance. 

Concerning  tlie  Country  of  the  Rohillas,  they  were 
ready  to  agree  to  whatever  was  formerly  propofed  at  Be- 
nares, only  repeating  the  I'erms  very  explicitly,  and 
infifting  on  the  Necellity  of  Perfevcrance,  if  the  Enter- 
prize  was  once  undertaken,  till  it  fliould  be  accomplifhed  ; 
without  which  Afiurance,  they  recommended  a  Sufpen- 
lion  of  the  Projcft  till  a  more  fiivo arable  Time,  "  as 
*'  they  could  not  hazard  or  anfwer  for  the  Effetts  of  the 
**  Company's  Difpleafure,  if  they  Ihould  find  them- 
**  felves  involved  in  a  fruitlefs  War,  or  in  an  Expence 
"  for  the  Profecution  of  it."  If  however  he  was  fatis- 
fied  of  iiis  Abilities,  and  would  allure  them  of  his  Refo- 
lution  to  perform  the  Conditions,  they  gave  him  Au- 
thority to  fiimmon  the  Brigade  to  Dinapore  to  his  Affif- 
tance,    whenever  he  pleafed. 

But  we  perceive',  that  fome  Doubts  having  arifen  con-

dation  of  an  A.greement  with  their  Refolutions,  Hating  nute  of  Difient 
the  Circumilances  of  what  had  palled  in  the  Confereace  under  fame  Date 
at  Benares  relative  to  this  Subjeft,  though  he  at  tiie  fame 
Time  ftrongly  poinded  out  his  own  Difficulties  in  bring- 
ing himfelf  to  adopt  fuch  a   Meafure  at  that  Jiinclure, 
which  Difficulties' he  obferved  mull:  alfo  have  conhdera-' 
ble  Weight  with  them,  as  their  Refponfibiiity  would  be 
great  in  an  unufual  Degree,  becaufe  the  Circumftances 
of  the  Company  were  unfavourable  at  Home,  "  expofed 
*'  to  popular  Clamour,  all  their  Meafures  liable   to  be 
*'  canvaifed  in  Parliament,  their   Charter  drawing  to  a 
*'  Clofe,    and   His   Majeily's  Miniilers  unquellionably 
**  ready  to  take  Advantage  of  every  unfavourable  Cir- 
**  cumilance  in  the  Negotiations  for  its  Renewal."

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The  Board  were  induced,  by  thefe  Reprefentations  of 
the  Governor,  to  concur  in  the  whole  of  the  Plan 
Sec.  Letter  from  adopted  by  the  Committee.  In  the  Account  which  they 
Ben.  ro  Decern,  foon  afterwards  tranfmitted  of  thefe  Matters  to  the 
Court  of  Directors,  they  obferved,  that  without  Hefita- 
tion  they  had  difapproved  of  the  Defi'gn  againft  the 
Doaub  ;  and  in  regard  to  that  of  the  Rohilla  Expedition, 
they  thought  it  expedient  not  immediately  to  difmif  it, 
though  it  appeared  advifeable  to  avoid  (as  fir  as  they 
could  confiitently  with  their  clofe  Connexion  with  the 
Vizier)  engaging  at  that  Jundlure  in  a  Plan  of  Conqueft 
over  the  Rohilla  Provinces  :  That  it  had  therefore  been 
refolved  to  make  the  Terms  of  their  Compliance  fuch 
as  from  their  Nature  fhould  induce  him  to  relinquilli 
the  Projeft,  out  of  regard  to  his  own  Intercih  It  will 
appear,  by  referring  to  the  Appendix,  in  which  thefe 
Papers  are  placed  at  length,  that  the  General,  who  wasr 
the  only  Member  of  the  Board  prefent  who  was  not  alfo 
a  Member  of  the  Committee,  recorded  his  Reafons 
againft  the  Meafures  of  attacking  thofe  Diftrifts. 

In  a  former  Appendix  will  be  found  an  Extraft  of  a 
Letter  from  the  Governor  and  Seleft  Committee  to  the 
Court  of  Direi.'tors,  dated  31ft  December  1773,  wherein 
they  gave  a  fhort  Account  of  the  introduftory  Steps  to 
thefe  Proceedings,  and  of  the  Motives  of  their  Condudl 
in  the  Profecution  of  them,  declaring,  "  that  from  the 
*'  Affurances  given  to  the  Vizier  by  the  Prefident  at 
"  Benares,  on  the  firft  Projeftion  of  the  Enterprize,  they 
*'  thought  themfelves  not  at  Liberty  to  rejeft  it." 

But  Your  Committee  find,  that  the  Vizier  had  taken 
Advantage  of  the  Abfence  of  the  Marattas,  whom  the 
Sel.  Letter,  qth  DilTenfions  in  their  own  Government  had  called  back 
Nov.  from  Ben.  jj^^q  j-j^g  Decan,  to  enter  into  the  Province  of  the  Doaub, 
and  to  engage  in  the  Reduftion  of  the  Forts  which  they 
yet  held  PofieiTion  of  in  it ;  and  the  Select  Committee 
exprefled  fome  Apprehenfions,  that  he  might  make  ufe 
of  the  Liberty  they  had  found  themfelves  under  the 
Neceffity  of  granting  him,  to  call  for  the  Service  of  the 
Brigade,  which  Jiad  been  removed  for  that  Purpofe  from 
Dinapdre  to  Patna.  It  will  alfo  be  obferved,  that  they 
made  Profeffions  of  their  adopting  with  Diffidence  a 
Meafure  of  fuch  Confequence,  without  the  Orders  and 
Sentiments  of  the  Company,  and  they  therefore  earneftly 
defired  to  know,  "  if  they  fhould  im[  licitly  adhere  to 
"  the  defenfive  Line  hitherto  prefcribed  to  them,  or  ex-

at  the  fame  Time  an  Account  of  the  State  of  the  neigh-

propofed,  though  he  requciied  to  have  the  Brigade  Ibi-  ry!^'y'J'J^' 
tioned  within   a  convenient  Call  to  the  Defence  of  his  Letter  aho. 
own  Dominions,  if  they  fliould  be  attacked.     And  the  ApiicnJlx,  No. 
Government  of  Bengal,    who  teilified  their  Satisfafdon  ^5- 
at  having  put  the  End  they  wifhed  to  that  Aiiair,    very 
readily  acquiefced   in    this  lall  Dcfire,    confidering   the 
Provinces   of  Corah   and  Illiabad  to  be  included  in  the 
Line  of  Defence.

of  other  Nations.     But  the  Governor,  in   his  Anfwer,  pendixNo.  "12. 
treated  both  the  Renunciation   and  the  Sunnuds  as  fu- 
perfluous  and  ufelefs,  becaufe   they  could  not  pay  the 
one,  and   did  not  want  the  other.     He  then  exprelTed 
alfo  his  Doubt  of  any  Right  by  which  the  King  could 
give,  or  the  Company  take  from  the  Nabob,  the  little 
Share  he  by  Treaty  poflelfed  of  the  Soubahfnip  ;  adding 
thereupon   this  Obfervation,  "  It  was  not  the  Want  of 
"  the   Sunnuds   of    Shaw    Allum  v.'hich   defeated   the 
**  long-concerted  Projefts  of  the  Due   de  Choifeul,  nor 
**  will  the  Poileffion  of  them  quicken  the  Defigns  of  the 
"  Marattas  againft  us.     The  Sword,  which  gave  us  the 
"  Dominion  of  Bengal,  mull  be  the  Inliranient  of  its 
"  Prefervation  ;  and  if  (which  God  forbid)  it  fhall  ever 
*'  ceafe  to  be  ours,   the  next  Proprietor  will  derive  his 
**  Right  from  the  fame  natural  Charter." 

Having  thus  taken  a  Revitw  of  the  Military  and  Poli- 
tical Tranfadtions  in  the  Countries  bordering  on  Bengal, 
before  the  Arrival  of  the  new  Adminiftration,  Your 
Committee  will  now  proceed  to  examine  into  fo  much  of 
the  Hiftory  of  the  Maratta  State,  as  may  tend  to  throw 
a  Light  upon  the  Proceedings  and  Events  v/hich,  in  the 

Pro  fee  u- 
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Profecution  of  our  Taflc,  we  are  to  colledl  together,  and 
fubmit  to  the  Houfe. 

Upon  this  Subjeft  indeed.  Your  Committee  have 
thought  it  proper  to  give  a  more  circumftantial  Account, 
not  only  becaufe  the  Rife  and  Progrefs  of  the  Hoftilities 
between  that  Nation  and  the  Britifh  Settlements  in  India 
form  the  chief  Objedl  of  our  prefent  Enquiry,  but  becaufe 
Incidents,  arifmg  from  the  Nature  of  its  Conititution, 
feem  to  have  given  a  particular  Call  to  the  State  of  the 
Quarrel  at  different  Periods,  and  to  have  alfo  had  a 
material  Influence  on  the  Negotiations  feverally  entered 
into  with  the  oppofite  Parties  of  the  Govermnent.  We 
fhall  therefore  lay  before  the  Houfe  a  brief  Relation  of 
fuch  material  Points  as  we  have  been  able  to  extradt  from 
the  Records  of  the  Company,  which  were  fubmitted  to 
our  Infpedlion  for  that  Purpofe.  It  does  not  however 
appear  necelTary  to  go  fo  far  back  into  the  Hillory  of  this 
People,  as  to  point  out  in  Detail  the  Firft  Coalition  of 
their  various  Tribes  under  One  Chief  Rajah  of  the 
Ravpout  or  V/arrior  Call,  or  to  trace  the  Increafe  of 
their  Numbers  and  Strength  from  the  Time  of  their  fuc- 
cefsfui  i-^efillance  to  the  victorious  Arms  of  Auranzebe, 
till  they  became  fufficiently  powerful  to  carry  their  of- 
See  Appendix  fenfive  Incurfions  into  the  Pleart  of  his  Empire,  and  to 
^^5-  impofe  a  tributary  Subjection  upon  the  Territories  of  his

By  thele  Means  they  extended  this 
Impoiition  over  the  Provinces  of  Bengal,  long  before  a 
Grant  was  made  of  them  to  the  Englifli  Company  ;  nor 
did  they  afterwards  indeed  difcoatinue  their  Claim,  nor 
was  it  ever  exprefsly  denied.  By  the  fame  Right  they 
ccllefted  or  demanded  the  like  Contribution  from  the 
Ballagaut  and  Payengaut,  or  Countries  of  Myfore  and 
the  Carnatic  ;  and  we  perceive  that  thefe  were  acknow-

immediate  Dominion  of  their  Raja,  or  of  his  Feudato- 
ries, became  very  extenfive,  and  reached  from  the 
Northern  Boundaries  of  the  Guzerat  to  the  Coafl  of 
OriHa.  But  in  the  Formation  of  this  Empire,  the  So- 
vereignty of  which  was  held  by  a  Chief  of  the  Raypout 
Race,  the  principal  Direftioa  cf  Civil  Affairs  was  en- 

truHed 
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trufled  to  a  Council  confiding  of  Eight  Bramins,  whofe 
Call  was  elleemcd  luperior  to  that  of"  the  Rajah,  and 
who,  by  their  religious  Influence  over  the  Minds  of  the 
People,  had  it  in  tlieir  Power  to  regulate,  in  what  De- 
gree they  pleafcd,  the  Authority  of  the  Prince.  Of  this 
prevailing  Intereil  they  did  not  fail  to  take  Advantage 
for  their  own  Aggrandizement;  they  were  the  ciiicf 
Officers  of  the  State,  and  amonglt  them  the  Pefhwa,  Mr.  Tayisfs 
which  Title,  in  its  literal  ConftrmTtion,  means  him  who^"'^®''' 
precedes  the  rell,  was  endued  with  the  higheit  Rank  and 
Power.  In  the  Reign  of  Sahoo  Rajah,  the  Bramin  call- 
ed Kifhwanath  Ballajee,  who  had  been  raifed  to  the 
Office  of  Pefhwa  from  an  inf.  ror  Station,  gained  fuch  an 
entire  Afcendancy  over  the  'i  emp^r  of  his  Mailer,  as  to 
perfuade  him  to  make  a  total  Refignation  of  the  Condutil 
of  Affairs  into  his  Hands.  Ke  accordingly  took  upon 
him,  with  the  Appellation  of  Row  Pundit,  Praden  or 
Chief  and  Elctl  of  the  Punair^,  the  real  Power  of  the 
Rajalhip,  which  was  alfo  confirmed  by  a  formal  Invefli- 
ture  with  the  Sirpaw,  a  Ceremony  that  ha»  ever  fince 
been  held  nccefTary,  and  was  very  foon  made  the  only 
Mark  of  any  remaining  Sovereignty  in  the  Prince;  for 
the  Direlittion  of  the  Exercife  of  Government  on  the 
Part  of  Sahoo,  or  the  Affumption  of  it  by  Kiihvvanath 
Ballajee,  vv'ere  not  merely  perlbnal  Agreements,  but  be  ■ 
came  an  hereditary  Pradice,  with  this  additional  Confir- 
mation, that  Bajerow  (the  Son  of  Ballajee)  who  fuc- 
ceeded  to  his  Authority,  confined  the  Raja  in  his  Reii- 
dence  at  Sattarah,  and  ellablilhed  himfelf  in  undifputed 
Supremacy  in  another  Capiial  called  Poona.  Chimnajee 
Oppa,  the  Brother  of  Bajerow,  led  the  Troops  of  the 
Empire  ^Jp  Conquell  over  the  Settlements  of  the  Portu- 
guefe,  and  added  Salfet  and  BafTcin,  and  their  Depen- 
dencies, to  their  other  Dominions ;  and  it  appears,  that 
on  Account  of  this  fmgular  Tnftance  of  Succefs  againll  an 
European  Power  by  one  of  the  Pefhwa  Family,  the  Suc- 
ceflbrs  in  that  Office  have  always  conlidered  thofe  Ac-  See  Appendix, 
cjuifitions  as  particularly  their  own  Property,  and  have  Hi  and  i^i. 
conftantly  manifefted  a  jealous  Attention  to  the  Prefer- 
v.ation  of  them.  The  Poffeffion  of  thefe  Diftrifts,  ad- 
joining to  the  Britiih  Settlements  on  the  Malabar' Coaft, 
induced  fonie  Sort  of  explanatory  Connexion  between 
the  Two  Governments,  and  elpecially  as  the  Ellabliili- 
mcnt  of  a  Marine  very  loon  appeared  to  be  another 
Objeft  of  Ambition  in  the  new  Adminiltration.  Aad 
Your  Commitiee  obferve,  that  the  Prehdency  of  Bombay  1739.  See  Ap- 
upon  that  Occafion  thought  it  proper  and  prudent  to  pcudix  60. 
addrcfs  thcmfelves  only  to  the  Pelh v/a  as  to  the  efficient 
.Sovereign  of  tiie  State,  and  that  from  that  Time,  in  all 
Tranfaftions  with  the  Marattas,  thcfy  have  never  re-  - 
Rep.  V.  E  girded 
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garded  the  Rajah  of  Sattarah  as  any  thing  but  an  empty 
pageant.  The  Articles  cf  Agreement  concluded  at  that 
Time  widi  the  Marattas,  regarded  only  Qneftions  of 
Trade  and  Navigation.  In  the  Time  of  Balhijee  Ba- 
jerow,  the  Third  reigning  Pefhwa,  who  was  the  Grand- 
i7r6,  dated  12  fen  of  the  Firft,  another  'J'reaty  appears  to  have  been 
Oa-cber.  f  oncluded  between  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay  and   the

cf  conimercial  Concern  to  the  Exclufion  of  the  Dutch 
were  regulated,  and  Sunnuds  were  given  to  the  Com- 
pany fir  the  fole  Pofrefiion  of  Fort  \  idoria,  or  Bancote, 
and  Hematgnr,  upon  their  Surrender  of  the  Fort  of 
Ghcreah  (vvhich  they  had  taken  from  Toolajee  Angria) 
to  the  Poopa  Dominion.  In  confequence  of  Conformity 
to  the  Articles  of  this  Treaty,  all  Difputes  were  to  fub- 
f;.de,  and  no  Claims  were  to  be  made  by  the  Maratta 
Government  on  the  Company  to  that  Date  ;  and  all 
former  Treaties  v/ere:  to  be  maintained  inviolable  by 
both  Parties.  In  1761,  Ballajee  Bajerow  died,  by  fome 
Accounts  o£  Grief  for  the  Death  of  his  Coufm  Sudabah 
of  the  Bhow,  who  was  killed  in  the  Buttle  of  Paniput 
£gainil  the  Emperor  Abdullah.  Eajcrow  left  a  Son, 
Madharrow  Ballajee,  then  a  Minor,  of  14  Years  of  Age» 
Eut  the  regular  SuccefTion  to  this  high  O See  was  "how 
f.o  cftabliihed,  that  the  Minority  of  the  Heir  feemed  to 
fuggell  no  Caufe  of  Objeiltion  ;  and  his  Authority  was 
immediately  recognized  under  the  Regency  of  his  Uncle 
P.agonaut  Ballajee  Row.  I'his  ready  Acquiefcence  may 
however,  in  a  great  Meafurc,  be  attributed  to  the  Ma- 
nagement of  the  Braniin  Miniflry,  which  had  ftill  con- 
tinued, to  pofTefs  the  Guidance  of  the  civil  Adminillra- 
tion,  and  had  thereby  found  Means  to  accumulate  very 
coniiderable  Riches;  the  Security  of  which,  involving 
alfo  their  perfonal  Safety,  became  of  courfe  an  ejTential 
■Obje£l  of  their  Policy  in  a  State,  where  both  on  that 
Account  were  conftantly  in  Hazard.  This  Attention 
naturally  incited  them  to  take  Advantage  of  a  Minority 
to  d.'iierninate  JealouHes  and  Divifions  in  the  reigning 
Fi;mily,  and  tn  feek  by  their  Intrigues  to  perpetuate 
them,  Tn  this  Inllance  it  appear.s  that  they  had  a  pow- 
erful Coadjutrix  in  Gopicaboy,  the  Mother  of  Mad- 
harrow,  of  whc.fe  Influence  over  her  Son  they  did  not 
negieft  to  avail  themfelyes  for  the  Purpofe  of  fomenting 
a  Dirrerence  betwten  the  Uncle  and  the  Nephew,  v/hich 
led  to  an  open  Rupture  between  them  ;  and  the  Confe- 
quence  of  it  was,  the  Confinement  of  Ragoba.  It  ihould 
however  be  obfervtd,  that  the  Accounts  of  thefe  Tranf-

Advantage  of  their  Situation,  and  by  Degrees  ufurped  an 
alinolt  independant  Authority  over  the  Territories  they 
had  in  Charge.     In  the  earlier  Periods  of  their  Hiilory,  See  Appendix, 
thefe  detached  Governments  were  bound   to  furnilh  a  No*  3-l>  ^''^*

Countries,  and  it  became  neceflary  to  ellablifh,   upon  a 
very  different  Footing,   the  military  Force,  with  which 
in  Procefs  of  Time  they  v/ent  into  the  Field,  no  longer 
.■IS  Tributaries,  bat  under  the  Title  of  Alliance,  and  on 
Conditions  of  a  itipulated   Subfidy.     The'  Pay  of  the 
Troops  was  fettled  upon  Terms  which  were  in  Lieu  of  all 
preparatory  Equipment,  and  every  Cavalier  brought  with 
him,   and  was  the  Owner  of  his  own  Horfc   and  Arms. 
Their  iV^Icde  of  War,  which  was  wholly  direded  to  De- 
valiition  and  Plunder,   enticed  into  the  Service,   upon 
any  fudden  or  favourite  Expedition,  every  Adventurer 
who  could  procure  a  Horfe ;   and  by  thele  Means  verv 
numerous  Armies  would  in  a  lliort  Time    be  colleded 
together.     But  as  every  common  Trooper  was  anxious 
for  the  Prefervation  of  that  Horfe  and  of  thofe  Arms 
which  were  his  own  Property,   and  the  Lofs  of  which  he 
was  obliged  himfelf  to  make  good,  it  cannot  feem  extra- 
ordinary that  they  avoided,  as  much  as  pofiible,  all  re- 
gular Confiifts  with  -difciplined  Forces,  before  whom 
however   their  Flight  was   not  therefore   an  AiTurance  Country  Cr»rref, 
of  entire  Defeat  or  Difperfion.

In  the  DiiTentions,  of  v/hich  your 
Committee  have  taken  Notice  in  the  Poona  Government, 
the  Tv/o  Brothers  took  different  Parts  ;  Shabajee  had 
appeared  in  League  with  the  Minifters  and  the  Nizam, 
and  Moodajee  had  fupported  the  Caufe  and  Pretenfions  of 
Ragoba.  But  from  about  the  Time  of  the  fuppofed 
Birch  of  the  young  Pefhwa,  their  own  Animofities  and 
Quarrels  rofe  to  fuch  a  Keighth  as  to  engage  them 
wholly  in  the  moil:  implacable  Hoftilities  againft  each 
other,  and  to  prevent  their  Interference  in  the  Difputes 
of  their  Neighbours. 
No. 40.  Your    Committee  find,    that    the  Guzcrat   Country, 

which  lays  to  the  Northward  of  Bombay,  and  extends 
from  Demaum  up  to  the  River  Puddar,  bounded  by  the 
Sea  of  Cambay  on  the  South  Weft,  and  by  the  Territo- 
ries of  other  Maratta  Chiefs  to  the  Eaft,  was  one  of  the 
lateft  Conquelts  made  from  the  Mogul  Empire.  It  ap- 
Ji-Ir. Tayler,  &,c.  pe^i"s  to  have  been  reduced  by  Pillagee  Guicawar,  a 
Maratta  Family,  Two  Brothers  of  which,  Futty  Sing 
and  Govind  Row,  at  the  Period  in  Queftion,  were  con- 
tending for  the  Sovereignty  cf  it.  It  had  been  held  for 
fome  I'ime  independent  of  the  Poona  Durbar  ;  but  in  the 
Reign  of  Nanna  or  Bajcrow,  tliey  compelled  Dnmmajee 
the  Son  of  Pillagee,  or  according  to  o^ier  Accounts,  tlie 

principal 
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principal  Chief  under  Termeck  Row  (who  had  received  Ben.  Sec.  Coni'. 
the  Command  of  the  Country  from  the  Salioo  Raja,  but.  ^^'^^'■*^''  ^77<^« 
was  afterwards  killed  in  an  Engr.gement  with  the  Pelhwa,  See  Appendix, 
leaving  a  Son  who  fled  to  the  Mogul's)    to  yield  therti  No.  loi. 
feveral  Places  in  it,  a  Part  of  Uie  Revenue,  and  to  fur- 
nifh  a  certain  Quota  of  Troops  when  called  for ;   and  in 
fhort,    pretended    to    a  Supremacy  over  the   Guicawar 
Government.     The  Revenues  arifing  from  the  Country, 
and  the  Military  F"orcc  kept  up  in  it,  were  conlidcrable. 
But  the  DiiTenfions  in   the    reigning  Family   had   pre- 
vented them  from  taking  an  adlive  Part  in  the  Divilions 
at  Poona ;   the  Protection   however  of  the  different  In- 
terefts  having  been  given  in  Oppofuion  to  each  other  to 
the  Two  Brothers,  Futty  Sing  owed  his  Title,  and  the 
Support  of  his  Pretenfions,  to  the  Favour  of  the  Eramin 
Minillers ;  and  Ragoba,  on  his  AccefTion  to  theMufnud, 
decreed    the  Government   of  that  Province  to  Govind 
Row,  whom  we  have  found  in  Arms  againll:  his  Brother 
at  the  Siege  of  Brodera,  when  Ragoba  joined  him.

for  a  Time  declared  himfelf  in   Favor  of  that  Prince,        • 
and   was   principally    inllrumental   in   his   Prefervation. 
Towards  the  End  however  of  rhefe  Tranfaflions,  he  had 
been  found  more  anxious  to  i'ecure  anxl  enlarge  his  own     Mr.  Taller, 
Situation,  than  to  intermeddle  ss  an  Adherent  with  the 
Pretenfions  of  either  Party. 

The  Two  Northern  Jaghierdars,  Holcar,  and  Scin-  No.  40. 
dia,  whom  your  Committee  mentioned  as  having  become  Mr.  Tayler's 
Parties  with  the  Mutfeddics  and  Maratta  Chiefs  after  ^^'^'^*'■• 
the  Retreat  of  Ragoba  into  the  Guzerat,  appear  to  have 
pofl'efTed  extenfive  Diitrifts  bordering  upon  the  Vizier's 
Countries  to  the  Eaft,  and  to  the  Dominions  of  Berar 
on  the  South.  "They  were  looked  up  to  aa,  in  a  Mili- 
tary Line,  'the  great  Supporters  of  that  Caufe,  but  were 
at  the.  fame  Time  conceived  to  have  no  Defign  of  co- 
operating with  the  Minirters  to  fuch  an  Extent  as  en- 
tirelv  to  crnfli  the  Oppofition  of  Ragoba  ;  becaufe  a 
Regard  to  their  own  Interelt,  which  was  confidered  to 
have  at  leail  an  equal  Influence  on  their  political  Con- 
duft,  Ihould  naturally  induce  them  to  keep  up  the  Ba- 
lance of  Diffenfion,  that  neither  Party  iright  be  encou- 
raged, from  a  Confidence  in- their  unrivalled  Power,  to 
demand  of  them  the  Arrears  of  their  Tribute  :  Your 
Committee  have  indeed  obferved,   that  fome  Degree  of

Government  held  by  his  Father,  and  appointed  Madajee 
his  Guardian  :  But  when  Ragoba  had  given  up  his 
Truft  into  the  Hands  of  the  Pefhwa  Madharow,  Sicca- 
ram  Baboo  his  Miniiter,  in  confequence  of  a  Bribe, 
difplaced  the  Nephew,  and  gave  the  Jaghires  in  abfolute 
PofTefTion  to  the  Uncle  ;  againft  which  Proceeding  Ra- 
goba made  Reprefentatlons,  which  proved  not  only  un- 
fuccefsful,  but  very  unfortunate  to  him. 
No.  40.  In  regard  to  the  Mutfeddies  or  Bramin  Miniftry,  Your 

Committee  have  found,  that  in  the  Time  of  Narrain 
Row,  Siccaram  Baboo  was  fuppofed  to  have  conceived 
great  Indignation  at  the  fupenior  Afcendancy  which 
Nanna  Furnefe,  a  much  younger  Man  than  himfelf,  had 
acquired  over  the  Mind  of  the  Pefhwa;  and  it  appears, 
that  upon  the  Murder  of  that  Prince,  and  the  Proclama- 
tion made  by  Siccaram  of  Ragoba's  Acceffion  to  the 
Government,  Nanna  fled  from  the  Capital,  and  was 
hardly  prevailed  upon  to  return  to  it  on  the  AfTurances 
of  entire  Forgivenefs  and  Reftoration  to  Favour.  Yet 
See  his  Letters  it  is  obfervable,  that  Mr.  Moftyn  reported  it  as  a  general 
befo/e  referred  Opinion,  that  moft  of  the  Minifters  were  inftrumental 
in  the  Perpetration  of  the  Murder  ;  and  it  is  certain  that 
whatever  Jealoufies  had  in  Reality  fubfilled  between 
Siccaram  and  Ballajee,  the  fubfequent  Abfence  of  Ra- 
goba, in  his  Expedition  to  the  Carnatic,  and  the  Diftruft 
^nd  Negleft  which  he  betrayed  of  them  all,  together 
with  a  Refieclion  on  their  mutual  Advantage,  apparently 
reconciled  them  ;  and  they  will  be  found  to  ad  as  joint 
Conductors  of  the  Public  Affairs  of  the  Empire  (though 
Siccaram  was  in  EfFeft  the  only  nominal  Duan)  from 
the  Time  that  their  Confpiracy  fucceeded  fo  far  as  to 
keep  Ragoba  out  of  PofTelTion  of  the  Pelhwafhip.  It  is 
not  therefore  furprifing,  that  we  fhould  perceive  in  moll 
of  his  Letters,  ftrong  Expreffions  of  a  fevere  Refentment 
againll  them,  for  the  Ingratitude  and  Deceit  they  had, 
in  his  Idea,  pradlifed  againft  him.  But  it  is  proper  to 
remark,  that  Self-IntereA  was  generally  reported  to  be 
predominant  in  them  over  every  other  Paffion  ;  and  tiiat 
Increafe  of  Pov/er,  and  Accumulation  of  Wealth,  as  the 
fureft  Supporters  of  each  other,  were  the  undeviating 
Principle  and  Objed  of  their  Admlniilratlon  :  Many 
therefore  of  thofe  who  had  confirmed  themfelves  in  this 
Opinion,  ufed  it  as  a  ftrong  Argument  againft  the  Legi^ 
timacy  of  the  infant  Pefhwa,  becaufe  the  Minifters  were 
at  all  Events  fo  much  interefted  to  provide  both  a  dif- 
puted  Succcinun  and  a  long  Minority.

The  Boofilas  were  ftlll  at  Enmity  with  each  other,  and  Par.  7.    Letter 
upon  the  Eve  of  coming  to  fome  decifive  Trial  of  Force  from  Bengal  to 
for  the  Mafterfhip.     It   appears   indeed,    that   Shabajee  ^°""  °^r3^^t'^' 
had  in  View  Objefts  more  grand  and  extenfive  than  the  tors,  igOdobcr 
mere  Dominion  of  Berar,   and  that  he  bore  in    Mind  Appendix,  No., 
his  Claim  to  the  Government  of  the  Maratta  State,   in  27. 
the  Profecution  of  which  he  hoped  to  be  greatly  affilled 
by  the  prefent   DilTenfions  among  the  Minifters.     His 
Vackeel  had  been  attending  on  the  Governor  of  Bengal 
for  more  than  a  Twelvemonth,   and  frequently  repeated 
the  earnell  Wilh  of  his  Mafter  to  enter  into  a  defenfive 
Alliance  with  the  Company  ;   and  the  Adminiftration  of 
that  Prefidency  thinking  the  Overtures  worthy  of  their 
Attention,  as  of  great  probable  Advantage  to  their  Em- 
ployers, at  laft  fent  back  the  Agent  with  Letters  and 
Prefents  to  his  Mafter. 

Your  Committee  find,   That  there  had  arifen  fome  Appendix,  No. 
Difputes  with  the  French  Faftories  ip  the  Bengal  Pro-  41- 
vinces,   the  Chief  of  which  was  Chandemagore,    upon 
their  Pretenfion  to  the  Right  of  eftablifhing  Subordinates  Nov^Xri'°^'! 
wherever  they  thought  fit ;  for  which  Purpofe  alfo  they    "^^"^  ^'"i773' 
produced   Phirmaunds    and   Sunnuds,  granted    to  their 
Company  by  the  Mogul  Government.     Thefe  Encroach-  Letter,  17  0<ao. 
ments  however  did  not  appear  of  Confequence  enough  '774' 
to    require   an   immediate  and   vigorous    Controul,   in 
which  there  might  be  more  Danger  than  Ufe ;  and  the 
Calcutta  Board  therefore  thought  it  proper  to  wave  any 
Difcuffion  upon  thofe  Subjei^s  fo  near  the  Clofe  of  their 
Adminiftration.     Nor  indeed  was  the  Force  of  the  French 
Influence  in  thofe  Parts  apparently  ajuft  Objedl  of  much 
Jealoufy  to  the  Englifh  Government,    except  from  the 
roffibility  of  Intrigues  with  the  Country  Powers,   which 
in  cafe  of  future  Differences  between  the  Two  Nations, 
might  tend  to  the  more  feafible  Introdudlion   of  their 
Troops  from  the  Iflands,  or  from  Europe,  and  thereby 
F  2  enable 
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enable    them    to   create    mere   cqnfequential   Diflurb- 
ances. 

But  for  the  Reprefentation  of  the  State  of  politivjal 
Affairs  under  the  Prefidency  at  the  Expiration  of  the  old 
Government,  Your  Committee  defire  to  refer  the  Houfe 
to  the  Extraift  of  a  Letter,  which  we  have  placed  in  the 
Appendix,  from  the  Governor  and  Council,  dated  17th 
Nn.  41.  Oclober  1774.  In  this  will  be  found  a  Recapitulation 
Beginning  at  of  the  Motives  for  their  Conduct  in  undertaking  the 
Par.  10.  Rohilla  War,  which,  from  the  lateft  Intelligence,  they 
believed  to  be  finally  clofed  with  that  Succefs  which  they 
had  forefcen  from  the  Beginning.  Upon  the  Suppoli- 
tion  of  that  Event,  they  concluded  their  Letter  in  the 
follov/ing  Words :  "  We  fhall  then  again  return  to  the 
"  State  of  Peace  from  v>'hich  we  emerged  when  we  firft 
^'  engaged  in  the  Rohilla  Expedition,  with  the  adlual 
"  Poffeffion  cr  acknowledged  Right  (which  the  Power 
^'  of  this  Government  can  am.ply  and  effeftually  affert) 
**  of  near  Seventy  Lacks  of  Rupees,  acquired  by  the 
"  Monthly, Subiidy  and  -the  Stipulation  ;  and  it  refts 
"  with  you  to  pafs  the  ultimate  Judgment  on  oiir 
«'   Conduft." 

The  annexed  Chart  will  fhew   the  general  State  and 
Diflribution  of  the  Military  Force  under  the  Prefidency 
Appendix,  No.    at  that  Period.

The  expected  Receipt 
of  Fifteen  Lacks  of  Rupees,  on  Account  of  the  CefTion 
of  Corah,  and  20  Lacks  out  of  Forty  engaged  for  the 
RohiUa  Expedition,  added  to  Fifteen  for  the  Bills  the 
Court  had  authorized  them  to  draw  upon  them,  would 
be  a  further  Fund  for  the  Difcharge  of  their  Bond  Debt, 
and  reduce  it  to  35  Lacks  inllead  of  125,  which  was 
the  Amount  in  Auguft  preceding.

vernment  under  the  new  Adminiftration  in  the  Prefi- 44- 
deucy  of  Bengal,  with  the  i'upcrintending-  and  control-  L^en.  Conf.    20 
ling  Powers  before-mentioned,  over   the  other    Settle- ^'^''''^'' '774* 
ments,  took  Place  on  the  20th  OiEtober  1774.     And  it, 
appears    by  their   Letter   of  21ft  November  following, 
which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  N°  44,  that  their 
Firft  Confaltations  had  not  begun  in  that  Unanimity,  or 
their  Refolutions  farmed  in   that  Harmony,  which  were 
the  Objeds  of  the  Company's  InftruiSions.    The  Nccef- 
fity  and   Propriety  of  the   Rohilla  War  feems  to  have 
furnilhed  a  conltant  Source  of  Difcordancy.     It  is  fo- 
reign from  the  direft  Defign   of  the   Enquiry  on  which 
your  Committee  are  here  engaged,   to  point  out  every 
Particular  of  the  Difagreements  which  divided  the  Opi- 
nions of  the  Board.     We  Ihall  only  take  Notice  of  fuch 
Refolutions  as  tend  to  complete  the  introdudlory   Ac- 
count we  have  given   of  the  general  State  of  political 
Affairs  about  th-.it  Period. 

In  order  to  elucidate  the  Grounds  and  Condudl  of  the  Secret  Letter 
War,  it  was  thought  neceflary  to  fee  the  Whole  of  the  ^'''"^^  Governor 
original  Correfpondence  between  the  Governor  General,  p'^'^^'^?,  ^^  „ 
Mr.  Middleton,  and  Colonel  Champion;  but  wc  per- member '1774. 
■ceive,  that  the  Governor  General  declined  laying  the  No,  44. 
Whole  of  them  before  the  Board,  and  only  offered  fuch 
Parts  as  related  to  the  Conduft  of  public  Affairs.  This 
Refufal  appears  to  have  occafioned  a  formal  Proteft,  and 
a  Refolution  of  the  Majority  to  recal  Mr.  Middleton, 
and  to  appoint  Colonel  Champion  to  treat  vath  the  Vizier 
in  his  Room.  The  Inftruftions  fent  to  Colonel  Cham- 
pion were  not  agreed  to  without  much  DifcuJion.  He 
was  therein  directed  to  wait  upon  the  Vizier,  and  to  re- 
quire Payment  of  the  Forty  Lacks  for  the  Aid  which 
the  Company  had  furnilhed  in  the  Rohilla  War,  and  of 
fuch  other  Sums  as  would  be  then  due  in  Virtue  of  his 
other  Engagements  ;  there  was  indeed  fuperadded  a  dif- 
cretionary  Power  to  relax  in  Part  of  thefe  Demands,  if 
apparently  necefHiry,  to  accept  Twenty  Lacks  in  ready 
Money,  and  to  fettle  a  Kiftbundie  for  Payment  by  In- 
ftalment5  of  the  Remainder,  at  any  Term  not  exceedincj 
Twelve  Months  for  the  laft.  Direftions  were  nlfo  tranf- 
mitted  for  his  Conduci:,  in  regard  to  the  Movements  of 
the  Troops  dependent  on  the  Alternative  of  the  Vizier's 
Compliance  or  Refufal.

And  your  Committee  further  remark.  That  afer  fe^ 
veral  other  poiiued  Obfervaticns  of  Complaint  againfi: 
tiie  Cor.dufl  of  the  King,  by  which  he  had  forfeited. 
their  Favour  and  Protev^ticn,  they  iigniiied  to  the  Go- 
vernment of  Bengal  a  further  Approbation  of  thofe 
Proceedings  alfo,  which  led  to  the  Conference  at  Be- 
nares, and  of  groat  Part  of  the  Agreement  concluded  at 
that  place  by  Guvtinor  Haftings,  in  thefe  Words  : 

'  '  "  Although 
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"  Although  the  Provinces  of  Corah  and  Allahabad 
"  were  refcrved  to  the  King  by  the  Treaty  of  1765,  we 
"  can  by  no  Means  allow,  that  his  Majefty  acquired  by 
*'  that  Treaty  a  Right  to  refign  them  into  the  Hands  of 
"  our  Enemies.  As  the  Vizier  of  the  Empire  is  the 
"  Firft  Officer  under  his  Majefty,  and  as  the  Territories 
"  in  Qiieilion  were  formerly  held  by  the  Vizier,  we 
"  cannot  but  be  of  Opinion,  that  our  Servants  adcd 
"  with  great  Propriety  in  committing  them  again  to  his 
**  Management,  when  it  became  abiblutely  impolnbie 
"  for  his  Majefty  to  hold  them  in  his  own  immediate 
"  Pofteftion.  And  as  the  King  had  not  only  withdrawn 
"  himfclf  from  our  Protcdion,  and  abandoned  the 
*'  Countries  affigned  to  him,  but  alfo  continued  by  his 
"  Prefence  to  countenance  the  Depredations  of  the  Ma- 
"  rattas,  we  fully  approve  the  Refohuioa  of  our  Prc- 
'*■  fident  and  Council,  under  thofc  Circumftances,  to 
"  fufpend  Payment  of  Tribute  to  his  Majefty,  as  we 
**  think  the  general  Principles  of  Stlf-preferiation  War- 
"  ranted  them  to  withhold  Rcfourccs  which,  if  fent, 
"  they  knew  muft  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  Marattas, 
"  and  v.'hich  they  had  every  Reafju  to  believe  would  be 
"  appropriated  to  the  Ufe  of  their  Army,  and  (;oatri- 
"  bate  towards  enabling  them  to  commit  Hoftilities  in 
"  our  own  Province.-,  or  in  thofe  of  our  Allies. 

"  For  the  above  Rcufons  we,  upon  the  matureft  De- 
"  liberation,  confirm  the  Treaty  of  Benares;  and  we 
"  alfo  hereby  dired;,  that  no  further  Remittances  be 
*'  made  to  the  King  without  our  exprefs  Permiiiion  urft 
**  obtained  for  that  Purpofe." 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  Diredion  cr  Permiflion  of 
that  Sort  have,  fmce  the  Date  of  this  Letter,  been  fent 
by  the  Court  of  Diredors  to  their  Government  of  Ben- 
gal ;  or  that  the  Superior  Council  have  in  this  Inftance 
ventured  to  tranfgrefs  the  Orders  of  the  Company. 

The  Penfion,  which  had   been  again   apparently  re-        pjr.  3S, 
ftored  to  NudjifFCawn,  was  alfo  at  this  Time  approved 
of  by  the  Court  of  Directors;  conditionally  however, 
"  that  it  might  be  in  his  Power  to  render  them  future 
^'  Services,  and  that   therefore  it  would  be  prudent  to 
"  pay  it."     By  referring  to   the   Accounts  of  the  Year 
1776,  the  Houfe  will  perceive  the  accumulated  Balance 
due  to  NudjifFCawn,  and  will  of  courfe    be  fatisfied, 
that  the  further  Payment  of  the  Sripend  had  been  dif- 
continued.     Several    Letters   which    are  placed   in  the  Letters    to  and 
Appendix    will    further    corroborate   this   Obfervation,  from  Nudjlff" 
andpoint  out  the  Reafons  of  it.  ^'*'>^"'   No.  46, 

Concerning  the  Engagement  entered  into  with  the 
yizier,  for  the  Expedition  againft  the  Rohillas,  Your 

Committe<; 
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Committee  obferve,  that  'lie  Court  cf  DIreflors,  in  the 
fame  Letter,  ufcd  the  following  Expreflions: 

"  Notwithilanding  the  pecuniary  Advantages  which 
**  the  Company  have  gained  by  the  Event,  we  are  ex- 
**  ceedingly  concerned  to  And,  that  our  Arms  have 
"  been  employed  in  the  Conqueft  of  the  Rohillas; 
"  though  we  muft  confefa  the  Coudu£l  of  their  Chiefs, 
"  in  retufing  to  fulfil  their  folemn  Stipulations  with  the 
*'  Vizier,  feems  to  have  drawn  upon  them  the  Cala- 
**  mities  they  have  fuffered." 

They  added  however  Affurances,  that  had  the  Objeft 
ill  View  been  extended  no  further  than  to  compel  Pay- 
ment of  the  40  Lacks  of  Rupees  due  to  the  Vizier  and 
to  the  Company  for  the  Proteftion  afforded  the  Rohillas, 
they  fhould   have  had  lefs  Objection  to  the  Meafure. 
And  v/hile  they  acknowledged  the  Force  of  the  Treaty 
of  Allahabad,  they  again  declared  their  abfolute  Pro- 
hibition againft  warlike  Enterprizes  beyond  the  Vizier's 
Territories,  on  any  Pretence  whatever. 
Extraftof Gene-      In  a  fubfequent  Letter  of  the  yih  of  the  fame  Month, 
ral  Letter  to     the  Court  appear  to  have   repeated  thefe    Reftridions 
Bengal,  7  Mar.  ^-^^^  j^-jj  greater  Force;  as  by  a  Letter  from  the  Seledl 
^''''ko.  46.        Committee,  under  Date   the    24th   Auguft   preceding, 
they  had  been  informed  of  the  greater  Dillance  to  v/hich 
their  Arms  had  been  carried  acrofs  the  Ganges  into  the 
Center  of  the  Rohiiia  Country,  and  more  efpecially  as 
fome  Steps  taken  by  the  King,  and  the  Probability  of 
Depredations  by  the  P.'Iarattas,  rendered  the  Time  and 
the  Circumftances  peculiarly  unfavourahle. 

But  it  has  appeared  to  Your  Commictee,  That  after 
the  Receipt  of  ail  thsDocuments  relative  to  thefeTranf- 
aftions,  v.liich  were  tranfmirted  by  the  new  Admini- 
ftraticn,  the  Opinion  and  Refolutions  of  the  Court  of 
Direftors  were  pronounced  with  yet  more  Serioufnefs, 
and  were  attended  with  that  additional  V/eight  which 
ihe  Confirmation  of  the  Court  of  Proprietors  might  be 
fuppofed  to  give  them.

"  Refolved  unanimoufly,  That  notwithflanding  this 
Court  hath  the  highell  Opinion  of  the  Services  and 
Integrity  of  Warren  Haftings,  Efquire,  and  cannot 
admit  a  Sufpicion  of  corrupt  Motives  operating  on 
his  Conduct,  without  Proof;  yet  they  are  of  Opi- 
nion, with  their  Court  of  Directors,  that  the  Agree-

*'  give  fuch  Orders  and  Infirudions,  as  from  the  Nature 
■  "  of  your  Advices,  and  the  Situation  of  our  Aflairs' in 
"  Bengal,    appear  to  us  neceffary. 

"  We  difipprove  all  fuch  diftant  Expeditions  as  may 
"  eventually  carry  our  Forces  to  any  Situation  too  re- 
♦'  mote  to  admit  of  their  fafe  and  fpeedy  P.eturn  to  the 
*'  Protcfdon  of  our  own  Provinces  in  Cafes  of  Emer- 
"  gency. 

•'  We  alfo  utterly  difapprove  and  condemn  offenfn'^ 
."  Wars;  dillinguiihing  however  between  offenfive  Mea- 
*'  fures  unnecciTarily  undertaken  with  a  View  to  pecii- 
"  niary  Advantages,  and  thofe  which  the  Prefcrvalion 
"  of  cur  Honour,  or  the  Prote61ion  or  Safety  of  our 
*'  Poflelfions,  .may  render  abfolutely  neceffary. 

"  The  Attention  paid  by  the  Majority  to  the  Tenor 
**  and  Spirit  of  our  Orders  on  this  Subjeft,  is  highly 
**  agreeable  to  us ;  and  it  is  our  mofc  pofiiive  Direftion, 
"  that  ho  Deviation  from  thofe  Orders  be  permitted, 
"  but  upon  the  mcft  urgent  and  abfolute  Neceffity  (as 
*'  that  alone  can  juftify  a  Departure  from  them).  For 
**  the  Profpeft  of  any  Advantages,  however  alluring, 
"  can  in  no  wife  be  adequate  to  the  pernicious  Confe- 
"  quences  which  mult  refult  from  Examples  of  Dif- 
*'  obedience  to  our  Orders. 

"  The  Sentiments  expreffed  by  the  Majority  in  the 
*'  36th  Paragraph  of  their  Addrefs,  coincide  exaftly 
"  v^'ilh  our  own  ;  their  Determination  to  endeavour  to 
"  maintain  Peace  in  India,  and  vigoroufly  to  defend  our 
•'  Poffeffions  and  Allies,  cannot  be  too  much  applauded  : 
"  W^e  therefore  ftrictly  enjoin  every  Member  of  our 
•'  Council,  to  concur  heartily  in  fuch  Meafures  as  may 
"  be  neceffary  for  accomplifliing  thefe  defirable  Pur-

Your  Committee  find,  that  a  few  Days  after  the  A(- 
fumption  of  their  new  Government,  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil acquainted  the  other  Preftdencies  of  that  Event,  in

Your  Committee  however  obferve,  that  previous  to 
the  Arrival  of  this  Letter  at  Bombay,  the  Prefident  and 
Council  had  refolved  to  engage  in  a  Scene  of  aftive  Ope- 
rations'in  that  Quarter  ;  the  Relation  of  which,  with 
their  long  Train  of  Confequences,  is  to  form  the  Bulk 
of  this  Report,  which  we  put  together  for  the  Informa- 
tion of  the  Houfe,  on  the  Hiftory  of  the  IVf  aratta  War, 

Before  however  that  we  enter  into  this  Narrative, 
Your  Committee  think  it  necefiary  to  give  fome  intro- 
duftory  Account  of  the  State  of  the  Revenues,  and  of

In  the  following 
Year,  when  the  Court  had  been  informed  of  ibme  Ne- 
gotiations which  the  Bombay  Government  had  attempt- 
ed to  enter  into  with  the   Marattas  for   thefe   Purpofes, 
they  thus  exprefTed    their  Approbation  of  thofe    Pro- 
ceedings : 

"  I'he  Opening  a  Negotiation  with  the  Marattas  was  Extraftof  aGe- 
"  a  very  proper  Meafure,  and  Mr.  Moltyn  acquitted  "^''''1  Letter  to 
"  himfelf  highly  to  our  Satisfadion.  Do^    31  Marcb 

*'  The  Demands  made  on  them  in  Return  for  the  ^' 
*'  Advantages  they  were  to  exped  from  our  Succefs 
*'  againft  Hyder  Ally,  were  alfo  very  proper :  Salfette 
"  and  Baflein,  with  their  Dependencies,  and  the  Ma- 
"  rattas  Proportion  of  the  Surat  Provinces,  were  all  that 
*'  we  feek  for  on  that  Side  of  India. 

"  Thefe  are  the  Objeds  you  are  to  have  in  View,  in 
•'  all  your  Treaties,  Negotiations,  and  Military  Ope- 
•'  rations,  and  that  you  muft  be  ever  watchful  to  ob- 
*'  tain  ;  always  attentive  to  convince  the  Country  Powers 
*'  thefe  are  and  ever  will  be  the  utraoft  Limits,  of  our 
"  Views  on  the  Wellern  Side  of  India." 

Your  Committee  do  not  find  that  any  Succefs  attended 
thefe  Negotiations.     In    1770  a  Treaty  of  Peace  took 
Place  betwe^m  the  Prefidency  and  Hyder  Ally  ;   arid   the  Letter    dated  r 
Court  of  Diredors  in  the  Obfervations  which  they  made  April  1771,  fcr. 
upon  it  in  their  Letter  to  the  Seled  Committee,  figriified  ^^'^"^  Commit- 
their  Diffatisfadion  at  any  Engagement  to  furnilh  Hyder      *^o,  .-, 
with  warlike  Stores,  and    urged  as  a  pov/erful  Reafc;n 
againft  it,  that  it  might  interrupt  the  good  Underftand- 
ing  they  were  very  defirous  of  cultivating  with  Madarow 
the  Pefhwa  ;  becaufe  by  a  fteady  Adherence  to  a  neutral 
Plan,    and  by  keeping  up  a  refpedable  Force,  ready  to 
repel  Invaders,  they  could  alone  hope  to  enjoy  Peace  at 
their  Settlements*

and   Baflein,  they  however  exprefsly  declared  their  Re- 
folution  to  maintain  a  Heady   Harmony  with  Madarow, 
and  to  hold  out  to  him  certain  Objeds  as  Equivalents  in 
Eombay  Sele<fl    Exchange  for  thofc  Places.     And  we  perceive    that  the 
Coni.  26  Sept.  Government    of  Bombay   accordingly   difpatched   Mr. 
Court  of^Dircc-  Moftyn  with  Inflrudlions ;  which  will  be   found  in  the 
tors,  4  Deccmb.  Appendix.— Of  the  Events  arifing  from  this  Meafure, 
1772,  Par.  10.  nothing  more  feems  in  this  Place  neceffary  to  he  obferved. 
No.  48.        i[iz.n  that  the  Refident  was  foon  made  fenfible,  that  the 
Acquifition  of  the  Diftrifts  in  Queftion,  were  not  to  be 
hoped  for  by  the  Means  of  Negotiation.

June  1771.  ment  of  Surat  for  40  Years,  and  the  Overcharge  in  the 
Cuftoms,  on  the  Merchants  trading  under  the  Company's 
Protection  for  near  Six  Years.  I'he  Government  foon 
;  after  thought  it  neceffary  to  fend  a  Body  of  Troops  to- 
wards Broach,  in  order  to  perfuade  the  Nabob  to  Com- 
pliance :  But  this  Expedition  was  attended  with  no  ade- 
quate Effeft;  and  indeed,  the  Attempt  made  for  the 
Reduiflion  of  the  Place,  was  quickly  abandoned  with 
Circumllances  of  Difgrace.  In  Confequcnce  however 
of  thefe  threatning  Defigns,  the  Nabob  came  down  to 
the  Prefidency  to  fettle  Terms  of  Agreement ;  and  the 
I'refidt-nt  and  Seleil  Committee  thereupon  added  a  fur- 
ther Charge  for  the  Expence  which  they  had  incurred, 
in  being  obliged  to  march  the  Detachment  on  that  Ser- 
vice. Your  Committee  have  placed  in  the  Appendix 
N'^  49,  the  moll  material  Papers,  which  contain  the 
bed  information  of  thefe  Proceedings,  wherein  it  will  be 
found,  that  the  Nabob  complained  of  his  Inability  to 
pay  the  Sums  required;  that  his  Hand  had  been  held  ; 
he  had  been  brought  down  to  Bombay,  and  only  de- 
pended on  their  Moderation  and  Favour  for  the  Efta- 
blifhraenc  of  a  Friendlhip  agreeable  to  his  Wifhes,     The

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State  of  the  Demand  which  the  Prefident,  according  to 
his  own  Account,  made  upon  the  Nabob,  was  as 
follows : 

"  The  Demands  on  Account  of  the  Phonrza  of  Broach  Prcfidcnt  Hr^m- 
*'  is  eftimated  at  70,000  Rupees  a  Year;  which  having  ^y's  Miiiuf;. 
**  been  withheld  for  40  Years,  amounts  to  28  Lacks  ; 
"  but  the  Nabob  fays,  it  has  not  been  paid  thefe  50  or 
'*  60  Years,  which  incrcafes  the  Demand  proportion - 
**  ably.  "^I'his  was  granted  by  Phirmaund,  from  the 
'•'Mogul  to  the  Naboblhip  of  Surat,  about  150  Years 
"  fince. 

'*  The  next  is  for  what  has  been  colle^led  on  Account 
*•  of  Cuftoms,  from  the  Merchants  trading  under  the 
*'  Company's  Protedion  for  about  Six  Years  pall,  eili- 
"  mated  at  25,000  a  Year,  amounts  to  Rs.  1,50,000  ; 
*'  next  the  Charge  of  the  Expedition  laft  May,  amount- 
*'  ing  to  between  Two  and  Three  Lacks  of  Rupees, 
*'  which  makes  the  whole  Demand  on  him  amount  to 
*'  about  33  Lacks ;  and  that  he  fettles  a  certain  Sum  to 
*'  be  paid  to  Surat  annually,  in  the  Month  of  July,  on 
•*  Account  of  the  Phoorza,  viz.  12,  15,  or  20,000  Rs. 
**  with  proper  Security." 

But  Your  Committee  obferye.  That  it  was  not  ex- 
pefted  to  gain  the  Difcharge  of  the  whole  Demand  : 
'*  If  we  can  get  5  or  6  Lacks  for  our  Demands,  it  will 
*'  be  well,  or  more  if  poffiblc,  when  I  think  we  may 
*•  enter  into  an  Alliance  with  him,  and  take  into  Con- 
'"  fideration  what  he  has  pointed  out  regarding  Gu- 
*'  zurat." 

Of  this  latter  Circumftance,  Your  Committee  have  ob- 
ferved  thefe  Particulars.  The  Nabob  foon  after  his  Ar- 
rival at  the  Prefidencv,  endeavoured  to  conciliate  the 
Favour  of  the  Government,  and  he  feems  to  have  con- 
iidered  the  following  Reprefentation  as  the  nioft  efficaci- 
ous Argument  he  could  ule  for  that  Purpofe, 

"  If  you  win  think  about  having  the  Country  of  the 
**  Guzurat  into  vour  Hands  for  the  Company,  I  ihall, 
"  agreeable  to  your  Order,  be  ready  with  my  Forces, 
*'  being  very  well  acquainted  therewith.  This  Affair 
"  Ihall  be  fettled  fo  that  you  will  be  much  pleafed 
*'  therebv,  and  it  will  bring  in  a  large  Income  and 
*'  Propertv,  becaufe  all  the  Country  is  empty  (meaning 
**  without  proper  Forces  to  guard  it.)  The  whole  ot 
**  this  Country  can  be  conquered  within  a  Year  :  I'he 
**  Revenues  are  more  than  One  Crore  of  Rupees.  When 
*'  you  will  fettle  about  this  Affair,  and  refolve  to  under- 
*•  take  this  Enterprize,  I  ihall  give  you  all  the  Parti- 
*'  culars  regarding  it,  after  your  Honour's  Pleafure." 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  Terms  of  Accommoda^ 
tion  between  the  Nabob   and  the  Bombay  Government 

were 
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wpre  not  eafily  fettled,  and  that  after  the  OiFer  and  Re- 
fufal    cf  feveral    Overtures,  he  was  about  to  quit  the 
Prefidency,  when  at  Lift,  on  the  30th  November  177  i.. 
No.  4.9^.        he  was  induced  to  fign  the  Treaty  of  Agreement,  which 
will  be  feen  in  the  Appendix,  and  by  which jill  Fees  and 
Exaflion'i  on   Trade  at  Broach  were  to  be  impofed  and 
levied  only  by  the  Company.     They   were   to   have   a 
Fadory  to  the  Exclufion  of  all  other  Europeans  except 
the  Dutch,  who  had  already  eilablifhed  one  in  it ;   Sti- 
pulations of  military  Engagements  were  arranged  ;  and 
iinally,  the    Nabob    acknowledged   hlmfelf  indebted  to 
the  Governor  and  Council,  the  Sum  of  4  Lacks,  which 
he  promifed  to  pay  at  llated  Periods.

And  Your 
Committee  fod,  thrit  in   the  Mopth  of  January  follow-  12  Jan-    i774» 
ing,  the  Stfleft  Board  wrote  to  the  Court  of  Direftors,  ^^'■^'  ^'  ^* 
informing  them  of  the  new  Revolution  at  Poona,  where-  *  ^ 

by  Ragoba  had  acquired  Pcfreirum  of  the  Supreme  Go- 
vernment, though  his  Situation  therein  v,'as  deemed  pre- 
carious ;  and  the  ■  further  obferved,  that  as  the  Meafures 
they  had  ufed  to  obtain  Salfette  by  Treaty  were  not 
likely  to  prove  fucccfsful,  they  had  determined,  in  cale 
of  his  Death,  or  that  he  ihould  be  depofed,  to  poflefs 
themfelves  of  it  by  a  different  Method. 

But  it  appears   that  the  Court  of  Direftnrs,   in  their  Appendix,  No, 
Difpatch  under  Date   12th  April  1775,  though  they  Itill  54. 
continued  to  avow  their   great  Dcfire   of  gaining  Pof- pf^^eral  Letter 
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of  Dircftors,  feffion  of  that  Ifland  and  of  Bafiein,  ftriiStly  prohibited 
Par.  53,  12th  their  Servants  at  Bombay  from  attempting  the  Acqui- 
Apnl  1775.  fitioti  of  them  by  any  other  Means  than  by  Negotiation. 
Long  however  even  before  the  writing  of  that  Letter, 
Salfeite  and  the  fmaller  adjacent  Iflands  were  reduced 
under  the  Dominion  of  the  Company,  by  the  other  Me- 
thod, of  which  the  Seleft  Committee  had  intimated  their 
probable  Intentions  to  make  Experiment  on  the  Failure 
of  pacific  Overtures, 

The  particular  Circumftances  which  haftened  the  Exe- 
cution of  that  Plan,  Your  Committee  will  proceed  to 
relate,  premifing  only  a  few  Obfervations  on  the  State 
of  the  Military  Force,  and  of  the  Revenues  under  that 
Prefidency  at  the  Period  immediately  preceding,  and  at 
the  Commencement  of  thefe  Tranfattions.  Thefe  in- 
deed will  be  made  apparent  by  the  annexed  Abltra*^.

From  an  Account  given  of  fome  of  thefc  Circum- 
ilances  by  a  Member  of  the  Bombay  Council,  Your 
Coir.raittee  have  found,  that  as  the  Situation  of  that 
Place,  the  Excellence  of  its  Port,  and  more  efpecially  the 
Advantages  afforded  by  it  to  the  Marine  in  receiving 
large  Ships  into  Doch  for  the  Purpofe  of  Repairs,  were 
confidcred  as  Objeds  of  the  iirft:  Importance,  and  the 
Prefervation  of  which  would  jufiify  very  extraordinary 
Expences  on  the  Works  and  Fortifications  ;  fo  however 
from  thence  there  arofe  a  greater  Dilhculty  to  fupply  the 
neceifary  Refources  of  Treafure.  On  this  Head  he 
wrote  as  follows  :  "  Previous  to  this  (1768)  the  Expences 
*'  of  Bombay  exceeded  its  Revenues,  but  this  great  En- 
*'  creafe  they  (the  Court  of  Directors)  were  fenfible  muft 
**  diftrefs  the  Government  there  for  Means  to  defray 
"  them,  and  furnifh  their  Inveitments  for  Europe  and 
•'  China.  Knowing  that  a  Territorial  Acquifition  could 
*'  alone  furniih  a  Revenue  equal  to  the  NeceiTities  of 
"  that  Settlement,  they  laid  down  a  Syftenvfor  the  At- 
•'  tainment  of  one  ;  this  was  the  Acquifiiion  of  Salfette 
*'  and  BaiTein  with  the  fvlaratra  Share  of  the  Revenues 
"  of  Surat,  which  they  imfigiried  would  about  complete 
*'   the:r  Views." 

The  convenient  Situat'oi  of  Bombay  for  Commerce, 
•which  alone  for  a  long  Time  feems  to  have  engaged  the 
Attention  cf  the  Company  in  that  Settlement,  andthe 
Means  of  introduciiig  into  the  Maratca  Country  a  Sup- 
ply of  Engiifn  Goods,  are  pointed  out  in  the  Paper 
which  we  have  put  in  the  Appendix,  N°  56  ;  and  we 
have  rlfo  found  therein  fome  obfervations  on  the  Bene- 
fits v/hich  arofe  to  the  Cornpany  in  that  Light,  from  the 
Influence  they  had  in  the  Government  of  Surat,  which 
not  only  enabled  tiiem  in  a  great  Meafure  "  to  give  a 
*'  confde'ab  e  Check  to  the  Commerce  of  the  European 
"  Nations  already  eliabliilied  there,  but  if  well  exerted, 
*'  to  prevent  any  others  from  interfering  ;  a  Power  more 
"  valuable,  as  Suiat  was  next  to  Bombay,  the  chief 
"  Mart  for  the  Vend  of  Staples,  the  Monopoly  of  which 
*'  vv'as  their  great  and  leading  commercial  View  in  the 
*' Well  of  India." 

Concerning  the  State  of  the  Finances,  Your  Com- 
mittee have  only  to  obferve,  that  the  Prefidency  of  Bom- 
bay made   frequent  Declarations  of  their  Diilrefs  for

Extent  which  they  had  reprefenied  the  Diilrefles  of  their

Your  Committee  having  thus  finiihed,  as  fully  as  the 
Shortnefs  of  ihe  'lime  would  allow  for  confulting  the 
very  voluminous  Records  from  which  we  have  extradled 
our  Materials,  an  introduftory  Review  of  the  general 
State  of  Indian  Politics,  and  aifo  of  the  Territorial  Pof- 
fefiions,  Revenue  and  Military  Eftublilliments,  under  the 
Two  Preiidencies  of  Bengal  and  Bombay,  for  a  few 
Years  previous  to  the  Commencement  of  the  new  Admi- 
nillration,  which  took  Place  at  the  Clofe  of  the  Year 
1774  >  ^^^  ih.2.\[  only  in  Conclufion  exprefs  a  Wifh  that 
this  Account,  incomplete  and  incorreCl  as  it  certainly  is, 
may  terid  to  elucidate  in  fome  Degree  feveral  Incidents 
of  the  following  Narrative,  which  we  now  fubmit  to  the 
Houfe,  of  the  Rife  and  Prcgrefs  of  the  Maratta  War. 

Your  Committee  nnd,  that  in  the  Month  of  November  Bom.  Set,  Conf. 
1774,  the  Seledl;  Committee  of  Bombay,  in  confequence  2.3  Nov.  1774. 
of  Advices  from  their  Reiident  at  Goa,   that  the  Portu-  Aj)pendix,  No. 
guefe  uefigned  to  attempt  the  Recovery  of  the  Dominions  i^\^    r.^    y. 
they    formerly    poiTefled    to    the  Northward    (efpecially  HenV.aw    dated 
Salfette  and  Baliein)   and  that  there  could  be  no  Doubt  Goa,  3iOdcober 
of  their  Succefs  in  the  Entcrprize,  came  to  a  Refolution  i774' 
of  preventing  the  Execution   of  thefe  Plans,   by  ieizing  ^*'* 

the  Ifland  of  Salfette  for  the  Company,  "  who  had  fo 
"  frequently  exprelfed  their  ardent  Wifhes  to  obtain  it." 
They  at  t'ue  fame  Time  explained  many  Reafons  in  Con- 
firmation (i{  this  Refolution  ;  fome  arlfing  from  the  ill 
Confequences  to  their  Trade,  if  the  Portuguefe  ihould 
take  Pofleffion  of  that  L^and,  and  thereby  gain  the 
Ccmrraid  of  the  PafTes  Inland;  others  from  the  favour-^ 
able  Opportunity  to  make  thcmfelves  Mailers  of  it,   as

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the  Divifions  in  ihe  Maratta  Government,  relieved  them 
from    the    Apprehenfion   of  any    Obllruftlon    to     their 
Proceedings.     It   appears  alfo  from  the   Prefident's  Re- 
port, that  there  was  reafonable   Hope  of  efreding  this 
Acquifition  by  the  Affiftance  of  certain  People,  who  had 
offered  to  deliver  up  the  Iflandto  the  Company's  Forces ; 
and  the  Committee  accordingly  refolved  to  defire  and 
tetter  tkted  29  impowcr  the  Preiident  to  dole  as  expeditioully  as  poifible 
Nov.  1774.        vvith  this  Ofier,    on  the  beft  Terms   that  coiild  be  had  :

by  giving  them  the  like  Affurances  of  future  Ceihon  on 
'  the  fame  Terms,  in  Cafe  their  Party  Ihould  prevail  in 
the  Contell,  and  fhould  not  agree  to  leave  it  in  the  Pof- 
feificn  of  the  Company.  The  Letter  however  to  Mr. 
Moftyn,  was  not  to  be  forwarded  '*  till  Mattery  were  fo 
"  far  advanced,  as  to  put  it  out  of  the  Power  of  the 
"  Minifiry  in  any  Degree  to  obllruft  their  Views.'* 

And  it  appears,  that  a  P>.emark  was  then  entered  by 
the  Selcdl  Committee  in  this  Confaltation,  that  they  did 
not  think  t-hemfelvcs  prohibited  from  undert;.king  this 
Affair,  as  they  had  not  heard  of  the  Arrival  of  all  the 
Council  at  Bengal,  who  under  the  late  Ad  of  Parlia- 
ment were  to  compofe  the  new  Government ;  and  that 
indeed  had  they  been  apprized  of  their  Arrival,  they

lilands  of  Salfette  and  Bafiein,  which  they  had  de- 
mandcJ  ;  but  as  they  cxpeited  to  gain  much  more  ma-

Letter  was  received   from  the   Prcfidcnt  and  Council  of  ^'^^y  J775' 
Lombay,  dated  31ft  March,  by  which  it  appears.  That  ^^'P'^'i^''^,  No. 
they   had   not  before  v/ritten  to  the  Governor  General 
and  Council  fmce  the  3  ill   December,  and  that  in  the 
Interval  they  had  concluded    an    offenfive    Treaty  with 
Ragoba,  to  whom  they  engaged  the  Support  of  2,500  of 
the  Company's  Troops,  on  certain  Stipuhitions  for  their 
Pay  while  in    Service,  and  for  the'  Celiion  of  a  confi- 
derable  territorial  Revenue,  including  Salfette  and  Baf- 
fein  :  That  however  in  the  Moments  of  happily   com- 
pleting the  Articles   of  this  Agreement,  and  when  the 
Company's  Troops   had  adlually  proceeded  to  Surat  in 
order  to  join  his  Army,  Ragoba  was  unfortunately  de- 
feated  in  a  ^fudden    Attack  by   the  Minifterialilb,  and 
obliged  to^y  with  only  about  icoo  Horfe  to  Cambay^ 
wiiere  being  refufed  Admittance,  he   made  the    beft   of  See  Mr.  Draper': 
his  Way  to  Bownagar,  and  from  thence  came  in  a  Gal-  DiiTentient  Mi- 
lioi  to  Surat :   That    notwithfcanding   this   fevere   Lofs,  ""''^>,  ^'^^'^'^   ^^ 
the  Majority  of  them  did  not  confider  his   Situation  as    'jr^^  53/ "*' 
dcfperate,  he  having  ftill  many  powerful  Adherents,  and 
had  therefore  refolved,  "  not  to  give  up  the  great  Ad-       7  March. 
"  vantages  they  were  to   reap  by -the  Treaty,  when  fo 
"  fair  an  Opportunity  offered  of  retrieving  his  Affairs, 
"  by  fending  theij;  Forces  to  Cambay  tojoia  his  Army." 
And  as  Two  Companies  of  Europeans  had  aftually  ar- 
rived to  their  Afiiftance  froiti  Madras,  and   a  Battalion 
of  Sepoys  was  fhortly  expecled,  they  refolved  to  complete 
a  Detachment  of  2,500  Men  ;  and  they  lent  them  aa- 
cordingly  to  Cambay,  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  Keat- 
ing.

*'  impolitic,  unjuft,  and  unauthorized,"  becaufe  it  had 
been  attended  wiih  no  dec! five  Efrecl";,  but  was  likely  to 
create  an  indefinite  Scene  of  Troubles  throughout  India. 
He  expreifcd  an  equal  Difapprobatioa  of  the  Manner  in 
which  the  Profecution  of  the  Meafure  had  been  com- 
L  3  menced, 
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menced,  and  therefore  would  protell  againft  the  Treaty 
as  invalid,  and  the  War  as  impolitic,  dangerous,  and. 
unauthorized  ;  but  at  the  fame  Time  he  confefled  his 
Doubts  about  the  moll  advifeable  Method  of  corredling 
the  Mifchief  "  amidft  fuch  a  Variety  of  probable  Con- 
*•'  tingencies,  and  under  a  total  Ignorance  of  their  Plan 
*'  of  Operations;"  on  which  Account  he  would  only 
venture  to  propofe,  that  the  Prefident  and  Council  fliould 
be  peremptorily  enjoined  to  cancel  the  Treaty,  and 
withdraw  the  Detachment  immediately  to  their  own 
Pofleffions,  unlefs  any  of  the  following  Cafes  Ihall  have 
occurred,  viz.

2d.  •'  That  the  Detachment  fhall  have  proceeded  to

their  Requelf  to  be  aided  particularly  by  a  Sum  of  Mo- 
ney ;  they  tranfmitted  alfo  a  Return  of  their  Forces, 
and  of  the  State  of  their  Revenues,  and  informed  the 
Supreme  Council,  that  they  had  appointed  Mr.  Moftyn 
to  refide  at  Ragoba's  Durbar,  in  order  to  relieve  the 
Commander  of  the  Forces  from  all  but  military  Duties. 
No.  72.  Your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Board,  after  read- 

ing this  Letter,  refolved  to  fend  an  Anfwer,  expreffive 
of  their  Diflppointment  and  Difpleafure  at  the  unfatis- 
faftory  and  imperfedt  Accounts  which  they  ftill  con- 
tinued to  receive  from  that  Prefidency,  particularly  com- 
plaining of  the  unintelligible  Extradl  from  Colonel 
Keating's  Letter,  and  of  the  Inattention  and  Slight  fhewn 
to  their  Enquiries  and  pofitive  Inllrudions  of  the  8th 
March  ;  that  a  Reply  to  them  had  been  delayed  for  Ten 
Days,  and  then  contained  no  Information  of  the  Mea- 
fures  taken  or  meant  to  be  purfued,  exc&pt  of  one,  of 
which  they  entirely  difapproved,  namely,  the  Deputa- 
tion of  Mr.  Moltyn  to  Ragoba's  Durbar  without  ac- 
quainting ihem  of  theDelign  of  his  Miffion.  It  appears 
that  the  Copy  of  the  Initrufiions  prepared  for  Mr. 
Moilyn  were  afterwards  fent  to  the  Supreme  Council  on 
14th  October,  but  did  not  reach  them  till  the  5th  Fe- 
bruary following.  They  will  be  found  in  the  Appen- 
dix, 'N°97. 
Appendix  No.  ^^"'^  Your  Committee  find.  That  in  the  mean  Time 
y,.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Upton  had  arrived  at  the  Prefidency, 

Ben.  -Sec.  Conf.  and  had  drawn  up  Fropofals,  which  were  laid  before  the 
10  July  1775.     Board  by  General  Clavering,   f c  r  his  Route   to  Poona, 
which  he  v^'iTned  to  purfue  by  Land  through  Allahabad 
to  Calpee,   from  whence  the  high  Road  ufually  taken  by 
the  r»/larattas,   leads  to  that  Capital.     This  Plan  appears 
to  have  been  unaniraoufly  approved,  and  the  Governor 
General  being  defired  to  furnifh  him  with  Pafies,  and 
to  write  to  the  feveral  Powers  through  v/hofe  Dominions 
he  was  to  travel,  for  Paffports,  Guards,  and  other  Af- 
liftance  to  him  en  his  Journey,  he  received  his  Letter  of 
.  Difpatch  on  the  fame  Day  ;  but  we  obferve,   that  a  few 
Days  afterwards  he  tranfmitted  a  Paper  of.  Remarks  on 
Sec.  Conf.

'^"^•^'^^'' ''tJ"')'' fent  their  Anfwer  to  him,  containing  their  explanatory 
"'  Orders  and  Refo!uti«ns  on  his  Quelhons  and  Memoran- 

dums ;  and  in   them  we  remark,  that   they  again  pofi- 
tively  enjoined  him  to  hold  a  Confirmation  of  thcliknds 
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of  Salfette  and  BafTcin  to  be  an  iiidifpenfable  Article  ia 
any  Treaty  he  might  enter  into  ;    and  further  apprized 
him,  that  Ragoba  being   the   Pcfliwa   or  Ruler   of  the 
Maratta  State,  but  driven  out  from  Poona  by  the  Minif- 
terial    Party,  who    had    proclaimed    an    Infant    in    his 
Stead,  they  could  not  in  I'uch  Situ  ition  formally  addrefs 
themfelvcs  to  cither  of  the  Competitors;  and  had  there- 
fore referred  him  to  Siccaram  Baboo,  the  ruling  Minilbsr. 
The  Board  appear  alio  to  have  fettled  other  lefs  impor- 
tant  Matters   relative   to   his  pecuniary   Appointments, 
and    to    the   Number  and    Quality  of  his    Attendants. 
They  likewife,  we  find,  then  gave  Notice  to  the  Prefi-  Sec.  Conf.  24tTt 
dent  and  Council  of  Bombay,  that  no  Treaty  negotiated  J"'y  '77  5-  ^f^- 
with  them  by  the  Minillcrial   Party  at  Poona,  would  be    '^Appendix  '* 
eiteemed  valid,   unlefs  ratilied  by  Colonel  Upton.     And  No.  74. 
they  alfo  on  the  fame  Day  wrote  a  Letter  of  Information 
to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Fv.'rt  St.  George,  of  the 
Appointment  and  Objects  of  this,  Deputa'ion,   and  or- 
dered a  Letter  of  Credence  to  be  delivered  to  Colonel 
Upton. 

We  fhould  not  omit  to  obferve,  that  the  Board  more-  s^;..  Conf.  24tk 
over  fefolved,    on  the  Motion    of  Colonel   Monfon,    to  July  1775. 
make  this  Million  ufeful  in  other  Refpcfts    than  in  the  Do* 

dircft  Objcft  of  it;  and  therefore  agreed  to  take  that 
Opportunity  of  furveying  the  Feninfula  of  India,  and  of 
afcertaining  the  true  Di'itanccs  of  Places  through  which 
Colonel  Upton  fhould  pafs,  and  appointed  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Smith  to  attend  him  for  that  Purpofe..

Maratta  State,  for  a  Security  againlf  the  Effects   of  any 
inimical  Difpofition  in  the  Miniiiers,   they  thought  they 
plight  alfo  depend  upon  the  Operation  of  the  Treaty  (in 
Cafe  of  Ragoba's  Succefs)  as  a  Bond  of  Rellraint  and 
pratitude  upon  him  ;   that  they  never  had  any  Negocia-

tion  with  tKe  Miniflerialifts,  even  before  their  Agreement 
with  Ragoba,  but  in  what  they  had  obferved  on  that 
Head  to  the  Supreme  Council,  they  meant  only  to  in- 
timate their  Intention  of  endeavouring,  ihould  that 
Party  become  fuperior  in  the  Conteft,  to  reconcile  them 
to  the  Attack  on  Salfette :  That  fmce  the  Alliance 
formed  with  Ragoba,  they  had  »thought  no  more  of  the 
oppofite  Party,  and  now  were  only  bent  on  accomplifh- 
ing  their  Views  in  his  Favour,  which,  notwithftanding 
unpromifing  Appearances,  they  fhould  hope  foon  to  ef- 
feft  ;  that  they  were  herein  adluated  by  the  Refleflion  of 
his  being  the  rightful  Supreme  Governor  of  the  Marattas, 
and  of  the  Advantages  to  be  derived  to  the  Company 
from  the  Treaty  with  him,  particularly  the  Right  of 
pofTeffing  fuch  Places  as  Salfetie  and  Eafiein  ;  that  no- 
thing was  to  be  apprehended  from  the  Bouncello's,  as 
See  Letter  from  Moodajce  Bouncello,  who  had  now  fucceeded  to  the 
Moodajee  in  Co.  Berar  Government  by  the  Death  of  his  Brother  Shaba- 
^""ii' '''' 6*  J^^>  ^^^5  ^  Friend  of  Ragoba  ;  that  the  Opportunity  of 
acquiring  thefe  Advantages  would  have  been  loil  if  de- 
layed till  Anfvvers  could  have  been  returned  from  Bengal 
'  to  their  Letters,  and  that  therefore  they  hoped  for  Ap- 

probation, but  at  all  Events  could  point  out  a  Juftifica- 
tion  of  their  Conduft  in  the  Claufe  of  the  Adt  before 
Appen4ix,No.i.  referred  to  ;  "  That  except  in  fuch  Cafes  of  Neceffity  or 
"  Expediency,  they  fhould  take^no  material  Step  in  po- 
"  litical  Matters,  without  Concurrence  of  the  Supreme 
"  Council." — They    concluded  with    expreffing    more 
confident  Hopes  from   the  Reports  of  a  fuccefsful  En- 
gagement with  the  Marattas,    and  of  DifTenfions  in  the 
Minjilerial  Confederacy. 
10  Aiiguftiyyc.      And  Your  Committee  find,  that   a  Letter  from   the 
Appendix,  No.  Nabob  of  Arcot  was  now  received  by  the  Governor  Ge- 
'7*  neral  ;   wherein  the  Nabob  informed  him,  that  the  Mi- 

nillerial  Party  at  Poona  having  complained  to  him  of  the 
Hofcilities  commenced  againft  them  by  the  Prefidency  of 
Bombay,  and  afked  his  Mediation  for  Peace,  he  was  de- 
firous,  that  the  Perfon  deputed  from  Bengal  ihould  vifit 
him  in  his  Route,  and   hear  his  Sentiments   upon  the 
Necefiity  of  introducing  fome  Article  or  Claufe  in   the 
Treaty  for  the  Eafe  and  Security  of  the  Carnatic,  which 
might  othervvife  be  in  Danger  of  Attack  from  th6  Re- 
fentment  of  the  Marattas;  and  he  hoped  at  all  Events, 
that,  fiiould  the  Deputy  be  already  fent  out,  he  might 
be  inllrufted  by  Letter  to  have  Regard  to  their  mutual 
Ben.  Sec.  Conf.  Intererts.     And  it  appears   that  the  Board  having  taken 
j6  Augufti775.  this  Letter  into  Confideration,  did  in  Confequence  fend 
Letter  to  Col.     Diredlions  to  Colonel  Upton,  that  he  fhould  pay  Atten- 
^'^^°No^^  t"^*  ^^°"  ^°  ^^^^  Requeft  of  the  Nabob  ;   and  they  at  the  fame 
0'77'      Time  added  a  Command,  that  in  any  Treaty  he  might

ns  an  indifprni'ablc  Point,  to  b-  figneJ  by  all  the  Cliicls 
Romin.illy  and  mdividiiidly. 

On  the  fame  D.iy  the  Board  appear  to  Iiave  written  to  I>:;trcrtotheNa- 
the  Nabob,  aiT.iring  him  of  tlieir  Readiiiefs  to  gratify  hii  ^°'^>  i^  Auguft. 
VVilhes ;  and  repeating  their  Difapprobation  of  the  IVIea-  "7* 

fiin-s  purfaed  by  the  Prefulency  of  Bombay,  they  ex- 
prefl'ed  their  fincerc  Rcf-)liition  to  reflore  Tranquillity, 
by  making  Peace  with  the  ruling  Government  at  Poona. 

But  Your  Committee  find,  that  the  Receipt  of  Two  Ben.  Sec.  Conf* 
Letters  from  Bombay,  dated  13th  July  and  6th  Auguft,  l^'^'^^',-^'^^ 
occalioucd    much    Difference    of  Opinion   between   the  „/^'^"  '*' 
Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  in  their  Secret  Con- 
iultations  of  the  7th  September  following. 

The  Prcfident  and  Council  of  Bombay  in  thefc  Lettel's 
rcprefented  the  important  P^xpedicncy  of  profecuting  the 
Vv'i'.r  in  Favour  of  Ragoba,  at  the  fame  Time  declaring 
their  Difappointment  from  the  ill  Belaviour  of  his  Troops, 
wliich  had  prevented  the  good  Confecjuence  of  conftanc 
Advantages  gained  by  the  Company's  Troops,  and  made 
it  neceiiarv  to  afk  for  confiderable  Reinforcements  to 
them,  as  well  as  ag.ain  to  repeat  their  Requell  for  a  liberal 
Remittance  of  Money  "  over  and  above  the  annual  one 
"  of  15  Lacks:"  That  they  liad  written  alfb  on  this 
Subjeft  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Fort  St.  George, 
and  hoped,  that  from  one  or  both  of  the  Prefidencies 
they  ihould  receive  an  adequate  Supply  of  Troops  in 
Time  to  ?.tl  with  them  on  the  opening  of  the  Campaign 
after  the  Rains,  which  had  now  obliged  their  Army  to 
go  into  Quarters  at  Dubhoy  ne;:r  the  Banks  of  the 
Nerbuddah,  Ragoba  having  engaged  to  make  further 
Concellion  of  Territory  for  fuch  addidonal  Aid.  They 
however  had  fome  good  Accounts  to  communicate,  as 
Putty  Sing  had  made  his  Peace  with  Ragoba,  on  Terms 
very  advantageous  to  that  Prince  and  to  the  Company, 
efpecially  by  agreeing  to  pay  Ragoba  a  Contribution  of 
26  Lacks  of  Rupees  within  Six  Weeks  after  the  Con- 
clulion  of  the  Treaty. 

The  Board,  in  confcquence  of  thcfc  Applications  for 
AlTiftance  of  Men  and  Money,  appear  to  have  then  pro- 
pofed  the  Queltion,  Whether  it  ihould  be  granted  ?  and 
we  defire  to  refer  the  Houfe  to  the  Appendix,  N^jS,  in 
which  they  will  find  the  different  Opinions  at  large  of 
the  fevcral  Members ;  and  we  iliall  only  obferve  in  this 
Place,  that  the  Governor  General  and  Mr.  Barwell  were 
difpofed  to  agree  to  the  Propoiltion  for  granting  Afuflance 
both  of  Men  and  Money  ;  chiefly,  becaufe  however  im- 
proper and  unjuftifiable  the  Condudof  the  Prefidentand 
Council  of  Bombay  might  have  been  in  the  Beginning 
of  this  Conteft,  it  was  now  become  necellary,  out  of* 
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Regard  to  the  Safety  of  all  the  Company's  IiitereHs  iVi 
India,   to   give  them  Support,    and  endeavour  by  fiich 
Means  to  extricate  them   from    their    Difticulries ;    snd 
that  Succefs  tc  their  future  Negotiations  could  only  be 
infurcd  by  a  temporary,  though  vip;orous  Exertion  of  the 
Powers  of  their  Government  to  maintain  the  Afcendancy 
they  had  acquired.     General  Clavering,   Ccjloncl  Mon- 
fon,    and   Mr.  Francis,    were   again  ft   the  Queftion,    on 
Grounds  principally  of  Obedience  to  the  Orders  of  th© 
Cympany,  who  had  given  it  as  a  firft  and  effential  Com- 
mand to  the  new  Adminiilration,  that  they  fhould  be 
.  j^articularly  attentive   to  the   Prefervation   of  Peace  in 
India,  which  they  had  accordingly  obferved  as  an  efta^ 
blifhcd  Principle  and'  Objeft  of  their  own  Conduft  ;  but 
the  Prefident  of  Bombay  had  in   every  Refpeft  unwar- 
rantably and  impoliticaliy  broken  in  upon  that  Plan  of 
the  general  Tranquillity.     They  infifted,   that  it  would 
indeed  be  irnpoffible    to  fpare  a  proper  Reinforcement 
from   the  Brigades  in  their  Provinces;   "  and  they  fup- 
*'  pofed  it  could  net  be  thought  advifeable  to  divide  and 
"  weaken    the  Cornpany's    Forces  upon  the   Coaft,    as 
"•  the  Carnatic  would  be  thereby  lefc  open  to  the  Inva- 
"  fions  of  the  Marattas,   and    Madras  itfelf  expofed  to- 
"  Infult  from  Hyder  Ally,  or  perhaps  from  an  European 
•••■  Enemy."     They  imputed  at   the  fame  Time  to   the 
Governor  General   a   contradictory  Change  of  Opinion, 
reminding  him  cf  his  former  Sentiments  exprelTed  to  the 
Board  on  the  31ft  May The  Governor  General  defend- 
ed the  Conliiliency  of  his  prefent  Arguments  with   thofs 
he  formerly  held,   under  the  Refervation  of  certain  Ex- 
ceptions to  the  Orders  for  recalling  the  Troops,  which  he 
at  that  Time  advifed.     It  appears  that  in   the  End  the 
Majority  of  the  Board  refolved  to  fend  no  Reinforce- 
ment of  Troops,  and   to   make  an   Addition  only  of  5 
Lacks  to  the  annual   Remittance  of  Money,  reckoning 
from  the  ifl:  May  preceding.     And  we  perceive,  that  a 
Letter  was  then  written  to  the  Prefident  and  Council,  in- 
forming them  of  this  Refolution,  and  directing  them  im- 
)licitly  to  obey  the  Orders  for  v.'ithdrawing  their  Troops, 
\f  they  had  not  already  executed  them,  and  "  to  confine 
*'  their  Views  to  the  Protetlion  of  the  Company's  Pof- 
"  feffions,  including  Salfette,  and  the  Ceffions  made  by 
"  Futty    Sing."     I'he  Board   alfo   acquainted   them  of 
their  having  pciitively  enjoined  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil cf  Fort  Saint  George  not  to  furnifh   any   Supply  of 
Troops  from  their  Preiidency. 
Bert.  Sec.  Conf.       A  Letter  indeed  dated  26th  Auguft,  was  at  this  Time 
II  ocpt.  1775.    j-ec^ived   from  Madras    by    the   Governor    General  'and 
?q!^^""'^'     °'    Council;  from  which  they  learned  that  the  Requifition 
of  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay  had,  in  Confequcnce  of  th«

Madras  Board  to  Compliance  with  their  Requell,  f^HriTi^     '     '^" 
the  Reflcdicn,  that  though  the  Governor  Gener;a.l  iuc^     ' 
Council  liad  promifed  Alliilance  from  Bengal,  the  trani- 
porting  of  Troops  might  be  more  eaaly  made  from  Ma- 
dras; and  they  expre.Ted   a  further  :Hope,  that  in  Co'nfi- 
acration  of  their  gieat  Expences,  and  the  Iniuficiency  of 
their  Refources,  owing  to  the  Stop  which  the  prclent  Si- 
tuation of  the  Maratta  Country  had  occafioned  to  I'rade 
on  their  Coaft,  it  might  be  convenient  to  them  (the,  Ivia* 
dras  Board)    to  furniih  the   Reinforcement  thi^y  Ihouid 
fend  with  their  own  Military  Cheft. 

The  Governor  jind  Council  of  Fort  Saint  George  ap-  Letter,  26  Aj?. 
pear  to  have  fuggclled  an  Idea,  that  as  the  Brother  of '775* 
Eezel  Beg  Cawn,  Commander  of  the  Souba's  Troops, 
was  coming  into  their  Neighbourhood,  they  ihouid  pro- 
bably have  an  Opportunity  by  his  Means  of  cementing  zt, 
clofer  Connexion  than  already  fubfilled  between  the 
Company  and  that  Prince,  which  they  thought  might 
prove  advantageous,  not  only  in  Regard  to  the  Northern 
Circars,  but  by  forwarding  the  Intention  of  this  Depu- 
tation to  Poona.  But  it  appears  that  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral and  Council  in  their  /Vnfwer  thus  expreiTcd  them- 
fclves,:— -"  We  do  npt  conceive  it -neceiiiuy  to  employ  No.  79. 
■  ^'ijlie  Mediation  of  the  Nizam  in  effedling  the  propofed 
**  Treaty  with  the  Maratta  Government ;  and  we  think 
'•  it  is  not  likely  that  he  would  willingly  engage  in  it

The  Preiident  and  Council  declare  their  Apprehenfions 
of  much  Mifchief  therefrom  to  the  Interefts  of  the  Com- 
panv,  and  of  irretrievable  Difgrace  to  their  Prefidency, 
which   had  not  been   guilty  of  any  wilful  Difrefped  to

They  wifhed  at  leafl,  that  they 
had  been  made  the  Inllruments  of  the  Defigns  to  reilore 
Peace,  which  they  could  have  done  with   Honour    and 
Credit,  had  not  pofitive  Injunflions  to  recal   the  Troops, 
and  furh  public   Condemnation  of  their  Conduft,  been 
exprcfjy    traufmittcd   even    to    the   Miniilerial   Faftion, 
fiom  whom  they  hrd  heard  of  it  ;  and  in  Confequence  of 
which,  an  Agent,  who  had  before  been  to  fblicit  Peace, 
would  now  m;^ke  no  Cvertares  but  on  Condition  of  their 
delivering  up  Ragoba  and  the  Illanu  of  Salfette,  and  rc- 
Lctter  from  the  linquifhing  all  Claim  to  ikiflein.     That  Orders  however 
Prefident  of        were  fent  to   the   Conunanding   Officer  of  their  Forces^, 
Bombay  to  Ma- ^^  ^^^^^  ^^^^^  Hofiilities  (Orders  cf  a  like  Purport,  they 
underflood,  having  alfo  been  difpatcl:ed   from  Poona   to 
the  A'iinifterial  Ariny)  and  to  withdraw  them,  as  fbon  as 
the  Seafon  would  permit,  into  their  own  Garrifons, 

That  they  would  neverthclefs  fliJl  hope,  that  when  the 
Supreme  Coun.cil  fliould  have  heard  the  Reprefentations 
of  Mr.  Tayler,  a  Member  of  their  Board,  and  of  the 
Seledl  Committee,  whom  they  had  deputed  for  that  Pur- 
pofe,  a  Change  in  the  Plan  of  Mtafures  would  enfue, 
th{;ir  Tre  ity   would  be   mtified;,    and   Pprmiffion    given

Row,  and  againll  the  Interruption  given  to  them  by  the 
Refolutions  and  Orders  of  the  Supreme  Council,  they 
contiiin  an  introduL'^tory  Account  of  the  Maratta  State  ; 
the  Rife  and  E!l;ab!ilhment  of  the  Pefhwa's  Power  ;  of 
the  Contiguity  and  Connexion  in  Policy  and  Commerce 
with  the  Company's  Poifeliions  in  the  Weil  of  India  ;  of 
the  Dominions  or  Diftrifts  he'd  by  the  great  Chiefs  of 
the  Nation  ;  in  what  Degree  dependent  on  the  Poona 
Government,  particularly  the  Bounceilos,  the  Guicawars, 
and  the  Northern  Jaghiedars  (Holkr.r  and  Scindia)  ;  of 
thofe  Events  and  Intrigues  of  their  Government,  which 
gave  Occafion  to  the  Divifions  in  the  Pefhwa's  Fariiily, 
and  thereby  led  to  the  Interference  of  the  Prefidency  of 
Bombny  in  their  (parrels  ;  of  the  comparative  Situation 
and  Force  of  the  contending  Parties  in  the  War  at  the 
Time  of  the  Ceili^tion  of  Hoililities,  with  fome  Remarks 
on  the  probable  Difpoiition  or  Policy  of  the  great  Coun- 
try Powers  (particularly  the  Nizam  and  Hvder  Ally)  in 
Regard  to  thefe  Contentions,  and  the  Competitors.  They 
contain  alfo  an  exaft  Defcription  of  the  Situation,  Re- 
venues, and  other  produdlive  Advantages  arifing  from 
the  feveral  Ceflions  of  Territory  made  by  Ragoba  and 
Futty  Sing  :  And  therein  alfo  will  be  found.

newal of  Holvilities,  unlefs  the  Places  taken  from  them 
were  immediately  reflored.  And  although  they  contain- 
ed AfTurances  of  Orders  having  been  given  to  facilitate 
the  Route  of  Colonel  Upton,  through  the  Maratta  Do- 
minions, Accounts  received  at  this  very  Tims  from  him

Appendix,  No.  with  their  Anfwer  to  them,  in  which  they  exprefs  their 
94'  Surprize  ^t  the  unfriendly  Interruptions  given   to   their

And  it  is  indeed  to  be  obferved,  that  the  Prefident  Sec.  Conf.  11 
and  Council  of  Bombay,  in  a  Letter  dated   14th  Odo-  ^^'■"-  '775- 
ber,  which  reached  Calcutta  in  the  Beginning,  of  De-  .  J'^"^"  '^'     °* 
cember,  informed  the  Supreme  Council,  That  Colonel 
Keating  had  been  direifled  to  retire  with  the  Troops  into 
the  Diftrifts  contiguous  to  Surat  or  Broach,  as  foon  as 
the  Weather  would  permit. 

And  we  perceive,  that  in  their  Secret  Letter  of  the  Appendix,  No. 
15th  January  1776,  the  Governor  General  and  Council  96' 
acquainted  the  Court  of  Direftors  of  thcfe  Circumftances, -''"'^^'^  h^^ly    ^^ 
and    obferved,  '*   That    they    could    not   reconcile   the  j.^^"'       t^j^^^ 
*'  threatening  Declarations  of  the  Minillers   to   the  re-  ly^'g. 
**  duced  State  in  which,  by  the  Advices  from  Colonel 
"  Keating   of  the  29th  of  Odober,  they  appeared  to 
**  be."     That  they  hoped,  hov/ever,  a  general  Equili- 
brium would  be  preferved  till  Colonel  Upton's    Arrival 
at  Poona,  and  that  they  had  warned  the  Minilters  of  the 
Neceflity  they   fhould  find  themfelves  under,  to  oppofe 
any    hoftile    Proceedings    which    might   originate   from 
them.     That  Ragoba  had  indeed,  in    Confequence  of 
the  intended  NegGciation,  required  the  Aflignment  of  a 
certain  Support  for  himfelf  and  Adherents,  till  it  fhould 
be  concluded  ;  and  entreated  that  his  Pretenfions  to  the 
Government  {hould    be    then   examined,    and    that   he 
might  be  declared  either  Pefawa  or  Regent  during  the 
Minority,  at  the  End  of  which  he  ihould  reil  futisfied 
with  a  Penfion. 

The  Correfpondence  of  Colonel  Keating  with  the  Appendix,  No. 
Prefidency  of  Bombay,  from  which  moll  of  thefe  Parti-  97. 
culars  had  been  collefted,  was  forwarded  to  the  Supreme 
Council  on  14th  Odober  1775,  but  appears  not  to  have 
reached  Calcutta  till  5th  February  1776  ;  and  with  it 
were  inclofed  Copies  of  the  Liftrudlions  given  to  Colonel 
Keating  by  the  Bombay  Prelidency,  on  his  proceeding 
with  the  Troops  to  join  Ragoba,  and  of  thofe  prepared 
for  Mr.  Moftyn,  upon  his  being  deputed  to  refide  at 
his  Durbar.  They  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix, 
N°  07. 

And  Your  Committee  find,  that  the  Governor  Gene- Sec  Conf.  12 
ral   and    Council,  on    the    izth    February,    received    a  Feb.  1776. 
Letter   from    Colonel   Upton,  dated   5  th  January;    by ''^PP^."'^"'' ^''^ 
which  they  were  informed,  that  he  was  at  lall  arrived  at^ 
Poona,  on    the   30th  of  December   preceding,  after  a 
Journey  conliderably  longer  than  was  imagined,  it  be- 
ing 948  Miles  from  Calpee,  "  and  very  little  Affiftance 
"  to  be  procured  in  any  Way,  owing  to  the  Mifcarriage 
*'  of  Orders  from  the  Minillers,  and  the  difturbed  State 
"  of  the  Country." 

He  gave  an  Accoqnt  of  the  Manner  of  his  Receptioa 

and  Introduftion,  and  of  the  Debate  which  immediately

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arofe  in  the  Durbar,  from  the  Oppofition  given  by  the- 
Minifters  to  the  Signature  of  all  the  Chiefs  indiviJually ;, 
and  he  vvifned  to  have  Inllruclions  on  that  Head,    being

difpenfed  with.  He  informed  the  B  jard  of  the  apparent 
Power  of  the  Miniileriai  Party,  and  of  their  Defirc  to 
haften  the  Conclufion  of  Peace  ;  of  their  Doubts  about 
the  Condudl  and  Situation  of  the  Bombay  Forces,  and 
their  Affurances  of  the  pacific  Behaviour  of  their  o^'n  ; 
and  Kiitly,  of  the  Difappointment  expreiTed  by  them, 
at  his  not  having  brought  any  Prefent  on  the  Part  of  the 
Company,  which  had  obliged  him  to  fend  to  Bombay 
for  different  Articles,  to  the  Amount  of  fifteen  thoU/- 
fand  Rupees. 
No,  98,  In  this  Letter  Colonel  Upton  inclofed  alfo  the  Form  ■ 

of  a  Treaty,  fuch  as  he  intended  to  make  Ufe  of,   if  the 
Governor  General  and  Council  fhould  think  no  Altera- 
tions neceflhry  ;  and    alfo   the  Account   related   by   the 
Miniflers,  of  the  Rife  and  Frogrefs  of  the  actual  DifTen- 
lions  and  Difturbances  in  the  Maratta  Empire. 
Ben.  Sec.  Coiif,      In  the  Anfwer  which  the  Governor  General  and  Coun^ 
12  Feb.  1776      cil  appear  to  have  imrriediately  agreed   upon,    they   fent 
Appendix,  No.    ^  proper  Preamble  for  the  intended  Treaty  ;  and  cbferv-, 
^^'  ed,    that   though  "  they  ftiil  thought   the   Concurrence 

*'  of  the  Mr.ratta  Chiefs,  in  the  prefent  undecided  State 
'f  of  the  Government,  equally  defireable,  they  would 
"  not  let  that  Point  be  made  any  Obilruction  to  the 
"  Conclufion  of  the  Treaty,  but  leave  it  to  his  Difcre- 
"  tion  to  recede  from  the  Requifition,  in  fuch  Degree 
♦*  as  he  (liould  find  it  unattainable." 

And  Your  Committee  perceive,  that  General  Clavering 
then  propofcd  to  add  another  difcretional  Order  to  Colo- 
nel Upton,  not  to  infill  on  "  the  Illand  of  BalFein  being 
♦'  granted  to  the  Company  in  the  future  Treaty  of 
*'  Peace,  unlefs  the  i^v^iniilers  had  already  confented  to 
"  acquiefce  in  the  Demand  he  had  made  for  it,  or  that 
*'  he  fliould  pcrcei\  *  a  Difpofition  in  them  to  yield  the 
•'  FofTeinon  of  it  to  the  Company.'' — That  Mr.  Francis 
thought  the  Ceffion  of  Salfette  and  BafTein  fhould  be 
infifled  on,  efpecially  as  Colonel  Upton  had  not  fuggeft- 
ed  that  he  flu luld  expedl  to  meet  with  any  Difficulty  on 
either  of  thofe  Points — That  Colonel  Monfon  was  of 
Opinion,  that  he  fhould  have  "  Inflruftions  to  obtain 
*'  BaiTcin  and  its  Dependencies,  if  he  could,  from  the 
"  Miniilerial  Party,  but  not  to  make  it  an  Article  on 
••  v.^hich  to  break  oft  the  Treaty  he  was  now  inllruded 
"  to  conclude."— That  the  Governor  General  and  Mr. 
Barwell  agreeing  with  Mr.  Francis,  it  was  of  Courfe  re- 
fplved,  *•  Ti^itt  no  Alteration  fhould  be  made  in  the  In- 

«'  ilru^tipng 
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"  ftrudions  already  given  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Upton, 
"  for  requiring  the  Ceifion  of  the  Iflands  of  Salfette  and 
"  Ba/Tcin,  as  a  Condition  of  the  Treaty." 

It  appears  that  General  Clavering,   in  Confequence  of  Appendix,  No. 
this  coniirmcd  Refolution,   entered  an  ii-nmcdiate Protcfc  ^'^^' 
ggainft  it,   and  the   fatal  Confequences  likely  to  enfue 
from  fiich  a  double  A&.  of  Injullice;   and  we  obferve,  Sec.  Conf.  14th 
that  after  confulting  the  Letter  from  the  Court  of  Di-  Feo.  1776. 
j-edors  to  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay,  dated   12th  April      ^'°*  '°'^* 
1775,    which  arrived  that  Day,   he  at   the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Board  delivered  in  a  Continuation  of  his  Minute 
of  Difient;  becaufe  that  Letter  from   the  Court  of  Di- 
rectors contained    their   pofitive    Commands,  "  not  to 
*'  take  Pofleihon  of  Salfette,   without  their  Permiffion, 
**  but  by  Negociation  ;"  and  though  he  lliould  be  glad 
to  obtain    Balicin  by   the  fame  Means,  he  would   not, 
merely  to  acquire  I'erritoy,  rifle  the  Continuance  of  a 
War,  which  muft  proo.ibly  be  the  Confequence  if  the 
Orders  of  Colonel  Upton  were  not  made  diicretional. 

The  Minutes  of  the  feveral  Members  of  the  Board  on 
this  Re-coufideration  of  the  Queliion,  and  in  the  ad-  g^^^  ^^^^^  ^  ^^ 
journed  Debate  on  the  next  Day,  upon  the  Motion  of  pgb.  1776. 
Mr.  Francis,  for  inftrufting  Colonel  Upton  to  propofe  No.  100, 
ultimately  the  Kxch.inge  of  Broach  for  Baflein,  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix,  N°  100,  to  v/hich  we  defire  to 
refer  the  Houfe,  and  only  here  obferve,  that  the  Refult 
of  the  Deliberations  appears  to  have  been  a  Refolution 
of  the  Majoriiy,  That  in  Cafe  Colonel  Upton  *'  fhould 
"  find  unfurmountable  Difficulties  in  obtaining  Baffein 
"  without  a  Compenfacion,  he  Ihould  be  autiiorized  to 
•'  propofe  certain  Conceffions  to  the  Poona  Govern- 
"  ment ;  and  that  in  Return  for  a  Compliance  with 
*'  his  Firft  Demand,  a  Surrender  of  our  Right  and  In- 
"  terell  in  Broach  be  the  Condition  of  that  Compliance  ; 
"  biit  that  he  be  particularly  inilrud  d  to  referve  this 
"  Conceffion  until  he  fhall  find  a  abfolutely  impoffible 
"  to  fucceed  without  it."  And,  upon  an  additional 
Propofal  of  Mr.  Francis,  it  appears  to  have  been  una- 
nimouHy  agreed,  "  That,  in  Cafe  Colonel  Upton  fhould 
"  find  the  Maratta  Government  inflexibly  determined 
"  not  to  yield  BaiTem  at  any  Rate,  he  fnould  fufpend 
*'  his  Negociations,  and  wait  for  further  Orders  from 
"  the  EourJ." 

By  Accounts  from  Bombay,  in  a  Letter  dated  29th  Appendix,  No. 
December,  which  reached  Calcutta  26th  February  fol-  loi* 
lowing,  Your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Preiident 
and  Council  liad  advifed  Ragoba  to  accompany  the  Bri- 
tiih  Troops  with  fuch  Part  of  his  Army  as  he  might 
be  able  to  maintain,  in  order  to  avoid  the  ill  Confe- 
quences of  a  Separation,  both  to  him  and  to  the  Suc-

No.  loi.  i^y  jy[j.^  Tayler,  as  they  forefaw  that  Ragoba  would  pro- 
bably be  forfaken  by  all  Adherents  when  deferted  by 
their  Army,  or  if  he  fhould  flill  be  able  to  keep  up  his 
Force,  the  Plan  of  Pacification  would  be  thereby  de- 
feated— That  they  had  however  refufcd  to  permit  their 
Troops  to  accompany  his  Army  in  levying  Contribu- 
tions, not  thinking  themfelves  authorized  to  take  fuch 
a  Step. 

We  further  perceive  in  thefe  Accounts  the  following 
Obfervations :  "  The  Minillerial  Party  have  made  no 
"  Overtures  for  Accommodation  to  us,  fmce  thofe  men- 
"  tioned  in  our  Letters  of  23d  Auguic;  and  the  feveral 
*'  Ads  of  Hoflility  committed  by  their  Troops,  as  men- 
"  tioned  in  Colonel  Keating's  Letters,  give  us  great 
**  Reafon  to  fufpeft  the  Sln-cerity  of  their  Intentions  ;" 
while,  on  the  other  Pland,  "  the  many  Overtures  and 
"  Offers  of  Affiftance  made  to  Ragoba  by  Madajee 
"  Scindia,  and  other  moft  confiderable  Men  of  the  Con- 
"  federacy,  and  the  Differences  fubfiiting  between  the 
"  Chiefs  of  that  Party,  have  caufed  fo  great  an  Altera- 
"  tion  in  the  Pofture  of  Affairs  in  Favour  of  Ragoba, 
"  that  we  beg  Leave  to  fubmit  it  to  you,  as  our  delibe- 
*'  rate  Opinion,  that  a  Treaty  with  him  would  be  more 
"  advantageous  to  the  Company,  proniifes  more  Stabi- 
"  lity  and  Permanency,  and  is  more  likely  to  enfure 
'*  the 'general  Peace  of  India,  than  one  with  the  Mi- 
Sce  this  Letter  <«  nifters.  The  Reafons  on  which  we  ground  this  Opi- 
in  the  Appendix,  (t  nion,  are  fj-'y  ftated  in  a  Letter  we  have  difpatched 
*'  to  Colonel  Upton,  thinking  it  very  neceffary  he 
"  Ihouid  be  apprized  of  the  true  Situation  of  Rap-oba's 
"    rtffairs,  before  he  commenced  his  Negociations." 

And  en  the  Subjeft  of  the  Ceffions  made  by  Ragoba, 
the  Preudcnt  and  Council  wrote  thus : 

"  'i  he  Ceffions  of  Territory  made  by  Ragoba,  appear 
"  to  us  Objects  of  fuch  Importance  to  the  Company, 
f  that  we  are  greatly  alarmed  at  your  Intentions  of  re- 
"  linqvifhing  them.  The  Company's  Right  to  them 
"  is  indifputable,  as  being  derived  from  valid  Grants 
*'  made  by  the  lawful  Sovereign  of  the  ceded  Coun- 
•'  tries  ;  and  we  are  convinced,  that  if  Colonel  Upton 
"^  ihews  a  Determination  not  to  part  with  them,  it  will 
."  be  no  Obflacle  to  the  ponclulion  of  a  general  Peace, 
-'5  whichever  Party  he  may  treat  with." 

?*  We 
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"  We  have  been  fome  Time  in  peaceable  Pofieflion 
*'  of  all  tiie  ceded  Territories,  except  Baflcin  ;  the  Re- 
*'  venues  are  coiledling  without  any  Difficulty,  and  the 
"  Marattas  already  coniidcr  them  as  dilmembered  from 
*'  the  Empire." 

The  Governor    General   alfo,    in    his    Obfervations, 
which   are  placed  in   the   Appendix,  N°  157,    on   the 
Minutes   of  General  Clavering,  Colonel  Monfon,  and  ?."•  ^'^"J-  ^^^^ 
Mr.  Francis,  of  the  ziil  November  1775,  before  taken    '•^77' 
Notice  of,  exprciTes  himfelf  nearly  to  the  fame  Effedl  : 

**  The  Honourable  Court  of  Dircdors  will  be  the 
*'  beft  Judges  of  the  Merits  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
'*  Majority,  in  the  Steps  they  have  taken  to  degrade  the 
"  Prefidency  of  Bombay  in  the  Eyes  of  the  Marattas, 
**  and  to  deprive  the  Company  of  the  Advantages  which 
**  might  have  been  fecured  to  them  even  with  an  ho- 
*'  nourable  Peace;  which  there  is  every  Reafon  to  bc- 
"  lieve  might  have  been  much  fooner  obtained  by  more 
*'  vigorous  Meafures." 

And  Your  Committee  find.  That  Colonel  Upton^  in 
a  Letter  dated  zd  February,  received  6th  March,  ip-  Ben.  Sec.  Conf. 
formed  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of  what  he  6  March  1776. 
conceived  to  be  the  Difpofition  of  the  People  at  Poona  Appendix,  No. 
regarding  the  Terms  of  Accommodation.     "  The  Let-  ^°"* 
*♦  ters  (he  obferves)  they  had  received  from   Calcutta 
"  before  my  Arrival,  had  perfuaded  them  fully  that  I 
"  was   deputed    to   treat   with  them  on  equal  Terms, 
**  without   making  any  Demands  whatever  ;  however, 
*•  at  a  few  Meetings  I  mada  them   fenfible,  that  they 
"  had    underilood   thefe   Letters    too   literally."      He 
found  them  neverthelefs  apparently   decided  againfl  al- 
lowing the  farther  Poueflion  of  Salfette,  or  agreeing  to 
the  Surrender  of  BalTein  ;  and  attributed  this  Refolution 
to   their  imagining,  **  that  he  muft  treat  with  them  at 
"  any  Ra:e,  and  that  he  had  exceeded  his  Inilruftions 
"  by  alking  a  Surrender  of  thofe  Llands." 

On  this  Head  he  wrote  as  follows  :  *'  They  afk  me  a 
"  thoufand  Times  why  we  make  fuch  ProfefTions  of 
"  Honour,  and  difapprove  the  War  entered  into  by  the 
"  Bombay  Government,  when  we  are  fo  deiirous  of 
"  availing  oiirfelves  of  the  Advantages  of  it  ? 

"  They  fay,  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of 
**  Calcutta  have  deputed  me  to  negociate  with  them  on 
"  Terms  honourable  to  both  Nations,  yet  all  Advan- 
**'  tage  and  Honour  is  contined  to  ourfelves." 

He  then  informed  the  Board,  that  defpairing  of  the 
Acquilition  of  BafTein,  he  ihould  endeavour  to  prevail 
upon  the  Minillers  to  allow  a  Britifh  Faftory,  with  cer- 
tain Privileges  of  Trade  in  it,  to  the  Exclufion  of  o'.her 
Europeans  ;  that  he  lliould  infill  upon  keeping  Poffefnon 

of 
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of  Salfefte,  though  the  breaking  ofF  the  Treaty  would 
confequently  follow  the  Refufai  of  their  Acquiefcence '; 
that  the  Miniilers  difputed  the  Right  of  the  Guicawars 
to  make  any  Gran;s  in  the  Guzurat,  and  it  v/as  there- 
fore agreed  to  leave  that  Queftion  in  regard  to  them 
undetermined,  till  the  Pleafure  of  the  Board  Ihould  be 
known  ;  that  a  certain  Stipend  and  Number  of  Atten- 
dants would  be  allowed  to  Ragoba  ;  and  as  to  the  Re- 
See  Col.  Keat-  po^j.  of  the  Weaknefs  of  the  Minifterial  Party,  he  ima- 
vr  ^^^"'  giiied  them  not  to  be  in  the  deplorable  Situation  they 
had  been  thought,  for  they  had  a  numerous  Army,  and 
no  Want  of  Money,  and  lately  engaged  in  Alliance 
with  the  Nizam,  who  had  fent  a  large  Body  of  Troops 
to  join  their  Forces. 

In  Conclufion,  he  notified  his  Intentions  of  retiring 
to  Bombay,  in  Cafe  Terms  of  Accommodaiion  could  not 
be  agreed  on.     We  find  enclofed  an  Account  of  the  Efta- 
blilhrnent  of  the   Guicawars    in    the  Command  of  the 
Guzurat  Country,  which  we  have  placed  in  the  Appen- 
dix, N°  102. 
See  this  Letter,    _  Mr.  Tayler  appears  to  have  at  this  Time  fent  in  a  Let- 
dated    5  March  j^j.  j.^  ^j^g  Board,  in  which  he  enforced  flrongly  the  Re- 
AVper.dix  No.  P^efentations  made  by  the  Government  of  Bombay  in  re- 
103,        '  gard  to  the  favourable  Appearance  ofRagoba's  Affairs, 

and  fuppoTted  their  Arguments  for  preferring,  even  ort 
political  Motives^  a  Treaty  v^ith  him  to  any  which 
might  be  fettled  v.'ith  the  Minifterial  Part^}'.  And  in 
order  to  weaken  the  Impreffion  v/hich  the  Board  might 
have  taken  from  the  Informations  and  Reaf mings  con- 
tained in  Colonel  Upton's  Letter,  he  defired  them  to 
obferve,  "  that  Colonel  Upton  dated  from  the  Fort  of 
•'  Poorundcr,  where  he  is  furrounded  by  the  MiaiHers 
'*  and  their  Creatures,  v/hofc  intereft  is  to  mifinform 
"  him  with  rcfpeft  to  their  own  Strength  and  Impor- 
"  tance,  and  to  fecrete  from  him  every  Ciicumftance 
*'  favourable  to  Ragoba  and  his  Partisans.  Their  Pa- 
"  tieilce.  Skill,  and  Difiimulaticn,  in  condufting  poli- 
*'  tical  Negr  ciations,  are  very  well  known  in  India.  It 
"  is  almofc  ufelcfs  to  iniifl  on  the  diirerent  Credibility 
**  that  is  due  to  Informations  colle£ted  under  thofe 
*'  Difadvantai'es,  and  thofe  communicated  by  Gentle- 
*'  men  in  vv'hofe  irionour  you  have  a  Security  from  in- 
*'  tenticnal  Deceit,  and  whofe  Caution  is  warranted  by 
"  the  Danger  they  incur,  fhould  their  ill-grounded  In- 
**  telligence  miflead  you  into  Meafures  that  might  not 
"  otherwJfe  be  deemed  expedient." 
Ben.  Sec.  Conf.  From  the  Ccmfultations  of  the  Board  in  Confequence 
6  March  1776.  of  thefe  Informations,  Your  Committee  have  found  that 
Appendix,  No.  the  Govemop  General  fuggefted  an  Advice,  "  That 
104'  t(  whatever  Orders  were  then  fent  to  Colonel  Upton  in 

."  Reply 
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*'  Reply  to  his  Letter,  they  fhould  be  peremptory  and 
"  conclufive  ;  that  he  fliould  be  directed  to  bring  the 
*'  Bufineis  cf  his  Negociation  to  an  Iffue,  either  by  sn 
"  immediate  Conclufion  of  the  Treaty,  or  by  demand- 
*'  ing  his  Difmiflion,  and  retiring  to  Bombay,  where  he 
"  might  flill  rem;iin  and  wait  the  Orders  of  the  Board 
*'  for  his  future  Proceedings." 

That  the  Confequcnces  of  the  latter  Step  muft  be  con- 
fidered  and  provided  for,  but  that  "  in  the  mean  Time 
"  he  would  recommend  that  Colonel  Upton  be  referred 
*•■  to  the  Inllrudions  which  he  had  already  received,  and 
"  direcled  to  conform  literally  to  them.  In  regard 
"  however  to  the  Exchange  of  Broach  for  Baflein,  he 
•'  repeated  one  Ohjeftion,  which  he  had  before  inti- 
*'  mated,  from  a  Doubt  in  which  lie  was  now  confirmed 
"  by  confidering  the  Claufe  cof  the  Aft,  being  of  Opi- 
*•  nion,  that  it  clearly  limited  the  controlling  Powers 
•*  of  the  Go^'ernment  of  Bengal  over  the  other  Prefi- 
"  dencies,  to  that  of  the  commencing  of  Hortilities, 
"  the  declaring  cf  War,  the  negociating  or  concluding 
*'  Treaties  of  Peace  ;  but  did  not  paithorize  them  to  or- 
"  der  the  Surrender  or  Exchange  of  any  of  the  Com- 
**  pany's  PoiTeflions  dependent  on  the  other  Prefiden- 
*'  cies,  nor  thofe  Prefidencies  to  obey  fuch  Orders." 

Some  of  the  other  Members  of  Council  appear -to  have 
differed  with  the  Governor  General  in  the  Conflruftioiv 
of  the  Claufe,  fuppofing,  *'  that  a  Power  to  make  Peace 
"  murt,  in  its  Nature,  include  a  Power  to  agree  to  the 
"  only  Terms  on  which,  in  fome  Cafes,  Peace  could 
*'  be  obtained."  In  regard  to  the  Bufmefs  before  them, 
it  will  be  found  from  the  Minutes  which  we  have  placed 
in  the  Appendix  (N°  104)  that  there  was  much  Differ- 
ence of  Opinion,  as  well  on  the  jiift  Principle  and 
Grounds  of  their  Demands  and  Expedations  from  the 
Poena  Minlfcry,  as  on  the  probable  Difpcfition  of  that 
Government  10  make  the  Conceffions  required.  And 
that  the  Board,  in  the  End,  came  to.the  following  Agree- 
ment :  "  That  in  Cafe  Colonel  Upto/i  ihall  not  have 
*'  already  concluded  a  Treaty,  he  be  ordered  to  conform 
*'  to  his  former  Inltrufticns ;  and  if  the  Miniltry  at 
*'  Poona  fliould  not  accede  to  thofe  Conditions,  that  he 
"  require  his  Difmiflion  and  retiie  to  Bombay  within 
"  Six  Days  from  tlie  Receipt  of  thofe  Orders;  bat  if 
"  a  Treaty  Ihall  have  been  concluded  before  the  Airi- 
"  val  of  the  laft  Inflrudlions,  without  obtaining  a  Ceffir.n 
"  of  BafTein  to  the  Company,  he  be  ordered  to  ofi'er 
*'  them  the  Terms  of  Exchange  therein  mentioned." 

We  obferve,   however,   that  a  Letter  was  received  the  Letter  dated  7th 
next  Day  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council,   from  ^^^-  i??^- 
Colonel  Upton  ;  the  Contents  of  which  informing  thern,  ^^^^^"l\l^

»°S«  the   Orders   ftated  above  ;  and  the  Board,    though  they 

thought  there  was  a  Probability  that  the  abrupt  Declara- 
tion of  the  Minifters  might  have  been  a  Feint  only  for 
the  Purpofe  of  trying  what  Impreflion  it  would  make  on 
the  Mind  of  Coiontrl  Upton,  refolved,  that  it  was  be- 
come necefiary  to  fuppoie  the  War  renewed,  and  to  pro- 
vid-e  the  Means  of  conducing  it  with  the  greateft  Proba- 
bility of  Succefs  :  And  by  the  Return  laid  before  the 
Board  by  General  Clavering,  it  appeared  that  the  Whole 
military  Force  at  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay,  exclufive  of 
the  remote  Faftories,  was  as  follows  :

And  we  obferve  in  Colonel  Uptoim's  Letter,  referred 
fo  in  the  Appendix,  the  following  PafTage  on  this  Sub- 
jeft :  "  I  wrote  the  laft  Week  to  the  Governor  and 
*'  Council  of  Bombay,  to  prepare  them  for  this  Event ; 
*'  alfo  to  Colonel  Keating,  that  he  might  guard  againft 
*'  any  Surprifc.  His  Majelly's  Squadron  being  here  at 
*'  this  Time,  is  a  fortunate  Event;  and  I  think  if  the 
*'  War  is  to  be  profecuted,  if  Three  or  Four  Companies 
"  of  Europeans,  a  fmall  Detachment  from  the  Corps 
^*  of  Artillery,  and  Two  or  Three  Battalions  of  Sepoys, 
*'  were  embarked  from  Bengal  to  join  the  Army  from 
**  Bombay,  we  might  foon  command  Peace  on  our  own 
*'  Terms ;  for  the  Chiefs  of  this  Country  are  quite  at  a 
*'  Lofs  which  Side  to  take,  and  are  willing  to  fee  what 
**  the  Engliih  do." 

And  by  a  Letter,  dated  i  ft  February,  from  the  Prefl- 

dent  and  Council  of  Bombay  to  Colonel  Upton,  which

dated  1  Febru.  Council,  we  obferve,  that  on  the  Subjeft  of  the  then  Si- 
tuation  of  the  Company's  Troops  they  wrote  as  follows  t 
•'  We  are  much  pleafed  to  find  you  are  convinced  of  the 
*'  Propriety  of  the  Company's  Troops  not  being  entirely 
^*  withdrawn  from  Ragonaut  Row's  before  the  Con- 
"  clufion  of  the  Treaty,  and  we  are  fenilble  you  will  ex- 
"  perience  the  good  Effects  of  this  Meafure  in  your  Ne- 
/*  gociation."

And  Your  Committee  find,  that  in  Confequence  of^^''- 
thefe  informations,  the  Governor  General  and  Council  ^^^^  ' 
came  to  feveral  Refolutions,  and  particularly,  to  apprize 
the  different  Dependencies  of  the  Company  of  the  ac- 
tual State  of  Affairs,  and  of  their  future  Intentions 
*'  (to  which  they  were  compelled  by  the  Obftinacy  of 
"  the  Minifters)  to  fupport  the  Cauie  of  Ragoba  with 
"  the  utmoll  Vigour,  and  with  a  general  Exertion  of 
*'  the  whole  Power  of  the  Englilh  Arms  in  India. 
"  That  the  grand  Objcft  however  fliU  v,ms  Peace.'* 
And  that  they  were  determined  to  aft  in  all  Quarters 
at  once  ;  and  by  the  Decifion  and  Rapidity  of  their 
Proceedings,  to  bring  the  War  if  poffible  to  a  fpeedy 
Conclufion. 

That  Letters  would  be  written  to  Nizam  Ally,  Kyder 
Ally,  Morary  Row,  Moodajee  Bouncelio,  Tookajex; 
Holkar,  and  Miidajee  Scindia,  with  a  View  of  engaging 
their  Affiilancc  in  Favour  of  Ragoba,  or  at  leaft  to  fe- 
cure  their  Neutrality. 

That  the  Rehdcnt  at  Oude  Ihould  be  directed  to  pre« 
vail  upon  the  Nabob,  to  fuffer  the  Company's  Brigade 
to  be  removed  from  Oude  to  the  Frontiers  of  Corah 
neareil  Calpee,  in  order  to  forward  the  Succcfs  of  the 
Correfpondence  with  Madajee  Scindia  and  Tookajec 
Holkar. 

That  they  fhould  recommend  it  to  the  Prefidency  of 
Fort  Saint  George,  to  fuccour  the  united  Army  with  a 
Reinforcement  of  Tv^o  Batcalions  of  Sepoys,  or  more  if 
they  could  fpare  them  ;  adding  this  Affurance  *'  to  al- 
leviate any  Danger  which  you  might  apprehend  from 

being  deprived  of  fo  large   a  Body  of  your  military 
Forces,    you  will,  if  you   deem  it   advifeable,  raife 

new  Corps  to   fupply  th?  Place  of  fuch  as  you  may 

fend  on   this  Service  during  their  Abfence,  and  we 

are  willing  to  defray  any  extraordinary  Charge  that 

you  may  incur  on  this  Account." 

That  tkey  defired  Sir  Edward  Hughes  to  continue 
with  the  Squadron  under  his  Command  on  the  Malabar 
Coall  during  the  Troubles,  and  to  grant  all  the  Aflif- 
tance in  his  Pov.'er  to  the  Operations  of  the  Prefident  and 
Council  of  Bombay. 

That  they  wrote  a  Letter  to  Ragoba,    and  forwarded 

it  to  Surat  with  the  following  Direftions  to  the  Chief 

aud   Council  :   "  If  Colonel   Upton  fliould  have  been 

O  2  "  obliged 
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"  obliged  to  break  oft"  his  Negociations  with  the  Mi- 
"  niflers  at  Poona,  and  a  Continuation  of  the  War 
"  fhould  in  Confequence  have  been  refolved  upon,  we 
"  defire  you  will  immediately  forward  the  inclofedLet- 
*'  ter  by  a  fafe  Conveyance  to  Ragonaut  Row  ;  but  if 
♦*  on  the  ccmrary  a  Treaty  of  Peace  fliould  have  been 
"  concluded,  you  v\ill  delhoy  it." 

They  afTured  Ragoba  in  this  Letter,  that  in  the  in- 
tended Negociation  at  Poona,  Colonel  Upton  had  ex- 
prefs  Diredcions  "  to  fcipulate  fuch  Conditions  for  him 
"  as  he  fnould  approve,  and  might  enfure  his  future 
"  Safety  and  Welfare:"  That  now  .  however,  as  the 
Miniliers  had  rejeftcd  the  Overtures  of  Peace,  they  had 
great  Satisfiidlion  in  oiTci-ing  hiin  "  the  Affiftance  of 
*'  their  Arms  in  all  Parts  of  India,  to  replace  him  "with 
"  full  Authority  in  the  Seat  of  his  Government  at 
/'  Poena." 

And  in  their  Letter  of  this  Date  to  the  Prelident  and 
•  Council  of  Bombay  (while  they  declare  themfelves  not 
refp'infible  for  the  Meafures  which  had  involved  the 
Company  in  this  Quarrel)  they  reieaied  that  Govern- 
ment fr,  m  the  Pvcitriclions  which  they  had  laid  upon 
the  Operations  of  their  Army,  and  authorized  them  to 
give  the  moft  elietTcual  Support  to  Ragoba;  inilrudling 
them  to  affign  the  Con!m:;nd  of  the  Troops  to  General 
Golden,  whom  alone  they  deemed  fit  to  be  entruded 
with  a  C";  '.rge  of  fuch  Confequence,  and  to  order  him 
to  march  immediately  10  Poona,  making-the  Acquifition 
of  BafTein  a  prefent  Object  of  their  Attempt,  by  Nego- 
ciation only  with  the  KiUedar  ;  and  they  required  them 
to  appropriate  the  Supplies  of  Miney  fent  from  Bengal 
to  the  Operations  of  the  War  alone. 

Your  Committee  further  obferve,  that  they  informed 
Colonel  Upton  of  all  thefe  Matters,  and  of  tl.eir  waiting 
in  impatient  Expectation  of  freili  Accounts  from  him  ; 
direfting  him  if  he  Ihould  be  Hill  at  Poona  to  adhere  to 
his  former  Inll:rudiyns. 

From   the   Minutes   of  the  Board  on   this  Occafion, 
which,    with  the  Letters  ftated  briefly  in  the  Body  of 
Appendix,  No.     this  Report,  are  placed  at  large  in  the  Appendix,  No. 
108.  108,  it  will  appear  that  tke  Conviclion  of  Neceffity  was 

declared  to  have  been  the  only  Ground  on  which  the 
Members  in  general  agreed  to  thofe  Meafures  ;  and  we 
oblerve,  that  General  Clavering  in  particular,  exprefied 
himfelf  as  follows,  "  I  think  it  rieceffary  to  enter  this 
"  Declaration,  to  obviate  any  Objection  that  may  be 
"  .made  to  ray  confenting  to  carry  the  Company's  Arms 
"  beyond  the  Line  of  Defence  prefcribed  by  them  ; 
"  nothing  but  the  Neceflity  of  the   Cafe  fhould  have

"  by  tne  ijucres  which  Ragoba  has  thrown  out  to  the

"  compleat  i-'ofleflion  of  tiie  Maratta  Gv^vrnment,  J 
♦*  think,  the  Government  of  BoiT:bay  fhould  be  xiiilruft- 
"  ed  to  make  a  Renunciation  of  i  very  Ceffion  he  has 
*'  made,  except  the  Iflands  of  Sulfette  and  B-fiein,  and 
"  their  Dependencies,  together  with  fo  much  Territory

And  Your  Committee  lind,  that  the  Governor  General 
and  Council  having  taken  into  Coniideration  the  Articles  ^^'*  ^°'^f'  ''■^^ 
propofed  by  Ragoba  (which  are  inferted  in  the  Appen-      ^''^    ^"^"^ 
.dix,  N"  I09)j  agreed  (with  the  fingle  Exception  of  Mr. 
Barwcll)   not  to  accept  all  the  Ceffions  offered,   "  as  it  Appendix,  No. 
•*  would  extend  the  Company's  Pofleifions  to  a  Diftance  '°7* 
*'   unwarranted    by   the  general  Spirit  of  their  Orders, 
"  and  difproportional  to  the  Means  of  Defence."    That 
they  declined  their  Affcnt  to  his  Solicitation  for  a  Loan 
of  10  Lacks  of  Rupees,    as  they  had  refolved-to  fend  a 
Supply  of  10  Lacks   (being  all  they  had  in  their  Power 
to  fpare)  to  Bombay,  and  had  appropriated  it  folely  to 
the  military  Operations  oi  that  Preiidency.     But  they  at 
the  fame  Time  enQ-a^ed  to  affift  him  with  their  Forces  in 
all  Parts  of  Hindoltan  and  the  Decan  ;   for  the  Payment 
of  which  by  him,  a  monthly  Subfidy  of  Two  Lacks  was 
to  be  fixed.

Your  Committee  think  it  proper  to  obferve,  that  the  Appendix,  No. 
Articles  of  the  Treaty,  as  tianfmitted  by  Colonel  Up-  i^^- 
ton,  are  placed  in  the  Appendix,  N°  116;  and  that 
immediately  annexed  to  them  will  be  found  the  Obferva- 
tions  made  by  the  Bengal  Council,  when  they  took 
them  into  Confideration,  and  agreed  upon  the  amended 
Draft  of  a  Treaty,  which  they  difpatched  to  Colonel 
Upton,  and  inllruded  him  to  explain  their  Reafons  for 
making  a  few  Alterations  in  the  original  Articles  of 
Accommodation. 

The  Claufe  of  Reference  to  the  Board,  in  regard  to 
Salfette  and  the  adjacent  Iflands,  appears  to  have  been 
immediately  fettled  by  their  Determination  not  to  fur- 
render  them  in  Exchange  for  the  proffered  Territory. 
The  Omiffion  of  Two  Articles,  and  a  Part  of  another, 
feem  to  be  the  only  Alterations  made  by  the  Governor 
General  and  Council  to  the  Treaty  fent  by  Colonel  Up- 
ton. And  your  Committee  defire  to  refer  the  Houfe  for 
the  Motives  of  thefe  Omiffions,  to  the  Debate  on  that 
Subjeft,  fubjoined  in  the  /.ppendix,   No.  116.

terelts, honourable,  advantageous,  and  expedient,  and  only 
exprefling  a  Willi,  that  the  Article  in  regard  to  the  Elta- 
blifhment  propofed  for  Ragonaut  Row,  fhould  be  al- 
tered, as  much  Danger  might  arife  to  him  from  the 
entire  Dependance  on  the  Minilterial  Government  to 
which  he  would  thereby  be  reduced.  In  forming  his 
Judgment  of  the  Terms  of  the  Treaty,  General  Gordon 
appears  to  have  confidered  what  ought  reafonably  to  have

The  Opinion  of  the  difft^i-ent  Members  of  the  Board 
will  be  feen  by  their  Minutes,  which  are  put  in  the  Ap- 
pendix, N°i24.  And  Youx  Committee  therefore  think 
it  proper  only  to  obferve  in  this  Place,  that  they  dif- 
cover  in  them  great  Contrariety  of  Argument  and  De- 
cifion,  but  that  the  Majority,  on  a  further  Confideration 
of  the  Quertions,  at  the  next  Council  held  on  the  9th  of  Ben.  See.  Confj- 
May,  agreed  to  the  Draft  of  a  Letter  to  the  Prefident  9  May  1776.

Board  by  the  Secretary,  and  ordered  to  be  dlfpatched.

Baboo,  in  his  Letter  received  the    ill  Apiil,  he  was  led  ^°-  77>  1776- 
to  doubt  of  the   Validity  ol'  the  Treaty  on   the  Part  of  ^^^^^PP^^"*^'^ 
the  Maratta  State  ;  "  and  that  he   fliould  never  think  it       *      ^*

It  appears  however  that  the  Majority  of  the  Board 
agreed  nearly  in  Sentiments  with  the  General,  except 
that  Mr.  Francis  did  not  approve  of  the  Removal  of 
Ragoba  by  Force  from  Bombay,  fliould  he  be  there,  ad- 
vifing  rather,  as  in  all  Probability  an  equally  eiFeftual 
Means  of  getting  rid  of  hun,  to  withhold  all  Support 
and  Encouragement  from  him;  and  it  was  accordingly 
refolved  to  fend  Directions  to  the  Prefident  and  Council 
of  Bombay,  and  to  Colonel  Upton,  agreeable  to  this 
Opinion.  » 

It  has  appeared  to  Your  Committee,  that  the  Event  of 
a  Pacification  with  the  Maratta  Minifters  having  been 
notified  to   the   Prefldency    of  Fort   Saint  George,  the  Ben.  Sec.  Conf- 
Govcrnor  and  Council  held  it  to  be  unueceflary  to  fend  ^    .  a^''^  ic 
to  Bombay  the  Reinforcement  they  intended,  in  Confe-  j^g^'"    '  ' 
quence  of  the  Recommendation  from  the  Calcutta  Board, 
of  Two  Battalions  of  Sepoys,    and  therefore  counter- 
manded the  Orders  for   their  March  to  Anjengo.     And 
we  have  further  feen,  that  the  Bombay  Council,  by  Let- 
ter  dated    24th    March,   apprized   the   Government  of     No.  128. 
Madras,  that  they  fliould,   as  Opportunity  might  offer, 
iend  round  the  Detachment  of  Europeans   and   Kelly's 
Battalion  of  Sepoys,  belonging  to  the  latter  Prefldency. 

But  this  Intention  appears,  by  a  fubfeuuent  Letter  No.  12S. 
from  the  Prefldency  of  Bombay  to  that  of  Fort  Saint

tion granted  to  Ragoba  by  the  Prefidency   of  Bombay, 
an  Infringement  of  it  on  theirs. 
Ben.  Sec.  Conf.      And  Your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Government 
20  May  1776.    of  Bombay,   in  their  Letters  dated   the   10th,  2?d,  and 
fzT'"^'*'^"'    24^^o^^P^■'I'  to  the  Supreme  Council,  exprefTed  their 
Sentiments  in  fimilar  Terms  of  Difguft  at  the  Impolicy 
and  Defedls  of  the  Treaty,  and  of  Complaints  againll 
the  Poona  Government  for  repeated  Breaches  of  it,  par- 
ticularly in  Attacks  made  by  their  Ships  upon  thofe  of 
the  Company  ;  defending  at  the  fame  Time  their  own 
.  Behaviour  in  the  Proteftion  afforded   to   Ragoba,  and 
hoping,  that  were  the  Minifters  to  break  with  them  on 
that  Account,  they  Ihould  be  fully  juftified  in  making 
Refiftance. 
No.  no.  As  a  further  Proof  of  the  Defeds  of  the  Treaty,  they 

acquainted  the  Board,  that  Putty  Sing  had  demanded 
Reftitution  of  the  Ceffions  made  to  the  Company  by  his 
Treaty  with  Ragoba,  as  the  Conditions  of  it  were  not 
fulfilled ;  and  he  pofitively  denied  all  Right  of  the 
Poona  Government  to  alienate  the  Guicawar  Terri- 
tories. 

Your  Committee  alfo  obferve,  that  the  Bombay  Pre- 
fidency having  received  the  Letter  before-mentioned  of 
the  7th  March,  from  the  Governor  General  and  Coun- 
cil, took  Occafion  in  acknowledging  it  to  fubmit  to 
them,  whether  for  many  Reafons,  and  efpecially  on 
Account  of  the  probable  Confequences  of  their  own 
Proceedings,  in  having  made  Offers  to  Ragoba,  and  ap- 
•  plied  for  the   Affiftance  or  Neutrality  of  the  Country 

Powers,  it  might  not  yet  be  more  eligible  and  confiflent 
with  the  Honour  and  Advantage  of  the  Company,  not 
to  ratify  the  Treaty  formed  by  Colonel  Upton,  but  to 
permit  them  to  enter  into  new  Engagements  upon  the 
Plan  laid  down  in  that  Letter  (of  7th  March)  with  Ra- 
goba, who  was  then  at  Surat  in  great  Diilrefs,  and  not 
able  to  diiband  his  Army  for  Want  of  Money  to  pay  their 
Arrears. 

But  we  perceive,  that  notvvithflanding  this  Situation^ 
they  rcprefented  fome  favourable  Circumflances  which 
had  happened,  and  by  the  Interference  of  the  Company, 
might  be  rendered  of  effedtual  Advantage  to  him  ;  that 
Commotions  were  likely  to  arife  in  the  Maratta  State  by 
the  Efcape  of  Sudabah  out  of  Prifon,  where  he  had 
been  long  confined  by  the  Poona  Government,  and  from 
his  claiming  the  Office  of  Regent,  either  for  himfelf 
fingly,  or  jointly  with  Ragoba  during  the  Minority  of 
the  young  Pcfliwa,  in  Oppofition  to  the  Minirters  ; 
Sudabah  being  the  Son  of  Chimnajee  Oppah,  the  Bro- 
ther 
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ther  of  Badrijee  Row,  who  was  Ragoba's  Father,  was 
confequently  next  to  Ragc.ba  entitled  to  the  Pefhwafhip, 
or  the  Regency  of  the  Maratta  Empire. 

That  Ragoba  had  likewife  informed  them  of  his  hav-  See  Letter  from 
ing  received  Promifes  of  Affilknce   from    the  Nizam,  R^goba^  ***'<=<* 
upon  Condition  that  the  Company  would  not  afTilt  the  j^''5,'  ^^^

And  Your  Committee  find  from  the  Confultations  of  Appendix,  Not 
the  Supreme  Boa.d  on  this  Occafion,  that  a  Reply  to  ^Z°' 
thefe  Letters  from  Bombay  was  agreed  upon  by  the  Ma- 
jority after  much  Difference  of  Opinion,  which  will 
appear  to  the  Houfe  from  the  Minutes  fubjoined  in  the 
Appendix,  N°  130,  And  it  appears  to  contain  exprefs 
InJl:  unions  to  that  Prefidency,  that  they  fhouid  conform 
ftridly  to  the  Terms  c  f  the  Treaty,  and  avoid  any  Step 
whatfoever  whicix  might  give  Occafion  of  Di'lrull  or 
Jealoufy  to  the  Maratta  Government  ;  that  ic  therefore 
became  neceflary  for  them  peremptorily  to  require  the 
immediate  Departure  of  Ragoba  and  his  Army  out  of 
the  Company's  Poireffions,  and  to  decline  giving  the  A{- 
furances  of  Neutrality  which  Ragoba  had  demanded  of 
them  for  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Nizam.

Such  is  the  moll:  material  Information  relative  to  the 
firil  Qu.-irrel  with  the  Maratta  State,  v.'hich  Your  Com- 
mittee have  been  able  to  collect  and  lay  before  the  Houfe ; 
and  upon  which  they  may  regulate  their  Judgment  of 
the  Ccnduft  and  Difpofition  of  the  Company's  Servants 
in  fome  of  their  chief  Settlements  in  India.  Such  was 
the  apparent  State  of  Compofition  to  which  thofe  Dif- 
putes  between  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay  and  the  Poona 
Government  were  brought,  at  the  Time  of  Colonel  Up- 
ton's Departure  from  the  Maratta  Court,  in  the  Begin- 
ping  of  the  Year  1777. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  turn  our  Attention  for  a 
Moment  to  confider  the  political  Situation  of  Affairs  in 
other  Quiirters  at  this  Period  ;  fo  far  as  they  appear  to 
have  had  any  Connexion  with,  or  may  be  fiippofed  to 
have  been  influenced  by  the  Trauflictions  we  have  re- 
lated. 

The  Prelidcncy  of  Fort  Saint  George,  to  which  of 
Courfe  wedireft  our  iirlt  Regard  on  this  Occaiion,  was 
then  betraying  Apprehenfions  of  holtile  Defigns  from 
.Hyder  All}',  in  Conjunftion  with  the  French,  which  were 
only  allayed  by  the  Report  of  his  Preparations  being 
againll  the  Maratras.  But  the  following  Extraft  of  a 
Letter  from  that  Prefidency,  dated  the  :!^x.\\  of  December 
1:76,  to  the  Supreme  Council,  will  belt  explain  their 
Circumilances  and  Situation.

It  ihould  be  further 
obferved,  that  the  Council,  in  their  Orders  to  Colonel 
Gallicz,  difcouraged  the  Offer  of  any  Prefent  from  the 
Nabob  to  the  Army,  or  to  Individuals. 

It  is  not  the  Purpofe  or  Intention  of  Your  Committee 
to  enter  in  this  Place  into  a  minute  Inveftigation  of  the 
Proceedings  tranfaftedat  the  Court  of  Oude  by  the  Refi- 
dent  on  the  Part  of  the  Company;  we  think  it  proper 
only  to  obferve,  that  a  Treaty  was  agreed  to  between  the  AppeitdiXt 
Nabob  and  Mr.  Briltowon  the  2ilt  May  1775,  which  was  No.  155. 
connrnied  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  on  the 
6th  June  following,  by  which  the  Provinces  of  Corah 
and  Illiabad  were  guaranteed  to  the  Nabob,  'and  the 
llipulatcd  Subfidy  for  the  Service  cf  the  Brigade  was  in- 
creafed  to  Two  Lacks  Sixty  thoufand  Sicca  Rupees  per 
Month.  But  the  great  Point  of  Advantage  vv'hich  the 
Company  derived  from  this  Treaty,  was  the  Sovereignty 
and  Pofl'eflion  in  Perpetuity  of  the  Diiirifts  under  Rajah 
Cheit  Sing,  as  hereunder  fpecified :

The  Tribute  refervcd  on  thefe  Pi'ovinces,  amounting  to 
22, 10, 000  Rupees,  payable  by  Cheit  Sing  to  the  Nabob, 
was  of  courfe  transferred  to  the  Company;  ?.nd  the  Na- 
bob moreover  engaged  to  pay  all  Balances  according  to 
the  Engagements  of"  the  late  Vizier,  as  they  fhoulJ  be- 
come due. 

The  Advantages  and  honourable  Stipulations  acquired  Ben.  fee.  Conf. 
to  the  Company  by  this  Treaty,  are  earneftly  pointed  out  7  Decem.  1775. 
in  the  joint  Minute  of  Meflis.  Clavering,  Monfon,  and  ^^"'  ^:     -, 
Franci:,  recorded  on  the  Secret  Confultations  of  the  7th  ^^^^  '^' 
December  1775,  and  they  claimed  great  Merit  with  the 
Direftors  on  Account  of  this  Meafure,   which  they  de- 
clared to  be  flriiSlly  and  exclufivcly  their  own,  in  defpite  of 
the  Oppofition  given  to  It  by  the  Governor  General  and 
Mr.  Barvvell;   and  they  expreffed  alfo  the  higheft  Satis- 
faftion  to  obferve,  that  by  'he  Terms  of  the  Treaty,  the

The  Committee  of  Secrecy,  appointed  to  enquire  into 
the  Caufes  of  the  War  that  now  fubfills  in  the 
Carnatic,  and  of  the  prefent  Condition  of  the 
Britifti  Pofieflions  in  thofe  Parts,  and  to  report 
the  fame  to  the  Houfe  with  their  Obfervations

ments. It  difcovers  alfo  the  farther  Defign  of  perfua- 
ding  the  fuperior  Council  to  an  Anticipation  of  thefe 
hoftile  Machinations  by  a  prior  Attack  on  theProjeftors; 
and  endeavours  to  evince  the  Certainty  of  Succefs  againft 
a  divided  Government,  and  a  weak,  ill-paid.  Army,  hard 
prefTed  by  Hyder  Ally  ;  concluding  with  a  Reprefenta- 
tion  of  the  limited  Powers  and  unprovided  Refources  of 
their  own  Prefidency,  which  left  them  unauthorifed  and 
unequal  to  the  Undertaking, without  the  Advice  and  Sup- 
portof  the  fuperintending  Government,to  whom  they  had 
done  their  Duty  in  fubmitting  thefe  neceffary  Recom- 
mendations. 

Your  Committee  indeed  obferve,  from  the  Contents 
of  the  general  Letter  of  the  i6th  of  April,  referred  to 
above,  that  the  Court  of  Direftors,  though  they  gave 
their  Sanftion  to  the  Treaty  concluded  by  Colonel  Up- 
ton, were  not  entirely  fatisfied  with  the  Terms  of  it,  a$ 
it  had  not  procured  the  Surrender  of  BafTein  to  the 
Company;  and  alfo  that  they  did  not  approve  of  the 
Illodeof  Interference  by  the  fuperior  Council  in  fending 
an  AmbaiTador  to  Poona,  but  plainly  pointed  out  a 
more  limited  vSenfe  in  which  they  Ihould  expeft  the  fu- 
perintending Power  to  be  for  the  Future  regarded,  a- 
mounting  lo  little  more  than  a  Refervation  of  the  Right 
cf  final  Approval  and  Ratification  of  Treaties,  which 
the  other  Prefidencies,  in  Matters  afFedling  their  De- 
pendencies, Ihould  be  authorifed  to  negotiate.  And 
your  Committee  have  farther  obferved,  that  the  Court 
very  llrongly  intimated  the  Preference  which  they  fhould 
have  given  to  an  Alliance  with  Ragoba,  and  efpecially 
in  the  following  DireSions :  "  If  the  Conditions  of  the

dfCourfe  aware  of  the  Company's  Sentiments  at  the 
Time  he  drew  up  this  Minute  for  the  Confideration 
of  the  Board,  and  he  evidently  formed  his  general  Plan 
in  Obfervanceof  the  Company's  Orders. 

It  contains  a  ftrong  PvCCommendation  to  adopt  deci- 
five  Meafures,  either  for  the  Purpofe  of  final  Pacifica- 
tion or  open  Ploftility,  between  which  Alternatives  it 
was  become  necefTary  to  determine  upon  a  pofitive 
Choice  or  Offer;  that  mutual  Infrai^ions  freal  or  fup- 
pofed)  of  the  Treaty  of  Poorunder,  and  the  Certainty 
of  Engagements  having  been  entered  into  between  the 
Maratta  Minifters  and  the  French  Agent,  made  it  in- 
cumbent upon  the  Company's  Servants  to  be  at  lead 
prepared  for  either  Event,  and  induced  him  to  propofe 
a  Plan  for  Accommodation  which  Ihould  be  held  con* 
clufive. 

Your  Committee  obferve  in  this  Plan  material  Alte- 
rations andAmendmentsof  the  Treaty  of  Poorunder;  the 
principal  Objeils  of  it  appear  to  b:  a  Stipulation  of  more 
advantageous  Conditions  in  Favour  of  Ragoba,  and  the 
eventual  or  immediate  Acquifition  of  BafTein  to  the 
Company,  providing  againll  the  farther  EfFedts  of  the 
French  Intrigues  at  the  Court  of  Poona,  and  propofing 
to  detach  a  ftrong  Reinforcement  of  Troops  to  the  Pre- 
sidency of  Bombay,  with  the  Support  of  which  they 
might  more  confidently  infill  upon  the  propofed  Terms 
of  Accommodation,  or  make  the  belt  Advantage  of  any 
Change  of  Government  in  Poona  ;  but  that,  above  all, 
they  might  be  enabled  to  refill  any  Attempts  which  the 
French  fhould  make  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Company's 
Interefts  on  that  Side  of  India.

The  Opinion  of  General  Stibbert, 
who  had  been  confulted  on  this  Subject,  and  to  whom 
feveral  Papers  of  Information  had  been  referred  on  th© 
2d  of  this  Month,  was  on  this  Occafion  laid  before  the 
Board  by  the  Governor  General. 

And  your  Committee  obfeive,  That  he  (the  Com- 
mander in  Chief)  difapproved  of  the  Plan  fuggelled  for 
increafing  the  Sepoy  Battalions  to  1,000  Men  each, 
and  recommended  that  Four  Battalions  ftiould  be  formed 
by  Drafts  from  the  Four  Brigades,  which,  with  Two 
Field  Pieces  attached  to  each,  he  thought  to  be  full  as 
great  a  Force  of  difciplined  Troops  as  could  be  well 
{"pared  from  their  Eftablilhment  for  the  Service  of  the 
Prefidency  of  Bombay,  and  that  no  Europeans,  either 
of  Artillery  or  Infantry,  could  be  added  to  them  ;  that, 
as  this  Detachment  muft  go  by  Land,  it  would  be  expe- 
dient to  fecure  the  friendly  Afliftance  of  the  different 
Powers  through  whofe  Territories  they  rauft  necefTarily 
pafs ;  and  that,  among  thefe,  the  Permiffion  and  Fai'our 
of  Tookajee  Holkar,  and  Madajee  Scindia,  would  be  of 
the  greateft  Conlequence,  and  remove  every  mateiial 
Diflicalty. — But  we  perceive  that  the  Governor-general 
was  of  Opinion,  that  this  Method  of  drafting  would 
take  up  too  much  Time,  and  therefore  fubmitted  the  fol- 
lowing Propofitions  to  the  Conlideration  of  the  Board. 

"  Fifft, 
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**  Firft,  That  a  Detachment  be  formed  of  6  Batta- 
•*  lions  of  Sepoys  from  the  Firft  Brigade,  with  their 
*'  Ordnance  ;  One  Company  of  Native  Artillery,  with 
*'  its  Complement  of  Ordnance,  to  be  furnilhed  from 
**  the  Field  Train  of  the  Firft  Brigade  at  Albhabad, 
**  and  Two  Howitzers  to  be  fupplicd  from  the  fame 
*•  Station. 

"  Second,  that  the  Troops,  which  are  to  compofe  thiS' 
**  Detachment,  be  diredled  to  alTemblc  at  Korah,  or  in 
*•  the  Neighbourhood  ofCalpee. 

*'  Third,  That  the  Stores  of  this  Detachment  be 
**  furnifhed  from  the  Magazines  neareft  to  the  Place  of 
*'  Rendezvous  ;  and  that  the  Commanding  Officer  be 
**  furnifhed  with  unlimited  Authority  to  indent  for  fuch 
**  Stores,  and  in  fuch  Quantity,  as  he  may  deem  necef- 
*'  fary  for  the  Service  to  be  performed. 

"  Fourth,  That  Colonel  Leflie  be  appointed  to  com- 
**  mand  this  Detachment,  with  One  Field  Officer  fromi 
*•  the  Firft  Brigade,  and  One  from  the  temporary  Bri- 
**  gade;  and  that  Major  Baillie  be  nominated  to  the 
"  Charge  of  the  Artillery,  with  Two  additional  Subal- 
••  tern  Officers  of  that  Corps  to  join  the  Company  or- 
"  dered  upon  this  Service. 

••  Fifth,  That  Colonel  Leilie  be  direaed  to  make 
*'  the  neceflary  Preparations  to  conduft  the  Detachment 
*'  by  the  moft  prafticable  Route  to  Bombay,  or  to  fuch 
*'  other  Place  in  that  Neighbourhood  as  he  fliall  be 
*'  guided  to  by  the  Prefident  and  Council  of  Bombay  ; 
"  and  that  it  Ihall  be  particularly  recommended  to  him 
*'  to  provide  the  moft  effeftual  Means  of  anfwering  a 
•*  fufficient  Supply  of  Provifions  during  the  Courfe  of 
«♦  the  March." 

Thefe  Propofitions  appear  to  have  been  agreed  upon 
by  the  Majority  of  the  Board.  —  Mr.  Francis  however 
protefting  againft  the  March  of  the  propofed  Detach- 
ment to  the  Malabar  Coaft,  from  an  Opinion,  that  fo 
great  a  Force  could  not  be  fpared  confiftently  with  the 
Delence  of  the  Bengal  Provinces,  and  of  the  Dominions 
of  their  Ally  the  Nabob  of  Oude;  and  that  a  Rein- 
forcement, if  neceffary,  might  be  fpared  with  more 
Safety,  and  proceed  with  greater  Expedition,  from  Fort 
Saint  George.  And  we  obferve,  that  other  lefter  Ar-  Ben,  Mil.  Conf. 
rangements  relative  to  this  Expedition,  being  propofed  9  March,  1778. 
by  the  Governor-general  on  the  9th  March,  were  aftent-  37- 

ed  CO  by  the  Board  ;  Meftrs.  Wheler  and  Francis  decla- 
ring, that,  having  objected  in  vain  to  the  general  Mea- 
fure,  thty  would  not  interfere  with  Details. 

Your    Committee    however    find,  that  a   Packet  ha-   ^<'"  ^^'=-  ^'^"^' 
ving  arrived  on  the  i2ih  fiom  the  Court  of  Direaors,  '^^'"7^','^"!' 

containing  >     j 
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cent  lining  alfo  a  Copy  of  their  Difpatches,  dated  the  4.th 
of  July,  1777,  to  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay,  MeflVs. 
Francis  and  Whaler  on  that  Occafion  renewed  their  In- 
ftances  of  Diflike  to  the  Expedition,  and  addrefled  a 
Append;x,N039.  Letter  to  the  Governor^general  on  the  Subjea  ;  ia 
which,  adverting  to  the  Relolutions  of  the  Court,  and 
their  Directions  to  the  Prefident  and  Council  of  Bom- 
bay, they  declared,  that,  confidering  all  Meafures  ta- 
ken by  them,  in  Conjunction  with  Ragoba,  againft  the 
ruling  Power  of  Poona,  to  ftand  in  dired.  Violation 
of  the  Company's  Inftrudlions,  they  defired  to  fubmit 
an  Opinion,  that  all  Orders  already  ifTued  for  the  March 
of  the  intended  Detachment  to  Bombay  (hould  be  im- 
mediately countermanded.  The  Minutes  of  the  Go- 
vernor-general and  other  Members  of  the  Board,  at  a 
Meeting  in  their  fecret  Department,  in  Confequence 
of  this  Addrefs  from  MelTrs.  Francis  and  VVheler,  are 
Appendix.NaqS.  p'^ced  in  the  Appendix,  N°  38,  together  with  an  Ex- 
tradl  from  the  Company's  General  Letter  ;  on  the  Con- 
tents of  which,  and  the  proper  Acceptation  of  them, 
arofe  the  Debate  in  Queilion,  and  which  terminated  in 
a  Negative  given  by  the  Majority  to  the  Fropofition 
made  by  MeflVs.  Francis  and  Wheler. 
Ben.  Sec.  Conf.  Your  Committee  find,  that,  on  the  23d  of  March, 
23flivrarch,i778.  the  Governor-general  propofed  a  Draft  of  a  Letter  to 
Appendix,N°j9.  Bombay,  which  purported  to  be  an  Explanation  of  the 
i^entiments  of  the  fuperior  Council  on  the  lad  Paragraph 
of  the  Company's  General  Letter  above-mentioned  to 
that  Prefidency ;  and  to  give  fuch  Inftrudlions  and  Au- 
thority for  their  Guidance  as  appeared  neceflary,  on  a 
Suppofition  that  the  fame  Adminiftration  remained  at 
Pooua,  and  that  the  Treaty  continued  on  the  fame 
Footing  as  that  on  which  it  had  ilood  for  two  Years  paft. 
The  great  Objedls,  pointed  out  in  this  Letter  to  the 
Attention  of  the  Bombay  Board,  appear  to  be,  that  they 
fliould  principally  endeavour  to  defeat  the  fecret  or  open 
Machinations  of  the  French  with  the  Maratta  Govern- 
ment ;  Ihould  infift  upon  the  definitive  Execution  of  the 
Treaty  by  the  ruling  Powers  of  that  State  ;  and  (hould 
take  Advantage  of  every  Change  in  its  Adminiftration 
to  negotiate  beneficial  Concefiions  to  the  Company.  — • 
With  Regard  to  their  Conduft  towards  Ragoba,  we 
obferve  the  following  explicit  Direftion  :  "  But,  if  the 
*'  prefent  or  future  Members  of  the  AUminiRration  fhall 
*•  either  direftly  infringe  the  Treaty  or  peimit  it  to  be 
*•■  infringed  by  Perfons  ading  under  their  Authority,  or 
"  (hall  refufe  to  fulfil  the Conditionsof  it,  we,  as  autho- 
•'  rized  by  the  Compauy,  do  inveft  you  with  Authority 
"  to  form  a  nev,'  Alliance  with  Ragoba,  and  to  engage 
*'  with  him  in   any  Scheme  you   will  deem  expedient 

and 
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"  and   fafe  for  retrieving  his    Affairs."     In  the  fame  ^^^  ^ 
Letter,  however,  they  informed  ihe  Prefident  and  Coaii-  thePcnlw'rda'ted 
cil   that  they  had   written  to  defire  the  Pefliwa  and  his  ^^  March/ 
Minilters  wonld  allow  a  free  PaHage  to  the  Troops  with  App-n;iix,N°4o, 
which  they  intended  to  reinforce  the  Bombay  Eiiablidi-   Ben.  Sec.  Coun. 
mcnt,  and  they  diredled  them  to  make  the  fame  Appli-     °^''  *^^  ^' 
cation   immediately   from  themfelves:.     But  your  Com- 
mittee think  it  proptr  here  again  to  refer  the  Hoiife  to 
the  Appendix  N*  41,  for  an   infpeftion  of  the  Inflruc- APP^"<^'^'^°4i« 
tions   at  large,  and   for   the  general  Reafonings  of  the 
Board  upon  them,   and  the  Obje£lions  of  the  Minority, 
with  the  fubfequent    Reply  of  the  Governor-general  iii 
Defence  of  them,  recorded  on  the  Secret  Confiiltatlons 
of  the  6th  April;  and  alfo  a  farther  Minute  of  the  Go- 
vernor-general's, recorded  in  the  Pioceedintjs  of  the  15th 
of  tlie  lame  Month  ;  and  Mr.  Francis's  Minute,  record- 
ed on  Confultr.tions   27th    April,  in  Reply  and  in  Con- 
iirm.-ition   of  his  Objections  ;  being  all  particularly  di- 
rected to  invalidate  or  fubftantiate  the  Evidence  of  the 
dangerous  I'endency  of  the  French  Defigns  in  Conjunc- 
tion v/iih  the  Maratta  Government,   and  the  Necefiity 
or  Propriety  of  the  Meafures   advifed  for  councerading 
them. 

Your  Committee  liaving  moreover  obferveJ,  that  the  a ppendi*,N°4j|» 
InfliU(fiions  propofed  by  the  Governor-general  on  the 
6th  of  April  to  be  fent  to  Colonel  Leflie,  and  a  Letter 
in  Confequence  of  them  to  the  Prefidency  of  Bo.mbay, 
were  not  refclved  upon  by  the  Board  without  Oppoli- 
tion,  having  put  the  Proceedings  upon  that  Occafiori 
alfo  in  the  Appendix  N"  42,  and  only  take  a  curfory 
Nofice  in  this  Place  of  the  general  Purport  of  thofe  Or- 
ders ;  by  which  it  appears  that  Colonel  LeHie  v/as  di- 
refted  to  proceed  to  Bcm-bay,  taking  his  Route  prefe- 
rably through  the  Province  of  Berar,  on  Account  of  the 
friendly  Difpohtion  of  the  Rajah,  unlefs  any  unforefeen 
Prevention  Ihculd  arife  :  That,  if  after  endeavouring  to 
gain  the  Confent  of  the  Chief  of  any  Diftricl  through 
which  he  might  wifh  to  pafs,  he  fhould  meet  v/ith  a  Re- 
iufal  from  him,  he  was  to  purfue  his  March  neverthe- 
lefs  in  Oppofition  to  any  fuch  Impediment,  paying  Re- 
gard however  to  certain  prefcribed  Reltridlicr.s  ;  That, 
in  advancing  through  the  different  Countries,  he  ftiould 
be  attentive  to  the  State  and  Intereits  of  the  ieveral  petty- 
Chiefs  ;  that  he  fhould  be  careful  in  preventing  any 
Mikhicf  to  the  inhabitants  j  and  that  he  fiiould  not 
i'uffcr  himfelf  to  be  diverted  f;om  the  fceady  Profecu- 
tion  of  his  March  by  any  new  Objeft,  however  plan- 
fible,  excepting  only  for  the  Sarety  or  Subfillenee  of 
his  Troops  ;  i  hat  he  was  to  confider  himfelf  to  be  un- 
der the  Command  of  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay  from  ths

Letter froinBom-  May^   jvir.  Francis  took  Occafion,  in  Confequence  of  a 
*^'  Letter  from  Bombay  dated  5th  April,  to  repeat  his  At- 

tempts to  put  a  Stop  to  the  Expedition  under  Colonel 
Lellie,  as  no  longer  necefTary  even  on  the  Principles 
on  which  it  was  undertaken.  Your  Committee  obferve, 
that  the  Prefident  and  Council  of  Bombay  informed  the 
Sup?rior  Board  of  a  Change  in  the  Adminiftration  of 
the  Government  at  Poona,  by  which  the  fuppofed 
Friends  of  Ragoba  had  difplaced  Nanna  Furnefe,  the 
decided  Enemy  to  his  Interefts,  though  a  Compromife 
was  iince  likely  to  be  efFefted  between  that  Minilter  and 
his  Opponents.  They  made  an  Inference  of  Regret  from 
this  Event,  that,  while  they  had  for  Want  of  Powers 
been  unable  to  take  a  Part,  Ragoba's  Friends  had  found 
their  own  Strength  fufficient  to  procure  them  Succefs 
without  their  Affiltance;  and  any  favourable  Stipula- 
tions for  the  Company  mull  of  Courfe  be  more  difficult 
to  be  obtained.  They  feemed  however  to  feel  a  Confo- 
lation  in  another  probable  Confequence  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, that  theDefigns  of  the  French  would  be  abfolutely 
defeated.  Yet  they  at  the  fame  Time  mentioned  the 
Appearance  of  Monfieur  Bellecombe,  the  new  Governor 
of  Pondicherry,  upon  their  Coaft,  and  the  Report  of  his 
having  landed  300  Europeans  at  Mahe  :  That  Sir  Ed- 
ward Vernon  however  had  failed  with  a  fuperior  Force 
to  attend  his  Movements  up  the  Coaft  ;  and  that  they 
had  ordered  all  the  Force,  which  they  could  detach  from 
their  Prefidency,  to  be  ready  to  march  at  a  Moment's 
Warning,  and  take  Advantage  of  any  Call  for  their  In- 
terpofition. 
See  the  Proceed-  Jn  Confequence  of  thefe  Informations,  and  the  pro- 
ings  of  the  Go-  ^able  EfFcfts  of  a  Change  in  the  Poona  Politics,  Meffrs. 
Councif  in  their  ^'^^"cis  and  Wheler  argued  on  the  Inutility  and  Inexpe- 
fecret  Depart-  diency  of  Continuing  the  Dcfign  adopted  of  detaching  a

Grounds  of  Reafoning  an  entire  contrary  Conclufion, 
and  fought  to  convince  the  Board  of  the  Neceflity  of 
profecuting  with  Vigour  the  Meafures  which  they  had 
begun,  until  the  Dwfjgns  of  them  Ihould  be  fully  ac-

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complinied.  Mr.  Barwell  did  not  think  the  Reafons  af- 
iigned  by  Mr.  Francis  would  wairant  his  AfTent  to  the 
Propofition,  and  it  was  of  Courfe  refolved  in  the  Nega- 
tive by  the  Majority  of  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  find,  that  the  fame  Subjeft  occafion-  Ben.  Sec.  Conf. 
ed  new  Debates  on  the  zilt,  in  which  there  appeared  ^'^^^V;  J7-'8. 
a  like  Difparity  of  Sentiments,  from  the  fame  Premifes.  ^PP="^"'>^  46. 
Mr.  Francis,  taking  Notice  of  Letters,  received  that 
Day  from  Fort  Saint  George  and  from  Mr.  Moftyn, 
exprefled  his  Opinion,  that  the  Board  mult  judge  it  wife 
to  fufpend  the  March  of  the  Detachment ;  that,  having 
no  great  Idea  of  Apprehenfion  from  the  fuppofed  In- 
fluence of  the  French  at  Poona,  and  the  laft  Accounts 
from  Europe  fhewing  no  Probability  of  a  French  War, 
he  thought  the  Meafure,  againft  which  he  was  remon- 
flrating,  to  be  moll  likely  in  its  Tendency  to  caufe  a 
Rupture  with  that  Power.  The  Governor-general  on 
the  contrary  declared  it  to  be  his  Ferfuafion,  that  the 
whole  Tenor  of  the  Letters  proved  the  Neceffity  of  con- 
firming their  former  Refolutions,  as  he  was  not  con- 
vinced that  any  complete  EfFedls  had  followed  from  the 
Relolution  at  Poona,  or  thst  there  was  any  Diminution 
in  the  Influence  of  the  French,  or  of  their  defifting  from 
their  hoftile  Defigns. 

And  we  perceive,  that  in  a  fubfequent  Minute,  re-  Appendix,N"47. 
corded  on  the  Secret  Confultations  ift  June,  upon  this 
Subjeft,  the  Governor  general  uTed  the  following  Ar- 
gument :  '*  I  think  it  proper  to  obferve,  that  an  Al- 
"  liance  with  Ragoba  is  not  the  Objeftof  the  Meafures 
**  which  have  been  lately  undertaken  by  this  Govern- 
'*  ment  for  the  Support  of  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay  ; 
**  their  declared  Objeft  is  to  give  Security  and  Perma- 
««  nency  to  the  Peace  of  that  Settlement.  It  fortunately 
«*  happened,  that,  while  we  were  in  Purfuit  of  this  Ob- 
*«  jedt,  Ragoba  was  off^ered  to  us  as  an  Inftrument.  The 
**  Company  have  warranted  us  to  accept  him  as  fuch, 
'•  and  he  is  the  mofl-  likely  to  prove  effeftual  of  any 
*'  that  we  could  have  chofen  ;  we  have  accepted  him, 
'•  and  while  his  Agency  fliall  be  neceffary  to  the  above 
*'  End,  and  can  be  employed  with  a  facred  Obfervance 
**  of  every  other  Engagement,  1  hope  we  fhall  continue 
**  to  employ  it."  The  Obfervations  made  by  Mr. 
Francis  in  Reply  to  this  Minute,  and  others  which  fol- 
lowed upon  the  fame  Subjedl,  are  put  together  in  the 
Appendix.  N"  47' 

Your  Committee  find,  in  the  Letter  above-mentioned  „     , 

from  Fort  St.  George,    the  following  Reafons  aliigned  29  April,  1-72, 
for  their  granting  Alfiftance  of  Troops  to  the  Prelideiicy 
of  Bombay.    "  In  Confequencc  of  your  Letter  to  us  of  ^^^ 

•'  the  ^th  of  February,    we  ordered   the  Number   of      1 P^"  '^-^  4 
C   2  •*  Troops 
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<*  TfGops  requeiled  by  the  Gentlemen  at  Bombay  to  be 
*'  in  Readinefs  to  march,  if  it  fhould  be  thought  necef- 
*•  fary  on  a  farther  Application  from  them."  —  And  it 
appears  that  in  cheir  Letter  of  the  fame  Date  to  the  Pre- 
iident  and  Council  of  Bombay,  Copy  of  which  they  alfo 
tranfmitted  to  the  Superior  Council,  they  informed  them 
at  the  fame  Time  of  their  Motives  for  having  at  firlt  de- 
clined a  Compliance  with  their  PvCquifition,  and  of  the 
Reafons  which  had  fince  induced  them  to  grant  it,  and 
which  they  explained  as  follows : 

*'  We  affure  you.  Gentlemen,  that  we  paid  every 
*'  Attention  to  your  Requeft,  and  ftiould  have  been  hap- 
"  py  if  the  Situation  of  Affairs  here  had  permitted  us 
"  to  comply  with  it  in  the  Extent  you  wilhed ;  but, 
*'  circunillanced  as  we  then  were,  the  Meafure  appear- 
*'  ed  too  unfafe  and  imprudent  to  be  adopted:  How- 
"  ever,  upon  hearing  from  the  Governor-general  and 
*'  Council  of  Bengal,  that  their  Sandion  and  Affiftance 
"  v^culd  be  given  to  your  Proceedings,  and  upon  their 
*'  opening  and  recommending  the  Defign  mo:e  fully  to 
"  u?,  we  then  determined,  notwithftanding  the  incoin- 
*'  plete  State  of  our  Eftablifnment,  to  order  the  Troops, 
"  you  had  before  requefled,  to  hold  themfelves  in  Rea- 
*'  dinefs  to  march.  They  are  now  under  thefe  Orders  ; 
*'  but,  as  the  Seafon  is  too  far  advanced  to  fend 
*'  them  to  Aojengo,  we  fliall  keep  them  in  Readinefs 
««  to  proceed  to  your  Afilllance  the  firfc  Opportunity 
*'  that  cfFcrs,  if  your  abfolute  Want  of  them  lliould 
*'  continue,  and  no  material  Change  fliall  happen  here 
*•'  in  themean  Time.  But  we  niult  obferve  to  you,  that 
"  the  Number  of  our  Europeans  fit  for  Duty  is  fo  fmall 
*'  and  difproportionate,  that  we  deem  it  unfafe,  even  in 
'^  the  moil  favourable  Times,  to  detach  any  Part  oi" 
*'  them  upon  fo  diftant  a  Service  ;  and  we  with  there- 
*'  fore  that  Sepoys  only  may  be  required,  as  we  caa 
"  vviih  much  lefs  Diflicalty  replace  their  Lofs." 

Your  Committee  find.  That  the  Governor-general 
direfted  the  Secretary  to  prepare  the  Draft  of  a  Letter 
in  Anfvver  to  that  from  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
Fort  Saint  George,  and  which  he  laid  before  the  Board 
for  their  Approbation.  This  Letter  contains  Refledlions 
and  information,  fo  clofely  relating  to  every  Subjedl  of 
the  Inquiry  committed  to  our  Attention,  and  throws  fo 
much  Light  on  the  general  Situation  of  the  Company's 
Settlements,  r;s  well  as  on  the  particular  Objeit  of 
their  aftual  Attention,  that  your  Committee  have  thought 
proper  to  infert  it  here  at  Length,  in  the  Body  of  theif 
Report,

**  Diftrefs,  we  can  only  return  the  fame  Anfwer  that  we 
**  made  in  our  Letter,  of  the  19th  January,  to  a  fimilar 
**  Requifition   contained  in  yours  of  the  30th  Decem- 
*•  ber.     W'e  confider  the  Aid  of  the   Company's  Re- 
*•  fource?,   vvherefoever   they   may   exift,  as  due  to  the 
**  Exigencies   of  all   their  Settlements  :   On   this  Prin- 
*•  ciple  we  Ihall  always   be   ready   to  contribute  every 
*'  Mer^ns  in  our  Power  to  the  Relief  of  yours,  whenever 
*'  they  fliall  indifpenfably  require  it,  and  we  can  aftbrd 
**  it  without   fubjetting    the   Intereil   of  our  common 
*'  Employers  to  a  greater  Inconvenience  in  one   Place 
*'  than   that  which   we  fhould  attempt  to  avert  in  ano- 
*«  ther.  The  Diftance  between  the  Two  Prefidenciesis 
«*  not  fo  great,  nor  will  the  Means  of  Remittance,  we 
*'  hope,  be  fo  difficult  in  any  Seafon  of  Emergency,  as 
*'  to  prevent  our  fupplying  you   with    Money,  when 
«*  theie  fhall  be  an  abfolute  Call  for  it.     On  the  con- 
*'  trary,  we  are  of  Opinion,  that,  if  ever  the  Carnadc. 
*'  fliould  be  threatened  with  a  War,  it  will  be  the  In- 
**  terelt  of  every  wealthy  Individual  at  Madras  to  tranf- 
*«  fer  his  property  to  Bengal    through   the  Channel  of 
*'  your  Trealury  ;  and  the  Merchants  of  Bengal,  who 
"  have  Property  at  Fort  St,  George,   will  certainly   be 
*'  clad  to  avail  themielves  of  the  fame  Means  to  wi:h- 
*'  drav/  It  on  luch  an  Occalion.  At  preient  no  fuch  Ne- 
♦'  ceffity  exifts,  to  require  an  extraordinary   Aid  from 
"   us;  nor  is  the  Proipedl  fo  alarming  as  to  juflify  us 
**  in  providing  againft  it  in  future  ;    for,  whenever  we 
"  granc  you   pecuniary  Supplies  from  Benga',  it  muil 
»'   he  attended  with  one  bad  luffed,  which,   under  any 
*'  Circumftances,  will  afford    us   Regret;    namely,    it 
"  will  tend  to  impoverilh  this  Country,  by  draining  it 
*'  of  the  Specie  necefl'ary  for  Circulation. 

«'  To  thefe  Ccnfideratlons  we  muftadd,  that  we  (hall 
'*  not  think  ourfelves  warranted,  even  under  the  moft. 
*'  piefiing  Situation  of  your  Affairs,  to  offer  our  Re- 
*•'  lief,  if  it  Ihall  appear  to  us  that  you  have  the  Means 
*'  of  it  left  in  your  own  Hands  unapplied,     ThePro- 

**  texlion 
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••  teftion  of  the  Carnatic,  while  it  depends  on  the 
"  Company,  requires  that  no  private  Claims  ought  to 
"  be  fuiFered  to  interfere  with  their  Right  to  the  Share 
**  of  its  Revenues,  which  may  be  indifpenfably  necef- 
•*  fary  for  its  Safety  and  Defence. 

**  We  are  forry  that  you  fhould  have  thought  it 
**  neceflary,  on  the  flight  Grounds  of  private  Infor- 
*'  mation,  to  intimate  to  the  Prefident  and  Council  of 
**  Bombay,  that  the  Detachment  ordered  by  us  was  to 
**  winter  at  Corah,  and  afterwards  proceed  on  their 
"  March.  Such  an  Information  from  you,  however 
*'  qualified,  muft  have  the  Effeft  of  Authority;  and 
*'  we  fee  great  Reafon  to  apprehend,  that  it  will  tend 
**  to  difcourage  their  Adherents,  and  to  retard,  if  not 
**  difcredit,  their  Operations,  by  throwing  a  Damp 
**  upon  their  Undertakings.  To  this  End  their  Dif- 
**  appointment  in  the  Hope  of  Afliftance  from  your 
**  Prefidency,  though  latterly  unavoidable,  will  natu- 
**  rally  have  contributed.  We  now  think  it  proper  to 
*'  inform  you,  that  the  Detachment,  which  we  have 
*•  formed  for  the  Service  of  the  Prefidency  of  Bom- 
**  bay,  began  its  March  from  Corah  to  Calpee  on  the 
*'  4th  Inftant ;  and,  unlefs  the  future  Advices  which 
*'  we  may  receive  from  Bombay,  fhall  affure  us  that  its 
*•  Affiftance  will  not  be  wanted,  it  is  our  Intention  to 
*•  profecute  the  Undertaking  without  uny  Delay  or 
•'  Intermiflion.  This  Force  confifts  of  Six  Battalions 
*'  of  Sepoys,  One  Company  of  Native  Artillery,  and 
**  a  fmall  Body  of  Cavalry.  The  Command  of  it  has 
*'  been  afiigned  to  Colonel  Leflie,  an  adive  and  ex- 
**  perienced  Officer ;  its  Route  to  Bombay  will  be 
*'  through  Bundlecund  and  the  Dominions  of  Moodajee 
*'  Boofla,  by  his  Permifllon,  which  has  been  obtained, 
**  with  a  Promife  of  Supplies  and  Provilions,  and  every 
*'  other  Affiftance  that  may  be  required  in  the  Courfe 
"  of  its  March. 

*'  We  rely  upon  your  Promife  to  co-operate  with  us 
«'  on  this  important  Occafion,  fhould  the  State  of  Af- 
**  fairs  on  the  other  Side  of  India  require  it  at  the 
*'  Seafon  of  the  Year,  when  you  will  be  able  to  fend 
**  the  Prefident  and  Council  of  Bombay  the  Rein- 
**  forcement  of  Men  intended  for  their  Service;  and, 
•*  from  the  latefl  Advices  we  have  received,  we  appre- 
*•  hend  that  their  Prefence  there  may  be  efTential. 

**  We  requeft  that  you  will  attend  the  Motions  of 
«'  Hyder  Ally,  and  the  Nabob  Nizam  Ally  Cawn, 
*'  and  advife  us  if  they  fhall  take  any  Steps  which  may 
"  afFedl  our  Concerns  with  the  Maratta  State.

**  caufe  a  Part  of  your  Forces  to  be  aflembled  near 
*'  the  Northern  Frontier  of  the  Carnatic,  for  the  Pur- 
**  pofe  of  affording  either  diredl  Affiftance  to  the  Pre- 
**  fidency  of  Bombay,  or  a  Diverfion  in  their  Favour,

But   your  Committee  think  proper  to  obferve,   that  SeethisiArcounr, 
the  Governor-general,  in  Jullification  of  his   Motives  ^"'^  ^^^  Minutes 
lor  the  Refufal   of  a  prefent  Supply  of  Money  to   the  ^^"^^  bellowed 
Prefidency  of  Madras,  for    the    Purpofes    affigned    by  Appendix  N^-iq 
them,  prepared   and  laid   before   the    Board   an  exaft  '" 

Account  of  the  State  of  their  own  Treafury  ;  by  v/hich 
he  made  it  appear,  ♦'  that  they  could  not  at  that  Time 
**  command  a  larger  Sum  than  Three  and  a  Half 
*'  Lacks  of  Rupees,  were  they  difpofed  to  comply 
'*  with  the  Application  from  the  Prefidency  of  Fort 
•*  Saint  George,  unlefs  they  fliould  break  in  upon  the 
*«  Fund  which  they  had  apftropriated  for  their  own 
*'  extraordinary  Occafions."  Yet  when  Mr.  Francis, 
in  Confequence  of  this  Account,  exprefTed  his  Appre- 
henfion  that  they  might  be  deficient  in  the  Means  of 
fupporting  their  ordinary  Expences,  and  he  would 
therefore  be  againft  fending  Supplies  of  Money  either 
to  Madras  or  Bombay,  the  Governor-general  would 
not  allow  that  he  meant  to  reprefent  the  Company's 
Rcfources  as  exhaufted,  fince  thofe  could  be  only  feen 
in  the  colleftive  Sum  of  all  the  Treafuries,  and  in  the 
Ellimate  of  their  growing  Refources  and  Difburfe- 
nients,  and  he  alluded  only  to  their  Two  principal 
Treafuiies.

fame  Time   the   Receipt  of  the  Bengal  Letter,  dated 
23d  March,  and  promifing  future  Information  of  their 
Refolutions  in  Confcquence  of  it.     And  it  appears  that  Appendix,N<'64, 
Mr.   Francis  took    Gccafion   hereupon  to  prefent  frefh      Sec.  Conf. 
Remonllrances    againfi:   the  March  of  the  Detachment  ^~  J''"^*  ^"78' 
upon  new  Grounds,  infilling  that  the  Government  of 
Bombay  having  in  this  Inftance  aded   fo  capricioufly,   ■ 
and  without  Reafon   affigned,  common  Prudence  dic- 
tated   to  them   the   Impropriety  of  leaving   the  Army 
Bnder  fuch  Dircdions,  efpecially  as  ihe  Prefident  and

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Council,    by  their   Conduft   and  Expreffions,    endea- 
voured to  fix  the  Refponfibility  upon  them.     He  preffcd 
alfo   a   farther   Argument,    drawn    from    the   Compli- 
caiion  of  the  national  Engagements  and  the  dangerous 
Defigns    of  France    and    Spain,    which  fliould    induce 
them  to  have  Regard   to  their  own  Defence,  and  not  to 
weaken  or  divide  their  Force.     It  farther  appears,  that 
the  Governor-general   perfevered  in  recommending  the 
Prcfecution  of  the  Expedition;  and  that,  allowing  the. 
original  Meafure   and    the  Refponfibility  to  be  theirs, 
he  declared  his  Opinion,  that  all  their  Refolutions  con- 
cerning it  fliould  proceed  from  their  own  Knowledge  of 
the  Circumftances  which  had  any  Relation  to  it. 

On  the  29th  June  a  Letter  was  received  from  the 
Prefident  and  Council  of  Bombay,  which  your  Com- 
mittee find  to  contain  the  Reafons  for  their  contra- 
diftory  Orders  to  Colonel  Leflie ;  which  arofe  from 
their  firft  Expeftation  that,  by  the  Revolution  at  Poona, 
the  French  Influence  would  have  been  deftroyed,  and 
from  their  Diiappointment  in  finding  that  the  new 
Adminiftration  feemed  inclined  to  tread  in  the  Foot- 
Heps  of  their  rredeceflbrs,  as  well  with  Regard  to  the 
Chevalier  de  St.  Lubin  as  to  Ragoba  and  the  Execu- 
tion of  feveral  Articles  of  the  Treaty  of  Poorunder, 
That  thefe  Rcfledions  had  determined  them  not  to 
wait  any  longer  in  Expeftation  of  Propofals  from  Poona, 
but  to  direft  Mr.  Moftyn  to  make  a  categorical  De- 
mand on  the  Durbar,  agreeable  to  the  Direftions  re- 
ceived from  the  Superior  Council  in  their  Letter  of 
23d  March  ;  and  they  defired  to  have  timely  Infor- 
mation of  the  Meafures,  which,  in  the  fuppofed  Cafes 
of  AiTent  or  Refufal  from  the  Poona  Court,  the  Gover- 
nor-general and  Council  meant  to  purfue  ;  fuggefting 
at  the  fame  Time,  that,  if  it  fliould  be  found  expe- 
dient to  fend  any  farther  Reinforcement  of  Troops  to 
them,  the  eafieft  and  beft  Method  would  be  to  order 
them  direftly  from  Madras,  and  to  replace  them,  if 
neceflTary,  from  their  Eftablifliment. 

By  a  Letter  from  Mr,  Mollyn,  dated  29th  of  May, 
and  recorded  on  this  Confultation,  it  appears,  that, 
doubting  of  the  Profpedl  of  obtaining  PaflTports  from  the 
Durbar,  he  had  applied  immediately  to  Madajee  Scindia 
and  Tookajee  Holkar  for  a  free  Paflage  to  the  Detach- 
ment, in  Cafe  their  March  fliould  lead  through  the 
Dominions  of  thefe  Chiefs ;  and,  having  obtained  the 
Confent  of  the  former,  lie  had  difpatched  Information 
of  it  to  Colonel  Leflie:  He  added,  that,  although 
Monf,  de  St.  Lubin  had  received  an  oftenfible  Dif- 
mifiion  from  the  Minlfters  at  Poona,  he  had  many  Rea- 
fons, which  he  communicated,  for  believing  that  the 

ChevaUcr 
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Chevalier  would  not  depart,  or  that,  if  he  did,  it  would 
be  only  with  the  Intention  of  an  early  Return  with  the 
Succours  of  Troops  and  Stores,  which  he  had  engaged 
to  procure ;  and  he  fuppofed  that  merely  in  Order  to 
gain  rime  for  this  Purpofe,  and  to  amufe  the  Com- 
pany's Servants  till  the  Rains  (hould  fet  in,  by  which 
Time,  if  ever,  St.  Lubin  could  perform  his  Promife, 
the  Minifters  had  lately  renewed  their  pretended  De- 
fign  of  fending  an  Ambaflador  to  Bombay. 

It  muft  be  obferved,  that  the  Governor-general,  on  b^„^  g^^.  q^j^j^ 
Account  of  this  Intelligence,  fearing  left  Colonel  Leflie  e  July,  1778. 
might,  in  Confequence  of  a  Paflport  from  Scindia,  be  Appsndix,N^67, 
induced    to  prefer  a  Route  through  his  and  Holkar's 
Territories,  propofed   on  the  6th   of  July  a  Letter  of 
pofxtive    Inftrudlions    to    him,    that    he    ihould    march 
through  the  Province  of  Berar,  '♦  as  that  Chief  might 
**  be  more  fafely  trurted  than  any  other  Power  betweea 
*'   that  and  the  other  Side  of  India,  on  Account  of  the 
"  long    and    friendly   Intercourfe  which  had  fabfifted 
**  between   his  Family   and    their  Government ;    and, 
**  becaufe  they  had   no  Connexion  with  Madajee  Scin- 
*'  dia,  who  was  always  reprefented   as   a  Partisan  of 
**  Nanna  Furnefe,  which  might  render  his  Offers  fuf- 
*'  picious." 

But  it  appears,  that,  before  the  Difpatch  of  the  pro- 
pofed Letter,  Information  of  an  Event  was  received  at 
Calcutta,  which  occafioned  the  Board  to  have  Regard  to 
a  convenient  Station  for  the  Return  of  the  Troops,  if  it 
ihould  appear  expedient  to  recall  them  for  the  Defence 
of  the  Provinces.  The  following  Letters  were  there- 
fore written  to  Colonel  Leflie,  and  immediately  dif- 
paiched. 

*'  Sir, 
"  We  have  received  Intelligence,  by  the  Way  of 
*•  Suez,  that  War  was  declared  by  the  Court  of  France 
"  againlt  England  on  the  30th  March  lall ;  we  think 
**  it  neceiTary  therefore  to  give  you  peremptory  Orders 
*'  to  proceed  with  the  Detachment  under  your  Com- 
**  mand,  by  eafy  Marches,  on  the  Road  to  Berar,  but 
**  not  to  pafs  beyond  that  Province  until  yoa  Ihall  re- 
*'  ceive  farther  Inltruftions  from  us,  notwithftanding 
*'  any  Orders  to  the  contrary  which  may  be  fent  to 
"  you  from  the  Prefident  and  Council  of  Bombay.

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♦'  Sir, 
*'  As  it  is  of  the  greateft  Importance,  that  theCon- 
*'  tents  of  the  enclofed  Letter  fhould  be  kept  a  profound 
*^  Secret,  we  think  it  neceflary  to  cnclofc  it  in  this  Cover, 
**  and  todircft  thatyou  fufFernoPerfon  whatever  to  perufe 
**  it,  nor  to  know  the  Purport  of  it  through  your  Means.

Ben.Sec.Conf.  9  Your  Committee  find,  that  the  Governor-general, 
July,  1778.  ftating  the  War  with  France  as  a  Faft  of  undoubted  Cer- 
AppendixjN^es.  tainty,  introduced  a  very  long  Minute  upon  that  Subjeft, 
with  the  following  Obfervations,  which,  as  they  fliorily 
ftate  his  Idea  of  the  Condition  and  Refources  of  the  diffe- 
rent Prefidencies,  and  the  probable  Defigns  of  the  Enemy 
at  fuch  an  interefting  Period,  we  have  thought  proper 
to  infert  in  the  Body  of  this  Report. 

"  It  is  the  Part  of  this  Government  to  confidcr  in 
*'  what  Manner  it  is  likely  to  afFeft  the  Britifh  Pof- 
**  feffions  in  India,  and  to  provide  accordingly  for 
"  their  Security.  This  muft  comprife  and  limit  all  our 
**  Operations.  In  the  View  of  this  opening  Scene, 
♦<  the  relative  Conditions  of  the  Parties  engaged  in  it 
**  will  merit  our  iirft  Attention,  and  cannot  fail  to  en- 
*'  g3ge  it  by  the  ftriking  Contrail  which  appears  be- 
*'  iween  them  ;  and  I  mention  it  becaufe  I  think  it  an 
«*  effential  Point  in  the  Confideration  of  our  firft,  and 
*'  perhaps  our  future,  Meafures. 

"  Great  as  the  Power  is  which  the  Britilh  Nation 
**  has  acquired  in  India,  compared  with  that  of  its 
*'  Rival,  its  general  Line  of  Aftion  is  and  muft  be 
*♦  purely  defenfive.  It  can  gain,  the  French  lofe  No- 
•*  thing.  Even  the  Capture  of  Pondicherry,  and  of  the 
*'  other  PofTeffions  of  the  French,  will  yield  no  pofi- 
**  live  Advantage  to  the  Englilh,  although  it  will  de- 
**  prive  the  French  of  their  Inftrumenis  of  Attack, 
*«  and  thereby  efFeft  our  own  Safety. 

"  From  this  Point,  therefore,  all  our  Conclulions 
**  muft  originate,  and  all  our  Meafures  be  fo  laid  as 
**  to  obviate  or  to  oppofe  the  probable  Defigns  of  our 
**  Enemies.  Their  firft  Attempts  will  be  againft  Bom- 
**  bay  or  Fort  St.  George.  Bengal  will  be  their  latt, 
••  at  leaft  their  diftant,  Objeft. 

«'  The  Prefidency  of  Fort  St.  George  pofTcfl'es  in  it- 

**  felf  the  complete  Means  of  Defence.     We  can  add 

«*  Nothing  to  them  but  in  the  EfFefts  of  our  Political 

■  "Arrangements.     We  have  already  yielded  it  a  large 

•  *'  Supply  of  Treafure— it  requires  no  other  prelent 

"  Aid.  ^ 

"  Bom- 
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♦*  Fombay  requires  every  Thing.  Weak  in  itfelf, 
"  and  entangled  rather  than  ftrengthened  by  its  diffi- 
**  pated  PofTeflions  on  the  Continent,  it  can  only  de- 
*•  fend  itfelf  againft  a  direfk  Invafion,  and  to  that  ic 
"  is  perhaps  equal,  if  it  has  to  contend  with  the  French 
«*  alone.  But  this  is  unlikely.  The  laft  Advices  from 
**  Poona  contain  fuch  Evidence,  as  the  Event  itfelf 
•*  muft  foon  refute  or  realize,  of  an  Engagement  adu- 
**  ally  made,  by  the  French  Minifter  there,  to  bring  a 
•*  large  Military  Force  to  Poona,  profefledly  defigned 
**  to  aft  with  that  Government  againft  Ragoba,  who  at 
**  that  Time  refided  at  Bombay  under  the  Engliih  Pro- 
**  teftion. 

*•  In  EfFeft,  this  is  the  obvious  Policy  which  the 
**  French  ought  to  adopt,  if  they  feek  to  regain  their 
**  Influence  in  India  ;  and  it  is  no  longer  to  be  doubted 
**  that  they  have  adopted  it.  They  have  befides  aa 
"  ancient  Claim  to  the  Alliance  of  Nizam  Ally,  which. 
**  is  enfured  by  their  accidental  Union  in  a  common 
«*  Caufe,  the  Defence  of  the  ruling  Adminiftration  at 
*«  Poona,  of  which  his  Letters  to  Mr.  Rumbold  and 
««  the  Nabob  of  Arcot  afforded  an  undoubted  Proof.'* 

But  the  great  Objefts  which  the  Governor-general 
appears  to  have  had  in  View,  and  on  which  he  dweic 
in  the  Bulk  of  his  Minute  with  much  hiftorical  and 
political  Reafoning,  were,  in  the  firft  Place,  to  point 
oat  the  immediate  NeceiGty  of  forming  an  Alliance 
with  fome  great  Country  Power,  to  counterbalance  the 
fuppofed  Confederacy  between  the  French  and  the 
Marattas,  and  then  to  recommend  a  Deputation  to  th^e 
Court  of  Berar  as  the  moft  confidential  and  powerful 
Ally  with  whom  they  fhould  wifh  to  enter  into  the 
clofeft  Bonds  of  League  and  Amity.  That,  in  Order 
to  accomplilh  this  End,  they  had  to  propofe  Two  ad- 
vantageous Inducements  to  the  Rajah  ;  the  Firft  being 
the  Support  of  his  Pretenfions  to  the  Sovereign  Power 
over  the  Maratta  State ;  the  Second,  the  Recovery  of 
the  Capture  made  on  his  Dominions  by  Nizam  Ally; 
while  on  their  Parts  they  fhould  by  fuch  ConneiEtion 
pofTefs  a  powerful  Barrier  to  their  Frontiers.  The 
Governor-general  at  the  fame  Time  offered  feveral  other 
Propofals,  which  were  agreed  to  by  the  Board,  con- 
ducive to  the  Augmentation  of  their  Military  Force, 
and  the  preparatory  Defence  of  their  Prefidency;  a- 
mong  which,  one,  particularly  relating  to  the  prefent 
Subjeft  of  our  Enquiry,  was  as  foHows  :  *<  That  the 
••  Commander  in  Chief  be  requeftcd  to  furnifh  the 
**  Board  with  fuch  a  general  Flan  of  Defence  as  he 
**  (hall  judge  neceffary,  in  Addition  to  the  prefent 
"  Difpofitioja  of  our  Army,   and    in   the   Soppofition 

"  that 
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**  that  the  Detachment  now  employed  under  Colonel 
**  Ltflie  may  not  return  for  a  Length  of  Time  into  the 
*'  Provinces." 
Ben.  Sec.  Conf.  ^°^^  Committee  find.  That,  at  the  next  Meeting  of 
11  July,  1778.*  the  Board,  Mr.  Francis  delivered  his  Sentiments  upon 
Appendix,N<^6g.  the  Arguments  and  Propofals  contained  in  the  Gover- 
nor-general's Minute  of  the  9th ;  and  ftrongly  de- 
clared his  unalterable  Opinion,  that  the  Safety  of 
Bengal,  which  they  had  been  always  direfted  to  make 
the  firft  Objedt  of  their  Attention,  required  the  Recal 
,  of  Colonel  Leflie's  Detachment,  though  however  it 
might  be  advifeable  to  fend  a  Reinforcement  of  2  or  3 
Battalions  of  Sepoys  to  Bombay,  which  fhould  pro- 
ceed from  Madras,  and  be  replaced,  if  neceffary,  from 
Bengal  ;  that  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay  fhould  be  in- 
truded to  make  Conceffions  tq  the  roinillerial  Party  at 
Poona,  as  the  moft  efFeftual  Courfe  for  defeating  the 
Defigns  of  the  French,  and  moft  agreeable  to  the  Plan 
of  Defence  to  which  he  thought  they  fhould  confine 
their  Views  ;  and  on  which  Principle  they  had  alfo 
given  Orders  to  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  Saint  George  to 
cultivate  the  Friendfhip  of  Hyder  Ally.  That  there- 
fore he  fhould  have  no  Objedion  to  a  Treaty  of  Peace 
and  Alliance  with  Moodajee  Boofla  on  ufual  Terms, 
but  was  afraid  of  the  propofed  Engagements  with  him, 
becaufe  **  he  did  not  know  whither  luch  Engagements 
"  might  lead  the  Company's  Arms,  or  how  long  they 
"  might  implicate  them  in  the  political  Contefts  of 
*'  the  Country  Powers,"  which  they  were  taught  to 
avoid. 

The  Governor-general  declaring  that  the  Meafure 
which  he  had  propofed  v;as  formed  on  Grounds  purely 
defenfive,  and  that  the  prefent  Queflion  was  only  whe- 
ther a  Negotiation  fhould  be  entered  into,  the  Con- 
ditions of  which  would  be  proper  Subjeft  fof  future 
Debate ;  it  appears,  that  the  Majority  of  the  Board 
afTented  to  that  Propcfition  ;  and  alfo  that  his  Recom- 
mendation of  Mr.  Elliott,  to  be  employed  on  that  Com- 
mifSon,  was  unanimoufly  agreed  to. 
Appendix  N°-o.  ^^  ^^^  '^'^  °f  July  the  Governor-general  laid  be- 
fore the  Board  the  Inflruftions  which  he  propofed  to 
be  given  to  Mr.  Elliot  for  the  Management  of  his  Em- 
bafl'y  to  the  Court  of  Berar.  Your  Committee  have 
placed  them,  and  the  Arguments  of  the  feveral  Mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  both  in  Objeflion  and  Support  of 
them,  in  the  Appendix,  N"  70,  to  which  we  defire 
particularly  to  direft  the  Attention  of  the  Houfe  for  a 
full  Examination  of  them  ;  it  will  therefore  be  neceffary 
in  this  Place  merely  to  obferve,  that  the  Propofition  of 
the  Governor  general  was  refolved  in  the  Affirmative, 

and 
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and  that  the  Inftruaions  to  Mr.  Elliot,  and  the  Minutes  App2nd!x,No.;i. 
thereon,  were  fealed  up  and  depofited  in  the  Secretary's 
Office;  and  that, in  Confequence  of  a  fecond  Pr^pofitioa 
made  by  the  Governor-general,  it  was  agreed  to  inform 
the  Prefident  and  Council  of  Bombay,  Mr.  Mollyn,  and 
Colonel  Leflie,  of  Mr.  Elliot's  Deputation,  and  to  requell 
them  to  give  him  their  Affiltance,  by  Advice  and  Intelli- 
gence of  every  Occurrence  or  CircumlLince  which  might 
advance  the  Succefs  of  his  Negotiation  ;  adding  to  the 
Prefidency  of  Bombay  this  fpecial  Diredlion,  '*  The 
**  Succefs  of  the  Meafures,  we  have  entrufled  to  Mr. 
"  Elliot,  mufl:  depend  in  a  great  Meafure  upon  their 
**  prefent  Secrecy.  He  will  however  notify  to  you 
*•  fuch  Articles  as  he  may  agree  to  with  the  Rajah.  In 
**  the  mean  Time,  to  prevent  any  Steps  of  a  contrary 
*•  Tendency  on  your  Part,  we  requell  that  you  will  re- 
**  frain  from  forming  any  Engagements  of  a  Nature 
'*  hollile  to  the  aftual  Adminiflration  at  Poona,  excep- 
**  ting  fuch  as  may  appear  abfolutely  neceflary  for  the

It  appears  that  on  the  20th  of  July  tlie  Governor-ge- 
neral moved  for  the  Notification  of  Mr.  Elliot's  Ap- 
pointment to  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  St.  George,  and 
that  they  fhould  be  requelled  •'  to  iaform  him  of  any 
**  Events  relating  to  Peace  or  War,  but  particularly  of 
"  any  Changes  in  their  political  Situation  with  the 
*'  Nizam."  beveral  Matters  of  Arrangement,  in  Regard 
to  Allowance  of  Salary  and  Attendants,  being  then  fet- 
tled, your  Committee  find,  that  the  Board  agreed  to 
Mr.  Elliot's  Credentials,  by  which  he  was  intruded 
with  full  Powers,  and  a  Declaration  on  the  Part  of  the 
Superior  Council,  that  they  would  ratify  and  confirm 
\vhatever  fhould  be  concluded  by  him  in  their  Names, 
and  on  thetr  Behalf,  according  to  the  Inftri.dlions  with 
which  they  had  fumifhed  him  for  that  Purpofe.

fettledjRffentmerit ;  and,  adverting  to  the  l^ieaty  form- 
ed between  himlejf  and  the  Prefidency  of  Madias,  by 

which 
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which  the  Company  engaged  not  to  protedl  the  Enemies 
of  his  Government,  he  faid  he  had  formerly  aflced  Col.  '. 
Upton,  **  Whilft  fuch  a  Treaty  fubfifts,  what  is  the 
"  Motive  of  giving  Refuge  to  RagonautRow,  the  inve- 
•*  terateEnemy  of  my  Govcrnmenc,  and  labouringat  his 
«'  Eftablifhrnent?" 

Being  ftill  fufpicious  of  the  fame  Defign,  he  now  afked 
the  Governor-general,  if  he  was  ignorant  of  that  Treaty, 
or  if,  being  made  by  the  Company  at  Madras,  it  was  not 
binding  on  the  Company  at  Bombay  ?  But,  that  his 
Meaning  might  not  be  niillaken,  he  thus  recapitu- 
lated it :

PARLIAMENTARY  DEBATES. 
Your   Committee  have  thus  endeavoured   fliortly  to 
ftate  an  Account  of  the   Proceedings   of  the  Supreme 
Council,  in  Regard  to  the  Nature  of  their  latter  Inter- 
ference in  the  Difputes  between  the  Prefidency  of  Bom- 
bay   and   the  Maraita  Dim  bar.     Vve   h-ave   referred   the 
Houfe  to  very  ample  Documents  and  Authorities,  in  the 
feveral  Appendixes,   for   fuller  Information   of  the  de- 
clared Principles  and   Reafbns  of  their  ConduA  upon 
Ithat  Subjei^.     We  have  made  it  appear,  that   they  had 
not  only  Tent  very  confiderable  Affillance  of  Men  and 
Money  from  their  own  Prefidency  to  that  of  Bombay, 
but  had  alfo  prevailed  upon  the  Government  of  Fort  St. 
George  to  give  tjieir  Aid,  by  detaching  a  Body  of  Troops 
from  iheir  Eftabliihment,  to  ftrengthen  the  Army  on  the 
Malabar  Coaft,  and  had  fince  applied  to  them  for  a  Pre- 
paration of  faither  eventual   Reinforcements    for    the 
fame  Service.     We  have  alfo  (hewn  the  Difficulties  and 
Impediments  which  the  Bengal  De'achment  met  with  in 
the  Outfet  of  their  March,  and  the  Contrariety  of  Or- 
ders which  the  Commander  of  it  received  from  the  Pre- 
iident  and   Council  of  Bombay,  before  his   Arrival  at 
Chatterpore  in  the  End  of  June.     To  thefe  we  have  ad- 
ded the  Opinions  and  Proportions  of  the  feveral  Mem- 
bers of  the  Superior  Council,  in  Confequence  of  thofe 
Incidents ;  till,  on  the  Receipt  of  apparently  authentic 
Intelligence  of  a  Rupture  with  France,   that  Board  di- 
refted  their  Attention  to  a  new  Objed,  by  deputing  an 
Embafly  to  the  Court  of  Berar,   which  they  expefted  to 
produce,  in  its  ultimate  Confequences,  an  Effedfeeming- 
}y  inconfiftent  with  the  Purfuit  of  their  former  Views 
and  Defigns  upon  the  Subjeft ;  though  it  is  to  be  ob- 
ferved,  that  the  Governor-general  intimated  in  his  Mi- 
nute, that  he  had  already  "  employed  the  Agency  of 
.  "  Moodajee  Boofla's  Vackeel  to  excite  the  Ambition  of 
•*  his  Malter  to  afpire  to  the  fovereign  Authority  of  the 
**  Maratta  Empire  upon  the  Death  of  the  Ram  Rajah." 
We  have  explained  the  Tenor  of  the  Inftruftions  which 
they  fent  to  Bombay,  when  they  communicated  to  that 
Government  their  Intention  of  forming  an  Alliance  with 
the  Berar  Rajah  ;  and  we  have  finally  reported  their  lalt 
Refolutions  of  Approbation  and  Concurrence  with  the 
Prefidency  'of  Bombay,  in  a  Meafure,  which,  being  in 
Support   of  Ragoba,   appears  molt  calculated  to  cJafh 
with  and  to  counteraft  the  Accompliftiment   of  their 
Defign  in  Favour  of  Moodajee  Boofia.     Jtis  at  the  fame 
Time,  however,  to  be  remembered,   that  the  /^advance- 
ment of  the  Pretenfions  of  Ragonaut  Row  was  expreisiy 
denied  to  be  the  Object  of  the  Detachment  under  Col. 
Leflie,  or  that  it  would  prove  the  Caufe  of  any  Difpute 
with  the  Pcotia  Government.

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Your  Committee  therefore  find  it  neceffary  to  proceed 

in  Que  ft  of  Information   which  may  tend  to  explain  or 

reconcile  thefe  Appe?rances  of  political  Contraditflion  ; 

bi'.t  we  Ihall  firll  lay  before  the  Houfe  the  Refiilt  of  our 

Examination  into  the  feveral  Records  of  the  Prefidency 

of  Bombay   concerning   thefe  Matters,   that  jt  may  be 

fcen  what  Steps   they,  who  were   upon   the  Spot,  and 

moft   immediately  interelled  in  thefe  Tranfaftions,   took 

in  this  Interval,   to  make  the  beft  Exertion  of  tiieir  owa 

Faculties  of  Power  or  Policy,  to  bring  them  to  a  Ter- 

jnination  bene.^icial  or  honourable  to  their  Employers; 

but,  particularly,  that  it   may  be  explained  what  were 

the  Circumflances  which  led  to,  and  what  was  the  Pur- 

j>(0tt  of,  thofe  Propofals  of  Morabar,  and   ihofefubfe- 

quent  Anfwers  of  Nanna,  which  occafioned  the  Refolg- 

tions  taken    by   the  Seled  Committee  of  Bombay,  and 

the  Confirmation  of  thofe  Refolutions  by  the  Superior 

Council. 

Your  Committee,  however,  in  the  Firfl  Place,  defire 
to  refer  the  Houfe  to  an  infpefiioD  of  the  Papers 
hereunto  immediately  annexed,  that  they  may  fee  and 
examine  the  State  of  the  Revenues  and  of  the  Mili- 
tary Force,  lender  th^t  Prefidency,  at  the  Period  \a 
Queflioo.

•'  In  the  Terms  to  be  made  with  Ragoba  for  the

"  the  Performance  of  the  Treaty  ofSurat,  the  total 
**  Exclufion  of  the  French,  and  the  Payment  of  our 
•*  Expences." 

Your  Committee  think  it  proper  in  this  Place  to  re- 
mark to  the  Houfe,  that  we  have  found,  among  the  va- 
rious Records  and  Documents  which  we  had  called  for, 
in  Order  to  gain  all  proper  Materials  for  the  Profecution 
of  our  Enquiry,  a  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Corref- 
pondence  of  the  Eaft  India  Company ;  which  appears 
to  have  been  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Direftors  to 
examine  into  the  Affairs  of  Bombay,  and  particularly 
the  Circumftances  previous  to  and  during  this  Expedition 
undertaken  in  Favour  of  Ragoba.  And  your  Committee 
intend  to  place  an  Etxradl  of  the  moll:  material  Parts  of 
this  Report  in  an  Appendix,  from  which  the  Houfe  will 
derive  much  Information  ;  and  as  we  mult  necelTarily, 
in  the  Courfe  of  our  Report,  confider  many  of  the  fame 
Points  which  have  been  the  Objefts  of  their  Attention, 
we  fhall  occafionally  annex  to  our  Obfervations  any  de- 
cilive  Opinion  which  the  Committee  of  Correfpondence 
appear  to  have  fubmitted  to  the  Court  of  Diredors  upon 
each  of  fuch  Points.

*'  of  July,  they  could  not  have  been  informed  of  the 
"•  ConfincT.en:  of  thofe  Maratta  Chiefs,  who  were  fup- 
**  pofed  to  be  well  inclined  to  Ragoba,  and  capable  of 
"  affording  him  the  AfTiftance  abovementioned.'* 

And  it  farther  appears,  by  the  Advices  tranfmitted  in 
this  Interval  by  Mr.  Lewis  from  Poona,  that  Moraba 
Furnufe  and  Butcheba  Proonder  had  been  transferred 
from  the  Cuftody  of  Madajee  Scindia  to  that  of  Nanna 
Furnefe,  who  kept  them  in  clofe  Confinement.  That  Apoendlx  i:o, 
•*  the  Durbar  had  been  confulting  how  they  (hould 
•*  oppofe  Colonel  Leflie's  March,  but  were  much  puz- 
"  zled  what  Officer  to  fend,  as  Siccaram  and  Nanna, 
•'  being  mutually  afraid  of  each  other,  would  not  con- 
Y  <ent  to  Scindia's  going,  as  they  confidered  him  as  the 
*•  Umpire  between  them  :  That  Hurry  Punt  had  de- 
**  clared  his  Refblution  of  not  ftirrlng  without  the  Mi- 
■**  nillcrs,  who  were  afraid  to  truft  Holkar  with  the 
*'  Command:  That  Purferam  Bhow  muil  return  to  Me- 
•♦  rit«,  Hyder's  Army  being  in  Camp  on  the  other  Side 
**  of  the  Kiftna,  with  a  determined  Relblulion  of  at- 
H  "  tacking 
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"  tacking  it  as  foon  as  the  Seafon  opened."  That  they 
had  therefore  contented  themfelves  with  having  private 
ly  written  to  the  different  Rajas  and  Officers,-  through 
Vtfho'fe  Diftrifts  the  Colonel  muit  ncceffarily  pafs,  to  ufe 
every  Endeavour  to  prevent  his  advancing  ;  but  that,  in 
Cafe  their  Efforts  fhould  prove  ineffeftual,  they  were  di- 
reded  to  deny  having  received  any  Orders  from  Go- 
vernment. 

And  it  is  to  be  obferwd,  that  by  the  laft  Accounts 
received  at  Bombay,  of  Colonel  Leflie's  Situation,  he 
had  not  advanced  much  beyond  Chatterpore. 
Bomy  Sel.  Conf  ■^"'^  5'°"''  Committee  find,  on  the  Selefl  Coafuhations 
li  Oft.  1778.  of  I  2th  Oflober,  a  Minute  of  Mr.  Carnac,  in  which  he 
Appendix,  m,  lamented,  that  not  a  fingle  ftep  had  yet  been  taken  in 
Profecution  of  their  Refolutions  of  the  zift  of  July,.or 
to  avail  themfelves  of  the  Opportunity  offered  by  the 
Diftraftions  in  the  Brahmin  Miniftry  to  exclude  Nanna 
from  any  Share  in  the  Government ;  that  moft  ferious 
Evils  might  enfue  to  the  Company  by  any  longer  Delay ; 
that  they  were  not  neceffarily  retarded  by  any  Circum- 
flances  arifing  from  the  Reftriftiona  contained  in  the 
Governor-general  and  Council's  Letter  of  Approbation ; 
that  the  Party  of  Moraba  was  not  fo  depreffed  as  to  be 
incapable  of  rendering  very  material  Service  ;  and  that 
their  Conduft  mufl:  be  liable  to  a  Charge  of  Inconfif- 
tency  by  their  honourable  Employers,  fliould  they  remain 
inadlive  after  having  received  a  full  Latitude  from  the 
controlling  Prefxdency  to  aft  with  Vigour  and  Effeft, 
»jo  —And  we  perceive  that  Mr.  Moflyn,  whofe  Opinion  was 

again  confulted  upon  this  Occaficn,  repeated  every  en- 
couraging AiTurance  of  the  Certainty  of  Succefs,  and  of 
the  prefent  Crifis  being  the  moft  favourable  that  could 
cffer  for  the  Execution  of  their  Defigns.  And  in  Sup- 
port of  this  Opinion  he  offered  feveral  Reafons,  which 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  N"  mi.  It  appears 
that,  at  the  Clofe  of  the  Debate,  the  Majority  of  the 
Committee,  Mr.  Draper  only  diffenti'.ig,  refolved  to  car- 
ry into  immediate  Execution  the  Plan  agreed  to  under 
ziflofjuly. 
Bom.  Sel. Conf.  Your  Committee  find  that  Mr.  Draper  delivered  in  his 
260a.  1778,  Minute  of  DifTent  to  the  foregoing  Refolution  on  the 
Appendix,  iiz.  ,^j]^  ^f  Qftober ;  in  which  he  afcribcd  to  the  Difference 
of  Circumilances  the  Reafon  of  his  changing  his  Opinion 
fince  the  21ft  of  July,  and  of  his  objecling  to  the  Profe- 
cution of  thofe  Meafures  at  the  prefent  Junftttrej  to 
which  he  added  the  following  Inducements : 

**  Firft,  Becaufe  of  the  exprefs  Condiiicns  contained 
**  in  the  Governor-general  and  Council's  Letter  of  17 
"Aiiguft. 

**  Secondly, 
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*•  Secondly,  Becanfe  of  the  Reftraint  Moraba  and 
••  Butcheba,  and  their  Adherents,  feem  to  be  under. 

"  Thirdly,  Becaufe  of  the  very  great  Deficiency  in 
*'  our  European  Force  to  the  laft  Eflablilhment  ordered 
**  by  the  Honourable  Company." 

On  thefe  Heads  he  enlarged  in  long  explanatory  Ar- 
guments, which  are  placed  in  the  Appendix,  N"  112, 
and  are  judged  well  deferving  the  Attention  of  the  Houfe. 
But,  in  Condufion,  he  declared  his  Concurrence  of  Opi- 
nion in  the  Neceflity  of  lemoving  Nanna  from  the  Ad- 
niiniftraiion  of  Affairs,  and  of  reinrtating  Ragonaut  Row 
in  Quality  of  Regent,  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Prefidcncy, 
though  he  thought  it  advifeable  to  delay  the  Attempt 
for  a  few  Months. 

On  the  26  of  O£lober,  your  Committee  pbferve,  that    Bom.  Sel. Corf, 
the  other  Members  of  the  Sele(5l  Board  declared,  in  An-  a^  Oft.  1778. 
fwer  to  Mr.  Draper's   Objeiflions,  that  they  confidered  Appendix,  113. 
the  Succefs   of  the  intended  Expedition  to  depend  en- 
tirely upon  its  being  immediately  undertaken  to  prevent 
a  Jundion  between  the  French  and  the  Marratta  Forces, 
and  that  it  was  in  no  Way  likely  ♦'  the  Degree  of  Sup- 
•*  port  they  meant  to  give  Ragonaut  Row  could  be  at 
*'  all  afftified  by  a  Negotiation  with  Moodojee  Boofla,  x 
*'  even  fuppofing  it  fliould  have  been  recommended  to 
**  him  to  aflert  his  Pretenfions  to  the  Rajahfhip  of  Sat- 
*'  tarah."     The  Majority  of  the  Committee   having 
thus  confirmed   the   iirft  Opinion,  an  immediate  Expe- 
dition to  Poona,  in  Support  of  Ragoba,  was  refolved 
upon. 

Upon  this  Refolution,  and  the  fubfequent  Execution 
of  it,  the  Court  of  Directors,  in  Confirmation  of  the 
Report  made  to  them  by  the  Committee  of  Correfpon- 
<ience,  conveyed  their  Opinion  to  the  Seleift  Committee 
in  the  following  Words  : 

'*  Your  Refolution  of  the  21ft  of  July  was  not  im- 
"  proper,  under  the  favourable  Circumftances  Hated  by 
*'  you  at  that  Period  ;  but  the  Change  which  happened 
"  foon  afterwards  in  the  Situation  of  Ragoba's  Friends, 
"  and  the  Lapfe  of  Time  from  the  21ft  of  July  to  the 
"  22d  of  November,  rendered  it  extremely  imprudent 
•'  to  undertake  the  Expedition  at  that  Time." 

And  your  Committee  find,  that  the  Firft  prepara-  Bombay,  a60ft. 
tcry  Meafure,  which  the  Seleft  Committee  took  toward  1778. 
the  accompliftiing  of  their  Defigns,  was  to  order  a  Let-  Appendix,  114. 
ter  to  be  drawn  up,  in  the  Name  of  Ragoba,  to  the  prin- 
cipal Maratta  Ofiicers,  with  a  View,  when  he  (hould 
have  approved   it,   to  caufe   it   to  be  circulated  on  his 
landing  on  the  Continent.    And  it  appears,  that,  on  the 
4th  ot  November,  it   was   refolved   to  appoint  a  Com-  •^PP^"<*'*>  *^5» 
mittce,  as  a  Method  the  beft  fuited  for  th*  Purpofe  of 
H  2  carrying 
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carrying  their  Plans  into  Execution  ;  and,  upon  the 
Prefident's  Propofal,  Meflrs.  Carnac,  Hgerton,  and 
Moftyn,  were  appointed  accordingly,  and  immediately 
directed  to  confider  the  farther  Arrangements  neceffary 
for  the  intended  Service  ;  and  to  wait  upon  P.sgoba  to 
communicate  their  Intentions  and  the  Conditions  to  b? 
previoufly  ftipulated  with  him  ;  in  which  they  fhould  en- 
Appendix,  ii6.  join  him  to  obferve  the  utmoft  Secrecy,  But  we  perceive, 
Bom.  Se).  Conf.  jh^t  on  the  7th  of  the  fame  Month  Colonel  Egerton  dc- 
7  Nov,  1778,  claring  that  he  had,  through  Mifappreheniion,  affented 
to  the  Appointment  of  a  Committee,  which  he  fin<;e 
accidentally  found  \vas  intended  to  accompany  the  Att 
my  to  Poona,  defired  to  withdraw  his  Aflent,  and  to 
fubftitute  his  Proteil  againft  it,  for  Reafons  then  deliver- 
ed by  him  in  Writing,  the  principal  of  which  appear.-? 
to  be,  becaufe  he  deemed  it  diametrically  oppofite  to 
the  Intentions  of  the  Company,  and  becauie  he  doubted 
whether,  in  the  Abfence  of  the  Commander  in  Chief,  the 
Power  of  the  Seleft  Committee  could  exift  without  the 
Prefence  of  the  other  Three  Members.  Whereupon  the 
Prefident  put  the  following  Queftion,  in  which  MefTrs.. 
Carnac  and  Egerton  declined  voting  : 

**  Whether  Two  Members  of  the  Committee  can  be 
**  detached  from  the  Prefidency  at  the  fame  Time  upou 
•'  any  temporary  Service,  and  whether  the  Two  remain- 
*'  ing  Members  are,  in  their  Abfence,  competent  to  form 
*'  a    Committee?"  —  We  perceive   that    Mr.    Draper 
thought  himlelf  obliged,  from  his  Idea  of  the  Company's 
Meaning,  to  vote  in   the  Negative  ;  but   the  Prefident 
being  of  Opinion,  that,  in  Cafes  of  great  Contingency, 
even  his  own   Prefeqce  might  be   difpenfed   with,  the 
Queftion  was  decided  in  the  Affirmative,  by  his  caltting 
Voice. 
B<Mn.Sel.Conf..     But  ypfr  Committee  obferve,  that  Mr.  Carnac  after- 
II  Nov.  1778.    wards  explained  his  Sentiments  on  that  Point,  according 
^PP*"*'i^' "7*     with  thofc  of  the  Prefident;  and  that,  on  a  fubfequeut 
Do   ^^'     D^y»   he  was  replied  10  by  Colonel  Egerton,   who  re- 
peated his  Objediions  to  the  Committee,  as  interfering 
with  the  Military  Command,   and  as  being  a  Deviatiqn 
from  the  Company's  Orders. 

The  Animadverfion  of  the  Court  of  Direftors,  on  this 
^eafure,  is  in  thefe  Words  : 

"  Your  Appointment  of  a  Member  of  the  Selefl 
?*  Committee,  to  accompany  the  Commander  in  Chief 
**  to  Poona,  was  highly  improper.  By  the  Departure 
**  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Mr.  Carnac,  the  Go- 
*<  verr.or,  having  a  cfifting  Vote,  became  pofTcfled  inFa£l 
*'  of  abfc.Iute  Authority  for  tranlafling  all  Political, 
*'  Military,  and  Naval,  Affairs,  and  fuchas  require  Se- 
**  crecy,  at  Bombay  ;  and,  as  this  TranfacSion  militated 
.  **  2gain£t 
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*•  a-rainft  the.  Letter  and  Spirit  of  the  Court's  OrdcTi 
'•  of  the  loth  of  April,  1778,  the  Appointment  of  a 
•"  Member  of  the  Seleft  Committee  at  Bombay,  to  ac- 
*'  company  the  Commander  in  Chief  to  Poona,  muft 
**  have  our  Difapprobation,  and  we  declare  the  Majority 
"  of  the  faid  Committee  very  reprehenfible  for  their  Cno- 
*'  duftin  that  Refpeft.  We  find  the  Commander  in  Chief 
*'  protefted  againft  the  Meafure ;  and  we  exempt  Mr. 
*'  Draper  from  this  Cenfure,  becacfe,  jullly  fuppn- 
"  fing  it  to  be  the  Intent  of  the  Company  that  noes 
**  of  the  Civil  Members  of  the  Commrttee  ihoald  be 
*'  detached  from  the  Prefidency  if  the  Commander  ia 
*'  Chief  was  to  be  abfent  alfo,  Mr.  Draper  very  properly 
**  delivered  his  Opinion  in  the  Select  Committee  ac- 
'*  cordingly." 

And  your  Committee  find,  that  Ragoba  made  feveral     i5ojjo.Sei.Cont 
Objeftions  to  the  Terms  of  the  Circular  Letter  above-  ,,  Nov.  1778. 
jnentioned,   particularly  to  the  Claufe  refpecling  his  car-  Appendix,  118, 
rying  on  the  Government  as  Regent  only  during  the 
Minority  ;  and  that  his  Behaviour  in  this  Jnltance  was 
not  without  Symptoms  of  evafive  Diffimulation,  in  firil     See  bis  am? aJ- 
pretending  Compliance,   and  afterwards  atte.T.pting  to  ^^  *-*'Py  "^  *^^ 
obtrude  feveral  very  material   Alterations,    which  the  ^''!^^  ,,j. 
Committee  held  to  be inad mi (lible,  and  therefore  refolved    ^1^^^'     3* 
(in  Confideration  alfo  of  the  Dangers  of  Delay)  to  make 
a  very  explicit  Declaration  to  him,  that  on  his  Co.-n- 
pliance  mufl  depend  the  Continuance  of  their  Support. 
This  appears  to  have  had  its  EfFeft,  by  inducing  birn  to 
fign   the  Original   Letcer  on   the   i6t\i  of  November,     Bom.SeJ.Confi 
having  previoufly  obtained  a  Promife  from  the  Com-  i6ihNov.i77Xi 
mittee  to  inform  the  Court  of  DirCiSors  of  his  folemn  Appendix,  mo. 
Allegation  and  Engagement  to  prove  the  young  Pelli- 
wa  tobca  fuppofititious  Child,  and  that  moreover,  if  he 
failed  in  that  Proof,  he  was  neverthelefs  ftill  entitled, 
according  to  the  Gentoo  Law,  to  an  equal  Partition  of 
the  Government  and  Country.     And  we  perceive,   that 
the  Seleft  Committee  at  the  fame  Time  refolved  to  gra- 
tify him  in  his  Requert  for  a  Supply  of  Arms  and  Am- 
munition,  and    for    a  Loan  of   3    Lacks   of  Rupees, 
*•  which  (they  obferved)  the  State  of  their  Treafury  at 
'•  Bombay  and  Surat  would  enable  them  very  conve- 
**  niently  to  grant."     But   they   would    not  admit  the 
Validity  of  his  pretended  Engagements  with  Mr.  Shaw, 
relative  to  the  Ceflion  of  Ahmood,  nor  confent  to  accept 
that  Place,  as  well  as  Hanfood,  but  as  a  free  gift  from 
him.

Your 
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Report  of  *om-  Your  Comniittee  think  it  proper  here  to  fiate,  that 
Boiutc  of Corref.  the  Amount  due  from  Ragoba  to  the  Company  the  30th, 
Day  of  April,  1777,  was  Rupees  24.72,775;  that  ia 
November,  1778,  tbe  Governor  and  Seled  Committee 
paid  to  the  Executor  of  iMr.  William  Shaw  80,000  R» 
on  Account  of  Ragoba,  and  lent  befides  15,000  to  Two 
of  his  Servants,  which,  with  the  Four  Lacks  mentioned 
above,  amounted  in  ihe  whole  to  495,000  Rupees  ; 
and  that  the  Committee  of  Correfpondence  reported  it 
to  be  their  clear.  Opinion,  that  thefe  Loans  v/ere  unjuf- 
tifiable  ;  and  that  the  Court  of  Direftors  annoarxed  to 
the  Selecl  Committee  their  Sentiments  and  Refolutions 
on  this  Point  to  be  as  follows  : 

*'  Your  Payment  of  80,000  Rupees  to  Mr.  Shaw's 
*•  Executors,  and  your  Loan  of  Four  Lacks  to  Ragoba, 
**  and  15,000  Rupees  to  his  Servants,  befides  Arms 
**  and  Military  Stores  furnillted  for  his  Ufe,  were  un- 
**  juftiiiable  Meafures,  more  efpecially  as  fo  large  a  Sum 
**  as  150,000  was  fent  with  the  Troops,  and  as  Autho- 
*'  rity  was  always  granted  to  the  Commifiary  and  Pay- 
*'  mafter  to  pafs  Draughts  on  the  Sekd  Committee  for 
•*  their  necefi'ary  Difburfements  during  the  Expedition  j 
*'  and  we  find,  that  Bills  have  atlually  been  accepted,  on 
*'  that  Account,  to  the  Amount  of  Rupees  228,529: 
**  Unlefs  therefore  you  fhall  be  able  to  produce  better 
**  Reafons  for  having  made  the  above  Loans  and  Pay- 
*'  ment,  amounting  to  495,000  Rupees,  than  appear 
*•  to  us  at  prefent,  you  mufl  expedl  to  be  made  refpon- 
•*  iible  to  the  Company  for  the  faid  Amount." 
Afpeodix>  xsi.  On  the  Seletft  Confultations  of  the  i8th  of  November, 
your  Committee  nnd  recorded  the  Draft  of  the  propofed 
j,j,   ^  Treaty   with  Ragoba,  which  had  been  approved  of  by 

the  Committee;  but  it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  the  Pre- 
fident  on  the  next  Day  fignitied  to  the  feveral  Members 
his  Opinion,  that  the  16th  Article  appearing  to  him  to 
be  a  greater  Concefiion  than  tbe  Gentlemen  at  Bengal 
were  by  Law  entitled  to,  and  not  only  unneceiTary  but  a 
dangerous  Precedent,  he  had  ordered  it  to  be  new 
modelled. 

The  Article  in  Queftion  flood  as  follows  : 
l6th  Article —  *♦  When  the  contrafting  Parties  have 
"  mutually  interchanged  this  Treaty,  it  will  be  fent  to 
«*  Bengal  for  the  Ratification  of  the  Governor-general 
*•  and  Council." 

The  amended  Article  we  find  to  (land  as  follows  : 
"  If  any  /\rticle  of  the  prefent  Treaty  Siculd  interfere 
**  with  any  Engagements  formed  by  the  Governor  geoe- 
"  ral  and  Council  not  yet  known  to  the  Seled  Com- 

'•  mittce 
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*«  mittee  of  Bombay,  fuch  Article  may  be  altered  or  8- 
"  mended  as  may  be  neceflary.'* 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Draper  returned  an  Anfwer  in 
Difapprobation  of  the   Amendment,   becaufe  he   con- 
ceived the  Aft  of  Parliament  obliged  him  to  fubmit  the 
propofed  Treaty  to  the  Controul  of  the  Governor-gene- 
ral and  Council ;    but  Mr.  Carnac  thinking  that  the 
Quellion  fhould  be  fairly  debated  in  the  Committee,  it 
was  accordingly   confidered  there  on  the   21ft;    when    Bom.Sef.Ci^onf. 
Mr.  Draper  appears  to  have  been  abfcnt,  and  the  Reft  21  Nov.  177S, 
of  the  Board  agreed,  that,  as  they  had  obtained  the  Con-  Appendix,  iz*. 
fent  and  Approbation  of  the  Superior  Council,    and  ex- 
prefsly  mentioned  that  Circumftance  in  the  Firll:  Article 
of  the  Treaty,  it  would  be  fuperfluous  and  humiliating 
to   the  Dignity  of  their  Government  if  they  fliould  de- 
clare that   they  had  no  Authority  to  conclude  a  final 
Engagement. 

But  your  Committee  find,  that  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Seleft  Committee  were  preffc'd  forward  to  a  Conclufion 
of  thefe  preparatory  Agreements,   upon  fudden  Intelli- 
e-ence  thattheMinillers  had  gotlntimation  of  their  Inten-       No  nz. 
lions,  and  were  making  Preparations  to  receive  them. 
Whereupon  it  was  determined  to  fend  off"  One  DiviHon  of 
the  Troops  immediately,  and  that  the  Remainder  of  the 
Forces   fhould   proceed  afterwards  with  all  Expedition. 
Yet  it  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  another  unex-     Bom  Sel  Conf 
pefted  Interruption  arofe  from  Ragnba,  who  objefted  to  22  n,,.-. 
feveralparts  of  the  Treaty,  particularly  thofe  regarding  Appendix,  123. 
the  Security  of  the  young  Pefhwa's  Perfon,  and  the  Pro- 
rtlfe  of  future  Proteftion  and  Favour  to  Moraba  and  the 
other  Chiefs  of  his  Party;  and   ha  refufed  to   fign  the 
circular  Letters  (though  wanted  for  immediate  Ul'e)  till 
he  had  executed  the  Treaty,  which  he  was  at  lall,  after  a    j.  ;j  ~   ■^  ^ 
Conference  of  Seven  Hours,  hardly  prevailed  upon  to       no  Lj, 
agree  to,  though  he  was  indulged  in  his  ejrneil:  Defire  to 
make  fome  fmail  Alterations  in  it.  And  we  perceive,  that, 
in  Confequenceof  this  apparent  Accommodationof  all  the 
remaining  Differences,  Colonel  Egerton  fet  off  the  fame 
Day   to  Bellapore  to  put  himfelf  at  the  Head  of  the  Appendix,  124, 
Forces ;  and  the  other  Members  of  the  Selefl  Board,  be- 
ing afTembled  in  the  Prefident's  Chamber,  executed  the 
%rediy  and  fent  it  that  Evening  by  Mr.  Mollyn  to  Ra- 
goba,  who  however,  notwithflanding  his  Promife,  agaia 
refufed  to  ratify  it,  unlefs  fome  Addition  was  raade  to 
the  Claufe  regarding  the  Cullody  of  the  Child  and  the 
Ceflion  of  the  Autgums  depending  upon  Salfette.     And 
we  perceive,  that  in  Order  to  remove   all  Doubts   the 
Board  agreed   to  make  fome  explanatory  Conceffions  in 
thofe  Inltanc€s,adding,  however,  a  Refolation,  in  ConO-

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quence  "  of  their  having  experienced  lb  nnuch  Evafioa

^ppendix,  125.  dians,  to  whom  the  Care  of  the  Child's  Perfon  fhould  be 
entrufted,  encouraged  Rsgoba  to  exprefs  a  farther  Dif- 
fatisfafticn  ;  and  that  the  Seledl  Board  thereupon  made 
yet  a  farther  Conceffion  to  him,  "  as  they  were  very 
•'  anxious  to  have  the  Treaty  concluded,  and  unwilling 
•'  it  fhould  be  known  at  Poena  that  any  Difagreement 
"  fubfilled  between  them  ;"  to  all  which  they  added  a 
formal  £:ccu]pation  of  his  Pertinacity,  as  fuppofing  ic 
••  not  to  proceed  from  any  evil  Defign  againft  the  In- 
•'  fant,  but  to  be  oceaficned  entirely  by  his  Fears  that 
••  they  fhould  place  it  under  the  Charge  of  Moraba  or 
"feme  of  the  Chief  Officers,  which  would  give  them 
**  great  Afcendancy."     And  it  appears  that  thefe  Ap- 

AfftaSiXf  ia6.  prehenfions     were    not  yet   fubdued  ;    for  though   the 
^  Committee,  in  Hopes  of  accommodating  Matters  with- 

out delivering  the  MefTage  agreed  upon,  approved  of" 
Mr.  Moityn's  Condoft  in  having  fupprefled  it,  Ragoba 
lingered  out  his  Arguments  and  Objedlions  till  the  27th, 
and  in  the  Evening  of  that  Day  at  laft  reluAantly  put 
his  Hand  and  Seal  to  the  Treaty  in  the  Appendix, 
H"  126. 

Appendix  127.  ■^"'^  y°^"  Committee  find,  that  Ragoba  left  Bombay 
very  foon  after  this ;  and,  having  landed  upon  the  Con- 
tinent, followed  the  Army  with  very  little  Expedition, 
attended  by  a.  Detachment  of  the  Company's  Troops 
and  a  fmali  Body  of  his  own  ;  That  on  the  7th  MelTrs. 
Carnac  and  Moftyn  fet  out  to  join  the  Army,  carrying 
vith  them  their  Commifiion  and  Inftrud,ions  for  con- 
certing and  conducing,  in  Conjundlion  whh  Colonel 
Egerton,  all  the  neceffary  Operations,  political  and  mi- 
litary, of  the  Expedition,  and  alio  circular  letters 
which  were  difperfed  as  a  Manifefto,  being  addrefTed  to 
the  Mutfeddcs,  Sirdars,  Jaghierdars,  and  Subjedls,  of  the 
Maratta  State.'  Thefe  Papers  are  dated  5th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1778,  and  placed  in  the  Appendix  N"*  127.

Circumftances  confidered)  to  brjjig  the  Bufinefs  to  a 
happy  Conclufion,  relying  with  fanguine  Hopes  on  a 
general  Dilpofition  among  the  Maratta  Officers  and 
People  in  Favour  of  Ragobaand  of  his  Pretenfions,on  the 
Advancement  of  the  Bengal  Detachment,  and  on  the 
Damp  thrcAvn,  by  the  Fall  of  Pondicherry,  upon  the 
Expcdations  of  Nanna  Furnefe  of  Affiftance  from  the 
French. 

It  will  have  been  obferved,  that  Mr.  Draper,  in  his  See  J/patJix, 
Minute  of  ihe  tgth  of  Oftober  in  the  Seledl  Committee,  iia. 
refted  much  of  his  Aigument  of  Objedion,  againft  the 
immediate  Execution  of  their  Defigns  in  Favour  of  Ra- 
goba,  upon  the  Deficiency  of  their  European  Force, 
which  he  called  a  lamentable  one,  compared  with  the 
lalt  Utlablilhment  ordered  by  the  Company  in  April 
1775,  of  312  Artillery  and  1200  Infantry,  and  that  it 
could  not  be  better  defcribed  than  in  their  own  Letter  of 
the  8ih  of  September  to  Sir  Edward  Vernon ;  in  which 
your  Committee  find  it  reprefented,  "  That  they  had  no  ^PP^"''"''  '*3' 
"  other  Refouices  for  Defence  than  their  own  Garrifon, 
"  with  the  farther  diladvantageous  Circumllance,  that 
•*  their  Force  confifted  almoll  wholly  of  Sepoys,  though. 
*'  they  had  drained  every  European  they  poiubly  could 
«'  from  their  fuborainate  Settlements."  And  it  is  far- 
ther to  be  obferved,  that  the  Body  of  European  Artillery 
and  Ir.fantry,  with  a  Battalion  of  Sepoys,  which  the 
Prefidency  of  Fort  St.  George  had  held  in  Readinefs  to 
alfift  the  Bombay  Operations,  were  not  ar  ived,  and  that 
no  other  Reinforcement  of  Europeans  had  been  received 
but  thofe  which  were  recalled  from  the  Subordinates. 
And  ic  (hould  not  be  omitted,  that  in  Addition  to  the 
Force,  as  Hated  above  to  have  been  at  firft  detached  on 
the  Expedition,  upwards  of  400  Rank  and  File,  with  N"  1290 
Officers  in  Proportion,  appear  to  have  been  afterwards 
ordered  on  that  Service,  and  that  a  confidcrable  Part  of 
the  additional  Force  confilted  of  Europeans. 

And  your    Committee  find,   that    the  Court  of  Di- 
redlors  thus  exprelTed  their  Dlfapprobation  of  the  Con-  '^^P^^^  of  Com- 
dudl  of  trie  Select  Comn.ittee,  m  rifeing  fuch  an  En-  »"'«"  °*  Concf- 

1  terpnze 
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ierprize  under  thefe  Circumftances  of  their  Military- 
Force. 

"  1  he  State  of  your  Garrifon,  as  reprefented  by  your- 
*•  felves  to  Sir  Edward  Vernon  in  your  Letter  of  the  8th 
*•  of  September,  1778,- could  not  warrant  your  fending 
*'  fo  large  a  Force  on  Foreign  Service  at  the  Commence- 
"  ment  of  an  European  War ;  more  efpecially  when 
*•  fpeedy  Succour  was  rendered  precarious,  and  confe- 
**  qucntly  Succefs  very  doubtful,  by  the  very  difagree- 
*'  able  Alteration  which  had  happened  in  the  Situation 
•'  of  Ragoba's  Friends.  Under  the  above  Circumftan- 
"  ces,  the  Undertaking  was  evidently  become  fcazar- 
*'  dous,  and  not  to  be  juilified  ;  the  Reafons  urged  by 
*'  Mr.  Draper  againft  it  were  iblid  and  judicious ;  and 
*'  you  ought  certainly  to  have  waited  the  Arrival  or 
**  near  Approach  of  the  Bengal  Detachment,  before 
**  you  attempted  to  reinftate  Ragoba  at  Poona." 

But  yourCommitteeobferve,that,after  having  thus  paf- 
fed  a  Declaration  of  Cenfure  on  feveraldiftird  Parts  of  the 
Conduft  of  the  Seled  Committee,  the  Court  of  Direc- 
tors adopted  alfo  the  Opinion  of  the  Committee  of  Cor- 
refpondence  upon  fumming  up  the  Whole,  and  tem- 
pered their  final  Rebuke  with  fome  Qualification  in 
Refpeftof  the  Intention. 

"  Although  this  Committee  cannot  concur  in  the 
**  Reafons  offered  by  thai  Seledl  Committee  of  Bombay 
**  fo  far  as  approve  their  Conduft,  they  are  neverthelefa 
*'  of  Opinion  that  the  faid  Seleft  Committee  appear  to 
«*  have  adled  according  to  the  bell  of  their  Judgement 
•«  ip  undertaking  to  place  Ragoba  in  the  Regency  at 
*'  Pcona,  in  November,  1778." 

And  the  Court  of  Directors,  in  their  Letter  to  the  Se- 
left  Committee,  made  ufe  of  nearly  the  fame  Style  of 
Reprehenfion.  **  Although  we  are  willing  to  hope,  for 
*'  the  Reafons  offered  by  the  Majority  in  Anfwer  to  Mr. 
*'  Draper's  DifTent,  that  you  afted  according  to  the 
^'  bell  of  your  Judgement  in  undertaking  to  place  Ra- 
*•  goba  in  the  Regency  at  Poona,  in  November,  »778  ; 
**  we  neverthelefs  confider  you  as  having  proceedeJ 
"  with  great  Indifcretion  on  that  Occafion." 

It  is  to  be  remembered,  that  thefe  Cerifures  were  paf- 
fed  upon  the  previous  Refolutions  which  fet  forward  the 
undertaking  of  that  Expedition,  and  that  this  was  the 
Punilhment  inflidled  upon  the  Advifers  of  theai,  viz.  the 
Governor  and  Seledl  Committee  of  Bombay.  —  Your 
Committee  find,  that  a  Failure  in  the  fuccefsful  Execu- 
tion of  the  Plan  met  with  rougher  Cenfure  and  more 
fenfible  Punifhment. 

In  what  Manner  the  AccompHfhment  of  the  fangulne 
Expedlations  formed  by  the  Governor  and  Select  Com- 

miaee 
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mittee  was  fruftrated,  and  changed  into  a  fad  Reverfe  of 
Difficulty  and  Diftrefs,  and  by  what  Steps,  and  under 
what  Circumllances  the  Bombay  Army  was  led  on  to- 
wards Poona,  till  it  was  obliged  to  fubmit  to  an  Accep- 
tance of  the  Enemy's  Permiffion  for  its  Return  to  tifie 
Prefidency,  under  the  Stipulations  of  a  difgraceful  Con- 
vention at  Worgham  on  the  17th  Day  of  January,  1779, 
will  be  fuliy  explained  to  the  Houfe  by  a  Perufal  of  the 
Poona  Diary,  which  your  Committe  have  thought  pro-  /jppendix,  130. 
per  to  point  out  in  the  Appendix,  N"  196;  to  which 
we  have  fubjoined  an  Ext.afl  of  a  Letter,  dated  27th 
March,  1779,  from  the  Seleft  Committee  to  tlie  Court  N°  130. 
oi  Dirciflors,  wherein  a  fjller  Account  is  given  of  thcfe 
Events,  accompanied  with  their  Obfervations,  and  a 
Detail  of  their  Proceedings  thereupon.  To  thefe  your  N"  130. 
Committee  have  added,  the  material  Parts  of  the  Re- 
ports  of  the  Committee  of  Correfpondence,  from  which  '^°' 

we  have  already  made  fome  Extrads,  and  wherein  moft 
of  the  efiential  Papers  tranfmitted  from  Bombay  are  re- 
ferred to  and  made  uf2  of  as  Evidence,  for  the  Diredion 
of  their  Opinion   on  the  Matters  fubmitted  to  their  In- 
veftigation;   and,  in  Order  to  complete  the  Weight  and 
Authority  of  the  Relations  and  Remarks  which  we  have 
met  with  0.1  this  Subjed,  we  think  it  proper  to  antici- 
pate our  regular  Return  to  the  Coafideration  of  Bengal 
Proceedings,  and  place  in    the  Appendix,  N"  130,  the     Ben.Sec.Conf 
Opinion  of  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  which  indeed  appears  tore-  24   May,  1779. 
Jare  chiefly  to  the  Military  Conduflupon  that  Occafion,  Sir  Eyre  Coot^s 
and  prefents  an  Exculpation  of  the  Soldiery  from  the  ^'"^'^^• 
Siur  thrown  upon  them  by  Mr.  Carnac,   whom,  as   the  ^■^°* 

Frefident  of  the  Field  Deputies,  he  confidered  the  moit 
xefpcnfible  and  moft  guilty  Perfon  of  all  who  were  con- 
cerned in  the  Counfel  or  Condud  of  thefe  Tranf- 
adions. 

And  as  your  Committee  have  found  that  Sir  Eyre 
Coote,  before  he  was  inTormed  cf  the  Event  of  this 
Jr-xpedition,  had  exprefled  his  Sen.inients  upon  the  Un- 
dertaking, and  at  the  fame  Time  upon  the  political 
Condud  of  the  Two  Prefidencies  of  Bengal  and  Bom- 
bay, in  Regard  to  their  Differences  with  the  Marattas  ; 
we  fhall  here  lay  before  the  Houfe  an  Extrad  of  his 
Letter  from  Fort  St.  George  to  the  Committee  of  Cor-  Dated 

leipondence,  wherein  he  communicated  thofe  Opinions.  i2  Jan.  1779, 

After  giving  a  very  fat.sfadory  Aecount  of  the  State 
in  v,/hich  he  found  the  Company's  Affairs  at  his  .'ir'ival 
at  Maoras,  and  which  he  afciibed  to  the  great  Exer- 
tions of  the  Preiident  and  Council,  he  wrote  as  fillows: 
"  1  wifli  Icoaldgive  as  favourable  an  Op  nion  upon 
<*  the  Proceedings  of  the  Prefidencies  of  BcAgal  anJ 
■'  Bombay  ;  but  it  appears  to  me,  that  they  ought,  at 
I  2  "  this 
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'*  this  critical  Time,  to  have  united  againfl  the  national 
**  Enemy,  and  given  due  Affiftance  to  this  Settlement, 
"  which  has  hitherto  borne  the  whole  Burthen  of  the 
**  War:  Inftead  of  which,  a  large  Army  is  fent  from 
««  Bengal,  at  an  immenfe  Expence,into  the  Heart  of  the 
*'  Country,  where,  if  I  can  judge  from  the  Information 
*•  I  have  received,  they  can  produce  Nothing  but  Dif- 
*'  trefs  to  the  Company,  not  to  fay  Difhonour  to  the 
*'  Nation,  whether  faccefsful  or  otherwife.  And  Bom- 
**  bay  is  left  defencelefs  by  fending  their  whole  Force 
*'  upon  a  Maratta  Expedition,  which,  befides  the  Dan- 
**  ger  to  which  (he  is  expofed,  brings  upon  us  the  In- 
*'  convenience  of  tranfporting  Troops  from  hence  to 
**  Mahi,  the  Attack  upon  which  ought  naturally  to 
«'  have  fallen  upon  the  Settlement  fo  nearly  in  its 
**  Neighbourhood.  Indeed  I  may  fay,  the  fending 
■  **  Troops  upon  this  Expedition  is  rather  calculated  for 
<*  the  Security  of  Bombay,  in  its  prefent  weak  State, 
**  than  any  great  Profpedl  of  Succefs  we  have  againft 
*•  Mahi,  as  I  am  apt  to  fuppofe  Hyder  Ally  will  inter- 
**  fere  in  defending  that  Place  againft  any  Attempts 
•'  we  may  make  upon  it ;  however  it  is  determined 
**  that  no  improper  Rifle  fhall  be  run,  as  they  are  to 
"  wait  at  Anjengo,  in  Readinefs  either  to  purfue  the 
"  Plan  againft  Mahi,  if  advifeable,  or  to  embark  for 
**  the  Defence  of  Bombay,  if  neceflary." 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  your  Committee,  in 
their  Firft  Report,  took  Notice  of  the  Opinions  on  this 
Subjed  which  appear  on  the  feled  Confultations  of  the 
Madras  Prefidency  in  the  Month  of  February,   1779. 

Your  Committee  will  in  this  Place  confine  themfelves 
to  a  few  Obfervations,  aVid  a  curfory  Recital  of  the 
moft  material  Incidents  of  the  Expedition,  for  the  Sake 
of  the  Narrative. 

It  is  t."»  be  remarked,  that,  when  Meffis.  Carnac  and 
See  Appen.  127.  Moftyn  arrived  in  the  Camp  oif  the  15th  of  December, 
and  required  the  Publication  of  their  Commiffion  by  the 
Commander  in  Chief  in  general  Orders,  Colonel  Eger- 
ton  abfolutely  protefted  againft  it,  making  Objections 
both  to  the  Tenor  and  Terms  of  the  Commiflion  itfelf, 
and  to  the  Competency  of  two  Members  (Mr.  Moftyn 
being  abfent  from  Indifpofition)  to  do  any  Act  of  Au- 
thority. And  we  obferve,  that  the  fecret  Committee 
of  Bombay,  (whicfa,  it  is  to  be  remembered,  conlilled 
only  at  that  Time  of  the  Prefident  and  Mr.  Draper,) 
in  Anfvver  to  a  Reference  which  had  been  made  to  them 
for  a  Decifion  of  this  Difpure,  expreiTed  their  Surprifc 
\o  find  an  Idea  could  be  entertained  that  the  Powers 
of  the  Committee  were  fufpended  by  the  Sicknefs  or 
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accidental  Abfence  of  one  of  the  Members.  It  is  pro. 
per,  iherefore,  to  add  a  farther  Remark,  that  Mr.Mof- 
tyn,  who  died  foon  after,  never  once  attended  any 
Meeting  of  the  Poona  Committee.  On  the  20th  of  De- 
cember, Mr.  Carnac  appears  to  have  remonftrated  with 
the  Commander  in  Cbief  upon  the  flow  Progrefs  which 
the  Army  made  in  its  Advance  ;  and  reprefented,  in 
llrong  Terms,  the  Neceffity  of  haftening  their  March 
with  all  poffible  Expedition  ;  and  that  Colonel  Egerton 
declined  making  any  Anfwer  at  that  Time  io  thefe 
Complaints.  Your  Committee  have  found,  that  the 
.  Enemy  gave  at  firll  no  Oppofition  to  the  March  of  the 
Troops  till  the  22d  of  December;  and,  from  that  Time 
,  till  the  /^(h  of  January,  their  Cannonading  was  diftant 
and  ineffeftual,  except  that  two  good  Officers  were  ac- 
*  cidentally  killed  by  it.  That,  on  the  5th,  Colonel  E- 
gerton  fignified,  by  Letter  to  the  Prefident,  his  Defign 
of  attempting  tofurprife  the  Enemy  next  Morning  in 
their  Encampment,  which  however  he  did  not  carry 
into  Execution  ;  but  indeed,  on  Account  of  his  ill 
State  of  Health,  refigned  on  that  Day  the  Command 
of  the  Army,  to  which  Lieutenant- Colonel  Cockburn 
iucceeded. 

And  your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Court  of  Di- 
reftors  expreffed  the  fevereft  Difpleafure  at  the  Conduft 
of  Colonel  Egerton  in  thefe  Particulars  :  *'  The  firft 
••  Objed  that  llrikes  us  is  the  flow  Progrefs  of  the  Ar- 
*'  my  ;  this  we  deem  an  irreparable  Injury  to  the  Ser- 
**  vice,  and  in  this  Refpedt  the  Conduft  of  the  Com- 
*'  mander  in  Chief  appears  extremely  defedive.  The 
*'  Confequence  was  obvious ;  the  Enemy  had  full  Op- 
•'  portunity  to  colled  their  Strength.  The  Friends 
•'  of  Ragoba,  inftead  of  being  encouraged  by  the  fpi- 
•*  rlted  Exertion  of  our  Force  to  join  his  Standard, 
•*  mull,  as  we  conceive,  have  been  deterred  from  de- 
**  daring  in  his  Favour  by  the  Languor  of  our  military 
•'  Proceedings."  It  appears/ however,  that  Colonel  January  6« 
Egerton,  no:  being  able,  becaufe  of  the  Number  of  the 
Enemy's  Horfe  in  the  Conkan,  to  CiTed  his  Return  to 
Bombay,  continued  with  the  Camp,  and  aded  through- 
out as  a  Member  of  the  Committee;  in  which  Capacity 
he  figned,  together  with  Mr.  Carnac,  a  Letter  to  the  fe- 
leJl  Committee  of  Bombay,  containing  a  defpondent 
Reprefeatation  of  their  Diiappointment  in  not  meetings 
with  any  Appearance  of  Affiltance  or  Support  fcom  the 
Maratta  Chiefs,  under  whofe  Co-operation  with  them 
they  had  been  taught,  both  by  Mr.  Moflyn  and  by  Ra- 
goba, to  rell  their  principal  Reliance  :  That  every 
thing  indeed  gave  Proof  of  a  general  Determination  to 
oppofe  the  Lliablilliment  of  Ragoba  in  that  Degree  of 
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Authority  which  the  Seled  Board  had,  'rotn  falfe  Af- 
furances,  been  led  to  engage  for  : — 1  b?t  th^y  (the 
Poona  Committee)  had  oo  that  Account  f  \plicitly  an- 
nounced to  him  *'  the  too  great  Reafc  they  had  to  be- 
"  lieve,  that  theie  fubfiftud  a  total  War  '  of  Confidence, 
"  on  the  Part  of  the  Maratta  Cb"  ;fs,  m-  his  Promifes 
*'  and  Affurances ;  and  thar  no.  Negoiiations  -vould 
"  ever  be  let  on-foot  with  them,  unlefs  commenced  by 
*•  the  Committee,  who  therefore  found  henvfelves  un» 
•'  der  the  NecefGty  of  taking  fuch  Meafures  as  appeared 
*•  raoft  eligible  to  them,  without  farther  Dependence 
"  upon  him."  Your  Committee  have  indeed  found, 
that  the  Conduft  of  Ragonaut  Pvow  had  given  too  tnuch 
Ground  for  thefe  Intimations,  as  there  were  firong  Rea- 
fons  to  fufped  that,  trufling  to  lubdue  every  one  by 
Force  of  Ar.TS,  he  had  not  only  negleded  to  conciliate 
the  refpeftable  Chiefs  to  his  Caufe,  but  was  even  fuf-, 
pedted  of  having  given  Orders  to  the  Killedar  of  Ah- 
mednagur  not  to  releafe  Moraba  himfelf  till  he  got  far- 
ther pofitive  Orders  from  him  on  his  Arrival  at  Poona. 
And,  by  his  own  Reprefentation  of  the  real  Circumftan- 
ces  of  Affairs,  he  acknowledged  himfelf  to  have  been  de- 
ceived,and  gavenoEncouragementto  hope  for  beUerSuc- 
cefs  as  they  fhould  advance,  either  from  the  Junflion  of 
powerful  Adherents  or  P.efourccs  of  Provifions,  unlefs  they 
ihould  defeat  the  Forces  of  the  Enemy.  And  we  find, 
that  the  Leaders  of  the  Maratta  Army  gave  no  Oppor- 
tunity for  that  Event,  by  ftriflly  obferving  the  Plan, 
which,  according  to  early  Report,  they  had  refolved 
upon,  of  avoiding  any  regular  Aftion,  and  of  burning 
the  Towns,  and  laying  wafte  the  Country,  in  Order  to 
deftroy  the  Means  of  Supply  to  the  BritiOi  Forces.  That 
thefe  having  advanced  on  the  loth  of  January  as  far  as 
Tullawgawn,  about  16  Miles  from  Poona,  and  found 
that  large  and  populous  Town  in  Afhes,  and  all  the 
Grain  carried  off  or  deftroyed,  it  was  thought  imprudent 
and  hazardous  to  attempt  any  farther  Advancement ; 
and  upon  a  Report  of  the  State  of  Provifions,  and  upon 
Colonel  Cockburn's  Declaration,  that  without  a  Body  of 
Horfe  he  could  not  engage  to  protedl  the  Baggage,  the 
Committee  refolved  to  order  Preparations  for  a  Retreat, 
which  was  begun  on  the  Night  of  the  i  ith, 

_  --,  Your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Court  of  Direftors 

Comm.  of  Lor-  ,  ^,  ,     ,    ,.         .  1  •    t% 

refpondence.  appear  to  nave  felt  much  Indignation  at  this  Retreat-- 
*'  When  the  Army  was  fo  far  advanced,  and  the  Troops 
"  full  of  Spirit  and  Intrepidity  ;  when  Moraba's  Hoife 
*•  were  reported  to  be  in  the  Conkan,  to  aft  in  Favour  of 
"  Ragoba;  when  18  Days  Provifion  were  in  Store,  and 
"  Ragoba  had  promifed  a  farther  Supply."-—It  is  how- 
ever proper  to  reiparji  on  this  Prcjnife,  that  Mr.  Holmesj, 
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the  Commiflary,  had,  by  his  own  Infpeaion,  feen  that  Sec  Diary, 
Ragoba  could  not  perform  it.  They  complained,  **  that 
*'  no  Council  of  War  was  called  at  Tullcgaun,  to  take 
"  the  Senr<-  of  th?  Officers  of  the  Arm/  on  the  Neceffity 
«*  of  retreating  ;  that,  although  the  Order  for  the  Re- 
"  treat  of  the  Anny,  on  the  lith  of  January,  was  the 
•*  joint  Aft  of  Mr.  Carnac  and  Colonel  Egerton,  yet  as 
**  Mr.  Carnac  had  a  calling  Voice  in  the  Poena  Com- 
*'  mittee,  and  pofTelTed  in  Faft  fupreme  Authority  in 
**  Camp  2t  the  Time,  he  was  pariiculaily  refponhble 
•*■  for  thnt  Meafure." 

It  appears,  that  the  Enemy,  having  Intelligence  of 
th^ir  Dcfign,  attacked  them  before  Day-break,  cutoff 
Part  of  their  Baggage,  and  killed  a  good  many  Men. 
On  the  t  3th  the  Committee,  finding  their  Situation  be- 
come more  alarming,  {the  Army  having  not  ventured 
open  any  farther  Movement  from  Worgam,  where  they 
had  halted  the  Day  before,)  deputed  Mr.  Farmer  to  the 
Maratra  Camp  to  negotiate  for  their  peaceable  Return  ; 
dirediiig  him  to  reprefent  to  the  Minifters,  that  having 
been  deceived  by  confident  AfTurances  of  the  general 
Defirc  among  the  Chiefs  of  the  Maratta  State,  for  the  Re- 
eitabiilluTient  of  Ragoba  in  the  Regency,  they  had  been 
induced  to  accompany  him  with  a  Detachment  of  their 
-Troops,  for  the  Purpofe  of  replacing  him  in  that  Rank 
of  Government;  but,  finding  by  Experience  that  they 
had  actsd  under  the  Mifguidance  of  falfe  Information, 
they  had  determined  to  defiit  from  that  Attempt,  and 
were  defirous  of  returning  to  Rv^mbay,  under  Agreement 
oi  a  mutual  Ceiration  from  Hoftilicies  :— That  the  Dur- 
bar, in  Anfwcr  to  this  Application,  appear  to  have  in- 
ii'led  upon  the  Delivery  of  the  Perfon  of  Ragoba  into 
their  Hands,  as  the  only  Terms  on  which  any  Accom- 
modation Ihould  take  Place  ;  and  that  the  Committee  at 
once  refblved  not  to  make  his  Safety  an  Impediment  to 
their  quiet  Return,  efptiially  as  he  had  already  declared 
his  Intentions  of  giving  himfcif  up  to  Madajec  Scindra.  q-^^^..  ».j 
And  it  is  obfcrvable,  that, in  the  Overtures  which  he  had  ^* 
made  to  that  Chief  upon  this  Occafwn,  he  endeavoured 
to  pcrfuade  him  to  a  Belief,  that  h's  Motives  for  addref- 
flng  him  did  not  aril'e  from  any  Senfe  of  Inability  to  ac- 
cbrnplifh  his  Aim  by  the  Aid  of  the  Europeans  alone, 
but  becaufe  "  thofe  Europeans,  in  taking  Part  in  his 
•'  Quarreh,  fought  only  their  own  Ag'^randizement, 
"  and  to  obtain  the  Country  ;  which  neither  fuited  his 
**  Views  nor  Scindia's."  And,  as  fome  Explanation  was 
hereupon  necellary  to  fatisfy  the  Doubts  of  thofe  Euro- 
peans, be  told  Mr.  Sibbald,  "  rhat  his  Scheme  in  this 
"  was,  by  a  total  Compliance  with  the  Demands  of 
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*'  Sclndia,  to  gain  him  over  for  the  prefent,  and  after- 
**  wards  he  would  do  as  he  pleafed." 

But  we  perceive,  that,  when  the  Compliance  of 
the  Committee  was  communicated  the  next  Day 
by  Mr.  Farmer  to  the  Durbar,  in  which  Madajee  Scindia 
prefided  and  evidently  took  the  Lead,  he  (Scindia) 
received  the  Oifer  of  that  Conceffion  with  marked  In- 
diiFerence  ;  and,  reproaching  the  Company's  Servant*, 
with  a  Breach  of  Colonel  Upton's  Treaty,  he  infifted 
upon  the  Conclufion  of  a  new  Agreement  while  the 
Dhry  le  Tan.  Army  remained  on  that  very  Spot.  This  new  Demand 
'  being  tranfmitted  to  the  Committee,  they  confulted 
Colonel  Cpckburn  upon  the  Pradicability  of  making  a, 
fuccefsful  Retreat;  and,  on  his  Report  of  the  Impof- 
fibility  of  efFeding  it,  they  acquiefced  in  his  Opinion  ; 
though  it  is  proper  to  remark,  that  Mr.  Carnac  de- 
clared his  real  Sentiments  to  be  in  Favoar  of  an  At- 
tempt to  force  their  Way;  and  that  the  Committee  of 
Correfpondence,  after  examining  every  Evidence  rela- 
tive to  that  Q_ueftion,  highly  condemned  the  contrary 
Refolution. 

**  It  is  afferted  by  the  Sele£l  Committee,  that  Cap- 
*'  tain  Hartley  declared  he  could  rely  upon  the  Men  he 
*'  commanded,  and  urged  every  Argument  in  Favour 
"  of  forcing  a  Retreat,  and  even  formed  and  prefented 
*'  Colonel  Cockburn  the  neceflary  Difpofition  for  con- 
**  dufling  it.  It  cannot  be  doubted,  that  Mr.  Carnac 
**  continued  in  PofTeffion  of  Authority  without  Con- 
«*  troul,  except  to  make  Treaties.  He  was  confident, 
**  if  the  Officers  and  Men  did  their  Duty,  that  the 
"  Army  was  fufficiently  numerous,  and  fo  well  pro- 
**  vided  with  Artillery,  as  to  be  able  to  force  their 
**  Way  back  againft  all  Oppofition  ;  he  had  no  Doubt 
**  that  the  Attempt  ought  to  be  made.** 

In  Coniequence,  however,  of  a  Refolution  to  rerurn 
by  Sufferance  only,  the  Comn  >;tee  direded  Mr.  Far- 
mer to  inform  the  Durbar,  that,  having  no  Powep 
to  negotiate  or  agree  to  any  Treaty  vvithoat  the 
Sanftion  of  the  Superior  Council,  they  Oould  only 
deceive  the  Maratta  Government  in  preteading  to  fub- 
mit  to  their  Demands  ;  and  that,  by  giving  up  the 
Caufe  and  Perfon  of  Ragonaut  Row,  they  aded  to  the 
utmoll  of  their  Power,  and  that  thereby  all  Difputes 
would  efFeftually  be  put  an  End  to.  But  we  perceivf, 
that  this  Reprefentation  drew  the  following  pertinent 
Remark  from  Madajee  Scind'ia :  "  U"  you  had  no£ 
*'  Powers  to  make  new  Treaties,  I  wifh  to  fee  by 
*•  what  Power  you  broke  that  made  by  Colonel  Upton» 
*'  by  the  Aid  given  to  Ragoba  ;  and  defire  an  explicit 
*'  Anfvver,  whether   or   not  i.t  wai  by  Virtue  of  any 
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**  dirciSl  Authority  fmm  the  Governor- general  and 
*'  Council;  if  it  was,  I  defire  to  fee  that  Authority, 
*'  in  Order  t  at  1  may  lock  to  them  about  it."  And 
fce  aflured  Mr.  Farmer,  that,  till  a  new  Treaty  was 
made  between  the  Englith  and  the  Maratta  State,  the 
Army  mult  remain  where  it  was,  whatever  might  be 
the  Conf  quence. 

It  appears,  however,  that,  previous  to  the  Receipt 
of  this  Determination,  the  Committee  had  difpatcbed 
another  Gentleman,  "  with  full  Powers  to  fettle  with 
"  the  Durb:ir  for  the  peaceable  Return  of  the  Army, 
•'  upon  fuch  Conditions  33  he  might  be  able  to  ob- 
*'  tain,  fince  it  was  the  Opinion  of  the  Commander  in 
"  Chief,  that  a  Retreat  was  impraflicable."  And  your 
Committee  will  conclude  this  Account  with  the  Report 
of  Mr.  Holmes,  (the  Gentleman  laft  deputed  to  the 
Durbar)  and  the  Oblervations  of  the  Committee  there- 
upon,  in  their  own  Words. 

"  This  Night,  about  lo  o'Clock,  Mr.  Holmes  re- 
*'  turned  from  the  Maratta  Camp,  and  advifed  us,  that  *5  J^""^''y» 
**  he  has  fettled  Matters  with  Madajee  Scindia,  and 
'*  the  Reft  of  the  Durbar,  for  the  peaceable  Return  of 
•*  the  Army  to  Bombay,  on  the  only  Conditions  they 
•'  would  hear  of,  and  which  are  fuch  as  cannot  fail  to 
*'  fill  us  with  the  d'eepeft  Concern,  being  humiliating 
•*  in  the  highell  Degree,  and  which  Nothing  but  the 
*'  avowed  Opinion  and  Declaration  of  the  principal 
*•  Ofiicers,  as  to  the  Imprafticability  of  efFefting  our 
"  Retreat,  could  juftify  our  acceding  to.  We  mult 
*'  however  obferve,  that  Madajee  Scindia,  and  the  whole 
"  Durbar,  cannot  plead  Ignorance  of  our  Want  of 
*'  Powers  to  conclude  fuch  a  Treaty  as  they  have  now 
*'  prefcribed  to  us,  they  having  demanded  both  a  true 
•'  Expl  Miation  and  Tranllation  of  our  Letter  of  Yefter- 
**  day  to  IVlr  Farmer,  wherein  we  e>prei3ly  diredt 
**  h'.m  to  cquaint  ths-n.  that  we  have  no  Powers  to 
"  enter  into  any  frea:y  whatever  ;  that,  were  we  to 
*•  pretend  fuch  Fowcis,  we  fhould  be  only  deceiving 
**  them  ; — fo  they  have  evid-^ntly  compelled  as  to  en- 
**  ter  into  a  Treaty  they  were  appriled  we  had  no 
*'  p.  wer  to  agree  to." 

Your  Committee  find,  that  the  Court  of  Directors 
inveighed  agairll  ihis  Convention,  and  againll  ail  the 
Ci  tumltance-)  ii>ten"!ing  it,  with  particu  a'-  indigna- 
tion ;  and  herein  fcem  to  nave  dired  d  mtir  thief  i<  e- 
fent^rent  againl'  Mr.  v^arnac— riii  Words  are,  '-  ac 
"  all  Event-.,  raiiier  than  fub;!iit  to  the  Terms  pre- 
*•  Iciibed  by  the  Enemy  "  Yet,  under  all  Circum- 
"  ftances,  rathtr  than  prt- Is  a  Retreat;  i,e  ventured  to 
*•  pledge    the   Luglilh  Faith,  in    the  moil  iclemn  and 
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"  facred  Manner,  for  the  Obfervance  of  Treaties,  of 
*'  which  he  owns  he  did  not  at  the  Time  expedl  a  Con- 
**  firmation.  He  ftipulated  to  obtain  the  Governor's 
*»  Duftuck  for  delivering  up  the  Company's  Poffcffwns 
**  to  the  Marattas,  and  gave  Hofiages  for  the  due  Per- 
*•  fcrmance  of  extraordinary  Agreements,  under  men- 
**  tal  Reftrvations,  and  pre-conceived  Ideas  that  they 
««  were  of  no  Validity,  and  would  never  be  ratified  by 
**  his  Superiors." 

Your  Committee  have  thought  it  proper  to  place 
thefe  Extrafts  thus  immediately  in  the  Eye  of  the  Houfe, 
that  they  might  at  the  fame  Time,  in  fome  of  the  moft 
firiking  Points,  fee  and  confider  the  Condudl  of  the 
Company's  Servants,  and  the  Judgement  of  their  Em- 
ployers. But  we  mull,  neverthelefs,  defire  to  refer  the 
Houfe  to  the  Appendix,  N"  130,  from  which  they  will 
receive  much  more  ample  Information,  by  cojifulting 
thefe  Documents  at  large  ;  and  we  fliall  therefore  here 
fimply  mention  the  Faft  of  the  farther  Cenfures  and 
Puniftiments,  which  the  Court  inflidled  on  thofe  whom 
they  efteemed  Delinquents. 

Your  Committee  obferve,  that  they  commended  the 
Charge  which  was  brought  by  Governor  Hornby  againlt 
Colonel  Egerton  and  Colonel  Cockburn ;  and,  upon 
the  moft  impartial  Review  of  their  Conduft,  they  dif- 
miiTed  thofe  Officers  from  their  Service.  In  Regard  to 
Mr.  Carnac,  upon  whom,  they  obferved,  no  Ccnfure 
had  been  paffed,  nor  any  Enquiry  made  by  the  Seleft 
Committee  into  his  Conduft  and  Behaviour  during  the 
late  Expedition,  which,  however,  they  found  not  lefs 
exceptionable  than  that  of  Colonel  Egerton,  they,  after 
duly  confidering  all  the  Circumilances  relative  thereto, 
refolved  to  difmifs  him  from  his  Office  as  One  of  the 
Council  and  Seledl  Committee  of  Bombay. 

Your  Committee  having  thus  taken  Notice  of  the 
Difapprobation  which  the  Court  of  Diredors  cxprefled 
of  the  Relolutions  taken  by  the  Seledl  Committee,  and 
remarked,  that  all  their  leverer  Marks  of  Difplealure 
were  fixed  upon  thofe  who  failed  in  the  Execution 
of  thefe  Refolutions,  it  remains  only  to  obferve,  that 
the  Court  beftowed  alfo  fome  Tokens  of  their  Appro- 
bation, and  fome  Revv^ards  for  the  meiitorious  Condud 
of  others  of  their  Servants ;  though  it  would  be  pre- 
mature  in  this  Place  to  mention  any  but  One,  which 
regards  Mr.  Draper,  whom  they  named  to  be  Second 
of  Council,  and  of  the  Select  Committee  upon  the 
Removal  of  Mr.  Carnac  and  Colonel  Fgerton  ;  and, 
**  as  a  farther  Teliimony  of  their  Approbation  of  his 
**  Conduft,  they  appointed  him  to  fucceed  to  the 
"  Office  of  Prefident  and  Governor  of  Bombay,  upon 

•'  the 
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*•  the  Death,  Removal,  or  Refignation,  of  Governor 
*♦  Hornby;"  it  ought  perhaps  to  be  obferved,  that  the 
Selcd  Committee  of  Bombay  had  raiftd  Captain  Hart- 
ley, who,  as  has  been  feen,  diftinguifhed  him felf  greatly 
in  the  Expedition,  and  endeavoured  to  perfuade  an  At- 
tempt of  forcing  a  Retrct,  to  the  Rank  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel,  which  gave  U.nbrage  to  feveral  Offiers  over 
whofc  Heads  he  was  thus  lifted  ;  and  that  the  Court 
of  Diredlors  corrcfled  this  Hardlhip,  joining  however 
in  high  Approbation  of  the  Condudl  of  Captain  Hart- 
ley, by  direfl'ng  that  he  fhould  receive  only  Captain's 
Pay,  till  the  Officers  who  had  been  his  Seniors  fhould 
rife  regularly  to  the  fame  advanced  Rank,  and  again 
take  their  Places  above  him. 

Your  Committee  find,  that  Mr.  Farmer  returned  to  Jan.  17,  1779. 
the  Camp  on  the  17th,  with  the  Papers  of  Agreement 
executed  on  the  Part  of  the  Durbar;  by  the  One  of 
which,  all  the  Company's  Acquifitions  in  thofe  Parts, 
made  fince  the  Treaty  with  the  late  Pefhwa,  Made- 
row,  in  175'^,  were  to  be  given  up  ;  and,  by  the  other, 
(being  a  private  Article  of  Advantage  to  Madajee 
Scindia),  that  Chief  was  to  be  put  in  complete  Pof- 
lefTion  of  Broach,  as  it  was  held  by  the  Moguls,  Ra- 
goba  was  funendered  into  his  Cuftody,  and  Mr.  Far- 
mer and  Lieutenant  Stewart  were  alfo  to  remain  with 
him  as  Hollages  for  the  full  Performance  of  fhe  Stipu- 
lation in  his  Favour  ; — a  Circumftance,  which  the  Court  • 
of  Diredors  mention  with  great  Couccrn  and  Anxiety 
for  their  Safety. 

And  it  appears,  that  the  Army,  on  the  20th,  moved 
down  the  Ghauts  on  its  Return  to  Bombay,  and  MelTrs. 
Carnac  and  Egerton  received  chat  Evening  at  Campoly 
a  Letter,  dated  11th  January,  from  Bombay,  af^drefTed 
to  them  as  the  Poena  Committee  ;  in  which  they  were 
exhorted  to  prefs  forward  with  Vigour  and  Expedition 
towards  Poona,  "  as  the  likelielt  and  mod  efFeftual 
*'  Way  to  improve  their  Situation.  Snd  to  induce 
*•'  Ragoba's  Friends  to  declare  openly  in  his  Favour.'* 
It  is  icarce  necefTary  to  remark,  that  their  real  Situa- 
tion was  not  known  to  the  Prefjdent  and  Sele£l  Com- 
mittee, when  they  wrote  chat  i  etter  of  Encourage- 
ment, which  certainly  arrived  in  a  molt  unlucky  Mo- 
mentv  It  mult,  however,  be  obfer'- ed,  that  there  was 
deltined  to  the  6ele»^  Committee  alfo  a  Shock,  not  leCs 
mortifying  in  the  Circumltances  which  enluea  ;  for,  at 
the  Moment  '  f  the  Return  of  the  difcomfiied  Army, 
Colonel  Capper  ai  rived,  and  brought  with  him  a  Let-  Appendix,  131, 
ter  from  the  Committee  of  Secrecy  of  the  Eaft  India 
Company,  da  ed  31ft  Augu(t,  1778;  acknowledging 
the  Receipt  of  thofe  from  the  Prelident  and  Council  of 
K  2  25th 
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25th  of  January  and  14th  of  March,  and  Ponfcrlpt  of 
the  15th,  1778,  and  Copy  of  their  Proceedings  of"  the 
loth  of  December,  1777,  ^"^  of  the  Letters  and  Refo- 
lutions  of  the  Governor-general  and  Council  of  Ben- 
gal, dated  2d  of  February,  J778,  and  containing  the 
following  Direfticns   of  Encouragement  to  their  Pio- 

•'  Your  Vigilance  refpeftirg  the  French  hath  our 
*'  fcHeft  Approbation.- — In  Regard  to  Ragoba,  it  would 
**  have  aftL-.ded  us  much  Satisfadion,  if  the  Overtures 
*'  you  expeded  tr.  m  Siccar.-im  B;iboo,  the  Prime  Ml- 
**  nifler,  and  other  Maratta  Chiefs,  ha  •  adually  tsken 
**  Place,  and,  n  Conftqcence  thereof,  Ragoba  had, 
*'  ui>i  er  proper  C  onditions,  been  eftablill  ed  in  the 
**  Go'enment  of  P;  cna  ;  ad.  as  you  at  ribute  the 
*'  F'lilure  of  this  Scheme  to  a  Diflrufl  entertained  by 
*'  RagOLia's  Fiienrls  of  your  Abii;ty  to  fulfil  your 
*•  Er.gagemet.ts,  we  authirife  you  to  declare,  incur 
*'  Name,  that  we  will  not  only  ratify  ard  confirm  the 
"  Meafure,  if  carried  into  Execution,  at  the  Requefl, 
**  .-.nd  with  the  AlTiftance  of  the  Maratta  Chiefs,  but 
*'  alio  to  afTuie  them,  that  they  will  ufe  all  Means  in 
*'  our  Power  to  eftVft  it,  though  refufed  the  Concur- 
*'  rence  of  thofe  Ptrions  who  have  lately  manifefted  an 
*'  t'  iteiition  to  the  French,  inconfiftenc  with  the  Friend- 
*'  fhip  fubl'if^ing  between  the  Maratta  State  and  the 
*'  Knll   India  Company. 

*'  The  Neceflity  of  counterafting  the  Views  of  the 
*•  French  at  Poo.  a,  and  of  takirg  immediate  and  deci- 
<'  fiv«  Meafures  to  prevent  their  Eilablilliment  at  Choul, 
"  appears  to  us  lo  very  linking,  that  we  not  only  diredt 
*'  you  to  frullrat>;  their  Defigps  of  obtaining  a  Grant 
*'  of  the  Port  of  Chool,  but  iMo  to  oppofe,  by  Fcrce 
*'  of  Arms,  if-  necefTary,  their  forming  a  Settlement  at 
*'  that  or  any  other  Place  which  may  render  them  dan- 
*'  gerous  Neighbours  to  B  mbay. 

*'  As  the  Refioration  of  Ragoba  to  the  Pefhwalhip 
**  is  a  Mi-afure  upon  v.'hich  we  are  determined,  and, 
*'  as  the  Evaficns  of  the  Maratta  Chiefs,  refpefting  the 
**  Treaty  of  Poona,  juiiify  any  Departure  therefrom 
"  on  ocr  Part,  we  therefore  dired,  that,  if  on  the 
**  Receij  t  of  this  Letter,  you  fliall  be  able  to  obtain 
*'  Affi;  ance  from  the  Frien.s  of  P^agoba,  and,  with- 
**  fuch  AHiilance,  find  yourlelves  in  Force  lufficient  to 
*'  effed:  his  Refioration  without  dangeroufly  weakening 
*'  your  Garriion,  and  theieby  riflnng  the  Safety  of 
*^  cur  PoiTeffions  under  your  Government,  you  forth- • 
*'  with  undertake  the  fame  ;  and  we  farther  dired, 
*'  that,  in  fettling  the  Terms  of  Compenlation  to  be 
'^'  p).ade   to  the   Company  for   their  Services  on   fuch 

"   Account 
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•'  Account,  you  conform,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the 
**  Propofitions  laid  down  by  our  Governor-general  and 
**  Council,  in    their    Letter   of  the   2d  of  February, 

**   1778. 

"  As  the  Co-operation  of  our  other  Settlements  will 
*'  be  ncceffary  toenfu  e  8iiccefs  to  this  iniportant  Enter- 
*'  prize,  we  have  communicated  the  Contents  of  this  Let- 
**  ter  to  '  ur  Governor-General  and  Council,  and  to  our 
*'  Preiident  and  Council  of  Ft  rt  St.  George,  and  en- 
**  joined  them  to  afford  you  fuch  immediate  Aid  as 
**  may  be  required  to  enable  you  to  re-eftablifti  Rago- 
•*  ba,  provided  it  can  be  done  without  affeding  the  fn- 
*'  ftrudlions  iiTued  by  the  Committee  of  Seciccy,  in  their 
*'  Letters  of  the  iqthof  April,  1778,  of  which  they 
**  are  forthwith  to  give  you  Information. 

*'  We  think  it,  however,  abfolutely  neceflary  to  in- 
<*  form  you,  that  no  Order  in  this  Letter  is  to  operate 
**  farther  than  is  confiltent  with  the  Safety  of  the  Ifland 
'*  of  Bombay  ;  and  that,  in  all  your  Proceedings,  you 
*•  are  toconfider  a  llupturc  between  Great  Britain  and 
"  France  as  inevitable,  ahnough  War  has  not  yet  beem 
'<  formally  declared  between  the  Two  Crowns. 

*'  Having  given  you  this  cautionary  Inftruftion,  it  is 
"  proper  for  us  to  add,  that  you  may  depend  upon 
**  your  having  your  European  Military  Eftablifhment 
*'  fully  completed  by  the  Ships  this  Seafon,  and  in 
*'  your  Decifion  on  this  important  Subjed,  you  nmft 
**  govern  yourlelves  accordingly. 

*'  Enclofed  you  will  receive  Copies  of  our  prefent  * /^_pe„j;^  ,  ^^ 
«'   Inftrudions   to  the  Governor-general  and  Council  of    *n°  i.' 
**  Fort  William,  and  to  the  Prefident  and  Seleft  Com« 
**  mittee  at  Fort  St.  George,  and  alfo  of  our  f  Orders,     f  N<»a. 
*'  dated   15th  April,  1778.     The  former  muft  be  fen t       NOijji 
*'  to  their  Addrefs  immediately." 

Your  Committee  have  thought  it  proper  to  infert  the 
above  Letter  at  Length,  and  to  add  the  Enclofures  in 
the  Appendix,  N°i3i,  becaufe  it  contains  Information 
of  the  Sentiments  of  the  Court  of  Direftois,  not  only 
on  the  Crcumltances  of  the  Maratta  Difputes,  but  of 
other  political  Matters,  which  marked  this  as  a  very 
interelling  Period  of  the  State  of  India  Affairs. 

We  fhould  not  omit  in  this  Place  to  obferve,  that, 
while  the  unfortunate  Expedition  to  Poona  was  in 
Profecution,  feveral  Letters  arrived  concerning  the 
Situation  and  Defigns  of  the  Bengal  Detachment,  both 
from  the  Commander  of  it,  and  from  the  Governor- 
general  and  Council,  to  the  Prefident  and  Seleft  Com- 
mittee of  Bombay,  and  alfo  to  the  Poona  Committee; 
to  which  Anfwers  were  returned,  containing  a  Variety 
of   Information  and   Change  of  Direilions,    in   Con- 

feq^uence 
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fequenre  of  the  difierent  Turn  of  Affairs  during  the 
Progrefs  .  and  the  Return  of  the  Bombav  Ariny,  and 
therefore  properly  to  be  taken  Notice  of  at  the  CIo(e  of 
the  Relation  which  has  been  made  of  the  Events  of 
that  Expedition. 
177S.  Your  Committee  find,    that  the  Prefident  and  Coun- 

Apfendix,  131,  ci]  of  Bombay  received,  on  the  i?th  of  December,  a 
Letter  from  the  Governor  general  and  Council,  dated 
15th  Oilober,  by  which  the\  wire  informed  of  the 
Death  of  Mr.  Elliot,  and  that  no  Succeffor  would  be 
appointed  to  him  for  the  Purpofe  of  carrving  on  the 
intended  Negotiation  with  the  Raja  of  Berar,  till  it 
could  be  feen  whether  Moodajee  himfelf,  who  had  ex^ 
prefTed  much  Satisfaflion  at  the  Overtures  made  "to 
him,  would  not  on  this  Event  make  fome  Advances 
for  a  Renewal  of  that  Plan.  They  were  alfo  informed 
of  the  Kemoval  of  Colonel  Lefiic  from  thj  Command  of 
the  Bengal  Detachment,  and  the  Appointment  of  Colo- 
nel Goddard  in  his  Place,  with  the  Orders  given  to 
him  to  make  Application  to  the  Raja  on  his  entering 
the  Province  of  Berar  for  a  Conjunclion  of  Force:s,  and 
leaving  him  a  difcretionary  Power  to  fufnend  his  Pro- 
ceedings in  Cafe  of  Inattention  or  Refufal  from  that 
Chief. 

In  Regard  to  his  Co-operation  with  the  Prefidency  of 
Bombay,  the  following  Inllrudlions  were  fignified  to 
them  :  "if  the  Plan  which  you  had  refolved  to  adopt 
**  and  to  carr.y  into  Execution  in  September,  for  the 
*'  Reilo  ation  of  Ragoba,  and  which  you  notified  to 
*'  us,  in  your  Letter  of  the  25th  of  July,  fiill  fubfifts  ; 
*•  or,  if  you  (hall  have  formed  any  other  for  the  fame, 
**  and  confillently  with  the  Terms  prefcribed  for  our 
**  AfTent  to  that  Meafure ;  or,  if  you  ihall  judoe  a 
**  ftrong  Reinforcement  immediately  and  indifpenfably 
*'  neceffary  to  enfure  the  Safciy  of  Bombay  againfl  a 
*'  French  Invafion;  and  fi-iall  deem  it  requiiite  or 
*'  advifeable,  in  either  of  theie  Cafe,  to  command  the 
**  Detachment,  at  all  Hazards,  to  proceed  farther  to- 
*'  wards  Bombay,  even  without  the  Jundlion  of  the 
*•  Troops  of  any  Power  in  Alliance  with  ns  ;  you  will, 
•*  in  luch  Cafes^  and  fucn  only,  require  Ccloael  God- 
**  daid  to  advance  with  it ;  but,  in  all  other  Cafes,  you 
"  will  give  him  Notice  of  your  Intentions,  and  leave 
*'  him  to  aiX  under  our  Diredions." 
Sse  Diary,  And  your  Committee  find,  that  the  Seleft  Committee 

^^}>ei'dix,iio,  difpatched  a  Letter  the  next  Day  to  Colonel  Goddard, 
which  they  inclofed  in  a  Packet  to  the  Poona  Com- 
nvittee,  and  It  ft  it  open,  that  they  might  be  made  ac« 
quainted,  by  its  Contents,  of  their  having  taken  Advan- 
tage of  the  Governor-general  and  Council's  Permiffion 

tc 
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to  require  him  to  advance  (according  to  their  former 
Orders  of  the  15th  November  and  6th  Inltant)  even 
without  the  Jundion  of  any  allied  Troops,  in  Hopes 
that  mutual  Advantages  mighc  arifo  to  both  Detach- 
ments from  the  Trogrefs  of ''ach. 

On  the  26th  December,  a  Letter  from  Colonel  God-  See  Diary* 
dard,  dated  6th  of  December,  addreffed  to  the  Seleft 
Committee  of  Bombay,  was  read  by  the  Poena  Com- 
mittee, and  found  to  contain  an  Account  of  his  Ar- 
rival on  the  South  Side  of  the  Nerbuddah,  where  he 
meant  to  halt  for  a  few  Days,  in  Order  to  found  the 
Inclinations  of  Miodajee  Bjofla,  before  he  determined 
on  his  future  Route,  which  would  alfo  depend  oa 
Information  from  Bombay  ;  he  had  not  received  any 
Letter  from  thence, of  a  later  Date  than  the  21  ft  of 
July,  and,  by  a  Confulion  of  Ciphers,  could  not  read 
the  Letters  lint  by  Mr.  Lewis  from  Poona,  fo  that 
he  was  at  a  Lofs  for  pro,  er  Intelligence,  which  be- 
came the  more  neceflary,  as  the  Marattas  began  to 
collect  Foices  in  Oppofition  to  his  March,  and  he 
was  apprehenfive  they  would  be  ilrengthcned  bv  thofe 
of  the  Nizam.  With  a  View  to  countcradl  them, 
he  fuogclled  an  Attempt  to  influence,  if  poffible,  the 
Motions  of  Hyder  Ally,  and  to  make  them  co-ope- 
rate with  theirs,  ,-,, 

Your    Committee  do  not   find  that  the  Poona%om-  , 

mittee  wrote  to  Colonel  Goddard  before  the  loth  of  See  the  Diwy. 
January,  >779»  when  they  were  juft  about  to  fail 
back  from  TuUegaun  ;  and  they  then  appear  to  have 
intimated  their  Doubts  of  his  being  able  to  fecure 
Provifions,  or  to  repel  the  continual  and  harrafiing  At- 
tacks of  the  Knemy,  (to  which  he  would  certainly 
be  liable  in  his  March,)  defning  him,  however,  if  he 
thought  himieif  lecure  of  Force  and  Supplies,  to  pro- 
ceed towards  Broach  and  Surar,  but  to  halt  on  the 
Frontiers  of  Berar,  or  elfevvhere,  if  he  was  appreheu- 
five  of  imminent  Hazard  in  the  Attempt  to  advance 
under  thofe  Circumilances. 

Biit,  when  the  Convention  took  place  at  Worgam, 
your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Return  of  the  Ben- 
gal Detachment  was  One  of  the  Stipulations  to  which 
tiie  Poona  Committee  confented,  and  were  in  Confe- 
quence  obliged  to  write  a  Letter  to  Colonel  Goddard 
on  the  i6th  January,  v/ich  pofidve  Diredions  to  march 
back  to  Bengal  with  the  Army  under  his  Command. 
Yet  here  again  we  perceive  they  difcovered  an  Advan- 
tage in  having  no  Authority,  and  that  they  made  CJje 
of  it  on  the  19th,  as  will  appear  by  the  fojlowing 
Letter ;

and  by  making  fome  Promotions  of  other  Officers  in  Or-

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to  have,  for  their  principal  Cbjeft,  the  Neceflity  of  Pre- 
parations for  a  defenfive  War  with  the  Marattas,  who 
were  aflembling  Troops  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Ca- 
ranja  and  ballette,  and  were  faid  to  be  determined  on 
an  immediate  Invafi'  n  cf  thofe  Iflands,  if  they  were  not 
peaceably  yielded  up  to  them,  together  with  all  the  Cef- 
iions  ftipulated  for  in  the  Convention  of  Worgam.  The 
Prefident  obfe^:ved,  he  had  already  taken  Care  to  apprize 
the  Durbar,  that  the  Convenrion  was  not  valid,  and  that 
he  had  info'-mcd  the  Superior  Board  of  the  Circumftan- 
ces  of  it,  and  would  do  Nothing  farther  in  it  without 
their  Orders  ;  that  however  he  oia  not  think  it  would 
be  fair  and  confiftent  Condu(fl  towards  the  Governor- 
general  and  Council  themlelves,  who  had  certainly  fur- 
nilhcd  them,  in  their  Letters  of  the  23d  March  and  17th 
Augurt,  with  ample  Powers  for  the  War  they  hao  be- 
gun, if  they  failed  of  making  an  Exertion  toward  extri- 
cating their  own  Affairs  from  their  prefent  Embarrafll 
inentf,  which,  though  humiliatintj,  had  not  reauced 
them  wholly  into  Contempt;  That  Colonel  tjoddard, 
being  arrived  on  the  29th  of  January  at  Berampore, 
was  there  probably  fecure  from  all  hoftile  Attempts  ; 
but  he  thought  it  advifeable,  that  in  their  Diredlions  to 
him  they  Jhould  leave  it  to  himfelf  to  take  his  own  v)p- 
portunity  for  coming  on  to  Surat  and  Broach,  informing 
liim  at  the  fame  Time  of  the  urgent  Occaficn  the  Prefi- 
dency  had  for  his  Army,  and  how  much  they  thought 
their  Safety  might  depend  on  its  fafe  and  fpeedy  Arrival.

cefsful,  and  infilling  particularly  on  his  known  Averfion 
to  the  French  and  Partiality  to  the  Engliili,  to  which 
they  were  much  indebted  f i  r  the  more  favourable  Term* 
of  the  Convention  at  Worgam  ;  *'  as  it  was  owiitg  to 
"  him  that  the  Point  of  detaining  the  whole  Army  as 
•*  Hoftages,  which  Nanna  had  required,  was  given  up, 
*'  and  by  that  Means  they  had  it  m  their  Power  to  dif- 
*'  avow  the  Convention;  and  that,  in  Regard  to  the  pri-

*•  tage,  he  could  not  but  well  know  "  the  'erformance

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and  Council,  with  Moodajee  Boofla,  becaufe  Scindia 
was  in  EfFeift  in  PofTeifion  of  the  Pediwa's  Domains  and 
the  Perfon  o'  Ragoba,  and  entirely  guided  Nanna,  the 
Duan,  as  his  mere  Inllrument :  With  Regard  to  the  Se- 
cond, an  Alliance  with  the  Company  might  be  ufeful  to 
him  as  a  Froteftion  to  his  own  Territories  againft  the 
Defigns  of  the  King,  who  had  already  begun  to  take 
Advantage  of  his  Abfence,  and  to  make  Attacks  upon 
him  ;  that  for  thefe  and  other  Reafons  (which  will  be 
found  in  this  Minute  placed  in  the  Appendix)  he  pro- 
pofed  to  write  to  Scindia,  and  even  defire  him  to  fend 
looo  Horfe  to  meet  their  Army,  and  accompany  them  to 
Surat,  as  a  Witnefs  of  the  Friendlhip  that  Ihould  fubfift 
between  them  ;  and  he  alfo  recommended,  that  a  Con- 
nection with  the  Guicavvars  Ihould  not  be  negledled,  be- 
caufe it  offered  another  Refource  to  them  in  the  prefent 
Poll ure  of  their  Affairs.

aSMarch  1770.  And  your  Committee  find,  that  Governor  Hornby  fent. 
Appendix^  135, '  together  with  the  Difpatches  from  theSeleft  Committee, 
a  Letter  from  himfelf,  addrefled  to  the  Committee  of 
Secrecy  of  the  Court  of  Direftors,  wherein  he  inclofed 
aPaper,  containing  his  Sentiments,  as  well  on  the  aftual 
Pollure  of  Affairs,  as  on  the  Profpedl  before  them,  be- 
tween the  Time  of  his  Writing  and  the  End  of  the  fol- 
lowing Oftober,  being  the  Form  in  which  he  had  pre- 
pared to  bring  the  Matter  before  the  Select  Committee 
as  foon  as  their  Difpatches  were  fent  off:  Yoar  Com- 
mittee having  placed  this  Letter,  and  theincloied  Paper 
in  the  Appendix,  N"  135,  defire  to  refer  the  Houfe  to 
them,  and  will  therefore  in  this  Place  make  only  a  very 
few  Obfervations.  It  appears,  by  thefe  Papers,  that  no 
Refolution  had  yet  been  taken  with  Regard  to  the  neccf- 
fary  Meafures  for  their  Condu6l  at  that  Jund^ure  ;  that, 
previous  to  this  Date,  the  Governor  and  Seleft  Com- 
mittee had  received  a  Copy  of  the  Inltrudions  given  to 
Mr.  Elliot,  by  the  Superior  Council^  for  the  Manage- 
ment of  his  intended  Embnlfy  to  Berar ;  that  they  had 
been  made  acquainted -with  the  fubfequent  Powers,  de- 
puted to  Cnlonel  Goddard,  for  completing  the  Treaty 
with  Moodajee  Boofla ;  that  Colonel  Goddard  had  in- 
formed 


PARLIAMENTARY  DEBATES; 
formed  them  of  the  Rajah's  declining  to  proceed  any 
farther  in  the  Negotiation,  after  he  knew  of  the  Bombay 
Troops  being  in  the  Field  in  Favour  of  Ragoba,  and  of 
his  own  Determination  to  march  forward  without  wait- 
ing to  hear  farther  from  them  ;  and  that  he  was  ac- 
tually arrived  at  Surat :  From  a  Knowledge  of  which 
Circumftances,  Governor  Hornby  obferved  there  was  a  • 
very  material  Change  made  in  their  Affairs,  as  there 
was  no  Reafon  to  doubt  of  the  Determination  of  the 
Governor- general  and  Council  to  proceed  in  their  De- 
iign  of  Alliance  with  Moodajee  Boofla,  they  muft  look  to 
that  as  the  leading  CiiCumllance  in  their  political  Tranf- 
aftions  with  the  Marattas  in  future. — It  appears  farther, 
that  no  Anfwer  had  yet  been  received  from  Moodajee 
Scindia  to  the  Letter  which  the  Governor,  in  Confe- 
quence  of  the  Refolutions  of  the  Committee,  had  written 
to  him,  though  he  had,  in  the  Name  of  the  Poona  Dur- 
bar, on  the  2d  and  6th  of  March,  made  a  Demand  of 
the  feveral  Ceflions  ftipplated  for  in  the  Convention  at 
Worgam,  and  his  Agent  had  taken  Leave  without 
opening  himfelf  as  to  the  particular  Views  of  his  Matter, 
from  which  Steps  he  was  fufpedled  of  a  Defign  and  Hope 
of,  making  a  more  advantageous  Bargain  by  Delay. 
Your  Committee  obferve,  that  the  Reprefentation,  herein 
made  by  Governor  Hornby,  of  the  State  of  the  Bombay 
Treafury  and  Refources,  with  a  Calculation  of  the  Sums 
they  fhould  require  for  a  Chance  of  retrieving  their  Af- 
fairs, was  truly  diftrefsful,  efpecially  as  he  feemed  ap- 
prehenfive  of  a  Deficiency  in  thofe  of  Bengal,  from  the 
immenfe  Expence  of  Colonel  Goddard's  Detachment, 
and  the  Drafts  which  would  probably  be  made  upon': 
them  by  the  Prefidency  of  Madras,  whofe  Diftrefs/or  • 
Money  was  faid  to  have  been  the  Caufe  of  iheir  delays 
ing  To  long  to  carry  into  Execution  the  projeded  Expe- 
dition againft  Mahe.  Notwithftanding  thefe  Difficulties^ 
however,  he  argued,  that,  as  the  Defence  of  their  Settle- 
ments abfolutely  required  that  tbey  Ihould  find  Means 
of  keeping  up  their  prefent  Force,  it>vvas  become  necef- 
fary  to  take  immediate  Meafures  for  that  Purpofe,  which 
could  only  be  efFeded  by  fecuring  fuch  Revenue  under 
their  own  Collection  as  might  be  nearly  anfvverable  to 
their  Expences.  With  this  View  he  propofed  the  Plane 
which  vviil  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  N*  135,  for  ob- 
taining a  determinate  Knowlfuge  of  Moodajee  Boofla's 
Refolutions,  to  which  they  Ibouid  pay  their  firft  Atten- 
tion, and  for  temporizing  in  the  mean  Time  with  Scia- 
dia  and  the  Maratta  Chiefs ;  while  Colonel  Goddard, 
with  the  Command  of  the  Forces  to  the  Northward, 
fhould  feize  upon  the  Share  of  the  rich  Diilridis  about 
\he  Mahe  and  the  Tappy  Rivers,  and  endeavour  to  eC. 
'Li  *  tabUtii 
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tablilh  an  Agreement  with  the  Guicawar  Brothers  under 
the  Guarantee  of  the  Company,  and  to  conciliate  the 
othei  Northern  Chiefs.  Nor  did  he  defpair  of  their  be-' 
ing  able,  with  the  remaining  Force  of  their  Garrifon,  to 
make  a  fuccefsful  Attempt  upon  Baflein  itfelf,  and  af- 
terwards efFeftually  to  thwart  the  French  Defigns,  by 
taking  fudden  Poffeffion  of  Choul.  Thefe  he  recom- 
mended as  preparatory  Steps  to  their  Defence  againft 
a  French  Invafion,  or  in  Furtherance  of  the  Plan  to  be 
conceited  with  Moodagee  Boofla;  ftating  the  Improba- 
bility of  any  material  Oppofition  to  their  Succefs,  and 
urging  the  Danger  of  their  Inadlion,  as  an  Argument 
againft  any  Objeftions,  which  might  be  made  to  their 
proceeding  without  frefh  Authority  and  Sanation  from 
the  Supreme  Council. 

Your  Committee  have  thus  taken  a  View  of  Pro- 
ceedings under  the  Government  of  Bombay,  and  pointed 
out  the  Refolutions  of  the  Seleft  Committee  in  Favour  of 
Ragoba,  the  IfTue  of  which  proved  fo  very  calamitous, 
as  by  his  Captivity  to  have  apparently  extinguifhed  his 
Caule,  and  by  the  Terms  of  the  Convention  to  have  re- 
duced the  Company's  Power  within  a  very  narrow  Line 
of  Deience  ;  but  it  has  alfo  been  (hewn,  that  the  Barrier 
of  the  Convention  was  immediately  pufhed  down,  almoft 
before  it  was  attempted  to  be  fet  up  ;  that  the  Fate  of 
Ragoba  was  confidered  only  as  a  perfonal  Lofs,  for 
vhich  the  Committee  firft  fought  a  Subftitute  in  Mada= 
]ee  Scindia,  and  afterwards  in  adopting  the  Governor- 
general  and  Council's  Plan  in  Favour  of  Moodaj^e 
Boofla;  and  that  the  Arrival  of  Colonel  Goddard,  with 
the  Bengal  Detachment  at  Surat,  revived  even  the  Hope 
of  acquiring  a  Territory  fuflicient  for  the  Expences  of  a 
Warjiwhich  the  decided  Enmity  of  Nanna,  and  the  un- 
doubted Projefts  of  the  Frerxh,  were  fuppofed  to  render 
abfolutely  unavoidable.  The  Plan,  v/hich  was  conceived 
by  the  Prefident,  for  making  the  War  a  Means  of  re- 
trieving their  Affairs,  has  been  alfo  laid  before  the 
Houfe,  and  it  has  appeared,  that  it  was  defigned  to  vvaic 
for  the  Opinion  and  DireClion  of  the  Superior  Council, 
before  every  Part  of  the  Plan  fhoijld  be  carried  into 
Execution. 

The  annexed  Papers,  to  which  we  defire  to  refer  the 
Houfe,  prefent  an  Account  of  the  general  State  of  the 
Revenues,  and  of  the  Military  Eftabliihmcnt  under  the 
Prefidency  of  Bombay,  at  the  Period  in  which  the  Pre- 
fident appears  to  have  formed  the  Plan  of  Mealures 
which  your  Committee  have  ibortly  e;<;piaiued.

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Your  Committee  will  now  return  to  a  Ccnfideration 
of  the  Meafures  which  the  Governor-general  and  Coun- 
cil may  be  found  to  have  adopted  in  this  Interim,  and 
will  endeavour  to  inveftigate  the  Motives  of  their  Con- 
duft,  particularly  in  Regard  to  the  Change  which  it 
has  appeared  was  made  in  the  Command  of  the  Ben« 
gal  Detachment,  and  to  the  Variety  of  their  Refolu*. 
tions  and  Direftions  for  the  Purpofe  of  completing  the 
intended  Connexion  with  the  Bersr  Raja.  And  we 
ftall  afterwards,  in  regular  Order,  attend  to  the  EfFeft 
which  the  News  of  the  unfortunate  Events  on  the 
Malabar  Coaft  had  upon  their  Councils  and  Proceed- 
ings. Your  Committee  will,  however,  in  the  firft 
Place,  defire  the  Houfe  to  recoiled  the  Account  givea 
in  the  former  Reports,  of  the  Situation  and  Manage- 
ment of  the  Company's  Affairs  in  other  Parts  at  this 
very  important  Period,  by  which  Means  they  will  be 
better  able  to  judge  of  the  Wifdom  and  Expediency 
of  the  Meafures  at  prefent  in  Queiljon,  as  confidered 
on  the  larger  Scale  of  Regard  to  the  general  Interell 
and  Welfare  of  the  Whole.  And  it  Ihould  not  be 
omitted  to  point  out  the  concluding  Part  of  the  Let- 
ter from  the  Seledl  Committee,  dated  27th  March,  to 
the  Secret  Committee  of  the  Court  of  Direftors,  as  it 
contains  material  Information  relative  to  the  Expedi- 
tion againfl:  Mahe,  and  the  Sufpicions  then  entertained, 
and  communicated  by  the  Government  of  Bombay,  of 
the  hoftile  Difpofition  of  Hyder  Ally  towards  the  Com- 
pany, and  of  his  open  Attachment  to  the  French. 

And  your  Commitree  find,  that  the  Seleft  Com- 
mittee of  Bombay,  in  the  Letter  juft  mentioned  of  the 
27th  March,  adverted  to  the  Slownefs  with  which  the 
Bengal  Detachment  had  at  fir!}  advanced,  and  to  the 
conlequent  Uncertainty  of  its  Arrival  on  the  Malabar 
Coall,  as  a  Reafon  in  Exculpation  of  iheir  own  Con- 
duct for  having  undertaken  the  Poona  Expedition»with* 
out  waiting  for  a  more  immediate  Co  operation  with 
it. 

It  has  been  Ihewn,  that,  on  the  Receipt  of  News  in 
June,  1778,  of  a  Rupture  with  France,  the  Prefident 
and  Council  had  written  to  Colonel  Leflie  in  Terms 
of  much  Anxiety  to  prefs  forward  his  Detachment; 
and  that,  on  the  21ft  of  July,  when  the  oelefl  Com- 
mittee came  to  their  firll  Rtrolution  of  undertaking  ef- 
feftuslly  the  Support  of  Ragoba,  they  had  again  ad- 
drefled  him  in  fimilar  Tjrms,  and  gave  him  particular 
Direftions  for  his  Route.  And  it  appears,  that  Colo- 
nel Leflie,  in  his  Letter  to  Bengal  of  zjih  of  July, 
acknowledged  the  Receipt  of  the  firll  Order,  and  de- 
clared his  Intention  of  immediately  obeying  it  in  the 
rvi  follow- 
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Ben.Sec  Conf.^°^^^w^"S  Words :  ♦•  You  may  depend  on  my  Qtrhfifl 
3iAiiguft,i778!"  Attention  to  the  Willies  exprefled  in  the  Prefidency 
'See/3fj>.  No.S/^t"  of  Bombay's  Letter,  in  ufing  all  Expedition  ;  and 
*«  every  Faculty  of  mine  (hall  be  exerted  to  efFeft  as 
*•  fpeedy  an  Advance  as  can  be  made  through  a  Traft 
**  of  Country  yet  but  little  known,  and  the  Delays  I 
*'  muft  expedt  to  encounter  at  this  Seafon  of  the  Year, 
«*  by  the  fuelling  of  the  many  Nullahs  and  Rivers 
**  which  the  Country  abound  with." 

But  your  Committee  find,  that  the  Supreme  Board 
were  not  fatisfied  with  his  Icng  Delay  at  Chatterpore, 
Appendix,  136.  ^"<i  wrote  a  Letter  to  him  on  31ft  of  Auguft,  requiring 
him  to  ftate  the  Caufe  of  his  Continuance  there,  and 
ordered  him  to  purfue  his  March  to  Eerar  with  all  con- 
venient Expedition,  agreeable  to  their  Commands. 
Ben.Sec.Conf.  That,  on  the  2d  of  September,  1778,  the  Governor- 
a  Sept.  17*78.  general  laid  before  the  Board  fome  Letters  from  Colo- 
Appendix,  137.  nel  Lfflie;  by  which  it  appeared,  that  he  was  fliil 
at  Chatterpore  on  the  I4tb  of  Auguft,  and  was  en- 
gaged in  Negotiations  with  the  Rajahs  of  the  Bundle- 
cund  Country;  but  he  thought  no  Difadvantage  or 
Delay  had  attended  his  Halt  there,  from  which  how- 
ever he  refolved  immediately  to  purfue  his  March  by 
Way  of  Rajigur  ;  and  we  perceive,  that  the  Gover- 
nor-general expiefftd  his  own  Confidence,  and  hoped 
the  Board  would  be  fatished,  "  that  no  Confideration 
would  have  induced  Colonel  Leflie  to  enter  into  En- 
*•  gagements  of  a  Nature  to  retard  his  Picgrefs,  or 
*'  to  divert  the  Services  of  the  Troops  under  his 
*'  Command  a  Moment  from  their  deftined  Courfe  or 
*'  prefcribed  Ojefls." — Tlie  farther  Difcuffion  of  this 
Subjeft,  in  Minutes  between  the  Governcr-geneal  and 
Appendix,  138.  Mr.  Francis,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  N"  138; 
by  which  it  appears,  that  the  Governor-general  ac- 
knowledged, that,  if  Colonel  Leflie  had  relayed  his 
March  in  Order  to  interfere  in  any  unneceiTary  Nego- 
tiations with  the  Coontiy  Chiefs,  he  would  be  un- 
worthy of  any  farther  Truft  ;  and  he  repeated  his  Ob- 
fervations,  that  the  Colonel  ought  not  to  have  been 
retarded  by  the  Rains,  as  that  Seafon  was  certainly 
the  moft  favourable  for  the  Piofecution  of  his  March.

-  Kane  j  that  he  had  previoufly  received  Advice  from 
Mr.  Lev/is  at  Poona,  not  to  put  too  much  Confidence 
Jtt  Madajee  iJcindia's  Pafl'port,  as  he  was  the  moft  de- 
ceitful of  all  the  Maratta  Chiefs  ;  that,  on  the  Z2d  of 
Auguft,  he  received  the  Orders  from  the  Seledl  Com- 
mittee of  Eonibay,  to  march,   by  Wcy  of  Bcrampore 

and 
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and  juneer,  through  the  Buglana  Country,  inftead  of 
his    former  DelUnation   to   Surat  or  Broach  ;  that,  on 
the   4th    of  September,  he  wrote  from  Ps.ajigur  to  the     Ben  Sec  Conf 
Governor-general   and    Council,  afluiing  them  that  he  rO£l.'

Expedition  might  be  defeated,  while  he  delayed  his 
March  to  make  Treaties  with  the  Princes  of  the  Coun- 
try ;  and  he  therefore  moved  for  an  Enquiry  upon  that 
Sobjed.  And  we  perceive,  that  the  Governor  gene- 
ral was  alfo  difpofed  to  condemn  his  Condud,  remark* 
jng  on  the  llovy  Advance  of  120  Miles  in  the  Space 
pt  4  Months,  and  at  an  Expence  of  12,00,000  Rupees"; 
but,  wifhing  not  to  enter  precipitately  into  a  Meafure 
of  fuch  Importance,  he  recommended  a  Delay  till  they 
ihould  be  furniihed  with  every  proper  Material,  and 
be  able  to  form  their  Refolutions  upon  dired  Proof 
of  Mifcondud.  Tke  Board  appear  to  have  acquiefced 
in  his  Reafoning, 

But    your  Committee    find,  that  the  Board  at   this     Ken. Sec  Conf. 
Time   received   Information  of  the  Death   of  Mr.  El-  5  oa.  1778. 
liot,  which  Event  appears  to  have  been  regretted  as  a  Appenjijx»  143. 
heavy   Misfortune,    and   efpecially  in   Relped    to    the 
EmbaiT/   with  which  he  was  charged,  as  on  his  per- 
fonal  Qualiflcat^o^ls  the  Confidence  of  the  Government 
was  particularly  repofed.      And  we  obferve,  that  the 
Governor-general  immediately  propofed,  that  a  Perfon        ^' 143' 
fhould    be    appointed   to  repair    to  the    Court   of  the 
Rajah  of  Berar,  and  furniihed  with  the  fame   Inftruc- 
tions  as   were   delivered  to  Mr.  Elliot,  for  concluding 
a  Treaty  with  that  Government;  but,  on  Account  of 
Mr»  Barvvell's  Abfence,  he  defired  to  fufpcnd  for  a  Day

And  iiapp  Hrs  to  your  Committee,  that,  at  the  next 
Meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Governor- general  declared, 
that,  having  more  thorough!-,  confidered  the  Subje£l  of 
the  propofed  Commiflion,  he  was  induced,  for  many 
Reafons  which  he  then  afligned,  (particularly  from  the 
Hope  of  receiving  Advances  from  Moodajee  Boofla 
himfelf,)  to  requeft  the  PermifSon  of  the  Board  to 
withdraw  his  Motion  ;  which  was  accordingly  agreed 
to  :  Bat  a  confiderable  Debate  arofe,  as  will  be  feen 
in  the  Appendix,  N"  144,  about  the  Declaration 
of  their  future  Views  in  the  farther  Advance  of 
the  Detachment,  either  for  the  Purpofe  of  Alliance 
with  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  or  of  promoting  the  Defigns 
of  the  Council  of  Bombay  for  the  Reinftatement  of 
Ragoba  ;  which,  however,  they  all  believed  to  be  a 
Projeft  now  entirely  relinquilhed  by  that  Prefidency.

But  you!  Committee  find.  That  the  Account  of  this     Sec.  Conf.  19

tember, but  not  figned  by  him,  as  he  had  been  pre- 
vented by  an  Attack  of  a  Fever,  which,  in  a  few  Days 
after,   put  an  End  to  his  Life.

Malab-ir  Coalf,   as    loon   as    the  Eritifh  Troops    fhould  to  the  Court  of 
be  defeated  before  Pondicherry.     It  appears,  hov/ever,  D'fcft'rs. 
alfo,  by  theie  Accounts,  that   Hyder   Ally  was  likely  ^PP«="''"''  ^54. 
to  draw  off*  chief  P^rt  of  the  Maratta  Troops  to  op- 
pofe  him  in  the  Camatic. 

Your  Committee    have  indeed   found   Letters,  how-  N<'8i,82,8i,?4 
ever,  from  the  "ethwa  and  the  Minilkrs,  immediately  86,  87,  88,  S9, 
addrefTed   to  tne    Bengal    Government,    which   convey  ^^"'  ^^^'  P'-'rf* 
unquellionable    Proof  of  their   Uneaiinefs  and  Relent-  y°"'  |^"^'"=<* 
meat,   charging   the    Bombay    Prefideucy   with   having  Appendix   icc, 
purpofely  thwarted   every  Plan  of  Reconciliation,    and 
complaining  of   thj  Superior  Council  for  fuifering  it, 
and  fending  a  Detachment  of  Troops  to  their  iJupport. 

The  following  Paragraph  concludes  one  of  thefe 
Letters:  "  From  the  Commencement  of  the  Autho-

general, 
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general,   that  the  Rajah   waited   impatiently  for  the 
Arrival  of  a  Succeflbr  to  Mr.  Elliot. 
Ben.Sec.Conf.       ^"'^  ''    appears  to  your  Committee,  that  the  Go- 
7  Dec.  1778.  '  vernor- general  turning  his  principal  Attention  to  that 
Appendix,  157.  Quarter,  and  conceiving  the  original  Plan,  upon  which 
Afliftance  was  deftined  to  Bombay,  to  have  been  de- 
feated by  the  Second   Revolution  at  Poona,  now  pro- 
pofed,  that  the  Detachment  fhonld  no  longer  aft  un- 
der  the  Orders   of  that    Prefidency,    left    they  might 
eventually  counteraft  the  Ends  of  the  Negotiation  lately 
given  in   Charge  to  Colonel  Goddard;  And  he  iub- 
mitted,  to  the  Board,  Drafts  of  Letters  to  Bombay  and 
to  Colonel  Goddard,  fignifying  their  Revocation  of  the

his  March,  he  betrayed  Symptoms  of  Alarm  from  the 
approaching  Parties  of  the  Marafta  Troops  and  thofe 
of  the  Decan  ;  which,  he  obferved,  had  been  by  Colo- 
nel Leflie's  unneceflary  Delays  fuftered  to  coUeft  them- 
felves  at  the  Pafles  ;  and  he  refolved  himftlf  to  wait  for 
frefti  Advices  from  Calcutta,  in  Anfwer  to  his  Letters, 
before  he  would  enter  into  any  Overtures  of  Nego- 
liation  ;  recommending  it  alfo  to  Colonel  Goddard  to 
halt  upon  the  Banks  of  the  Nurbuddar  in  the  like 
Expeftation,  and,  in  the  mean  Time,  feek  to  conci- 
liate the  Difpofition  of  the  Pefhwa,  by  written  AfTu- 
xances,  which  he  would  forward  with  an  Addrefs  from 
himfelf,  of  the  pacific  Purpofes  of  the  Expedition. 
Attention  will  certainly  be  given  to  the  entire  Contents 
of  this  Letter,  which  is  placed  in  the  Appendix  159,  Appendix,  i6l» 
and,  by  that  Means  it  may  be  judged,  how  far  Mr.

The  Negative,  given  by  the  Governor-general  and 
Mr.  Harwell,  were  accompanied  with  Reafons,  which 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  N°  161,  and  which 
turned  chiefly  upon  the  Impropriety  of  the  DifcufTion, 
till  they  could  receive  the  Comment  of  Colonel  God- 
dard upon  the  Subjeft,  and  the  leading  Circumftances 
to  it ;  the  Governor-general,  however,  ieeming  to  al- 
low that  there  might  be  Danger  in  the  March  of  the 
Detachment,  if  unfupported  by  the  Berar  Forces;  and 
that,  indeed,  there  would  not  otherwife  be  an  ai^e- 
quate  Objeft  to  warrant  fuch  a  Rifque.  It  may  be 
proper  here  to  remark,  that,  in  a  Letter  to  Moodajee,  .  pendix  16 
dated  29th  December,  the  Governor-general  exhorted  '       * 

him  to  be  fteady  in  his  Fiiendfhip  and  Difpofition  to 
firm  Alliance  with  the  Company  ;  and  ieemed  to  think 
it  ueceflary  to  prefs  upon  him,  for  that  Purpofe,  the 
Force  of  his  own  Expreffions,  which  he  had  ufed  im- 
mediately upon  Mr.  Elliot's  Death,  and  which  his  later 
Language  appeared  to  contradift. 

And  it  appears,  that,  a  few  Days  after  the  Debate    Ben.  Sec.Conf. 
abeve-meniioned,  the  Governor-general  lecommended  aS  Dec-  1778. 

N  ,  it  Appendix,  163, 
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It  to  the  Board,  that,  in  Confideration  of  the  probable 
Diminution   which   the  Detachment   mufl:  have  falFered 
in   its   Strength,  from   the   unexpeded  and  unnecefiary 
Delays  before   the  Death   of  Colonel  Leflie,  and,  be- 
cause of  the  like  Contingencies  which  would  naturally 
increafe  with   the   Length  of  the   March,  they  {hould 
provide  a  proper  Reinforcement ;  and,  for   that  Pur- 
pofe,    fhould    detach,    under  the    Command  of  Major 
Camac,  an  additional  Corps,  confining  of  2  Battalions 
of  Sepoys,  amounting    to    1,632   Men,    which    might 
proceed  immediately,  without  their  Artillery,  to  the  Ex- 
tremity of  the  Weltern    Frontier,  and    there  wait   the 
Diredtions  of  Colonel  Goddard,  either  to  form  a  Junc- 
tion   with   the   chief  Detachment,  or  to   preferve  the 
Communication  with  the  Provinces.

Corr.  d  it,  in  which  the  Governor-general  communicated  the 
30  Dec.  1773.     Refolution  of  fending  the  Reinforcement,  and  afligned, 
as  a  Motive  for  fo  doing,  that  it  might  obviate  every 
poffible  Inconvenience  apprehended  by  the  Maha  Raja 
in  the  Profecution  of  the  March  of  their  joint  Troops. 
Jan.  7,  J779.       Your  Committee  find,  by  feveral  Letters  (roni  Colo- 
Ben.  Sec.  Com.    pel  Goddard,  that  he  had   fuccefsfully  prefTed  forward 
Appendix,  164.  j^j^    March  to  the  Banks  of  the  Nerbuddar,  and  crolfed 
that  River  in  the  Beginning  of  December,  which  being 
fooner  than  he  was  expedted  by  the  Agents  from  Berar, 
he  propoftd   halting   there  for  fome  Days,  as  well  to 
wait  the  Receipt  of  Advices  from  the  Raja  as  to  refre'h 
his  Troops.     It  appears,  that   his   Progrefs  had   be«a 
frequently  interrupted  by  the    harrafling  Attacks   from 
the    i  roops   of  Ballajee,  and  other  Chiefs  in  the  In- 
.  teieft  of  the  adlual  Adminiltration  at  Poona,  who  had 
alfo   threatened  Vengeance  to  the   Nawal  of  Bhopai, 
for  afting  in    Contradiction   to   the  Pefhvva's  Orders  of 
preventing,  if  pofiibie,  the  March  of  the  Detachment 
acrofs  the  Nerbuddar.

Elliot  ;  and  that  rhe  Negotiation  muft  be  fufpended  till 
another  Opportunity,  and  a  farther  Knowledt;e  of  the 
Sentiments  of  the  Governor-general,  fie  declared  it  to 
have  been  the  Obje^l  of  his  own  Views  to  have  re- 
moved, if  poflible,  the  mutual  Sufpicions  and  Appre- 
henlions  of  the  Englifh  on  the  one  Part,  lell  the  French 
were  to  be  afTifled  by  the  Poona  Government  in  Hoft  lities

Intention  of  giving  Support  to  Ragonaut  Row,  thofe 
Jealoufies  Hill  remained  ;  and  he  adde  1,  that,  in  Order 
to  put  an  End  to  them,  he  had  wriiten  to  Colonel  God- 
dard to  remain  in  a  Station  near  Huffangabad,  till  frefii 
Advices  a:.d  Information  fhould  be  received  fr  jm  Cal- 
cutta, and  from  the  Poena  Durbar.  No  Progrefs,  he 
forefaw,  could  be  made  through  the  Territories  of  the 
Pefhwa  without  fight'ng,  and  a  Juidtion  ofaBodyof 
his  Forces  with  thofe  under  Colonel  Goddard  would 
avail  Nothing  in  the  Face  of  fuch  large  Armies  of  the 
Marattas,  but  would  only  .involve  himfelf  in  the  greatelt 
Lofles.  In  the  Conclufion  of  his  Letter,  iVloodajee 
thus  exprefies  himfelf:  "  As  he  (th  tfhwa)  pleads 
*•  a  Prohibition  in  the  Treaty  to  the  viarch  of  Forces 
*'  over-land,  and  likewife  complains  refpeifting  the 
•'  Money  that  Colonel  Leflie  colledled  in  his  Terri- 
**  torics,    what  Anfwer  can  be  made  thereto  ? 

"  As  the  Times  require  that  a  Conciliation  take 
'*  Place  with  the  Pooiia  Mini'.ters,  you  will  confider 
"  and  Je^crmine  what  Reply  (hall  be  given  to  tiiefe 
*'  Two  Points,  of  which  they  complain,  and  by  what 
*'  Means  they  may  be  fatisiied,  and 'communicate  your 
•'  Relolution  to  mt,  that  I  may  write  conformable 
'^  thereto,  and  remove  all  Doubts."

Majority  had   hitherto  purfued,  he    took    Occafion   to 
advert  to  Mr.  Francis's  Minute,  with  fome  Degree  of 
Indignation  at  his  Advice,  about   the  {a.fe  Retreat  of

to  be  obferved,  that  Mr.  Barwell  fufFered  himfelf  to  be

ving  that,  in  the  prefent  Situation  of  Affairs  in  the  De- 
can,  that  Court  found  Excufes  for  Delay  by  which  they 
were  determined  to  be  influenced.     And,  though  he  was 
convinced   that  they   did  not  mean  to  give  up  the  Ad- 
vancement of  their  own  Schemes  hereafter  in    Concert

Your  Committee  find,  that,  a  few  Days  after  the  Re-    Ben.  Sec.  Conf, 
ceipt  of  thefe   Advices,   the  Governor-general  delivered  4  Feb.  1779. 
in  a  very  long  Minute,  in  which  he  examined  the  Con-  Appendix,  171. 
duft  of  the  Bomb  iv  Committee,  with  a  Reference  to  the 
Inftruttioni   tney  had  received  from  the  Superior  Coun- 
cil, and  to    u'ic  fiibfcquent  Circumftances  under  which 
they   had   at  iait   refolved   upon   ti;e  Execution  of  their 
Plan  ;  and,  though  he  feemed  to  think  them   warranted 
by  the  Leti.-r  oi  their  Inftruftions,  he  was  not  inclined 
to  hold  their,  free  from  Blame,  in   that,  after  fo  long  a 
Pelay  of  proceeding  to  Aftion,  and  fuch  entire  Negleft 
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of  timely  Notification,  they  had  not  continued  to  wait 
for  the  Refult  of  the  depending  Meafures  which  the  fu^ 
periorGcvernment  had  relolved  to  purfue  as  an  Indemni- 
fication forthefuppofed  Difappointment  in  accomplifhing 
their  original  Plan.  In  Regard  to  a  Remedy  for  this 
Confufion  of  Meafures,  he  prefumed  it  to  be  clearly 
within  their  Power;  that  their  Duty  required  them  to  ap- 
ply it;  that  their  own  Plan  having  been  rendered  imprac- 
ticable by  that  which  the  Bombay  Committee  had  refumed, 
they  could  find  noOption  left,  but  muftgive  the  latter  the 
Aid  that  could  be  eiFeftually  beftowed  on  it;  in  doing 
which,  they  fhould  llill  however  have  Regard  to  the  Supe- 
riority and  Indemnification  of  their  Government,  by  afTer- 
tingthe  Independency  of  the  Command  given  to  Colonel 
God-iard,  and  by  fccuring  a  Provifion  for  the  Reimburfe- 
Ben.Sec.Conf.  ment  of  their  Expences. — The  feveral  Propofitions,  into 
S  and  15  Feb.  which  the  Govemor-general  then  reduced  and  arranged  the

for  other  Purpofes  :  That  the  Defign  of  the  Firft  had  ex-  See  tfie  prwe- 
illed  ever  fince  the  Year  1773,  and  that  a  fair  Opportu-  dingRcporc 
rity  prefented  itfelf  of  aceompliihing  it,  when  the  Pre- 
fidency  of  Bombay  called  their  Attention  to  another  Ob- 
jcd.  He  fought  however  to  reconcile  theoffenfive  Plan 
in  Favour  of  Moodajee,  with  the  Steps  taken  in  fupport 
of  Ragoba,  by  the  following  Obfervatioiis :  "  The  pro-

goba's   Friends  in  declaring   themfelves  in   his  Favour  ;  ^'^''^*'.^' 
that  they    (the  Preiident  and  leled  Committee)  had,  in     ^^"^  '^'       ' 
thefe  Circumftances,  notwitKllanding  the  Receipt  of  the 
Governor-general  and  Council's  Letter  of  the  23d  of^o- 
vember,  ventured  to  prefs  and  enjoin  Colonel  Godcferd 
(to    whom    they   had  fent  a  Copy  of  their  Treaty  with 
Ragonaut  Row)  to  march  diredly   to  Poona,  without  a 
Moment's  Lofs  of  Time,  as  they  thought  the  Aid  of  his 
Detachment,  on  which  they  lad  always  dependvd,  was 
neceiTary  to  ecfiire  Succefs.

•'  cember,  J778  ;  and  alfo  of  one  I  wrote  them  with  the 
*'  Intelligence  received  from  Poona.  Had  they  purfued 
*'  my  Plan,  the  Affairs  there  had  been  well  fettled. 
*'  Will  you,  my  Friend,  who  are  endowed  with  Wif- 
*'  dom,  even  now  take  fuch  Meafures  as  (hall  be  moft 
No''76.  *' advifeable  ?"  —  And  it  is  farther  obfervable,  that,  in 
a  Paper  containing  the  like  Intelligence  from  the  Dur- 
bar of  the  Nabob  Nizam  ul  Dowlah,  it  is  mentioned, 
that,  when  his  Highnefs  received  from  the  Maratca 
Vackeelan  Account  of  this  Event,  he  faid  to  him,  "  It 
*'  is  well ;  the  Right  has  prevailed,  in  that  your  Ene- 
"  mies  have  of  their  own  Accord  delivered  themfelveg 
**  into  your  Hands.  But  the  Naig  has  reduced  the  Fort 
"  of  Cbittledurk  to  great  Extremity.  If  you  now  take 
*'  Meafures  to  raife  the  Siege,  it  is  well ;  otherwife 
*'  you  will  lofe  it  in  a  Month  or  two.  From  the  Pof- 
<*  feffion  of  the  fingle  Fort  of  Cottee,  the  Naig  made 
*'  himfelffo  powerful,  fhould  he  be  fuffered  to  reduce 
*•  the  Fort  of  Chittledurk,  it  will  be  attended  with  the

Appendix,  177.  Vour  Committee  find,  that  the  Governor-general  did 
25Feb,i77g.  notthink  it  advifeable,  upon  this  Occafion,  to  propofe 
any  immediate  Meafure,  till  Accounts  fhould  be  received 
from  Colonel  Goddard  of  his  Movements  upon  being 
informed  of  the  Calamity  in  Queltion.  But  we  perceive 
that  Mr.  Francis  fuggefted  the  Expediency  of  providing 
againftany  confequential  Danger  upon  the  weftern  Fron- 
tiers, by  fending  Orders  to  General  Stibbert  to  be  upon 
his  Guard.  This  Propofition  appears  to  have  caufed  a 
Debate,  the  Particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Apoendix,  N"  177;  and  we  fhall  only  here  remark, 
thwnlt  turned  in  great  meafure  upon  the  probable  Effedl 
which  this  Event  migbthave  upon  the  neighbouring  Coun- 
try Powers,  and  upon  the  neceffary  Precautions  to  be  ta- 
ken againfl  their  Defigns,  and  efpecially  of  thofe  of  Nad- 
jifCa\».n,  who  was  reported  to  have  entered  into  a  Trea- 
ty with  the  Marattas ;  which  however  did  not  feem  to  be 
allowed  in  its  full  Extent  by  all  theMembersof  theBoard; 
though  the  Governor-general  declared,  that  he  did  not 
mean  tohold  forthNudjifCawnastheFriendoftheBcngal 
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Government,  as  he  confidered  all  the  Powers  around 
them  to  be  their  Friends  or  Enemies  merely  as  their  Ih- 
terefts  impelled  them. —  It  appears  that  the  Refolutions

'*  Inclofed  we  have  the  Honour  of  tranfmittlng  to  OatedyFeb  1770 
*•  you  a  Paper  of  Intelligence  received  by  the  Nabob 
*•  trom  his  Agent  at  Poona.  Its  Authenticity  is  too 
**  ftrongly  marked  to  leave  any  Doubts  on  our  Minds 
*'  concerning  the  Particulars  ;  and  we  have  now  only 
**  to  hope,  that  the  EfFe£l  of  fo  confKierabie  a  Check 
**  on  the  Progrefs  of  the  Company's  Arms  may  not  cre- 
"  ate  fome  immediate  Attempts  t  >  difturb  our  Pofleffions 
*•  on  this  Side  of  India,  or  to  frullrate  the  Expectations

"  of  our  Arms  againlt  Pondicherry  probably  determined 
'•  him  to  perfevere  in  the  Line  of  Neutrality  he  had  a- 
*'  dopted;  and  we  have  every  Reafon  to  think  we  might 
*•  have  purfued  our  Operations,  to  the  Point  at  Vv'hich 
"  we  aimed,  without  any  Mclefta'.ion  whatever  from 
O  •'  him, 
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■*  hioj,  had  not  the  Misfortune  of  the  Bombay  Troops 
**  caufed  fo  material  a  Change  in  the  Face  of  Affairs. 
**  Hyder,  now  perceiving  fo  glaring  an  Infiance 
**  of  Weaknefs  and  Difgrace,  may  be  encouraged  o- 
*♦  penly  to  refill  our  propofed  Attempt  on  Mahe,  which 
**  he  confiders  in  fome  Sort  as  under  his  Proteftion. 
SeeAfptttiix  Nt,  **  ^"^  Rcfpeft  to  the  Nizam,  his  avowed  Attach- 
74.  '    *  **  "•*"*  ^°  ^^^  Poona  Minifters,  and  the  Warmth  with 

**  which  he  remonilrated  to  your  Board,  and  to  this  Go- 
**  vernment,  againft  the  Defigns  which  he  underflood 
**  had  been  formed  in  Favour  of  Ragonaut  Row,  fuffi- 
*•  ciently  Ihew  how  he  mull  have  received  the  News 
*'  of  our  Difafter,  and  how  materially  this  Misfortune 
*'  will  contribute  to  ftrengthen  the  Inclinations  he  will 
'*  naturally  have  received  to  our  Prejudice. 

*♦  The  Difpofitions  of  the  Pefliwa  and  the  Minifters 
**  at  Poona  upon  this  Event  may  be  ealily  conceived. 
♦*  The  Effedls  of  this  Refentment  may  be  fufpended  for 
*•  a  Time,  but  we  can  never  fuppofe  they  will  reft  fatis- 
*«  fied  with  the  Advantage  they  have  acquired  ;  much 
**  lefs  can  we  expeft  they  will  unite  in  Friendlhip  or  in 
**  Mcafures.with  thofe  who  have  attempted  fuch  dange- 
«•  rous  Defigns  agaiiill  them. 

**  Thus,  by  one  ill-timed  and  unfortunate  Enter- 
i'  prize,  the  Reputationof  our  Arms  isfullied,  and  the 
**  Friendftiip  of  the  principal  Indian  States  hazarded  or 
**  loft  for  ever,  and  that  too  at  a  Period  when  we  are 
**  engaged  in  a  War  which  calls  for  the  Exertion  of  all 
**  our  Force,  i-.A  the  Good-will  of  every  State  in  Al- 
*'  liance  with  us. 

"  In  the  IWidft  of  thefe  unpleafing  Refledlions,  we 
**  feel  no  fmall  Degree  of  Satisfaftion  at  the  fuccefsful 
*'  Meafures  which  have  been  purfued  againft  the  French. 
*'  By  removing  them  from  our  Neighbourhood,  we  arc 
*•  at  Liberty  to  adl  with  much  greater  Spirit  and  Se- 
**  curiiy  ;  and,  we  yet  flatter  ourlielves,  that  it  is  within 
*•  the  I'ov^er  of  the  Two  Prefidencies  of  Bengal  and 
"  Madras,  by  prudent  and  vigorous  Meafures,  to  re- 
"  pair  the  Mifchiefs  that  have  been  occafioned  by  the 
•*  Miicarriiige  of  the  Borcbay  Troops,  to  wipe  away 
*'  the  Diicredit  that  has  fallen  on  the  Company's 
*'  Armf ,  and  to  keep  in  Awe  thofe  Powers  who  may 
*'  be  difpofed  to  take  Advantage  of  our  ill  Succefs  on 
*.*  that  Side  of  India. 

•*  On  Receipt  of  Intelligence  from  Poona,  it  be- 
**  came  a  Queilion  with  us,  whether  it  would  be  fafe 
**  or  prudent  to  purfue  the  Expedition  we  had  fet  on 
*.'  Foot  ;againft  Mahe.  We  faw  the  additional  Rifk  to 
•*  which  it  was  expofed,  and  the  Inconvenience  of 
*.*  fending  fuch  a  Body  of  Troops   at  this  Tinie  out 

"'  of 
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"  of  the  Carnatic  ;  but  we  perceived  alfo  the  parti- 
•*  cular  Advantage  that  would  refult  from  the  fuccefs- 
**  ful  Execution  of  our  Meafures.  We  faw  that  this 
"  was  the  only  Opportunity  that  might  offer  for  re- 
•*  moving  the  difadvantageous  Impreflions,  which  have 
"  been  occafioned  every  where  by  the  late  Defeat; 
*'  that  the  Appearance  of  Diffidence  or  Timidity  on 
"  this  Occalion  would  flrengthen  and  confirm  thefe 
**  Impreffions,  and  probably  operate  more  to  our  Pre- 
**  judice  than  any  Failure  that  could  happen  fromi 
**  the  Profecutlon  of  the  Enterprize ;  and  laftly,  that 
**  the  withdrawing  our  Troops  will  be  inevitably  fol- 
*'  lowed  by  the  Capture  of  Tellicherry,  which,  though 
•*  perhaps  not  important  in  itfelf,  would,  in  the  Eyes 
*'  of  the  Country  Powers,  be  confidcred  as  a  Viftory" 
*.'  of  no  fmall  Confequence  to  the  French,  and  perhaps 
**  induce  thofe,  who  are  now  wavering  to  declare  openly 
*'  in  their  Favour.  Upon  the  Whole,  our  Conclufioni 
**  was,  that  the  Expedition  fliould  be  profecuted  j  and 
**  we  came  to  that  Refolution  accordingly. 

«*  We  have  fome  Hopes  that  Hyder  Ally,  who  fe- 
•*  cretly  favoured  and  wilhed  well  to  the  Caule  of  Ra- 
**  gonaut  Row,  feeing  the  Danger  to  which  he  may  be 
**  expofed  from  the  Refentment  of  the  Maratta  State, 
*'  will  be  glad  to  avail  himfelf  of  our  Support ;  in  that 
**  Cafe,  we  may  be  able  to  detach  him  entirely  from' 
«*  the  Interefts  of  the  French,  and  render  him  a  moft 
"  ufeful  Ally  to  us.  Indeed  we  are  fo  convinced  of 
**  the  good  Policy  of  uniting  clofely  with  Hyder  in  a 
•*'  defenfive  Alliance,  that  we  fhall  embrace  every  Op- 
**  portunity  to  effeft  it.  We  have  lately  appointed  one 
**  of  the  Company's  Servants  to  proceed  to  his  Durbar, 
"  and  have  written  to  him  for  the  necelTary  PafTports, 
**  which  we  expeft  daily. 

**  Your  Northern  Circars  lay  fo  open  to  Invafion 
'*  from  the  Dominion  of  Nizam  Ally,  and,  as  there  is 
*'  but  too  much  Reafon  to  doubt  the  Sincerity  of  his 
*«  Friendfhip  for  the  Company,  we  think  it  highly  ex- 
*•  pedient  at  this  Junflure  to  have  the  beft  Intelligence 
*'  of  his  Defigns,  and  to  be  timely  informed  of  any 
**  Motions  he  may  make  towards  thefe  Provinces, 
**  For  this  Purpofe,  as  well  as  to  fettle  every  Thing 
♦•  that  may  be  necelTary  for  obtaining  the  Guntoor 
**  Circar  for  the  Company,  and  procuring  the  Dif- 
**  miflion  of  the  French  from  the  Service  of  Bazalet 
**  Jung,  we  have  appointed  one  of  the  Company's  Ser- 
**  vants  to  proceed  to  the  Court  of  Nizam  Ally  in 
*<  Quality  of  Refident;  he  will  havelnftruAions  to  cor« 
•*  refpond  with  your  Board,  and  to  communicate  every 
**  Informatioo  you  may  require  from  that  Quarter. 

O  2  •*  The 
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**  The  Northern  Circars  being  too  extenfive  to  be 
**  properly  defended  by  the  ordinary  Force  maintained 
**  there,  and  the  Proteftion  of  the  Carnatic  and  Tan- 
**  jore  requiring  all  the  Troops  that  are  ftationed  for 
**  their  Security,  we  are  apprehenfive,  were  any  fud- 
*'  den  Attack  made  upon  our  Poffeflions  to  the  North- 
**  ward  at  this  Junfture,  (while  we  have  fo  large  a 
*•  Detachment  employed  in  the  Expedition  to  Mahe,) 
*•  we  might  not  be  able  to  colleft  a  fuflicient  Force  in 
*'  Time  to  repel  it.  Confidering  the  Value  and  Im- 
•*  portance  of  thofe  Pofleffions  to  the  Company,  we 
*'  think  it  our  Duty  to  attend  particularly  to  their 
*•  Safety  ;  and,  with  that  View,  we  beg  Leave  to  com- 
*'  municate  a  Thought  which  has  occurred  to  us,  and 
*'  which  may  poflibly  be  improved  by  you  to  fome 
5*  ufeful  Purpofe. 

**  We  undeiftand  that  Colonel  Goddard's  Detach- 
*'  ment,  by  the  lafl  Advices,  was  lituated  near  the 
*'  Confines  of  the  Berar  Province  ;  fhould  it  be  found 
**  neceffary  to  withdraw  that  Detachment  from  the 
*'  Objedl,  to  which  it  was  deftined,  we  would  propofe 
*'  to  your  Confideration,  whether  it  would  not  be  an 
**  eligible  Meafure  to  march  it  towards  the  Coaft  of 
**  Oriffa,  fomewhere  about  the  Chicacole  Circar.  How 
•*  far  it  might  be  prafticable  to  dircft  the  Progrefs

*'  felTions  there;  and  we  think  it  poflible  too,  that,  by 
Fort  St.  George,  **  marching  your  Troops  towards  the  Coatt,  they  might

^*  any  other  Route."

He  appears  alfo  to 

Appendix  iSo.  ^^^^  ^^^'"   ^"   great  Diilrel's   for  a  Supply  of  Treafure, 

and  the  Governor-gener.^l  thereupon  made  a  Motion  to 

fupply  hira  >vii;.h  .Six  L&cks  of  Rupees,  which  the  Board 

appealed 
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appeared  wilHne:  to  agree  to,  though  fome  of  the 
Members  exprefTed  great  D'jubts  about  the  Means  of 
tranfporting  them  to  him:  It  was,  however,  refolved, 
that  fuch  a  Remittanre  fhould  be  made,  and  Bills  ob- 
tained for  that  Purpofeon  the  molt  advantageous  Terms. 
.And  we  perceive,  that  the  Governor-general  followed  n"  iSo. 
this  with  another  Motion,  upon  the  Subjeft  of  efta- 
blifhing  a  Mode  of  Defence  for  the  Countries  imme- 
diately dependent  upon  their  Government,  and,  with 
this  View,  fubmitted  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Board, 
**  the  Expediency  of  ordering  General  Stibbert,  to  caufe 
*•  the  Firft  Brigade  to  crofs  the  Jumna,  and  to  encamp 
**  in  the  moft  convenient  Station  in  the  Neighbour- 
**  hood  of  Allahabad,  and  of  the  high  Road  leading 
*•  from  thence  to  Berar,  and  to  the  Southern  Parts  of 
"  Hindoftan." 

The  ConTideration  of  this  Propofal  appears  to  have  Ben.Sec.Conf. 
been  deferred  till  the  next  Day,  at  the  Defire  of  Mr.  adMarch,  1779, 
Francis,  at  which  Time  the  Governor-general  renewed  ^PP*"'*'**  >8i« 
his  Propofal,  with  this  Alteration,  that  he  now  recom- 
mended an  Encampment  on  the  Bengal  Side  of  the 
Jumna,  in  a  Station  the  moft  convenient  for  pafling 
that  River  ;  affigning,  among  others,  the  following 
Reafon  :  *'  As  we  may  hope  ibon  to  be  aided  by  the 
"  Prefence  of  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  I  (hall  be  better  pleafed 
"  to  wait  his  Arrival,  than  to  propofe  any  decided 
**  Operations  for  which  there  is  not  any  very  urgent 
**  Caufe."  And  it  appears,  that  a  Letter  was  agreed 
to  be  written  to  General  Stibbert,  in  the  Terms  of  this 
correded  Motion,  though  we  find  recorded  on  the  fame 
Confultation,  and  have  placed  in  the  fame  Appendix, 
N"  i3i,  a  joint  Minute  of  Mefirs.  Francis  and  VVheler, 
containing  their  Reafons  for  refufing  their  Allent  to  tha 
original  Propofition. 

i\nd  your  Committee  find,  that  Mr.  Francis  thought  «  „,.  „ 
It  proper  to  oirer  lome  Remarks  on  Colonel  Goddard's 
probable  Situation,  and  to  fubmit  a  Propofal  relative  to 
his  future  Deliination,  as  the  Governor-general  had 
nor,  in  Confequence  of  the  late  Intelligence,  recom- 
mended any  Orders  or  conditional  Inftrui^ions  to  be 
fent  to  him.     The  Motion  was  as  follows  : 

"  That,  if  at  the  Time  when  Colonel  Goddard 
'*  fhall  receive  the  prefent  Orders,  he  fhall  not  have 
*•  arrived  at  Sural,  Broach,  or  Bombay,  or,  if  he  (hall 
"  have  been  obliged  to  halt  at  Barampore,  or  at  any 
*•  other  Station  in  the  Maratta  Dominions,  he  do  im- 
*•  mediately  retire  to  Kerar,  and  demand  a  PafTage  from 
*'  the  Raja,  through  his  Country,  towards  the  Coalt  of' 
**  Orilla  ;  or,  if  he  fhall  have  been  already  obl''c;eJ  to 

'•  retire 
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*•  retire  into  Berar,  that  he  continue  his  March  towards 
♦♦  the  Coaft  of  Oriffa  and  the  Chicacole  Circar." 

And  your  Committee  obferve,  that  Mr.  Francis  de- 
clared, that  in  the  Terms  of  this  Motion  he  intended 
to  adopt  the  Meafures  recommended  by  the  Prefidency 
of  Fort  Saint  George,  and  probably  there  propofed  by 
Ben.Scc  Conf.  ^"  ^V^^  Cooto.  And  it  appears  to  your  Committee, 
4  March,  1779.  ^^^'  Govcmor-general,  among  the  Objcftions  which 
N»  182,  he  exhibited  againft  the  Propofition,  contended,  that 
they  had  not  yet  received  fuch  authentic  Information 
of  all  the  Circumftances  of  the  late  difaftrous  Event  as 
might  warrant  their  taking  any  aftive  Part  with  Safety  ; 
that  the  Aid,  required  by  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  Saint 
George,  was  not  neceffarily  to  be  furniflied  by  Colonel 
Goddard ;  that  the  Step  advifed  might  tend  to  render 
abortive  any  Negotiation  which  Colonel  Goddard  might 
poflibly  have  refumed  with  Moodajee  Boofla;  and  that 
**  the  propofed  Route  of  the  Detachment  would  be 
**  through  a  confiderable  Part  of  the  Dominions  of 
**  Nizam  Ally  Cawn  ;  and  it  was  not  to  be  expefled, 
*•  from  the  known  and  avowed  Difpofition  of  that 
**  Prince,  that  he  would  confent  to  their  Paflage ;  nor 
"  was  it  a  Time  to  furnifli  him  with  a  Pretext  lor  open 
jj©  182,  "  Hoftilities  againft  them."  It  appears  that  much  De-. 
bate  afterwards  enfued  j  when  Mr,  Francis  propofed  to 
leave  out  the  latter  Part  of  his  Motion,  and  to  retain  fo 
much  of  it  only  as  might  occafion  the  Retreat  of  the 
Detachment  from  a  Situation  of  Danger  into  the  Coun- 
try  of  a  Friend.  But  this  too  we  perceive  to  have  been 
over-ruled  by  the  Majority,  after  much  Difcuffion  of  the 
Force  and  Purport  of  the  Orders  Colonel  Goddard  had 
already  received,  and  of  the  probable  Motives  which 
had  induced  him  to  profecute  his  March  towards  the 
other  Side  of  India.  It  fhould,  however,  be  remarked, 
that  Mr.  Francis  argued  upon  a  Suppofition,  that  the 
Bombay  Army  had  furrendered  at  Discretion,  and  were 
therefore  Hoftages  in  the  Hands  of  the  Enemy,  whofe 
Treatment  of  them  might  be  much  influenced  by  the 
Advance  or  Recall  of  Colonel  Goddard's  Detachment, 
But,  it  is  alfo  to  be  obferved,  that,  at  a  fubfequent 
t  M "  1^^*^°"''  Meeting  of  the  Board,  he  delivered  in  another  Minute 
Appendix  182^*  ^P°^  ^^^  ^^^^  Subjeft,  in  Anfwer  to  the  Governor- 
'  '  general's  Obfervations  on  the  Uncertainty  of  the  real 
State  of  Affairs  under  the  Bombay  Government ;  and 
refledled  upon  the  Weaknefs  of  thofe  Arguments,  when 
adduced  as  Objeftions  **  to  conditional  Orders,  expref- 
•*  fing  clearly  the  feveral  Cafes  in  which  they  were  or  • 
*'  were  not  to  operate." 

But  your  Committee  having  placed  all  thefe  Docu-. 
naents  ^t  Length  in  the  Appendix,  N°  182,  defire,  in 

Juitice 
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luftice  to  their  feveral  Authors,  to  recommend  to  the 
Houfe  an  attentive  perufal  of  them  ;  for  which  we  ac 
knowledge  and  adopt  an  additional  Motive,  in  the  fol- 
lowing Reafons,  urged  by  Mr.  Francis,  on  the  Intro- 
duftion  of  the  prefent  Minute.—"  But,  fince  I  am 
•«  convinced,  that  the  late  political  Meafures  of  this 
**  Government,  and  of  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay,  will 
**  ere  long  be  the  Subjeft  of  a  Parliamentary  Enquiry, 
♦*  and  that  every  Part  of  our  Proceedings,  whirh  has 
*'  occaiioned  or  led  to  the  late  Difaller,  will  be  fub- 
**  mitted  to  the  Judgement  of  the  Public,  it  highly 
**  concerns  my  Reputation,  if  not  my  Safety,  that  my 
**  Conduct  through  the  Whole  of  the  Tranfadion  Ihould 
•*  be  fairly  repreiented,  and  in  no  Inftance  mifunder- 
«*  ilood." 

But  your  Committee  find,  that  Colonel  Goddard,  in      Dated  27  Jan. 
feveral   Letters,    informed    the   Governor-general   and  2d  and  5th  of 
Council   of  his   advanced    March   beyond    Berampore  Feb.  1779. 
into  the  Maratta  Dominions,  without  having  received  Appendix,  183. 
any  certain  Intelligence  from  Bombay,  or  from  the  Army     Ben.SecConf. 
Committee,  by  which  he  might  decifively  regulate  his  11  March  1779. 
Judgement  on  the  preferable  Expediency  of  any  parti-       ^"^  ^^1* 
cular  Objeft  for  theDireftion  of  his  Detachment,  though 
feveral  Reports  of  an  unfavourable  Nature  had  reached 
him  ;  that,  deeming  it  however  neceffary  to  make  an 
early  and  determined  Choice,  he  had,  on  full  Deli- 
beration, and   for   Reafons  which  he  affigned,  refolved 
to  haften  forward  with  ail  Expedition  to  Surat,  and  he 
had  been  confirmed  in  this  Refolution  by  a  fubfequent, 
though   ftill  inexplicit,  Letter,  from  the  Seled  Com- 
mittee of  Bombay. 

And  it  appears,  that,  on  the  15th  of  March,  when  no  Ben.Sec.Conr, 
Accounts  immediately  from  that  Prefidency  had  yet  15 '^"c^'>  i7''9- 
reached  Calcutta,  Mr.  Francis  took  Occafion  to  make  Appsndix,  iZ^. 
fome  jealous  Remarks  on  their  Silence,  conceiving  it  as 
well  as  this  Letter  of  the  22d  January  to  Colonel  God- 
dard, to  be  ominous  of  an  Intention,  ihould  he  reach 
Bombay,  to  break  their  laft  Engagement  with  the  Poona 
Government,  and  to  renew  the  War  at  all  Events; 
and  under  that  Impreffion  he  moved,  *'  that  a  Letter 
"  Ihould  be  immediately  written  to  the  Prefident  and 
•*  Seledl  Committee,  to  exprefs  Concern  and  Surprife 
*•  at  their  profound  Silence  on  the  late  Operations  and 
"  Defeat  of  their  Army,  and  to  prohibit  them,  in  the 
'♦  moll  precife  and  pofitive^Tei-ms,  and  as  they  would 
"  anfwer  the  contrary  at  their  Peril,  from  commen- 
••  cing  or  renewing  Hoftilities  againlt  the  Maractas,  or 
"  any  other  Indian  Prince  or  Power,  except  in  their 
'•  own  immediate  Defence,  without  our  Confent  and 
"  Approbation  firft  had  and  obtained."

'''        tived  by  the  Governor-general  and  Mr.  Barwell,  on  the 
Ground  of  its  being  only  a  Repetition  of  Orders  already 
fent  under  the  4th  of  February,  and  premature,  becaufc 
in    all   Probability  more   authentic  and  circumflantial 
Accounts  would  arrive  in  a  few  Days. 
B-   S'   C    f       ^^'^  y^^^  Committee  find,  that,  on  the  iPth,  Ad- 
i8March."i-7Tg*.  ^''ccs  were  at  lall  received  from  the  Prefident  and  Seieft 
Appendix,  i'85.    Committee  of  Bombay,  dated   3d  February,  giving  a 
fhort  Relation,  previous  to  a  more  ample  Difpatch  pro- 
miled    by  an  Exprefs  Veffel,  of  the  mere   Fad   of  the 
Convention,  with   an  attendant  Remark  on  the  Invali- 
dity of  the  Stipulations  agreed  to;  and  giving  Notice, 
that   they  fhould  endeavour  to  treat  with  the  Marattas 
on  another  Footing  ;  and  had  directed  Colonel  Goddard 
to  march  to  Surat. 

And  we  obferve,  that  Mr.  Francis  hereupon  renewed 
Appendix,  rSf.  ]^\^  Motion  made  on  the  15th,  alleging,  that,  from  the 
Terms  of  this  Letter,  he  found  himfelf  confirmed  in 
his  Idea,  that  the  Selfed  Government  of  Bombay  "had 
*'  it  in  Coniemplation  to  renew  Hoftilities  with  the 
*'  Marattas,  and  it  was  for  that  Purpofe  they  had  or- 
**  dered  Colonel  Goddard  to  proceed  to  Surat."  But 
the  Gcvernor-general  and  Mr.  Barwell  would  not  al- 
low that  this  Reiolution  was  to  be  deduced  from  the 
Letter,  or  any  Thing  mere  than  a  Difavowal  of  the 
Treaty,  as  far  as  legarded  the  Surrender  of  their  Pof- 
ieflions,  which  might  indeed  draw  on  into  a  Renewal 
of  Hoftilities,  but  of  the  Propriety  or  juftice  of  which 
the  Superior  Council  were  as  yet  incompetent  to  judge, 
till  they  fhould  fee  the  Treaty  and  the  written  Decla- 
ration of  the  Military  Committee. — They  therefore  put 
a  Negative  on  the  Motion.  And  your  Committee  ob- 
ferve, ihat  the  Governor-general  at  this  Time  propofed 
a  Draft  of  a  Letter  to  Colonel  Goddard,  which  the 
-  4r  <!  Board  acquiefced  in,  (with  an  exprefs  Refervation  of  for- 
""*'  mer  Opinions.)  and  in  which  they  afTured  him  of  their 

Approbation  of  his  Conduct  in  proceeding  to  Surat ; 
and  gave  him  a  difcretionary  Power  of  employing  his 
Detachment  in  the  Service  and  Protefticn  of  the  Prefi- 
dency  of  Bombay,  with  a  Caution  not  to  involve  him- 
ielf  or  their  Government  in  the  Refponfibility  of  the 
Acls  of  that  Piefidency,  eiuireiy  independent  of  which 
he  was  to  ccnfider  the  Authority  of  his  Command. 
And  it  appears,  by  i  Loiter  from  Colonel  Goddard, 
App-ndiX;  i8?i  ^ated  February  910,  ana  received  a  few  Days  after  the 
preceuing  Difpaich  was  ient  to  him,  that  he  gave  Rea- 
fons  for  a  Perleverancs  in  his  Refolution  of  marching 
forward,  notwiihP.anding  he  had  received  ftom  the  Pe(h- 
>va's  Vackeel   the   infirutfiicns   of  the   Military  Com-

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Cfiittee  for  his  Return  to  Calcutta,  thinking  him felf  re- 
leafed  from  the  Obligation  of  Obedience  to  them   by 
their  Letter  of  a   fubfequent   Date,    before  received  ; 
and  thereby  alfo  relieved  from  any  Alarm  on  Account 
of   the  perfonal   Safety  of  the  Gentlemen  left  as  Hof- 
tages — That  he  was   anxious  for  a  Knowledge  of  the 
Meafures    which    the    Superior    Council    might  decide 
upon,  in  Confequence  of  the  late  unfortunate  Event,  as 
the  Steps   to  be  purfued  would  reft  folely  upon   them, 
in   the  probable  Inability  of  the  Bombay  Government 
to  form  at  prefent  any  Plan  of  military  Operations.

An  Account  of  the  Refolutions  and  Proceedings  of  Appenaixj  ico, 
the  Board,  upon  the  partial  Information  which  they 
had  hitherto  received  from  Bombay,  appears  to  have 
been  tranfmitted  to  the  Court  of  Directors,  in  3  Secret 
Letter,  dated  29th  of  March,  1779.  But  your  Com. 
mittee  find,  that,  in  the  Beginning  of  the  enfuing 
Month,  when  Lieutenant-general  Sir  Eyre  Coote  had 
taken  his  Placein  Council,  theGovernor-gcneral  thought 
it  necefl'ary,  on  Account  of  the  advanced  Seafon  of  the 
Year,  to  wait  no  longer  for  more  circumftantial  Intel- 
ligence, before  they  proceeded  to  confider  of  fuch  Mea- 
fures as,  in  the  prefent  Situation  of  their  AfTairs,  it 
might  be  advifeable  to  refolve  upon  ;  and,  with  that  In- 
tent, he  laid  before  the  Board,  on  the  qth  of  April,  a  ^t?'^^'^':  '^^' 
long  Minute,  containing  a  full  Difcuffion  of  the  Sub- 
jeft.  It  ihculd  be  obferved,  that  the  Governor-gene- 
ral had  previoufiy  received  private  but  certain  Intelli- 
gence, tjiat  Colonel  GoddarJ,  with  the  Troops  under 
his  Command,  had  reached  thtir  Deftination  at  Surat 

P  toward* 
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towards  the  End  of  February.     The  following  Propoii- 
tions  were  the  Refult  of  his  Opinion  :

Pvjatters  as  might  explain  to  them  the  Nature  of  the 
intended  Connexion  with  Moodajee  Boofla  :  That,  in 
the  Beginning  of  April,  he  received  his  Credentials, 
appointing  him  Miniiter  to  the  Court  of  Poona,  but 
had  deferred  apprifing  the  Durbar  of  the  Powers  with 
which  he  was  inveiled,  till  the  Receipt  of  farther  Or- 
ders from  the  Superior  Board  ;  in  Expeftation  of  which, 
in  Confequence  of  their  Reprefentations,  tranfmitted  by 
Mr.  Horfely,  the  Seleft  Committee  of  Bombay  alfo

3  May,  1779.  Horfely,  who,  it  has  been  before  obferved,  was  de., 
puted  from  the  Prefidency  to  give  the  Superior  Board 
an  exaft  Information  of  the  late  Tranfadions  and  Events 
of  their  Government.  And  it  appears,  that  he  brought 
„^  with    him  a  Letter   from  the  Seleft  Committee,  dated 

''  4th  of  April,  in  which  they  referred   the  Board  to  a 

Variety  of  Documents"  contained   in   their  Difpatches, 
j^  and  alfo   to   Mr.  Horfely  himfclf,  for  more  complete 

and  circumftantial  Information,  and  by  which  the  Board 
might  be  enabled  to  decide  on  the  Conduft  of  their 
Government,  which  they  declared  had  been  guided 
'^  by  the  beft  of  their  judgements,  according  to  the  Si- 
*'  tuation  of  Affairs  and  the  Powers  given  to  them." 

It  farther  appears,  that  they  lavifhed  the  higheft 
Encomiums  on  the  judicious  and  decifive  Behaviour  of 
Colonel  Goddard,  whom  they  had  admitted  to  have 
a  deliberative  Voice  in  their  Councils;  and,  being 
happy  to  find  his  Condudl  had  alfo  met  with  the  Ap- 
probation of  the  Superior  Government,  they  begged  to 
ioHcit  for  him  from  them  fome  diftinguifhed  Mark  of 
their  mutual  Senfeof  his  Services.

Your  Committee  find,  that,  on  the  24th  of  May,  the  ^^  ^^^j^  g^ 
Governor- general  laid  before  the  Board  an  Arrange-  Ben.  Sec!  Conf. 
ment  of  the  feveral  Queilions,  which  they  might  pro-  May  24,  1779, 
pofe  to  themfelves,  as  Subjedls  of  Difcuffion,  and  which 
he  had  taken  the  Pains  to  extraft  and  put  in  Order 
from  the  Contents  of  the  voluminous  Difpatches  lately 
received  from  the  Government  of  Bombay  ;  and  that 
he  proceeded  afterwards  to  make  his  Obfervations  on 
the  principal  Circumftances  of  the  various  Matters  in 
Queftion,  as  introdudlory  to  the  Decifion  and  Direc- 
tions which  they  were  to  pronounce  upon  them.  Among 
thefe  we  find  principally,  that  he  thought  their  Difa- 
vowal  of  the  Treaty  of  Convention  to  be  flriftly  juf- 
tifiable  in  every  Particular,  except  the  feparate  Arti- 
cle of  Stipulation  in  Favour  of  Madajee  Scindia,  which 
he  found  himfelf  compelled  in  Confcience  and  in  Duty 
to  declare  ought  to  be  ratified  by  them,  unlefs  Ma- 
dajee Scindia  fhould  have  forfeited  his  Right  by  any 
fubfequent  Aft.  The  remaining  Hope  therefore  was, 
that  he  might  be  prevailed  upon  to  depart  from  the 
Letter  of  his  Stipulation,  and  to  accept  of  what  he 
might  deem  an  Equivalent  for  it :  That  the  Seafon  and 
Circumftances  of  Affairs  fhould  prohibit  them  from 
loading  the  paft  Condufl  of  the  Prefident  and  Selett 
Committee  with  any  har(h  and  nnoperating  Reproaches, 
but  Ihould  rather  induce  them  to  excite  their  Zeal  to 
exert  themfelves  for  the  retrieving  of  their  pail  Mif- 
fortunes  ;  and^  to  arm  them  with  Means  adequate  to 
that  End,  reftriding  their  Powers,  where  the  Objeft 
was  determinate,  and  permitting  a  more  liberal  Ex- 
ten  fion  of, them  in  Cafes  too  variable  and  uncertain  for 
pofitive  Injunftions.  And,  in  the  Draft  cf  the  Letter, 
which,  we  obferve,  he  then  propofcd  to  convey  their 
Inflniitions  to  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay,  he  fuggelled 
a  general  Caution,  to  which  their  ftriftell  Attention 
Ihould  be  required;  *♦  that  their  Engagements  fhould 
**  be  offenfive  only  for  the  Objeds  of  their  imme- 
**  diate  Operations,  and  in  all  other  Refpeds  purely 
**  defenfive."  The  whole  DifcufTion  of  a  Subjed  fo 
important  as  this  is,  will  of  Courfe  be  attentively  ex- 
amined by  the  Houfe.  And  your  Committee  having 
therefore  thought  it  proper  to  place  this  Minute  and 
Propofition  of  the  Governor-general  in  the  Appendix, 
N"  196,  together  with  the  fevera!  Minutes  and  Propofi- 
tions  of  the  other  Members  cf  the  Board,  will  confine 
ourfelves  in  the  Body  of  the  Report  to  a  very  concifs 
Statement  cf  the  moll  ftriking  Points.  With  this  View, 
^e  fhall  here  only  take  iNotice  of  the  principal  Objeds 
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recommended  to  the  Obfervance  of  the  Sele£l  Com- 
mittee in  the  very  Words  of  the  Governor- general'* 
Recapitulation  :  *'  To  fum  up  what  we  have  written-; 
"  our  fir  ft  Defire  is  to  obtain  Peace  on  the  Terms  pro- 
**  pofed  by  our  Inftruflions  to  Colonel  Goddard  of  the 
**  5  th  of  April,  and  it  is  only  in  the  Event  of  the 
**  Failure  of  this  Defign  that  we  have  formed  the 
**  fubfequent  Inftrudlions,  or  will  allow  of  their  Opcra- 
"  tions.  In  thefe,  the  Plan  of  Military  Operations, 
*'  recommended  by  your  Prefident,  is  to  have  the  firft 
**  Place  with  its  dependent  Engagements  with  the  Gui- 
**  cawars  ;  the  next  in  Order  is  the  Negotiation  with 
*'  Moodajee  Boofla  ;  and  thelaft,  the  piopofed  Engage- 
**  ment  with  Madajee  Scindia." 

The  Execution  of  the  projefted  Treaty  of  Peace  with 
the  Poena  Miniftry,  and  the  Negotiation  of  Alliance 
with  Moodajee  Boofla,  were  to  be  left  to  the  fole  Ma-f 
nagement  of  Colonel  Goddard  ;  whom  it  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Prefident  and  Seledl  Committee  to  con- 
fult  upon  all  proper  Occafions,  as  the  Superior  Council 
would  be  glad,  by  invefling  him  with  the  chief  Com. 
mand  of  the  Bombay  Eftablifhment  whenever  that  Office 
fhould  be  vacant,  to  give  him  an  effeftive  Voice  in  the 
Councils  of  that  Government. 
A^ptndix,  196.  YourCommitteeobferve,  that  Sir EyreCootedelivered 
in  a  Minute  upon  this  Occafion ;  the  principal  Part  of 
which  we  have  already  adverted  to,  and  fhall  therefore 
here  fimply  remark,  that  he  bellowed  the  higheft  Com- 
mendations upon  Colonel  Goddard,  whom  however  he 
did  not  think  it  in  their  Power  to  appoint  to  the  chief 
Comaiand  of  the  Bombay  Eftablifhment,  though  he 
could  wifh  to  have  him  confulted  upon  all  military  and 
political  Points.  He  declared  himfelf  averfe  from  ever 
concurring  in  the  Meafure  of  deftroying  the  Bramia 
Ufurpation,  by  reftoring  the  original  Ram  Rajah  Go- 
vernment in  the  Perlon  of  Moodajee  Boofla,  con- 
ceiving the  real  Interefls  of  the  Company  to  be  con- 
cerned in  keeping  up  Divifions  among  the  Maratta 
Powers.  He  remarked,  that  the  natural  Diminution 
of  Colonel  Goddard's  Force,  and  fome  Symptoms  of 
DifafFeclion  among  the  Sepoys,  made  it  necefTary  to 
lofe  no  Time  in  exerting  their  utmolt  Vigour  to  fup- 
port  their  military  Reputation  ;  and  he  pointedly  re- 
commended an  AflSance  with  the  Country  Powers,  efpe- 
cially  with  Hyde?r  Ally,  whofe  more  particular  Interell 
it  was  to  join  them  in  any  hofiile  Attempts  againft  the 
Maratta  State.  In  Regard  to  the  Plan  of  military 
Operations,  he  thought  that  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
who  was  principally  refponfible,  fhould  have  a  difcrt- 
tionary  Power  to  adopt,  or  not.  Governor   Hornby's 
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Plan,  as  he  might  think  moft  advifeable.  And,  on 
the  Queftion  of  Supply  of  Treafure,  he  was  willing  to 
make  ample  Grants,  if  proper  Reftriftions  were  pro- 
vided for  the  particular  IJfe  of  it. 

Your  Committee  find,  that  Mr.  Francis  alfo  gave  in 
a  Minute,  which  appears,  as  he  profeiTed  it,  to  be  an 
Examination  and  Opinion  upon  the  Rcfolutions  and 
Tranfaftions  of  the  Bombay  Government,  both  in  the 
Council  and  in  the  Field,  relative  to  the  Poena  Ex- 
pedition ;  and  he  feems  therein  to  agree  materially  with 
the  Sentiments  of  Sir  Eyre  Coote.  But  your  Com- 
mittee farther  obferve,  that  Mr.  Francis  alfo  prefented 
fome  Propofitions  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Board, 
which  he  recommended  to  be  made  Part  of  their  Letter 
to  Bombay.  Thefe,  which  are  placed  with  the  other 
Papers  in  the  Appendix,  N"  196,  rej^ard  only  the 
Circumftance  of  Reference  from  the  beledl  Committee 
of  Bombay  to  the  Superior  Council,  on  the  military 
Conduct  of  Colonel  Egerion  and  Colonel  Cockburn  ; 
and  convey  Opinions  of  Condemnation  on  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Committee  in  Refpeft  to  the  Treatment  of 
thofe  Gentlemen. 

It  appears,  on  the  contrary,  that  Mr.  Earwell  avoided 
any  Difcuflion  of  the  Queftion  on  the  Demerits  of  Lidi- 
viduals,  and  meant  to  confine  himfelf  to  the  important 
Subjedls  of  Peace  or  War ;  on  which  he  delivered  an 
Opinion,  coriefponding  chiefly  with  that  of  the  Gover- 
nor-general, except  that  he  feemed,  in  the  Point  of 
Alliance  with  Moodajee  Boofla,  to  incline  more  to  aa 
Agreement  with  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  with  whom  alfo  he 
concurred  in  adviling  the  Brevet  of  Brigadier-general 
to  be  given  to  Colonel  Goddard. 

Your  Committee  find  recorded  upon  the  Confukations  Appendix,  157. 
of  the  31ft  of  May,  7th  and  loth  of  June,  feveral  Mi-  Be-n.  Sec.  Conf. 
nutes  and  Propofitions  on  this  important  Subjeft,  intro-  .^'May,  7jnd  10 
duced   by  the  different  Members  of  the  Board  ;    in  re-  J""*^'  '^75" 
ferring  to  which,  the  Houfe  will  perceive  what  Altera- 
tions and  Amendments  the  Governor-general  was  induced 
to  offer,  in  Order  to  qualify  and  accommodate  the  diffe- 
rent   Opinions  which  had   been  formed  on  the  original 
Draft  of  the  Letter  to  Bombay  :    They  will  obferve  the 
Nature  and   the  Reafons,  the  Terms  and   the  Extent, 
of  the  Oppofaion  or  Approbation  given  to  them  ;  they 
v#ll    fee  and    confider   the   Arguments    nf  Mr.  Francis 
upon  the  Neceffuy  of  pacific  Meafures,  from  an  Expofi- 
tiou  of  the  Charges  attending  a  War-Eitablilhmcnt,  and 
the  avowed  Staic  ofPoverty  of  the  Company's  Treafaries. 

From  a  farther  Examination  of  thefe  Conrultaticns, 
the  Houfe  will  have  an  Opportunity  of  regarding  the 
Draft  of  a  Letter  to  Bombay,  propofed  by   Mr.  Francis 
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and  rejefted  by  the  Majority ;  and  they  may  review  the 
Scrutiny  and  Decifion  which  the  feveral  Members  of  the 
Board  pafTed  upon  each  Paragraph  of  the  amended  Let- 
ter drawn  up  by  the  Governor 'general,  till,  on  the 
^^"j^"'^"'"'^'  14th,  the  farther-correfted  Copy  was  entered  in  the 
J4-J"'^"^»  1779'  poj-m  hereinunder  tranfcribed,  and,  being  approved  by 
the  Majority,  was  ordered  to  be  difpatched  to  the  Pre- 
fidency  of  Bombay. 

"  Gentlemen, 
Ben.  Sec.  Conf.      "  We  have  received  your  Letter  of  the  4th  of  April, 
14.  June,  1779.  <'  with  its  Enclofures,  by  the  Hands  of  Mr.  Horfely. 

*'  We  do  not  think  it  neceflary  to  enter  on  the  Re- 
*<  view  of  your  Proceedings,  but  fhall  confine  our  pre- 
'*  fent  Enquiries  to  the  Choice  of  fuch  Means  as  may 
"  beft  conduce  to  retrieve  their  unhappy  Confequences, 
**  leaving  the  paft  to  the  Scrutiny  of  a  higher  and  more 
**  efFeftual  Authority. 

*'  Having  given  full  Powers  to  Colonel  Goddard  to 
**  negotiate  and  conclude  a  Treaty  of  Peace  with  the 
"  Maratta  Government,  and  having  no  Caufe  to  alter 
*'  the  Terms  which  we  have  prefcribed  in  our  Inftruc- 
*'  tions  for  that  Purpofe,  we  have  only  to  repeat  that 
**  we  look  to  the  Iffue  of  that  CommilTion  as  our  pri- 
**  mary  Objeft,  and  the  Termination  of  ail  our  politi- 
*'  cal  Views  on  your  Side  of  India,  if  it  Jhall  prove 
*'  fuccefsful. 

*'  But,  if  the  Minillers  Ihall  rejed  the  Propofala 
**  which  we  have  ordered  to  be  made  to  them,  and  flaall 
•*  reduce  us  to  a  Nccefilty  of  defending  the  Rights  and 
*'  Interefls  of  the  Company  by  an  open  War,  we  leave 
**  a  Latitude  of  Adion  to  Colonel  Goddard,  under 
•*  your  Inflrudlions,  to  avail  himfelf  of  the  Situation 
•'  which  Fortune  may  prefent  to  him  ;  and,  if  a  War 
*'  (hould  be  indifpenlably  continued,  it  muft  alfo  reft 
•'  with  him,  who  is  refponfible  to  us  for  his  Condudl, 
**  to  adopt  any  Part,  or  the  Whole,  of  Mr.  Hornby's 
*'  Plan  laid  down  in  his  Minutes  of  the  30th  of  March, 
*•  or  not  at  all,  as  he  may  think  molt  advifeable  for 
*'  promoting  the  Diitrefs  of  the  Enemy.  Should  this 
**  Plan  be  carried  into  Execution,  we  require  your 
"  llritteft  Attention  to  the  following  Cautions:  That 
**  your  Engagements  {hall  beofienfive  only  for  the  Ob- 
**  jects  of  your  immediate  Operations,  and  in  all  ot\»  r 
*«  Refpetts  purely  defenfive ;  that  your  Engagement* 
*♦  with  the  Guicawar  Family  fhall  be  made  with  the 
"  Head  of  it,  and  with  him  orclufively;  that  you 
"  fhall  not  afiume  a  Mediation  between  the  Brothers, 
*♦  or  take  any  Part  whatever  In  their  domeftic  Difpuces, 
"  farther  than  to  fupport  the  Party  in  Alliance  with  the 

*♦  Company, 
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"  Company,  and  his  Poffeffions,  againft  foreign  Inva- 
"  fion  •  and  that  you  do  not  commit  the  Dignity  of  the 
"  Company,  or  pledge  the  national  Faith,  in  formal 
"  Treaties  with  Perfons  of  Rank  or  Power  unfuitable 
"  to  fuch  a  Diftinftion. 

"  We  are  fenfible  of  the  Attention  which  you  have 
"  fhewn  to  our  Views  with  the  Government  of  Berar, 
"  concerning  the  Overtures  lately  made  to  Moodajee 
"  Boofla  by  Colonel  Goddard,  and  in  your  Refolutions 
**  to  avoid  whatever  might  again  interfere  with  this 
"  Negotiation.  We  confcfs  we  at  this  Time  entertaia 
"  little  Hope  of  his  concurring  with  our  Defigns ;  he 
*•  will  wait  for  Proofs  of  our  Superiority  before  he  will 
*•  hazard  the  Confequences  of  a  decided  Connexion 
**  with  us ;  and  every  Offer,  made  to  him^  while  he  is 
"  under  the  Influence  of  fuch  a  Policy,  will  but  ferve 
**  to  encreafe  his  Referve,  as  he  will  naturally  conftrue 
"  it  to  proceed  from  the  Confcioufnefs  our  own  Inabi- 
**  lity  to  fupport  ourfelves  without  a  foreign  Afliftance; 
**  and  that  it  is  an  additional  Motive  for  our  preferring 
«'  a  Scheme  of  military  Operations,  prafticable  by  our 
*'  own  Forces,  unincumbered  with  the  Weight  of  a  ti- 
*'  mid  Ally.  If,  notwithflanding,  Moodajee  Booila 
**  fhall  have  anfwered  the  Letters  which  have  been  writ- 
«•  ten  to  him,  by  a  Willingnefs  to  accept  of  the  prof- 
**  fered  Alliance,  we  Ihall  leave  it  to  be  concluded  under 
**  the  Inlliu£lions  already  given  in  Charge  to  Colonel 
**  Goddard  :  If,  on  the  contrary,  as  we  expect,  he 
*•  fhall  direftly  refufe,  or  hefitate,  or  make  new  Refe- 
•*  rences  to  us,  we  have  in  fuch  Cafe  ordered  Colonel 
"  Goddard  to  break  off  the  Negotiation. 

*'   We  think  ourfelves  folly  juftifiable  in  refufing  td 
*'  ratify  even  the  fmalleft  Tittle  of  the  Treaty  or   Ccn- 
*'  vention  of  Worgam  ;  and  we  have  already  intimated 
'*  our   Sentiments    on  this  Head   to  Colonel  Goddard, 
"  and  given  him  our  final  Inftruftions  upon  it ;  but,  as 
**  we  had  not  at  that  Time  before  us  the  feparate  fecret 
**  Engagements  entered  into  with  Madajee  Scindia,  we 
*'  could  not  take  it  into  our  Confideration,  nor  judgd 
••  of  the  Obligation  we  were  under  to  exprefs  our  Senfe 
**  of  his  Services  at  the  Inftant  we  dlfchimed  the  AdlS, 
*♦  of  the  Committee.     Though  we  abfoluttly  deny  any 
*'  Validity  to  the  A£ts  of  the  Committee,  and  vviJl  not 
♦•  admit  of  any  Pretenfions  founded  on  thofe  Afl[^  yet 
**  they  cannut  cancel  any  Rights  which  have  their  BaflS 
**  in  effential  and  intrinfic  Benefits  reaped  by  our  Na- 
**  tion.     This    Right  we  muft  acknowledge  to  be  pof- 
**  feffed    by  Madajee    Scindia,  and  muft  therefore   Je- 
•'  clare,    that,  unlefs  he  fhould  have  forfelced  it  by  an/ 
*'  fubfequent  Aft,  he  is  entitled  to  a  full  Compenfation 
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**  for  any  Difappointment  he  may  fuffer  by  our  Denial 
♦*  of  the  Afts  of  the  Committee. 

«»  We  have  therefore  inftrufted  Colonel  Goddard  to 
**  exprefs  the  Senfe  in  which  this  Government  is  pleafed 
"  to  regard  the  Services  of  Madajee  Scindia  at  Wor- 
"  gaum,  by  offering  him  fuch  a  Gratification  as  may 
"'  be  afforded  him  by  your  Government,  or  from  Means 
*'  which  he  may  poffefs  from  the  Operations  of  War, 
"  in  Cafe  Peace  is  not  concluded  upon  the  Inftruc- 
*•  tions  lie  is  already  furnifhed  with. 

*•  In  the  Event  of  a  Wat,  if  Madajee  Scindia  Ihall 
"  be  difpofed  to  take  Part  with  us,  we  have  authorized 
*<  Colonel  Goddard  to  enter  into  fuch  Engagements 
**  with  him  as  fliall  not  be  contrary  to  any  before  con- 
«*  eluded,  and  which  he  may  judge  moft  advifeable ; 
*  making  our  future  Security,  Peace,  and  an  adequate 
**  Revenue,  his  chief  and  indifpenfable  Objefts,  and 
**  the  Grounds  of  our  Engagements  with  him. 

«'  To  fum  up  what  we  have  written  ;  the  firft  Defire 
*'  is,  to  obtain  Peace  on  the  Terms  propofed  by  our 
"*  Inftrudions  to  Colonel  Goddard  of  the  5th  of  April, 
'*  and  it  is  only  in  the  Event  of  the  Failure  of  this 
"=  Defign,  that  we  have  formed  the  fubfequent  In- 
*'  ftruftions,  or  will  allow  of  their  Operation. 

•*  The  Execution  of  the  projeded  Treaty  of  Peace 
^'  with  the  Poona  Miniders,  we  leave  to  the  fole 
*•  Charge  of  Colonel  Goddard,  according  to  the  In- 
"*  ftruftions  which  we  have  already  given  him. 

*•  The  fe-parate  Negotiation  with  Madajee  Scindia 
"  bears  fuch  a  Connedlion  with  the  foregoing,  that  we 
*'  have  therefore  thought  it  neceffary  to  leave  this  alfo 
**  to  his  Charge.  The  Negotiation  and  Treaty  of 
"  Alliance  with  Moodajee  Boofla  we  alfo  leave  to  the 
"  fole  Management  of  Colonel  Goddard,  in  the  Au- 
**  thority  of  his  Inflrudlions  of  the  16th  of  November, 
*<  until  the  Period  of  their  Sufpenfion,  by  the  Refu- 
**  fal,  or  fuch  Hefitation  of  Moodajee  Boofla  as  he  fhall

**  We  have  direded  Colonel  Goddard  to  execut-e 
**  whatever  you  fhall  think  prafticable,  and  which 
**  (hall  not  be  contrary  to  our  InftruAions,  or  to  any 
*'  exilling  Engagements";  a  Caution  which  we  hope 
**  will  be  unneceflary,  but  with  which  we  do  not  con- 
*'  fider  ourfelves  at  Liberty  to  difpenfe,  while  the 
••  principal  Refponfibility  refts  with  us ;  and  for  the 
*'  fame  Reafon  we  require,  that  all  Treaties  which 
*'  fhall  be  concluded  by  you  in  Virtue  of  thefe  In- 
•*  ftruflions,  be  referred  to  this  Government,  for  its 
**  final  Sandion  and  formal  Ratification  of  them  ;  and 
*'  that  a  Claufe  be  inferted,  in  every  Treaty  you  con-

*«  We  fhall  heartily  join  with  you,  in  recommending 
"  Colonel  Goddard  to  the  Court  of  Direftors,  for  the 
*'  Appointment  of  Commander  in  Chief  at  your  Piefi- 
*♦  dency  on  the  firft  Vacancy  ;  and,  in  the  intermediate 
*'  Time,  we  think  it  abfolutely  neceiTary,  in  the  pre- 
**  fent  diftreffed  Situation  that  the  Military  upon  your 
**  Eftablifhment  are  reduced  to,  that  he  Ihould  have 
"  the  Rank  given  him  of  Brigadier,  in  Order  to  ena» 
•*  ble  him  to  carry  on  the  Public  Service  with  more 
**  Weight  and  Dignity  ;  for  which  Purpofe  vve  have 
**  granted  him  a  Brevet  Commiflion  of  Brigadier-geae- 
•*  ral  for  the  Service  on  which  he  is  now  employed.

Your  Committee  obferve,    that   all  Objeflions  and 
Oppofition  to  this  Letter  did  not  then  ceafe ;  for,  be- 
fides  a  very  earnell  Proteft  from  Mr.  Francis,  grounded 
on  a  Variety  of  Reafons,  which  may  be  confidered  in 
the  Appendix,    N^  198,   and   which   drew   from    Mr,  Appendix,  19S.

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Appendix,  199.  Anfwer,  we  perceive  that  Mr.  Horfley,  who  had  ap-

Extent,  tranfmitted  a  Letter  on  the   i^th  June  to  the 
Board,  wherein  he  affured  them,  that,  though  the  Bom- 
bay Government  were   unanimous  in   wifhing  to  have 
the  Line  of  their  Conduft,  refolved  on  for  them  by  the 
Superior  Council,  laid  down  as  clearly  as  poflible,  and 
were  determined  to  give  it  every  Afliftance  in  their 
Power,  yet  he  thought  it  neceflary  to  interfere  with  his 
Reprefentations,  that  the  Refolutions  of  the  Board,  in 
continuing  or  extending  the  Powers  conferred  on  Colo-

Draft  of  it  Home  with  him,  he  returned  it  on  the  18th, 
Appendix,  2C0.  with  a  long  Paper  of  Remarks,  expreffive  of  much  Dif- 
fatisfadion    and  Complaint,  and  even  of  Indignation, 
at  the   Refolutions    and    Inftruftions  contained    in    it, 
coniideiing   them   as    diredl    Encroachments  upon    the 
Powers  of  that  Government.     And  it  farther  appears, 
Appendix,  aoi,   {^3^  (]^q  Goyemor-general  hereupon   thought  it   pro- 
per to    taltf   fome  Notice   in   Di/approbation   of   Mr. 
Horfley's  Arguments,    as    well   as    of  the  Manner   in

Having  thus  explained  to  the  Houfe  the  ultimate 
Refolutions  and  Orders  of  the  Superior  Government, 
on  which  were  to  depend  the  Re-elUblilhment  of  Peace, 
or  Re-commencemeiit  of  War  with  the  ruling  Powers 
of  the  Maratta  Empire,  your  Committee  think  it  pro- 
per to  introduce,  in  this  Place,  a  View  of  the  State  of 
their  Revenues,  aad  of  the  Military  Force  en  their 
Eftabliflinient,  at  that  interefting  Period.

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It  appears  to  your  Committee,  that  Colonel  Goddard  Ben.Sfc  Conf, 
wrote  to  the  Governor- general  and  Council  from  Surat  J^^^  ~\>  i779' 
on  the  20th  of  May,  and  that  his  Letter  reached  them  on  ^PP^"^'".  ^°^' 
the  2 ill  of  June  ;  and  that  he  therein  informed  them  of 
his  own  Situation  while  attending  the  Arrival  of  their 
Inflrudlions  before  he  entered  upon  any  a£tive  Meafures, 
and  of  the  Diffentions  which  by  confirmed  Advices  from 
Poona  he  was  convinced  fubfifted  among  the  principal 
Leaders  of  the  Maratta  State,  whereby  a  favourable  Op- 
portunity might  perhaps  be  opened  to  them  for  a  fuc- 
cefsful  Interference  in  the  Affairs  of  that  Empire 
conducive  to  the  Re-eftablifliment  of  their  own ;  that, 
without  looking  to  Schemes  of  Conqueft  fo  extenfive  as 
the  fettling  the  Adminiftration,  or  difpofing  of  the  chief 
Authority  of  the  Maratta  Empire,  many  Advantages 
might  be  taken  of  its  Confufion,  and  particularly  in  the 
Quarter  near  which  he  was  Rationed,  namely,  the  Gu- 
zerat  Province,  whofe  Situation  and  prefent  State  of  di- 
vided Government  expol'ed  it  an  cafy  Prey  to  an  In- 
vader.

diately  addreffed  the  Pefhwa  and  Nanna  Furnefe  on  the  ^  Aug.  1779, 
Subjed  of  his  Appointment  to  negotiate  with  them  ;  '^■Letter'''to°the 
but  he  at  the  fame  time  obferved  to  the  Board,  that  he  Pcfhwa,  &c. 
apprehended  much  Difficulty  in  fettling  the  Difpofal  of  Appendix,  204. 
Ragoba,   whom  it  could  not  be  expected  the  Minifters 
would   ever  confent  to  reflore  into   their  Hands,  and 
without  which  however  he  coulU  not  forefee  any  fure 
Provifion  for  his  perfonal  Safety.

Board,  were  communicated  by  General  Goddard  on  the 
1 2th  of  June,  before  which  Time  Ragoba  was  arrived 
at  Surat,  and  had  paid  a  Vifit  to  the  General,  bringing 
with  him  his  adopted  Son,  Amrut  Row,  and  a  Child  of 
Four  Years  old,  born  to  him  fince  t.he  Adoption  of  the 
ether.

And  your  Committee  have  re- 
marked, that  Mr.  Gambier  had  taken  fome  Pains  to 
perfuade  Ragoba  not  to  advance  to  Surat,  till  Inftruc- 
tions  could  be  received  from  the  Prefident  and  Seleft 
Committee;  and  obferved  in  his  Letter  to  them,  that    Letter TromMr. 
he  believed  Ragoba  would  himfelf,  if  he  thought  his  ^l'^^'"r'^^^f^^^ 
Bufinefs  could  be  effeftually  done  by  them    without  Appendix  209. 
throwing  himfelf  into  the  Hands  of  General  Goddard, 
prefer  much  the  putting  the  Management  of  his  Affairs 
under  their  Diredlions. 

And  Your  Committee  find,  that  General  Goddard  Ben.Sec.Conf. 
addreffed  another  Letter  upon  this  Subjed  to  the  Supe-  ^Aug.  1779. 
rior  Board  on  the  iSth  June,  enclofing  one  from  Rago-  ''^PP'"^'*'  »'0' 
naut  Row  to  the  Governor  General,  and  giving  an  Ac- 
count of  the  Information  he  had  derived,  from  a  Con- 
ference with  him,  of  the  State  of  Parties  in  the  Maratta 
Government,  of  his  Reafons  for  delivering  himfelf  up  to 
Scindia,  of  his  having  difcovered  the  perfidious  Inten- 
tions of  that  Chief,  and  of  certain  Overtures  which  had 
been  made  to  him  by  the  Nizam,  as  an  Encouragement 
to  attempt  his  Efcape.  And  weobferve'that  Gen.  Goddard 
added  fome  Remarks  of  his  own  on  this  Circumftance,  by 
which  he  fought  to  reconcile  it  with  the  propable  Line 
of  interefted  Policy  which  the  Nizam  might  be  fuppofed 
inclinable  to  purfue  ;  and  he  farther  took  Notice  of  ano- 
ther Source  of  Hope  in  the  Enmity  which  Hyder  Ally 
bore  to  the  ruling  Adminiftration  of  the  Maratta  Empire, 
and  in  the  Marks  of  Attachment  and  Favour  which  he  had 
ftiewn  to  the  Perfon  and  the  Caufe  of  Ragoba.  He  en-

George  and  Bombay  fhould  be  recommended  to  reinforce 
General  Goddard's  Army  with  the  following  Troops  :

50  Artillery. 
From  Bombay,  300  Europeans, 

2  Battalions  Sepoys, 
100  Artillery. 

And  upon  this  SubjeiEl  he  appears  to  have  added  the  fol- 
lowing Advice  and  Remarks :  "  As  the  Works  of  Pondi- 
*'  cherry  are  now  deftroyed,  the  Quota  from  Madras  may 
"  the  more  eafily  be  fpared.  The  Troops  they  have  at 
"  Mahe,  1, 1 00,  Sepoys,  One  Company  of  Grenadiers, 
*'  and  50  Artillery,  may  immediately  embark  to  join 
**  Gen.  Goddard;  the  Reft  may  be  completed  from  the 
**  Southern  Stations,  and  will  certainly  be  with  him  be- 
**  foreany  Operations  of  the  Enemy  can  be  commenced. 
"  The  Forces  of  Madras  and  of  this  Eftablilhment 
"  are,  in  my  Opinion,  fully  fufficient  to  protect  our

"proper  to  exprefs  their  particular  Recommendation  to 
the  Houfe,  to  give  them  an  attentive  Perufal,  as  they  fo 
very  direttly  :rtat  upon  that  Subjeft,  which  we  elteem 
to  be  the  moft"  in- mediate  Aim  and  Scope  of  our  Enqui- 
ry.

Committee  have  placed  in  the  Appendix,  N''2I5,  to 
which  we  defire  to  refer  the  Houfe.  We  perceive,  that 
the  Minifter's  perfeft  Difpofition  to  make  Peace  with 
the  Englilh  was  not  doubted  by  the  General,  though 
he  fufpe£led  that  the  late  Succefs  againft  the  Bomba/ 
Troops  had  given  them  Hopes  of  better  Terms  than 
he  had  offered  to  them  :  Doubting,  therefore,  whether 
fome  mere  ConcefTions,  and  evea  the  Perfon  of  Ra- 
goba,  would  not  be  demanded,  he  had  declined  con- 
ferring upon  that  Head  till  Two  Preliminary  Articles, 
upon  the  Acceptance  or  Refufal  of  which  the  future 
!Negotiation  would  depend,  were  fully  adjufted.  The 
Reafons  which  induced  General  Goddard  to  fuppofe 
that  the  Maiatta  Miniftry  was  at  this  Time  felicitous 
for  Peace,  your  Committee  find  to  reft  chiefly  upon 
their  avowed  or  pretended  Wifh  to  be  at  Liberty  to 
check  the  Progrefs  of  Hyder  Ally,  and  upon  the  Dif- 
fenfions  fubfifting  between  Nanna  and  Madajce  Scin- 
dia,  who  was  become,  by  the  Support  of  the  other 
military  OiHccrs  of  the  Government,  fjnce  the  Con- 
finement of  Siccaram  and  Marabah,  the  only  Bar  to 
the  abfolute  Power  of  that  Minifter. 

It  appears,  that  the  General  expefled  to  receive

convenicncies  of  farther  Delay  by  difpatching  Lalla 
Nehaul  Chund,  one  of  the  Maratta  Agents,  e>fprefs 
to  his  Mailers,  at  his  own  Solicitation,  and  on  his 
Promife  to  return  in  Twenty  Days  at  fartheft.  The 
Opinion  which  he  had  formed  of  Nanna's  Inclination 
to  make  a  Peace,  was  not  altered,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
he  declared  his  Perfuafion,  that  whatever  Obftacle 
might  be  thrown  in  their  Way  would  originate  from 
Madajee  Scindia,  whom,  notwithftanding  the  Senti- 
ments of  the  Gentlemen  at  Bombay,  he  confidered  as 
their  moft  inveterate  Foe.  And  he  had  thought  it  moll 
confiftcnt  with  the  Obje£l  of  the  Board's  Inftrudions, 
not  to  commence  any  exclufivc  Intercourfe  with  that 
Chief,  unlefs  the  Anfwers  which  might  arrive  from 
Poena  (hould  point  it  out  for  the  Intereft  of  their 
Affairs  to  do  fo.

clude him  from  the  Opportunity  of  renewing  the  old 
or  making  any  frefli  Demands ;  that  the  Event  of  the 
Rivallhip  and  DifTention,  between  Madajee  Scindia  and 
Nanna,  had  taken  a  different  Turn  from  what  was  f'ore- 
feen,  and  that  they  were  both  then  in  Concert  makinjr 
every  Preparation  for  HolUlities,  and  fettling  the  Flan 
for  an  eni'uing  Campaign ;  which  Coalition  on  the 
Part  of  Nanna  he  attributed  to  the  Profpeft  of  AiTif- 
tance  from  the  French  :  He  had,  confequently,  thought 
it  nece.Tary  to  be  himfelf  in  Readinefs  for  the  Alter- 
native of  War,  and  had  appointed  the  Rendezvous  of 
the  Troops  which  were  deitined  to  make  an  Acceffioa 
to  his  Force  from  the  Prefidencies  of  Fort  Saint  George 
and  Boinbay,  to  be  at  Surac,  which  he  thought  the 
moft  convenient  Situation  on  many  Accounts,  but  par- 
ticularly in  the  View  of  being  an  efFeftual  Check  upon 
the  Guicawars.

This  Point,  of  fuch  material  Importance  to  the  Affairs

which  are  included  Ragoba  and  the  Two  other  Prefi- 
dencies,)  as  far  as  from  the  Materials  before  us  we  are 
enabled  to  difcover  them,  and  alfo  to  take  a  fhort  View 
of  the  State  of  the  Country  Powers,  and  of  the  pro- 
bable Effeft  which  this  Event  might  have  upon  their 
political  Conduft.

The  Negotiations  with  Moodajee  Boofiahad  been  now 
for  fomeTime  difcontinued  ;  and  your  Committee  have 

referred 
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referred  the  Hoiife  to  the  Letters  from  the  Governor-ge- 
neral to  that  Chief,  wherein  he  exprefsly  declared,  that 
he  relinquiihed  all  future  Thoughts  of  accomplifliing  a 
■^JVeaty  with  him,  retaining  flill  a  lalHng  Remembrance 
of  his  Kindnefs.  And  it  appears,  that  on  this  Subjeft 
Genera]  Goddard  wrote  as  follows  on  the  12th  of  Sep- 
tember :  "  The  Anfwers  I  have  received  to  all  my  Let- 
•'  ters  written  to  Moodajee  Boofla  fince  my  Arrival  at 
"  Surat,  and  particularly  to  one,  informing  him  of  the 
**  Comaiinion  you  had  been  pleafed  to  entruft  me  with 
*'  at  the  Court  of  Poona,  as  they  contain  Nothing  bat 
*'  general  ExpreTions  of  Fricndlliip,  and  earnelt  Wifhes

It  is  very  evident,  that  Moodajee's  Politics  were  much 
influenced  by  the  Misfortune  which  had  attended  the 
Efforts  of  the  Bombay  Government  againfl;  the  Marattas, 
whofe  Power  and  Aichievements  he  thereupon  repre- 
fented  in  very  elevated  Terms,  in  a  Letter  to  the  Go- 
vernor-eeneral ;  and  he  added  the  following  Obferva- 
tion,  on  the  propofed  Union  between  him  and  the  Ben- 
gal Government  :

In  this  he  upbraids  the  Eng- 
lifh  wirh  Breach  of  Treaty  and  good  Faith  to  him,  by 
fupporting  Ragonaut  Row,  who- was  known  to  be  his 
Enemy  :  That  he  had  neverthelefs,  trufting  to  their  De- 
clarations, withheld  his  Afliftance  from  Row  Pundit 
Purdhaun  againft  all  Solicitation,  though  bound  by  the 
Laws  of  Friendfliip  ir  ha^s  afforded  it  lo  him  :  That  he 
had  efteded  the  Difmiflion  of  the  French  Ambafl'ador 
from  Poona,  nor  would  give  any  Countenance  to  the 
Advances  they  had  likewife  made  to  himfelf :  But  he 
now  found  that  new  Defigns  were  formed  for  the  Sup- 
port of  Ragonaut  Row,  and  that  General  Goddard  was 
come  to  Surat  from  Calcutta,  and  joined  with  the  Bom- 
bayer  in  the  fame  Plan.  — To  thefe  Complaints  he  added 
others,  relative  to  the  Condudl  of  the  Madras  Govern-

tal.—  '•  While  he  had  the  Means  (he  faid)  of  providing

Your  Committee  have  indeed  obferved,  that  thefe  Ap- 
plications on  the  Part  of  Ranna,  fubmitted  to  the  Board 
by  the  Governor-general,  were  not  the  Firft  he  had  re-

the  Ranna  wrote  to  Mobareck  ul  Dowla,  the  Subadar 
fcf  Bengal,  and  defired  his  Interceffion  in  his  Favour, 
acquainting  him  that  the  Governor-general  had  pro- 
jnifed  him  Affiltance  whenever  he  fhould  require  it. 

Immediately  after  the  Refolution  of  the  Board  by  6  Dee.  1779. 
which  the  propofed  Treaty  was  afTented  to,  and  while  Appendix,  243, 
the  Arrangement  of  feveral  collateral  Points  was  yet 
incomplete,  the  Governor-general  laid  before  the  Board 
Intelligence  conveyed  in  a  Letter  from  Sir  Eyre  Coote, 
dated  20th  November,  of  an  Irruption  into  the  Territo- 
ries of  Gohud  by  a  Party  of  Marattas,  who  had  taken 
©ne  Fort,  and  were  likely  to  poflefs  themfelves  of  the 
whole  Country,  as  the  Ranna's  Troops  were  few,  difpi- 
lited,  and  mutinous  for  want  of  Pay  :  That  the  Gover- 
nor-general thereupon  remarking  that  this  was  probably 
the  Prelude  of  a  general  Plan  of  Attack  on  the  Compa- 
ny's Pcfieffions,  of  which  he  had  lately  received  good 
Information,  propofed  to  tranfmit  immediately  a  Copy 
of  the  Treaty  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  with  Inftruc- 
tions  to  comply  with  any  immediate  Requifitions  which 
the  Ranna  might  make  for  a  Detachment  of  the  Com- 
pany's Forces,  proportioned  to  the  Exigency  of  the  Ser- 
vice required  by  it,  of  which  he  would  be  the  Judge.

**  Terms  declared,  in  the  Name  of  his  Mailer,  that  he 
**  would  not  accede  to  the  Propofals  made  to  him,  or 
**  conclude  a  Peace  with  the  Englifh,  unlefs  Ragonaut

and  the  Recommencement  of  Hoftilities.     He  enclpfed  Appsn^Ix.  251, 
a  Paper,  intituled.  Strength  of  the  Army  under  Briga-  ^' 

dier-general  Goddard,  upon  a  Suppofition  that  the  De- 
tachment from  Mahe  had  joined  him.  It  appears,  how- 
ever, that  the  Jundlion  of  that  Corps  had  not  raken 
Place,  of  which  the  Board  informed  the  Commander  in 
Chief  in  their  Anfwer  to  his  Letter  on  24th  January;  at 
the  fame  Time  conveying  their  Opinion,  that  the  Sea-  Appennlx,  15*, 
fon  was  too  far  advanced  to  make  the  March  of  Cap-  A. 

tain  Popham's  Detachment  to  the  other  Side  of  India 
an  advifeable  Meafure,  though  the  Corps  mi3;ht  be 
kept  embodied,  and  perhaps  be  advantageoufiy  em- 
ployed on  the  Weftern  Frontier  of  the  Vizier's  Domi- 
nions, either  to  repel  an  Invafion  from  the  Marattas,  if 
they  fhould  attempt  it  in  that  Quarter,  or  to  proceed  a- 
gainft  them  on  the  Weftern  Side  of  the  Jumna.

December,  your  Committee  have  found,  that  the  Seleft 
Board  very  readily  furnilhed  the  Reinforcements  which 
they  could  prudently  fuffer  to  quit  the  Ifland,  though 
not  in  Number  equal  to  the  Proportion  direded  by  the 
Superior  Council.  They  confilted  of  200  European  In- 
fantry, (including  Two  Grenadier  Companies,)  100  Ar- 
tillery, Or,e  Batralion  of  Sepoys,  and  Eight  Companies 
of  GrenadierSepoys  felefted  from  the  different  Battalions, 
to  be  increafed  to  Ten  Companies  when  the  Opportu- 
nity ihould  permit  J  a  Force  with  which  the  General

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feems  to  have  been  well  fatisfied,  and  to  have  efteemed 
iufficient  for  the  Firft  Plan  of  Conqueft,  even  without 
the  Affiftance  of  the  Madras  Troops  either  from  Mahe  or 
the  Prefidency,  of  whofe  Arrival  he  had  not  any  early 
General  God-  Expeflations.     The  feveral  Propofals,  with  the  Reafoji-

Conf.  24  Feb.    therein  be  found,  that  the  Committee  was  at  firft  reluc- 
'•^  °'  tant  to  flep  forward  intoadlive  Operations,  from  an  Ap- 

prehenfion  of  their  Inability  to  raife  a  Fund  adequate  to 
the  Expences  of  a  War ;  and  it  will  be  feen  by  what 
Arguments  the  General  endeavoured  tq.  overcome  their 
Backwardnefs  and  Alarms,  till  it  was  agreed  to  make  it 
the  Firft  Objedl  of  Adion  to  fecure  an  immediate  Terri. 
torial  Revenue,  both  to  reimburfe  them  for  pall  Expen- 
ces, and  to  fupport  the  future  Exigencies  of  the  Service, 
as  well  as  to  ellablifh  a  certain  Fund  of  folid  and  fub- 
ilantial  Benefit  to  the  Company  hereafter.  The  Mode 
of  Proceeding  upon  thefe  Defigns  being  refolved  on, 
they  furniflied  him  with  Powers  and  Inftr  udlions  to  treat 
with  Futty  Sing  Guicawar,  on  which  Bulinefs  he  meant 
immediately  to  enter  ;  forefeeing,  however,  the  Necef- 
fity  of  much  Art  and  Addrefs  to  compafs  the  Acqui- 
efcence  of  Ragoba  in  the  Line  marked  out  for  him  on  a 
Divifion  of  the  Spoils,  and  placing,  in  the  meanwhile, 
a  confident  Reliance  on  the  Support  of  the  Superior 
Government,  till  by  Succefs  they  could  acquire  the  Means 
within  their  own  Reach  of  Command.  '  Ragoba  had  al- 
ready applied  to  General  Goddard  for  an  Increafe  of 
his  Monthly  Stipend,  which  was  not  granted  to  him  ; 
but  it  appeared  to  be  of  fo  much  Importance  to  have 
him  dependent  on  the  Company,  that  the  General 
thought  it  proper  to  feed  him  with  a  Profpecl  of  future

North  Banks  of  the  Tappee,  which  he  had  that  Day 
been  induced  to  crofs  with  a  View  of  ftimulating  the  Re- 
iblutions  of  Futty  Sing  to  an  Acceptance  of  the  Terms 
of  Alliance  proffered  him,  for  which  he  had  before  been 
rather  backward  in  fhev;ing  a  due  Acknowledgement, 
At  the  fame  Time,  the  Defigns  of  reducing  the  Fortrefs 
of  Dabhov,  v/hich  v/as  within  Twelve  or  Thirteen  Cofs 
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of  Brodera,  furnifhed  a   good  Reafon  to  fatisfy  Futty 
Sing  on  Account  of  that  Advance. 

This  was  the  only  principal  Diftrid  South  of  the 
Mahe,  belonging  to  the  Poona  Governmen:,  which  was 
not  already  taken  Pofleffion  of  in  the  Name  of  the  iialt-

bling the  lofty  Ideas  which  Ragoba  had  entcrtuined 
from  the  Entrance  upon  aftive  Operations,  and  of  quiet- 
ing his  Solicitations  for  Money,  or  for  a  Ceflicn  ot  {ome 
of  the  conquered  Diftrifls,  made  the  General  very  anxi- 
ous for  Inilruftions  how  far  it  was  the  Intention  of  the 
Superior  Council,  in  any  Event,  to  affift  his  i'ortune  or 
Claim  of  Power,  and  what  Degree  of  Support  fliould  in 
the  mean  Time  be  given  to  him  and  his  Troops.  And 
theDiftrefs  for  Calh,  to  pay  his  own  Forces,  made  him. 
alfo  very  folicitous  for  an  effectual  Mode  of  fpeedy  and 
regular  Supply.  No  Reinforcement  from  Madjas  or 
Mahe  had  joined  the  Army  ;  and,  indeed,  there  v/as  no 
Profpedlof  early  Afliftance  from  the  Detachment  under  Ses  the  Firft 
Colonel  Braithwaite,  which  he  had  been  obliged  to  re-  Report.

In  Regard  indeed  to  the  Expences  of  the  War,  it  has 
clearly  appeared,  from  the  avowed  State  of  the  Treafuries 
under  the  other  Prefidencies,  that  they  were  to  fall  al- 
together upcn  the  Superior  Government,  and  were  likely 
to  prove  a  heavy  Drain  upon  that  Treafury  alfo.  In  the

But  it  appears  to  your  Committef,  that  a  Letter,  dated 
the  5  th  of  May,  from  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  was  received  at  Appendix,  282,

Eyre  Coote's  gard  to  the  Fort  itfelf,  they  direded  it  10  be  delivered 
Aniwer.  over  to  the  Rana. 

In  Confequence  of  repeated  Reprefentations  made 
by  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Inequality  of  Cap- 
tain Popham's  Force  to  anfwer  all  the  Purpofes  requiied 
of  it,  and  in  Conformity  to  his  frequent  Advices  for 
more  vigorous  Efforts  in  that  Quarter,  and  particulaily 
againfi:  the  Territories  of  Tookajee  and  Scindia,  witJi  a 
View  of  making  an  ufeful  Diverfion  to  favour  General 
Goddsrd's  Operations  in  the  Gu'zerat,  your  Committee 
hnd,  that  the  Governor  General  propoied  feveral  plans 
for  the  Change,  the  Augmentation,  and  Diredion,  of  the 
Force  employed  in  the  Territories  of  Ghode,  or  upon  its 
Frontiers.  Thefe,  with  the  Pveafonings  and  Refoliitions 
of  the  Board  upon  them,  are  placed  in  the  Appendix, 
■  Appendix,  2S6.  >^.  286,  and  we  fhall  here  only  Hate  very  briefly  the 
principal  Heads  of  each  Propofal,  and  the  Decifjon  of 
jjie  Council  upon  them.     On  the  zgth  May,  the  Gover- 
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nor  general  moved  for  the  Relief  of  Captain  Popliam's 
Detachment,  by  Three  Regular  Battalions,  with  their 
Gu'is,  under  the  Command  of  Major  Camac,  and  a  Bat- 
talion of  Light  Infantry  under  Captain  Browne.  To 
iliis  Propofition  the  Board  afTented,  and  Orders  were 
fcm  accordingly  to  the  Commander  in  Chief.  On  the  See  Appen,  300, 
J  2th  June,  having  previoufly  recommended  fome  Steps 
towards  a  Peace  with  the  Marattas,  under  the  Mediation 
of  the  Rajali  of  Berar,  and,  at  the  fame  Time,  however, 
fuggcfted  the  NecelTity  of  improving  their  Pretenflons 
to  better  Terms  by  an  Interval  of  fuccefsful  Exertion  in 
the  War,  the  Governor-general  advifed  the  Reduftion  of 
Captain  Popham's  Corps  into  Three  regular  Battalions, 
and  that  they  fhould  be  added  to  thofe  under  the  Com- 
mand of  Major  Camac,  for  the  Purpofe  of  an  Invafion 
on  the  Territories  of  Madajee  Scindia;  and,  as  the  Sub> 
fidies  from  the;  Rana  of  Ghode  would  of  Courfe  be  dif. 
continued  by  that  Scheme  of  Operations,  he  fuggefled 
the  Expedient  of  appropriating  the  annual  Contribution 
o{  Cheic  Sing,  amounting  to  Five  Lacks,  as  a  Military 
Fund  for  the  Payment  of  the  Detachment.  And  he  con- 
cluded his  Propofah  on  this  Occafion,  with  an  earneil 
Entreaty  addrelird  to  the  Board  for  their  Support  in  a 
Mcafure,  upon  the  Confequences  of  which  he  would  ven- 
ture his  Life.  But  it  appears,  that  Meffrs.  Francis  and 
V/heler  objected  :o  the  Expence  of  this  Force,  as  well 
as  to  the  DiUance  at  which  it  was  employed,  the  dif- 
crction-jry  Latitude  of  Aftion  given  by  the  intended 
Jnitrudlions  to  the  Commander  of  it,  and  the  Danger  of 
any  Pretence  for  invading  the  Diltrids  of  Bundlecund; 
obferving,  moreover,  that  they  believed  it  "  to  be  aa 
*'  Evil  infeparab'e  from  the  diltant  Military  Operations 
•'  in  that  Country,  that  the  Charge  of  them  could  nei- 
*'  ther  be  limited  or  controlled."  The  Oppofition  to 
thefe  Mealures,  propofed  by  the  Governor-general,  was 
not  leffened  by  his  Offer  of  taking  upon  himi'elf  the  Ex- 
pence  of  the  Contingei.cies,  which  he  fappofed  to  be 
the  only  ohe  that  could  reafonably  be  charged  to  the  Ex- 
pedition, and  which  he  rated  far  below  Two  Lacks  of 
Rupees.  The  Inltruclions  to  Major  Camac  were  drawn 
up  agreeably  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Majority,  and  re- 
cdrded  on  the  Confuitations  of  the  13th  of  July.  A  Sec.  Conf.  20 
Change,  however,  in  thefe  took  Place  a  few  Days  af-  J^'y* 
ter,  when,  Mr.  Francis  being  indifpofed,  Mr.  Wheler

Support  of  Mr.  Barvvell,  who  left  Calcutta  in  the  Month 
of  March  on  his  Return  to  Europe.  But  your  Com- 
mittee recommend  to  the  Houfe  a  Perufal  of  all  thefe 
.  difcordant  Minutes,  Vv-hich  we  have  placed  in  the  Ap- 
pendix, N°  288,  chiefly  becaufe  there  may  be  colledted 
from  them  a  great  Body  of  Remarks  and  Information 
on  the  general  Pofture  of  Affairs,  comprehending  Opi- 
nions and  Arguments,  not  only  on  the  View  of  political 
and  military  Situations  and  Incidents,  but  on  the  State 
cf  Ability,  particularly  in  pecuniary  Refources,  on  which 
the  Prefidency  might  be  fuppofed  to  rely  for  the  Execution 
and  Succefs  of  their  complicated  Syftem  of  Operations. 

The  Means,  by  which  the  happy  Accomplifhment  of

weakened  or  broke  the  Springs  of  Oppofition.

1780.  the  Governor-general  received  a  Letter  from  him  on  the 
Appendix,  309,  .^jjj  ^f  ]a\y,  in  which  he  complained  of  the  Breach  of 
Treaty  by  the  Madras  Government;  obferving,  that  he 
was  before  well  convinced  that  the  Treaties  and  Engage- 
ments of  the  Er.glifh  were  inviolable,  but  he  had  found* 
that,  whenever  a  new  Governor  arrived,  he  would  not 
conform  to  the  Agreements  of  the  Council,  but  afted  as 
he  pleafed,  making  many  Innovations  in  the  eflablifhed 
Friendlbips.

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Previous,  however,  to  his  Departure,  your  Committee 
find,  that   Sir  Eyre  Coote  gave  in  to  the  Board  a  State 
of  the   Forces,  and   the  Diftribution  which   he  recom- 
mended of  them,  accordingr  to  the  Situation  of  Affairs, 
and  the  requifite  Plan  of  Operations.     Thefe  are  to  be  SeeAppen,  310, 
found  in  the  Appendix,  and  your  Committee  will  only    Ben.  See. Conf, 
add  to  them  a  Remark,  that  the  Viaier  was  upon  this  ^  '^°^-  ^780. 
Occafion  defired  to  require  from  Fizoolla  Cawn  the  Qao-  appendix,   313, 
ta  of  Troops  llipulated  by  Treaty  to  be  furnifhed  for  his 
Service,  being   5000  Horfe,  to  be  put  under  the  imme- 
diate Command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Muir,  command- 
ing the  Detachment  of  Futty  Gur.     And,    at  the  fame        No  315, 
time,  the  Raja  Cheit  Sing  was  required  to  furnifh  fuch 
Part  of  his  Cavalry  as  he  could  fpare  for  the  Service  of 
the  Britifli  Government,  and  to  inform  the  Governor- 
general  what  Number  he  could  fupply. 

Your  Committee  have  indeed  found,  that  Complaints  Appendlir,  314, 
had  been  made,  that  Fizoolla  Cawn  did  not  fulfil  his  3°'^  '^^-  17S0, 
Engagements  to  the  Company,  when  required  to  give 
Affiftance  in  the  Defence  of  the  Rohilcund  againft  the 
Seiks  and  other  Borderers  who  were  infefting  it ;  and 
there  appeared  great  Reafon  to  believe,  that  NudjifF  Cawn 
had  been  tampering  with  thofe  People,  and  he  was  cer- 
tainly making  Preparations  for  War. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  the  Commander  in  Chief   Sir  EyrcCoote's 
did  not  apprehend  any  Danger  to  the  Dominions  of  the  Minute,  4  Sept. 
Vizier,  as  the  Troops  ftationed  in  thofe  Parts,  when  pro-  1780. 
perly  arranged",  would,  he  thought,  exclufive  of  Cavalry,  ^*^'^  Appen.  304, 
be  more  than  fufiicient  to  prevent  the  Marattas  from  en- 
tering them.     H^,  however,  judged  it  neceffary,    that  it 
ihould  be   ftrongly  recommended   to    the  Vizier,  to  be 
attentive  to  the  keeping  up  a  refpeftable  Body  of  Horfe  j 
and  that  the  Refident  IhouId  be  direfted  to  urge  the  Ne- 
ceffity  of  their  being  regularly  and  punftually  paid. 

Fran-  joint  Mloufe,29 
els  and  Wheler  fometime   before  gave  of  his  Country  J«>ne,  lygot 
was  allowed  to  be  juft,  there  might  much  Doubt  be  en-  ^"  Appen,  285, 
tertained.     **  The  Condition   to    which   we  have   re- 
**  duced  the  Vizier's  Country,  makes  the  Connexion 
"  rather   a   Burden  than  an  Advantage  to  this  State. 
'•  We  have  now  to  defend  the  extended  Frontier  of  a

It  has  indeed  appeared  to  your  Committee,  that, 
before  the  diltreffing  News  of  Hyder's  fuccefsful  Pro- 
grefs  in  the  Carnatic  had  made  an  Accommodatioa 
with  the  Marattas  the  Objeft  of  their  greateft  and  moft 
immediate  Attention,  the  Burdens  of  the  War  were 
Y  i  acknow^ 
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acknowledged  by  the  Superior  Government  to  hav« 
become  intolerable.  Early  in  the  Courfe  of  this  Year, 
they  had  expreffed  their  Senfe  of  them  in  the  moft  pointed 
See  Appen,  280.  Language.— Tn  a  Letter  to  General  Goddard,  under 
Date  20th  April,  they  wrote  as  follows  :  *'  Our  Re- 
**  fources  are  no  longer  equal  to  the  Payment  of  your

**  can  any  Acquifition  on  the  other  Side  of  India,  com-

*'  have  been  increafing,  our  Means  declining,  (I  will  not 
**  in  this  riace  enumerate  the  Caufes  of  both,)  and  it  is 
**  now  my  hard  Lot,  and  a  painful  Duty  impofed  upon 
*'  me  by  the  Neceffity  of  the  Times,  to  propofe,  that 
*'  we  fhould  again  have  Recourfe  to  the  Means  of  fup- 
"  plying  our  growing  Wants,  and  provide  againft  the 
«•  multiplying  Exigencies  not  of  the  State  only,  but  of 
*'  the  other  Prefidencies,  whofe  Exiftence  muft  depend 
*'  upon  our  Care  of  thern,  by  taking  up  Money  at  In- 
<*  tereft.  The  Sum  1  do  not  propofe,  becaufe  I  think 
«•  it  fliould  not  be  limited." 

It  is  needlefs  here  to  repeat  the  Obfervations  made 
upon  the  Maratta  War  by  the  Prefidency  of  fort  Saint 
George,  and  their  frequent  Remonftrances  againft  the 
Continuance  of  it.  In  the  beginning  of  this  Year  Sir 
Thomas  Rumbold  drew  up  a  large  Body  of  Remarks  on 
the   adtual    Syflem   and  State  of  Politics  in  India,  in 

Appendix,  •'2J.  which,  as  the  Copy  of  it  in  the  Appendix,  N''325,  will 
jfhevv,  he  made  very  fevere  Animadverfions  on  the  Con- 
cuft  of  the  Bengal  Government  in  that  Refpeft,  by  an 
Examination  and  Cenfure  of  every  Proceeding  relative 
to  the  Maratta  War;  and  he  farther  charged  them  with 
the  Accufation  of  a  wilful  Continuance  of  it  by  their 
exceffive  Demands,  and  by  Negle£l  of  the  proper 
Opportunities  for  Accommodation.  The  Seled  Com- 
mitcee  of  Fort  Saint  George,  in  their  Letter  of  the 

Appendix,  326.  34  April,  feem  to  have  held  very  nearly  the  fame 
Language. 

It  will  be  remembered  how  earneflly  folicitous  the 
Nabob  of  Arcot  declared  himfelf  about  thFs  Time  for  a 
Pacification  with  the  Marattas,  and  what  were  the  Con- 
celfions  he  recommended  to  be  offered  to  them ;  but  it 

will 
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will  alfo  be  remembered  how  great  were  his  Alarms  on 
Account  of  Hyder  Ally. 

The  Opinions  of  Sir  Eyre  Coote  while  abfent  from 
the  Board  have  been  alfo  referred  to,  and  have  ihewn  how 
llrongly  he  inforced  the  Neceffity  of  Pacification,  at  the 
iame  Time  that  he  recommended  a  more  vigorous  Pro- 
fecution  of  the  War ;  and  your  Committee  obferve,  in 
his  Letter  of  the  nth  May  upon  this  Subjeta,  fome  See  Apperi.^Ss 
ftriking  Marks  of  the  Senfe  he  then  entertained  of  the  *"''  *^"' 
Danger,  as  alfo  of  the  Value,  of  the  Company's  Poflef- 
fions.  *•  The  utmoft:  of  my  Ambition  is  to  co-operate 
*'  with  you  in  every  Meafure  of  public  Benefit,  and  to  be 
**  enabled  by  that  Means  fuccelsfuUy  to  fupport  the  Ko- 
**  nour  and  Intereft:  of  the  Nation  in  this  Part  of  the 
*'  World,  at  a  Time  vyhen  the  Event  of  Affairs  at 
"  Home  may  render  thefe  Pofleflions  of  Hill  more 
*'  eflential  Confequence  to  us  than  we  have  yet  had 
*'  Occafion,  valuable  as  they  really  are,  to  eftimaie 
*•  them  at." 

The  Arguments  and  Reafonlngs  of  the  fuperior  Go- 
vernment, and  of  the  feveral  Members  of  it,  on  the  Ori- 
gin and  Profecution  of  the  Maratta  War,  have  been  laid 
before  the  Houfe  in  fufficient  Detail.  But  yeur  Com- 
mittee have  alfo  found,  that  at  the  Clofe  of  this  Year, 
when  the  Steps  we  have  related  had  been  taken  for  the 
more  fpeedy  Termination  of  it,  and  while  they  were 
wailing  in  Expectation  of  an  Anfwer  from  the  Court  of 
Berar,  for  the  Approbation  of  the  Terms  of  the  Treaty 
which  Moodajee  was  to  mediate  and  to  guarantee,  the  Letter,  iatrd 
Governor-general  took  Occafion  to  exprefs  his  Senci-  2d  Dec.  1780. 
ments  of  it  to  the  Secret  Com:nittee  of  the  India  Com-  Appendix,  328. 
pany  ;  and  he  appears  to  have  been  induced  to  do  io  by 
the  Provocation  of  a  Charge  upon  himfelf,  as  being  the  ■ 
Author  of  it;  to  contraditt  which,  he  obferved,  the 
Court  of  Diredlors  were  in  PolTeffion  of  the  fullell  Evi- 
dence ;  and  **  that  the  Occafion  of  the  War  was  planned 
"  and  executed  without  the  Knowledge  or  previous 
-*'  Concurrence  of  the  Bengal  Governrcent,  which  had 
*•  no  other  Participation  in  it,  than  in  providing,  by  an 
*'  extraordinary  Exertion,  for  the  Support  of  the  Mea- 
*'  furcs  undertaken  by  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay,  if 
♦'  they  fucceeded  ;  and  for  its  Prelervation,  if  they  fail- 
**  ed." — And  he  remarked,  how  feafonably  their  De- 
tachment had  arrived  for  the  lait  of  thofe  Gbjedis,  and 
the  Redemption  of  the  national  Honour,  which  Jt&d  been 
without  it  irretrievably  loft.  He  had  flattered  himlelf, 
that  the  War  would  have  been  foon  fermmated  in  iuch 
Advantages,  as  would  have  amply  atoned  for  the  p:i:t 

Cal^-- 
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Calamities  which  had  attended  it.  The  Subjedl  was  now 
reduced  to  an  Argument  of  unavailing  Speculation, 
*•  in  which  every  Perfon  was  at  Liberty  to  form  his  own 
*'  Opinion." 

The  War,  at  leaft  in  the  Carnatic,  which  was  the 
prefenc  Cbjedl  of  their  Anxiety  and  Exertion,  could  not, 
he  fuppofed,  be  imputed  to  the  Government  of  Bengal. 
For  the  OcCufion  of  that  Event  he  accounted  by  tlie  fol- 
lowing Expl-anation  ;  *'  If  the  extorted  and  palliated 
*'  Confeflion  of  the  Nabob  Nizam  Ally  Cav/n  may  be 
*'  credited,  and  we  have  the  Evidence  of  the  moft  puh- 
**  lie  Notoriety  to  confirm  it,  it  was  the  fole  EiFedof  a 
*^  Confederacy  formed  at  his  Infligation,  and  didated 
*'  by  his  Refentment  of  the  Infringements  made  by  the 
*'  Seleft  Committee  of  Fort  Saint  George,  on  his 
*'  Rights  obtained  by  the  Treaty  fubfifting  between 
•*  him  and  the  Company,  and  his  natural  Apprehenfionof 
**  Holtilities  intended  by  that  Government  againft  him; 
"  Whatever  be  the  C'aufe,  fuch  have  been  the  EiFefls  r 
*•  and  it  is  our  Duty  to' do  all  that  may  be  in  our  Power 
*'  to  avert  them.'' 

■  Your  Committee  indeed  find,  that,  the  EfFgfts  of  this 
cxtenfive  Scene  of  Warfare  were  at  this  Time  moft  fe- 
•verelyfelti  and  that,  in  Addition  to  the  Neceffity  of 
borrowing  Money  at  Intereft,  by  which  the  Sum  of 
R«  64,41,601.  1 .  6.  had  been  raifed,  the  alarming  Ex- 
pedient of  malting  a  large  Reduftion,  or  poflibly  a  total 
Sufpenfion  of  the  Company's  Inveftment  for  the  enfuing 
Year,  feemed  to  be  inevitable.  Of  this  probable  Event 
the  Governor-general  gave  Notice  to  the  Court  of  Di- 
redors  in  the  Letter  referred  to;  but  at  the  fame  Time 
he  endeavoared  to  leflen  the  Shock,  by  Affurances  of 
the  Care  which  had  been  taken,  in  Conjuni^ion  with  the 
Board  of  Trade,  to  prevent  the  Inconveniencies  to  which 
the  Bafinefs  of  Inveftment  might  be  liable  on  its  Re- 
newal ;  and  by  the  farther  Encouragement  of  Hope, 
that  the  Mediation  of  the  Court  of  Berar  would  be  in- 
tirely  confonant  tX)  his  Oivn  Wiflies  ;  and  that  the  Ex- 
ample of  that  Government  would  contribute  to  turn  the 
Scale,  in  which  the  Poona  Adm.iniftration  might  be  fup- 
pofed to  balance  their  Determination  in  Favour  of  the 
Liigliih  ;  —  to  that  Quarter,  indeed,  he  appears  to 
have  looked  with  peculiar  Intereftednefs  and  Anxi- 
ety, «'  With  the  Aid;  or  even  Neutrality,  of  this  Powcr^ 
*'  I  ha\fe  no  Doubt  of  being  able  to  make  the  Refources 
*'  of  this  Government  equal  to  every  Service  which  may 
"  be  exaded  froh>   them,    both  for  the  Maintenance 

"of 
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"  of  the  atflual  P<'ace  of  thefe  Provinces,  and  the  Reffo- 
*'  ration  of  your  Affairs  in  the  Carnatic,  howe\er  defpe- 
"  rate  tiiey  may  now  appear,  if  they  continue  under  the

in  thofe  Parts. 

To  render  this  Reprefontation  of  their  political  Cir- 
cumdanccj,  and  particularly  under  tlic  Prefidcncy  of 
Bengal,  more  complete,  Your  Committee  have  made  up 
fuch  Accounts  of  the  Revenues  and  Military  Force  as  the 
defeftii^e  Return  of  the  Materials  v/ould  allov/,  in  the 
Papers  hereunto  annexed.

a  vigorous  Profccution  of  the  Maratta  War,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  promifed 
to  promote  a  fperdy   Accommodation,  whicli  they  all 
wilhed   for,    fooner   than   any  other  Plan   of   Conduit. 
Puit  they  however  at  the  fame  Time  refolved  to  m.aintnin 
the   Settlement  of  Tellicherry,    as   the  only  Place    of 
Strength  they  poflefied  in  Hyder's  Dom.inions,  and  the 
Attack  whereof  occupied  a  Part  of  his  Force.     And  we 
perceive,  that  on  the  24th  the  Seleft  Committee  applied  Appendix,  No. 
to  the   Admiral   for  the  Aflillance  of  Two  of  his  Ma-  ^A-°- 
jelly's    Ships,    on    an   Expedition    againft  the    Maratta  ^f^^^^g^f -5'*

thority  he  was  invefted)  did  not  oppofe,  though  they

their  great  Military  Expences,  in  which  View  they  made 
Preparations  to  fend  back  all  the  Madras  Troops  ferving 
on  that  Coaft.  And  the  Pafs  of  Bhore  Ghaut,  where 
the  General  had  at  firft  propofed  to  fix  a  fortified  Poft, 
being  upon  more  mature  Refiedlion  abandoned  by  him 
in  the  Beginning  of  April,  he  effected  his  Retreat,  ' 
though  not  without  Lofs,  to  Panwell,  and  from  thence 
to  the  Neighbourhood  of  Callian,  which,  as  a  centrical 
Situation,  was  held  the  mcft  optionable  for  the  Canton- 
ment of  the  Tiopps  during  the  rainy  Seafon.

It  will  be  remembered,  that  when  they  found  the  War 
to  be  inevitable,  the  principal  Objeft  of  the  Plan,  which 
they  recommended  for  the  Condudl  of  it,  was  to  fecure 
a  territorial  PofTefnon,  yielding  a  fufficient  Revenue  not 
only  to  anfwer  the  preient,  but  alfo  the  pail  and  future 
Expences  of  their  Government.  But  Your  Committee 
find,  that  an  Alarm  of  a  Difappointment  to  their  Hopes 
in  this  RefpetSl,  by  a  Letter  from  the  Governor  General 
and  Council,  upon  the  Appropriation  of  the  Revenues 
ariJing  from  the  conquered  Counfrie:;,  was  very  ftriking- 
ly  marked  in  the  foUow/ing  Paragraph  of  their  Letter, 
dated  25th  of  July  1780,  to  the  Secret  Committee  of  the 
Court  of  Direftors. 

*'  We  have  the  moft  alarming  ApprehenJlons  of  the 
"  Difficulties  we  fliall  experience  the  enfuing  Seafon  for 
*'  Want  of  Money  ;  having  lately  received  a  Letter  from 
"  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  acquainting  us, 
"  that  their  own  Dillrefs  will  put  it  out  of  their  Power 
"  to  make  additional  Remittances  equal  to  the  Support 
**  of  this  Prefidency,  and  the  Pay  of  the  large  Army 
*'  under  General  Goddard;  and  therefore,  defiring  that 
"  every  Acceflion  of  Income  which  may  arife  to  the 
'*  Company  from  the  Succefs  of  that  Army,  may  be  fet 
"  afide,  and  appropriated  exclufively  to  that ;  and  thus 
"  cutting  off  the  principal  Refource  we  had  Depen- 
*'  dence  on  for  our  immediate  Exigencies,  we  have  only 
**  the  Hope,  that  when  they  receive  our  Propofal  for 
'*  the  Reduftion  of  thefe  intolerable  Military  Charges, 
*'  and  fee  the  Itrong  Meafure  we  have  aftually  taken  to 
"  make  it  prafticable,  which  of  courfe  will  require  an 
"  extraordinary  Provifion  for  the  prefent,  they  will  at 
"  leaft  leave  us  in  PofTeffion  of  our  own  Refources ;  and, 
*'  encouraged  by  the  Profpeft  of  fome  End  to  fuch 
"  heavy  Drains,  that  they  will  make  a  vigorous  Effort 
*'  to  give  Succefs  to  our  Plan,  and  exonerate  us  from 
**  the  Charge  of  maintaining  fuch  ruinous  Auxiliaries."

It  may  not  be  improper  here  to  remind  the  Houfe, 
that  the  Bombay  Government  had,  long  before  their 
Knowledge  of  the  unfortunate  Events  which  had  hap- 
pened in  the  Carnatic,  been  very  defirous  of  fending 
back  both  the  Bengal  and  Madras  Detachtnent,  in  or-

No.  275.  in  their  Letter  dated  6th  June,  to  Bengal)   "  to  relieve

'*  Reinforcements  that  have  at  this  Time  joined  me  from 

"  that   Prefidency,    confift   only  of  One  Company  of 

*'  European  Artillery,    Seven  of  Infantry,    and  One 

"  Battalion  of  Sepoys." 

It  does  not  appear  that  on  t"he  Irruption  of  Hyder  Ally, 
the  Prefidency  of  Madras,  or  afterwards  Sir  Eyre  Coote 
on  his  Arrival,  demanded  the  Return  of  their  Troops 
from  the  Malabar  Coaft ;  but  rather,  as  has  been  ob-  See  Appendix, 
feivcd,  recommended  a  Diverfion  againft  Hyder's  Terri-  335* 
tories  in  thofc  Parts :  And  the  Commander  in  Chief,  in. 
his  Letter  to  General  Goddard,  dated  the  12th  of  No- 
vember 1780,  ftrongly  enforced  this  Advice,  confidering 
the  Situation  of  Aftairs  with  the  Marattas  as  a  very 
fecondary  Bufmefs;  and  exprefled  a  Hope,  that  if  an 
Attack  on  any  principal  Place  belonging  to  Hyder  Ally 
could  be  faccefsfuUy  undertaken  in  concert  with  the 
Admiral,  fo  as  to  oblige  him  to  fend  fome  Part  of  his 
vaft  Force  from  the  Carnatic  to  the  Defence  of  his  own 
Country,  he  fhould  think  he  might  be  able,  even  with 
the  Force  he  then  had,  to  drive  him  out  of  the  Carnatic. 

Your  Committee  have  explained  the  Refult  of  a  Con-  See  Appendix, 
fultation  on  this  Subjedl  at  Bombay,  on  the  23d  of  De-  339* 
cember,  and  the  fubfequent  Tranfaftions  of  the  Army 
under  General  Goddard.  It  appears,  that  Sir  Eyre  No.  355. 
Coote  enclofed  in  his  own  Letter  to  General  Goddard, 
another  alfo  addrelTed  to  him  from  the  Governor  Gene- 
ral and  Council,  wherein  they  fignified  their  Commands 
for  placing  his  Detachment  under  Sir  Eyre  Coote's  Or- 
ders ;  and  it  will  be  remembered  what  Direftions  and 
Authority  they  had  given  relative  to  the  Profecution  of 
the  Maratta  War,  which  Sir  Edward  Hughes  remarked 
"  they  (the  Seleft  Committee  of  Bombay)  appear  to 
f'  me  more  difpofed  to  do  than  to  march  the  Army  un- 
"  der  General  Goddard  into  the  Dominions  of  Hyder 
^'  Ally,  to  make  the  Diveriion  Sir  Eyre  Coota  thought 
*'  fo  necflTary  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Carnatic 
**  againft  him,  and  which  indeed  they  cannot  do  till  a 
"  Reconciliation  with  the  Marattas  takes  place." 

On  the  31ft  of  March,  however.  Your  Committee 
find  the  Bombay  Government  **  having  then  loft  all  im- 
*'  mediate  Profpeft  of  a  Peace  with  the  Marattas,"  and 
every  Objeft  they  had  propofcd  to  acquire  in  the  Courfe 
cf  the  War  being  accompliflied,  informed  the  Court  of 

Direftors, 
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Dire£lors,  "  that  they  had  taken  Meafures  in  Concert 
**  with  General  Goddard,  to  yield  what  Affiftance  they 
**  could  to  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  Saint  George,  and 
**  were  preparing  to  fend  back  all  the  Fort  Saint 
**  George  1  roops  ferving  on  that  Coaft,  by  which  their 
*'  own  Military  Charges  would  be  greatly  reduced,  and 
**  the  Army  under  General  Coote  ftrengthened  with  a 
**  very  conliderable  Reinforcement." 
See  Letters  The   Alterations  which   the  Refolution  of  defending 

from  and  to  Gen.  Tellicherry,  and  other  Circumftances  after  the  Defcent 
Goddar  .  from  the  Ghauts,  occafioned  in  thefe  Meafures,  are  ex-

No.  343.  mittee  to  the  Secret  Committee  of  the  Court  of  Direft- 
ors,  under  Date  27th  May  1781  ;  and  it  appears,  that 
the   Admiral  carried  with  him  in   the  Middle  of  that 
Month  to  the  Coromandel  Coaft,  only  the  Detachment 
under  Major  Cotgrave  from  Tellicherry.     Yet  it  is  to  be 
cbferved,  that  the  Ponfborne  was   detained  at  Bombay

After  the  Departure  of  Sir  Edward  Hughes  from  that 
Coaft,  and  the  Reduftion  of  their  Military  Force  by  the 
Arrangements  above-mentioned,  the  Syftem  of  Defence, 
which  the   Government  of  Bombay  had  refolved  upon, 
Arpendix,No.  became  apparently  yet  more  advifeable;  and  your  Com- 
357-  mittee  perceive,  by  a  Letter  from  the  Seled  Board  to  the 

Secret  Committee  of  the  Court  of  Direftors,  under  Date 
28th  July  1781,  that  they  perfevered  in  the  fame  In- 
tentions, tiot  having  received  or  offered  any  new  Over- 
tures for  Accommodation  with  the  Marattas.  But  it  ap- 
pears, that  this  Plan  did  not  feem  to  be  agreeable  to  the 
Sentiments  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  who 
had  informed  the  Seleft  Committee  in  a  late  Difpatch, 
Appendix,  No.  that  the  Unwillingnefs  of  the  Minifters  to  accept  the

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B.ifTein,  and  the  other  Advantages  acquired  at  the  Time      Sec  alfo  Ap- 
the  propofeJ  Treaty  was  written.    Under  this  fmprellion,  P^ndix,  351. 
they  intimated  their  Wifhes  for  a  vigorous  Profecution 
of  the  War,  and  that  the  utmoft  Aid  might  be  oiFcred 
to  General  Goddard's  Operations,  the  Plan  however  of 
which  had  not  yet  been  confidered  and  fettled. 

The  Bombay  Committee  appear  alfo  in  this  Letter  to 
urge  many  Arguments  in  their  Defence  againft  the 
Imputafion  the  Governor  General  and  Council  had 
brought  againft  them,  of  a  fudden  Alteration  of  Senti- 
ment with  refpecl  to  the  Mode  of  profecuting  the  War, 
which  however  they  afcribed  to  the  Failure  of  their  Ex- 
pedlations  of  bringing  it  to  a  happy  Termination  by  the 
utmoft  Exertion  of  their  Force  during  the  Interval  al- 
lowed for  the  determinate  Anfwer  of  the  Marattas  to  the 
Propofals  for  a  Pacification :  And  in  Support  of  this 
Explanation,  they  refer  to  their  former  Refolutlons  and 
Proceedings.  Jt  feems  indeed,  that  the  Superior  Go- 
vernment had  alfo  communicated  to  the  Bombay  Com- 
mittee, another  Motive  of  Objection  againft  any  frefli 
Advances  to  Accommodation  with  the  Poona  Durbar, 
becaufe  "  they  had  formed  a  Connexion  with  the  Be- 
"  rar  Government,  which  (they  obferved)  they  had  every 
"  reafonable  Hope  would  be  attended  with  a  very  ef- 
"  fential  Change  in  their  political  Influence." 

Advice  of  the  Rupture  with  Holland  having  been  re- 
ceived at  Bombay,  Your  Committee  find  that  Orders 
were  given  to  difpolTefs  the  Dutch  of  their  Faftories  at 
Broach  and  Surat.  The  latter  Service,  had  been  exe- 
cuted, and  there  was  Reafon  to  believe,  that  a  conlide- 
rable  Property  would  be  found  belonging  to  the  Dutch 
Eaft  India  Company,  which  would  be  fecured  for  the 
Benefit  of  the  Englilh  Company. 

This  appears  to  be  the  Amount  of  Information  which 
the  laft  Difpatch  brought  from  the  Prefidency  of  Bom- 
bay. The  Papers  immediately  annexed  will  fhew  the 
State  and  Diilribution  of  the  Forces  on  the  Bombay 
Eftabliftiment,  and  exhibit  fome  Reprefentation  of  the . 
State  of  Revenue,  as  far  as  can  be  judged  from  the 
Condition  of  the  Treafuries  and  the  Amount  of  the 
Debt  of  that  Prefidency.  Your  Committee  have  placed  Appendix,  No. 
a  more  complete  .'\ccouat  in  an  Appendix,  34S'

Your  Committee  will  now  proceed  to  trace  the  Source 
of  fonie  of  the  material  Incidents,  of  which  we  have  yet 
njade  only  a  ilight  Mention,  undjr  the  Adminiltration 
of  Bengal,  beginning  with  the  Courfe  of  Events  that 
may  appear  to  have  immediately  attended  the  Offer  of 
pacific  Propofals,  which  (it  has  been  obfervcd)  were  fent 
tp  the  Court  of  Berar,  as  the  moft  promifmg  Channel 
for  the  Acceptance  of  them  by  the  Government  of 
Poona. 

But  as  it  has  appeared  to  Your  Committee,  that  before  Bi  n.  Sec.  Lrt- 
the  Receipt  of  any  Anhver  from  Moodr.jee  BooHa  the ''^'j,'^''^'^'^  7  ]■'"•> 
Superior  Council  thought  it  neccflary  to  confider  of  Anp-nJix  No. 
other  Mean:;  alfo,  by  which  they  might  poflibly  acquire  jfoV 
an  Accellion  of  Strength  to  repel  the  Attacks  of  the 
Enemy,  particularly  in  the  Carnati:,  we  fliall  very  brieily 
Hate  the  Mcafures  wliich  were  the  immediate  Confe- 
quence  of  this  Policy.  In  Addition  to  the  Supply  of 
Treafurc  for  the  Military  Expencea  of  the  Prefidency  of 
Port  Sr.  George,  which  they  had  remitted  at  the  Time 
of  Sir  Eyre  Coote's  Embarkation,  they  in  the  Opening 
of  the  Year  178 1  ordered  to  them  the  further  Sum  of  CRs 
4,23,672.  10.  3.  and  had  taken  Steps  to  continue  to  that 
Prelidency  Supplies  of  Grain  and  other  Articles  of 
which  they  were  in  need;  but  as  it  was  not  in  their 
Power  to  furnilh  them  with  a  Military  Force  which  ap- 
peared to  be  fufficient  for  the  immediate  Expulfion  of 
the  Enemy,  they  were  induced  to  propofe  a  Treaty  pg^^  Scc.Conf. 
of  Alliance  witii  the  Dutch,  whofc  PolTellions  at  and  4  Jan.  1781. 
adjacent  to  Cochin  had  lately  been  invaded  by  Hyder  Appendix, No. 
Ally.  This  Negociation  feems  to  have  been  formed  3^°' 
under  the  Advice  of  the  Direclor  and  Governor  of  the 
Dutch  Kalt  India  Company's  Settlements  in  Bengal  ; 
and  the  Objeft  of  it  was  to  obtain  the  Affillance  of  a 
Body  of  Troops  from  the  Government  of  Cochin;  but 
as  neither  the  Governors  of  Colombo  or  Cochin  could 
engage  their  Allent  v/ithout  great  perfonal  Refponfibi- 
litv,  thev  having  no  regular  Povvcrs  to  bind  their  Com-, 
pany  in  inch  an  A&.  without  the  Sanction  of  the  Supe-: 
rior  Government  of  Batavia,  for  which  there  was  no 
Time  to  wait,  the  Offer  of  fome  additional  Conceffions 
appeared  neceffary,  both  to  indemnify  them  and  to  v^^in 
the  Concurrence  of  their  Superiors.  Urged  by  thefe 
Confiderations  the  Governor  General  and  Council  pro- 
pofcd  the  Cefiion  of  the  Tinivelly  Coun^fry  to  the  Dutch, 
which,  for  Reafons  affigned,  they  thoi^ght  might  with- 
out great  Lofs  or  Danger  be  feparated  fl'om  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Carnatic  ;  and  they  were  alfo  perfuaded  that 
they  had  a  Right  to  expeft  fuch  a  Sacrifice  from  the  Na- 
bi-b  Walaw  Jaw  of  Part  of  his  Dominions',  for  the  Share 
they   took  in   the  Prefervation  of   the  Whole.      The

And  Your  Committee  find,  that  the  Superior  Go- 
vernment was  alio  at  this  Time  attentive  to  fome  Pro- 
ceedings of  a  fimilar  Nature,  by  which  they  fought  to 
give  Support  to  their  Affcdrs  on  the  Malabar  Coaft. 
We  have  already  obi'erved,  that  the  fuppoled  Defigns  of 
the  Portugucfe  upon  Salfette  and  Baflein  were  n;  t 
thought  worthy  of  their  ferious  Attention,  becaule  in- 
deed whatever  Connection  might  fubfill  between  the 
Portuguele  and  the  IVlarattas,  its  EfFcftcoul'J  not,  from 
the  Condition  of  the  Party,  become  important,  nor  be 
fuppofed  to  wedgh  againfl  the  flrong  Confideration  of  the 
Alliance  which  had  long  fubfiftcd  between  the  Englifh 
and  them  ;  but  as  the  Ploililities  and  Ambition  of  Hyder 
Ally,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  Marattas,  required  now  the 
full  Exertions  of  OppofirlDn  and  Controul,  and  as  Hyder 
had  repeatedly  offered  Jnlults  to  the  Portuguefc  Settle- 
ments, the  Governor  General  and  Council  took  Occa- 
llon  upon  that  Ground  to  make  Overtures  to  the  Go- 
vernment at  Goa,  for  an  Union  with  them  in  dillrefling 
that  Prince  by  fending  a  Body  of  Forces  into  his  Coun-

"  mark  that  Attention  which  was  due  to  the  Relation 
"  in  which  they  had  till  that  Time  (lood  with  the  Go- 
"  vernment  of  Berar,"  by  deputing  to  Rajah  Chimna- 
jee  Boofla,  a  confidential  Perfon,  who  Ihould  endeavour 
to  prevail  upon  him,  at  leaft  to  remove  his  Troops  from 
the  Road  of  Colonel  Pearce's  Paffage,  if  he  would  not 
be  induced  to  take  a  more  friendly  Part,  and  fend  a 
Body  of  Cavalry  to  accompany  the  Colonel,  and  acl  un- 
der his  Command. 

This  Pvcfohition  led  to  a  Series  of  Negociations  v/ith 
R?ja  Chimnajee,  and  alfo  with  Raja  Ram  Pundit,  the 
Naib  of  Cutrack,  the  particular  Detail  of  which  wa3 
conveyed  to  the  Court  of  DireiSors  in  a  detached  Na,r- 
lai'ive,  accompanied  with  a  Ccllctiion  of  Letters.  The 
E  b  3  molt 
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mod  material  Parts  of  them  \vc  liave  placed  in  the  Ap- 
Aif-n.Wx,  No,  pendix  N°  365  ;  and  entirely  recommended  them  to  the 
365.  jitteiitive  PendUl  of  the  Hpufc,  ab  they  contain  the  fullclt 

Information  on  thefe  Points,   and  miny  curious  and  in- 
llruftiv'C  Remarks  on  the  general  Polture  of  Affairs,   and 
the  Situation  of  other   Powers,    by  which  the  Court  cf 
Berar  might  be  probably  inHucnccd.  in  its  prefent  Con- 
dud  towards  tlic  Eni'liru.     The  Schemes  of  Policy,  by 
which  tlie  Governor  G;:n'jral  fcems  to  have  didlated  tlie 
Inlhudlions   he   gave   to  Mr.  Andcrfun  (the  Gentleman 
deputed)  will  alio  appear  in  tins  jJ)ocument,  as  well  rr- 
fpct^Vnig  the  piirticiihir  Succcliion    to  the  Raiijc,  ;is  alio 
the  Mode  of  acconnuodating  the  Demand  of  Cliout,  the 
l^'Jlablilhment  of  wliich   was  apparently  the  great  Aim 
of  Mood.ijce's  political  M;inccuvrcs,  while  tJic  Governor 
General's  Wiih   to  defeat  it  was  avowedly  more  intent 
on    the  Removal   of  a  nominal  Difgrace,  than  on   the 
Anxiety  or  Refolution    to  be  freed  from  an  expenfivc  if 
an    unavoidable    Incumbrance.  —  The    Effcd;   of   thefe 
Tranfai^lions  appears  to  have  been,    that  Mr.  Anderfon 
returned  to   Calcutta,    bringing   with  him   Raja    Ram 
Pundit;  when  an  Engagement  was  formally  coocludcd 
on  the  29th  of  March,  in  the  Name  of  his  Malflt  Raja 
Chimnajee;  by  which  it  was  ftipulated,   that  a  Bc^y  of 
2,000  effedive  Horfe  Ihould  he  detached  from  the  Army 
at  Cuttack,  and  placed  under  Colonel  Pcarcc's   Com- 
mand ;  their  Pay  to  be  iiTued  by  the  Knglifh  Paymallcr, 
at  the  Rate  of  One  Lack  of  Rupees  per  Month ;   that  a 
Party  of  the  Company's  Forces  ihould  aflill  the  Govern- 
ment of  Berar  in   aficrting  its  Prctenfions    to  the  Dif- 
trids  of  Guna  Mandela,  a  fmall  Territory  lying  on  the 
Ranks  of  the  Nerbudda,  and  under  the  adual  l-'offcnion 
of  the   Pcfhwa.     We   perceive  that  Major  Popham  was 
accordingly  ordered   to  command  a  Detachment  of  tlie 
Company's  Troops  upon  that  Service. 

It  was  at  the  fame  Time  refolvcd,  that  a  Gratuity 
"  of  13  Lacks  of  Rujiees,  being  the  Remainder  of  a 
"  Sum,of  16  Lacks,  propofed  as  a  Ccntribution  for  the 
"  Relief  of  the  I'orces  in  the  Province  of  Cuttack,  in 
"  the  Event  of  the  Actiuiefcence  of  the  Government 
"■  of  Berar  in  the  PropcJids  which  were  tranfmitted  in 
"  Odobcr  lail  to  them,  fiieuld  be  granted,  and  deliver- 
*'  ed  to  R.-.ja  R.im  Pundit  on  the  Behalf  of  Chimnajee, 
"  for  the  Relief  of  the  Army,  repreicntcd  to  be  in  the 
'*  gVeatell  Diftiefs,  and  as  an  Acknowledgment  for  the 
"  pall  and  feafonable  Inllances  afforded  of  the  Friend- 
"  iiiip  of  that  Government.  A  I/oan  of  10  Lacks,  re- 
"  quclLcd  for  the  fame  Purpofc,  was  alfo  granted  to 
"  Chimnajee,  on  the  Psit  of  the  Government  of  Berar, 
"  on  the  Security  ol"  Raja  Ram  PunJit  for  Payment." 

The 
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The  Narrative  to  which  Your  Committee  have  re- 
ferred the  Houfe,  will  ihcw  them  how  far  the  extreme 
Dillrel's  of"  h'u  Situation  for  want  of  Money  to  fatiafy 
his  I'roops,  might  be  kippofed  to  operate  as  an  hiduce- 
njent  with  Chimnajee  to  make  thefc  Agreements;  and 
how  far  alio  fuch  a  Sum  was  likely  to  <]uiet  the  Mur- 
murs of  thofc  to  whom  it  was  faid  Five  limes  as  much 
was  due;  and  who  were  reprefentcd  to  be  with  Difficul- 
ty rellrained  from  Depredation  and  Plunder  on  the  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Company. — It  is  alfo  to  be  remarked,  that 
this  Tranfadtion  was  concluded  without  the  Knowledge 
and  Concurrence  of  Moodajee  Eoolla  or  his  J)uan,  who 
had  before  refufed  to  allow  of  any  Agreement  on  thofc 
Terms:  But  it  appears  by  the  following  Obfervation  of 
the  Governor  General  and  Council,  that  they  neverthe- 
lefs  reckoned  upon  the  moft  confirmed  Effedl  of  it  : 
•*  We  have  laboured,  and  we  think  with  a  Succefs  now 
*'  decided,  to  detach  the  molt  powerful  Member  of  the 
"  Maratta  State,  and  in  its  Relation  to  Bengal  the 
"  moft  capable  of  any  in  India  to  do  it  either  Service 
"  or  Hurt,  from  the  general  Confederacy  which  has 
"  bi-cn  formed  againll  us,  and  have  converted  it,  often- 
"  libiy  at  leaft,  into  a  Party  to  our  Caufe.  Tfll  Event 
"   v/ill  fliortly  prove  the  Truth  of  our  Concluiioti'.." 

Of  this  indeed  Your  Committee  do  not  find  that  any 
other  Aflurance  had  yet  been  indicated,  than  the  fafe 
and  unmolefted  PafTage  of  Colonel  Pearce's  Detach- 
ment, which  Raja  Chimnajee  himfelf  attended  to  the 
Eorders  of  the  Cuttack,  and  fhf^v/cd  much  Attention  to 
the  Commander.  It  further  indeed  appears,  that  the 
Raja  had  feverely  puniflied  the  only  Inllance  of  any  hos- 
tile Attempt,  which  a  Party  of  his  Troops  h?.d  made  by 
an  Incurfion  upon  the  Frontiers  of  Midnapore.

27Ap'.il,Par.47.  favourable  an  Appearance.  The  DixtrelTes  of  the  Vizier 
No.  fk/^.  had  increafed  to  fo  great  a  Degree,  that  they  would  not 
permit  him  to  make  complete  Payment  of  the  Com- 
pany's Claim  upon  him,  and  it  became  therefore  necef- 
fary  to  be  content  with  a  great  Part  of  it  in  Affign- 
ments,  which  however,  by  Mr.  Middleton's  Calculation, 
exceeded  the  Demand  >  for  the  Services  of  the  Year  by 
above  6  Lacks.  A  Profpedc  of  Troubles  alfo  arofe  from 
the  Condu(5t  of  Fizoola  Cavv'n,  who  continued  to  refufe 
the  ilipuiated  Number  of  I'roops,  and  the  Bengal  Go- 
vernment had,  as  Guarantees  of  the  Treaty,  fent  a  for- 
mal Requifidon  to  him,  infiiHng  upon  the  Performance 
of  his  Engagements. 

I'he  Troops  which  compofed  the  Garrifon  of  Gual- 
lier,  Your  Committee  have  obferved,  were  ordered  to 
Wilicii  under  the  CoinmaDd  of  Major  Popham,   and   to

and  he  was  inilrutled  by  the  Governor  General  and 
Council,  to  deliver  up  to  the  Rana  of  Ghode  the  Fort 
itfelf ;  their  Motives  for  which  they  declared  to  be,  that 
the  Rana  had  repeatedly  urG:;ed  his  Claim  to  it,  that  he 
had  given  great  of  Proof  his  Fidelity  and  Attachment  to 
the  Company;  to  which  they  added,  that  "  they  thought 
•'  it  peculiarly  ncccflary  at  a  Time  when  they  were  en- 
"  deavouring  to  form  new  x'^Uiances  of  the  firll  Confe- 
**  quence  to  their  Interell,  to  remove  every  Circum- 
*'  liance  that  might  tend  to  throw  a  Doubt  upon  the 
"  Company's  Fidelity  to  their  public  Treaties." 

In  regard  to  thofe  Alliances,  wlucii  they  were  defirous  ,r  M=y. 
of  forming  with  the  Tv\/^o  European  Powers,  the  Dutch 
and  Portuguese,  Your  Cnmmittee  find,  that  neither  of 
them  terminated  agreeable  to  the  firft  Wifh  and  Inten- 
tion of  the  IJjard,  though  it  is  obfervable  that  they  ex- 
prefled  a  Pleafure  in  the  ilejeftion  of  the  farmer  by  the 
iVladras  Government,  fince  the  Plan  itfelf,  founded  on 
the  defperate  Neceflity  of  the  Affairs  on  the  Coail,  was 
one  of  the  great  and  numerous  Exertions  which  the  Go- 
vernment of  Bengal  had  made  for  their  Relief,  but  was 
rendered  unnecelfary  by  the  Change  to  a  more  prof- 
perous  State.

And  in  the  fame  letter  they  again  take  Notice,  wich 

fome   Chagrin,  of  the   Syftem  v,f  Defence  adopted  and 

recommended   by  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay,  cxpreffing 

however  a  Hope,  that  the  Remonftrance  which  had  bein 

C  c  made 
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tnade  againfl  it,  "  would  have  the  good  EfFeft  they  in- 
"  tended,  in  .altering  a  Plan  of  Conducl  as  oppol'ite  to 
*'  their  late  Opinions,  as  they  deemed  it  hoftile  to  the 
"  Attainment  of  that  ObjcLl,  which  both  of  them  prc- 
*'  ff^ffed  'to  aim  at;  an  honourable  and  advantageous 
"  Peace." 

V/ith  thefe  Accounts  of  the  prefent  political  Situa- 
tion of  the  Eriiifli  Governm.ent.s  in  India,  refpeftlng 
thofe  Powers  immediately  or  more  remotely  interefted 
in  the  War,  which  has  been  the  Subjeft  of  our  Enquiry, 
Your  Committee  had  nearly  concluded  their  Narrative 
and  Obfervations ;  having  only  referved  feme  Remarks 
on  the»Orders  which  the  Company  have  lately  fent  to 
their  Adminiftraticns  in  thofe  Parts,  for  the  more  regu- 
lar and  complete  Termination  of  them.  VVe  have 
thought  it  proper,  for  Reafons  which  appeared  to  us 
moft  juft  and  forcible,  to  draw  from  no  other  Source  thail 
the  Records  of  the  Company,  or  the  official  Difpatches 
of  the  Minifters,  thofe  Materials,  which  we  have  en- 
deavoured fiiithfully,  though  perhaps  without  fuliicient 
Method  and  Perfpicaity,  to  digeH  and  arrange  for  the 
Information  of  the  Hoafe.  The  Lift  regular  Advices 
from  Bengal  which  were  received  by  the  Bellmont,  con- 
tained thofe  Papers  already  taken  Notice  of;  and  Your 
'Committee  upnn  Enquiry  found,  that  the  Neptune,  on 
board  of  which  the  only  Copies  of  Confiiltaticns  and 
other  Proceedings  were  fuppofed  to  be  fent,  had  been 
obliged,  by  having  fprung  a  Leak,  to  put  back,  fo  that 
\vc  looked  for  the  bef:  remaining  Authority  in  the  Let- 
ters from  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of  the 
27th  April  and  15th  May,  wherein  the  Houfe  will  have 
feen  what  was  the  apparent  Profpefl  of  Pacification  at 
that  Time,  and  what  little  Encouragement  for  Hope  of 
Tranquillity,  arofe  from  the  Mediation  of  the  Court 
of  Eerar.  No  Mention  of  freiher  Advices  from  Nag- 
ffore  has  been  found  therein,  than  thofe  which  v/ere  re- 
ceived on  the  8th  March.  The  Letter  from  the  Superior 
Council  to  Bombay,  which  iHmulated  orily  the  Spirit  of 
offenfive  War,  was  dated  on  the  10th  May,  and  the  Lan- 
Se«inthcAp-  guageof  it  appears  corroborated  by  that  of  the  15  th  to  the 
pendlx  an  Ac-  Court  of  Direftors. — But  it  has  been  fince  ftated  to  Your 
count  of  this  Af-  Committee,  that  by  the  fame  Conveyance  which  brought

nicated  a  Copy  of  it  to  your  Committee,  which  w?  lay 
before  the  Houfe,  in  the  Appendix  No.  372.  The  Appendix,  No. 
Houfe  will  judge  what  Alteration  this  Letter  may  be  37-' 
fuppofed  to  make  in  the  Profpcift  of  Accommodation, 
as  far  as  that  Object  may  depend  upon  the  earneit  Inter- 
ference of  the  Court  of  Berar.  The  Force  of  the 
Reafons  affigned,  why,  amidll  the  Ferment  of  War  and 
PafTion,  the  Treaty  proffered  by  the  Government  of 
Bengal  had  hither:o  remained  in  Sufpence,  will  be  duly 
conlidcrcd,  as  will  alfo  the  Manner  in  which  the  Articles 
relative  to  Ragonaut  Row,  the  For^  of  Gualier  and 
Futty  Sing,  are  now  alone  mentioned  as  Grounds  of 
Objedion.  Attention  w^i:l  be  paid  to  the  probable  Mo- 
tives and  Sincerity  of  that  apparent  Warmta  with  which 
the  Du.".a  urges  his  new  Invitation  to  the  Re-eilablifh- 
ment  of  Peace,  after  making  Remarks  on  the  various 
Events  of  the  War  ;  whereby  he  obferves,  "  That  as 
"  full  Revenge  had  been  taken  for  the  Difgrace  of  the 
"  Bombay  Detachment,  and  the  Engliih  Name  was  a 
*'  Hundred  Times  greater  than  before,  and  the  Dread 
"  and  Refpeft  of  the  E^gliili  fo  eilabliihed  over  all, 
"  that  if  any  one  Ihould  hereafter  be  at  Enmity  with 
**  them,  the  lame  Confequence  would  be  expected  to 
*'  follow ;  they  therefore  ihould  be  thankful  that  \'o 
"  fmall  a  Force  had.  been  able  to  prevail  againft  fuch 
**  numerous  Koils  in  every  Part,  and  fliou'd  by  all 
•'  Means  open  the  Door  to  Peace  and  Friendlliip,  and 
'*  ufe  their  utmoll  Power  to  root  out  the  French  and 
*'  Hyder  Naig."— -Upon  this  Point  of  Reconciliation 
with  the  Maratta  State,  and  the  mod  efficacious  Means 
of  accompliihing  it,  the  Duan  will  be  found  to  write  in 
more  explicit  Terms,  as  follows  :  "  W'hat  is  pail:  is  paft. 
♦*  At  this  Time,  in  which  I  am  writing,  the  Scale  of 
"  Strength  between  the  Forces  of  both  Parties  hangs 
"  equal.  No  Time  can  be  better  than  the  prefent,  fjr 
♦'  the  Work  of  Peace.  You  fhould  look  upon '.his  as  pro- 
"  pitious,  and  not  let  it  flip;  fmce  the  Wife  never  let 
"  Opportunity  pafs,  for  it  is  impoffible  to  be  recalled, 
"  Therefore  you  lliould  begin  a  Negociation  through 
"  the  Mediation  of  the  Nabob  Nizam  Ul  Dowla,  who 
'*  is  one  of  the  moft  principal  Chiefs  of  the  Decan. 
"  He  will  rcprefent  here  whatever  you  fnall  think  pro- 
"  per  to  write  to  him,  without  Diminution  or  Exagge-r 
"  ration;  and  in  Return  by  the  fame  Channel,  what- 
"  ever  is  to  be  written,  will  be  written;  and  let  the 
•'  Nabob  Mobarig  ul  Mulk  be  applied  to  in  refpefl  of 
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"  this  Negociation,  who  is  the  firm  Pillar  of  the  For- 
*'  tune  and  Greatnefs  of  the  Afofean  R.ace,  and  to 
"  whom  you  have  heretofore  written  ;  fo  that  the  Raja, 
*'  the  Nabab  fylaboriz  ul  Mulk,  and  the  Nabob  Nizam 
*'  ul  Dowlah,  may  join  in  a  Mediation,  and  obtain 
"  from  Pundit  Purdhaun  fuch  a  Treaty  as  may  prevent 
*'  any  Difputes  in  future,  and  a  Phin  be  laid  for  the 
*'  extirpating  the  Power  of  Hyder  and  the  French." 

And  he  concludes  his  Letter  in  thefe  Words :  "  From 
^'  the  Emotions  of  my  Heart  therefore,  and  the  Im- 
**  pulfe  of  Friendfhip,  which  attradls  me  towards  you, 
*'  I  have  been  induced  to  write  fo  fully.  I  have  not 
"  omitted  a  fingle  Point  in  this  Letter,  that  could  con- 
"  tribute  to  fet  Matters  in  the  fulleft  Light,  either  in 
f  weighing  the  prcfent  Circumftances,  or  looking  for- 
*'  ward  to  future  Confequences.  I  have  the  llrongeil 
"  Hope,  that  you  will  examine  the  Whole  by  yourfelf 
*•  V/ord  by  Word,  and  "pprove  of  all  tiiat  I  have  faid, 
"  And  after  the  Foundation  of  Peace  is  thus  laid,  and  I 
"  am  relieved  a  little  from  my  Diforder,  I  will  ccrtain- 
"  ly  do  myfelf  the  Honour  of  having  one  Time  an  In- 
"  terview  with  you." 

It  !■;  remarkabJc,  that  no  Mention  whatever  is  made 
of  Chimnajee  Boolla,  or  of  the  Troops  in  the  Cuttack, 
of  whofe  Forbearance  under  great  Diftrefies  for  Money, 
the  former  Letters  had  been  filled  with  very  pointed  Re- 
prefcntations. 

It  may  indeed  be  proper  to  obferve,  upon  the  general 
Tenor  of  this  Letter,  as  well  as  upon  fome  particular 
Pafiages  in  it,  that  they  certainly  difcover  the  flrong 
Eftedt  which  Change  of  Circumilances  had  upon  the 
Difpofition  and  Language  of  the  Bcrar  Minilter.  The 
Conquefts  of  General  Goddard  in  the  Guzerat  and  the 
Conkan,  and  his  fuppofed  Kftablifhment  on  the  Top  of 
the  Ghauts;  the  unexpeded  Reverfe  in  Favour  of  Co- 
lonel Camac,  agairJl  the  very  fuperior  Forces  of  Mada- 
jee  Scindia  ;  the  reviving  Credit  of  the  Britilli  Arms  in 
the  Carnatic  under  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  to  which  however 
fliould  be  added  a  Mixture  of  Dread  and  jealoufy  of 
Hyder's  Ambition,  fomented  and  fupported  by  the 
French,  have  apparently  contributed  to  turn  the  Balance 
of  political  Doubt,  fo  far  at  lealt  on  the  Side  of  the 
Englifh,  as  to  have  removed  fom.e  of  the  Difficulties  be- 
fore itarted  in  the  Way  of  Pacification.  There  v/ill  not 
cfcape  the  Attention  of  the  Houfe,  the  Lead  which  is 
given  to  the  Nizam,  in  the  propofed  Renewal  of  a  Me- 
diation for  Peace,  and  the  Recommendation  of  foliciting 
the  Interference  of  Nudjif  Cavvn,  of  whofe  Prepara- 
tions and  Dcfigns  we  have  noticed  the  Jealoufy  of  the 
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Bengal  Government  in  the  Plan  of  an  Expedition  under 
Colonel  Morgan. 

It  muft  not  however  be  omitted  at  the  fame  Time  to 
remark,  that  the  Alarms  then  evidently  entertained  by 
the  Duan  for  the  Fate  of  Poona,  would  he  foon  after- 
wards removed  by  the  Retreat  of  General  Goddard; 
a  Meafure  which  Dewagur  had  certainly  not  expected, 
as  appears  by  this  Expreffion  in  his  Letter  :  "  As  it  will 
**  not  be  proper  for  him  (General  Goddard)  to  retreat, 
**  he  will  defcend  from  the  Crhauts  upon  Poona." 

It  is  alfo  to  be  remembered,  that  the  Calcutta  Board 
fuppofed  the  General  to  be  lllU  in  Poll  on  the  Summit 
of  the  Ghauts. 

What  Degree  of  Influence  the  fubfcqiient  Knowledge 
of  the  Difficulty  v/ith  which  he  had  effeftcd  his  retro- 
grade Defccnt  to  Callian  would  have  upon  the  Politics 
of  either  Government,  may  be  a  Suhjeft  tor  Specula- 
tion. Your  Committee  think  it  proper  to  confine  them- 
felves  to  the  fimple  Remark  of  the  Faft.  Yet  it  may 
be  added,  that  the  Superior  Council  have  in  their  lail 
Letter  manifelted  a  Quicknefs  of  Alarm  at  any  Circum-  13  May  17S1. 
ft.ince  which  might  tend  to  betray  a  Slacknefs  or  Re- 
miffion  in  the  vigorous  Profecution  of  the  War  ;  forbe- 
fides  the  Difiike  of  the  defenfive  Syftem  which  the  Pre- 
fidency  of  Bombay  had  refolved  upon,  they  exprefled 
fome  Appiehenfion,  left  the  Meafure  of  lending  back 
the  Fort  St.  George  Troops,  though  conformable  to 
their  Inilruciions,  "  might  have  an  unfavourable  Influ- 
'*  ence  on  their  Affairs  at  that  Time,  (which  might  be 
*'  confidered  at  their  Crifis)  by  impreinng  the  Minds  of 
**  the  Public  with  an  Opinion  tliat  fome  Neceffity,  or 
*'  a  Confcioufnefs  of  their  Inability  to  profecute  the 
"  great  Advantages  which  they  had  acquired,  hadcom- 
"  pelled  them  to  ilop  at  the  Inftant  of  their  Comple- 
*'  tion." 

RefleAing  however  with  Confidence  on  their  remain- 
ing Strength  in  thofe  Parts,  and  with  Attention  to  llie 
Neceflities  of  the  Service  on  the  Coaft  of  Coromandel, 
they  added,  "  Yet  in  other  Refpefts  we  have  no  Reafon 
f  to  be  diiTatislied  with  it,  fince  the  Troops  of  this 
*•  Preiidency  and  that  of  Bombay  are  fufficient  for  the 
"  Profecution  of  the  War  and  the  Defence  of  our  Pof- 
"  feflions  on  the  Malabar  Coaft;  and  the  Services  of 
*'  the  Madras  Detachment  in  the  Carnatic,  may  be  of 
"  great  Ufe  and  Importance  to  the  Succefs  of  the  War 
"  in  v/hich  you  are  engaged  with  Hyder  Ally  Cawn." 

Your  Committee  find,  that  mutual  Complaints  and 
Accufations  continued  to  pafs  between  the  Two  Prcfi- 
dencies  of  Bengal  and  Fort  Saint  George  in  regard  to 
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lyFi.         the  Caufes  of  the  diflrefsful  War  in    the  Carnatic.     On 
Appendix,  No.  jj^g  ^j-]^  ^f  January  the  Prefident  and  Selca  Committee 
^V'    "f  L  tte    V/rote  to  the  Court  of  Diredors,  and  in  Terms  of  grcai: 
dj^ted    17    Feb!  P^^'^'^''^*^'^'^'  ^^  '^^  Imputation  thrown  upon  the  Conduct 
J 78 1.  of  tjieir  Government  by  that  of  Fort  William,   endea-

Poireliions.  From  this  Opinion  however  Yqur  Conimitieii 
obferve,  that  Sir  Eyre  Coote  declared  a  very  explicit 
Piffentjbecaufe,  whatever Reafon  there  might  bate  allow, 
that  the  Meafures  taken  againft  the  Marattas  had  given 
Eirth  to  the  Idea  of  a  general  Combination  of  the 
Powers  of  Indollan  againft  the  Engliih,  he  could  not  for 
^Tiany  Reafons  admit,  that  the  formidable  Incurfion  of 
Hyder  Ally  into  the  Carnatic  was  owing  to  that  C^ufe 
.;alone;  v/ell  knowing  that  the  deliberate  Umbrag?  given  ^ 
to  the  Nizam,  by  their  Behaviour  concerning  the  Pefculk 
and  the  Guntoor  Circ::r,  had  been  the  Provocation  which 
had  incited  him  to  become  an  Agent  in  fomenting  the 
Oifences  taken  by  Hyder,  and  which  he  liiaifelf  ac- 
knov^'ledged  to  have  been  the  Reafons  for  his  encourag- 
ing a  Combination  of  the  Powers  againft  them.  Vv^hile 
at  the  vtry  Time  the  Treaty  v/as  carrying  on  with  Ba- 
zalet  Jung,  it  was  a  Thing  certain,  that  Hyder  would 
have  eriteied  into  a.i  offcnfive  and  defenfive  Alliance 
witii  them.

nated.  Flis  own  Words  upon  this  Subjeft  will  beft 
■  point  out  the  Idea  he  entertained  of  the  Origin  of  the 
War,  of  the  Continuance  of  it  under  their  prefent 
Circumllances,  and  of  the  NeceiTity  of  patting  an  End 
to  it. 

"  Although  I  ever  confidered  the  Policy  of  warring 
"  againft  the  Maratta  State  a  moft  ruinous  one  to  the 
"  Interefts  both  of  the  Company  and  the  Engiifh  Na- 
"  tion,  ftill,  on  the  Eve  of  your  late  Succefs,  if  we  had 
"  ,no  other  Power  to  combat  againft,  I  might  have  fub- 
"  fcribed  to  the  Plan  you  adviled  me  as  laid  down  for 
"  the  Operations -of  your  Campaign,  as  the  moft  likely 
^'  to  procure  us  honourable  Terms  of  Accommodation; 
"  but  engaged  as  we  are  in  a  Scene  of  Contention,  I 
*'  may  fay  with  every  Power  of  any,Ooit£.deration  irj 
"  India,  all  Steps,   the  Event  of  which  could  not  be 

"  cleai'ly 
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*'  clearly  afcrrtained  as  an  un filling  Remedy,  rrinft  hi 
"  e.x'ceptlon;ib'e.  By  profcciiting  the  War  our  Diffi- 
*'  culties  niuft  be  increafed,  and  the  Profpeft  of  bb- 
•*  taining  Peace  become  daily  more  diilant.  Our  R6- 
"  roiirces,  anticipated  by  the  cur/ cut  Demands  of  dir 
"  Military  Ellabblhment,  to  which  they  arc  uneqnal, 
"  and  burthened  with  a  heavy  Debt,  cannot  long  fup- 
"  port  the  prcfcnt  Syflem.  I  nlurt  therefore  impofe  it 
*'  upon  yoii  as  a  Duty  you  ewe  to  your  King,  you^ 
*'  Country,  and  your  Employers,  to  leave  no' Mearis 
'*'  wliich  may  depend  upon  you  untried  to  efieft  a  Peacfe 
"  with  the  Marattas,  and  which  may  enable  yO'u  fpcedi- 
"  ly  to  carry  into  Execution  my  Orders  for  entering, 
*'  and  creating  a  powerful  Divcrfion  in  Hyder  Ally's 
"   Country  on  the  Malabar  Side." 

It  has  appeared  to  Your  Committee,  that  the  Preii- 
dcnt  and  SelcfSl  Committee  of  Bojnbay  excufed  their 
Condufl  to  Sir  Eyre  Coote  in  a  Letter  dated  z6\.h.  April,  Letter  from 
wherein  they  attributed  the  particular  Line  of  it  to  the  Bombay  to  Sir 
■Recommendation  of  the  Superior  Government  ;  adding  ^^^  Coote,  26 
thereupon,  that  General  Goddard  alfo  afted  under  fimi-  Appendix^' No. 
lar  Authority  and  Inflrufl:icn.---In  further  Exculpation  n-^e. 
of  themfelves,  with  regard  to  the  Objedt  a?ninft  which 
he  advifed  the  particular  DireiTf'on  of  their  HoRiiities, 
'they  afTured  the  Commander  in  Chief,  that  though  they 
>vere  convinced  of  the  Neceffity,  and  were  fmccrely  de- 
firoas  of  bringing  the  Maratta  War  to  a  Conclufion, 
yet  until  that  Enemy  would  confent  to  an  Accommoda- 
tion, it  would  be  as  im.prafticable  and  as  unfife  for  them 
to  employ  the  Army  againft  the  Poflcffions  of  Hyder 
Ally,  as  it  would  be  for  him  to  make  aDiverlion  in  their 
Favour  againft  the  Marattas.  They  had  already  done 
their  uimol!:,  in  having  refolved  to  reduce  their  Plan  of 
Military  Operations  to  a  mere  Syftem  of  Defence;  and 
""as  there  was  no  Doubt  of  Hyder  and  the  Marattas  being 
bound  by  mutual  Engagements  which  they  would  pro- 
bably abide  by  lb  long  as  they  might  find  it  to  their  In- 
'tereil  or  Safety,  Provifion  muft  be  made  to  refill  the  At- 
tempts of  both  thofe  Powers,  until  one  or  other  could 
'be  detached  from  their  Engagements  or  effeftually  de- 
prelTed.— -It  will  be  hardly  neceiTary  to  remind  the 
'Houfe,  that  the  Remonftrances  of  the  Superior  Council, 
under  Date  10  May,  again  entirely  clafhed  with  the 
Widics  and  Conceptions  of  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
as  much  as  they  were  repugnant  to  the  Syftem  of  that 
'Government  to  which  they  were  addrefied. 

it  is  remarkable  that  Sir  Eyre  Coote  intimate  1,  from  g^^  Polf.H't  to 
Information  he  had  received,  that  Hyder  was  fo  anxious  his  L^tier.  ' 
to  defeat  'their  Views  of  Peace  with  the  Marattas,  and 
h.;d  carried  his  Intrigues  fo-far  as  to  authorize  Ragonaut 
'  '  .  Row 
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Row  to  employ  his  Credit  in  the  Expenditure  of  what- 
ever Sum  might  be  necelTary  to  that  End,  Your  Com- 
mittee have  indeed  in  vain  fought  for  any  Accounts  of 
Ragoba's  Proceedings  in  the  lateil  Records  of  the  Compa- 
ny, and  can  therefore  give  no  certain  Relation  of  his  Be- 
haviour under  the  reduced  Circumflances  which  the  Or- 
ders of  the  Superior  Government  had  prefcribed  for  him. 
He  has  'been  diltinguifhed  by  no  other  apparent  Confe- 
quence,  or  even  Notice  in  the  late  Traufadtions,  than 
what  the  Sufpicions  of  the  Poona  Miniitry,  and  tlie  per- 
fonal  Animofity  of  the  Nizam  have  gi\'en  to  him.  The 
fmgle  remaining  Objeft  of  HoiHlities  againft  the  Marat- 
tas,  was  declared  to  be  the  Hope  of  accomplifliing  a 
Pacification,  on  more  advantageous  and  honourable 
Terms  to  the  Company  than  had  yet  been  oft'ered  or 
liftened  to  by  the  Enemy.  It  has  appeared,  that  the 
Superior  Government  had  taken  chiefly  upon  itfelf  the 
necefiary  Supply  of  Force  and  Treafure,  as  well  as  the 
Diredlion  and  Refponfibility  of  the  War,  which  was 
now  fpreading,  by  a  Variety  of  aftive  Operations,  from 
the  Banks  of  the  Jumna  to  the  Coail  of  Malabar.  The 
Affairs  of  the  Carnatic  were  alfo  in  a  great  Meafure  de- 
pendant for  Support  and  Pv.ecovery  on  the  Efibrts  of  the 
Government  of  Bengal,  as  the  Strength  and  Refources 
of  the  Madras  Prefidency,  and  of  their  Ally  the  Nabob 
Walaw  Jaw,  were  confeiledly  unequal  to  Refiftance. 
The  Situation  indeed  of  the  latter,  was  by  himfelf  re- 
prefented  to  be  moil:  deplorable,  not  only  from  the 
Befolation  of  his  Country,  but  from  the  Weight  of  his 
Debts,  particularly  to  European  Creditors,  and  from 
the  Reduflion  of  his  Authority.  Under  the  Pre/lure  of 
thefe  Dillreiles,  he  fought  for  a  partial  Relief  by  an 
extraordinary  Application  to  the  Superior  Council  for 
their  (Hll  further  Interference  in  the  Affairs  of  the  Car- 
natic, and  in  the  Regulation  of  his  public  and  private 
Interefts.  Some  Account  of  this  Addrefs,  and  theCon- 
duft  of  the  Calcutta  Board  thereupon,  is  given  in  their 
Sec  Appendix  Letter,  under  Date  27  April,  to  the  Court  of  Direftors ; 
No.  364.  and  the  Papers  fubjoined  in  Appendix  No.  376,  will  fur- 

^'I'^r'"''  ^°'    ^^^^  explain  this  fmgular   Reprefentation  and   Tranf- 
aftion. 

The  Nabob  had  fent  his  Dewan,  accompanied  by  an 
Engliihi  Gentleman  (Mr.  R.  Sullivan)  to  Calcutta 
(where  they  arrived  in  the  Middle  of  March)  having 
given  them  full  Powers  to  propofe  and  fettle  an  Inter- 
change of  Articles,  upon  which  might  be  founded  an 
Agreement  by  the  immediate  Influence  and  Authority 
of  the  controlling  Government;  and  it  appears,  that 
the  Governor  General  and  Council,  in  afienting  to  thefe 
Piopofals,  confidered   them  as  a  Sort  of  temporary  En-  - 

gagcment. 
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t.'igemcnt,  which  they  hoped  might  ferve  as  the  Bafis  of 
another  'J'reaty,  to  be  concluded  under  the  Orders  and 
JDireclions  of"  the  Company,  and  even  with  the  Sandion 
of  the  Englidi  Parliament.  It  will  be  feen  by  an  Ex- 
amination of  the  original  Papers,  what  were  the  appa- 
rent Motives  of  the  Nabob's  Solicitation,  and  how  anx- 
ious he  feenicd  for  a  more  formal  Avowal  of  his  Right 
to  nominate  a  Succefibr  to  his  Dominions,  as  well  as  to 
extend  them  by  the  Annexation  of  feveral  Talooks  in 
the  Balagaut,  and  by  a  Refumption  of  the  Zemindary 
of  Tanjore.  There  will  alfo  be  found  the  Reafons 
which  leemcd  to  inllucnce  the  fuperior  Government, 
when  they  coniidered  the  Neccflity  of  fome  Arrange- 
ment, for  fecuring  a  more  certain  Refource  from  tho 
Revenues  of  tlie  C.'arnatic  towards  the  Expences  of  the 
War;  and  for  that  and  other  Purpofes  thought  proper 
to  fend  back  Mr.  Sullivan,  as  the  Miniller  of  the  Ben- 
gal Government,  to  refide  at  the  Nabob's  Durbar, 
*'  for  the  Rcprefentation  of  fuch  Matters  as  might  ac 
"  any  Time  require  his  Interpciltion  in  that  Character, 
•*  and  in  their  Name,  either  with  the  Nabob,  or  with 
"  the  Prefident  and  Council  or  Seledt  Committee  of 
*'  Fort  Saint  George  ;  and  they  granted  him  Credenti- 
als to  that  EfFed  in  the  ufual  Form. 

Your  Committee  have  now  fubmitted  to  the  Houfe 
the"  full  Extent  of   Information  which  we  have  been 
enabled  to  colled  upon  the  Subjedl  under  our  Enquiry, 
in  as  much  Order  and  Detail  as  the  Quantity  and  Va- 
riety of  it  would  readily  permit.     We  defire  to  point  to 
the  annexed  Papers  for  iuch  a  View  of  the  State  of  the 
Revenues  and  the  Military  Force  of  Bengal,  as  we  could 
make  out  from    the  irregular  Materials  with  which  we  /^    .  j'.     j^

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Your  Committee  indeed  think  it  proper  here  to  re- 
mark, that  the  Accounts  of  the  Revenues  and  of  the 
Military  Eftablilhments,  which  we  have  occafionally  ex- 
hibited iti  the  Coarfe  of  thefe  Two  Reports,  are  only 
intended  to  convey  a  general  Idea  of  the  State  of  thoie 
Objeifls  at  dilFerent  Periods,  and  to  ferve  as  a  Sort  of 
Table  c.f  Reference  for  the  Reader  during  his  Coniidcra- 
tion  of  each  Series  of  thofe  political  Tranfa6lions  and 
Events,  upon  which  it  was  our  particular  Duty  in  this 
Place  to  expatiate.  At  the  End  of  this  Report  we  defire 
to  place  a  general  Review  of  the  fame  Object  for  a  Courfe 
of  Years,  from  1771  to  the  lateft  Accounts  received ; 
and  have  .added  comparative  Balances  of  the  Receipts 
and  Diiburfements  at  annual  Periods  in  that  Interval,  as 
well  upon  the  Articles  reprefented  in  the  Charts  before 
exhibited,  as  on  other  Sources  of  Profit  or  Expence  arifing 
from  the  Commercial  Tranfaftions  of  the  Company's 
Governments.  The  more  full  and  more  exaft  Invefii- 
gation  of  thofe  Points,  as  well  as  feveral  others,  may 
become  the  Subjects  of  feme  future  Reports,  when  it 
fhall  be  thought  advifeable  to  purfnc  them.  We  have 
here  only  to  add,  that  we  fnall  fubjoin  in  the  Appendix 
Appendix,  Xo.  No.  378,  the  Particulars  of  thofe  Charges,  which  we 
^7^*  can  difcover   to   have  attended   tiie  feveral  Expeditions 

and  Armam.ents  occafioned  by  the  War  with  the  Ma- 
rattas.  It  is  evident,  that  the  Expence  of  the  Detach- 
ment under  General  Goddard  alone  has  confiderably 
exceeded  One  Crore  of  Rupees. 

Your  Committee  will  hoys'  conclude  the  whole  Subjedl 
cf  our  Enquiry  with  fome  Account  of  thofe  Orders  of 
the  Company,  which  do  not  appear  to  have  reached 
their  Governments  in  India  to  whom  they  were  addreffed, 
before  the  lail  DifpatcJies  were  fent  from  thofe  diilant 
Provinces.  This  mull  be  efteemedan  indlfpenfable  Ad- 
dition not  only  for  the  Purpofe  of  explaining  the  Senti- 
ments of  the  Court  of  Directors  on  preceding  Tranf- 
aftions,  and  on  the  Line  o{  Conduft  which  they  point 
cut  for  future  Obfervation,  but  alfo  in  the  View  of  di 
reeling  the  Judgment  of  the  Houfe  upon  the  Degree  of 
Probability  which  the  Influence  of  thofe  Infl:rui5lions,  if 
properly  obeyed,  might  be  allowed  to  add  to  the  Hope, 
that  a  fpeedy  Termination  would  be  put  to  our  unfortu- 
nate Diffenlions  with  the  Native  Pov;ers  of  India. 

There  has  indeed  been  communicated  to  Your  Com- 
Appendix,  Nc.  mittee,  a  Letter  from  the  Secret  Cornmitteeof  the  Court 
379*     .    .  of  Direclcr?   to   the  Governor   General  and    Council, 

under  Date  12th  April  1780,  which  appears  not  to  have 
reached  C-alcutta  before  the  Month  of  March  in  the 
following  Year.  It  feems  to  have  been  written  under 
the  immediate  Imprellion  of  Alarm  from  the  pov/crful 

Arittaments 
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Armaments  and  fuppofed  Defigns  of  the  French  againft 
our  Settlements  in  India,  and  to  have  contained  an 
earncft  Recommendation  of  Peace  with  the  IVIarattas  on 
any  Terms,  by  which  the  Exclufion  of  the  French  from 
all  Eftablifhment  within  that  Empire  might  be  fufficiently 
determined  and  confirmed. 

Before  the  Arrival  of  this  Difpatch  at  the  Place  of  its 
Dcltination,  the  Circumftances  of  Affairs  were  certainly 
very  much   altered  ;  and  the  Houfc  will  immediately 
recoiled,  from  the  Informntion  they  have  feen,  what  the 
Nature  of  thofe   Changes  \yas,  and  what  Influence  they 
had  en  the  political  Situation  of  the  Company's  Govern- 
ments.   On  the  27th  April  1781,  the  Governor  General  Sec  Appendix 
and  Council  acknowledge  to  have  received  this  Letter,  i'^A-' 
with  Two  others  of  fubiequent  Dates,  on  the  1 3th  March  29  April,  and  17 
preceding,  and  make   this   Ihort  Reply  to  them  :  **  We  ^^•''>'  ^7^0* 
"  have  nothing  to  fay  in  Anfwer  to  the  Letters  we  have 
*'  the  Honour  to  acknowledge,  and  in  Addition  to  the 
"  Information  already  lent  to  you,  but  that  the  Orders 
*'  given  to  us  have  received  and  always  will  receive  our 
"  pundual  Execution  of  them." 

On   the   2d  February   1781,  the  Court  of  Diredors  See  the  Extraft 
having  then,  as  it  appears,  received  Accounts  of  General  from  this  Letter, 
Goddard's   Firil:  Campaign  in  the  Guzerat,  and  of  the  ^^^^''^'■"^'■y^^Si- 
Defign  and  Profpea  of  Succefs  againft  Baffein,  wifh  a  ^gP^^™'  '■ 
fortunate  Event  to  that  Enterprizc,  and  feem   to  agree 
with  the  Sentiments  of  the  Bombay  Prefidency  upon  the 
defenfive  Plan  to  which   they  intended  to  confine  their 
fubfequent    Views.       But   it    appears,     that    the    great 
Source  of  Anxiety  to   the  Court  was  iHll  the  Exclufion 
of  the  French  from  the  Maratta  Dominions  ;  and  they 
remind  their  Council  of  Bengal,   that  the  Firll:  Plan  of 
Operations  when  they  fent  Military  AfTiflance  to  Bom- 
bay, was  "  c«infined  merely  to  the   Objeds  of  Security 
•*   to  the  Englifii  Pofleflions  in  India,  and  to  the  Exclu- 
**  fion  of  the  natural  Enemies  of  the  Britifh  Government 
*'  from  any  Influence  or  Connexion  with  the  Marattas." 

. Thefe  Ideas  they  declare  to  be  confonant  to  their  own 

"Wifhes  on  the  Subjeft,  and  exprefsly  point  out  the  Con- 
ditions which  they  fhould  efleem  deiirable  in  any  Treaty 

of  A -commodaticn  : "  The  open  and  avowed  Predi- 

*'  ledion  of  the  Court  of  Poena,  in  Favour  of  French 
"  Agents,  was  the  c.ily  Ground  upon  which  we  counte- 
"  nanced  Hoftilities  againit  the  Marattas.  Upon  the 
*'  Removal  of  European  Influence,  we  repeat  our  moft 
"  anxious  Solicitude  to  have  a  fpeedy  Termyiation  put 
"  to  the  War.  And  as  Conqueft  is  by  no  Means  our 
**  Objed,  we  defire  no  other  Benefit  from  the  late  Suc- 
"  cefs  of  our  Arms  than  a  full  Compliance  with  the 
"  Stipulations  of  the  Treaty  of  Poorunder,    and  the 
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"  CefHon  of  Bafiein,  as  a  necelKirv  Appendage  to  Sal, 
•«  fette." 

On  thefe  Terms  they  had  no  Objedlion  to  reliore  the 
Conquefts  in  the  Guzerat.. — -But  they  add,  that  if  con- 
trary to  their  Expeiflations,  unfortunate  Circumilances 
fhouid  have  reaJeied  it  impoiTible  to  make  Peace  on  fuch 
Conditions,  "  and  if  funporting  the  V/ar  ihould  be 
*'  found  impradlicable,  without  reducing  their  Inveft- 
*'  nients,  and  depriving  thei^  of  thofe  Aids  which  Ben- 
"  gal  had  ufunlly  furniilicd  to  their  China  Trade,"  a 
fpeedy  Accommodation  would  in  fuch  Cafe  become 
neceffary  upon  the  beft  Terms  pofTsble,  confi'tently  with 
the  Honour  of  the  Company,  and  the  Security  of  their 
PoffeiTions.

Poona  Government  to  quit  their  Engagements  with 
Hyder,  as  an  nnnatural  Alliance  on  tht-ir  Fart,  except 
againil:  the  Engiifh,  with  whom  their  (Shife  of  Quarrel 
was  temporary.  But  we  perceive,  that  the  Court,  ob-

SELECT    COMMITTEE,    &c. 


The  Seled  Committee,  appointed  to  take  into  Confjderatton  the 
State  of  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  in  the  Provinces  of  Bengal, 
Bahar,  and  OrifTa,  and  to  report  the  fame,  as  it  fliall  appear  to 
them,  to  the  Houfe,  with  their  Obfervations  thereupon  ;  and  who 
were  inflrufted  to  confider  how  the  Britifh  PoflciTions  in  the  Eafi: 
Indies  may  be  held  and  governed  with  the  greateft  Security  and 
Advantage  to  this  Country,  and  by  what  Means  the  Happinefe  of 
the  native  Inhabitants  may  be  belt  promoted,  obferve.  That  the 
Seleft  Committee,  appointed  in  the  lafl:  Seffion  of  Parliament,  did 
examine  into  the  State  of  the  Judicature  in  Bengal,  and  reported 
to  the  Houfe  fuch  material  Fafts  as  then  appeared  in  Evidence  be- 
fore them :  Your  Committee,  in  Conformity  to  the  Orders  they 
have  received,  and  the  Powers  veiled  in  them  by  the  Houfe,  have 
refumed,  without  Delay,  their  Inquiries  4nto  the  pre&nt  State  and 
Condition  of  the  fame  Objed. 


IN  the  earlieft  Stage  of  their  Refearche?,  Matter  has  appeared  which, 
they  apprehend,  may  require  the  immediate  Confideration  of  Parlia- 
ment ;    your  Committee   have,    therefore,    deemed    it  advifeabie    to 
make  an  early  Report  of  that  fpecial  Matter,  without  interrupting  their 
Progrefs  in  the  other  Parts  of  the  iiiquiry,  which  they  have  in  Charge 
from  the  Houfe. 

■  Vol.  VI.  I  i  Five 
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Five  Parties  were  before  the  Committee  appointed  in  the  laft  Seffion  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  the  United  Company  of  Merchants  of  England  trading  to 
the  Eaft  Indies;  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of  Bengal;  the  Bri- 
ti(h  Inhabitants  reiident  at  Calcutta;  fundry  Zemindars,  and  others,  Na- 
tives of  India ;  and  lalHy,  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judica- 
ture. The  Three  fitft  appeared  by  various  Petitions  and  Memorials, 
which  were  referred  by  the  Houfe  to  the  Committee  ;  the  Fourth  Party, 
the  Zemindars,  Farmers,  and  others,  who  by  Petition  had  applied  to  the 
Council  General  of  Bengal  for  Redrefs  againll  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  and  which  Petition  was  before  the  Committee  ;  the  laft 
Party,  namely,  the  Judges,  were  before  the  Committee  by  Sir  Elijah  Im- 
pey's  Letters  and  other  Documents,  tranfmitted  to  his  Majefty*s  Secretaries 
of  State,  and  by  them  laid  before  the  Houfe,  and  were  referred  by  the 
Houfe  to  the  faid  Committee. 

In  thofe  Letters  and  Documents,  the  Judges  have  given  Anfwers  to 
the  feveral  Objeftions  which,  as  they  fay,  they  learn  by  Report  had  been 
made  to  their  Condufl,  but  which  they  complain  had  never  been  regularly 
communicated  to  them  ;  and  in  thefe  Letters,  the  Chief  Juftice,  in  his 
Turn,  makes  various  recriminating  Charges  on  the  Governor  General 
and  Council,  the  Company's  Servants,  and  others  of  the  Britifh  Inhabi- 
tants, particularly  in  regard  to  the  Manner  of  obtaining  and  conducing 
Petitions  againft  them. 

Of  thefe  Parties,  Three  only  are  invefted  with  Parliamentary  or  other 
public  Powers ;  the  other  Two  Parties  are  formed,  in  general,  of  Perfbns 
more  likely  to  be  afFefted  by  the  Abufes  or  Negledls  of  Authority,  than 
to  partake  in  them,  or  if  they  (hould,  it  is  only  in  a  Manner  indirect  and 
fubordinate,  and  as  they  are  influenced  or  fupported  by  thofe  in  fuperior 
Stations ;  Your  Committee  therefore  chofe  to  direft  their  Attention  to  the 
Condu<Sk  of  the  piincipal  Parties,  as  a  neceflary  Preliminary  to  their  En- 
quiry into  the  Means  of  regulating  or  relieving  them  all,  according  to 
the  Exigence  of  their  feveral  Cafes ;  and,  in  particular,  to  find  out  how 
far  the  Direftor?,  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of  Bengal,  and  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  have  ferioufiy  endeavoured 
the  Redrefs  of  thofe  Grievances  they  feverally  complained  of,  by  the  Ex- 
ercife  of  the  Powers  legally  veiled  in  them  ;  how  far  they  co-operated  m 
the  Relief  gii'en,  ai  their  Requeft,  by  an  AQ.  of  the  Legiflature ;  and 
what  intermediate  Arrangements  they  have  made  amongft  themfelves, 
concerning  the  Objefts  which  they  had  fubraitted  to  the  Determination  of 
Parliament :  Your  Committee  being  fully  perfuadcd,  that  the  fole  Hope 
of  eftab!i/hing  good  Order  in  India,  mull  entirely  depend  upon  the  Coo- 
dii£t  of  the  feveral  executory  Powers  ading  in  prompt  Obedience  to  the 
Direflion  of  the  LegiHature,  and  in  a  zealous  Concurrence  with  its  In- 
»entions. 

On  thefe  Heads  of  Enquiry,  Your  Committee,  on  the  6th  Day  of  De« 
cember  1781,  ordered  the  Eaft  India ^-'orapany  to  lay  before  them,  Ex- 
trads  of  the  Letters  from  the  Court  of  Direftors  to  the  Governor  General 
Hnd  Council  of  Bengal,  relative  to  the  Releafe  from  Imprifonment  of  the 

Patna 
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Patna  Magiflrates,  Mir  Burcut  Ulla  and  Gullum  Macdum,  as  alfo  Be- 
hader  Beg,  imprifoned  in  Calcutta  by  Judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  ;  alfo  a  Copy  of  their  Orders,  for  an  Indemnification  of  thofe 
Perfons,  and  the  Re-inllatement  of  the  Magiftrates  in  their  Refpedlive 
Staiions  at  Patna,  or  other  Provifion  made  for  them  ;  and  Your  Com- 
mittee afterwards  examined  Mr.  Sullivan,  Chairman  of  the  Court  of 
Diredlors  of  the  Eaft-India  Company,  Mr.  VVillfs,  Secretary  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Secrecy  of  the  faid  Company,  Mr.  Francis,  late  a  Member  of 
the  Supreme  Council,  Mr.  Shakefpeare,  late  Chief  of  Dacca^  and  Major 
Scott,  in  the  Company's  Service,  private  Secretary  to  Mr.  Haftings,  Go- 
vernor General,  and  by  him  appointed  an  Agent  to  explain  his  Condudl 
in  fuch  Parts  as  ihould  become  a  Subjeft  of  Difcuffion, 

That  in  purfuance  of  the  Orders  of  the  6th  oF  December,  Your  Com- 
mittee received  the  next  Day  from  the  India  Houfe,  a  Copy  of  the  Mi- 
nutes of  the  Court  of  Direftors,  held  on  Wednefday,  the  27th  June  1781, 
as  follows : 

*'  The  Chairman  acquainting  the  Court,  That  in  the  prefent  Stage  of 
*'  the  Bill  depending  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  relative  to  the  Supreme 
"  Court  of  Judicature  in  Bengal,  for  indemnifying  and  relieving  certain 
"  Perfons,  and  for  other  Purpofes  therein  mentioned,  it  is  neceflary  that 
"  the  Company's  Confent  (hould  be  given,  before  filling  up  the  Blanks 
**  in  the  faid  Bill,  for  the  Payment  of  the  Sums  propofed  to  be  allowed 
**  for  indemnifying  fundry  Perfons  therein  defcribed  ;  and  that  John  Ro- 
*'  binfon,  Edmund  Burke,  and  William  Boughton  Roufe,  Efquires,  now 
**  defired  to  know  the  Court's  Sentiments  refpefting  the  faid  Sums  ;  and 
**  the  Court  having  confidered  thereof,  it  was 

*'  Refolved,  That  this  Court  doth  confent  and  agree,  if  the  propofed 
*'  Bill  (hould  pafs  into  a  Law,  that  the  Payments  therein  ftipulated  to  be 
*'  made,  (hall  refpefllvely  be  ilTued,  according  to  their  feveral  Specifica- 
"  tions  in  the  faid  Bill,  from  the  Company's  Treafory  in  Bengal  ;  and 
*♦  that  Orders  be  in  Confequence  given  in  the  next  Advices  to  the  Go- 
•*  vernor  General  ar.d  Council  there.

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And  zUoj  a  Copy  of  the  i6th  Paragraph  of  the  Company's  General 
Letter  to  Bengal,  dated  29th  Auguft  1781,  as  follows: 

*'  Two  Afts  of  Parliament  having  been  palTed  (Jaring  the  laft  Seffion, 
"  whereby  the  Company's  exclufive  Charter  has  been  prolonged  for  Ten 
*'  Years,  and  the  Suprenie  Court  of  Judicature  regulated  ;  We  tranfmit 
*'  you  Copies  thereof  for  your  Information  and  Guidance,  and  enjoin 
**  ftridl  Attention  and  Obedience  thereto," 

And  Your  Coirimittee  did  alfo,  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  Orders  on  the 
10th  Day  of  December,  receive  from  the  Diredlors  of  the  Eaft  India  Com- 
pany, a  Paper,  intituled,  **  Draught  of  Paragraphs,  to  be  fent  by  the 
••  Court  of  Direflors  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  to  the  Governor  Gene- 
"  ral  and  Council  at  Fort  William  in  Bengal,  by  the  next  Difpatches." 
Which  Paragraphs  are  as  follow  : 

"  When  the  late  A£l  refpeiSing  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice^in  Bengal 
*'  was  agitsted  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  it  was  intended,  amongft 
•'  other  Things,  not  only  to  relsafe  from  Prifon  and  indemnify  the  native 
•*  Magiftrates,  and  others  therein  named,  but  alfo  to  make  Provifion  for 
•*  the  future  iubfiftence  of  Mir  Burcut  UUa  and  Gullum  Mucdum,  in 
**  their  former  Condition  and  Situation  ;  and  to  declare  them  Mahome- 
«*  dan  Counfellors  to  the  Court  and  Council  of  Patna,  with  all  the  Privi- 
*•  leges,  Profits,  and  Emoluments  thereto  belonging  ;  and  alfo,  in  Con- 
**  fideration  of  their  Lofles  and  long  Imphfonment,  to  pay  to  each  of 
«'  them  feverally,  or  to  their  Order,  out  of  the  Company's  Treafury,  the 
**  Sum  of  Five  thoufand  Pounds,  Three  Months  after  Demand  :  And 
"  alfo,  to  Behader  Beg,  who  had  afted  under  the  Authority  of  the  Coun- 
*'  oil  of  Patna,  and  been  imprifuned,  the  Sum  of  Two  thoufand  Pounds, 
"  in  Three  Months  after  Demand,  without  Prejudice  to  any  Claim  or 
'«  Remedy  which  he  or  his  Fatiier,  or  next  Heir  at  Law,  might  have,  ia 
««  Law  01  Equity,  to  any  Lands  or  Goods  whatever.  And  in  cafe  of 
"  the  Death  of  any  of  the  beforementioned  Perfons,  before  the  Arrival 
"  of  the  Aft  of  Parliament  at  Calcutta,  or  befoie  the  Money  become 
"  payable,  then  the  above  Sums  to  be  paid  to  the  lawful  Reprefentatives 
♦•  of  the  deceafed  :  And  likewife  the  Sum  of  Five  thoufand  Pounds  to 
"  the  Child  or  Children  of  the  Magiftrate  of  Patna,  called  the  Cadi  or 
"  Cauzi  Saadi,  who  died  as  he  was  under  Conveyance  to  Prifon  (if  any 
*'  Child  or  Children  he  had),  and  to  the  Widow  of  the  faid  Cauzi  Saadi, 
"  during  her  natural  Life,  a  Penfion  or  Annuitv  equal  to  the  Salary  of 
"  her  late  Hufoand  ;  and  if  the  iaid  Cauzi  Saadi  (hould  have  died  with- 
**  out  IfTue,  then  a  Sum  of  One  thoufand  Pounds  to  be  a'fo  paid  to  his 
*•  Widovi',  and  One  thoufand  Pounds  alfo  to  his  neareft  Male  Relation  or 
**  Relations  of  the  fame  Degree.  " 

'*  As  the  Company  were  equally  defiroas  with  the  Promoters  ef  the 
*'  Bill,  to  contribute  to  the  Relief  of  the  unhappy  Sufferers,  to  make  the 
"  Compenfations  aoovementioned,  and  thereby  to  manifeft  their  Regard 
*•  for  the  native  Inhabitants  of  Bengal;  it  was  upon  due  Confideration 
*'  judged  advifeable,  and  more  honourable  for  the  Company,  to  omit  the 
•»  conipulfory  Claufes  in  the  Aft  ;  and  agreed.  That  Orders  fhould  be 

*'  given 
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**  c;iven  by  the  Court  of  DireiHors,  in  their  next  Advices  to  the  Governor 
"  General  and  Council,  for  the  Money  to  be  ifTued  fr-m  tli"ir  Vrcafury, 
**  and  paid  accordingly. 

*'  We  therefore  direft,  that  within  Three  Months,  to  be  computed 
"  from  the  Day  of  the  Receipt  of  thefe  our  Orders  at  Fort  William,  you 
*'  iflue  f(om'  our  Treafury.  and  caufe  to  be  paid  to  Mir  Burcut  Ulla,  or 
*•  to  his  Order,  the  Sum  of  hive  thoufand  Pounds;  alfo  to  Gullom  Muc- 
*♦  dum,  or  to  his  Order,  the  Sum  of  Five  thoufand  founds ;  alfo  to  Behader 
"  Beirthe  Sum  of  Two  thoufand  Pounds,  with  ut  Piejudiceto  any  Claim 
**  or  Remedy  which  he  or  his  Father,  or  next  Heir  at  Law,  may  have,  in 
**  Law  or  Equity,  to  any  Lands  or  Goods  whatfoeyer:  And  if  any  of 
*'  the  Parties  fhall  not  be  living  at  the  Time  of  the  Arrival  of  this  our 
**  Order  at  C-tlcutti,  or  (hall  die  before  the  Money  become  payable,  or 
"  is  caid,  the  fame  fliall  be  paid  to  his  or  their  lawful  Reprcf  ntatives  : 
"  AHb,  to  the  Child  or  Children  (if  any  there  be)  of  the  late  Cauzt 
*'  Saadi,  of  Patna,  Five  thoufand  Pounds.  Alfo,  that  you  pay,  or  caufe  to 
*•  be  paid,  to  the  Widow  of  the  faid  Cauzi  Saadi,  during  her  natural 
"  Life,  a  Penfion  or  Annuity  equal  to  the  Salary  of  her  late  Hufband  ; 
"  alfo  to  the  faid  Widow  of  the  faid  Cauzi,  if  he  (hall  have  died  without 
**  Iffue,  the  Sum  of  One  thoufand  Pounds;  alfo,  in  that  Cafe,  to  the 
"  neareft  Ti/lale  Relation  or  Relations  of  the  faid  Cauzi  Saadi,  the  Sum  of 
'•  One  thoufind  Pounds.  And  it  is  our  Pleafure,  that  the  faid  Monies 
•♦  be  ifiucd  from  our  Treafury,  and  that  Payment  thereof  be  made  free 
"  of  ali  Charge  or  Expence  to  the  Receivers,  and  within  the  Time  be- 
"  fore  limited. 

*'  We  have  already  noticed,  that  it  was  intenc^ed  by  the  A£l  to  have 
"  reinftated  Mir  Burcut  Ulla  and  Gullum  Mucdum,  and  to  have  declared 
**  them  Mahomedan  Counfellors  to  the  Council  of  Patna,  with  all  the 
'•  Privileges,  Profits,  and  Emoluments  thereto  belongirig  ;  it  appearing 
'*  that  their  Error  or  Mifcondud  (if  any  hath  been)  did  not  proceed 
*'  from  coirupt  Motives;  and  the  Ad  having  directed  that  they  ftiould 
"  be  forthwith  difcharged  from  their  Imprifonment,  on  Security  being 
"  given  for  the  Damages  recovered,  which  Security  you  are  required  to 
"  caufe  to  be  given  on  their  Behalf,  and  that  it  (ball  be  competent  to  ap- 
"  peal  to  his  Maj-fty  in  Council  againll:  the  Judgment  :  We  hereby  di- 
"  red,  that  you  take  care  to  pay  due  Obedience  to  the  Direftions  given 
"  in  the  faid  Aft  ;  and  alfo,  that  Mir  Burcut  Ulla  and  Gullum  Mucdum 
'-'  be  forthwith  refhored  to  their  refpedtive  Oflices,  as  Mah  medan  Coun> 
*'  feliors  to  the  Council  of  Patoa,  with  all  the  Privileges,  Profits,  and 
"  Emolumenis  thereto  belonging." 

And  it  not  appearing  to  your  Committee,  upon  what  Minutes  or  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Court  of  Directors  the  faid  Paragraphs  were  founded,  they 
ordered  a  Copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Court  of  Direflors,  of  the  7th  Day 
of  December  1 78 1,  to  be  laid  before  them  ;  and  in  this  iMace  your  Com- 
mittee beo  Leave  to  obferve,  that  by  the  Date  thereof,  it  appears  the  fame 
was  not  madd  until  the  Day  after  the  Orders  made  by  your  Committee  as 
before  fet  forth  j  and  which  Minutes  are  as  follow:

••  A  Refolution  having  pafied  this  Court,  on  the  27th  June  lad,  for

**  a  Bill  as  related  to  thofe  Sums,  and  at  that  Time  depending  in  Parlia-

*•  At  a  Court  of  Diredors,  held  on  Wednefday  the  12th  December, 

1781, 

«•  The  Chairn^an  acquainted  the  Court,  that  in  confequence  of  fome; 
«'  Paragraphs  having  been  prepared  for  Bengal,  containing  Orders  refpeft- 
••  ing  the  Indemnification  of  feveral  Indian  Magiftrates,  agreeably  to  a 
«'  Refolution  of  Court  of  the  7th  Inftant,  he  had  given  Diredlions  to  flop 
«•  the  Tryal  Packet  in  Ireland,  in  order  to  be  able  to  fend  the  faid  Orders 
*'  by  that  Conveyance  ;^  and  the  faid  Paragraphs  being  now  re^d,  wer? 
"  approved  by  the  Coutt." 

Then  Lawrence  Sulivan,  Efq;  Chairman  of  the  Eaft  India  Company, 

attetding,  according  to  Order,  was  called  in,  and  alked.  Who  were  the 

Gemlemen  of  the   Committee,  that  met  the  Chairman  of  the  Ball  India 

lioufe,  upon  the  Subjea  of  Indemnification  to  the  Mahomedan  Lawyers,

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row  in  Gaol  at  Cnlcutta  ?  he  faid,  If  he  was  to  truft  to  his  own  Memory, 
he  thinks  it  was  Mr.  Robinion,  Mr.  Bougliton  Roufe,  and  General 
Smith;  bttt  he  does  concciveit  to  be  treacherous  in  that  Inllance,  be- 
caufe  the  Secretary  had  tjiken  down  the  Name  of  Mr.  Burke  inftead  of 
General  Smith.  Being  afeed,  From  whom  the  Secretary  toi)k  his  Inform- 
ation? faid.  From  himfelf,  Chairman  of  the  Court.  Being  af]  ed.  If 
the  Minute  of  the  Court  of  Direflois,  of  the  27th  Day  of  June  1781, 
does  contain  his  Opinion  of  the  Senfe  of  that  Conference?  faid.  It  does. 
—Then,  Edmund  Burke,  Efq;  a  Member  of  Your  Committee,  was 
aiked,  Whether  he  was  prefcnt  at  that  Conference  ?  to  which  he  faid. 
Kg;  certainly  he  was  not  prefent  at  that  Conference,  or  any  Conference 
with  the  Chairman  or  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Direflors. 

Mr.  Sulivan  being  again  called   in,  then,  in  further  Explanaiioli,  Ih» 
formed  Your  Committee  as  follows: 

That  he  apprehends  there  muft  have  been  Two  Conferences;  the  FirfJ» 
of  the  27th  of  June,  where,  as  well  as  he  recolleds,  a  Dcfire  was  ex- 
prefTed  on  the  Part  of  General  Smith,  Mr.  Robinfon,  and  Mr.  Boughton 
Roufe,  that  if  the  feveral  Sums  of  Money  were  intended  by  Parliamentto  be 
paid  to  thofe  feveral  Perfons,  the  India  Company  would  give  their  Con- 
ient  that  the  Blanks  might  be  filled  up  with  thofe  Sums — That  he  did,  as 
Chairman,  ftate  the  fame  to  the  Court,  and  it  had  their  Aflent.  He  ap- 
preheirds  there  was  a  Second  Conference  between  the  fame  People,  when  it 
was  fuggefted,  that  it  would  be  more  to  the  Honour  and  Credit  of  the 
Company,  if,  inltead  of  Compulfion,  they  made  it  an  Aft  of  their  own 
Bounty  :  That  he,  as  Chairman,  did  promife,  that  the  Court  of  Di- 
reftors  would  give  Orders  for  the  Paym.ent  of  thofe  Sums,  and  the  rein- 
ftating  the  feveral  Perfons  in  their  former  Honours ;  and  at  this  Time 
undecllood  that  the  Blanks  were  then  filled  up,  and  ready  to  pafs  into  a 
Law,  but  were  left  out  on  his  pledging  himfllf  that  thof;  Orders  fhould 
be  carried  into  Execution  by  the  firlt  Conveyance;  and  they  are  now 
ready  to  go  by  the  lirit  Conveyance,  completely  conforming  to  the 
•  Wifhes  of  the  Committee — That  fince  the  paffing  of  the  Ad,  and  his 
pledging  himfelf  thofe  Orders  fhould  go,  there  has  not  been  a  fingle  Coa- 
veyance  to  India,  except  a  fmall  Vcifel  (the  Tryal  Sloop)  intended  pur- 
pofely  for  Secret  iDifpaiches  ;  biJt  a  Letter  arriving  from  Governor  Haf^ 
tiog?,  ftating  the  Probability  of  the  Company  having  no  Inveftments,  it 
was  a  Matter  of  that  Moment  that  the  Company  thought  fit  to  write  a 
fhort  Letter  by  th«t  Secret  Difpatch,  giving  their  Sentiments  upon  the 
Subjetl ;  when  the  Court  took  the  Opportunity  of  fending,  in  the  fame 
Letter,  a  fhort  Order,  with  the  Adt  of  Parliament,  with  pofitive  Direc-- 
tion«  to  carry  it  in'o  Execution  ;  That  thofe  Dire<5lions  went  no  further 
than  as  the  A£t  ftated,  to  deliver  thofe  Perfons  from  Prifon  (Appendix, 
No,  I,)  :  That  as  this  was  no  regular  DiTpatcb,  it  did  not  ac  that  Hour 
occur,  to  carry  into  Execution  the  Remainder  of  the  Orders  relative  to 
thofe  People. — But  as  it  has  happened  the  Tryal  Sloop  is  put  back  to 
Ireland,  an  Exprefs  has  been  fent  to  detain  her,  that  the  Court  of  Direc- 
tors may  carry  completely  thofe  Orders  into  Execution ;  which  has  ac- 
cordingly been  done,  and  now  only  waits  the  Approbation  of  the  Lords 
of  the  Treafury,  relative- to  the  Iffbes  of  the  Money  for  the  Indemnifica-

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tion. — And  being  then  afked,  Whether  he  recoUedted  when  the  Second 
Conference  was  held  ?  he  faid,  He  ftiould  apprehend  in  July,  as  the  Firft 
was  in  June. — Being  further  aflced,  What  particular  Circumftance  leads 
him  to  believe  it  was  in  the  Month  of  July  ?  he  faid.  To  the  belt  of  his 
Memory. — Being  aflced.  Whether  he  took  any  private  Minute  of  the 
Firft  Conference  held  in  June  ?  he  laid.  He  does  not  recoiled  that  he 
did. — Being  afked.  Whether  he  took  any  Minute  of  the  Second  Confe- 
rence in  Jul}  ?  he  faid  He  does  not  recoiled  that  he  did. — Being  afked. 
Does  >our  Memory  ferve  you,  not  having  taken  a  Minute  of  either 
Conference,  to  fix  the  Firll  to  have  been  in  June,  and  the  Second  in 
July  ?  he  faid,  From  the  Minute  of  the  Court  of  Diredors,  it  appears 
that  the  Firfl  Conference  was  in  June,  and  the  other  he  cannot  recoiled. 
Ecing  further  afked,  Whether  that  Minute,  which  helps  to  affill  his  Me- 
mory with  refped  to  the  firft  Conference,  does  afTifl  it  only  with  regard  to 
Date,  or  to  other  Circumilances  attending  that  Conference?  he  faid,  In 
no  other  that  he  can  at  prefent  recoiled,  than  that  the  Blanks  had  been 
/ince  filled   up,   and  after  that  were  left  out  of  the  Ad  of  Parliament, 

upon   the  Company's  pledging  themfelves  to   make  thefe  Payments. • 

Being  aflced,   What   was  the  Date  of   the  Diipatchea  feiu  by  the  Tryal 
Sloop  ?  he   faid.    The   29th   of  AuguH,  as  appears  by  a  Letter  upon  the 

Table. Being  afked.  Whether,  notvvithflanding   the   Difpatch  of  the 

29'h  of  Auguft  was  not  confidered  as  a  regular  Difpatch,  fo  material  a 
Diredion  a'*  that  which  was  propofed  to  be  given  in  Favour  of  thofe  un- 
fortunate Perfons,  might  not  in  point  of  Piopriety,  and  ought  not  in 
point  of  juliice,  to  have  been  then  tranfmitted  ?  he  faid.  He  believes  he 
has  already  anfwered  this  QuefHon  in  his  Narrative;  that  it  was  an 
Omiffion,  but  attended  with  no  Confequence,  becaufe  the  fame  Ve/Te! 
may  ftill  carry  the  complete  Difpatch,  and  no  other  has  been  fen t  from 
this  Country  to  India  iince  the  paiJ:ng  of  the  Ad  of  Parliament.— —Being 
further  afked.  Whether,  in  the  Two  Conferences  which  weie  held  in 
June  and  July,  the  Authority  of  the  Treafury  (Mr,  Robinfon,  the  Secre- 
tary cf  the  Treafury,  being  perfonaily  prefent)  was  not  confidered  to  have 
been  given  for  the  Payment  of  thofe  Sums  of  Money  ?  he  faid.  On  the 
Part  of  the  Company  the  Court  of  Dne6lors  could  anfwer  clearly;  on 
the  Part  of  the  Treafury,  Mr,  Robinfon  was  the  Perfon  ;  but  at  any

Whether  the  previous  Signification  of 
the  Afientot  the  Treafury,  by  the  Mouth  of  Mr.  Robinfon  rheir  Secre- 
tary, to  the  iffjing  thofe  Orders,  is  not  equivalent,  in  point  of  Authority, 
to  any  fubfequent  Approbation  of  the  Treafury  ?  he  faid,  He  cioes  not 
know  that  Mr.  Rohmfon  came  forv/ard  in  any  fuch  Way,  and  it  he.  had, 
the  Court  of  Diredors  certain'y  fhould  have  exptded,  that  be  would 
have  been  very  explicit  upon  th  '  Subjed,  before  they  could  have  dvf- 
penfed  with  the  Forms  prefcribed  by  Parliament;  but  he  does  not  rtcoU

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upon  thatSuppo/ition. Being  afked.  Whether,  at  the  Time  the  Second 

Conference  defcribed  by  him  took  Place,  the  Aft,  containing  the  Regu- 
lations for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juflice  in  India,  had  pafled  the  Houfe 
of  Commons  ?    he  faid,   As    well   as  he  can  recolleft,    the  Ad  had  not 

pafTed  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  the  Blanks  had  l)een  filled  up. Being 

afked,  Whether  the  Condition  of  the  Firft  Minuie  made  upon  the  Firlt 
Conference  defcribed  by  him,  bound  the  Company  to  pay  the  Money  to 
the  fuiFering  Mahomedan  Lawyers,  in  cafe  the  Claufes  ordering  fuch 
Compenfation,  fhould  not  be  infersed  in  the  Aft?  he  faid.  The  Firft 
Confereoce  was,  as  well  as  he  can  recolleft,  thai  the  Company  fhould 
alfent  to  fill  up  the  Blanks  with  the  feveral  Sums  flipulated  to  the  unfor- 
tunate People,  upon  Condition  the  Aft  pafTed.-  ■■Being  afked.  Whether 
the  Subftance  of  the  Second  Conference  was  not  the  Reverfe,  and  that 
'the  Company  was  to  be  bound,    in  cafe  thofe  obligatory  Claufes  fhould 

be  omitted  ? he  faid,   Ye?. And  being  afked.    Whether  there  was 

a  Minute  of  the  Court  of  Direftors  made  on  the  Firfl  Conference  ?  he 
faid,  There  was  a  Mmute,  and  a  Copy  of  it  lies  upon  your  Table.-— — 
Being  afked,  Whether  there  was  any  Minute  of  the  Court  made  in 
confeqtience  of  the  Second  Conference  ?  he  faid.  No,  there  was  not. 
Being  afked,  Why  there  was  a  Minute  made  in  a  Cafe  where  the  Com- 
pany was  not  bound,  and  no  Minute  made  in  a  Cafe  where  the  Company 
was  bound  ?  he  faid,  In  the  Firft  Conference,  he  went  from  the  Chair  to 
meet  the  Gentlemen,  as  he  recoUefts  ;  from  thence,  he  immediately 
went  to  the  Court,  which  was  fitting,  and  delivering  the  Subftance,  It 
became  an  inilant  Minute  :  In  the  next  Conference  there  was  no  Court, 
as  he  recoUefts ;  he  attended  the  Gentlemen,  and  in  a  Converfation  he; 
pledged  himfclf,  that  the  Court  of  Directors  would  carry  thofe  Orders 
into  Execution  ;  that  no  regular  Minute  was  made,  it  being  geiierally 
underUocd,    Mr.   Woodhoufe,    Sir  William   James,    and   other  Perfons, 

had  been  converfed  with   upon  the  Suhjeft, Being  afked.   Whether, 

having  pledged  himfeif  for  the  Court  of  Direftors,  he  did  propofe  a 
Minuie  for  that  Purpofe  the  Firlt  Board  Day  ?  he  faid,  He  did  nor. — 
And  being  further  aflied,  How  many  Board  Days  pafTed. from  the  Time 
of  his  pledging  himfeif  for  the  Court  of  Direftors,  to  the  Time  of  his 
making  a  Mitjute  upon  that  Subjeft?  he  faid,  He  did  not  Itate  it  to  the 
Board  until  after  he  had  received  the  Orders  of  this  Committee,  and  upon 
.that  Reprefentation,  it  was  in  the  Recolle»l:>!on  of  Gentlemen,  and  met 
with  a  ready  Concurrence. — Bein?^  afked.  For  what  Reafon  he  declined 
to  propofe  a  Minute  to  that  Ef^eft  to  the  Court  of  Dir<^ftois,  for  whom 
he  had  pledged  himfeif,  until  an  Order  came  down  from  this  Commit'.ee, 
•to  enquire  what  the  E2II:  India  Company  had  done  in  ths:  Matter?  he  faid. 
He  has  alieady  ftated,  that  an  Omiihon  was  made,  and  that  the  Multi- 
-plicity  of  very  important  Matters  that  have  occupied  his  Time,  was  the 
Reafon  of  the  Omiffion,  and  therefore,  until  the  Bufmefs  came  regularly 

.before  the  Court,  it  had  efcaped  his  Attention  to  it.. Being  further 

afked.  Whether  the  OmifTion  Jie  has  flated,  was  not  the  OmifTicn  of 
fending  the  Orders  out  by  the  Tryal  Sloop  ?  he  faid.  It  is  the  fame  Oroif- 
fion,  becaufe,  if  he  had  recollefted  at  the  Time,  the  Completion  of  the 
•Orders,  he  muli  in  confequence  have  brought  fcrv/ard  the  Reprefentation 
to  the  Court  of  Direftors. — Being  efked,  How  the  Bufmefs  could  regu- 
larly Qome  before  the  Court  of  Direftors,  if  he,  who  pledged  hijnfelf 

K.  k  2  fos 
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for  them,  did  not  think  proper  to  lay  it  before  the  Court  ?  he  faid.  In 
the  Courfe  of  conducing  the  Company's  Bufinefs,  it  is  ufual  to  take  up 
every  Thing  relating  to  each  Settlemenc,  feparate,  and  that  is  what  he 
calls  the  regular  bringing  forward  of  Bufinefs ;  there  had  been  none  in 
this  Seafon  ;  as  foon  as  there  had,  this  Omiffion  would  have  been  cor- 
refted. And  being  further  afked,  Whether  he  is  fure  that  no  Bufi- 
nefs relating  to  the  Province  of  Bengal  was  before  the  Board  during  that 
Period?  he  faid.    He  does  not  recolledl  any- Inftances,   but  very  probably, 

in  a  Variety  of  Branches  fomething  might  be  brought  forward. Being 

a(ked,  Whether  he  is  fuie  that  the  Bufinefs  was  more  regularly  before  the 
Board,  upon  the  Principle  of  Regularity,  which  he  has  juft  now  flated, 
than  on  any  other  Day  within  the  Period  of  Omiffion  ?  he  faid.  He  cannot 

fay  that  it  was. Being  afked.  Might  he  not  then   have  brought  it 

to  the  Board  out  of  Courfe  ?  he  faid,  He  certainly  might,  and  did  bring 
it  on  out  of  Courfe,  becaufe  he  thought  it  his  Duty  not  to  wait  an  Hour 
in  bringing  forward  a  Bufinefs,    where  the  Committee  had  made  a  Re- 

quifition. Being  afked,  Whether   he  did    not  underftand   that    the 

Committee,  at  the  Clofe  of  the  laflSeflion,  had  made  that  Requifition  ?  he 
faid.  He  had  already  confeffed,  that  he  felt  himfelf  pledged  for  the  Court 
of  Direftors    to  carry  it   into  Execution  ;  which   they    have   accordingly 

done. Being  afked,  Whether  a  Requifition,  amounting  to  a  Charge 

of  near  j^.20, 000  upon  the  Company's  Revenue,  was  a  Matter  of  lefs 
Importance  than  any  One  of  thofe  Things  which  have  occupied  the  Court 
of  Directors  upon  any  Court  Day  fince   the  Second  Conference  flated  by' 
him  ?    he  faid.   The  Objefts  that  have  occupied  his  Attention  in  particu- 
lar, and  which  have  taken  up  his  whole  Time,    are  Objefls  of  infinitely 

more  Importance  than  the  Sum  flated. Being  afked.  Whether  he  can 

charge  his  Memory,  that  no  Sum  of  fraallcr  Importance  was  ever  an 
Objeft  of  the  Board's  Attention  during  that  Interval  ?  he  faid.  It  is  im- 

poffible  for  him   to  give  an  Anfwer  to  that  Queflion. The  Witnefs 

was  then  afked.  Whether,  during  that  Period,  the  Diredors  had  in  Con- 
fideration  before  them  any  Thing  relating  to  the  Inveftments  and  Reve- 
nues of  Bengal  ?  he  faid.  Not  regularly,  but  they  had  an  Attention  to 
the  Inveftments,   in  confcquence  of  a  Letter  received  from  the  Governor 

General,  which  tljey  anfwered  by  the  Tryal  Sloop. And  being  afked. 

Whether  or  no  the  Application  and  Difpofal  of  ^.20,000  ought  not  ne» 
cefTarily  to  have  come  before  them  in  any  Direftions  to  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral, relative  to  the  Inveftments  and  Management  of  the  Revenues  in 
Bengal  ?  he  faid.  Undoubtedly  it  would,  if  that  CircumUance  had  oc- 
curred at  the  Time. Being  afked.    Whether  the  Abufes  alleged  to  be 

in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  Bengal,  was  « 
not  an  Objea  of  a  Petition  of  the  Eaft  India  Company  to  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  ?  he  anfwered,  Yes.'  Being  afked,  Was  not  the  particular 
Cafe  of  the  Patna  Magiflrates,  one  of  the  Objefts  of  Complaint  tranf- 
mitted  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  upon  which  that  Petition  to 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  was  founded  ?  he  faid,  Yes.  ■  Being  afked. 
How  he  accounted  for  an  Omiffion  of  Obedience  to  what  he  underflood  to 
be  the  Senfe  of  a  Committee  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  fitting  ex- 
prefsly  upon  a  Complaint  made  by  the  Company  itfelf,  and  its  principal 
Servants  ?  he  faid.  He  has  already  repeatedly  ilated,  that  if  that  Omif. 
iion  had  not  been  made,  he  ihould  not  have  been  wanting  in  carrying 
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into  Execution  the  Orders  of  the  Committee,  as  is  now  done.— —Being 
afked,  Whether  he  did  not  know  the  Patna  Lawyers  had  fuffered  a  long 
and  grievous  Imprifonment,  and  had  been  ruined  in  their  Fortunes,  by 
an  Execution  levied  upon  their  whole  Subftance?  he  faid.  Yes.— —-Being; 
afked,  Whether  he  thought  that  the  Sufferings  of  fuch  Men,  being  under 
the  Proteftion  of  the  Company,  and  adinp;  under  their  Authority,  was 
not  a  Matter  preffing  upon  the  Court  of  Direi^^ors,  both  in  Policy  and 
Humanity,  efpecially  when  Parliament  -had  taken  up  the  Company's 
Sentiments  on  that  Occafion  ?  he  faid.  The  Orders  that  went  out  by 
the  Tryal  Sloop  releafed  them  from  their  Impriionment,  and  the  reft  of 
their  Orders  refpeifting  their  Rcftoration  and  Indemnification  are  now  com- 
pleted.  Being  further  afked.    Whether    there    was  any   Means   to 

provide  for  their  Subfiitence,  after  being  difcharged  by  the  Ad  of  Par- 
liament, ordered  by  the  Court  of  Direftors  ?  he  faid.  If  this  Omiflion 
had  not  happened,  the  whole  would  have  been  done  as  it  is  now  ordered. 
-  -  -Being  afked.  When  did  the  Court  of  Direflors  order  the  Judicature 
Aft  to  be  tranimitted    to  Bengal  ?    he  faid.  He  believes  it  was   the  2gth 

of  Augurt  lafl,  by  the  Tryal  Sloop. Being  afl.ed.   Where  is  the  Tryal 

Sloop?    he  faid.  In  Ireland. And  being  afked.  When  the  Tryal  Sloop 

failed  from  Great  Britain  ?  he  faid.  He  believes  that  VcfTel  did  not  come 
to  England.— —Being  afked.  What  Time  did  the  Tryal  Sloop  fail  from 
Ireland   for  India   with    this  Adl  of  Parliament  ?    he   faid,  He  does  not 

really   recoiled,    but   he    believes    in  the  Month   of  Oftober. And 

being  afked,  Why,  as  this  was  a  Buiinefs  refpedling  the  Lives  of  Men, 
and  the  moll  prefling  Exigencies  of  Government,  in  which  a  military 
Force  had  fuperleded  the  Courfe  of  JulHce,  was  not  a  Veffel  that  might 
have  failed  earlier  been  difpaiched  by  the  Company?  he  faid.  He  ap- 
prehends that  no  VefTel  could  have  been   brought  forward  fo  foon  as  the 

Tryal  Sloop.' Being  further  aflced,     Whether  no  VeiTel  could  begot 

fooner,  to  be  difpntched  for  this  Purpofe,  than  one  in  Ireland,  and  that 
could  not  fail  from  the  Pafling  of  the  A£l  to  the  End  of  Oftober  ?  he 
faid.  He  apprehends  no  VefTel  could  go  fo  foon,  for  flie  had  been  lonn^ 
ready  and  detained  by  contrary  Winds. — B^ing  afked.  Whether  the 
Tryal  is  now  ready  to  fail  with  that  Aft?  he  faid,  The  Tryal  returned 
difmafled  ;  fhe  has  bee-n  refitted,  and  they  eypeft  that  fhe  is  nearly  read/ 
to  return  again. — And  being  aficed,  Whether,  in  the  Interval  of  the  Time 
-of  ihe  Second  Conference  fiated  by  him  to  this  Period,  he  has  fent  any 
Advices  over  Land  to  any  Part  of  India  ?  he  laid,  He  does  not  recolleft 
that  the  Court  of  Direftors  have  fent  any.  —  And  being  afked.  Whether 
the  Secret  Committee  of  the  Court  of  Direftors  has  fent  any  Adviccg 
over  Land  fince  the  Conference  before  mentioned  to  this  Period  ?  he  faid. 
He  cannot  give  an  Anfwer  to  that  Queftion. — Upon  which  the  Witnefs 
was  afked.  Why  he  could  not  give  an  Anfwer  ?  he  faid,  Becaufe  in  Time 
of  War,  the  Court  of  Direftors  have  thought  proper  to  delegate  thofc 
Powers  to  the  Chairman  and  Deputy,  in  order  that  invio^able  Secrecy 
may  be  obferved,  that  in  no  Hour  our  Enemies  may  be  enabled  to  inter- 
cept our  Me/lengers,  and  feize  our  Advices. Your  Committee  thought 

it  neceffary  to  read  to  Mr.  Salivan,  the  Powers  of  the  Committee ;  upom 
which  he  gave  the  following  Anfwer,  That  there  has  been  One  Difpatch. 
—The  Witnefs  was  then  aflied,  Why  was  not  the  Aft  of  Parliament, 
»nd  the  Company's  Orders  for  indemnifying,   fent  by  that  Difpatch  ?    he 
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faid.  The  Court  ofDireflors  fentno  Letter  by  that  Difpatch,  and  it  went 
without  their  Knowledge;  and  he  did  not  think  as  one,  that  it  was  in- 
cumbent to  fend  it  by  any  Conveyance  but  that  of  Sea. — Being  afeed. 
If  he  i?  certain  that  there  was  a  Second  Conference  with  the  Perfons  he 
has  merttoqed  ?  he  faid.  He  is  no  otherwife  certain  that  tl«cre  mud  have 
been  a  Second  Conference,  than  from  the  Ivlinute  of  the  zyih  of  June, 
which  ftated  a  conditional  Agreement;  and  his  Memory  is  pofitive,  that 
he  did  meet  General  Smith,  iVlr.  Robinfon,  and  Mr,  Boughton  Roufe, 
when  affuredly  he  did  pledge  himfelf,  that  the  Court  of  Diredors  would 
earry  into  Execution  the  Indemnification  without  any  Condition. — And 
being  aficed,  V/hether  there  is  any  Minufe  on  Record  at  the  Eaft  India 
Houfe,  of  a  Paper  without  a  Date,  tranfmitied  by  the  Court  of  Diredtors 
to  this  Committee,  intituled  "  A  Draft  o(  Paragraphs  of  a  Letter  to  be 
fent  by  that  Court  to  India,"  or  how  or  from  what  Authority  did  the 
Court  of  Dire<Slors  frame  that  Paragraph  ?  he  faid.  There  is  a  Minute  on 
Record  dated  the  7th  Inftant,    upon  wiiich  that  Paragraph  is  grounded, 

John  Robinfon,  Efquire,  a  Member  of  the  Houfe,  attending  at  the 
Requeft  of  the  Committee,  was  afked.  If  he  was  prefent  at  a  Confirence 
with  Mr.  Sulivan,  the  Chairman  of  the  Eall  India  Company,  on  the 
Subjeft  of  indemnifying  the  Patna  Magiftrates  ?  faid,  He  was ;  that  he 
cannot  recoiled  exaftly  the  Time  of  the  Conference,  but  it  was  fome 
Time  in  June,  whilft  the  Bill  was  dep.?nding  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons; 
the  Gentlemen  prefent  were  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Boughton  Roufe,  Mr.  Suli- 
van,  and  Mr.  Purling. — And  being  afeed,  What  was  his  Inducement  to 
attend  that  Conierence?  he  faid.  It  was  upon  a  Converfation  and  at  the 
Requeft  of  feveral  Members  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  ;  that  Lord 
North  concurred  in  it. — Ahd  being  afijed  to  relate  the  Circumftances  of 
that  Conference  ;  he  faid.  It  was  to  rcprefent  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Court  of  Direi^ors,  that  it  was  thought  a  better  and  more  prudent  Way 
to  accommodate  the  Indemnificationj  and  fome  Recompence  for  the  Suf- 
ferings of  the  Patna  Magiftrates,  through  the  Court  of  Direftors,  than 
to  have  it  inferred  in  the  Bill  then  depending  in  the  Houfe;  upon  talking 
with  the  Chairman  he  adopted  the  Idea,  he  retired  from  the  Conference, 
went  into  the  Court  of  Dirediors  then  fitting,  ftated,  as  he  informed  them, 
the  Converfation;  and  returned  back  ?gain-in  a  fhort  Time,  telling 
them  that  the  Court  of  Diredors  had  adopted  the  Meafure,  would  make 
an  Order  for  the  Recompence  to  be  paid,  and  would  fend  out  Orders 
accordingly. — And  being  further  afked,  Whether  it  did  feem  to  him  at 
that  Time  to  be  clearly  underftood,  that  the  <ame  were  to  be  paid  with- 
out being  fpecified  in  the  Bill,  and  that  the  Ctaufe  of  Specification  was  to 
be  expunged  .''  he  faid,  It  certainly  appeared  fo  to  him,  and  was  the  very 
Purpofe  for  which  they  went  to  have  the  Conference. — And  being  further 
afked,  Whe.'.her  he  remembers  being  prefent  at  any  other  Conference  on 
this  Subjed  with  the  fame  Gentlemen  ?  he  faid.  He  remembers  no  other 
Conference  in  the  Prefence  of  the  fame  Gentlemen,  on  the  Subjed  of 
Indemnity  and  Recompence  to  the  Patna  Magiftrates ;  but  General 
Smith  and  he  went  to  the  India  Houfe  to  have  another  Conference  with 
{he  Chairs,  on  the  Subjed  of  reinftuting  the  Patna  Magiftrates,  but  they 
were  difappointed,  for  they  were  come  to  the  Weft  End  of  the  Town. 
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Then  Richard  Smith,  Efquire,  a  Member  of  Your  Committee,  faid. 
That  he  concurred  with  Mr.  Robinfon  in  his  Account  of  the  Conference 
at  the  India  Houfe,  in  every  Particular. 

And  Charles  Willi:im  ['oughton  Roufe,  Efquire,  another  Member  of 
Your  Committee,  alfo  faid.  That  he  concurred  with  Mr.  Robinfon  in 
his  Account  of  the  Conference  at  the  India  Houfe- 

Richard  Smith,  Efquire,  a  Member  of  Your  Committee,  was  then 
afked.  Whether  he  was  at  a  Second  Conference  at  the  Eall  India  Houfe? 
to  which  he  anfwered.  No  ;  and  faid,  he  did  not  hear  of  a  Second  Con- 
ference having  been  held,    'till  mentioned  by  Mr.  Sulivan. 

Charles  William  Boughton  Roufe,  Efq;  another  Member  of  Your  Com- 
mittee, was  then  afked,  Whether  he  was  at  a  Second  Conference  at  the 
Eaft  India  Houfe  ?  he  faid,  He  never  remembers  to  have  been  prefect 
at  more  than  One,  in  Company  with  General  Smith,  Mr.  Robinfon,  and 

Mr.  Purling. 

John  Purling,  Efquire,  a  Member  of  the  Houfe,  being  prefent,  was 
then  alked.  Whether  he  was  prefent  at  a  Second  Conference  at  the  Eaft 
India  Houfe  ?  he  faid,  He  was  but  at  One,  in  Company  with  General 
Smith,  Mr.  Robinfon,  and  Mr.  Boughton  Roufe,  and  that  previous  to 
the  pafling  of  the  Ad;  that  the  Propofal  to  Mr.  Sulivan  was,  that  as 
there  was  a  Difference  of  Opinion,  with  refpeft  to  the  Indemnification  to 
the  Patna  Lawyers,  about  inferting  the  Sums  in  the  Aft  of  Parliamenr, 
it  was  propofed  to  Mr.  Sulivan,  that  the  Court  fliould  take  upon  them- 
fclves  to  make  the  Indemnification,  without  its  being  inferted  in  the  Bill 
then  depending;  Mr.  Sulivan  retired  to  confult  the  Court  of  Direftors 
upon  it;  and  upon  his  Return  he  informed  them,  that  the  Court  of  Di- 
reftors  had  conft;nted  to  make  thofe  Payments,  if  the  Bill  pafled  into  a 
Law  without  their  being  inferted  in  the  A6h 

Then  Mr.  Samuel  Wilks,  from  the  India  Houfe,  attending  according 
to  Order,  was  called  in  ;  and  being  examined,  he  faid.  That  there  is  a 
Secret  Committee  of  Dircftors  ellablifhed  at  the  India  Houfe ;  he  doea 
not  recolleft  their  Names  ;  they  are  the  Two  Chairs,  with  fuch  other 
Diredlors  as  form  the  Committee  of  Treafury  ;  befides  that  Committee, 
fince  the  Troubles  in  Europe,  there  is  a  Committee  of  Secrecy  appointed 
for  political  Purpofes,  confifting  of  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman, 
The  firft  Appointment  of  that  Nature  fince  he  has  been  in  the  Service  of 
the  Eaft  India  Company,  was  when  Sir  George  Worabvvell  was  Chair- 
man; it  has  been  continued  from  lime  tc  Time  to  the  prefent  Hour  ; 
that  he  knows  when  this  Committee  of  Secrecy  fend  any  Difpatches  to 
India,  as  he  ads  as  Clerk  to  that  Committee. —  And  being  alked.  Whether 
Difpatches  have  been  fent,  by  Land  or  Sea,  by  that  Committee  to  India 
fmce  the  i6th  of  July  laft?  he  faid,  Difpatches  liave  been  fent  by  Lard 
by  that  Committee  fince  July  the  l5th.-^And  being  aflttd,  Whe.her  he 
knows  how  many,  and  at  what  Periods  ?  he  (aid,  Before  he  anfwers  that 
Queftion,  he  begs  Leave  to  reprefent  to  the  Commiitee,  that  he  has  taken 
an  Oaih  of  Secrecy,  that  fce  wjH  no;  coaimunkate,  difcover,  or  make 

known 
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known  to  any  Perfon  whatfoever,  direflly  or  indire£lly,  any  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  that  Committee. — And  being  further  afked.  Whether  he  toojc 
that  Oath  on  his  firft  Admiflion  as  Clerk  to  that  Committee  ?  he  (aid. 
He  took  that  Oath  at  the  Houfe  of  Sir  George  VVombweil,  when  firlt 
admitted  as  Clerk  to  that  Committee:  That  he  conceives  the  Periods  of 
Difpatch  may  in  fome  Inftances  be  of  fuch  Importance,  as  to  render  it   a 

Breach   of   his  Oath   to  communicate  thofe   Periods.. And    being 

afked,  Whether  he  does  not  confider  his  Anfvver  to  the  preceding  Queftior, 
That  Difpatches  have  been  fent  fince  July  lad,  to  be  a  Breach  of  his 
Oath?  he  faid,  He  does  not  confider  that  to  be  a  Breach  of  his  Oath, 
becaofe  the  Queftion  was  general,  and  does  not  appear  to  him  to  involve 
in  his  Anfwer,  a  Difcovery  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Secret  Committee, 
—And  being  aflced,  Can  he,  without  fpecifying  the  Periods  of  Difpatches, 
inform  the  Committee  how  many  Times  Difpatches  have  been  fent  fince 
the  16th  of  July  ?  he  faid,  He  does  not  think  himfelf  at  Liberty  to  re- 
veal how  many  Times  the  Committee  of  Secrecy  have  fent  Difpatches 
fince  the  i6th  of  July  ;  but  he  has  no  Objection  to  mentioning  the  Date 
of  the  Firft  Difpatch  fince  that  Period, — And  being  afked.  When  that 
Firft  Difpatch  was  fent  ?  he  faid.  The  Letter  was  dated  the  Firft  of  Au- 
guft,  and  finally  difpatched  the  Third  of  that  Month. — And  being  afked, 
That  as  that  was  the  FirftDifpatch  after  the  Bengal  Judicature  AH  had  pafTed 
in  Parliament,  was  that  A£t  tranfmitted  by  that  Difpatch  ?  he  faid.  That 
Five  Copies  of  the  Regulating  A61,  and  Five  Copies  of  the  Bengal 
Judicature  Aft,  were  indqfed  in  that  Difpatch  ;  he  did  not  'get  the 
^6ls  from  the  Printer  till  the  Second  j  he  received  Six  Copies  of  each. 
One  he  kept  for  Office  Ufe,  and  fent  the  others  in  that  Difpatch  ;  he 
does  not  recoiled,  whether  the  Orders  for  fending  thofe  Acts  were  given 
in  Committee,  or  whether  from  the  Chairman  alone  ;  if  in  the  Com- 
mittee, it  could  not  be  confidered  as  any  Part  of  their  Proceedings,  as  a 
Committee  of  Secrecy  ;  but  to  the  beft  of  his  Recoileftion,  it  was  from 
the  Chairman.— *-And  being  afeed.  Whether  the  TranfmifTion  of  the  Judi- 
cature Ad  was  accompanied  with  any  Orders  to  the  Governor  General 
and  Council  refpeding  it  ?  he  faid.  The  Committee  of  Secrecy  are  not 
empowered  to  ifTue  any  Orders  to  the  Governor  General  and  Council, 
except  fuch  as  refped  Political  and  Military  Affairs. — And  being  further 
afked.  Whether  the  Subjed  of  the  Two  Ads  defcribed  by  him,  did  or 
did  not  fall  within  the  Department  of  the  Committee  of  Secrecy  ?  he 
laid.  He  humbly  conceives  it  is  a  Queftion  of  Opinion,  and  if  he  is  per- 
mitted to  haza:d  sn  Opinion,  the  Committee  of  Secrecy,  as  fuch,  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  Two  Ads  of  Parliament ;  and  inclofing  them 
in  their  Difpatch,  proceeded  only  from  a  Defire  that  they  fhould  reach 
India  as  foon  as  pofTible. — And  being  further  afked,  Whether  any  Orders 
from  the  Secret  Committee,  or  from  the  Court  of  Diredors,  did  accom- 
pany the  Trinfmilfion  of  thofe  Ads  i*  the  Witnefs  faid.  That  he  had 
before  faid,  tlut  the  Secret  Committee  is  not  competent  to  give  Orders 
but  upon  Political  and  Military  Subjeds,  and  the  Court  of  Diredors  had 
no  Knowledge  of  that  Difpatch,  therefore  it  was  impofTible  that  theCocrt 
of  Diredors  could  give  Orders  csn  the  Occafion. — And  being  further 
Si]-:ed,  If  any  Orders  whatfoever  did  attend  the  Tranfmiflion  of  thofe 
Ads,  by  the  Difpatch  of  the  Third  of  Auguft?  he  faid.  The  Ads  were 
jnentidne^  in  the  Advices  fent  by  that  Difpatch,   but  that  it  i«  impofTible 

fcr

for  him  to  recollr-ft  the  Terms  in  which  they  were  mentioned,  although 
the  Committee  of  Secrecy  could  not  confider  any  Orders  on  this  Subjed: 
as  faUing  within  their  Depaitment ;  yer,  fo  far  as  he  recclleifts,  the-Clofe 
of  one  Paraoraph  in  that  Letter  enjoins  ilrifl  OiT'dience  thereto  ;  he 
fpcalcs  from  Memory,  and  does  not  .pretend  to  be  accurate  in  the  Terms. 
—And  being  afl<ed,  by  what  Authoriiy  the  Oaih  of  Secrecy  was  ad- 
rniniftered  to  him  ?  he  faid,  The  Perfons  who  adrniniikred  the  Osih  to 
him  were  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Ciiairman  cf  the  Eaft  India  Com- 
pany.— And  beii  g  further  cfkcd,  when  new  Afts  of  Parliament  relative 
to  the  Company's  AfF.iirs  are  tranfmitied  to  India,  What  is  ilic  uflial 
Mode  of  tranlmitting  or  communicating  them  ?  he  f;:id,  The  Governor 
Genera]  and  Council  aie  advifed  in  the  General  Letter  from  the  Court  of 
Direftors. 

Your   Committee   afterwards   further  examined    Mr.    San^nel   Wilkf } 
who    being   ;,lked,  Whether  he  tranfmitted  the   Five   Copies  of  the  judi- 
cature AQ.  from  bis  own  Defire  to  expedite    the   Trnnfmiffion  of  the  Bill 
to  Bengal,  or  by  whofe  Orders  ?  he  fa;d,    He   does  not    pofitively  recol- 
left  whether  Orders  were   given   in  a  Committee  to  tranfmit  the  A€i3  of 
Parliament  Ltely    paffed,   or    whether  by    the  Chairman   alone ;   but  he 
would  not  have  tranfmitted  thofe  AtSls  on  his  own   Authority,    much  lefs 
could  he  have  inferted  a  Paragraph  in  a  Letter,    figned  by   the  Chairman, 
and   Deputy   Chairman,    which  mentioned    thofe    Afts  of  Parliament.— 
Being  afked.    Who  gave  the  Orders  to  write  the  Paragraph    in   the  Letter 
figned   by  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  ?   he  faid.   He  wrote  that 
Letter  by  Order  of  the  Chairman   and  D-'puty  Chairman  ;    he  does   not 
recollcft  which,  of  them  gave  the  particular  InRrudlions  contained  in  every 
Paragraph,  but  to  the  bell  of  his  Recolledion,   it  was  the  Chairman   thac 
faid,   *'  Send   the    Aifls  of  Parliament;"   writing    the   Paragraph    was  a 
Matter  of  Courfe  after  receiving  the  Inilruftions, — Being  aiked,  Whether 
this  was  the  firll  C'^py  of  the  Judicature  Bill  that  was  fent  to   India  from 
the  India  Houfe  ?  he  faid.   He  does  not  know  of  any  Copy  having  been 
fcnt  prior  to  that  Difpatch. — Being  afked,  Whether  hefent  the  Judicature 
A<?t  of  Parliament  to  India  by  Land  or  Sea    Conveyance?   he  faid,  The 
Difpatch  which  included   the  Ac^ts  of  Parliament,   was  a  Sea  Conveyance. 
— Being  afced,    What  was  the  N  me  of  the  Veflel  ?    he  faid.    He  humbly 
conceives  it  would  be  a  Breach  of  his  Oaih  to  anfwer  that  Queiliion. 
Being  afked,  Whether  it  was  by   the  Tryal  Sloop  ?  he  faid,   Jt  was   by  a 
different  Conveyance. — Being  aflied.  Whether  it  was  before  the  DifjfTatches 
were  fent  to   go  by  the  Tryal  Sloop,  or   after  ?  he  faid,   Before. — Being 
alked.  At  what  Time  did   the  Ship  fail?   he  faid.    He  believes  he  oughr 
not  to  anfwer  that  Queftion  ;  he  humbly  conceives  it  would  be  a  breach  of 
his  Oath  to  anfwer  that  Queflion. — Being  aflied.  Why  he  thinks  it  a  Breach 
of  his  Oath?  he  faid,    Becaufe  he  cannot  reveal  the  Circumllances  of  that 
Difpatch,  as   he  conceives,    without   breakini;   his    Oath. — Being  afeed. 
Whether  the  VefTel  that  took  that  Difpatch  proceeded  with  it  to  the  Tryal, 
or  to  India?  he  faid.  He  has  no  Knowledge  of  the  V'elTel  that  took  that 
Difpatch  having  proceeded    to  the  Tryal;    he  humbly  conceives  that  he 
cannot  give  a  further   Explanation  to    that  Queftion. — And  being   alked. 
Whether   he  conceives  any  Detriment  can  arife  to  the  Company  or  the 
State,    from  informing  a  Committee  of  the   Houfe  of  Commons  of  the 
Name  of  a  Ship,  or   the  Difpalch  of  a  Veflel,  which  failed  iix  Months 
Vol.  VI.  L  I  fince 
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fince  with  DifpatcHes  for  Inc^ia  ?  he  faid,  Circumftaticcd  as  he  is,  he  does 
conceive,  that  without  Inftrudtions  upon  the  Point  in  Queftion,  he  is 
not  at  Liberty  to  judge  or  to  give  an  Opinion,  whether  Detriment  might 
arife  to  the  Company  or  to  the  State  by  fuch  DiCcloiurt.— And  being 
afked,  Whether  he  has  applied  for  any  Inftrudions  on  the  Subjeft  of 
Difclofure  or  Non-difclofure,  or  has  had  any  Difcourfe  upon  the  Sobjedt 
with  the  Chairman  or  Deputy  of  the  India  Company  ?  he  faid.  Before 
he  attended  this  Committee  the  Firft  Time,  he  afked  the  Chairman, 
■whether  he  was  at  Liberty  to  mention  the  Dnpatch  of  the  Third  of 
Auguft  ?  and  he  agreed  in  the  Propriety  of  mentioning  that  Difpatch  to 
the  Committee. — Being  afked,  Whether  he  has  applied  for  any  Inllruc- 
tions  upon  this  Subject  fince  his  Firfl:  Attendance  at  this  Committee,  or 
has  had  any  Converfation  with  the  Chairman  or  Deputy  on  the  Difclofure 
or  Non-difclofure  to  this  Committee?  he  faid,  He  does  not  recoiled  that 
he  has  made  any  fpecial  Application  upon  that  Subjeft  ;  but  it  has  been 
more  than  once  an  Objeft  of  Converfation  between  the  Chairman  and  De- 
puty Chairman  in  his  Hearing  ;  and,  from  what  he  underllands  of  the 
Circumllances  of  the  Difpatch  of  the  Third  of  Auguft,  he  is  at  prefent 
reftridled  from  communicating  more  than  he  has  done  refpedting  that 
Difpatch. — And  being  afked.  By  whom  he  was  reftrifted  ?  he  faid. 
Having  received  no  Authority  to  communicate  more  than  he  has  done 
relative  to  the  Difpatch  of  the  Third  of  Auguft,  he  does  humbly  con- 
ceive, he  fhould  be  guilty  of  a  Breach  of  his  C3ath,  if  he  did  communicate 
more  than  he  has  done  relative  to  that  Difpatch. — It  being  reprefented  to 
the  Witnefs,  That  he  had  been  afked.  Whether  in  any  Converfations  he 
has  had  with  the  Chairman  or  Deputy,  or  in  any  Converfation  at  which 
he  has  been  prefent,  he  has  been  reftrifted  by  any  Thing  faid  in  thofe 
Converfations,  relative  to  any  Evidence  to  be  given  to  this  Committee? 
tbe  Witnefs  in  Explanation  faid,  He  underftood  himfelf  to  be  reftrided 
by  the  Authority  of  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Eail 
India  Company,  from  communicating  to  this  Committee  the  Secrets  of 
that  Committee. — And  being  afked,  Whether  the  Chairman  or  Deputy 
diftinguifhed  any  particular  Things  as  fecret,  aJid  what?  he  faid,  The 
Circumftances  attending  the  Dilpatch  of  the  Third  of  Auguft  was  by 
them  confidered  as  fecret. — Being  afked.  Whether  there  were  any  other 
Points  in  which  he  is  reftrided  in  his  Communication  to  this  Committee  ? 
he  faid.  He  does  not  recoiled  that  there  were. — And  being  cfked.  What 
Time  the  Difpatch  with  the  Ad  was  fent  by  the  Tryal  Sloop  ?  he  faid. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Company  has  the  Care  of  thofe  Difpatches ;  he 
does  not  recoiled  the  Day. — Being  aflced.  Whether  it  is  ufual  in  the 
Committee  of  Secrecy  to  fend  an  Authentication  of  Ads  of  Pailiameiit 
to  India  ?  he  faid.  He  conceives  it  is  not  the  Province  of  that  Committee, 
but  of  the  Court  of  Diiedors,  notwithftanding  the  Committee  fent 
Copies  of  the  Ad  in  the  Firft  Dilpatch  after  the  Ad  pailed. — Being 
afked,  Was  any  and  what  Conveifation  held  between  him  and  the  Chair- 
man, concerning  his  Examination  before  this  Committee,  previous  to 
the  Time  of  that  Examination  ?  he  faid.  He  waited  upon  the  Chairman 
to  know  if  he  might  mention  the  Difpatch  of  the  3d  of  Auguft  ;  he 
agreed  it  was  proper,  but  the  Cinumftances  attending  that  Difpatch 
could  not  be  difclofed  at  prefent. — Being  afked,  Whctlier  that  is  the  only 
Converfation  he  has  had  with  the  Chairman  and  Dep u:y  u^on  this  Su  - 
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jefl?  he  faid,  Certainly  not ;  but  in  all  Converfations  upon  this  Subje£l, 
he  believes,  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  did  not  confider  them- 
felves  warranted  in  authorizing  him  to  difclofe  the  Circumftances  attend- 
ing that  Difpatch. And  being  afl-.ed.  If  they  faid    any  thing  to  that 

Effefl  ?  he  faid,  He  cannot  recolleft  the  Terms,  bit  he  is  pofitive  as  to  the 

Reftri£tion. And   it  being  reprefented  to  the  Witnefs,  that  he  had  faid 

that  they  permitted  him  to  mention  the  Difpatch  of  the  3d  of  Au- 
guft,  he  was  alked.  Whether  they  drew  any  particular  Line,  how  far 
they  permitted  him  to  inform  the  Committee?  he  faid.  He  was  authorifed 
to  inform  the  Committee  of  that  Part  of  the  Difpatch  which  mentioned 
the  A6ls  of  Parliament, — Being  aflced.  Whether  he  conceives  that  by  vir- 
tue of  his  Oath  he  is  warranted  10  di!clofe  particular  Parts,  and  fup- 
prefs  others?  he  faid,  He  conceives  he  is  warranted  to  difclofe  what  he 
is  ordered  to  difclofe  hy  the  Committee  of  Secrecy.— ———Being  aflced. 
If  the  Chairman  or  Deputy  Chairman,  or  either  of  them,  aifigned  any 
Reafons  why  they  gave  him  Leave  ro  mention  the  Date  of  the  Difpatch, 
and  not  the  Time  of  the  Veflels  failing  ?  he  faid.  The  Reafons  which 
rendered  it  improper  to  mention  the  Circumflances  attending  that  Dif* 
patch,  were  perfectly  known  to  him  ;  he  does  not  recoiled  the  Terms 
ufed  for  refiriding  him  from  communicating  the  Circumflances  attending 
that  Difpatch,  further  than  he  ha-;  already  mentioned  ;  that  he  does  not 
recoiled  he  has  been  reftrided  in  any  other  Point. — Being  afked.  Why 
he  feleded  this  Point  in  Exclufion  of  every  other,  as  that  upon  which 
he  apprehended  he  would  be  examined  by  this  Committee  ?  he  faid.  He 
did  not  afk  it  in  Exclufion  of  every  other  Point,  becaufe  he  alfo  afked, 
whether  he  was  at  Liberty  to  communicate  the  Circumflance  of  having 
fent  to  the  King's  Minifltrs  thofe  Papers,  which  he  believes  came  by  Mr. 

Shakefpeare,  and  related  to  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Appointment, And 

being  afked,  Why  he  made  that  Application  relative  to  thofe  Papers  ?  he 
faid,  Becaufe  he  was  defirous  of  receiving  Inflrudions  on  thofe  Points 
which  were  peculiarly  within  his  Knowledge,  if  he  fhould  be  examined 
thereon  by  the  Committee. — And  being  afked.  Whether,  if  he  had  beea 
ordered  not  to  give  Information  relative  to  thefe  Papers,  he  fhould  have 
thought  thofe  Orders  were  a  fuflicient  Authority  for  him  to  withhold  his 
Information  from  this  Committee?  he  faid,  He  believes  he  lliould  have 
felt  himfelf  exceedingly  embarraffed  in  communicating  any  tiling  that  he 
conceives  would  infringe  his  Oath,  and  Ihould  have  begged  the  Indul- 
gence of  the  Committee ;  he  fhould  certainlv  have  had  no  Objedion  to 
have  faid  he  had  fent  thofe  Papers  to  the  King's  Miniflers. — And  being 
afked,  If  the  Chairman  of  the  Eaft  India  Company  knew  of  the  Tranf- 
miflion  of  the  Judicature  Ad,  by  the  Difpatch  of  the  3d  of  Auguft  ?  he 
faid.  He  certainly  knew  it. 

Your  Committee  then  excmined  Philip  Francis,  Efquire,  late  of  the 
Council  General  of  Bengal;  who  being  afked,  Whether,  in  his  Opinion 
it  would  add  to  the  Reverence  in  the  Company's  Servants  towards  Ads  of 
Parliament,  if  Ads  fpecially  made  for  their  Regulation,  and  for  the  Ad- 
juftment  of  their  Differences,  be  omitted  to  be  fent  out  to  Bengal  for 
feveral  Months  after  they  had  pnfled,  and  when  MefTenoers  are  known  to 
have  gone  upon  other  Affairs  r  he  faid.  So  great  a  Negled  cf  Duty  may 
produce  many  bad  EfFeds  in  Bengal,  and  can  produce  mo  good  ones. — 
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And  being  farther  allied,  What  is  efteemed  in  Bengal  the  Authentic  No- 
tification of  an  A&.  of  Parliament,  to  which  they  are  obliged  to  conform 
themfelves  ?  he  faid,  The  ufual  and  regular  Mode  of  communicating  fuch 
A£t^  to  the  diiferent  Prefidencies,  was  by  the  general  Letteri  of  the  Court 
of  Diredors  to  the  refpedive  Prefidents  and  Councils,  and  it  is  fo  fliil, 
as  he  apprehends  ;  but  he  does  not  know,  that  if  the  King's  Judges,  having 
Information  of  fuch  Ads  from  Government  here,  were  to  give  Notice 
thereof  from  the  Bench,  it  would  not  be  deemed  a  fufhcient  Promulga- 
tion.— That  if  fuch  Ads  were  not  tranfmitted,  either  to  the  Governor 
and  Council,  or  to  the  Judges,  he  fhould  very  much  Doubt,  whether  the 
Settlemeot  at  large  would  conlider  them  as  Laws  duly  promulgated  for 
their  O'^edience. — And  being  alked.  Whether  a  private  unauthorized 
Tranfmiffion  of  Ads  of  Parliament  (the  ufual  official  Channels  being  ne- 
gleded),  would  or  would  not  give  Opportunity  for  thofe  who  difliked  the 
Frovifions  of  them,  to  form  Arrangements  for  defeating  or  eluding  them  ? 
he  faid,  Ads  of  Parliament  not  regularly  tranfmitted  to  India,  do  not  go 
regularly  authenticated  ;  they  carry  no  internal  Evidence  of  their  being 
really  Ads  of  the  Legiflature,  and  he  fhould  apprehend  may  be  eluded 
and  difobeyed  without  any  Rifk,  at  leail  a  Pretence  is  given  fordoing  both; 
that  the  Omifiion  of  fending  that  Ad  by  the  firfl  Opportunity  of  Tranf- 
milFion  to  India,  has  evidently  a  Tendency  to  create  an  Opinion  in  the 
Settlement,  that  the  Court  or  Dircdors  are  not  much  in  earnell  in  fup- 
porting  the  Execution  of  that  Ad. 

Your  Committee  next  proceeded  to  confider  the  Appointment  of  Sir 
Elijah  Impey,  who  is  the  Chief  Juftice  of  his  Majefty's  Supreme-Court 
of  Judicature  in  Calcutta,  to  the  Office  of  Superintendent  or  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  at  Calcutta  :  And  this  Appoint- 
ment being  made  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council  of  Bengal  (who 
a  e  the  Seivants  of  the  Eilt  India  Company),  and  revokeable  at  tlieir 
Pleafure,  and  His  Majeiiy's  Chief  JuUice  having  accepted  this  AppoinC- 
ment  upon  thofe  Terms,  Your  Committee  thought  it  their  indifpenfabie 
Duty  10  examine  minutely  into  the  Whole  of  this  Tranfadion. 

And  Lawrence  Sulivan  Efquire,  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Diredors  of 
the  Eaft  India  Company,  being  examined  by  Your  Committee,  faid. 
That  there  has  been  Advices  come  from  India,  concerning  an  Agreement 
between  the  Governor  General  and  the  Chief  Jultice,  by  the  Appoint- 
ment of  the  latter  to  an  Office  under  the  Company,  fince  the  lime  of 
prefenting  the  Company's  Petition  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  which  Ad- 
vices he  fuppofes  did  arrive  in  Odober. — And  being  alked.  Whether  any 
Diredioris  vvere  given  relarive  to  the  Subjed  Matter  of  them  in  the  Dif- 
patches  which  were  tranfmitted  by  the  Tryal  Sloop,  the  29th  of  Augull 
lall  ?  he  faid,  That  the  Diredors  thought  it  a  Subjed  of  fuch  Moment, 
as  to  require  the  belt  Opinions  they  could  obrain  with  refped  to  that  Ap- 
pointment ;  that  they  referred  it  to  their  own  Counfel  Mr.  Dunning,  and 
he  believes  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  Genera!,  in  order  to  enable  them 
to  write  fully  and  explicitly  upon  that  important  Subjed. ——And  being 
further  examined,  he  faid.  He  received  private  Letters  of  an  Intention  to 
place  Sir  Elijah  Impey  in  that  Office,  previous  to  that  Time,  but  no  pub- 
lic Advices,  J  That  he  believes  he  has  heard  of  the  Execution  of  that  In- 
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tention;  that  he  cannot  recolledl  that  he  did  fee  Copies  of  the  Minutes, 
in  the  Athenticity  of  which  he  might  depend  of  the  Confultation  itfelf ; 
that  Mr.  Shakefpeare  is  a  covenanted  Servant  of  the  Company  ;  that  he 
arrived  in  England  in  Miy  or  June  lad;  that  he  attended  the  Court  of 

Diredors. And  being  aflced,  Whether  he  did,  as  Chairman  of  the 

Court  of  Diredors,  make  any  Inquiries  of  him  relative  to  the  Situation 
of  the  great  Conceit  between  the  Judicature  and  the  political  Government 
of  that  Country  ?  he  faid,  The  Matter  mcft  impreffed  upon  his  Mind  in 
Converfation  with  Mr.  Shakefpeare,  was  a  Letter  which  he  brought  from 
the  Governor  General,  relative  to  the  expeded  Failure  of  the  Inveltments; 
that  it  is  I  o.Tible,  though  not  then  prcfcnc  to  his  Recollcdion,  that  he 
might  fpeak  of  more  Subjeds,  but  does  not  remember  it  made  any  Pare 

of  his  Examination  before  the  Court  of  Diredors. And  being  further 

examined,  he  (aid,  T'hey  did  not  examine  him  to  that  Point,  becaufe 
their  Knowledge  at  that  Time  was  very  imperfed  of  that  Matter. — And 
being  aficcd,  VVhether  nn  imperfed,  or  no  Knowledge  was  not  a  Reaibn 
for  an  Inquiry,  if  the  Matter  be  of  Import  ?  he  faid,  That  he  does  not 
apprehend  the  Matter  was  fo  far  before  them,  as  to  prefs  for  any  Inquiry 
upon  the  Subjed. 

Mr.  Sullivan  having  ftated>  in  his  Evidence  to  Your  Committee,  that 
the  Court  of  Diredors  thought  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Irnpey  to 
be  Judge  of  the  Sadder  Dewannee  Adaulur,  to  be  a  Subjed  of  fuch  Mo- 
ment as  to  require  the  belt  Opinions  they  could  obtain  with  refped  to 
that  Appointment,  and  that  they  had  referred  it  to  their  own  Counfel, 
Mr.  Dunning,  and  he  believed  the  Attorney  and  Solicito/  General  ;  and 
thcfe  Opinions  having  been  received  by  the  Company,  anJ  hid  before 
Your  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  was  dirc^ed  to  con- 
fer wich  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  of  the  Eaft  India  Cotr.parjy.— — The 
Minutes  of  which  Confeence,  and  the  Proceedings  of  the  Court  of  Di- 
redors, of  the  i^ih  and  iSth  January  1782  j  and  alfo,  a  Copy  :i  the 
84th  Paragraph  of  the  Company's  General  Letter  to  Bengal,  dated  the 
-25th  January  1782,  on  the  Subjed  of  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Irn- 
pey, together  with  the  Cafe  laid  before  Counfel,  and  their  Opinions  there- 
upon, are  inferted  in  the  Appendix,  Nos,  2  and  3. 

Then  Mr.  Samuel  Wilks,  from  tiie  Eail  Inaia  Houfe,  was  examined 
by  Your  Committte,  who  faid.  That  he  is  Examiner  of  India  Correfpon- 

dence,  and  has  ferved   in   that  Station    from  the  Year  1769 That  he 

faw  Papers,  purporting  to  be  Minute  of  the  (Governor  General  and  Coun- 
cil relative  to  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  impey  to  be  Superintencant 
of  the  Suddcr  Dewannee  Adaulut  before  the  10th  of  Jnly-^That  the 
Papers  he  faw  were,  to  the  befl:  of  his  Memory  and  Recoljedion,  indorfed 
as  Minutes  or  Proceedings  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  in  their 
Revenue  Department,  of  the  zqch  oi  September  and  24th  of  Odober 
17S0;  and  were  not,  to  the  b;  il  of  ln;  Kecolledion,  officially  authenti.. 
cated ;  but  that  he  had  no  Doubt  of  their  Athenticlty  when  he  firft  faw 
them — That  he  has  fince  compared  them,  ;ind  except  a  few  trivial  Dif- 
ferences he  found  them  as  entered  on  Confultation That  he  received 

thofe  Minutes  from  Lawrence  Sulivan,  Efquire,  but  did  not  receive  them 
from  him  as  Chairman  of  the  India  Company — ^That  in  confequence  of 

the 
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the  Receipt  of  thofe  Minutes,  he  caufed  Copies  to  be  made,  One  of 
which  was  fent  to  the  Lord  ChaDcellor,  One  to  John  Robinfon,  Efquire, 
and  One  to  Sir  Stanier  Porten,  for  the  Information  of  Lord  North  and 
the  Earl  of  Hillfborough — That  they  were  fent  by  the  Inftrudions  oFMr. 
Sulivan,  but  not  as  Chairman  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  or  as  official 
Papers— That  he  believes  the  Papers  were  brought  over  from  India  by 
Mr.  Shakefpeare— That  he  does  not  recolle6l,  that  at  the  Time  theie  Dif- 
patches  were  brought  over  by  Mr.  Shakefpeare,  that  there  were  any  au- 
thentic Copies  or  other  Advices  on  that  Subjeft  tranfmitted  to  the  Court 

of  Direftors  by  the  Governor  General  and   Council- That  he  does  not 

know  whether  the  Direftors  or  any  of  them,   or  the  Chairman,  examined 

Mr,  Shakefpeare  upon  the  Subjedt  of  thofe  Papers.- And  being  allied. 

Whether  he  thought  the  Chairman  did  examine  Mr.  Shakefpeare  on  this 

Point  ?  he  faid,  He  could  not  tell  what  to  think  about  it. And  being 

further  aflced,  Whether,  when  the  Company's  Servants  bring  Difpatches 
of  Importance  to  the  Company,  it  is  not  ufual  to  examine  them  on  the 
Subjefl  Matter  of  thofe  Difpatches,  and  particularly  concerning  the  Au- 
thenticity of  the  Papers  they  bring  ?  he  faid,  The  Court  of  Diredors 
examined  Mr.  Shakefpeare  refpefting  a  Paper  which  he  brought  over, 
but  with  Refpedt  to  Difpatches  in  general,  Meflengers  cannot  authenticate 
them,  becauie  they  receive  them  fealed,  and  very  often  mud  be  totally 
ignorant  of  the  Contents.  With  refped  to  the  Papers  in  Qneftion,  the 
Witnefs  faid.  That  he  kaew  of  no  Proceedings  had  thereon  by  the  Court 

of  Direftors. And  being  further  examined,  he  faid,   He  never  heard 

from  whom  Mr,  Shakefpeare  received  the  Difpatch  relative  to  the  Sudder 
Dewannee  Adaulut — That  the  ufual  Mode  of  receiving  Difpatches  from 
India  to  the  Court  of  Dire(!:lors,  is  this,  If  it  is  not  a  Court  Day,  the 
Officer  or  MefTenger  is  fent  to  the  Chairman  or  Deputy,  but  that  he  never 
knew  the  Chairman  or  Deputy  open  a  Packet  addreded  to  the  Court  of 
Diredlors,  without  calling  other  Direflors  to  witnefs  the  Opening  of  them 
That  a  Packet  was  received  the  i6ih  of  December  at  N'ght  (being 
Sunday)  over  Land  ;  that  he  carried  it  to  the  Chairman,  who  dined  out, 
the  Deputy  happened  to  dine  at  the  fame  Place  ;  that  they  did  not  think 
proper  to  open  the  Packet,  but  direded  him  to  carry  it  back,  and  ordered 
the  Secretary  to  fummon  a  Court  for  the  next  Day — That  it  was  impOiTi- 
ble  to  obferve  this  Rule  with  regard  to  the  Packet  brought  by  Mr.  Shake- 
fpeare, unlefs  it  had  been  addrefied  to  the  Court  of  Diredtors,  of  which 

he  had  no  Knowledge- That  the  Note  tranfmitting  thefe  Papers  to  the 

King's  Minifiers,  ftated  them  as  Copies  of  Papers  which  Mr.  Sulivan  had 
juft  received  by  a  private  Conveyance — That  Mr.  Shakefpeare  brought  a 
Paper,  to  the  beft  of  his  Recoileftion,  audreffed  to  the  Dircdors  from 
Mr.  HaAings,  faid  to  have  been  written  by  Mr.  Shakefpeare,  at  the  Re- 
queft  of  Mr.  Haftings—  ■■  That  Mr.  Shakefpeare  was  defired  to  imprint 
the  Subftance  of  it  in  his  Memory,  in  order  to  be  able  to  give  fome  Ac- 
count of  the  Matter  in  cafe  of  any  Accident  to  the  Ship  in  the  Voyage 
——That  the  Paper  was  not  figned,  but  that  a  Letter  to  the  fame  Pur- 
port has  fmce  been  fent  by  the  Governor  General,   to  the  Court  of  Di- 

reftors That  Mr.  Shakefpeare  was  not  exan)ined  to  his  Knowledge  as 

to  the  other  Paper — That  he  does  not  know  why  Mr.  Shakefpeare  was  not 
interrogated  concerning  the  Authenticity  of  the  Minutes  in  QueHion,  and 

from 
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from  whom  he  received  them — That  Proceedings  were  had  by  the  Court 
of  Direftors  upon  the  Paper  brought  over  by  Mr.  Shakefpeare,  refped- 
ing  the  Probability  of  a  Diminution  taking  place  in  the  Bengal  Inveft- 
ment ;  and  that  he  does  not  know  of  any  Reafons  aflignud  why  no  Pro- 
ceedings were  had,  or  Deliberations  held  upon  the  Minutes  received  by 
the  fame  Channel. 

Your  Committee  being  defirous  to  afcertain  on  what  Day  the  Appoint- 
ment of  Sir  Elijah  Impey  was  firft  laid  before  the  Court  of  Diredors^ 
find,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  that  no  Paper  rela- 
tive to  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Eiijah  Impey  to  be  Judge  of  the  Sudder 
Dewannee  Adaulut,  was  laid  before  the  Court  of  Diredors,  prior  to  the 
24th  of  OdlDber  1781. 

Your  Committee  then  examined  Extra£ls  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Go- 
vernor Geneial  and  Council  in  their  Revenue  Department,  of  the  29th 
of  September  and  the  24th  of  Oaober,  1780,  which  contain  the  Arguments 
of  the  feveral  Members  of  the  Board  for  and  againll  the  Appointment  pro- 
pofed  by  the  Governor  General  ;  and  alfo,  the  Extraft  of  the  Revenue 
Letter  from  Bengal,  of  the  2^th  November  1780,  together  with  the  Ex- 
traft  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council  at  Fort 
William,  in  their  Revenue  Department,  the  28th  of  March  1780,  which 
contains  the  Plan  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Dewannee  Adauluts ;  and 
alfo,  E;<trad  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council  at 
Fort  William,  in  their  Revenue  Department,  the  3d  of  November 
1780,  with  the  Governor  General's  Regulations  for  the  Sudder  Dewannee 
Adaulut,  and  Mr.  Francis's  Minute  thereupon ;  all  which  are  inferted  in 
the  Appendix  No.  3.  Upon  this  Quellion  of  Appointment,  Your  Com- 
mittee find,  that  amongll:  the  Council  General,  very  oppofite  Opinions 
were  entertained  of  the  Propriety  or  Impropriety  of  fuch  an  Appoint- 
ment ;  their  Opinions  are  recorded  at  large  in  the  Confultations  ;  and  ia 
the  Proceedings  of  the  iSth  of  Oitober  1780,  the  Council  General  re- 
folve,  by  the  calling  Voice  of  the  Governor  General,  '*  That  the  Chief 
♦'  juftice  be  requefted  to  accept  of  the  Charge  and  Superintendency  of 
**  the  Office  of  Sadder  Dev/annee  Adaulut,  under  its  prefent  Regulations, 
♦*  and  fuch  as  the  Board  fhall  think  pioper  to  add  to  them,  or  to  fubfti- 
**  lute  in  their  Stead  ;  and  that, on  hi>  Acceptance  of  it,  he  be  appointed 
"  to  it,  and  ftyled.  The  Judge  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut," 

And  your  Committee  find,  th^t  the  Secretary  having  waited  on  the 
Chief  Jultice  with  the  preceding  Refoloiion,  laid  before  the  Board  a 
Letter  delivered  to  him  by  the  Chief  Juftice  in  Anfwer;  which  is  as  fol- 
lows :

*'  ethers  as  the  Board  (hall  think  proper  to  add  to  them,  or  to  fuhllitute

•'  to  the  Service  of  che  Public.

In  confeqiience  of  this  Letter,  Your  Committee  obferve,  that  it  was 
agreed,  conformably  to  the  Rcfolution  of  the  Board,  **  That  the  Chief 
*•  Juiiice  be  appointed  Judge  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut." 

And  it  was  ordered.  **  That  Notice  of  the  Chief  Juflice's  Appointmeiit 
**  be  fent  to  the  Superintendants  of  the  feveral  Dewannee  Adauluts  :"  And 
it  was  agreed,  that  the  Provincial  Councils  fhouM  be  advifed  of  this  Ap- 
pointment, by  the  following  circular  Letter  :

And  the  Council  General  agreed,  that  the  Motion  fhould  lie  accord- 
ingly. 

Philip  Francis,  Efqui/e,  lae  of  the  Council  General  of  Bengal,  being 
returned  to  England,  Your  Committee  required  his  Attendance;  and  be- 
ing examined,  he  faid.  That  he  landed  at  Calcutta  the    igth  of  Oi^ober 

1774,  and  came  from  thence  the  3d  of  December  1780 That  he  was 

appointed  by  Parliament  a  Member  of  the  Council  General  of  Fort  V\"il« 
liam  ;  that  at  the  Time   he  left  India,  he   was  Second  A'lember  of  that 

Government -That  he  was  prefent  in  Council  when  Mr.  Haftlogs  made 

the  Motion  to  requelt  Sir  Elijah  Impey  the  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  to  accept  the  Office  of  Superintendent  or  Judge  of  the  Court  of 

Sudder  Dewan.  ee  Adaulut That  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  one  of  the  Council 

Genera!,  was  not  prefent  ;  and  it  was  agreed,  at  Mr.  Hailings's  Defire, 
that  the  Opinions  cf  the  feveral  Members  (hould  be  taken  in  Circulation, 
that  IE,  by  fending  the  Quellion  round  for  the  Members  to  give  their 

Opinion 
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Opinion  in  Writing— That  Mr.  Hr.(lir,gs,  Mr.  Francis,  Mr.  Wheler,  and 
Sir  Eyre   Ccote,  were  the  Members  compofing   ihc  Council  General  at 

that  Time That  it  is  not  his   Opinion,  that  the    Appointment  of  Sir 

Elijah  Impey  to  that  Oflice,  would  be  a  Means  of  conciliating  the  other 
Judges  to  the  Authority  claimed  and  excrcifcd  by  the  Governor  General 
and  Council — That  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  in  his  Opinion, 
are  themfelves  the  Court  of  Appeal  from  the  Provinciril  Adauluts  in  the 
lafl:  Refort,  end   could  not  delegate  their  Autliority  to  any  Perfons  what- 

foever That  the  Provincial  Courts  of  Adaulut   were  eHablilhed  by  the 

preceding  Governmentv  before  the  Aft  of  Parliament  of  the  13th  of 
George  the  Third  took  Place  ;  their  Rxiflence  was  known  to  Parliament 
at  the  Time  the  Adt  p^fled — That  the  Power  of  creating  fuch  Courts  is 

not  difputed  or  impaired  by  any  Thing  faid  or  enadied  in  that  A£l • 

That  he  confiders  this  as  a  negative  Confirmation,  at  lead,  of  the  Court 
fo  eftablifhed— — That  he  is  alfo  of  Opinion,  that  when  the  A  ft  gave  the 
whole  Power  of  ordering,  managing,  and  governing  that  Country,  to  the 
Governcr  General  and  Council,  they  did  virtually  convey  a  Power  of  forming 
fuch  Inft.tutions  as  were  inQifpenfably  neceffary  for  the  good  Government 
thereof;  that  this  is  his  Opinion,  but  at  the  fame  Time  he  mult  declare, 
that  it  had  been  much  happier  for  that  Country,  if  a  more  clear  and  de- 
tided  Power  had  been  given That  the  Gr>vernor  General  and  Sir  Eyre 

Coote  undoubtedly  thought  themfelves  pofTefTed  by  the  Aft,  of  a  clear 
unequivocal  Power  to  appoint  His  Majefty's  Chiefjuftice  to  fuperin- 
tend  Appeals  from  the  Provincial  Courts  ;  their  Opinions  formed  the  Re- 
folution  of  the  Board,  becaufe,  by  Law,  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  are  bound  ;  and  concluded  by   the  Opinions  of  the  major  Part  of 

the  Members  prefent. And   being  r.flied.  Whether  the  Chief  Juftice 

acknowledged  that  Power  to  be  veiled  in  the  Council  General  when  he 
accepted  an  Office  fubordinate  to  t^eir  Authority  i  he  D.id,  He  accepted 
the  Office  by  a  formal   Letter  to  the  Board  ;  to  which  Letter  he  begged 

Leave  to  refer And  the    Witnefs   further  faid,  That  no   Opinion  was 

taken  of  the  Company's  Law  Officer,  of  the  Legality  of  the  Proceeding, 
before  the  Governor  General  and  Council  offered  this  Appointment  to  the 
King's  Chief  Juftice;  that  it  was  ufual  in  all  importnnt  Afts  where  the 
Authority  of  the  Supreme  Court  was  affefted,  to  confult  the  Company's 

Law  Officer,  and  to  take  a  writfen  Opinion  from  him That  he  does 

not  know  why  the  Governor  General  did  not  pronofe  to  take  the  Advo- 
cate General's  Opinion  ;  that  he  did  not  on  his  Part  propofe  it,  becaufe 
he  had  not  a  Doubt  upon  his  Mind  that  the  Appointment  was  illegal,  and 
he  thought  he  could  prove  it That  Sir  John  Day,  the  Advocate  Ge- 
neral, had  repeatedly  afluied  him,  that  the  Appoir/tment  itfelf,  and  more 
ffpecially  the  Propoiition  of  annexing  a  Sa'ary  to  it,  were  clearly  illegal  ; 
and  that  if  he  was  called  upon  officially,  he  fiiould  declare  his  Opinion  to 
that  Effeft — That  the  Puifne  Judges  made  no  public  Objeftion  to  the  A  p- 
pointment  of  Sii"  Elijah    Impey  to  the  Office  of  Superintendent  of  the 

Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut That  the  Appointment  is  exprefbly  faid  to 

be  perfonal  and  exclufive  to  Sir  Elijah  Impey  alone,  that  is,  to  one  Man 
of  that  Court;  that  the  Office  could  not  devolve  to  either  of  the  other 
Judges  by  the  Terms  of  the  Jnftitution,  without  a  new  Appointment— 
That  he  thinks  the  Chief  Jullice  in  his- Office  es  Superintendent  or  Judge 
of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  is  under  the  Controul  of  the  Council 
Vol.  VI.  Mm  General,

General,  and  refponfible  to  them  for  his  Condudl  in  that  Office;  and 

that  be  allows  himfelf  to  be  (o  by  the  Terms. of  his  Acceptance That 

if  the  Board  were  difiatisfied  v;ith  his  Conclufl,  they  could  difmifs  him. 
— And  being  alked.  Whether  he  believes,  that  by  the  Appointment  of 
the  Chief  ]u(lice  to  the  Superintendency  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaa- 
lut,  it  would  add  to  the  Authority  of  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adauluts  ? 
he  faid.  That  he  could  not  fpeak  pofitively  to  the  future  Efteds  which 
this  Office  might  produce  ;  but  he  is  inclined  to  think,  that  it  would  ra- 
ther weaken  than  Itrengthen  the  Authority  of  the  Dewannee  Adauluts; 
becaufe  it  fubjef^s  not  only  ail  their  Judgments  to  an  Appeal,  but  all 
their  Proceedings  whatfoever  to  the  Inl^edion  and  Revifion  of  the  Judge 

of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut.' And  being  further  afked,  Whether 

he  thought  that  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice  to  this  Office, 
would  in  any  meafure  interfere  with  his  Duty  as  Chief  Juftice?  he  faid, 
He  had  ftated  at  large  his  Reafons  for  thinking  it  would,  in  the  Minute 
which  he  drew  up  and  recorded,  when  the  Matter  was  under  Confidera- 
tion  ;  and  he  begged  Leave  to  refer  the  Committee  to  that  Minute.  (See 
Appendix  No.  4.)  And  the  Witnefs  further  faid,  That  on  the  Princi- 
ples conftantly  maintained  by  ihe  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  any  Per- 
ibn  thinking  himfelf  injured,  either  by  the  inferior  Adauluts,  or  Sudder 

Adaulut,  might  have  his  Remedy  in   that  Court That  it  would  be  in 

EfFefl  an  Appeal  from  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  Superintendent  of  the  Sudder 
Dewannee  Adaulut,  to  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  Chief  Juftice,  and  the  Two 
Puifne  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court ;  that  he  has  ftated  a  fimilar  Cafe  in 

the  Minute  before  mentioned,  with  his  Opinion   upon  it. And  being 

afked,  If  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  AdauJut  did  regularly  con- 
tinue its  Sittings  and  Proceedings  afier  the  Eftabli/liment  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Judicature  in  Bengal  f  he  faid.  That  as  well  as  he  recolledled, 
the  Governor  General  aid  Council  fat  but  Tv/o  or  Three  Times  as  a 
Court  of  Sudder  D-'wannee  Adaulut;  that  fome  Doubts  arofe  concern- 
ing their  Right  and  Authority  to  fit  as  fuch  ;  but  that  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral and  Council  did  fiom  that  Time  continue  to  receive  at  the  Revenue 
Board,  Appeals  from  the  Decrees  of  the  Provincial  Adauluts,  and  to  re- 
verfe  or  confirm  the  fame — That  Appeals  from  the  Provmcial  Couits  of 
Adaulut  have  not  been  (o  numerous,  but  that  the  Governor  and  Council 
Could  have  attended  to  the  Decifion  of  them  in  the  Court  of  Sudder  De- 
wannee Adaulut ;  and  that  he  has  already  ftated  in  his  Minute,  That  the 
Adminiftration  in  Bengal  wanted  Vigour,  not  Time,  to  execute  all  its 
Duties — That  he  thinks,  that  after  the  Meafure  purfued  by  the  Governor 
General  and  Council,  to  reftrain  the  Jurifdidion  of  the  Supreme  Court 
over  the  Zemindars,  Colledtors,  Farmers,  Ryotts,  &c.  the  Native  Inha- 
bitants would  necelFarily  conclude,  that  all  the  Points  hitherto  in  Difpute 
between  the  Council  General  and  the  Supreme  Codrt  were  given  up  to 
the  Court ;  and  that  it  was  meant  to  throw  the  whole  Power  of  the  Go- 
vernment, in  that  Department,  into  the  Hands  of  the  Court — That  the 
Natives  at  large  could  not  diftinguifh  between  the  Chi^f  Juftice  and  the 
Court ;  and  that  he  conceives  this  vvoald  be  the  Imprefilon  of  the  Mea- 
fure upon  their  Minds — That  as  far  as  his  Converfation  extended,  he 
never  knew  an  Ad  of  Government  give  fuch  gei.eral  Diffatisfadion  to 
the  European  Inhabitants,  as  this  Appointment — That  there  had  been 
fprae  Dirputes  between  the  Provincial  Adauluis  and  the  Provincial  Coun-

cils ;  but  he  did  not  recolleiS  that  they  engaged  much  of  the  Council  Ge- 
neral's Time  and  Attention  ;  and  that  he  is  of  Opinion,  that  any  Que- 
ftions  of  that  Kind  might  have  been  eafily  fettled  by  their  Authority— 
That  thofe  Courts  were  elhbliflied  by  Authority  of  the  Prefident  and 
Council,  whofe  Powers  had  been  conveyed  to  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  by  Aft  of  Parliament,  as  he  had  defcribed  it  in  his  former  An- 
fwer — That  Mr.  Halhngs  was  Prefident  of  that  Council  at  the  Time  of 
the  Inflitution  of  thofe  Courts — That  the  Provincial  Courts  were  appoint- 
ed by  the  Prefident  and  Council — That  the  Officers  in  thofe  Provincial 
Councils,  are  nominated  at  prefent  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
—-That  (he  Power  that  appoints  the  Provincial  Council?,  and  the  Power 
that  appoints  alfo  the  Provincial  Adauluts,  and  originally  eftabliflied  both, 
is  the  bell  adapted,  and  the  only  Power  that  can  fettle  Difputes  betw-een 
them — That  the  Chief  Juftice  has  not,  to  his  Knowledge,  in  the  late 
Controverfies,  complained,  that  he  had  fo  little  Bufinefs  in  his  Court,  as 
left  him  full  Time  to  attend  to  a  Bufinefs  which  would  require  a  laborious 
and  almoft  Lnremitted  Application  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  he  always 
underftood  that  he  was  overloaded  with  Bufinefs,  and  that  he  has  Hated  k 
fo  in  his  Minute — That  he  never  heard  Mr.  Haftings,  during  thofe 
unhappy  Controverfies,  exprefs  an  Opinion  that  the  Conduft  of  the 
Chief  Juftice  towards  thofe  Courts  in   particular,  and   the  Members  of 

them,  was  prudent,  juil,  and  moderate That  he  has  frequently  ex- 

prefied  the  higheft  Difguft  and  Diflatisfadion  of  the  various  Proceedings 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  where  Anions  have  been  brought  in  confequence 
of  Proceedings  or  Judgments  in  the  Provincial  Councils  or  Adauluts — 
That  it  appears  farther,  by  the  Letters  from  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  to  the  Court  of  Directors,  written  in  February  and  March  1780, 
that  they  unanimoufly  deemed  it  to  be  the  conllant  Effort  and  Intention 
of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  lower  and  degrade  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Country   in   the  Eyes  of  the  People,  by  every  Means  in 

their  Power That  he  believes  the  Committee  wiil  find  this  Opinion 

expreffed  in  their  Letter  in  Terms   not  lefs   ftrong  than   thofe  he  then 
made  ufe  of  from  Memory. — And  the  Witnefs  being  aflceJ,  What  Rea- 
fons  Mr.   Haftmgs  afligned  for  his  Change  of  Opinion,  in  appointing  a 
Perfon   whofe   Condu«!;\  he  had  reprefented   in  that  Light,  in   regard    to 
thofe  Provincial  Courts,  and  that  Government  to  be  the  Controul  of  the 
Courts,  and  an  afting  Member  under  the  Authority  which  he  reprefent- 
ed to  be  the  Chief  Juftice's  Intention  to  undermir.e  ?    he   i'aid,  That  he 
afligned  no  Reafons  to  him,  but  thofe  which   appear  on  the  Face  of  his 
Minute;  and  he  further  added,  that  he  did  not  hear  that  Mr.  Haftings 
affigned  to  any  other  Perfon,   any  Reafons   for  his  Change  of  Opinion 
concerning  the   Condudl  and  Views  of  the   Chief  Juftice — That  he  has 
heard  the  Chief  Juftice  did  reprefent  the  Proceedings  of  Mr.  Haftings  and 
the  Cour-.cil  General,  as  being  unjuft  and    mifchicvous  to  the  Intereft  of 
the  Company,  and    prejudicial  to  the  Eafe  a;id   Welfare  of  the  Natives ; 
and  he  knows  that  he  was  noc  relerved  in  making  Declarations  to  the  fame 
Effed  from  the  Bench.     And  being  aflced,  What  Reafons  the  Chief  Juf- 
tice  affigned   for   his  Change  of  Opinion  of  tiie  Governor  General  and 
Council,  fo  as  to  induce  him  to  accept  of  an  Employment  under  them, 
and  to  be  held   during  their  Pleafure  ?    he  faid.  He  had  no  Reafon  to 
♦nink  he  had  changed  his  Opinion  of  them,  or  of  their  Proceedings — 

Mm?  That- 
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That  Mr.  Hafiings  did  not  affign  any  Reafons,  that  he  knew  of,  for  no? 
waiting  the  Determination  of  the  Court  of  Diredlors,  and  of  Parliamenr, 
upon  the  Points  fubmitted  to  them  upon  their  Reprefentations  and  Peti- 
tions.—And  being  afked.  What  was  the  Caufe  of  tiie  Hazards  that  the 
Superiors  of'the  Provincial  Dewannee  Courts  were  expofed  to,  in  the 
Exerdfe  of  their  Funftions,  and  which  C"ufed  their  RemifTnefs  in  thofe 
Fundions  ?  the  Witnefs  faid.  That  he  does  not  know  that  they  were  rcr 
rnifs ;  that  the  Hazards  alluded  to  could  only  be  apprehended  from  Ac- 
tions that  might  be  brought  againft  them  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
which  it  was  faid  ihe  Court  rather  inclined  to  encourage  than  not 
That  the  Council  General  never  did,  to  his  Knowledge,  give  an  Opinion, 
that  the  Power  of  bringing  thofe  Aftions  was  a  Thing  mifchievous  to 
the  Public  ;  that  he  canpot  fpeak  pofitively  who  Mr.  Haftings  thought 
was  the  Caufe  of  the  Difregard  that  had  been  (hewn  to  the  Authority  of 
the  Provincial  Courts. — And  the  Witnefs  being  afked,  What  Reafons  Mr, 
Hallings  affigned,  why  no  Man  would  dare  to  conteft  their  Right  of  aft- 
Jng,  when  their  Proceedings  were  held  under  the  Sandion  and  imme- 
diate Patronage  of  the  Firft  Member  of  the  Supreme  Court  ?  he  faid. 
The  Queftion  was  never  debated  at  the  Board  ;  and  no  Reafons  therefore 
were  affigned  on  either  Side,  but  thofe  which  appeared  in  the  Minutes. 
And  being  further  ajJced,  Whether  any  Man  might  not  dare  to  quellion 
the  Authority  of  thofe  Courts  in  the  Supreme  Court,  although  the  Chief 
Juftice  prefided  in  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  Court,  or  whether  the 
Supreme  Court  has  formally  abdicated  that  Power,  fince  the  Chief  Juftice 
has  accepted  his  new  Office  ?  he  faid.  The  Supreme  Court  have  not  re- 
Jinquifhed  any  Part  of  the  Power  they  ever  pretended  to,  and  he  fuppofes 
that  they  v/ould  be  as  ready  as  ever  to  receive  Compjaints  againft  the 
Members  of  the  Provincial  Adauluts — That  he  fpeaks  of  the  Court  as 
such  ;  but  how  far  the  Natives  might  be  deteired  from  having  Refource 
to  that  Sort  of  Remedy,  when  they  faw  the  Chief  Juftice  at  the  Head  of 
the  Provincial  Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  can  be  only  Matter  of  Conjec- 
ture— That  from  what  he  knows  in  general  of  thofe  People,  he  thinkj 
they  Would  be  deterred  by  this  Appointment  from  feeking  Juftice  in  the 
Supreme  Court;  and  for  this  plain  Reafon,  they  know  that  by  the  Ap- 
pointment of  the  Chief  Juftice,  he  is  to  revife  and  corredl  the  Judgments 
of  the  inferior  Adauluts;  and  naturally  will  not  go  into  another  Court, 
\yhere  the  fame  Judge  prefides,  to  Iftok  for  Redrefs. — And  the  Witnefs 
further  faid.  That  he  believes  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  fome 
of  them,  have  often  declared  an  Opinion,  That  if  Men  were  deterred, 
by  any  Authority  derived  from  the  Company,  from  complaining  of  the 
maladminiftration  of  the  Provincial  Courts  and  Councils,  the  End  of 
their  Appointment  would  be  defeated,  and  their  Court  be  of  little  or  no 
Ufe. — That  Mr.  Haftings  did  not  alhgn  any  Reafon,  nor  is  he  able  to 
afljgn  any,  why  the  giving  a  Place,  to  be  held  during  Pleafure  under  the 
Governor  General  and  Council,  fhould  be  a  Means  of  le.Tening  the  Dif- 
tance  between  the  Board  and  the  Supreme  Court,  which  is  afierted  in  his 
Minute  to  have  been  more  than  the  undefined  Powers  aflumed  to  each, 
the  Caufe  of  the  Want  of  that  accommodating  Temper  which  ought  to 
influence  their  Interccurfe  with  each  other — That  Mr.  Haftings  propofcd 
to  the  Board  the  Appointment  of  a  Salary  of  5000  Sicca  Rupees  a 

Month, 
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Month,- and  600  Sicca  Rupees  a  Month  for  an  Houfe,  amounting  toge^ 

ther    to    near   jT.  8000    a  Year -That   the    Judges   have    fre<}uently 

declared.  That  the  Purpofe  of  their  Appointment  was  to  be  a  Controul 
to  Europeans  adding  under  the  Company's  Appointmenr,  and  to  prevent 
their  Extortions  and  Oppreflions — That  he  fliould  not  think  that  the  lef- 
fening  of  the  Diftance  between  the  Council  Board  and  the  Supreme  Court, 
by  giving  to  the  chief  Member  of  the  latter  a  lucrative  tmp'oyment,  to 
be  held  during  the  Pleafure  of  the  former,  had  a  Tendency  to  anfwer  the 
Purpofes  of  the  Inllitution  of  the  Supreme  Court — That  it  has  evidently 
a  Tendency  totally  to  defeat  thofe  Purpofes  ;  for  if  you  fuppofe  all,  or  a 
Majority,  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  hold  lucrative  Offices 
revocable  at  the  Pleafure  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  you 
cannot  avoid  concluding,  that  their  general  Condufl  will  be  guided  by 
the  Inclinations  of  the  Governor  Genenil  and  Council  ;  that  this  in  ge- 
neral might  be  true  ;  but  he  does  not  mean  to  fay,  that  it  would  be  true 
in  the  fpecific  Inilaiice  of  the  prefent  Chief  Juftice  and  Judges — That  a 
lucrative  Office,  revocable  at  Pleafure  creates  Dependence,  and  can  create 
nothing  elfe  ;  he  does  not  know  by  what  Means  it  could  increafe  the  Au- 
thority of  the  Court;  as  far  as  fuch  Authority  may  be  afFecled  by  the 
Refped  and  Opinion  of  the  People,  it  mull:  neceflarily  be  diminillied,  by 
the  Idea  of  the  Judges  being  dependent  in  any  Shape  on  the  Governor 
General  and  Council — That  if  the  Natives  underftand  the  Objedl  and  In- 
tention of  the  Inftitution  of  the  Sup^me  Court,  he  thinks  it  muil  lefTen 
their  Confidence  in  that  Court,  to  fee  One  of  the  Judges  of  it  employed 
in,  and  piefiding  over,  thoiC  very  Courts  over  which  the  Supreme  Court 
affumed  and  exercifed  a  Controul — That  the  Appointment  of  a  Salary  to 
the  Office,  had  not  taken  place  when  he  left  Bengal,  but  does  not  believe 
it  to  be  owing  to  the  Chief  juftice's  Rejection  of  the  Propofition — That 
he  never   heard  that   the  Chief  JuHice  liad  exprelled  his  Difapprobation 

of  that  Propontion He   is  convinced   Mr.    Bailings  would   not  have 

moved  it  in    Council    without  the  previous  Confent  and    Approbation  of 

the    Chief  Juftice That    he  faw   the  Chief  jullice  after  that  Propofi. 

tion  had  been  made  in  Council,  and  that  he  did  not  exprefs  to  him  any 
Difapprobation  of  the  Appointment  or  Salary.  And  the  Witnefs  being 
afked.  What  prevented  that  Salary  fiom  being  annexed  to  the  Appoint- 
ment ?  he  faid.  That  Sir  Eyre  Coote  was  gone  to  the  C  ^ail,  Mr.  Wheler 
and  himfelf  were  avowedly  againft  the  Proportion  ;  and  of  courfe,  if  the 

Queftion  had  been  put,  it  would  have  been  loft That  the  Judges  of 

the  Supreme  Court  did  not  communicate  to  the  Council  General  any  Let- 
ters or  Reprefentations  that  they  fent  to  His  Majefty's  Mmifters.  And 
being  afked.  What  was  the  State  of  the  Compatiy's  Treafury  when 
this  Appointment  was  made  ?  he  faid.  That  he  thinks  it  was  the  Be- 
ginning of  September  that  Mr.  Hiftings  opened  the  Treafury  for 
9  Loan  at  Intereft,  without  Limitation  ;  at  that  Time  every  Branch  of 

Public  Service  was  greatly  in   Arrear,  particularly   the  Army That 

at  the  End  of  November,  if  he  recollefts  with  Exaftnef ,  the  Debt 
or  Demand  againft  the  Treafury  amounted  to  Ninety-one  Lacks  Ninety 
thoufand  One  hundred  and  Eighty- three  Current  Rupees  (Vide  Appendix, 

No.  5.)  and  their  Diftrefs  for  Money  at  that  Period  was   very  great - 

That  they  had  taken  the  Depolit  ot  Thirty  Lacks  out  of  the  new  Fort, 

which, 
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t^/hicli,  at  a  former  Period,  they  had  agreed  to  referve  againft  any  great 
or  unforefeen  Emergency  or  Diftrefs— — That  the  different  Schemes 
adopted  for   raifing  Money,  had  not  fucceeded  in   ihe  Degree  they  ex- 

pefted That  he  does  not  recolleft  to  have  heard  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey 

having  offered  his  Services  to  attend  the  Dewannee  Court  in  Quality  of 
an  AffefTor,  not  claiming  a  Voice,  but  fimply  to  give  his  Advice  (Vide 

former  Report,  General  Appendix,  No.    32.) That  the  Opinion  of 

the  Judges,  including  the  Chief  Juftice,  was  not  officially  taken 

That  the  Opinion  of  the  Advocate  General  was  not  taken  ;  that  it  was 
never  propoied  to  take  the  Judges  Opinion That  the  Advocate  Ge- 
neral's Opinion  was  afked,  and  much  relied  upon,  in  the  former  Difputes 

between  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Council He  does   not  know  that 

the  Provincial  Courts  of  Adaulut  have  been  fo  perverted  in  the  Execution, 
as  to  be  the  great  Engines  of  Oppreffion  over  the  miferable  Inhabitants 
of  the  Provinces  of  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  OriiTa — That  he  does  not  know 
that  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  has  ever  been  let  to  hire  to  Dewans  or 
Banyans  of  thofe  Gentlemen  whofe  Duty  it  was  to  prefide  in  that  Court, 

or  to  any  other  Perfons  whatfoever That  he  never  heard  it  faid  but  of 

One  of  the  Provincial  Adauluts,  and  of  that  he  never  faw  Proof;  that 
it  never  came  officially  before  him — If  a  Complaint  of  fuch  an  Abiife, 
accompanied  with  proper  Evidence,  had  ever  been  brought  before  the 
Governor  General  and  Council,  he  is  certain  it  would  have  been  follow- 
ed with  the  Ruin  of  the  Parties  in  every  Senfe — That  he  does  not  know 
if  there  were  any  regular  Profits  annexed  to  the  Adminiftration  of  |uf- 
tJce,  which  was  in  the  Power  of  the  Members  ot  the  Provincial  Coun- 
cils, or  others,  to  let  out  to  Banyans  or  Dewans ;  nor  has  he  ever  heard 
that  the  Forms  and  Terror  of  Juliice  have  been  held  forth  merely  to  give 
Colour  and  Force  to  Rapine  and  Extortion ;  it  is  poffible  wrong  Things 
may  have  been  done,  but  he  never  heard  of  any  Proceedings  of  the 
Adaulut,  which  approach  to  that  Senfe  and  Extent — That  during  the 
Time  that  he  was  in  Bengal,  he  does  not  know  or  believe  that  Oppreffions 
by  the  Compar.y's  Servants  have  operated  info  enormous  a  Degree,  as  very 
feldom  to  have  left  the  OpprefTed  the  Means  to  obtain  Jiirtice  by  civil  Suits  ; 
the  poorefl:  Maa  in  that  Country,  if  he  could  reach  Calcutta,  or  any 
Agent  for  him,  might  prefent  his  Petition  to  any  Member  of  the  Council, 
by  whom  he  believes  it  would  have  been  examined — That  fome  of  the 
Jower  Clalfes  of  People  are  opprefled,  he  does  believe  to  be  true,  but  he 
alfo  believes  it  is  not  by  Europeans.  The  Witnefs  fays.  He  fpeaks  ge- 
nerally, for  there  may  be  Inllances  to  the  contrary,  and  fome  he  has 
heard  of ;  fome  appear  upon  the  Recoidi :  The  Cale  which  was  faid  to 
be  of  the  groffert  JNature,  which  made  the  greateft  Noife,  and  which  was 
fnoll  infilled  on  by  the  Judges,  was  that  of  Nadaia  Begum  ;  (he  was  faid 
to  have  been  divefted  of  every  Thing  ;  fhe  neverthelefs  found  Means  to 

apply  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  found   Redrefs   there. And  the 

V/itnefs  being  afked.  By  whom  then  he  conceived  thofe  Oppreffi  ms  are 
committed  ?  faid,  That  he  begged  Leave  to  obferve,  that  his  Refidence 
was  confined  to  Calcutta,  he  cannot  therefore  fpcdk  of  Tranfaclions  in 
the  Diicrifts  from  his  own  dired  Knovvled2,e  ;  the  Liformation  hp  has 
had  inclines  him  to  believe,  that  thofe  low  ClafTes  of  People  of  whom  he 
fpoke,  are  oppreffed   by  other  Natives,  immediately    in    Authority  over 

them 
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them — The  Salt  Contraflors  in  particular  did  opprefs  the  Molungues  in  a 
very  b;.rbarous  Manner-»-He  has  heard  too,  that  the  lower  Clafles  of  the 
Weaver?  are  opprcfled  in  many  Ways,  by  the  Biiick  People  in  the  Pro- 
vifion  of  the  Company's  Invcltmcnt :  Complaints  in  both  Inftances  were 
brought  before  our  Government— That  he  knows  the  Firft  to  be  true,  and 
gives  Credit  to  the  Second — Tnat  he  cannot  give  any  pofitive  Information, 
whether  i-ny  Reform^has  been  made  in  thofe  Refptds,  becaufe  it  is  very - 
difficult  to  know  at  Calcutta  what  the  real  State  of  Fa£ls  is,  at  any  great 
Dirtance — The  Molungues  are  no  longer  fubjeft  to  Contradors,  and  there- 
fore probably  are  better  treated  than  they  ufed  to  be;  with  refpeA  to  the 
Weavers,  he  can  fay  nothing. — And  being  afked,  Whether  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  upon  the  Matters  in  Difpute," 
had  not  been  reprefented  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council  to  the 
Natives  and  to  the  Court  of  Diredors,  as  oppreffive  and  injurious  to  the 
Natives  in  India?  hefaid,  That  the  Governor  General  and  Council  made 
various  Reprefentations  to  the  Court  of  Diredors  to  that  EfFeft,  but  not 
to  the  Natives  ;  the  Provincial  Councils  were  direded  to  inform  the  Ze- 
mindars and  other  Landholders,  that  as  fuch  they  were  not  fubjeft  to  the 
Jurifdiftion  of  the  Court,  nor  bound  to  fubmit  to  their  Procefs — That 
many  Individuals  have  prefented  Petitions  and  other  Complaints,  either 
diredly  or  through  the  Medium  of  the  Provincial  Councils,  ftating  their 
Proceedings  as  grievous  to  them,  and  there  was  alfo  a  Petition  from  the 
Zemindars  of  the  Province  of  Bahar  to  the  fame  Purpofe.— — -And  being 
afked.  Whether  the  Meafure  of  advifing  a  Difobedience  to  the  Procefs  of 
a  Court  of  Juftice,  was  not  a  ftrong  Meafure,  and  which  could  not  be 
juftified,  but  upon  the  Opinion  of  the  Board  that  a  ft'^ong  Neceffity  re- 
'quired  it  ?  he  faid,  That  Neceffity  undoubtedly  did  reo,uire  the  Meafure  ; 
at  the  fame  Time,  as  he  a£led  conftantly  upon  a  Conviiiion,  that  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Court  were  illegal,  he  did  deem  it  legal  to 
refift  them;  this  he  did  at  his  P^ril,  in  the  Terms  of  the  King's  Charter—- 
That  Mr.  Haftings  did  entirely  concur  in  the  .Necefiity  of  the  Board's  Pro- 
ceedings, and  in  the  Illegality  of  the  Court's  Proceedings  in  the  Coflijurah 
Caufe  ;  and  there  never  was  a  DiSerence  of  Opinion  between  Mr.  Haltings 
and  him  in  that  Bufinefs — That  Mr.  Barwell  never  diflented  or  difagreed 
with  them  in  that  Bufinefs — That  the  Board  certainly  coniidered  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Supreme  Courr,  in  the  Patna  caufe,  as  opprefiive  to  the 
Natives,  becaufe  the  Majority  of  the  Board,  confifting  of  Mr.  Hafcings 
and  Mr.  Barwell,  were  from  the  Firft  avowedly  of  Opinion,  that  the  Will 
in  favour  of  Nadara  Begum  was  a  Forgery.  As  to  himfelf,  it  is  proper 
he  (hould  fay,  that  the  (irft  Impreilion  he  received  of  that  Caufe,  was  a- 
gainft  the  Cauzi  and  Mufrees,  and  even  againll:  the.  Proceedings  of  the 
Provincial  Council  of  Patna,  becaufe  he  knew  a  Fadf,  which  ht  detmed 
irregular  in  the  Proceedings,  and  v/hich  they  did  not  thoroughly  acooiint  for 
to  his  Satisfadlion.  By  the  Principles  of  their  Inftitution,  the  Provincial 
Council,  or  the  Member  that  fits  at  the  Head  of  the  Adaulut,  fhould  have 
tried  the  Fads  themfelves,  and  only  refer  to  the  Learned  in  the  Mahome- 
dan  Law,  if  a  Qjeftion  of  Law  arofe  upon  t  le  Fads.  Further  Inquiry, 
and  more  exad  Information,  induced  h^im  to'aker  his  firft  Opinion,  and  in 
the  End,  he  was  fati^fi^d  that  the  WjH  vvas  a  Forgery  ;  but  the  Qucftioa 
DCver  came,  nor  could  coma  judieiaJi/  bsfore  lum,  of  ccurfe  hs  never 

aded 
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a£led  upon  the  Firft  Opinion  or  upon  the  Second,  except  that  he  oppofed 
the  bniling  of  the  Parties,  at  fo  great  a  Rifque  to  the  Company  as 
£:^c,oco;  for  he  underftood,  that  if  any  one  of  thefe  Perfons  had 
elcaped,  the  Company  muft  have  paid  the  Whole  ;  a^  Trufiee  for  the  Com- 
pany, he  could  not  undertake  that  Rifque  in  their  Behalf;  the  Bail  was 
jieverthelefs  granted  by  the  Majority  of  the  Board— That  the  Caufe  was 
defended  by  the  Company's  Attorney,  and  at  their  Fxpence — That  the 
Bailing  and  Defence,  and  the  fubfequent  Conduct  of  the  Board,  muft 
have  the  Effetl  to  indicate  to  the  Natives,  that  it  was  the  Opinion  of  that 
Board,  that  the  Condudl  of  the  SlJpreme  Court  was  in  that  Inllance  on- 
prellive — That  he  believes  the  Imprifonment  of  the  Cauzi  and  Muftees  was 

a  very  unpopular  Acl. And  being  afked,  Whether,  if  the  Proceedings 

of  the  Provincial  Council  at  Patna  had  been  irregular,  the  Provincial 
Council,  or  the  Mahomedan  Lawyers,  were  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Board 
moft  to  blame  ?  he  faid,  None  of  them  thought  that  the  Maho- 
medan Lawyers  had  been  to  blame  in  any  Degree ;  with  refpeft 
to  the  Provincial  Council,  he  thinks  it  was  not  difputed  that  they  were 

irregular.- — And    being    further   afked.    Whether   affeffing    fmali 

Damages  upon  the  Members  of  the  Provincial  Council,  and  very  large  Ones 
upon  the  Mahomedan  Lawyers,  was  thought  by  the  Natives  a  proper  Pro- 
ceeding of  a  Court,  inlbtuted  for  their  Proteftion  againft  Britifh  Subjefts 
in  Authority  ?  he  iaid,  Not  poflefTing    the  Language,  he  had  but  little 
diredl  Intercourfe  with  the  Natives ;  but  from  what  he  has  heard,  he  be- 
lieves it  to  be  true,  that  the  Mahomedans  in  general  were  highly  difiatislied 
with  the  Judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  againft  the  Law  Officers.     ■-■ 
And  being  further  aflced,  Whether   the  European  Members  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Council  of  Patna  were  not  indemnified,  and  the  Mahomedan  Law 
Officers  fufFered  to  lie  in  prifon?  he  faid,  There  was  no  Way  of  releafing 
the  Mahomedans,  but  by   fatisfying  the  judgment,  which  none  of  them 
thought  that  the  Board  was  authorized  to  do,  coniidering  the  Greatnefs  of 
the  Sum — The  Damages  awarded  againft  the  Members  of  the  Patna  Coun- 
cil,  he  thinks,  were  paid  down  by  the  Company's  Attorney  on  Account  of 
the  Parties,  who  were  called  upon  to  repay  that  Money,  and  he  believes 
did  fo — That  the  Mahomedan  Lawyers  continued  in  Prifon  unqueftionably 
for  want  of  Ability  to  fatisfy  the  Judgment — That  they  continued  in  Gaol 
when  he  left  Calcutta. — And  being  aflced,  What  is  the  Situation  of  Per- 
fons confined  in  Gaol  at  Calcutta  for  a  confiderable  Length  of  Time,  and 
the  probable  EIFcdls  of  fuch  Confinement  upon   their  Health  and  Lives? 
he  faid,  it  is  hardly   pofhble  for  any  human   Creature   to  be  placed  in  a 
more  miferableor  dangerous  Situation  ;  in  the  rainy  Seafon  it  mnftbe  par- 
ticularly  unhealthy;  and  he  thinks,  that  for  an  European  to  be  confined 
there  a  Month  in  that  Seafon,  would  probably  occafion  his  Death — ^That 
he  knows  of  no  Europeans  confined  there  lately,  except  Mr.  Naylor  and 
Mr.  Swainfton — Mr.   Naylor,  the  Company's  Attorney,  was  committed 
for  a  Contempt,  and  to  anfwer  Interrogatories ;  he  was  at  that  Time  in 
an   indifferent  State  of  Health  ;  his  Confinement  he  believes  muft  have 
haftened  if  not  occafioned  his  Death,  which  happened  foon  after  his  En- 
largement— Mr.   Swainfton,  a  Company's  Servant,  was  committed  for  a 
Contempt,  and  he  thinks  remained  in  Gaol  about  Three  Weeks ;  he  was 
as  ftrong  and  healthy  a  young  Man  as  any  in  the  Company's  Service;  he 
paid  the  Witnefs  a  Yifit  the  Day  he  came  out  of  Prifon,  but  he  was  fo 
much  altered  and  reduced  by  his  Confinement,  that  he  did  not  at  iirft  re- 

colleft 
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collcft  who  lie  was. — And  being  aflced,  V/hat  is  the  probable  EfFcft  in 
the  Minds  of  the  Natives,  when  tliey  fee  a  Court,  inltitmed  for  their  Pro- 
tedioo,  confidered  by  the  Government  of  the  Country  as  an  Inftrument 
of  their  Opprefiion,  will  it  give  ihcm  a  Reverence  for  thai  Court,  and  for 
the  Authority  b\  which  it  was  inlHuited?  he  faid,  Certainly  not;  as  far  as 
he  knows  or  can  judge,  the  Natives  in  general  did  not  think  the  Court  a 

Protsdiion  for  them. And  being  fuither  afked,  When  the  Government 

of  the  Country  undertakes  the  Protection  of  the  Na;ives  againft  that 
C^^urt,  as  acting  in  their  Opinion  oppreffively,  and  rewards  the  Perfcn 
ch-ir^cd  with  the  Oppreilion,  with  Oftices  of  further  Trult  and  Power  over 
their  Perlons  and  Fortunes,  and  otYers  l3rge  pecuniary  Emoluments  which 
arilc  from  their  Libourand  Indullry,  whilll  the  Perf-ns,  who  aie  fiated  to 
have  endured  the  Wrong,  remain  in  the  Prifon,  defcribed  by  the  Witnefs, 
unredrefied  for  Years,  what  linpreilioD  will  this  have  upon  the  Minds  of 
the  Natives  in  favour  of  Englifli  Government  in  that  Country  ?  he  faid.  It 
cannot  but  make  the  deepelt  Iniprcllion  in  their  Minds  to  the  Difadvantage 
or  the  Englifli  Government,  and  of  the  Charafter  of  the  Nation.. 
And  being  fur  her  aiTit-d,  Whether,  in  any  Event,  the  Natives  of  India 
fuiFering  oppreflive  Imprifonment  by  unjuft  or  erroneous  Law  Proceedings, 
can  have  a  fpeedy  Redreis  in  a  Court  of  Appeals,  and  by  the  ordinary 
Forms  of  Jullice  in  India  ?  he  faid,  An  Appeal  to  England  at  the  bell, 
offers  but  a  dillant  Reaiedy,  and  that  attended  with  great  Vexation  and 
E<pence;  in  the  Cafe  of  Imprifonment,  until  the  Event  of  an  Appeal  to 
England  fiiall  be  known  in  India,  it  can  produce  no  Relief  or  adequate 
Redrefs,  becaufe  the  Party  imprifoned  will  in  all  Probability  die  in  the  Inter- 
val, or  at  lead  lofe  his  Health  and  ConlHtution. — And  being  further  afked. 
Which  will  tend  mofl  to  the  ftrengthening  of  Englifh  Government,  and 
the  Eafe  of  the  Natives,  a  vigorous  Execution  of  the  Laws  which  exilt, 
and  an  Enquiry  into  Corruptions  and  Peculations,  or  making  new  Laws 
without  an  effectual  Execui  <n  oi'xh'  old  Ones  ?  he  f.iid,  Miking  new  Laws 
avails  nothing,  as  long  as  you  fufFer  thofe  which  actually  exili'to  be  vio- 
lated or  evaded — That  he  thinks  the  Non-execution  of  the  tld  Laws  in  In- 
dia will  be  an  Encouragement  to  defpife  the  new. — And  being  afked. 
Whether  the  ludges  had  fnflicient  Notice  between  the  Time  of  the  Go- 
vernor General  and  Council's  tranfmitting  their  Complaints  to  Europe,  and 
bis  Departure  from  Bengal,  to  tranfmit  a  full  Anfwer  and  Juftification  of 
their  Proceedings  to  Government  in  England  ?  he  faid.  They  did  not 
communicate  to  the  Judges  their  Letters  to  the  Court  of  Diredlors,  nor  did 
the  Judges  communicate  whatever  Letters  they  might  have  written  to  the 
King's  Minifters,  but  the  Grounds  of  the  Differences  between  them  were 
thoroughly  underftood  on  both  Sides ;  the  Interval  between  the  Time  of 
the  Compltimt  and  his  Departure  was  about  Nine  or  Ten  Months — That 
the  Judges  never  demanded  from  the  Board,  Copies  of  the  fpecific  Com- 
plaints tranfmitted  againll  them. —  And  being  afked.  Whether  the  judges 
or  the  Governor  General  and  Council  d.d  tranfmit  immediately  to  the 
Couitof  Diredors,  or  the  Secretary  of  State,  an  Account  of  the  Arrange- 
ment they  had  made  with  regard  to  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  ?  he 
faid.  He  knew  nothing  of  ^vhat  nii;^ht  have  been  done  by  the  Judges; 
their  firit  Letter  to  the  Cofniianv,  ^fter  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Im- 
pey  took  place,  ought  to  have  contained  an  Account  of  it,  and  he  took  it 
for  granted  it  d'd  fo — Thar  in  his  Opinion  no  Inconvenience  could  have 
arifeh  from  fu.'pending  the  Execution  of  '.hat  Arrangcmtnc  until  the  Senfe 
Vol.  VI,  N  n  of 
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of  the  Company  ard  of  Pailiament,  to  whom  the  State  of  the  Jurifdiflinn 
had  been  fubmitted,  fhould  be  known. — Then  being  afked,  What  Confe- 
qucnce  he  thought  it  wculd  have  on  Briufli  Authority  in  that  Country,  if, 
pending  Applications  to  Parliament  for  Direftion  and  Indemnity,  the 
Parties  undertake  the  Arrangement  on  which  thpy  petition  Parliament, 
by  Compromifes  amongft  themfelves  ?  he  faid.  He  thinks  it  mull  have  tome 
bad  EfFe£t6,  and  can  have  no  good  ones  ;  the  People  at  large,  as  far  as 
they  can  be  fuppofed  to  enter  into  the  Matter,  muft  confider  the  Event, 
as  alluded  to  in  the  Quejlion,  as  a  Compromife,  not  as  the  regular  Settle- 
ment and  Decifion  of  a  public  Queilion—That  from  the  Period  of  the 
Governor  General  and  Council's  Petition  to  Parliament,  to  the  Time  of  t^e 
Chief  Juftice's  Appointment  lotheSuddcr  Dewannee  Aud^ulu',  there  \va» 
no  Conceffion  on  either  Side,  the  Court  continued  to  exert  their  Claims  to 
Jurifdidion,  and  the  Board  to  deny  and  refift  thofc  Claims — 1  hat  he 
never  heard  of  the  Propofuion  for  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey  to 
that  Office,  till  it  was  propofed  in  Council  the  29th  of  September — That 
he  does  not  recoiled,  that  after  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Jullice, 
there  w^s  any  Ad  done  by  the  Court,  involving  the  Qoellion  formeily  ir> 

Difpute  between  the  Board  and  the  Supreme  Court. And  being  aiked. 

Whether,  fuppofing  the  Appointment  cf  Sir  Elijah  Impey  to  have  been  in 
his  Opinion  legal,  nnd  tending  to  allay  the  Differences  between  tiiC 
Council  General  and  the  Supreme  Court,  he  would  have  thought  himfclf 
obliged  to  rejed  or  defer  that  Meafure,  on  account  of  the  Appl'catioa 
made  by  the  Board  on  thofe  Subjeds  to  the  Company  and  to  Parliament  ? 
he  faid,  He  l>.ould  have  thought  himfelf  bound  to  wait  the  Decifion  of 
thofe  Tribunals,  to  which  he  had  appealed;  that  he  fliou'd  imagine,  if  At- 
tention had  been  given  to  the  Subjed  in  England,  and  no  Time  unne- 

cefTarily  walled,  an  Anfwer  might  have  arrived  in   12  or  14  Months. • 

And  being  further  aficed,  Whether  this  Meafure  was  confioer^d  at  the 
Time  as  temporary,,  and  to  continue  only  until  the  Senfe  of  Parliament 
*vas  known?  he  faid,  He  received  it  from  the  Governor  General,  as 
meant  by  him  to  be  a  permanent  Ertablifliment ;  and  if  he  is  not  miilaken, 

at  is  fo  defcribed  in  the  Governor's  Minute. And  being  further  alked. 

Whether  it  was  a  general  Rule  of  the  Board,  when  a  Reference  was  made 
on  any  Subjed  to  Europe,  to  wait  for  an  Anfwer  without  taking  any  in- 
termediate Step  ?  he  faid.  There  could  be  no  fuch  general  Rule  to  bind 
the  Difcretion  of  the  Government  at  all  Events:  Circumftances  might  in- 
tervene which  might  make  it  indifpenlablji'  necelTaiy  for  the  Government 
to  ad,  notwithllanding  any  preceding  Reference  to  the  Court  of  Diredors; 
but,  in  gene\al,it  was  thought  right  to  wait  for  Orders  when  a  Reference 
was  made. — And  being  afked,  Whether  the  Confequences  of  the  DiiTen- 
tions  between  the  Board  and  the  Court  were  not  of  a  Nature  fo  prefling  as 
to  render  an  immediate  Reconciliation  highly  expedient  and  very  de- 
ijrable?  he  faid,  By  no  Means  at  that  Point  of  Time  ;  the  great  Difpute 
twhich  had  produced  overt  Ads  of  Hoftility  between  the  Two  Bodies,  was 
in  tad  determined  by  the  fuperior  Force  of  the  Government  againll  the 
Court,  and  the  Country  in  general  was  quiet;  it  was  the  Comolaint  of 
the  Court,  and  the  OiHcers  belonging  to  it,  that  they  ceafed  to  have  any 
Bufmefs ;  and  this  was  faid  to  be  a  Grievance  to  thofe  Gentlemen  ;  a  more 
dired,  and  perhaps  a  more  fatisfadory  Anfwer  to  this  Quellion  may 
fee  taken  from  Mr.  If aftings's  Minute;  be  himfelf  exprefsly  fays,  '*  That 
7  "  the 
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•'  the  Contefts  withthe  Court  are  at  prefent  compofed,  but  we  cannot  be 
*'  certain  that  the  Calnj  will   lail  beyond   the   adual  Vacation."— -And 
being  further  aflced.  Whether  he  underllood  that  it  was  the  Opinion  of 
Sir  John  Day,  the  Advocate  General,  that  the  Appointment  of  a  Superin- 
tendnnt  of  ihc   Sudder   Dewannee  Adaulut  was  illegal   in   general,    or 
whether  that  Opinion  was  confined  to  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Jullice  ? 
he  faid.  The  Advocate  General's  Opinion  was  fcated  to  him  only  in  Con-» 
verfation  ;  it  arofe    iinmediately  from  the   Faft,  and  was  confined  to  it: 
But  he  conclude?,  that  the  Advocate  General  would  have  thought  it  equal- 
ly illegal,  if  the  Appointment  had  been  given  to  any  other  of  the  Judges; 
he  does  not  recoiled  that  he  faid  any  Things  with  refpcfk  to  the  Legality  of 
the  Appointnnent  to  any  other  Perfon  :  That  be  has  fome  Reafon  to  think 
the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice  was   very   ofTenfive  to  the  Puifne 
Judges — Says,  he  recoUeds  a  Claufe  in  the  Aft  of  13th  Geo.  III.  dire6ling 
the  Manner  of  deciding  when  there  is  a  Diverfity  of  Opinions  among  the 
Members  of  the   Board  of  the  Council  General. — And  being  alked,  In 
what   Manner   that   Claufe   is   underilood,  and   what  is   the   Courfe  of 
Pradice  on  it  at  that  Board  ?  he   faid,  It  is  underftood  by  him,  and  has 
been  more  than  once  declared  by  him  in  their  Confultations,  that  no  Re- 
folution  of  that  Board  is    ftrifily  legal,  but  that  which  is  taken  by   the 
Votes  of  the  Members  in  Council,  or  the  Majority  of  them  :  The  Com- 
mittee will  remember,  that  he  did  Hate  to  them,  that  it  is  neverthelefs  not 
onufual  for  Refolutions  of  the  Board  to  be  taken  in  Circulation  ;  by  which 
he  means,  that  (i^eftions  are  fometimes  fenc  round  in  Writing,  for    the 
Opinions  of  the  Members:  It  is  a  great  Convenience  in  the  Difpatch  of 
Bufjnefs,  and  is  never  pradifcd  but  by  common  Confent,  either  direftly 
given    rr  fuppofed:  That  he  thinks   that  this  Pra<Slice  has  a  Tendency, 
where  a  Difference  of  Opinion  may  fubfill,  to  takeaway,  or  much  im- 
pair, the  deliberative  Capacity  of  that  Council  ;  that  he  admits   it   is  his 
Ojinion  that  it  is  (Iridly  illegal;  in  the  Inllance  in  Quellion,  he  fhould 
undoubtedly  have  infilled  upon  a  Meeting  of  the  Board,  if  he  thought 
either  that    he   could   have  adv.-viced   any  Arguments    in  fupport  of  his 
Opinion  more  powerful  than  thofe  which  he  delivered  in  Writing,  or  that 
any  Arguments  what£ver  from  Mr.  Wheler,  or  from  him,  would  have 
affeded  the  final  Refolution  of  the  Board  ;  he  was  then,  and  is  now,  morally 
certain  of  the  contrary  :  Sir  Eyre  Cootc,  who  gave  his  Opinion  laft,  had 
feveral  Days  to  confider  the  Minutes  and   Arguments  of  the  other  Mem- 
bers.— And  being  afked.  What  is  the  Nature  and  Courfe  of  Bufineff,  that 
he  thinks  may  make  it  necefiary  or  very  expedient,  to  act  otherwife  thaa 
as  the  Aft  directs  f  he  faid.  The  detail   of   Bnfinefs  which  comes  before 
that  Council  is   endlefs,  and  the   Queftions  arifing  out    of  it  infinite,  all 
which  muft  be  determined  by  a  Majority  of  Votes  of  tR^  Governor  Gene- 
ral and   other  Members   of  the  Council;  it   would    not  only  be  a  moft 
diftreffing  Inconvenience  to  the   Members,  but   in  his  Opinion  phyfically 
impolTible,  to  determine  all    thefe  Qucftions  immediaiely   at  the  Board  : 
At  the  Difpatch  of  the  Ships  particularly,  when  the  Secretaries  are  employ- 
ed in  drawing   up  the  General  Letters,  and  other  voluminous  Papers  for 
the  Company,  every  Member  of  the  Council  has  as  much  Bufinefs  on  his 
Hands  as  he  can  poflibly  do  ;  and  it  is  ufual  for  a  Recefs  of  T<'n  Days  or 
a  Fortnight,  in   which  Time  there   are  no  Meetings  of  the  Council,  yet 
Jiumbcrlefs  Queftions  arife  in  thofe  Inierval?»  which  muft  beinftantly  de- 
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termined  ;  he  will  venture  to  fay,  that  no  Men  in  Public  Offices  could  la- 
bour moie  than  they  did,  and  the  Climate  ib  much  againft  them — That 
he  has  no  Idea  a  Rule  could  be  formed  to  diftinguifli  the  Principles  or 
Cafes  in  which  that  Mode  of  Circulation  may  be  prohibited,  and  thofe  in 
which  it  may  be  permitted  ;  that  he  thinks  it  (hould  be  left  as  it  (lands, 
and  that  it  can  produce  no  material  Inconvenience,  as  long  as  the  Right 
of  each  Member  to  iofift;  on  the  Meeting  of  Council,  if  he  pleafes,  is  ad- 
mitted— That  there  was  a  Board  of  Trade  eftablifhed  at  Calcutta,  to  take 
Charge  of  the  Company's  commercial  Affairs,  but  they  a£ted  chiefly  under 
the  Infti  uitions  tranfmitted  to  them  by  the  Court  of  Diredtors,  through  the 
Governor  General  and  Council. 

This  Mode  of  giving  Opinion  by  Circulation,  which  appears  to  have 
been  adopted  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council  in  their  Proceedings 
upon  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  induced  your  Committee  to 
inquire  of  Mr.  Francis,  who  was  not  in  England  when  this  Subjeft  was 
before  under  the  Enquiry  of  your  Committee;  accordingly  Mr.  Francis 
being  aiked.  Whether,  at  the  Time  the  Refolution  was  taken  by  the  Go- 
vernor General  and  Council  to  refill  the  Procefs  of  the  Supreme  Court,  it 
was  the  Refult  of  a  Debate  at  the  Board  with  all  its  Members  prefent,  or 
whether  their  feveral  Opinions  were  taken  in  Circulation  ?  he  faid,  That 
every  Refolution  of  the  Board,  in  that  Bufmefs,  as  far  as  he  can  recolledf, 
was  taken  in  Council,  all  the  Members,  'viz.  the  Governor  General,  Mr, 
Barwell,  Mr.  Wheler,  and  himfclf,  were  prefent;  Sir  Eyre  Coote  was  at 
Lucknow,  in  the  Province  of  Gude. — Being  afked.  Whether  the  Board 
was  unan  mous  ?  he  faid.  Always;  their  Unanimity  declared  to  each 
other  in  this  particular  Point,  was  the  Bafis  of  their  Proceeding. — And 
being  afked,  Whether  any  Debate  or  Difference  of  Opinion  did  afterwards 
rife  at  the  Board,  upon  the  Expediency  or  Legality  of  tnat  Proceeding? 
he  faid.  That  every  Step  they  took  was  duly  and  carefully  canvaffed  at  the 
Board ;  but  he  does  not  recollect  that  there  was  the  fmalleft  Difference  of 

Opinion   at  any   Time  among  them. And  being  aficed.  Whether  at 

the  Time  the  Governor  General  and  Council  ordered  their  Attorney  to 
withdraw  their  Appearance,  in  the  Aftion  commerced  againd  them  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  at  the  Suit  of  Coffinaut  Baboo,  and  to  difclaim  the  Autho- 
rity of  the  Court  againft  the  Corporate  Adls  of  the  Governor  General  and 
Council,  Mr.  Barwell  did  not  diffent  from  that  Refolution  ?  he  faid,  Mr, 
Barwell  left  Calcutta  Ten  Days  or  a  Fortnight  before  their  Declaration  was 
made  in  open  Court;  whether  Mr.  Barwell  was  apprized  of  thieir  Inten- 
tion to  make  fuch  a  Declaration,  or  not,  he  cannot  pofitively  fay ;  but  he 
knows  with  Certainty,  that  Mr.  Barwell  never  did  objeft  in  Council  to  any 
of  the  Me^fures  refolved  on  by  the  Governor  General,  Mr.  Wheler,  and 
himfelf ;  the  Chisf  Juftice,  in  Reply  to  their  Declaration,  did  declare 
publicly  from  the  Bench,  that  Mr.  Barwell  had  told  him,  in  private,  he 
was  convinced  of  the  Illegality  of  their  refilling  the  Procefs  of  the  Court; 
and  that  he  (hould  not  authorize  the  Company's  Attorney  or  Advocate  to 
withdraw  his  Appearance,  into  which  he  had  entered  jointly  with  the  other 
Members  of  the  Coi;ncil  :  The  Chief  Jullice  added,  that  he  himfelf  was 
left  'i  ruftee  for  Mr.  Baivvell  and  his  Children,  and  of  courfe  he  ought  to 
have  known  of  the  Intention  of  withdrawing  their  Appearance,  if  fuch  a 
Step  was  intended,  either  by  Mh  Barwell  himfelf,  or  his  Truflee.  This 
Declaration  made  a  very  great  Nolle  in  Calcutta,  and  was  fuppofed  to  af- 
,1  fcil 
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feci  Mr.  B  irwell's  Reputation  fo  deeply,  that  hs  ha  1  heard  that  fnme  of 
his  particular  Friends  took  pains  to  dt'ny  tlie  Truth  of  it.  The  Ch.ct 
julHce,  on  the  Tame  Occalion,  msde  fonie  Declaraiions  rerpe(5liiig  a  pri- 
vate Negociauon  between  r>/ir.  Hallini^s  and  himlblK,  regarding  the  Co;!!- 
jurah  B  ifineli)  ;  of  which  the  Witnefs  faid,  he  had  never  heard  one  Syllable 
be.'orp,  but  of  wnich  he  conceived  he  ought  to  h.ive  been  inlornied  ;  fince, 
though  they  differed  in  many  other  Points,  they  had  agreed  to  unite,  and 
that  hon(2 fiJe  together,  in  this  particular  Hufinef-.  Me  immediately  went 
to  Mr.  Hailin^s  at  his  Country  Houfe,  and  Itated  to  him  the  Declarations 
of  the  Chief  J'jRice,  as  they' had  been  reported  to  him;  ielli;i'»  him,  that 
he  confidered  the  Fails,  if  they  were  Fafts,  as  incompatible  with  the  Spirit 
and  Meaning  of  their  Agreement  to  ai5>  together  on  tbt  particular  Occa- 
fion — That  Mr.  Hailingsgave  him  Explanations  wi:h  rel'ped  to  that  Part 
of  the  Chief  Jullice's  Ddcoui'.e,  which  related  to  him;  by  which  he  was 
thoroughly  fluisfied  he  had  not  a£ted,  nor  meant  to  aft  unfairly  towards  Mr. 
Whelcr  and  himfelf,  though  he  thought,  and  (till  thinks,  that  he  acied 
imprudently  in  having  any  Converfation  with  the  Chief  Jultice,  without 
their  knowledge;  he  alfo  made  him  luch  Excufes  as  occurred  to  him  for 
the  Conduft  imputed  by  Sir  Elijah  Impey  to  Mr.  Barwe  i — Thst  the  De- 
claration of  the  Chief  Juilice  from  ;he  Bench,  was  made  ibo.it  the  Middle  of 
March  1780,  and  his  Appointment  to  the  Sudder  Alaulut,  was  recom- 
mended by  Mr.  Hciilings  about  the  End  of  September — That  he  knows  no- 
thing of  any  Reconciliation  between  them. 

And  Mr.  Francis  being  afterwards  further  examined,  faid.  That  he 
lanced  at  Dover  the  i-ch  of  October  lall. —  And  b'ing  auced,  How  foon 
he  faw  the  Chairman  of  the  Eiil  India  Conio<Tny  after  his  Arrival  in 
London  ?  he  faid.  Thnt  on  S.iturday  the  20th  of  O-lober,  he  gave  Notice 
to  the  Court  of  Directors  of  his  Arrival  ;  he  went  to  Mr.  Sulivan  the 
Chairman's  Houfe  the  fame  Day,  and  oh  the  Monday  he  went  to  the  Deouty 
Chaiiman,  but  he  (i'^v  neither  of  them.  H.-aring  nothing  riorn  the  India 
Houfe,  or  any  l*erf  jn  belonging  to  it,  except  that  the  Secretary  acknowledged 
t-ie  Receipt  of  his  Letter,  he  went  again  to  the  Chairman's  Houfe  on  the  12th 
of  November,  and  Itft  a  M^flage  (or  him  in  Wiiting,  requeuing  to  fee  him; 
inconfequence  of  which  he  was  fo  polite  as  to  come  to  hi-  Houfe  next  Morn- 
ing ;  after  that  he  wrote  to  him,  and  upon  his  bying  hia  Letter  before  the 
C  lurt  of  Directors',  he  was  informed  by  the  S?;rerary,  thnt  the  Direftors 
had  requeflcd  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman,  to  receive  from  him  any 
Informaton  he  might  have  to  ofi-^:^r  on  the  State  of  the  Company'^  ^flairs 
(Vide  Appendix,  No.  6.)  :  Accordingly  he  went  to  the  Ea!t  India  Houfe, 
by  Appointment,  on  the  '19th  uf  November,  and  delivered  thole  Gentlemen 
a  Paper  of  the  Heads  of  that  Informatio-;  wluch  he  me.int  :o  give  them,  and 
gave  them  ExpUnatio'is  as  he  went  on  :  And  the  VVirnefs  begged  to  be 
permitted  to  lay  a  Copy  of  that  Letter  before  the  C>mmittee  (Viae  Appen- 
dix, Nf  •  7). — And  beine  afked.  What  Enq.iiry  was  made  of  him  by  tl^ 
Court  ot  Direftor-,  conceding  the  State  of  the  Conxroverly  between  the 
Governor  General  and  Council  and  the  Supreme  Cjurt  of  Judicature 
when  he  left  Uengal  ?  hu*  faid.  Hi  had  never  been  i.itroduced  to  the 
Court  of  Direi^tO'-,  nor  called  up:.;n  in  any  Shape  bv  them — When  he 
faw  the  Chairman  and  Deputy,  the/  aiJied  him  no  Queftion  wiiatever  upon 
thi^  Subjed,  no  .  as  well  as  he  cnn  recoUefl,  upon  anv  otlier — That  the 
Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  aihgned  no  Real  ns  why.  no  (^etlions 
were  a&ed  of  him  upon  tnis,  or  upon  any  other  Subj-ill ;  nor  can  lie  con- 
ceive 
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ceive  wli?t  their  Reafon  could  be,  unlefs  they  were  appreheniive  his  An- 
fvvers  might  bring  forward  Information,  which  they  did  not  wifh  to  fee 
brought  forward  ;  and  the  Witnefs  added.  But  this  is  mere  Conjedlure.— • 
And  being  furilier  afked,  Whether  a  Letter  which  appeared  in  the  Pub- 
lic News-papers,  dated  Calcutta,  12th  Odober  1780,  figned  Philip 
Francis  (Vide  Appendix,  No.  8),  is  a  juft   Copy  of  any   Letter  written 

by  him  to  the  Court  of  Direflors  ?    he  faid,  It  is  his  Letter. And  it 

being  Hated  to  the  Witnefs,  That  as  be  had  ftated  in  his  Letter  to  the 
Court  of  Diredors,  tbat  they  had  fufFered  the  Company's  fundamental 
Principles  of  Policy  to  be  overfet,  their  Liflrudtions  and  Orders,  in  va- 
rious Inftances,  to  be  difobeyed  with  Impunity;  that  they  had  condemned 
the  Governor  General,  and  another  Member  of  the  Coudc'.I,  in  the 
llrongeft  Terms ;  and  charging  alfo  the  Direflors  with  various  other 
Neglefts  of  Duty,  violations  of  Promife,  and  other  Matters  of  a  criminal 
and  ferious  Nature  ;  he  was  aflced,  Whether  he  knew  or  believed  that 
the  Court  of  Diredors  ever  received  that  Letter?  he  faid,  The  Chairman 
told  him  they  had'  That  the  Chairman  did  not  call  upon  him  to  fup- 
port  thole  Charges  by  Evidence,  or  to  difclaim  them  as  groundlefs  and 
injurious  to  the  Honour  of  the  Court  of  Direftors;  but  he,  the  Wit- 
nefs, told  him,  he  was  ready  and  able  to   make  them  good That  the 

Chairman  meniioned  the  Letter  to  him,  as  the  true  and  only  Caufe  that 
he  was  not  received  by  the  Court  of  Diredor?,  with  thofe  public  Marks 

of  Civility  and  Approbation  to  which  he  was  otherwife  intitled Thac 

he  did  not  tell  him  any  Inquiry  would  be  indituted  into  the  Subjedt 
Matter  of  that  Letter,   but  rather  intimated   io  him,  that  the  Court  of 

Diredors  had  no  Intention  to  take  any  Notice  of  it  whatever That 

he  adheres  to  the  Senfe  and  Terms  of  that  Letter  in  every  Particular,  and 
believes  he  can  eilaialilh  the  Truth  of  his  AilVrtions  by  fufficient  Evidence — 
That  the  Orders  of  the  Company  were  not  fupported  and  enforced  by  the 
Court  of  Diredors  whilft  he  was  in  Bengal — That  he  thinks  the  Ads  of 
Parliament,  relative  to  the  Regulation  of  the  Eafl  India  Company  in  gene- 
ral, are  not  Itridty  reg;irded — And  being  aflced,  What  he  held  to  be  the 
principal  Caufe  of  it  ?  hve  faid.  Men  who  have  violated  Orders,  and  who, 
as  he  thinks,  have  difre^^arded  Ads  of  Parliament,  have  been  cenfured, 
but  not  punifhed,  and  in!\ead  of  being  removed  from  their  Stations,  have 
been  continued  in  them,  by  new  Appointments — That  the  Converfation 
wherein  the  Chairman  intimated  to  him  that  the  Court  of  Diredors  did 
not  intend  to  take  any  Notice  of  his  Letter  of  the  12th  of  Odober  1780, 
puffed  at  his  Houfe  on  the  13th  of  November  laft. — And  being  afked,  Why, 
inftead  of  the  Propofition  for  a  Salary  to  be  annexed  to  the  Appointment 
of  the  Chief  JulHce,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut, 
being  poftponed,  ic  was  not  then  negatived?  he  faid.  The  Governor  Ge- 
neral put  no  Queft'.on  upon  his  own  Propofition,  it  would  have  been  irre- 
gular, and  difrefpedful  to  him  i /r  any  other  Member  to  have  forced  a 
Queilion  upon  it;  it  would  have  been  alfo  ufelefs,  becaufe  he,  the  Witnefs, 
was  determined  to  leave  Bengal  immediately,  and  had  made  a  public  De- 
claration of  his  Intention  to  do  fo  ;  of  courfe,  the  Governor  General  being 
left  with  Mr.  Wheler  only,  could  have  reverfed  the  Refolution  of  the  pre- 
ceding Board,  whenever  he  thought  proper,  by  his  calling  Voice ;  if,  on 
the  contrary,  he  had  been  determined  to  remain  in  India,  be  ftiould  have 
taken  an  earl/  Opportunity  of  moving  hi  revtrfing  the  Appointment  itfelf. 

And 
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. — And  being  alked.  Whether  it  would  not  have  appeared  a  ftronger  Mea- 
fure  to  the  Loort  of  Directors  fur  the  Governor  Gcncn)l  to  reverfe  a  Refo- 
lution  not  to  agree  to  a  Salary,  and  afterwards  to  cdrry  the  Appointment, 
when  one  Member  of  the  Council  had  quitted  his  Seat,  than  to  decide  it 
by  his  culting  Voice  ?  he  faid,  He  couid  not  tell  how   it  would  have  ap- 
peared to  the  Court  of  Directors,  bccaufe  they  had  inllances  before  them 
of  the  fame  Nature,  and  full  as  llrong,  of  which  they  did  not  take  any  fe- 
rious  or  efFedlual  Notice — That  he  remembers  an  Application  made  to  the 
Judges  focn  after  the  Eftablifhment  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
in  Bengnl,  to  aik  how  far  they  would  allow  Validity  to  the  Proceedings  of 
the  SudderDewannee  Adaulut,  according  to  the  Rules  of  its  Inltitution  be- 
fore the  Eftablifhment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature;  and,  as  well  as 
he  can  recoHedt  at  fo  great  a  diltanceof  Time  (being  in  July  1775),  '^^- 
Anfvver  from  the  Judges  was  not  deemed  fatisfpftory  by  a  Majority  of  the 
Board  ;  their  Anfwers  to  the  Two  Fiill  Quellions  fcemed  fufficiently  di- 
re£t ;  by  the  Thiid,  which  may  be  deemed  the  moll  material  of  the  Three, 
they  left  them  as  much  in  Doubt  as  ever,  as  will  appear  by  a  Reference 
to  their  Letter  (Vide  Appendix,  No.  q.) — That  he  believes  the  legal  Au- 
thority of  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adjuiuts  had  at  that  Time  in  many 
Inllances  been  called  in   Queftion  by  the  Supreme  Court. — The  Witnefs 
then  informed  Your  Committee,  That  he  had  received  a  private  Letter  from 
Calcutta,  dated  6th  January  178 1,  by  which  he  is  informed,  that  the  Sa- 
lary and  Allowances  recommended  for  the  Chief  jullice  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Sud'ier  Dewannee  Adaulut,   of  5600  Sicca  Rupees  a  Month,  had 
been  voted,  and  that  an  additional  Allowance  of  4200  Sicca  Rupees  a 
Month  had  alfo  been  voted  for  Office  Charges — And  being  alked,   Whe- 
ther he  thinks  the  Correfpondent  who  has  fent  him  this  Intelligence  is  a 
Perfon   well   informed,    and   not  likely  to  take  up  Reports   from  light 
Grounds  ?  he  faid,  He  gives  implicit  Credit  to  the  Letter  ;  that  it  is  from 
a  Per  Ton  on  whofe  Veracity  and  Judgment  he  depends,  is  totally  uncou" 
cerned  in  the  Quellion,  and  he  believe?  him  well  informed. 

Then  fohn  bhakefpeare,  Efquire,  late  Chief  of  the  Provincial  Council 
at  Dacca,  being  examined,  faid,  That  he  ferved  in  India  about  14  Years, 
in  the  Civil  Service  of  the  Company,  and  was  from  January  1778  to  De- 
cember 1780,  Chief  of  the  Provincial  Council  at  D^cca — That  he  left 
India  in  December  1780 — That  he  was  a:  Calcutta,  on  his  Way  to  Eu- 
rope, at  the  Time  Sir  Elijah  Impey  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the 
Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut — That  at  the  Time  of  the  Appointment,  he  be- 
lieves there  was  not  an  open  Rupture  between  the  Board  and  the  Supreme 
Court — That  there  had  certainly  been  fuch  a  Rupture  before  that  Time — 
That  he  believes  a  perfonal  Reconciliation  had  taken  Place  between  the 
Chief  Juftice  and  the  Governor  General ;  it  was  generally  underllood  fo — 
That  he  knows  of  no  Accommodation  between  liie  Board  and  the  Supreme 
.  Court — That  he  cannot  charge  his  Memory  exaftly  with  the  Time  it  was 
underllood  the  Accommodation  between  the  Governor  General  and  the 
Chief  Juftice  had  taken  place,  as  he  was  not  then  at  Calcutta,  but  he  fan- 
cies it  niuft  have  been  in  June  1780 — That  the  Accommodation  did  not 
appear  by  any  public  Aft  or  Declaration  of  either  Party ;  it  was  only  ge- 
nerally reported,  that  they  again  vilited,  and  were  upon  friendly  Terms, 
which  he  believes  they  had  not  done  for  fome  Time,  And  being  aflccd. 
Whether  it  was  underllood  that  this  AccomHiodation  extended  to  any  Con- 
iccilton  Oil  either  Side,  of  any  Points  which  had  been  in  Difpute  between  the 
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Board  and  the  Court?  he  fdid,  That  he  never  heard  of  any  Concelllon  on 
either  Side — That  he  does  not  know  of  any  Aci  of  the  Supi^eme  Court  (uh~ 
/eqtifnc  to  June  i;^©,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  Chief  Jultice  had  or 
had  not  conceded  in  any  fuch  Points — That  he  does  no:  rerr.ember  any 
Jnflance  of  Adinns  brought  in  the  Supreme  Court  agamit  the  Members  or 
Officers  of  the  Provincial  Courts  and  Adauluts,  or  againil  any  'Zem\\iu<,rs, 
CoiU-ftors,  or  I'armers,  fubfequent  to  June  1780,  in  the  povince  m  which 
he  prefided  ;  nor  does  he  recollect  to  have  heard  of  luch  Inilances  in  any 
other  of  the  Provinces.  And  being  af,ced,  Whether  it  w:is  generally  un- 
derilcod  in  the  Di(lrii5ls,  after  June  '780,  that  the  Authority  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Councils  and  other  Servants  ot  the  Government,  which  hadj^for- 
merly  been  conteiled  arvd  denied  by  the  Supreme  Court,  would  be  held  in 
future  more  valid  than  it  had  been  ?  he  faio,  Pie  bilieved  that  the  Coun- 
cil at  Dacca,  and  the  Officers  acting  under  that  Council,  conduced  tiieir 
Bufinefs  with  more  Conhdence,  and  Icfs  Apprehenfion  afrer  that  Period  ? 
And  being  fu.'ther  aijced,  Whether  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey 
uas  confidered  as  a  Confequence  of  perfonal  Reconciliation  between  Mr. 
Haliings  and  Sir  Elijah  impey,  and  as  an  Ad:  of  private  Fai'our  fiom  the 
former  to  the  latter,  or  as  a  Meafure  intended  to  produce  an  Accommoda- 
tion of  their  public  Difputes?  he  faid.  If  the  Reconciliation  had  not  taken 
place,  it  is  his  Opinion  that  the  Appointment  would  not  have  taken  place; 
but  he  believes  Mr.  Haftmgs  to  have  been  fwayed  principally  in  the  Ap- 
pointment, by  the  Motives  exprefTed  in  his  Minute  on  that  Occafion, 
which  he  has  feen  ;  but- he  believes  it  was  generally  underftood  out  of 
Doors,  to  be  a  Matter  of  Favour  to  Sir  Elijah  Impey — That  he  appre- 
hends, that  Aopointment  mufl;  tend  to  accommodate  the  public  Difputes 
between  the  Board  and  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  as  Chief  Juilice  of  the  Court; 
but  he  was  a  very  fhortTime  in  India  after  the  Appointment  took  place — 
That  he  really  does  not  know  whether  the  Appointment  was  underilood  to 
have  conciliated  the  other  Judges,  and  {hould  doubt  much,  in  his  own 
Opinion,  if  it  would  have  luch  a  Tendency — That  Jie  never  heard  of  any 
fimilar  Means  of  Conciliation  being  attempted  with  the  other  Judges — 
That  he  never  heard  of  any  perfonal  Differences  b'uwcen  the  Members  of 
tne  Board  and  the  other  Judges;  and  that  he  believes  they  coiuinued  vifit- 
ing  as  ufual — That  he  never  heard  that  the,  Puifne  Judges  either  acquiefcetl 
or  objefted  to  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey.  And  being  aflc- 
ed,  Whether  the  Appointment  of  the  Company's  Law  Officer,  or  of  any 
cf  the  principal  Servants,  to  that  Office,  would  have  been  efFedual,  or 
rot,  for  the  Difcharge  of  the  Duties  of  the  Office  accepted  by  ihe  Chief 
Juftice  ?  he  faid,  It  certainly  requires  great  Experience  and  a  perfed  Know- 
ledge of  the  Country  Languages ;  and  he  humbly  conceives,  that  the  Du- 
ties of  this  Office  can  be  better  difcharged  by  a  Number  of  Men,  than  by 
any  Individual — That  it  is  an  Office  of  fuch  Magnitude  as  to  require  the 
whole  Time  and  Attention  of  the  Perfon  piefiding  in  it. — And  being  fur-f 
iher  afked,  Whether  it  was  his  Opinion,  That  a  Knowledge  and  Praftice  - 
in  the  Laws  of  England  would  particularly  qualify  for  that  Office  ?  he  faid. 
He  fhould.appiehend  that  the  Knowledge  of  the  technical  and  praftical 
Part  of  the  Laws  of  England  would  be  of  little  or  no  Ufe — That  he  does 
not  believe  the  Appointment  of  the  Cnief  Juitice  would  add  to  or  diniinilh 
the  Authority  of  the  Provincial  Adauluts.  And  being  afked.  Whether  the 
Appointment,  in  his  Opinion,  would  inrerfere  with  the  Duties  of  Chief

Juftice  in  the  Supreme  Court  ?  he  faid.  He  had  zhc^i^y  ftated,  that  he 
humbly  apprehended  the  Office  of  Superintendent  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee 
i'idaulut  would  require  the  whole  Attention  of  the  Pcrfon  prefidinor  over 
it — That  he  has  heard  the  Chief  judice  fpeak  both  the  Perfian  and  Moors 
Language  wich  fome  Degree  of  i-Iocncy — That  he  apprehends,  by  th6 
Conltitution  of  both  Courts,  both  before  and  lince  the  Appointment  of  the 
Chief  Jullice,  no  Pe/fon,  wliO  thinks  himlelf  injured  by  the  Decifion  of  the 
Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulur,  can  have  Recourie  to  the  Supreme  Court-— 
That  he  does  not  belieie  any  Claim  of  jurifdiaicn,  by  the  judges  over 
the  Members  of  that  Court,  was  ever  brought  in  Qucllion  between  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  Members  of  the  Board,  fitting  as  Members  of  the 
Sudder  Adaulut.  And  being  afked.  Whether  he  fuppofes  the  Appeals  fo 
numerous,  that  the  Governor  General  and  Council  could  not  have  attend-' 
ed  to  the  Decifion  of  them  in  the  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulut  ?  he  fays,  That 
he  cannot  fpeak  as  to  the  other  Divifions  of  Bengal ;  but  he  does  not  ap- 
prehend there  were  Ten  Appeals  in  any  one  Year,  from  the  Divifion  of 
Dacca  where  he  prefided,  which  is  generally  allowed  to  be  the  moil:  liti- 
gious Province — That  merely  as  a  Court  of  Appeal,  he  fhould  apprehend 
the  Supreme  Council  might  go  through  the  Buiinefs;  but,  if  there  is  to  be 
an  original  Jurifdidlion  in  the  Sudder  Adaulut,  he  conceives  a  feparate  Ap- 
pointment necelTary.  And  being  a&ed,  after  the  Meafures  purfued  by 
the  Governor  General  and  Council,  to  rellrain  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  over  the  Zemindars,  and  other  ClafTes  of  Natives,  What  in 
his  Opinion  would  be  the  Eited  of  this  Appointment  on  the  Minds  of  the 
native  Inhabitants?  he  faid,  He  rather  fuppofes  they  would  confider  the 
Chief  Jullice's  Acceptance  of  the  Appointment  under  the  Governor  Gene- 
ral and  Council,  which  muft  be  noticed  to  them  by  Precepts  from  the  Go- 
vernor General,  rather  as  a  Degradation  of  the  Court — That  this  Appoint- 
ment was  a  very  unpopular  Ah,  and  generally  difliked-  by  the  European 
Inhabitants  of  Calcutta — That  the  Council  General  was  certainly  better 
adapted  to  fettle  Dilputes  between  the  Provincial  Councils  and  the  Provin- 
cial Adauluts,  than  the  Sudder  Adaulut  under  its  prefentEftabliihment,  ad- 
mitting they  had  fufficient  Time  to  go  through  the  Bufinefs.  And  being 
aflced,  if  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Chief  Juftice  in  the  Supreme  Court  feemed  to 
him  to  admit  of  much  Leifure  for  the  additional  Bufinefs  of  another  Office  ? 
he  faid.  He  v*as  polTibly  at  Leifure  during  the  Vacations,  as  the  Bufinefs 
of  the  Court  during  the  Vacations  was  tranfadted  by  the  Puifne  Judoes— 
That  he  believes  the  Chief  Juftice  did  not  aflign  any  Reafon  for  accepting 
an  Employment  under  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  againft  whom 
he  had  preferred  Complaints ;  but  iimply  acquiefced  in  the  Requeft  of  the 
Beard  to  take  upon  him  that  Office — That  he  fuppofes  the  Inducement  of 
Sir  Elijih  Impey,  to  accept  of  that  Offi<e,  was  an  Extenfion  of  Power  and 
Influence — That  he  apprehends  it  is  intended  to  give  a  Jurifdidlion  to  the 
Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  as  weli  in  the  Firlt  Inftance  as  in  all 
Cafes  of  Appeal ;  and  believes  the  JurifcJiftion  extends  to  all  Perfons  and 
Caufes  relative  to  the  Natives.  And  being  afked,  V/hether  there  was  not 
a  Complaint,  that  the  Supreme  Court  had  been  unfavourable  to  the  Ze- 
mindars and  other  Natives,  Officers  of  Juftice  as  well  as  others  ?  he  faid. 
In  general  they  were  much  difl'atiified  with  the  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme 
Court — That  Sir  Elijah  Impey  was  certainly  a  confiderable  ailing  Perfon, 
and  of  Weight  and  Authority  in  that  Court.  And  being  afked,  Whethw 
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he  oeiiever,  from  his  Ilaowledge  of  the  Country  and  Mode  of  tranfadling 
BLsiJncA  theie,   that  this  (^ropofuion   was    previoufly   known    to   the  Cnief 
Jiiiiice  before  it  was  moved  at  the  Board?    he  faid,  It  was  publicly  talked 
of  feveral  Days   before  it  was  moved  at  the  Board  ;    and  he   apprehend* 
there   muft  have   bten   a   previous   Communication.      And  being  afked. 
Whether  this  Appointment  would  have  the  Efted  of  detaring  or  prevent- 
ing any  Man  from  contefting  the  Right  of  acting  in  the  Country  Couit3, 
when  their  Proceedings  fhou'd  be  iieid   under  the  Sanftion  and  Patronage 
of  the  Cnief  JulHce  ?    he  faid,  He  thought  no  Perfon  would  be  apprehen- 
£vc  of  adiiig  in  the  Provincial  Adaukits  under  fuch  Sanftion  and   Patron- 
age; nor  does  he  conceive  any  Native  would  in  this  Cafe  difpute  the 
Powers  of  the  Piovjncial  Adauluts.     And  being  further  alked.  If  he  con- 
ceived, that  becaufe  tlie  Chief  Juilice  has  accepted  the  Office  of  Superin- 
tendent, that  the  Puifne  Judges  have  given  up  any  of  their  Claims  of  Ju- 
rifdiiftion  ?  he  faid,   fie  only  fpeaks  of  the  EfFefl  that  the  Appointment 
would  probably  have,  not  of  any  formal  Renunciation  of  their  Claims — 
1  hat  he  believes  it  was  a  Principle  invariably  maintained  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  that  every  Perfon  adling  under -the  Authority  or  the  Appointment 
of    the  Governor  General   and  Council,  either  Native  or  European,  was 
thereby  rendeied  amenable   to   the  Jurifdittion  of  the  Supreme  Court — 
1  hat  he  never  heard,  that  when  the  Chief  Jullice  accepted  this  Appoint- 
inent,  any  Exemption  was  admitted  by  the  other  Judges  in  Favour  of  him, 
cr  any  other  Officers  of  the  Suddcr  Dewannee  Adaulut — That  each  Judge 
has  conltantly  exercifed  the  Power  of  receiving  Affidavits  to  the  Jurifdiflion 
of  the  Court,  and  ifluing  Procefs  thereupon.     And  being  afked,  Whether 
it  is  his  Opinion,  that  either  of  the  Judges  might  receive  Complaints,  and 
Jilue  Procefs  againft  any  Officer  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  in  the 
fame  Degree  as  they  ufed  to  do,  or  might  have  done,  before  the  Appoint- 
ment of  the  Cnief  jui^ice  to  aft  as  Judge  in  that  Court?  he  faid.  He  does 
not  fee  how  they  could  refufe  to  aft  upon  Application  being  made  to  them 
— That  he  does  not  know  if  this  Appointment  was  approved  of  by  the 
other  Judges,  or  if  it  was  agreeable  to  them — That  he  never  heard  of  Sir 
Elijah   Impey  having  ever  offered   his   Services  to  attend  the  Dewannee 
Court,  in    Quality  of  AfiefTor,  not  claiming  a  Voice,  but  fimply  to  give 
■Advice — That  he  never  heard  of  Mr.   Haltings  having,  during  the  Dif- 
pjtes  with  the  Court,  exprefTed  an  Opinion  refpefting  the  Juflice  or  Mode- 
tation  of  the   Chief  Jultice's  Conduft  towards  the  Country  Courts,  or  the 
-Me.nbers  of  them. — And  being  alked,  If  the  Conduft  of  the  Chief  Jullice 
in  thofe  Refpeds  appeared  to  him  juft  or  moderate,  or  whether  it  was  ge- 
nerally efieemed  fo?  he  faid,  If  they  had,  he  fhould  not  have  fubfcribed 
'to.the  Petition  which  had  been  prefented  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons. — And 
being  further  aflccd.  Whether  lie  has  heard  that  the  Chief  Juftice  had  re- 
prcfcnted  the  Proceedings  of  Mr.  Haltings  and  the  Council  General  as  un- 
ju'i  or  mifchievous  to  the  Intereft  of   the  Country,  or   prejudicial  to  the 
Ea'e  and  Welfare  of  the  Natives?  he  faid,  He  does  not  recoiled  any  par- 
ticular Inflances ;  but  he   has  always  underitood   that  each  have  preferred 
Complaints  againft  the  other, — And  being  afked.  Whether  from  the  Time 
of  the  Separation  of  the  Provincial  Councils  from  the  Provincial  Dewannee 
Adauluts,  he  knows  of  any  .  dangerous  Competitions  between  thofe  Two 
Authorities?  he  faid.  In    Dacca  none  ;  but    there  have  been  violent  Con- 
-tentioas  between  the  Pjovincial  Council  at  Pama,  and  the  Superintendent 
.  i  ■  of 
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cf  the  Piovinci^l  Adaulut;  mutual  Accufations  had  been  preferred;  and 
when  he  left  India,  all  Parties  were  attending  at  Calcutta,  that  their  OH- 
putes  might  be  adjulled  by  the  Governor  General  and  Countil — That  ike 
Contention  was  principally  about  the  Extent  of  their  Jurifdidtions,  and  nn 
Matters  of  Complaint  by  the  Superintendent  againlt  io:ne  iVlembers  of  the 
Council,  for  Mal-adminiftration — That  the  Natives  complained  in  many 
inftances,  of  the  Officers  of  the  Supreme  Court,  through  the  D^icca  Board, 
to  the  Supreme  Council,  as  will  appear  by  the  Record's- — That  the  Provin- 
cial Court?,  particularly  at  Dacca,  adled  with  more  Confidence  and  lefs 
Apprehenfion  after  June  17 So,  from  an  Idea  that  the  Powers  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  would  rot  be  txercifed  againft  them  whillt  adling  in  their  fe- 
veral  Stations ;  that  there  was  no  public  Declaration  to  that  liffeiX,  from  the 
Supreme  Court,  that  he  knows  of;  he  fpeaks  of  the  Operation  that  the  Re- 
conciliation had  upon  his  Mind. — And  being  aflced,  Who  or  what  was  the 
Caufe  of  the  Hazards  that  the  Superior  of  the  Proviocial  Dewannee 
Adauluts,  or  Councils  were  alleged  to  be  expofed  to  in  the  Excrcife  of 
their  Funftions  ?  he  fiid,  They  apprehended  pcrlonal  Aiflions  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  he  himfelf  was  threatened  with  one  by  Lawyers  of  ih^t  Court 
for  doing  his  Duty  as  Superintendent  of  the  Court  of  Dewannee  Adaulut 
at  Dacca. — And  being  further  afked,  Whether  the  Supreme  Court  coun- 
tenanced thofe  Anions?  he  faid.  It  appears  that  they  admitted  them  ;  «nd 
the  Committee  are  already  in  PofTefTion  of  Mr.  Juftice  Hyde's  Letter  to 
Captain  Cowe,  refpeding  the  Dacca  Difpute,  where  Mr.  Peat,  the  At- 
torney, fhot  the  Brother  of  the  Fouzdar — That  Mr.  Hallings  attributed 
the  Difregard  that  had  been  fhewn  to  the  Authority  of  the  Provincial 
Courts,  to  the  Interference  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  its  Dependents — 
After  the  Reconciliation  had  taken  place,  there  was  no  Meafure  taken 
wich  regard  to  the  Mahomedan  Lawyers  confined  in  the  Gaol  of  Calcutta, 
that  he  knows  of;  nor  does  he  know  of  any  Thing  done  towards  an  In- 
demnity to  Mr.  Swainilon,  for  the  Impriionment  he  had  fufFered. — And 
being  afked.  Whether  it  was  fnppofed  that  Mr.  Naylor's  Death  was  occa- 
fioned  or  accelerated  by  his  imprifonment  ?  he  faid,  He  vifited  Mr.  Nay- 
lor  when  he  was  m  Prifon  ;  he  ^as  then  complaining,  and  had  been  ill 
lomc  Time,  of  a  Dyfentery,  but  he  does  not  think  his  Confinement  either 
occafioned  or  accelerated  his  Death ;  though  his  Situation  was  certainly 
uncomfortable,  if  not  unwholefome — That  Mr.  Naylor  was  confined  in  a 
Tent,  pitched  within  the  Fore  Walls  of  the  Prifon  Yard  ;  that  the  Heat 
was  intenfe,  and  the  Place  altogether  very  difagreeablej  that  his  Wife 
died  fome  Time  before  him,  whilll  he  was  in  Prifon,  and  he  left  One 
Child — That  he  never  heard  of  any  Compenfation  being  made  to  the  Or- 
phan Child  of  Mr.  Naylor,  upon  the  Reconciliation  between  Sir  Elijah 
Impey  and  the  Governor  General,  for  the  Sufferings  of  the  Father  by  Im- 
prifonment  by  the  Supreme  Court;  and  that  the  Imprifonment  of  Mr. 
Naylor  was  deemed  a  hard  Meafure  in  that  Country. 

Major  John  Scott  being  examined,  faid.  That  he  fcrved  in  India  Fifteen 
Years — That  he  is  now  a  Major  in  the  Company's  Service  on  the  Bengal 
Lllabiilhment — For  the  laft  Two  Years  he  was  Aid  du  Camp  to  the  Go- 
vernor General,  and  officiated  as  one  of  his  private  Secretaries,  except  the 
laft  Three  Months,  when  he  commanded  a  Battalion  of  Sepoys  in  the. 
(Tarrifon  of  Chunargur — That  he  left  Calcutta  the  9th  of  January  17^1, 
»nd  Madras  the   ibth  of  February  following;  that   he  arrived  at  Lotidon 
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tTie  1 8th  of  December — That  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impeyto  ihe 
Offite  of  Superinreodent  of  the  Sudder  Dewartnee  Adaulut,  had  taken 
place  before  he  left  Calcutta,  but  whether  the  official  Arrangements  wer€ 
completed  or  not,  he  is  not  certain — That  he  believes  Sir  Elijah  Impey  had 
not  then  entered  upon  the  Duties  of  his  Office- — That  there  was  no  Salary 
annexed  to  the  Office  before  he  left  India,  to  his  Knowledge  ;  but  he  did 
hear  in  the  Courfeof  Converfation,  that  the  Expences  of  the  Office  would 
be  to  the  Company  about  5000  Rupees  a  Month — That  he  heard  of  this 
Appointment  as  he  was  coming  down  from  Chunargur  and  at  Calcutta— 
That  he  did  receive  Letters  from  Bengal  while  he  was  at  Madras ;  they  did 
not  inform  him  of  any  Salary  being  annexed  to  the  Office-— He  had  a  very 
long  Letter  from  Mr.  Hallings,  dated  the  29th  of  January  1781,  defcrib- 
ing  the  political  Situation  of  Bengal  at  that  Time,  and  fome  internal  Ar- 
rangements which  had  been  formed  at  Calcutta,  but  no  mention  was  made 
of  any  Salary. — And  being  afked,  Whether  he  knew  of  its  being  in  Agi- 
tation to  annex  a  Salary,  when  he  left  Calcutta  ?  he  faid,  That  he  did 
undenland  that  50CO  Rupees  a  Month  was  to  be  the  Expence  of  this  new 
Eftablilhment,  but  whether  the  Whole,  or  ^ny  Part  of  this  Sum,  was  fof 
Sir  Elijah  Impey  himfelf,he  could  not  tell — That  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  could  undoubtedfy  annex  a  Salary  to  the  Office,  without  its  com- 
ing to  his  Knowledge ;  but  he  begs  Leave  to  fay,  that  Mr,  Haftings  has 
appointed  him  his  Agent  in  England,  for  the  Purpofe  of  explaining  any 
Part  of  his  public  Condufl,  w'hich  (hould  be  an  Objedl  of  Enquiry  (Vide 
Appendix.  No.  10),  and  to  enable  him  to  do  this,  he  has  furnifhed  him 
with  Copies  of  the  mof!:  material  Proceedings  in  Bengal  for  the  laft  Three 
Years;  amongfl:  the  reft,  he  has  Copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  when  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Appointment  was  propofed  by  the  Go- 
vernor General;  and  he  does  not  find  any  Mention  of  a  Salary — That  he 
,  believes  the  Date  of  the  lafl  Proceedings  of  the  Council  General,  of  which 
he  is  furniihed  with  Copies  by  the  Governor  G^eneral,  is  the  8th  of  Ja- 
-nuary  178 1,  and  that  the  Date  of  the  lail  Proceedings,  of  which  he  is  in 
Pofl'tfTion,  relative  to  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Appointment,  is  the  Day 

of  Oitober   1780 That  he  conceives   the  Motives   of  the  Governor 

Gtneral  in  the  Appoiiiiment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  were  pure  and  difinterell- 
cd;  that  he  conceived  the  Intereftof  the  Eaft  India  Company  had  been 
very  materially  affcfled  in  Bengal,  by  the  unfortunate  Contention  between 
the  C-)uncil  General  and  the  Court  of  Judicature,  and  that  Sir  Elijah  Ini- 
pey's  Appointincnt  would  put.aStop  toit ;  he  alfo  thinks  theie  was  another 
Qbjedl  i:i  view,  which  was,  the  equal  Diltribution  ,of  Juftice  throughout 
the  Provinces. And  being  afked,  Whether,  at  the  Time  of  the  Ap- 
pointment of  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  he  knew  the  State  of  the  Dilpute  between 
the  Governor  Genera!  and  Counciland  theSupieme  Court?  he  fiid,  He 
believed  the  Chief  Juftice  was  unifcrai  in  his  Declarations,  that  he  would 

fupport  the  Authority  of  the  Court  to  the  ucmoft  of  his  Power That  he 

does  not  rccolk-ft  any  Inftances  fubfequent  to  the  AU^iir  of  Coffijurah,  in 
V/hich  the  Procefs  of  the  Court  had  been  refilled  by  the  Council  General 
•-~»-That  he  is  pretty  clear,  that    no  Claims  of   Jurifdidion  which  bad 

been  dilputed,  had  been  relinquilhed  by  the  Supretne  Court That  be 

apprehends  the  Confequences  of  the  DiiTention  between  the  Council  Ge- 
neral and  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  Peace  of  the  Settlement,  and  the 
ordina-y  Courfe  of  juflice,  to  have  required  a  Remedy  at  the  Time  of  the 

Appointment. 
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Appointment.— —And  being  afked,  Whetlier  he  apprehended  that  they 
rendered  an  immediate  Remedy  defirable  ?  he  faid,  They  certainly  did  ; 
becaufe  the  Company  were  at  that  Time  engaged  in  a  very  expenfive  War 
with  the  Marattas  ;  they  had  juft  received  Intelligence  of  the  Invafion  of 
the  Carnatic,  tlie  Defeat  of  a  very  confiderable  Detachment  there,  the 
Retreat  of  Sir  Hedtor  Monro  to  Madras,  and  were  appreheufive  of  the 
Arrival  of  a  French  Armament  from  the  Mauritius ;  it  was  neceffaiy  to 
fend  600  Europeans,  ill  as  they  could  fpare  ihem,  from  Bengal  to  the 
Coaft,  and  a  very  confiderable  Supply  of  Treafure ;  under  thefe  Circum- 
llances,  he  thinks,  it  was  receffary  to  preferve  cur  remaining  Refources 
in  Bengal  as  complete  as  pcflible ;  and  he  fpeaks  with  Confidence,  that 
the  Revenues  of  the  Provinces  would  have  been  very  materially  afFefled, 
and  the  Minds  of-ihe  Native?,  as  well  as  the  Europeans,  greatly  agitated 
by  a  Continuance  of  thofe  Di&ntions— — That  he  knew  of  the  Governor 
General  and  Council  having  fent  a  Petition  to  Parliament,  and  having 
made  Reprefentations  to  the  Court  of  Direftors,  upon  the  Subjed  of 
thefe  Difputes — That  in  Times  lefs  critical  he  fhould  fuppofe  it  would 
have  been  the  Duty  of  Mr.  Haftings  to  wait  for  a  Determination  froai 
England,  before  he  (hould  take  any  Meafures  of  his  own  upon  the  Sub- 

jeft,  but  not  as  they  were  then  fituated That  he  conceives  the  Refift- 

ance  made  by  the  Council  General  to  the  Procefs  of  the  Court,  and  the 
Orders  given  by  the  Council  on  the  Affair  of  Coffijurah,  to  have,  in 
fome  Meafure,  but  by  no  Means  completely,  removed  the  ill  Confe- 
quences  of  thofe  DifTentions,  by  deciding  the  Queftion  for  a  Time  by 
the  Supreme  Power  of  the  Council — That  he  thinks  the  Country  could 
not  have  continued  with  Safety  in  its  aftual  State,  after  the  Affair  of 
Coffijurah,  until  a  Decifion  could  be  had  from  England,  becaufe  the  Of- 
ficers of  the  Supreme  Court  paid  no  Refpeft  either  to  the  Religion  or 
the  Prejudices  of  the  Natives  in  executing  the  Procefe  of  the  Court, 
and  that  there  would  have  been  as  many  Proceffes  as  heretofore  iffued 
by  the    Court.'  And   being    afked,     Whether    the   Determination 

of  the  Council  General  to  refill  fuch  Procefs,  would  not  have  pre- 
vented their  ill  Effefts  ?  he  faid,  the  Interference  of  the  Council  Ge- 
neral, would  prevent  the  Gaol  of  Calcutta  from  being  filled  with 
the  Natives,  but  their  Religion  would  be  affeded,  and  their  Preju- 
dices  would   be    hurt,    by    the  Mode  in    which   thofe  Proceffes   would 

he  ferved That  he  thinks  the  Knowledge  the  Country  had  of  the 

Council  General's  Determination,  to  refill  the  Procefs  of  the  Court 
in  certain  Cafes,  would  not  have  prevented  frequent  Applications  to  the 
Supreme  Court ;  in  a  Country  fo  extenfive  as  Bengal,  there  muft  be  many 
Natives  who  would  rather  wifh  to  apply  to  the  Court  from  a  View  of  im- 
peding rather  than  forwarding  Juftice — Ke  thinks,  that  the  Appointment 
of  Sir  Elijah  Impey  was  not  intended  as  permanent;  he  believes  Mr.  Ball- 
ings intended  it  as  a  temporary  Meafure,  it  being  very  uncertain  when  the 
Decifion  of  Parliament  would  be  received  ;  that  Appointment  could  by  no 
Means,  in  his  Opinion,  preclude  the  Effect  of  any  Determination  from 
England,  when  it  fhould  arrive — That  he  thinks  this  Appointment  put  a 
complete  Stop  to  the  Diffcntions  between  the  Council  General  and  the  Su- 
preme Court — He  believes  the  Appointment  was  agreeable  to  the  rell  of  the 
Judges  ;  he  cannot  fpeak  with  Certainty;  he  never  heard  to  the  contrary, 
which  he  thinks  he  mull  have  done,  if  it  had  been  difagreeablc — That  he 

under*

onderftancJs  the  DifTention  between  tbe  Governor  General  and  Council  and 
the  other  Judges  to  be  at  an  End — He  does  not  know  of  any  Advantage 
accruing  to  the  other  Judges  from  this  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey. — 
And  being  afkcd.  In  what  Manner  he  conceived  the  Appointment  of  Sir 
Elijah  Impey  to  have  produced  a  Reconciiiation  with  the  other  Judges  f 
he  faid,  he  knew  no  Reafon  why  it  fhoald  have  afxefled  the  other  Judges ; 
but  he  always  confidered  Sir  Elijah  Impey  as  the  moll  folicitous  to  carry 
the  Powers  oiF  the  Court  to  their  uimoft  Extent — That  he  does  not  know  of 
any  Advantage  lately  granted  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council  to  the 
other  Judges ;  but  he  heard  befo;e  he  left  Calcutta,  that  the  Governor 
General  and  Council  and  the  Judges  had  framed  fome  Laws,  which  were 
very  much  wanted,  for  the  better  Regulation  of  the  Police  of  Cnlcutta  ;  he 
believes  Sir  Robert  Chambers  is  placed  at  the  Head  of  the  Office  of  Po- 
lice, from  whence  fome  pecuniary  Advantages  might  occur,  but  the  Ex- 
pence  is  to  be  defrayed  by  the  Inhabitants — That  he  conceives  the  Opinion 
of  the  European  Inhabitants  of  Bengal,  on  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah 
Impey,  to  be,  that  it  would  promote  an  equal  Diftribution  of  Juflice,  that 
it  would  prevent  Appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  that  it  would  prove  a 
very  confiderable  Saving  to  the  Eaft  India  Company  ;  he  believes  the  Com- 
pany's Servants  did  not  approve  this  Appointment,  becaufe  they  thought 
it  would  materially  afF:;cl  their  Authority,  but  by  what  he  could  under- 
flaud,  it  was  generally  thought  by  the  Britifh  Subjefts  at  large,  that  it 
would  be  attended  with  very  beneficial  Eifefls  to  the  Natives  and  to  the 
Eafl:  India  Company— That  he  conceives  it  would  produce  a  Saving  to  the 
Eaft  India  Company,  by  a  very  confiderabie  Diminution  of  their  Law 
Charges,  and  by  preventing  Appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  on  Matters  of 
Revenue,  which,  as  he  ondeiftooa,  were  attended  with  a  very  confiderable 
Dedudion  of  the  Revenues ;  he  only  fpcaks  from  what  he  has  heard,  being 
totally  ignorant  of  Matters  of  Revenue  and  Law — That  he  does  not  know 
the  general  Amount  of  the  Company's  Law  Charges;  he  has  beard  it 
aflerted  in  Converfation,  thiit  thcExpences  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the 
Lofs  of  Re\'enues  in  confequence  of  Appeals  made  to  that  Court  fince  its 
Infl:;ution,  amounted  to  about  a  Million  Sterlui^; — Tha'.  he  conceives  this 
Appointment  would  affed  the  equal  Diftribution  of  jullice  in  the  Provinces 
by  the  Company's  Servants,  who  prefide  at  the  different  Country^Courts, 

having  their  Decifions  appealed   to  Sir  Elijah   Impey That  the  fame 

Appeals  were  undoubtedly  made  to  Sir  Elijah  Impey  by  the  Suits  in  the 
Supreme  Court  ;  but  he  imagines  that  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  in  his  Decifionf, 
was  bound  by  the  ilrift  Letter  of  the  Engiilh  Law,  which  he  does  not  un- 
derfland  he  is  by  his  prefent  Appointment;  and  that  it  was  the  vexatious 
Forms  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  the  Natives  complained  of,  and  nqt 
of  the  Juiliceof  Sir  Elijah  Impey  or  the  Court  in  their  Deciuons — Thac 
the  Members  of  tne  Provincial  Adauluts  feel  themfelves  much  more  fecure, 
to  his  Knowledge,  in  the  Difcharge  of  their  Offices,  in  confequence  of  this 
Appointment;  before  the  Appointment  took  place,  they  were  afraid  to 
act  at  ail,  appreheniive  they  fhould  be  obliged  to  aofwer  from  their  p-i- 
vate  Fortunes  for  any  Decifions  which  fhould  be  reverfed  by  an  Appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court — That  he  does  not  underlland  that  Appeals  regularly 
lay  from  the  Provincial  Adauluts  to  the  Supreme  Court;  but  after  the  ce- 
lebrated Patna  Caufe,  he  conceives,  that  under  one  Mode  or  anoihfr,  evejy 
Ndlive  of  the  Provinces  was  at  the  Pieafore  of  the    fudges  amsnabie  10

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the  Power  of  the  C  mt — That  he  left  Calcutta,  to  ptoceed  to  C'nunargur  the 
2'^dof  June  1781,  and  returned  to  Calcutta  the  i3Chof  December  1780  — 
7  hat  he  was  not  in  Calcutta  attheTime  the  Appoiiumeiitof  Sir  Elijah  Impey 
was  made.— And  being  aflr-ed,  From  what  Channels  he  colJefted  the  In- 
foraiacion  he  bad  "iven  relative  to  this  Appointment,  a-id  the  EfFects  of  the 
Appointment  ?  he  laid,  From  Converfatiin  at  Chiinar,  Benare^:,  and  on  his 

Way  to,  and  in,  Calcutta Th.-it  the  Appointment  or  Sir  Elijah  Impey 

would  eiTedaally  prevent  the  Inteiference  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Mat- 
teis  of  Revenue,  which  was  the  grand  Article  of  Advantage  to  the  Law- 
yers, and  that  they  mull  either  get  into  the  Army,  or  return  to  England  ; 
and  fome  of  the  Attornies  of  the  Court  had  attually  pot  into  the  Army 

before  he  left  the  Country. And  the  Witnefs  faid,  What  Mr.  Haftings 

told  him,  he  fpeaks  poiitively,  "  that  he  was  fcnfible  the  Appointment 
"  would  b'j  mifreprefented,  and  that  he  fiiould  incur  much  Odium  by  it 
'*  at  Home  ;  but  that  he  trufted  to  the  Re6\itude  of  his  own  Intentions  and 
"  the  beneficial  Confequences  which  he  was  fure  would  refult  from  it, 
**  for  his  Jullilicatior," -That  there  were  fome  Attornies  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  who  came  out  originally  Cadets,  and  quitted  the  A' my  for 
the  Pradice  of  the  Court,  and  in  the  late  Want  of  Officers,  they  have 
been  received  again  into  the  Army,  upon  the  Ellahlilhment,  as  Cadets— 
That  he  dees  not  know  that  there  ever  was  any  Diifeotion  between  the 
Puifne  Judges  and  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  except  that  in  the 
ColTijurah  Affair,  they  agreed  with  the;  Chief  juftice. — And  being  sfked. 
As  he  was  come  on  the  Part  of  Mr,  Haltings,  to  explain  every  Part  of 
his  ConduiS,  what  Means  he  has  of  explaining  what  happened,  when  he' 
was  not  at  Calcutta?  he  faid.  On  his  Return  to  Calcutta,  he  hnd  Accefs 
to  the  Records,  and  was  furnifhed  with  Copies  of  all  the  material  TranfacJ 
tions  which  happened  between  the  23J  of  June  and  the  13th  of  Decem- 
ber— That  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey  had  then  talten  place—- 
That  he  does  not  know  of  the  Powers  and'  Ccn!litution  of  the  'Court 
of  Stidder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  as  they  are  to  be  ex  ere  i  fed  by  Sir  Elijali 
Jmpey ;  he  underllands  that  it  is  a  Courf  of  Anpeal  frotir  the  Deci- 
fions  of  the  Cuintry  Courts  of  Judicature- in  civil  Caufes,  and  no  more 
—  He  does  not  know  that  Mr.  Haftings  had  declared,  thaf  the"  Opinioi* 
now  given  by  him  was  erroneous  and.  ii)-founded,  nor  does  he  knov/ 
what  Meafures  have  been  taken  to  prevent- the. clafhing  of  Junrdi<5Tioh  be-; 
tween  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaolutand  the  Supreme  Court — ' 
That  Mr.  Haliings  certainly  thought  himitif  i-n  the  right  in  oppofing  Sit 
Elijah  Impey,  who  was  the  moft  folicicous  to  carry  the  Poweis  of  the  Court 

to  its  utmoft  Extent. And  being  aflced.  Whether  Mr.  EialHngs  thought 

Sir  Elijah  Jmpey  had  exceeded  the  legal  Extent  of  the  Powers  of  the  Court, 
cr  endeavoured  to  ftretch  thofe  legal  Powers  beyond  the  Extent  of  the 
Purpofes  for  which  they  were  given?  he  faid,  Mr.  Hadings,  he  could 
fay  with  Certainty,  was  of  Opinion,  that  the  Britiih  Parliament  did  not 
mean  to  fubjeft  Natives  of  India,  circumftanced  as  the  Rajah  of  Coflijurah 
was,  to  be  amenable  to  the  Jurifdiclicn  of  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  he 
was  confirmed  in  that  Opinion,  by  the  Sentiments  of  the  Advocate  Gene- 
ral— That  he  does  not  know  that  Mr.  Hallings  took  the  Advocate  Gene- 
ral's Opinion,  or  that  of  the  other  Judges,  or  any  other  Law  Opinion,  be- 
fore he  propofed  this  Appointment  in  Council— That  the  Ctiief  Juftica 
had  not,  to  his  Knowledge,  made  any  Declaration  cor.cerning  his  Change 
of  Opinion  of  the  Extent  of  the  Powers  of  the  Supreme  Court,  either 

4  before 
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before  or  fincc  his  Acceptance  of  the  Appoirjtment,  nor  the  other  Judges 
as  he  knows  of — That  he  believes  Mr.  Hauings  has  not  changed  his 
Opinion  concerning  the  mifchievous  Confequences  of  thofe  Powers,  and 
of  their  being  contrary  to  the  Spirit  of  the  Aft  which  appointed  them  ; 
becaufe  he  well  recollefls  Mr.  Haflings  telling  him,  before  "he  left  Cal- 
cutta, that  he  hoped  the  Britifh  Parliament  would  take  the  State  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  into  Confideration,  and  regulate  their 
Powers — That  he  believes  the  Patna  Caufe  was  one  of  thofe  where  Mr, 
Hallings  coniidered  the  Supreme  Court  having  exceeded  its  Powers,  and 
a<Red  oppreffively ;  and  he  never  heard  that  there  was  a  Second  Opinion 
upon  it  in  Bengal,  except  by  the  Gentlemen  immediately  concerned  in 
the  Supreme  Court — That  the  Patna  Magiftrates  were  confined  in  the  Gaol 
of  Calcutta  upon  a  Judgment,  fuppofed  to  be  exceffive  and  beyond  their 

Powers  to  pay. And  being  sfked,  What  was  Mr.  Haftings's  Opinion 

upon  this  Tranfaftion  ?  he  faid,  He  does  not  remember  hearing  him  give 
an  Opinion,  but  the  Cafe  was  fo  plain,  that  he  muft  have  thought  as  every 
body  elfe  did — That  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  never  to  his  Knowledge,  acknow- 
ledged that  he  was  miftaken  in  thafBufinefs,  or  made  or  tendered  any  Sa- 
tisfadion  to  the  Parties  who  fafFcred  under  that  Judgment;  oa  the,  con- 
trary,  he  takes  it  for  granted  he  aded  in  that  Manner,  becaufe  he  thought 

himfelf  in    the  Right. -And    being   alked,    Whether   Mr.    Haftiugs 

thought,  that  exclufive  of  the  legal  Merits  of  this  Quellion,  that  Sir  Elijah 
Impey  conduced  himfelf  in  this  Cafe,  and  in  other  Cafes  in  which  Mr. 
HalHngs  oppofed  him  (fometimes  by  defending  the  Parties  at  Law,  and 
foroetimes  by  oppofing  the  Procefs  of  the  Court  by  a  Military  Force)  with 
Temper,  Prudence,  and  Moderation?  he  faid.  That  he  believes  Mr.  Bait- 
ings thought,  that  the  Conduft  of  the  Court  was  very  violent — That  he 
underftands,  that  by  the  Nature  of  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adau- 
lut,  the  Chief  Juftice  has  fome  Superintendency  by  Appeal,  or  otherwife, 
over  the  Natives  of  the  Country — That  he  docs  not  know  that  Sir  Elijah 
Impey  has  exprefled  a  very  flight  Degree  of  Regard  and  Attention  to 
the  religious  Rights,  Manners,  Cuftoms,  and  Laws  of  the  Natives;  but 
the  Officers  afting  undter  the  Authority  of  the  Court  at  Coflijurah,  did 
undoubtedly  proceed  to  Violences,  which  might  have  been  attended  with 
Very  ferious  Confequences. And  being  adced.  Whether  it  did  not  ap- 
pear to  the  Minds  of  the  Britifh  Subjefts,  or  to  the  Natives  in  general,  or 
■;o  Mr,  Haflings  in  particular,  that  a  Contempt  of  thofe  Laws  and  Ufages 
had  been  frequently  difcernible  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Court  ? 
he  faid.  Yes,  he  can  anfwer  for  the  Natives  and  Britilh  Subjefts;  he  was 
one  of  648  who  figned  a  Petition  to  Parliament  to  remedy  the  Grievances 

complained  of,  which  were  undoubtedly  as  the  Queftion  ftates That 

Mr.  Haftings  never  expreffed  a  different  Opinion  to  him — That  he  never 
heard  it  furmifed,  that  Sir  Elijah  Impey  dsffented  from  the  other  Judges 
of  the  Court  on  thofe  Matters  which  gave  fo  much  Offence;  on  the  con- 
trary, he  believes,  he  was  full  as  aftive  as  any  of  the  other  Judges, — And 
being  further  aflted,  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Opinions  being  unretrafted,  and 
he  ftiil  remaining  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  how  did  his  Ap- 
pointment to  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  operate  to  put  an  End  to  the 
Difputes  between  the  Government  and  that  Court  ?  he  faid.  How  it  could 
operate  he  does  not  know  ;  but  it  was  looked  upon,  the  Difputes  were  at 
aa  End— That  he  kaows  Sir  Elijah  Impey  and  the  reft  of  the  Judges 

perlonally, 
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perfonally,  and  that  is  all That  he  never  heard   them  talk   upon  this 

Subjedl  in  his  Life That  from   the  Time  the   Order  of  the  Governor 

General  and  Ci  uncil  was  ifTlied,  not  to  obey  the  Procefs  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  Cafes  therein  defcribed,  no  Caufc  that  he  knows  of  was  agi- 
tated in  the  Court,  which  mighc  give  Rife  to  another  Interpofuion  of  the 

fame  Nature. And  being  aflced.   Whether  a  Salary  was  not  propofed 

in  Confuhacion  at  the  Board,  on  the  24th  of  Odober  1780,  for  Sir  Eli- 
jah Impey,  by  Mr.  Haftings  ?  he  faid.  He  believes  he  has  no  Copy  of 
the  Proceedings  of  that  Day. — And  being  aflced,  As  he  was  private  Se- 
cretary to  IV'Jr.  Haltings,  how  it  comes  that  a  Matter  of  fuch  Confequence 
did  not  come  to  his  Knowledge  ?  he  faid,  When  the  Appointment  of 
Sir  Elijah  Impey  took  Place,  he  was  doing  Duty  at  the  Garrifon  at  Chu- 
nar;  he  came  to  Calcutta  the  15th  of  December,  and  ieft  it  the  gth  of 
January  following.  And-  being  further  aflced,  As  he  was  near  a  Month 
in  Calcutta,  and  that  Two  Months  after  the  Appointment  had  tsken 
place,  how  it  came  that  Mr.  Haflings  did  not  mention  to  him  a  Matter 
of  that  Importance  ?  he  faid.  He  conceived  that  Mr.  HalHngs  fuppofed 
that  i.e  had  a  Copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  24th  of  Odober  ;  and  that 
he  alluded   amongft  other  Things   to  the  Salary,   when   he   told   him  he 

fuppofed  he  fhould   incur  much  Odium  by  the  Meafure That  he  really 

did  not  know  how  it  came,  that  Mr.  Haftings  (having  charged  him 
with  hi?  Defence  againft  that  Odium,  as  well  as  other  Matters  of  Charge) 
made  no  Mention  at  all  of  the  Salary,  except  a  remote  Allufion  ;  but  he 
believes  moft  folemnly,  that  Mr.  Haftings  trufted  to  the  Reditude  of  his 
own  Intentions,  the  Eafe  of  the  Natives,  and  the  Saving  to  ihe  Com- 
pany, for  his  Juftification.  And  being  afked,  Whether  he  gave  him  thofe 
Things  in  Charge  to  allege  for  him  without  mentioning  the  Salary,  the 
Amount  of  it,  or  any  other  Particular  relative  to  it  r  he  faid,  He  dare 
fay  Mr.  Haftings  thought  that  he  had  a  Copy  of  that  Confultation  in 
which  a  Salary  is  propofed  j  —  he  had  no  particular  Inftrudions  refpeding 
this  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey  ;  but  he  begs  Leave  to  read  Part 
of  a  Paragraph  of  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Plallirgs  to  him,  dated  Fort  Wil- 
liam, 5th  January  1781  ;  and  received  by  him  that  Day. 

*•  I  rely  on  your  Friendfhip  for  your  general  Attention  to  fuch  Points 
*♦  as  may  in  any  Manner  affed  my  Authority,  or  the  Intereft  and  Cre- 
*'  dit  of  my  Adminiftration." 

And  being  afked.  Whether,  as  no  particular  Difcourfe  pafTed  on  this  Sub- 
jed  between  Mr.  Haftings  and  him,  he  was  fjrnifned  with  any  written 
Documents  before  he  left  Calcutta,  or  afterwards,  by  Mr.  Haftings,  con-, 
cerning  this  Salary  ?  he  faid,  H?  never  was;  but  he  is  convinced  that 
Mr,  Haftings  thought  he  had  the  Subjed  complete  before  him — That  he 
cannot  conceive  how  this  Paper  alone  etcaocd  his  Refearches  and  Mr. 
Haftings's  Communication  ;  except  that  the  Proceedings  with  refped  to 
the  Salary  might  have  been  entered  at  a  Board  of  Infprdion  or  Board  of 
Revenue  ;  and,  in  the  Hurry  of  his  coming  away,  he  brought  no  Papers 

from  either  of  thofe  Offices That  he  received  fome  Papers  from  Mr. 

Haftings  whilft  he  was  at  Madras,  the    29th  of  January   1781— — That 

undoubtedly  thofe  Twenty  Days  were  fufficient  for  Mr.  Haftings  to  fur- 

nifh  him  with  the  Documents  which  had  been  omitted,  and  whi.h  might 
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tend  to  explain  a  Condudl  which  he  conceived  was  likely  to  fubjedl  him 
to  Odium    in  England,  if  Mr.  Haftitigs   had  fuppofed  that  he  had  not 

had  the  Subied  complete  before  him That  he  has  not  had  any  verbal 

Communication,  or  Communication  by  Letter,  with  Mr.  Haftings,  nor 
written  Document  concerning  the  Propofition  of  that  Salary  ;  he  never 
entertained  a  Doubt  but  that  a  Salary  would  be  annexed  to  fuch  an  Of- 

fce That  there  never  had  been  a  Difcontinuance  of  Friendfhip  and 

Intimacy,    or  mutual    Vifits,   between  the  Governor  General  and    the 

Chief  Juftice -The  only  Time  he  ever  fupped  at  Sir  Elijah  Impey's, 

was  with  the  Governor  General  and  his  Family  in  the  Height  of  the  Dif- 
putes  in  the  Coffijurah  Caufe — That  he  does  not  know  whether  Sir  Eli- 
jah Impey's  private  Opinion  concerning  his  Appointment  to  the  Office  of 
Superintendent  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  was  taken  by  the  Go- 
vernor General,  but  he  lliould  imagine  that  he  did  communicate  it  to  Sir 
Elijah  Impey. — And  being  aflied,  if  he  thought  a  Bufmel's  of  fuch  Im- 
portance, as  a  Salary  to  that  OlTice,  could  be  propoled  by  the  Governor 
General  without  a  previous  Communication  with  the  Chief  Juilice,  or 
propofed  at  the  Board,  if  he  had  expreflcd  his  Difapprobation  of  it  i*  he 
faid,  Yes,  he  thought  from  Delicacy  it  might  have  been  propofed  with- 
out Communication  ;  nor  does  he  conceive,  that  if  Sir  Elijah  Impey  had 
exprefled  a  pointed  Difapprobation,  that  Mr.  Haftings  would  have  pro- 
pofed it And  being  further  afkcd.  In  what  the  Delicacy  confifts  of  the 

appointing  a  competent  Salary  for  the  Difcharge  of  an  honourable  and 
very  laborious  Office,  as  it  is  ilated  to  be  in  the  Minute  of  Appointment  ? 
he  faid.  He  does  not  know;  in  his  Opinion,  he  thinks  it  would  have 
been  an  improper  Converfatjon  between  the  Governor  General  and  the 
Chief  Juftice ;  nor  does  he  believe  that  a  Converfation  concerning  a  Sa- 
lary was  ever  held  between  the  Governor  General  and  Sir  Elijah  Impey 
■That  he  had  heard  it  afTerted  in  Converfation,  that  a  Salary  was  ei- 
ther fixed  or  intended,  but  he  had  no  Doubt  one  was  intended  -He 
thinks  that  it  could  not  be  a  Matter  of  public  Converfation  at  Calcutta, 

and  Sir  Elijah  Impey  not  know  it That  he  thinks  fuch  a  Minuce,  fo 

cfientially  concerning  the  Chief  Juftice,  could  not  be  entered  on  the  Con- 
fultation  Books,  without  being  afterwards  communicated  to  Sir  Elijah 
Impey  ;  because  it  was  a/Terted  in  one  of  the  Minutes,  that  to  accept  of 
a  Salary  for  the  Office  would  be  illegal  ;  he  did  not  hear  that  Sir  Elijah 
Impey  had  declared  any  Opinion  concerning:  the  Legality  or  Illegality, 
Propriety  or  Impropriety,  of  it — That  he  does  not  know  whether  the 
Natives  underftood  that  he  was  to  have  a  Salary  or  not,  as  he  never  con- 
verfed  with  any  of  them ;  but  the  Britifh  Subjefls  undoubtedly  did — 
There  was  a  Suit  inftituied  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  Part  of  a  Na- 
tive, cdled  Coffinaut  Baboo.— And  being  aiked.  Whether  the  Chief 
Juftice  did  not  declare,  Tnat  Coirmaut  Baboo  hnd  not  applied  to  the. 
Supreme  Court  for  Juftice,  until  he  had  been  denied  it  by  the  Governor 
General  and  Council  in  their  Revenue  Department  ?  he  faid.  He  does 
not  recoiled  ;  but  he  thinks  it  probable — That  he  does  not  know  whe- 
ther the  Judges  confidered  the  Conduft  of  Tome  of  the  Company's  Ser- 
vants in  that  Caufe  as  corrupt  and  partial — That  he  heard  that  Coffinaut 
Baboo  had  withdrawn  his  Aclicn  from  that  Court — And  being  aiked. 
Whether  the  Chief  Juftice  did  attribute  his  Defertion  of  the  Suit  to  a 
Convidion  of  the  Invalidity  of  his  Claim,  or  to  che-Dread-of  the  Foweis 
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of  the  Governor  General  and  Counc'l  ?  be  faid,  He  does  not  know ; 
but  if  he  was  to  give  an  Opinion,  he  (hould  think  the  latter. —  And  be- 
ing farther  afked,  What  was  done  in  the  late  Compromife,  to  fecure 
Coffinaut  Baboo  that  Juftice  which,  in  the  Chief  Juftice's  Opinion,  had 
been  denied  to  him  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  and  which  it 
was  his  Opinion  alfo,  that  none  but  the  Supreme  Court  could  give  ?  he 
faid,  He  cannot  tell ;  but  he  undeiftood  that  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  had  decided  to  the  Satisfadion  of  Coffinaut  Baboo — That  he 
never  heard  whether  any  Thing  was  done  to  fupoort  the  Honour  and 
Authority  of  the  King's  Cominiflion,  which  in  that  Cafe  was  fappofed 
to  have  been  violate  I — That  he  does  not  knov/  that  any  Sati^jfaflioa 
was  given  to  the  Court  that  the  fame  Power  which,  in  the  Chief  Jui- 
tice's  Opinion,  had  refufed  juftice  to  CoIIinaut  Baboo,  and  obliged  him 
to  withdraw  his  Suit,  had  not  alfo  obliged  him  to  appear  contentcl  with 
what  the  Governor  General  and  Council  had  allotted  him. — Sa\s,  He 
confiders  the  Letter  of  the  ;th  of  January  1781,  which  he  received  from 
Governor  General  Mr.  Haftings,  as  his  Appointment  to  be  his  A-ent  in 
England  ;  and  Mr.  Haftings  has  notified  it  publicly  in  the  General  Let- 
ter to  the  Court  of  Directors — That  before  he  leu  Calcutta,  on  the  gth 
of  January  1781,  he  had  not  any  Information,  that  a  Salary  was  voted 
by  the  Council  General  to  the  Chief  jullice,  as  Supermtendent  of  the 
Sudder  De;var.nee  Adaulut ; — he  does  believe  that  a  Salary  has  been  fixed, 
from  what  he  has  hmra  in  Converfation  at  Calcutta,  or  was  about  to  be 
fixed  ;  but  upon  looking  over  his  Copies  of  Proceedings,  and  not  finding 
a  Salary  mentioned,  he  was  led  to  believe  that  all  the  Arrangements, 
including  the  Salary,  had  not  been  finally  concluded, — And  being  afked. 
If  he  had  any  Doubt  upon  his  Mind  that  a  Salary  was  fixed  before  his 
Departure  from  Calcutta  ?  faid.  That  he  has  a  Doubt  whether  it  was 
fixed  or  not  when  he  left  Calcutti,  becaufe  it  was  not  mentioned  in  the 
Copies  of  the  Proceedings  ;  but  he  has  no  Doubt  it  was  intended. 
And  being  afked.  Whether  he  had  any  Doubts  noiv  of  its  having  fmce 
taken  place  ?  he  fiid,  As  a  Difficulty  had  been  Rated  in  point  cf  Law, 
he  had,  and  has  ftill,  his  Doubts ;  but  as  far  as  his  Intelligence  goes,  he 
fhouid  imagine  the  Appointment  and  Salary  had  taken  place ; — he  does 
not  immediately  recolleifl  by  whom  that  legal  Difiiculty  vvas  flarted,  but 
he  thinks  it  is  in  one  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Council — That  he  imagines 
the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Couit  muft  have  known  of  his  Departure  fronn 
Bengal;  charged  with  Difpatches  from  the  Governor  General  of  a  later 
Date  than  any  which  had  been  fent  by  the  Company's  Ships,  becaufe  it 
was  a  Matter  of  public  Notoriety  mentioned  in  General  Order?,  and  in 
the  Calcutta  Gazette — That  neither  Sir  Flijah  Impey,  nor  any  of  the 
other  Judges,  did  defire  him  to  carry  any  written  Difpatches,  or  to  give 
any  Explanation  on  their  Behalf,  on  the  Subject  of  the  Compromife  which 
had  laiely  taken  place  in  Bengal;  Sir  Elij?h  Impey  arrived  in  Calcutta 
the  Day  before  he  came  awry ;  Two  Danilh  Eait  indiamen  failed  at  the 
fame  Time  with  feveral  Englifli  PafTengers  on  Board — That  he  does  not 
knew  whether  a^iy  Perfon  is  charged  with  Difpntches  from  them — That 
Sir  E  ij  ill  Imoe-  's  Arrival  was  from  Moorlhedabad  at  Calcutta;  that  the 
Pofl:  tiavels  fro.n  Calcutta  to  Moorfhsdabad  in  Thirty  Hours,  and  goes 
every  Day — That  he  was  charged  with  public  Difpatches  to  the  Court  of 
Pireftors  j  they  were  dated  between  the  Firft  and  the  Ninth  of  Januarys 
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J781 — That  he  confiders  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Appointment  to  be  held  du- 
ring Pleafure He  does  not  know  of  any  other  Motives  than  thofe  he 

has  afligned,  which  induced  the  Council  General  to  appoint  Sir  Elijah 
Impey  to  fuperintend  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  and  he  firmly  be- 
lieves there  were  none — Nor  does  he  know  of  any  other  Motives  than 
thofe  he  has  affigned,  that  induced  Sir  Elijah  Impey  to  accept  the  Oilite 

. That  Mr.  Haflings  and  Mr.  Whcler  were  the  Perfons  that  compofed 

the  Council  General  after  the  Departure  of  Mr.  Franci^to  Eur'pe;  Sir 
Eyre  Coote  was  gone  to  the  Coail  upon  Duty. — Ke  thinks  he  has  heard 
that  the  Difputes  between  the  Provincial  Councils  and  the  Superintend- 
ents of  the  Dewannee  Adauluts,  was  one  Reafon  afiigned  by  Mr.  Haf- 
tin^s  for  propofmg  the  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey;,  that  he  cannot 
pofitively  tell  whether  fuch  Difputes  did  exirt,  but  he  lliould  Uippofe  they 
did — He  peifeflly  well  recolledls  hearing,  that  it  was  impoflible  that  the 
Superintendents  of  the  Provincial  Courts  of  Adauluc  fhoald  be  able  to 
perform  their  Offices  without  fome  new  Regulations ;  and  he  recolleds 
one  of  the  Gentlemen  who  was  Superintendent  of  a  Provincial  Court, 
faying,  how  diflicult  it  was  to  perform  the  Duties  of  it;  and  the  Ap- 
pointment to  his  Knowledge  was  declined  by  one  of  the  Company's  Ser- 
vants for  that  P-eafon-- — -And  being  afked,  If  fuch  Difputes  did  exifl: 
betwixt  the  Members  of  the  Provincial  Councils  and  the  Superintendents 
of  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adauluts,  being  the  Company's  Servants, 
what  Authority  does  ho.  think  moft  competent  to  decide  efFe6tually  upon 
fuch  Difputes  ?  he  faid,  The  Authority  of  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  immediately,  or  the  Perfons  to  whom  they  delegate  their  Autho- 
rity.—— And  being  afked.  If  the  future  Welfare  of  every  Servant  of  the 
Company  does  not  depend  upon  his  due  Obedience  to  the  Orders  of  the 
Council  General  ?  he  faid.  It  would,  if  the  Government  was  firmly  efta- 
blifhed,  but  he  has  feen  no  fixed  Government  in  Bengal  for  Seven 
Years,  either  from  Changes  cr  Rumours  of  Changes — That  the  Council 
General  have  a  Power  of  recalling  from  his  Station,  and  fafpending  from 
the  Service,  any  Servant  of  the  Company  ;  which  Power  has  been  fre- 
quently exercifed That  the  Chief  jallice  has  not  any  Power  over  the 

^Servants  of  the  Company,  except  what  is  given  him  by  Charter  for  the 
Adminiftration  of  Juftice  in  due  Courfe  of  Law  ■■■He  is  not  fufHciently 
Mafter  of  the  Subjedl  to  know   what  Obedience  he  can  cxaft  and  enforce 

to  his  Deciiions  as  Judge  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut He  does 

not  know  to  which  Authority  that  of  the  Govwnor  General  and  Council, 
or  that  cf  the  Chief  Juftice,  the  Member?  of  the  Provincial  Councils, 
and  the  Superintendents  cf  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adauluts,  will  pay 
the  moft  Refpcdl,  but  in  his  own  Cafe,  he  fliould  certainly  obey  the  Or- 
ders of  the  Governor  General  and  Council As  far  as  he  can  recolleft, 

the  general  Opinion  of  the  Officers  of  the  Army,  upon  the  Chief  Juf- 
tice's  Proceedings  againft  Lieutenant  Colonel  Achmuty,  and  Lieutenant 
Bomford,  for  their  Condud  at  Coffijurah,  in  obedience  to  the  Orders  of 
the  Governor  General  and  Council,  was,  that  his  Conduft  was  very  vio- 
lent.  And  being  afeed,  What  Opinion  did  the  Officers  of  the  Army 

entertain  of  their  own  Situation,  when,  if  they  did  not  obey  the  Orders 
of  that  Power  from  which  they  received  their  Commiflions,  they  were 
liable  to  be  tried  by  a  General  Court  Martial  for  Difobedience  of  Orders, 
and  if  they  did  obey  thofe  Orders,  they  afted  againft  the  King's  Charter 

of 
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of  Jullice,  and  were  profecuted  for  a  Contempt  of  the  King's  Authority 
by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court?  he  faid.  He  believed  they  thought 
their  Situations  dangerous ;  but  he  thinks  the  Officers  in  general  would 
have  obeyed  the  Orders  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council  at  all 
Events — That  he  never  heard  there  were  any  Confultations  held  by  the 
Officers  of  the  Army  under  thofe  very  particular  Circumftances ;  but  it 
was  a  Matter  of  general  Converfation  and  Alarm,  and  he  never  heard  a 
Difference  of  Opinion  upon  the  Subjcdl. 

Your  Committee  then  called  again  bef.Me  them,  Philip  Francis,  Efq; 
who  was  afked.  If  he  was  acquainted  with  the  Eftablifliment  of  an  Or- 
dinance of  Police  that  hnd  tnken  i  lace  at  Calcutta,  at  the  Head  of  which 
Sir  Robert  Chambers  was  placed,  and  from  which  he  might  derive  pe- 
cuniary Emolunicnis  ?  he  faid.  Me  was  ;  and  that  a  littie  Tim.e  before  he 
left  Calcutta,  a  Plan  for  the  future  Regulation  of  the  Police  of  that 
Town,  and  other  Piirpofes,  had  been  tranfmitted,  in  the  Form  of  an 
Ordinance,  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
in  order  to  be  regiilercd  there,  and  finally  paffed.  as  the  Law  diredls — 
For  the  Execution  of  this  Ordinance  it  was  neceifary  that  certain  Com- 
niiffioners  (hould  be  appointed  ;  and  as  the  Obje£t  of  it  was  conne(fled 
with,  and  materially  aifevEled,  the  Intereils  of  the  Houfeholders  at  Calcutta, 
it  was  thought  right  that  the  Commiffioners  fhould  be  taken  from  among 
the  principal  Britiih  inhabitants — Sir  Robert  Chanibers  is  an  Inhabitant 
and  Houfeholder  in  Calcutta,  having  veiled  a  confiderable  Part  of  his  For- 
tune in  the  Purchafe  of  Two  principal  Houfes ;  it  was  therefore  very 
natural  and  proper,  that  he  fhould  be  requeued  to  be  One  of  the  Com- 
Kiiffioners  :  Having  accepted  of  the  Employment,  his  Rank  of  courfe 
placed  him  at  the  Head  of  the  Commiffion  :  But  he  declares,  that  he 
never  did  hear,  that  he  or  anv  of  the  Corr^miffioners  were  to  be  or  could' 
be  benefited,  in  any  Shape,  by  holding  that  OlFice ;  no  Salary,  or  Al- 
lowances, or  Fees  whstfoever  lor  the  Commiffioners,  was  ever  mentioned 
or  thought  of  to  his  Knowledge. — And  being  further  afked,  If  he  knows, 
from  the  latell  Advices  he  has  received,  that  any  Office  of  Power  or  Emo- 
lument had  been  propofed  for  Sir  Robert  Chambers  by  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral and  Council  ?  he  faid,  He  ha?  no  Knowledge  of  any  fuch  Thing, 
directly  or  indirefily. 

The  Evidence  refpcdling  the  State  of  the  Gaol  at  Calcutta,  having  been 
emitted  to  be  inferted  in  the  Judicature  Report  made  in  the  lafl  Seffion, 
Your  Committe  have  thought  it  neceflary  to  fubjoin  the  fame  to  this  ReJ 
port,  in  Appendix  No.  11. 


YOUR  Committee  being  dire£led  to  report  their  Obfervations  on  the 
State  of  the  Adminiflration  of  Juftice  in  Bengal,  and  inllrufted  to 
confider  how  the  Britiih  Poffeincns  \n  the  Eail  Indies  may  be  governed 
with  the  greatetl  Security  and  Advantage  to  this  Country,  and  by  what 
Means  the  Happinefs  of  the  Natives  may  be  beft  promoted  ;  have  thought 

it 
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k  expedient,  as  a  Preliminary,  to  take  into  Confjderation  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Court  of  Direftors  of  the  Eaft  India  Company  ;  particularly 
where  thofe  Proceedings  related  to  the  Objeft  of  their  original  Inquiry, 

The  Interpofition  of  the  General  Couit  of  that  Company,  in  the  Ma- 
nagement of  its  Affairs,  is  only  occafional.  The  Court  of  Diredlors  is 
the  fole,  ordinary,  and  ftanding  Authority  which  exifts,  for  the  Regulation 
and  Controul  of  their  Servants;  a  numerous  Body  of  Men,  polTefied  of 
high  and  extenfu-e  Powers,  and  exercifing  them  at  a  very  great  Diftance 
from  the  Source  and  Seat  of  Government. 

Your  Committee  therefore  confiders  the  fecuring  an  uncormpt  and  vi- 
gilant executive  Adminiflration  in  this,  the  ruling  and  prending  Part, 
as  a  Fundamental  in  every  Plan  v/hich  propofes  Reformation  in  the  fub- 
ordinate  Economy  of  the  Britifh  Affairs  in  India.  To  render  the  Com- 
pany's Servants  attentive  to  their  Duty,  the  Direflors  fliculd  be  rendered 
obfervant  of  their  own.  , 

It  would  be  highly  agreeable  to  the  Wifhes  of  Your  Committee,  (o 
<3ifcover,  by  their  Inquiry,  that  mere  Legiflative  Regulation  might  be  as 
effectual  for  that  Purpofe  as  Criminal  Proceeding.  It  was  from  a  Pre- 
ference to  lenient  Methods  (a  Preference  founded  rather  in  a  D'fpofition 
towards  fuch  Methods,  than  from  any  Experience  of  their  Efficacy)  that 
a  Bill  of  Regulation,  attended  with  indemnity,  v/as  adopted  in  the  laft 
Seffion,  The  Treatment  which  that  Bill  has  met  v/ith,  when  paOed  into 
an  AQ.  of  Parliament  (if  the  Matter  refted  upon  that  Example  alone), 
has  more  than  fufficienily  evinced,  that  to  multiply  Statutes  without  a 
ftrift  Attention  to  their  Execution,  ferves  only  to  encreafr  the  Audacity 
of  Delinquents,  and  to  harden  them  in  their  Defiance  of  an  Authority, 
which  fupports  itfelfonly  by  a  feeble  Repetition  of  Orders,  which  had 
been  habitually  defpifed, 

ifl.  Your  Committee  obferve,  that  Lawrence  Sulivan,  Efquire,  Chair- 
man of  the  Court  of  Directors,  having  been  principdly  concerned  ii^  a 
Petition  from  the  faid  Court  to  this  Houfe,  againft  feveral  Proceedings  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  Bengal,  was  in  a  particular  Manner 
called  upon  to  co-operate  in  the  Redrefs  of  the  Grievances  therein  com- 
|>lained  of,  and  to  forward  the  Execution  of  the  Ad,  concerning  the  Ben- 
gal Judicature,  which  had  been  made  in  confe^uence  of  the  Allegations 
of  that  and  of  other  Petitions  to  the  like  Effeft. 

2d.  That  one  of  the  principal  Articles  of  Grievance  which  appeared 
on  the  Examination  into  the  Merits  of  thofe  Petitions,  related  to  the  Suf- 
ferings of  certain  Native  Magiftrates  of  the  city  of  Patna,  and  of  a  cer. 
tain  Suitor  in  the  Provincial  Court  held  in  that  City.  And  it  appears  to 
your  Committee,  that  the  Matter  of  Grievance  was  well  eftablilhed  by 
Evidence.  A  Claufe  in  the  Judicature  Bill  of  lart  Year,  was  inferted  for 
a  pecuniary  Compcnfation  to  the  Sufferers.  This  Claufe  was  given  up, 
on  Mr.  Sulivan's  Engagement  for  himfelf  and  the  Court  of  Diredors, 
that  the  Sums  contained  in  the  Claufe,  fliould  be  paid  by  O'der  of  that 
Court,  That  Engagement,  Your  Cemmittee  conceive  to  be  in  the  Na- 
ture of  an  Agreement  between  Parties  in  a  private  Bill ;  without  a  due 
Obfervancc  ot-vvhich,  Bufinefs  cannot  be  well  conduced  in  Committees 
upon  fuch  Bills.  Relief  to  Individuals  among  the  Natives  of  Incia,  may 
become  a  necellary  Step  towards  general  Redrefs,  and  general  Sati  fac- 
tion.    Yet  Cifcumiiances  may  reader  it  advifeabie,  that  the  Company, 
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entering  into  the  Fie^vt  of  Parliament,  fhould  take  fuch  Relief  upon  it- 
felf,  railier  than  that  it  Ihnuld  be  made  the  Objeft  of  an  ^<S  of  Parlia- 
ment. In  fuch  Cafes,  theDiredors  ought  religioufly  to  keep  their  Faith. 
Mr.  Siilivan  himfelf  has  on  his  Examination  declared,  that  he  regarded  it 
as  his  Duty,  to  take  care  that  the  above  Compenfation  fhould  be  made, 
confidering  it  as  the  Senfe  of  the  Houfe. 

3d.  That  Mr.  Sulivan  did  wilfully  omit  to  enter  the  Purport  of  the  faid 
Agreement  in  rhe  Minutes  of  the  Court  of  Directors  (according  to  his 
Pfomife  and  Ei  gagement),  or  in  any  other  authentic  Manner,  to  com- 
municate the  lame  to  the  faid  Court,  or  to  take  any  Step  vvhatfoever  to- 
wards fulfilling  the  faid  Agreement,  or  providing  for  the  faid  Compenfa- 
tion, until  the  Seventh  Day  of  December,  after  an  O'rder  had  been  fent 
from  ihis  Committee,  to  call  for  the  Proceedings  of  the  Diredlors  upon 
that  Subjedl,  Then,  and  not  till  then,  a  Refolution  of  the  Court  was 
entered,  conformably  to  the  Agreement  made  fo  early  as  the  Month  of 
June  lall. 

4th.  That  Mr.  Sulivan  did  make,  or  caufe  to  be  made,  an  Entry  in 
the  Minutes  of  the  Court  of  Diredors,  containing  a  falfe  Account  of 
the  Subftance  of  a  Coaference  between  him  and  certain  Members  of  this 
Houfe. 

5th.  That  it  was  Mr.  Sulivan's  Duty  to  fend  by  an  Exprefs  Meflenger 
(if  none  were  ready  to  depart  on  other  Affairs)  the  AG.  of  the  laft  Seffion, 
concerning  the  judicature  of  Bengal.  This  Aft,  among  other  Matters 
important  in  Nature,  and  urgent  in  Point  of  Time,  contained  a  Ciaufe 
for  releafing  the  above  iuffering  Perfons,  who  even,  at  the  palling  of  the 
Aft,  had  endured  a  cruel   Confinement  of  Two  Years  and  upwards,  in 

the  Common  Gaol  of  Calcutta For  a  Defcription  of  which  Perfons, 

and  which  Gaoi,  Your  Committee  refer  to  the  Patna  Appendix  to  their 
Report  of  laft  Seffion,  and  to  the  Examination  of  Mr,  Francis  in  this  Re- 
port. 

6th.  That  Mr.  Sulivan  has  confefled  to  Your  Committee,  that  he  did 
not  (end  the  laid  Aft  by  a  fpecial  or  any  other  Meffenger  over  Lard.  He' 
has  alfo  confefled,  that  a  JVIefienger  had,  fince  the  paffing  the  Aft,  been 
fent  over  Land  ;  and  Your  Committee  has  Rcafon  to  be  perfuaded,  that 
more-than  one  Meflenger  fince  that  Time  had  been  difpatched  by  the 
lame  Route.  Mr.  Sulivan,  on  his  Examination,  has  declared  that  he  did 
not  think  it  was  incumbent  on  him  to  fend  ic  by  any  other  than  a  Sea 
Conveyance,  The  Ship  ufed  for  this  Conveyance,  did  not  fail  until  the 
latter  end  of  Oftober,  and  having  met  with  a  Difafter  at  Sea,  was  obliged 
to  return  to  Ireland,  from  which  flie  had  originally  failed;  and  at  the 
Time  of  Mr.  Sulivan's  Examination  in  December,  aftuaJly  lay  in  the 
Harbour  of  Corke. 

It  further  appears  in  Evidence,  that  if  Afts  of  Parliament  are  rot  tratif- 
raitted  tu  the  Governor  General  and  Council  by  the  Court  of  Direiiors  in 
a  General  Letter,  and  mentioned  and  defcribed  in  the  Body  of  the  Letter, 
they  are  not  confiderc"d  in  Bengal  as 'truly  authenticated,  and  cannot  be 
promulgated  by   the  Governor  General  and  Council. 

Your  Committee  were  of  Opinion,  that  many  and  very  great  Mif- 
chiefi- might  happen,  if  the  authentic  Tranfmiirion  of  Afts  of  Parliament 
relative  to  India  was  unneceflarily  del.iyed  ; -and  thereby  a  private  Com- 
monication  Ciould,  for  any  Length  of  Time,  precede  that  which  is  re- 
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cular  and  official  ;  for  by  their  being  lonj^  known  before  they  could  be 
confidered  as  in  Force,  Scope  would  be  afforded  to  the  Arcifices  of  thofe 
whom  they  were  intended  to  rellrain,  to  elude,  or  very  much  to  weaken 
their  Operation. 

Obferving  that  Mr.  Sulivan,  on  a  Plea  of  his  Duty  to  conceal  political 
Secrets,  was  unwilling  to  give  Your  Committee  full  Information  on  a 
Matter,  which  they  conceived  not  to  be  of  a  Nature  that  could  require 
Secrecy,  ordered  the  Attendance  of  Mr.  Wilkj,  an  Oilicer  of  the  Eaft 
India  Company,  now  adling  as  Clerk  to  a  Committee  of  the  Court  of 
Diredors,  called  The  Committee  of  Secrefy,  confifting  of  the  Chairman 
and  Deputy  Chairman. 

The  Evidence  of  Mr.  Wilks  afforded  little  Information  or  Satisfadion 
10  your  Committee.  He  (as  far  as  they  can  colletl  any  Thing  very  dif- 
tinft  from  his  Anfwersj  has  faid,  that  Five  Copies  of  each  of  the  Eaft 
India  Afls  of  the  lafl:  Seffion,  had  been  tranfmitted  by  him  at  the  Defire 
of  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  (not  by  the  Court  of  Directors),  with  a 
Paragraph  in  a  Letter  to  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  diredling 
their  Obedience  to  thefe  Afls  of  Parliament;  which  Diredion  he  inferted 
of  Courfe,  on  being  ordered  to  lend  the  Afts  of  Parliament.  It  was  col- 
le£led  from  his  Anfwer?,  that  the  Difpatch  was  dated  the  Firfi:  of  Auguft, 
and  finally  difpatchcd  the  Third  of  that  Month  ;  that  it  was  fent  by  Sea, 
and  before  the  Difpatch  fent  by  the  Tryal  Sloop.  But  he  refufed  to  in- 
form Your  Committee  of  the  Name  of  the  Ship,  or  the  Time  of  her 
failing,  or  Place  from  whence  Ihe  failed  ;  and  the  Quellion  being  at  length 
reduced  to  the  mere  Time  of  failing,  he  refufed  even  to  inform  Your 
Committf-e  of  this  Particular.  And  being  afked,  Whether  the  Veflel  failed 
to  the  Tryal  Sloop  i  he  only  anfvvered.  That  he  had  no  Knowledge  of 
her  having  failed  to  the  Tryal.  Nothing  material  appeared,  but  that  it 
was  a  private  Tranfmiffion  only ;  and  not  fuch  as  is  commonly  reputed  in 
India  to  be  authentic  and  obligatory. 

Your  Committee  fhouid  not  have  obferved  upon  this  Evidence,  having 
derived  little  Information  from  it,  but  on  account  of  an  important  Faft 
which  it  brought  to  their  Knowledge,  and  which  they  think  themfelves 
obliged  to  report  without  Delay  to  the  Houfe  : 

That  an  Oath  had  been  adminiftered  to  him,  Mr,  Wilkf,  on  his  en- 
tering in  Office,  by  Sir  George  Wombwell,  then  Chairman,  to  the  fol- 
lowing Purport :  "  That  he  will  not  communicate,  difcover,  or  make 
*'  known  ie  (iny  Perjon  <whatfoe'ver,  direflly,  or  indireflly,  any  of  the 
"  Proceedings  ot  that  Committee."     [The  Committee  of  Secrefy.] 

He  conceived  that  he  could  only  be  difpenfed  with  the  Obligation  of 
that  Oath  by  the  Authority  of  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman,  who 
compofed  that  Committee;  and  that  he  was  fpecially  by  them  reftrifled 
from  communicating  to  this  Commiuee,  the  Secrets  of  that  Ccmmitteej 
and  particularly  the  Ciicumitaaces  of  the  Difpatch  of  the  Third  of  Au- 
gult;  but  had  Leave  to  mention  the  Date  of  the  Difpatch,  and  the  Time 
of  difpatching  it. 

This  Oath  feemed  not  a  little  to  embarrafs  Mr.  Wilks,  not  only  In 
this,  but  in  every  other  Matter  on  which  he  was  examined  by  Your  Com- 
mittee, It  appeared  the  more  extraordinary,  becaufe  (though  Your  Com- 
mittee di  not  mean  to  derogate  from  their  undoubted  Right  of  afking 
aajf  Queltions  which  they   ilaould  think  advifeable)  no  Queftion  whatfo- 
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ever  was  afked  relative  to  the  Subject  Matter  of  that  or  of  any  DIfpatch  ; 
the  Quefcion  related  folely  to  the  Tranfmiffion,  Six  Months  ago,  of  Five 
printed  A£ls  of  Parliament:  And  he  himfelf  informed  Your  Committee, 
*'  That  the  fending  Ads  of  Parliament  could  not  be  conlidered  as  any 
*'  Part  of  their  Proceedings  as  a  Committee  of  Secrecy,^'  and  '*  asyar^, 
*'  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Acl  of  Parliament." 

Your  Committee  obferve.  That  they  know  of  no  legal  Power  by  which 
that  Oath  was  adminiilered  ;  and  they  conceive  the  total  Subverfion  of  all 
Judicial  Proceedings,  and  of  all  Parliamentary  Enquiry,  muft  enfue,  if  any 
Perfons  are  permitted  to  tender  and  receive  voluntary  Oaths  of  Secrecy, 
which  do  not  include  an  Exception  to  an  Examination  by  a  competent  Au- 
thority. The  Perfons  whofe  Conduft  is  the  immediate  Subjeft  of  En- 
quiry, may  be  (as  in  this  Cafe  they  are)  the  only  Perfons  who  can  dif- 
penfe  wich  the  Oath.  They  may  adually  reflrid  (as  here  they  have  re- 
ftrided)  the  only  Evidence  which  is  capable  of  giving  fatisfaftory  Tefti- 
inony  concerning  their  Proceedings.  It  would  be  to  no  Purpofe  to  make 
Acls  to  regulate  and  controul  Perlons  in  Truft  by  the  Eaft  India  Company, 
if  they  were,  by  Oaths  of  Secrecy,  permitted  to  difable  the  Witnefles 
which  might  prove  their  Breaches  of  the  Law.  Jf  fuch  Oaths  are  allowed 
to  be  valid,  they  muft  wholly  difqualify  this  Committee  from  an  elfeftual 
Obfervance  of  any  Part  of  the  Inftruflions  received  from  the  Houfe. 

Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  Opinion,  That  the  giving  of  fuch  Oath 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Company  without  any  Authority  of  La>v  to  give  it, 
was  originally  unv.-arrantsble ;  and  that  the  enforcing  it,  with  Regard  to 
the  Enquiries  of  a  Commiuee  of  this  Houfe,  is  a  M:fdemeanor. 

Your  Committee,  before  they  conclude  tiiis  Head  of  their  Proceedings, 
think  it  necefiary  to  report  to  the  Houfe,  their  Obferva;i>')ns  upon  a  Matter 
which  incidentally  came  to  their  Knowledge,  in  the  Courie  of  their  En- 
quiry into  their  Firll  Objedt,  and  which  they  confider  as  of  an  extraordi- 
nar\  Nature,  and  well  deferving  the  ferious  Attention  of  Parliament. 

Upon  a  Plan  of  Reformation,  adopted  by  Parl'"rient  in  the  Year  1773* 
Mr.  rrancis  was,  with  others,  confiituted  in  the  Statute  which  carried  that 
Plan  into  Execution,  a  Member  of  the  new  Council  General,  formed  for 
the  Government  of  Bengal,  and  the  Superintendance  of  the  whole  Admi- 
niltration  of  the  Britifh  Affairs  in  India.  Mr.  Francis,  in  a  Letter  addreffed 
to  the  Court  of  Directors,  which  is  become  Public,  has,  in  diftincl  and  un- 
qualified Terms,  charged  that  Court  with  lutle  lefs  than  an  entire  Negledl 
of  thtir  Duty,  in  many  of  its  moft  eflential  Parts;  and  in  particular,  with 
the  conftant  Support  of  certain  of  their  Servants  in  an  open  Difobedience 
of  their  Orders.  To  this  Letter  Your  Committee  refer  in  their  Appendix, 
No.  8. 

Mr.  Francis,  though  he  waited  on  the  Chairman  and  the  Deputy  on  his 
Arrival  in  London,  and  was  by  the  Chairman  vifited,  never  was  afked  a 
Queftion  of  any  Sort  relative  to  the  impo-t:;nt  Affairs  in  which  he  had  been 
engaged,  and  which,  when  he  departed  from  India,  were  left  in  a  critical 
Situation  ;  nor  did  the  Chairman  ever  fummon  hira  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Diredtcrs,  or  call  upon  him  in  any  Way,  either  to  abandon  or 
fupport  his  Accufation. 

Your  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  That  the  Authority  of  the  Court  of 
Diredors  cannot  be  maintained  in  the  Refped  neceflary  to  give  Poife  and 
Controul  to  that  immenfe  Syftem  of  Offices  of  all  Defcription^  who  aft 
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under  them,  if  they  are  feen  to  pafs  over,  ^n  a  Silence  ftrcng'ly  exprefiive 
of  Guilt,  fuch  weighty  Charges  againii  them,  brought  in  fo  folemn  a 
Manner,  by  a  Perfon  of  fo  high  a  Rank  in  their  Service.  Your  Committee 
conceive,  That  thofe  Diredors  are  ill  qualified  to  confront  the  Boldnefs  of 
Delinquents,  flrenghthened  perhaps  by  Wealth,  Combination,  and  a 
common  Caufe  of  Abufe,  who  are  themfelves  obliged  to  (brink  from 
Enquiry,  and  who  do  not  dare  to  look  in  the  Face  a  Servant  of  their  own, 
who  indicates  (at  leaft  by  his  Charges  on  them)  that  there  is  nothing  in 
his  Condufl,  which  calls  for  a  mutual  Traffic  of  Connivances.  On  the 
other  Hand,  Your  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  that  it  is  the  greatefl:  of  all 
Difcouragements  to  honeft  and  difmiereUed  Servants,  who  fhall  bedifpofed 
faithfully  to  obey  the  Orders  of  the  Com.pany,  when  they  receive  Com- 
mendation at  the  fame  Time  that  they  are  denied  Support;  and  that  a 
Cenfure  for  Difobedience  is  followed  with  a  Continuance,  and  even  an  In- 
creafe,  of  Truft,  Favour,  and  Power.  This  Condudl  in  the  Couit  of  Di- 
reftors,  if  it  (hould,  on  further  Examination,  appear  in  the  Manner  in 
which  at  prefent  it  flands  charged,  and  not  anfwered,  will  lead  inefiftibly 
to  a  Prefumption,  that  proper  Diredlions  are  given  only  Vwith  a  View  to 
Acquittal  on  the  Forefight  of  a  Criminal  Charge;  but  that  in  Reality,  thole 
who  iffue  colourable  Orders,  are  fecretly  in  League  with  the  Offenders,  on 
whom  they  pafs  an  uncperative  Cenfure,  which,  inftead  of  correfling 
Mifdemeanors,  become  an  Indemnity  from  the  exemplary  Punifbment  de- 
manded by  their  repeated  Ai^s  of  Difobedience. 

The  Experience  of  many  Years,  and  the  Fate  of  a  great  Multiplicity  of 
Regulations,  has  proved,  that  no  Alteration   in   the  Conftitution  of  the 
Court  of  Direflors  (wheiher  affeding  the  Duration  of  their  Office,  or  the 
Rotation  eitablifhed  in  that  Body),  that  no  Change  of  Qualification  in  thofe 
who  eled  them  ;  that  neither  the  Nomination  of  new  Servants  to  fuperin- 
tend  their  AfJairs  in  India  (although  the  Nomination  was  adually  made  in 
Parliament),  nor  the  Eitablifhment  of  a  new  Court  of  Supreme  Judicature 
(though  that  too  was  made  by  parliamentary  Authority),  nor  the  Appoint^ 
went  of  the  Judges  (though  by  the  Crown),  nor  all  thefe,  with  all  the  other 
numerous  Provifions  in  the  Att  of  the  Year  1773,  and  the  fubfequent  Adr, 
taken  together,  can  furnifh  an  adequate  Coercion,  where  the  Temptations 
to  Delinquency,  in  whatever  Hands  power  may  be  lodged,  or  from  what 
Quarter  foever  it  may  be  derived,  are  infinitely  great,  and  the  Danger  at- 
tending it  has  never  appeared  in  oae  fingle  Example  of  Importance:  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  apprehended,    that  the  Regulations,   (landing,  as 
they  fland,  thus  naked  and  unarmed,  have  proved  rather  mifchici'ous  than 
beneficial ;  and  that  the  very  Controuls   and    Balances  contrived   in    the 
Indian  Adminiftration,  have  increafed  the  Difcords,  without  reforming  the 
Corruptions  of  Government.     It  is  even  to  be  feared,  that  vvhilft  Regula- 
tion is  unattended  wiih  Enquiry,  the  loading  the  Revenue  with  heavy  Sa- 
laries, in  the  Hope  of  fecuring  Independence  to  OfKce,  has  only  ferved  to 
fecure  a  flrong  Ground,  which  enables  the  Officer  to  contend  with  Advan- 
tage for  other  Offices  with  other  Salaries,  and  to  give  Rife  to  Controverfies, 
which,  after  being  purfued  through  an  intricate  Maze  of  Diffention  and 
Corruption,  terminate  at  length  in  that  very  Dependence,  which  the  ori- 
ginal large  and  certain  Emoluments  were  given  to  prevent. 

Your  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  that  the  Abufes  whicli  prevail  in  the 
Britifh  Government  in  India,  dp  not  arife  from  the  Want  of  a  fufficient 
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Number  and  Variety  of  Employments,  but  from  a  long- continued  Inatten- 
tion to  the  Conduft  of  thofe  who  are  either  in  the  FofTefilon  of  Places  of 
his^h  Trull,  or  in  probaiionary  Situations  leading  to  fuch  Places. 

Your  Committee  having  examined  into  the  Condudl  of  the  Chalrmatl 
of  the  Company,  with  regard  to  the  Obje6\s  of  the  Eall  India  Company's 
Petition,  proceeded  in  the  next  Place,  to  confider  the  late  Arrangement 
which  has  been  made  by  the  Governor  General  of  Bengal,  in  Favour  of 
Sir  Elijah  Impey,  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

This  Arrangement  Your  Committee  find  to  be  of  fo  much  Moment,  and 
leading  to  Confcquences  which  muft  fo  materiall)  affeft  the  Objefts  into 
which  th-jy  have  it  in  Charge  to  enquire,  that  it  becomes  their  Duty  to 
lay  it  open  in  the  moil  full  and  moll  explicit  Manner  to  the  Houfe,  fuch  as 
fubllantially  it  appears  to  them  ;  in  order  that  the  Houfe,  difcovering  the 
true  Motives  of  the  Parties,  and  the  real  Spirit  of  the  Trahfadlion,  may  be 
the  better  enabled  to  adopt  fuch  Modes  and  Meafures  of  Coercion  or  Re- 
gulation, as  the  Importance  of  the  Subjedtmay  require.  Your  Committee 
have,  therefore,  confidcred  the  Matter,  and  digellcd  their  ObfervationS 
under  the  Six  following  Heads : 

III. — Tiie  Power  given  or  implied  by  the  Governor  General  to  refidd 
in  the  Olace  of  Judge  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adauiut,  lately 
conferred  on  Sir  Elijah  Impey. 
2d. — The  Circumllanccs  under  which  the  Appointment  was  made, 
3d.— The  Expedience  and  Policy  of  that  Ellablilhment,  in  that  Per- 

fon,  and  with  thofe  Powers. 
4th. — The  Ad  of  Parliament  and  other  Powers  under  which  the  Ap- 
pointment was  juftiiied. 
5th. — The  piobable  Effeil,    which  that  Appointment,  under  thofs 
Circumllanccs   will  have:     ill.  On   the  Natives;     2d.    On   the 
Judges  and  other  Officers  of  the  Supreme  Court;    3d.  On  the 
Members  of  the  Council  General  not  concerned  in  the  Tranfac- 
tion  ;    and,  4th.  On  the   Britilh   Inhabitants  at  large,  and  the 
Profeflbrs  of  the  Law  in  particular. 
6th. — The  Manner  in  which  the  Accounts  of  the  feveral  Parts  of  that 
Tranfadlion  have  been  tranfmittcd  to  Europe,  and  the  EfFefls  of 
thai  Mode  of  T/anfmiffion. 
I. 
Under  the  Firft  Head,  Your  Committee  enquired  into  the  Powers  and 
Authorities  belonging  to  the  Office  which  has  been  granted  to  Sir  Elijah 
Impey.     As  thev  are  not  defined  in  the  Minute  of  the  Appointment  and 
Acceptance,  which  was  entered  on  the  i8:h  of  Oftober  171^0,  Recourfe 
was  had  to  the  Minutes  on  the  original  PropofrJon,  made  on  the  29th  of 
the  preceding  Month.     Thofe  Minutes  convey  (though  by  no  Means  with 
the  Accuracy  an  J  Precifion  that  ought  to  have  been  ufed  upon  fo  very  im- 
portant an  Occafion)    the  Senfe  which  the  iVIover,  Mr.  Haftings,    enter* 
tained  of  the  Powers   he  was  giving,  as  well  as  the  Li»ht  in  which  the 
Members  of  the  Council  who  diflented,  underftood  the  Powers  they  were 
oppofmg.     As  the  Notions  of  thefe  diffenting  Members  on  that  Subjeft 
were  never  contradifted   by  Mr.  Haftings  or  by  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  Yout 
Coititnittee  were  of  Opinion,  that  from  the  joint  Confideration  (  f  all  the 
Papers  which  compofe  (what  is  called)  the  CoitfuUationt  on  that  Bufinefs, 
fomethingof  the  true  Nature  and  Extent  of  the  Authority  might  be  tole- 

Q^q  2  rably 
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rably  coIle£led.  The  whole  of  thefe  feveral  Minutes  muil  be  confidered  as 
one  Piece  ;  elfe  the  Powers  exprefied  in  the  Propofnion  on  which  the  Jnfti- 
tutio'n  is  framed,  and  the  Inilitution  itfelf,  might  be  eflentially  at  Variance  ; 
a  Matter  extremely  irregular,  and  which  would  give  Rife  to  the  worft  of 
Praflices  ;  for  when  the  enormous  abllra£l  Power  of  the  Court  is  queflion- 
ed,  it  would  be  defended  on  the  Terms  of  the  Minute  of  Appointment, 
which  expre/Ies  little  or  nothing  dirtiniflly  ;  but  when  in  Pradlice  that 
Power  was  to  be  exerted,  Refort  would  be  had  to  the  avowed  Intentions 
of  the  Legiflature,  to  have  it  conftrued  in  a  very  extenfive  Senfe. 

In  order  to  obtain,  if  poffible,  a  more  juft  and  fatisfadcry  Idea  of  the 
Oiiice,  Your  Committee  alfo  perufed  the  Plan  of  the  original  Court  of 
Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  inferted  in  a  Report  of  the  Secret  Committee 
which  fat  in  the  Year  1773.  But  Your  Committee  found,  that  the  Defi- 
nition there  given  in  very  clear  and  precife  Words,  to  be  fo  totally  depart- 
ed from  by  the  Conllruftion  in  the  Minute  of  Mr.  Haftings  of  the  29th  of 
September  1780,  that  no  fpecific  Limits  to  the  Authority  of  the  Court  can 
be  dearly  marked  out  by  a  Reference  to  any  Part  of  that  Plan. 

The  Definition  which  flood  in  the  orig'nal  Conftitution  of  the  Court  of 
Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  namely,  *'  that  it  jhould  he  a  Court  of  Appeals 
*'  from  the  Provincial  Courts^  is  exprefsly  denied  of  this  new  Office  ;  fo 
far  as  the  Definition  confines  the  junfdiflion  to  Appeals,  By  the  Defcrip- 
tion  fubllituted  in  Mr.  Haftings's  Minute,  it  fhould  feem,  that  the  Jurif- 
diSion  may  be  appellate  or  original,  as  Sir  Elijah  Impey  fhall  choofe  ;  that 
he  may,  at  his  Difcretion,  call  up,  and  revife  or  alter,  any  Part  of  the 
Proceedings  in  the  Courts  below ;  that  he  may  form  fuch  Rules  for  the 
Proceedings  of  thofe  Courts  as  he  thinks  fit.  No  Rale  of  Law  or  Equity, 
or  Ufage,  either  of  Great  Britain  or  of  any  other  Nation,  is  laid  down  in 
that  Confultation,  by  which  he  fhall  judge,  or  by  which  he  is  to  be  go- 
verned, in  the  Rules  which  he  (hall  prefcribe  to  the  feveral  Courts  below. 
No  Species  of  civil  Caufe  is  clearly  excluded  from  his  Competence.  No 
Clafs  or  Defcription  of  Men  is  diftindlly  exempted.  The  Judgment  is 
final  and  conclufive  ;  there  is  no  Appeal,  Revifion,  or  Rehearing  in  any 
Other  Place.     All  this  Power  is  veiled  in  a  fingle  Man, 

This  Authority  (fo  far  as  may  be  inferred  from  the  Governor  General's 
Realbning  upon  it)  extends  not  to  the  Proceedings  only,  but  to  a  Power  of 
Alteration  in  the  very  Conjlitution  of  the  fubordinate  Courts  themfelves* 
For  he  is  declared  in  the  Minute  to  have  Power  to  remedy  their  Defeiis,  and 
to  form  fuch  »evj  Regulations  and  Chech  as  Experience  (hall  prove  neceffary 
to  the  Purpofes  of  their  Itijlitution.  And  this,  it  fliould  fcem,  is  a  Power 
which  he  not  only  may,  but  mull  exercife.  For,  if  the  Provincial  Courts 
are,  as  the  Framer  of  this  Inilitution  afTerts,  "  in  Want  of  legal  Ponuers, 
'*  except  fuch  as  are  implied  in  'very  doubtful  ConJiruSlions  ut  the  Adl  of 
"  Parliament,"  and  that  the  Want  of  legal  Power  is  to  be  fupplied,  and 
thefe  Doubts  to  ceafe  on  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Appointment,  it  can  only  be 
effefted  by  his  fupplying  thefe  Courts  with  Powers  of  another  Kind,  and 
beftowing  fuch  as  fiiall  be  agreeable  to  the  real  Authority  given  by  the 
Aft,  The  Minute  either  fuppofes  an  Authority  in  Sir  Elijah  Impey  to 
,  new-model  the  Courts  to  the  Aft  of  Parliament ;  or,  what  would  be  worfe, 
to  confer  upon  them  Power?,  which  the  Aft  of  Parliament  had  not  given 
the  Governor  General  a  Power  to  confer.

After  declaring  or  preruming,  thefe  Powers,  or  Powers  tantamount  to 
them,  to  be  veiled  in  the  Chief  Juftice,  a  Power  is  alfo,  by  a  fubfequent 
Minute  or  Refolution,  refcrvcd  to  the  Governor  General  and.  Council,  on 
their  Part,  to  make  Orders,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  which  the  Judge  is 
to  obey.  Here  is  a  double  Legiflative  Power ;  one  delegated,  the  other 
held.  But,  as  Regulations  and  Ordinances  are,  for  the  moil  Part,  by  their 
Nature,  general  and  profpedive,  they  give  (even  if  the  Couiicil  does  pof- 
fef»  any  Power  of  making  them)  no  Remedy  \n  particular  Cafes;  nor  is 
there  any  Relief  if  they  are  not  obeyed  ;  except  the  dangerous  Power  of 
Removal  at  Pleafure  of  a  Judicial  Magiftrate ;  which  may  be  exercifed  on 
Account  of  the  Judge's  doing  his  Duty,  as  well  as  for  his  having  violated 
thefe,  or  any  other  Regulations. 

The  Chief  jullice  accepts  the  Office  in  the  following  Words  :  "  Under 
**  its  prefent  Regulations,  and  fuch  others  as  the  Bonrd  fhall  think  proper 
*'  to  add  to  them,  or  to  fubilitute  in  their  Stead,'*  On  thefe  Terms  it  is 
impoflible  to  know  what  Authority  he  may  or  may  not  exercife  in  that  Of- 
fice. He  :s  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  whofe  Authority  he  had  tre- 
quently  declared  to  extend  over  A£ls  of  the  Council  General  colleflively, 
as  well  as  to  the  Conduit  of  the  Members  individually.  He  here  fubmits 
himfelf  to  their  Power  of  Regulation,  without  any  Sort  of  Keferve  whatfo- 
ever  ;  though  it  is  obvious,  that  their  Regulations  might  pnfljbly  ciafh  with 
or  afftdl  the  Authority  and  furifditlion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  in 
another  Capacity  it  was  his  Duty  to  maintain  ;  and  which  be  had  repre- 
fented  it  as  the  iyilematic  Defign  of  the  Council  to  impair,  if  not  to  de- 
flroy. 

When  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  has  received  fuch  a  Lati- 
tude of  Power  in  itfelf,  when  xtrnay  receive  much  larger,  and  may,  medi- 
ately and  immediately,  give  fuch  Powers  to  the  Provincial  Courts;  none 
but  the  Supreme  Court  (which  now  (lands  on  a  moft  precarious  Footing) 
appears  competent  to  quellion  the  Right  of  ading  either  in  the  one  or  in  the 
other.  But  the  Governor  General  aflerts  in  his  Minute,  that  thefe  Pro- 
vincial Courts,  "  when  acling  under  the  Sandlion  and  iminediate  Patronage 
**  of  the  firft  Member  of  the  Supreme  Court"  [now  become  Judge  of  tne 
Sadder  Dewannee  AdaulutJ  '*  nobody  'will  dare  to  difputi  their  Right  of 
•'  aifling  ;"  and,  by  much  llrongcr  Rea(on  it  mull  appear,  that  none  will 
dare  to  difpute  the  Right  of  aclmg  of  the  Perfon  under  whofe  Protedlion  the 
inferior  Courts  are  to  enjoy  io  formidable  an  Immunity.  All  legal  Power 
of  Controul  in  the  Supreme  Court  being  rendered  precarious  at  bell,  and 
fo  rendered  by  the  EfFeiSls  of  the  Patronage  of  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  itfelf;  the  fole  Corredive  to  the  Power  given,  with  regard 
to  particular  Suits,  mull  refide  in  the  perfonal  Qualities  of  Sir  Elijah  Im- 
pey,  who  is  the  principal  Judge  in  one  Court,  and  fole  Judge  in  the  other. 
What  thofe  perional  Qualities  are,  it  may  be  difficult,  in  the  Midllofa 
warm  Contelt,  exactly  to  difccrn.  Dut  there  is  no  Difficulty  at  all  in  pro- 
nouncing on  Mr.  Hallings*s  Opinion  of  them.  He  certainly  conceived, 
that  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Condud  throughout  the  lit2  Proceedings  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  was  violent  and  indifcreet;  and  that  towards  the  Natives, as 
well  as  towards  i'everal  Britifh  Subjeds,  it  was  barlh  and  oppreffive.  Upotx 
no  other  Grounds  did  he,  or  couid  he  lland  clear  of  the  fame  Imputations 
on  himfelf,  in  his  (Irong  Ads  of  Power  in  India,  and  his  llrong  Rem'on- 
firances  fent  to  Great  Bjitain.  Yet  has  he  chofen  t^  put  the  Perfon  whofe 
(  Condu(5l 
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Conduifl  he  thought  thus  rafli,  even  when  limited  by  Laws  and  Charrers, 
into  an  Office  of  fuch  unlimited  arbitrary  Power,  as  nothing  but  the  greatell 
Temper,  Moderation,  Equity,  and  Regard  to  the  Natives,  could  render  in 
any  Degree  tolerable.  If  the  Appointment  therefore  of  f\ich  an  Qffice 
could  be  jullified  by  Law,  or  any  avowable  Expediency,  Mr.  Haftings  is 
cleaily  reprehenfible  for  filling  it  with  a  Perfon  of  whom  he  had  entertain- 
ed, or  pretended  to  entertain,  an  Opinion,  which  (if  well  grounded)  muft 
render  him  altogether  unfit  for  that  Situation.  He  has  put  into  a  Situation 
of  great  Power  and  Trufr  in  the  Company's  Service  ;  the  Chief  judge  of  a 
Court;  the  conUant  Aim  of  which  he  had  reprefented  to  be  that  of  En- 
croachment (ifnotworfe)  on  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  that  Company  ; 
of  whofe  Rights  and  Privileges  he  (Mr.  Haftings)  was  the  natural  Guar- 
dian and  Trultee. 

n. 

The  Circumftances  in  which  this  Arrangement  was  made,  have  next  at- 
trafted  the  Attention  of  Your  Committee. 

The  Governor  General  had  pubjifhed  Orders,  authorizing  a  Difobe- 
dienceto  the  Procefs  of  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  fupported  thefe  Orders  by 
a  Military  Force.  The  Chief  Juftice  perfevering  in  his  Claims,  iiTued 
Procefs  for  feizing  the  Officers,  who  afted  under  the  Direftions  of  the  Go- 
vernor General,  even  in  the  Camp;  and  Attempts  were  more  than  once 
made  to  put  this  Procefs  in  Execution. 

In  this  Situation,  the  Governor  General  applies  to  Parliament  for  his 
Indemnity,  on  account  of  a  Proceeeding,  in  itfelf  fo  highly  criminal,  and 
fo  extren-iely  dangerous  in  the  Example;  juitifying  himfelf  (as  it  might 
naturally  be  expefted)  on  the  abfolute  Neceifuy  of  the  Cafe  ;  owing  to 
the  violent  Spirit  of  the  Court,  their  fyftematic  Scheme  for  extending  Ju- 
rifdiflion,  and  the  dreadful  Confequences  which  might  arife  from  the  Dif- 
content  and  Defperation  of  the  Natives,  irritated  beyond  Patience  by  the 
intemperate  Proceedings,  in  which  the  Chief  Juftice  had  taken  fo  adlive  a 
Part.  In  Support  of  that  AiTertion,  together  with  many  other  Matters 
of  Charge,  he  tranfmits  Petitions  of  the  Natives,  heavily  complaining  of 
the  Condudt  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  Chief  juftice,  in  his  Letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  his  Part, 
complains  of  the  violent  Proceedings  of  the  Governor  General  and  Coun- 
cil ;  whom  he  charges  likewife  with  a  fyftematic  and  regular  Defign  of 
overturning  the  Authority  of  the  King's  Commiffion  ;  afferting,  that  the 
Charges  againft  himfelf  and  the  Court,  were  unfounded,  fo  far  as  thofe 
Charges  had  come  to  his  Knovvlege.  He  ftates  the  Petition  of  the  Natives, 
as  not  their  true  Senfe,  but  as  a  Reprefentation  obtained  from  them  in 
the  Manner  in  which  Petitions  for  fadious  Purpofes  are  obtained  in  Eng-. 
land  ;  but  with  this  DiiFtrence,  **  that  the  Petition  againft  the  Court  [the 
Supreme  Court]  was  obtained  under  the  Influence  ol  Terror." 
.  He  reprelens,  in  a  Letter  to  Lord  Weymouth,  26ih  March  1779? 
*'  that  Complaints,  without  being  examined ^  found  an  eafy  Admittance  on 
**  the  Confultarions  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council ;  they  hoped 
*'  the  would  form  a  Body  of /iccufation,  which  would  be  taken  for  Proof, 
*'  and  would  at  once  overwhelm  the  Court.  From  the  EJiabliJhment  to  the 
"  prefent  Periody  it  has  been  attacked  by  Charges  kept  profoundly  /ecret 
"  from  the  Judges."  In  his  Letter  of  the  2cth  of  March  1780,  he  Hates, 
*'  That  from  the  univer/al  Tenor  of,  the  Condudl  of  Governmsnt,  f»om  the 

*'  Jnxiefj 
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*'  Anxiety  with  vvnlch  Complaints  againft  the  Court  are  coHefled, 
*'  and  the  Secrecy  with  which  they  are  fcnt  to  England  ;  from  no  Appeal 
**  having  been  made  on  any  Quellion  of  -Jurifdidion,  and  no  Public  Pro- 
*'  fecution  carried  on  a2;ainlt  the  Minifters  of  Juftice,  it  appears  to  me 
*'  to  have  been  a  concerted  Plan,  to  enter  every  Reprefentation  to  the  Pre- 
"  JLidice  of  the  Court  or  its  Oif.ccr^,  Jilently  and  ex  parte  on  their  Records, 
"  and  not  to  let  the  Faifls,  which  they  contnin,  be  brought  to  a  Public 
"  Difcuffion,  either  here  nr  at  Home;  by  which  they  hope  that  to  prevail 
**  unexamined,  by  its  Weight,  as  an  heavy  Body  of  Accufation,  which 
**  might  be  liable,  on  Examination,  to  be  refuted  and  faljified.'^ 

This  Want  of  Communication  of  Charges  had  been  Irequentlv  urged 
sgainft  any,  even  againll  a  merely  remedial.  Proceeding  in  Parliament, 
by  which  the  Charat^er  of  the  Chief  Juftice  might  be  remotely  and  by 
Inference  affected. 

Although  the  Want  of  Communication  did  not  appear  to  Your  Com- 
mittee a  (ufficient  Reafon  againft  providing  a  Remedy  by  Regulation,  for 
a  proved  Grievance,  it  always  did  appear  to  them  highly  blamcnble  in 
the  Governor  General  and  Council,  not  to  have  made  a  regular  Communi- 
cation of  their  Complaints  to  the  Judges;  which  in  this  lall  Inftance  we 
do  not  find  to  have  been  done.  The  Britifh  Inhabitants  pleaded  Fear  of  the 
Refentment  of  the  Court,  and  as  it  fliould  fee.it,  not  wholly  without  Rea- 
fon. But  iheic  was  no  Reafon  for  fuch  Approhenfion  on  the  Part  of  the 
Governor  General  and  the  Board,  armed  as  they  were  with  all  the  Powers 
of  the  State,  and  difpofed  to  ufe  thele  Powers  in  their  fuDeft  Extent. 

Under  thefe  fo  heavy  rccriprocal  Accufation^  the  Parties  were  in  thelaft 
Seffions  brought  before  a  Con'miaee  of  thi'^  Houf--.  On  the  Revival  of 
the  Enqniry  in  the  prefent  Seffion,  the  Conduft  of  the  Perfons  making 
thefe  Accufations,  became  an  early  Objedt  of  Attention  to  Your  Com- 
mittee. Mr,  Shakefpeare,  Chief  of  Dacca,  was  examined.  His  Evi- 
dence implies,  that  the  Governor  General  and  Chief  Juftice  had  for  fome 
Time  forborne  their  miituii!  Vifits,  but  about  the  Time  of  the  Arrange- 
ment for  the  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulut,  they  were  reconciled. — Major 
Scott,  Private  Secretary,  Aid  duCamp,  and  Agent  to  Mr.  Haliings,  was 
alfo  examined.  He  is  more  full  and  direft,  as  he  is  by  his  Situation  bet- 
ter qualified  to  fpeak  to  the  Habits  of  the  Fartier.  He  informs  Your 
Committee,  that  during  the  whole  Time  of  fo  violent  a  Conted,  and  whea 
Accufations  of  the  mofl  atrocious  Kind  were  made  againft  the  Chief  Judice, 
without  Communication,  he  and  his  Accufer  lived  in  an  unbroken  Jnter- 
c.urfe,  and  on  Terms  of  Intimacy  and  Friendfhip. 

The  Conduft  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  in  collefling;, 
countenancing,  and  tranfmitting  Charge?  agninft  the  Court,  which  ap- 
pears fo  blameable  to  impartial  Judges  in  England,  was  confidered  (as 
might  beexpefled)  in  the  very  worft  Light  by  the  Chief  Juftice.  For  fo 
early  as  Auguft  177!?,  fpeaking  of  himfelf  and  his  Brethren,  he  fays, 
*'  We  cannot  but  confider  anv  Secret  Animadverfions  on  our  Condud, 
"  as  an  indire<fl,  and  confequcntly  an  illegal.  Interference  with  our  Autho- 
**  x'lty,  tending  to  ixieaken  the  Independency,  without  which  it  is  impoJpMe  to 
**  adminifter  impartial  Juftice."  His  Opinion  of  the  Necefiity  of  his  /«- 
dependence  towards  his  performing  the  Duties  of  his  Office,  is  certainly 
juft ;  and  his  Concern  for  whatever  might  leem  even  indireSily  to  tend  to 
weaken  it,  is,  without  Doubt,  highly  commendable.     His  Indignation 

againft 
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apainft  a!I  Secret  Accufations,  is  natural  and  becoming;  he  appears  a 
Man  of  the  quickeft  Senfibility  to  finifter  Imputations,  though  not  fuch  as 
he  thinks  will  afFeft  him  befote  any  competent  Authority  ;  for  in  his  Let- 
ter of  20th  January  1776,  •*  He  calls  on  the  Humanity  of  the  Secretary  of 
««  State  to  excufe  him,  labouring  as  he  is,  under  the  moft  agonizing  Ap- 
*«  prehenfions  thatyo;ra^  Parf  ot  the  foul  Imputation  on  his  Lharadler  will 
*'  gain  Credit  among  the  Multitude"  whom  he  Hates  to  be  too  apt  to  give 
ear  to  Cwlamny.  Under  the  frelh  Sorenefs  of  fuch  Feelings,  and  under 
fuch  heavy  Charges,  not  made  to  the  Multitude,  but  to  Parliament,  he  takes 
an  Office  of  Profit  under  the  Authority,  and  tenable  at  the  Pleafure  of  the 
very  Board,  compofed  of  the  very  identical  Perfons  who  had  tranfmitted 
acainft  him  Accufations  (v/hich  if  innocent,  he  mu!l  fuppofe  to  be  ill- 
erounded),  and  which  by  not  being  communicated,  he  muft  confider  as  un- 
fair, if  not  treacherous,  and  deferving  of  all  the  Epiihecb  which  he  had  for- 
merlv  given  to  "  Secret  Animadverfion." 

It  is  remarkable,  that  whether  he  always  continued  in  Friendlhip  with 
Mr.  Haftings,  as  Major  Scott  affirms,  or  was  reconciled  after  a  Coolnefs, 
as  Mr.  Shakelpeare  fuppofes,  that  neither  in  the  continued  or  on  the  re- 
newed Friendfnip,  any  Stipulation  with  the  Governor  General  appears  to 
have  been  made  by  the  Chief  Jullice,  for  furnidiing  him  or  his  Brethren 
with  the  Materials  for  a  Defence  tooppofe  to  the  uncommunicated  Charges 
laid  before  Parliament  againft  them,  and  againft  himfelf;  nor  did  Your 
Committee  hnd  that  any  fuither  Complaint  of  Want  of  Communication 
has  been  made  againft  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  nor  any  full 
Elucidation  of  the  Matters  in  Difpute  been  fent,  though  Opportunities 
have  occurred. 

Another  Circumftance  is  remarkable  in  this  Tranfadion,  and  may  lead 
to  a  Difcovery  of  the  Senfe  which  the  Parties  themflves  entertained  of  it. 
In  the  Year  1772,  the  prefent  Governor  General,  with  the  then  Council, 
had  formed  a  Syftem  of  Provincial  Courts;  in  which,  as  has  been  already 
obferved,  the  Cojrt  of  Sudder  Adaulut  is  the  Chief.  What  Opinion  the 
Governor  General  cntcitained  of  the  Legality  of  this  Inflitution,  wili  ap- 
pear from  his  own  Minute,  with  regard  to  their  "  very  Right  of  ading." 
He  affirms,  that  "  their  Powers  are  only  implied  ;"  and  that  Implication 
only  "on  a  Conjlru^icn  oi  zn  Ad  of  Pailianient ;"  and  that  Conftrudion 
•'  doubtful,'''  and  not  only  doubtful,  but  doubtful  in  the  Extreme,  '^  mery 
*'  doubtful,^"  which  is  fubftaniially  the  fame  Thing,  as  in  his  Opinion  hav- 
ing little  or  no  legal  Authority. 

If  this  was  his  Opinion  of  the  lower,  it  mnft  alfo,  and  for  much 
ftronger  Reafcn,  be  his  Opiu'Cn  of  the  higher  Parts  of  the  fame  Syftem 

:for  it   would   be    abfurd    to    fuppofe    a   lawful   Court   of   Apptal 

from  Courts,  which  in  themfelvcs  a^e  fundamentally  illegal. 

This  being  the  Governor  General's  Idea  of  the  conftrudtive  and  doubt- 
ful Nature  of  the  original  Jnllitution,  the  giving  it,  by  a  further  Conftruc- 
tion,  a  far  larger  Degree  of  Authority,  muft  have  appeared  an  AfTumption 
of  Power  (if  pflibie)  fliil  more  doubtful ;  and  in  that  Cafe,  it  behoved 
the  Governo--  General  not  to  have  made  fuch  Difpofitions,  until  both 
the  firft  ajtd  laft  Doubts  were  removed  by  an  Authority  that  could  not  be 
dubious. 

But  Your  Committcie  find,  That  no  public  Means  of  any  Sort,  either 
on  the  Part  of  Mr.  Haftings,  or  on  the  Part  of  the  Chief  Juftice,  were 
tsken  to  remove  thofe  Doubts,  furpofing  the  Meafuie  of  fuch  Urgency 
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as  to  require  its  Accomplifhment  before  Rccourfc  could  be  had  to  Great 
Brit.lin,  which  Your  Committee  conceive  it  was  not.  In  a  Bnfinels  of  this 
Moment,  which,  it  any  Thing  criild  be  fo,  was,  by  Eminence,  a  Matter 
of  Law,  fot  the  firji  Time,  no  Law  Opinions  weie  taken  on  either  Side. 
During  the  preceding  Contells  with  the  tiupreme  Court,  the  Council 
Koard  had  been  all  alonij  aided  by  the  Opinion  of  the  Advocate  General, 
thourh  the  Members  were  then  entirely  unanimous.  On  feveral  former 
Occafions  they  had  even  applied  to  the  Advice  of  ihe  Judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  thonj^h  the  Matters  were  not  more  interefling,  nor  more  in- 
volved in  1'  gal  Difficulties. 

The  Chief  JulHce,  on  his  Part,  had  been  in  the  Pradice  of  availing  hjm- 
felf  of  the  Affiltance  of  his  Breihren  of  the  Bench.  Here,  for  the  firft 
Time,  the  Communication  between  them  was  cut  off.  No  Appli- 
cation was  made  by  the  Chief  Juflice  to  his  Affociaces  in  the  King's 
Comminion. 

This  Law  Arrangement,  thus  made  without  any  Law  Reference,  is  the 
more  flriking,  as,  inilead  of  the  former  Unanimity,  t!ie  gieateft  and 
ftronjjeil  Difference  of  Opinion  had  prevailed  on  this  Point.  It  appears, 
that  the  Council  were  equally  divided  in  Number,'and  the  Qaeftion  was 
carried  only  by  the  Governor  General's  cafiing  Vote.  In  this  Diffention,  no 
Application  was  made  to  the  old  Law  Refort,  though  the  Governor  General 
had,  a  very  little  Time  before,  concurred  in,  if  not  been  the  Propofer  of, 
a  Grant  of  a  Salary  of  Three  Thoufand  Pounds  a  Year,  in  Addition 
to  the  former  Salary,  which  was  of  the  fame  Amount,  to  the  Advocate  Ge- 
neral for  his  Aflirtance  in  Matters  of  Law. 

The  Governor  General,  independently  of  his  legal  Difficulty,  had  no 
Doubt  that  this  Meafure  would  fubjeft  him  to  much  Obloquy.  The 
Chief  Juliice  mull  be  prefumed  to  know  that  he  Ihould  neceflkrily  be  in-' 
volved  in  the  fame  Cenfure'.  Jt  alio  appears  in  Evidence,  that  the  Ar- 
ragement  was,  in  Fafl,  odious  to  the  Eritifh  Inhabitants  in  general ;  and 
the  Witnefles  are  of  Opinion,  that  it  muft  have  proved  difpleafing  to  the 
Junior  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

No  Way  appears  of  accounting  for  this  unprecedented  Omiffion  on  both 
Sides,  but  this  ;  that  the  Parties  were  well  convinced  that  their  Doubts  of 
the  Legality  of  the  Appointment  (>A/hich  they  had  determined  to  carry 
into  Execution,  notwithftanding  the  official  OppcCtion  and  the  Public 
Odium)  were  more  likely  to  be  confirmed  than  removed  by  any  Reference 
they  could  make, 

iir. 

The  Grounds  of  Expedience  on  which  this  Court  has  been  juftified,  are 
dated  at  large  by  Mr.  Hallings,  in  the  Papers  called  "  Confuhations  of 
the  2cth  oi  September  1780,"  which  are  anfwered  in  other  Papers  by 
Mr.  VVheler  and  Mr.  Francis.  Your  Committee  refer  to  thefe  Papers  ia 
their  Appendix,  No.  4.  obferving,  that  the  Objedlions  made  to  this  Ap- 
pointment appear  folids  and  that  they  have  received  no  Anfwer  in  any 
Minute  of  Mr.  Haflings,  nor  in  any  Writing  produced  to  this  Commit- 
roittce  ;  nor  has  Mr.  vScott,  Apent  to  the  Governor  General,  verbally 
given  any  Solution  to  their  Difficulties.  Mr.  Haftings  is  faid,  by  himfelf 
and  by  Major  Scott,  to  depend  upon  his  good  Ititcntions,  and  the  Benefits  to 
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arife  to  the  Company ;  which  is  an  unfatisfaflory  and  improper  Mode  of 
Defence,  when  Objedions  10  the  Condud  of  a  Perfon  in  Authority  are 
Specific. 

In: Addition  to  thefe  unanfwered  Objed^ions,  Your  Committee  obferve, 
that  the  Two  principal  Caufes  aiTigned  for  the  Arrangement  by  Mr.  Haft- 
ings,  through  his  Minute  and  his  Agent,  are,  Firil,  The  Harmony  which 
is  to  prevail  "oetwcen  the  executive  and  judicial  Powers  ;  and  Second,  The 
preventing  of  Suits  before  the  Supreme  Court  againit  the  Company,  or  a- 
gainll  thofe,  whom  it  may  be  thought  iic  to  fuppoit  at  the  Company's  Ex- 
pence. 

To  accomplifli  a  contingent  Saving,  a  certain  Expence  is  incurred  of 
Eight  thouland  Pounds  a  Year,  befides  ihe  Expences  of  the  ERablilhment, 
which  are  in  all  Probability  very  large.  The  additional  Salary  voted  to 
the  Ccmpan>'s  Advocate  General,  in  Confideration  of  his  Advice  and 
Afliftance  in  Suits  (Suits  in  this  Arrangement  fuppofed  to  be  prevenied  in 
future)  amount  to  Three  thoufand  Pounds  annually.  And  Experience  has 
abundantly  iliewn,  that  the  Charges  of  Indian  Elbbljfhments  have  never 
been  permitted  to  remain  long  on  the  Expence  limited  by  their  original 
Inftitution.  It  is  notftatcd  what  Fees  of  Office  are  or  are  not  permitted  to 
be  taken,  either  by  the  Judge,  or  any  inferior  Officer,  or  by  Praftitioners 
in  the  Court.  Such  Fees  are  virtual  Charges  on  the  Revenue;  and  this 
Point  ought  to  have  been  clearly  fettled  before  the  Salaries  were  appointed. 
The  Propriety  of  the  Quantum  allotted  to  each  Office,  mull  depend 
on  tbe  other  Emoluments  which  each  Officer  is  allowed  to  po/Teis. 

Neither  is  it  at  all  clearly  dated  in  what  Manner  any  Saving  can  accrue, 
as  the  Supreme  Court  retains  all  its  Claims;  and  a  new  Court  is  added, 
in  which  it  doe?  not  appear,  that  Suits  may  not  be  commenced  wherein 
the  Company  may  be  as  much  obliged  to  defend  their  Officers,  as  in  any 
which  have  been  commenced,  or  may  be  commenced  hereafter,  in  the 
Supreme  Court, 

With  regard  to  the  Second  Gound  of  Expediency,  namely.  The  Har- 
mony between  the  Civil  Adminirtration  and  the  Supreme  Judicature,  it  is 
to  be  obferved,  that  towards  reconciling  the  Differences  between  them, 
neither  of  the  Parties  feem  to  have  abandoned  any  Part  of  their  Claims. 
Mr,  Haftings  had  contended,  that  if  the  Claims  of  the  Supreme  Court 
iliould  prevail,  the  Government  of  the  Country  would  be  embarraffed,  the 
Revenue  deHroyed,  and  the  Natives  opprefled.  On  the  other  Hand,  the 
Chief  Juftice  maintained  the  Rights  claimed  by  that  Court,  as  of  abfolute 
and  inaifpenfabie  Neceffity  towards  obtaining  its  End  in  the  Protedtion  of 
the  Natives.  The  Idea  of  eftablifhing  Peace,  upon  the  Grour^l  of  ad- 
verfe  Claims  thus  fundamentally  differing  upon  Principle,  and  which  no- 
thing even  ■appear  to  reconcile  but  the  lucrative  Office  given  to  the  Chief 
Jullice,  can  be  triaintained  but  upon  Suppofitions  highly  difhonour- 
able  to  th-e  Public  Juilice,  and  to  the  executive  Adminiltration  of 
Bengal. 

It  is  indeed  obfervable,  that  the  whole  Scheme  of  Reafoning,  by  Mr. 
Haftingf,  proceeds  upon  a  Suppofition,  that  in  Subflance  and  Effeft,  the 
Chief  Juilice  was  the  whole  Court.  As  Mr.  Haflings  well  knows  the  State 
of  the  Country,  and  of  that  Coutt  of  Juftice,  the  Ground  of  the  Reafon- 
ing cannot  be  wholly  flighted,  as  it  determines  much  concerning  the  Effeft 

cf 
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of  the  new  Appointment  on  the  Welfare  of  the  Native  Inhabitants,  as 
well  as  on  the  Utility  of  the  Judicature  eftablifhcd  under  the  Royal 
Charter, 

The  State  of  Bengal  under  the  Two  Courts,  namely  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  the  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulut,  cr,n(l:ituted  and  filled  as  they 
row  Ere,  is  conceived  to  be  this  :  In  the  Court  of  Suddcr  Adaulut,  the 
Natives,  and  2  f^rent  Part  of  the  Company's  Strvants  are  fubjeifled  to  the 
Difcretion  of  Sir  E'ijnh  Impey.  No  Place  is  left  in  which  to  fjuedion 
the  Extent  or  the  Excrcile  of  his  Power  in  ihe  Sudder  Adaulur,  but  the 
S'lpreme  Court.  But  in  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Complainant  finds  the 
Perlon  againfl;  wlioni  he  complains,  fntiig  as  the  prefiding  Judge,  One 
and  the  fame  Man  in  his  own  Perfon  poflcites,  and  in  EfFeft  blocks  up,  all 
the  Avenues  tojullice. 

Againfl:  the  Subjefl,  and  againfl:  the  inferior  Magiflrate,  this  twofold 
Authority  is  boundlefs  and  formidable ;  againlt  the  Perrons,  mofl:  capable 
from  their  Situation  of  caufing  and  countenancing  Abufe,  it  is  feeble  and 
precarious  at  the  beft:  ;  and,  in  truth,  more  likely  to  become  the  Inftru- 
ment  than  the  Controul  of  their  Defigns.  By  the  Dependency  of  one 
Tribunal,  both  are  rendered  dependent ;  both  are  vitiated.  So  far  as  a 
Place  of  great  Power,  Irfluence,  and  Patronage,  with  near  Eight  thou- 
fand  Pounds  a  Year  of  Emoluments,  held  at  the  Pleafure  of  the 
Giver,  can  be  fuppofed  to  operate  on  Gratitude,  Interefl,  and  Fear,  the 
Power  of  the  Governor  General  over  the  whole  royal  and  municipal 
Juflice  in  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  Ori/Ta,  is  as  ablolute  and  uncontrollable, 
as  both  thole  Branches  of  Juftice  are  over  the  whole  K.ingdom  of 
Bengal. 

In  that  Situation  the  Governor  General  is  enabled  to  do  Things  under 
the  Name  and  Appearance  of  a  legal  Court,  which  he  would  not  prefume 
to  do  in  his  own  Perfon.  The  refradory  to  his  Will  may  appear  as 
Vidtims  to  the  Law  ;  and  favoured  Delinquency  may  not  appear  as  protefted 
by  the  Hand  of  Power,  but  cleared  by  the  Decifion  of  a  competent  Judge, 
Other  Eftablilliments  have  had  fair  and  plaufible  Beginnings,  and  have 
afterwards  degenerated.  But  this  fets  out  abufively  in  its  fundamental  Prin- 
ciple. And  from  what  has  alrcadv'  appeared  to  Your  Committee,  this 
Arrangement  may  be  only  preliminary  to  great  and  critical  Changes  ;  un- 
dertaken, if  not  by  this  Time  executed,  on  the  whole  Ellabhfliment  of  Ben- 
gal ;  to  the  ElFei>  of  which  Defign,  the  Acquiekence  or  Impotence  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  the  Subfervience  of  the  new  Inltitution,  may  be  ef- 
fesitial. 

IV. 

The  Fourth  General  Head  under  which  this  Arrangement  ha>  been 
examined  by  Your  Committee,  is  the  legal  Authority  upon  which  it  is 
fuppofed  to  be  made. 

You:  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  that  no  one  Object  requires  the  vi- 
gilant Attention  ol  Pdrliament,  more  than  the  Power  excrcifid  of  mak- 
ing new  Courts  of  Juilicein  Jndi-.  The  Power  by  which  new  Courts  of 
Law  are  made,  is  cf  the  higheft  Form  of  Authority,  and  in  its  Nature, 
Legiflative.  But  if  tliefe  Courts  are  without  Jury,  where  the  Law  and  the 
Fad  are  in  the  r,me  Hand  ;  if  they  are  without  Appeal,  where  there  is  no 
Refort  againfl  Precipitancy,  Error,  or  C'jrruption  ;  if  they  are  in  a  fingle 
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PerfoD,  where  they  are  without  Check  -or  Affiftance  from  co-ordinate 
Rank,  or  equal  Underftanding  ;  if  they  are  not  limited  in  the  Quantity  of 
Property  to  which  they  (hall  be  competent,  but  m'i/  decide  in  the  greatell 
Inir-r'=fts;  the  more  dangerous  it  is  to  put  the  Power  of  conferring  fuch 
Aii:hority  into  fubordinate  H;inds.  Thefe  Confiderations,  wh  ch  apply 
with  Weight  in  all  Cafes,  apply  with  far  greater  to  Courts  of  jul^ice  ii^^^ 
a  Country  fo  dillant  as  India  ;  and  where  Religion  and  Manners  double 
the  Diftance.  But  fo  long  as  the  Exercife  of  this  Power  is  permitted  in 
the  preierit  Hands,  the  gieatefl  Care  ought  to  be  ufed,  that  the  Authority 
under  which  new  Courts  are  ellablifned,  be  clearly  known,  and  clear- 
ly legal ;  and  that  the  Powers  given  to  them,  be  as  dtfiniie  as 
poflible. 

Mr.  Hafiings  has  not  dated  upon  what  Claufe  of  the  A61  (fuppofed  the 
AiX  of  1773)  he  made  the  very  doubtful  Coniliudliun,  by  which  he  im- 
plied bis  Power  of  creating  a  Syileni  of  Courts  of  Judicatuie,  of  which 
the  Sudder  Adauhic  is  Part,  if  the  Authority  under  that  Ciaufe  (when^ 
ever  that  Claufe  is  certainly  known)  fli^ill  be  found  iniirm,  the  whole 
Superftrudliue  fails.  But  upon  whatever  Principle  of  Legality  the  Court 
ftood  in  its  firft  Inflitution,  it  is  by  no  Means  dear,  that  in  the  prefent 
Cafe  tht'j^e  Principles  are  at  all  applicable,  its  Powers  are  diffeieut  ;  the 
Number  of  fudges  is  difFeient;  the  Defcription  from  v.hich  the  Judge  is 
taken  is  d.-lrtrcnt. 

It  would  be  highly  abfurd  in  Reafoning,  and  h'ghly  dangerous  in  Prac- 
tice, to  admit.  That  becaufe  a  Court  was  continued  under  the  fame 
Appellation,  though  a  total  Qhange  in  its  SyAem  had  taken  place,  it  might 
ilill  be  jufliiied  upon  the  Legality  of  its  firli:  Appointment.  If  this  Prin- 
ciple could  be  fupporled,  the  adtnitting  a  fuboroinaie  Legiflature  (for  fuch 
the  Governor  ai.d  Council  i^,  if  it  beany  Legiflature  at  ali)  to  make  any 
one  valid  Regulation,  would  involve  in  it  the  Means  of  turaing  that  One 
into  any  Regulation  vvhatibe\er;  by  which  Means  the  Contioul  of  thefuper- 
jr^tending  Power,  neceiiary  to  rellrain  the  Makers  of  Bye  Laws  within  due 
Bounds,  would  he  rendered  totally  nugatory. 

That  the  Ccuit  of  Sudder  Adaulutis  diffeient  from  the  former  Court  of 
the  fame  Name,  and  therefore  for  (a  miu;h  a  ne-iv  Court,  is  evident  from 
Mr.  Hauings's  Defcription  of  it  in  his  Minute. 

ifi.  Becaufe  the  oiiginal  Court  ought  10  have  been  a  Court  o^ Appeals, 
By  this  it  mulljie  underilood  to  be  a  Court  of  Appeals  only.  For  no  new 
Coutt  can  have  any  Jurifdiftion,  but  what  it  derives  ffom  the  Words  ia 
its  Coniiitution  conveying  lunfdidion.  But  no  Words,  giving  any  other 
or  further  i'owers  than  thofe  of  Appeals,  are  found  in  the  original  Ap- 
pointment; and  therefore  no  fuch  Powers  as  thofe  contained  in  the  Mi- 
nute by  Mr.  HaPiings,  can  be  valid  under  that  Conftitution. 

An  Attempt  to  introduce  a  ne-uo  Court,  under  the  Pretence  of  filling 
Tip  a  judicial  Office  in  an  old  one,  is  an  Adion  highly  reprehenfible.— 
Even  tuppofing  the  Power  of  making  a  new  Court  to  be  clearly  compe- 
tent X.0  the  Parties  chiming  it,  yet  this  oblique  Manner  of  exercifing  their 
Powers,  is  exrrjmely  faultv,  as  it  tends  to  conceal  from  the  fupeiintend- 
ing  Authoiiiy  the  true  Nature  and  Extent  of  their  A6i,  and  as  it  prevents 
their  confidering  it  wiih  that  Attention  with  which  an  Inifitution  ixiiih 
nt'w  Poivers  is  examined,  v;hen  they  are  ftated  as  new,  and  are  not  fup- 
pokd  to  be  involved  io  the  ConilruC^ion  of  fuvh  as  have  been  long  aU 
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lowed.     Had  the  Ad  been  proper,  the  Manner  of  doing  it  is  calculated 
to  deceive. 

2d.  The  Difference  between  the  Number  of  Judges  in  the  old  and 
new  Court,  is  nKUerial.  The  Old  might  have  confifted  (if  the  Mem- 
bers fnould  choole  to  attend)  of  the  whole  Council,  who  amount  to 
Five  ;  at  the  Time  of  the  original  InRitution  it  mi^ht  have  confilted 
of  Twelve;  it  could  not  have  acted  with  fewer  than  Th-ee  of  that 
Council.     I'his  Court  is  in  2i  Jingle  Perfon. 

3d.  But  if  that  Court  were  not  otherwife  new,  the  total  Alteration 
of  (he  poliiical  Character  and  corporate  Defcription  of  the  Judge,  changes 
its  Conftituiion.  The  original  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulut  had  for  its 
Judges,  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  in  l\\&\r  public  and  corporate 
Capacity  ;  they  are  Servants  of  the  Company.  The  prefent  Conllitution 
fuperlcdes  that  corporate  Body,  and  fubibtutes  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  Chief 
Jurtice  of  the  Supicme  Court,  who  is  a  Servant  of  the  Crcwn.  In  all 
thefe  refpefts  (lettinj*  nfi.le  the  Confideration  of  the  Salary,  which  is  new, 
and  the  attendant  Elbbliihment,  which  are  referved  for  another  Place) 
the  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulut  appears  to  Your  Committee  to  be,  in  Effett 
and  (ubllantially,  a  New  Court, 

Your  Committee  does  not  deem  it  expedient,  at  the  prefent  Time,  to 
report  any  decided  Opinion  on  the  abiolute  Leg;ility  or  Illegality  of  the 
original  Inllitution  of  that  Syltem  of  Courts  of  which  the  Court  of  Sud- 
der Adaulut  makes  a  Part.  They  conceive,  that  the  Authorities  under 
which,  and  the  Capacities  in  which,  Britiih  Subjedls  have  exercifed 
Authority  in  India,  have  bten  various  at  different  Times,  and  not  very 
eafily  rcconcileable  with  each  other  at  any  Time  ;  that  their  legal  Powers 
have  in  no  Cafe  beeh  accurately  ci^Hned  ;  and  that  their  Proceedings  have 
not  been  infpjded  and  controulcd  with  a  pioper  Degree  of  Vigilance  by 
any  Superintciidency  in  this  Kingdom.'  Therefore,  for  the  Sake  of  con- 
demning an  A.rrangement  (which  they  conceive,  for  the  above  Reafons, 
to  be  tieav,  and  which,  on  Grounds  of  Laws  lately  paffed,  as  well  as 
upon  thecle-ireft  prudential  and  political  Grounds,  there  may  be  found 
more  than  i'ufhcient  Caufe  to  annul),  it  might  perhaps  be  in  fome  Degree 
dangerous  to  make  a  Declaration,  which,  by  neceffary  Inference,  might 
tend  to  fhake  the  Validity  of  thofc  Foundations,  on  which  the  whole  Ad- 
miniltraiion  of  the  Country  actually  reils,  until  Parliament  has  coUefted 
fufncient  Materials  for  making  clear  and  delinitive  Provifions  upon  that 
di'licate  Subjed. 

But  )our  Committee  finding  that  the  regulating  Aft  of  the  13th  of  His 
prefent  Majefly,  Ch.  6t,,  feems  to  be  rcibrted  to  by  the  Governor  Gene- 
ra', as  luinilhing  the  Authority  on  which  the  Syllem  of  Courts  in  1772 
(of  which  the  Coorc  (if  Sudder  Adaulut  is  a  Member)  have  been  created  j 
they  have  perufed  that  Ad,  and  attentively  compared  it  with  the  late 
Proceedings  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council.  Il  is  not  indeed  per- 
fodiy  c'icar  to  what  Ad  he  refers.  But  it  is  prelunied  to  be  this.  The 
Kcgulation  ellablilbing  the  Provirciai  Couru,  was  made  previous  to  the 
paiiingof  the  At\  of  1773,  and  l.c  moll  (if  he  refers  to  this  Ad  in  Juf- 
tification  of  that  Eitablilhmenr)  ijppofe  it  in  fome  Way,  rather  to  be  rati- 
fed  by  the  Statute,  than  made  under  its  Authority.  Without  examining 
therefore,  under  what  other  legal  Authority  the  Eftabliihment  is  or  may 
be  fupported,  Your  Cotiunit:ee  think  it  proper  thus  early  in  the  Seffion,  to 
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lay  before  the  Houfe,  their  Obfervations  on  the  Powers  given,  or  fuppofed 
to  be  given,  by  the  Statute  of  the  13th  of  the  King,  Ch.  63.  that  the 
Houfe  may  be  enabled  to  difcover  whether  the  Powers  given  thereby, 
have  been  exercifed  according  to  the  Direflions  by  which  they  are  ac- 
companied ;  and  by  a  Review  of  the  Powers  themfelves,  may  be  the  bet- 
ter enabled  to  judge  what  Alteration,  Explanation  or  Amendment,  may 
be  neceffary  to  the  Aft  itfelf. 

In  this  Aft,  Your  Committee  find  two  principal  Claufes,  giving  Power 
to  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  namely,  the  36th  and  the  7th  Sec- 
tions. Under  thefe  Two  alone  (as  Your  Committee  apprehend)  any 
Foundation  for  a  legiflative  Authority  can  be  found  in  that  Aft. 

Your  Conrimittee  find,  that  in  the  36th,  there  are  Words  conveying 
fubordinate  local  legiflative  Powers,  to  make  Bye  Laws,  with  certain  Re- 
ftrifticns  and  Limitations,  wz.  "  to  make  and  iflue  Rules,  Ordinance}, 
*'  and  Regulations,  for  the  good  Order  and  Civil  Governnnerit  of  the 
*'  Company's  Settlements  at  Fort  William,  and  other  Faiiories  and  Places 
*'  fubordinate,  or  to  be  fubordinate  thereto  ;  provided  they  are  juft  and 
*•  reafonable,  and  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  of  England." 

Thefe  are  nearly  the  Terms  and  the  Reftriftions  wrth  which  the  Power 
of  making  Bye-Laws,  is  granted  to  Bodies  Politic.  As  to  the  Extent  of 
this  legiflative  Competence  ;  if  this  Part  of  the  Aft  is  fuppofed  to  be  as 
oer.eral  as  the  Words,  '*  Places  fubordinate  are  to  be  fuhcrdinate,"  VJOaXd. 
imply,  it  feems  to  be  a  Power  iufficiet)t  for  the  Purpofe,  as  it  extends  to 
make  Ordinances  to  bind  the  whole  Kingdoms  of  Bengal,  Bahar,  and 
OrilTa ;  it  therefore  may  extend  to  the  Power  of  making  even  a  new 
Court.  Whether  the  new  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulnt  is  made  upon  a 
Conftruftion  of  this  Sefticn,  is  unknown,  as  the  Governor  General's 
Minutes  refer  to  no  Part  of  the  Aft  fpecihcally,  nor  indeed  in  a  very  dif- 
tinft  Manner  to  ihe  particular  Aft. 

Your  Committee  are  given  to  underfland,  that  the  Power  given  in  this 
Seftion  has  been  held  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  is  commonly  fuppofed 
in  L'dia,  only  to  relate  to  certain  minute  Regulations  of  the  Police,  with 
regard  to  Calcutta  and  fome  other  Faftories.  li  this  fhould  be  confidered 
ss  the  Senfeof  Parliament  in  making  the  Claufe,  or  if  it  fhould  be  thought 
advifeabje  in  future,  to  confine  this  Power  within  thefe  Bi'unds,  it  is  con- 
ceived that  it  will  be  neceffary  to  employ  much  more  detCMTiinate  Words 
fcr  that  Purpofe,  as  the  Words  of  the  Aft,  as  they  now  Hand,  f  em  to 
rcnvey  a  much  larg^-r  Authority.  Bscaufe,  if  by  the  Words  fubordinate 
Fatloriest  tbofe  fmall  Pieces  of  Ground  inclofed  by  flight  Fortifications, 
which  were  icrmeily  held  under  very  fcanry  Grants  of  the  Indian  Piinces, 
be  underrtood,  few  of  them  are  at  all  exilting  in  this  ancient  itate;  and 
the  Application  of  Ordinances  and  Regulations  for  the  good  Order  of 
Civil  Governrrent  of  ihofe  Places,  feveral  of  which  aie  little  more  than 
private  Dwellings  or  Warehoulef,  would  be  unworthy  of  the  Gravity  of  a 
Law,  Qr  cf  a  judicial  Conltruftion.  if  FaHories  be  taken  in  a  larger  Senfe, 
and  extend  to  all  the  Pbces  in  which  the  Company  has  Faiiors,  that  if. 
Agents  to  buy  aid  reil,  it  comprehends  feveral  great  Cities,  and  their  ad- 
jacent Didrifts ;  and  indeed,  in  one  Way  or  other,  almoft,  if  not  altoge- 
ther, the  whole  Kingdoms  of  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  Orifl^t,  excepting  in 
\vh2t  relates  to  Calcutta.     The  Competence  given  in  the  Words,  '•  Forts, 
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*'  Faflories,  and  Places  fuboidinate,  or  to  be  fubordinate  to,"  either  means 
this,  or  it  means  nothing. 

This  Senfe  gives  a  large  Sc"pe  to  rhe  Legidative  Competence  of 
the  Council ;  but  it  is  utterly  inconfiltent  with  the  Opinion  that 
prevails,  ot  its  being  confined  to  the  Enclofure  of  what  wasformerly  called 
a  Fadory. 

It  is  not  impofTible,  in  the  unformed  State  in  which  the  Britifh  Autho- 
rity Hood  in  Bengal  at  the  Time  when  this  Aft  was  under  Confideration, 
and  during  the  Difpntes  with  the  Company  whicli  then  fubfilted,  that  Par- 
liament, on  one  Hand,  w^as  unwilling  to  leave  the  Council  wholly  without 
regulatn:;  Powers ;  and  on  the  other,  chofe  to  ufe  the  old  Language  of 
Afls  of  Pdrl'amcnt,  concerning  the  PofTeflionsof  the  Company,  wnich  were 
generally  in  A£ts  and  Charters  defcribed  by  the  Names  ox  Forts  and  Fac- 
tories, before  the  Acquifition  of  fuch  large  territorial  PolTeffions  as  have 
been  la;ely  acquired.  Parliament  was  probably  deiirous  to  avoid  any 
Thing  v^hch  might  lead  to  an  Acknovsledgment  of  a  full  Right  in  the 
Company  to  thofe  Pofli  flions  at  large.  They  were  alfo  not  dilpofed  to 
make  any  clear  Declaration  of  what  might  amount,  on  the  Pjrt  either  of 
the  Crown  or  of  the  Company,  to  a  direct  and  avowed  Superfeding  of  the 
ancient  Country  Powers  and  Authorities.  This  doubtful  State  of  Things 
produced  an  Ambiguity,  vifible  in  other  inilances  as  well  as  in  this;  and 
which,  in  this  Inflance,  it  will  be  certainly  advifeable  to  remove,  by  Pro- 
vifions  more  explicit  in  a  new  Statute. 

If  the  Formation  of  the  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulut  for  Sir  Elijah  Impey, 
was  made  in  virtue  of  any  Authority  derived  from  this  Sedion  of  the  Adl 
of  1773,  Your  Committee  ohferve,  that  the  Dircftions  of  that  Aft  nccef- 
Uxy  to  give  Validity  to  the  Ordinances  ot  the  Council,  have  been  obferved 
in  no  one  Particular. 

The  Aft  provides,  Firft,  That  the  Ordinance,  Regulation,  &c.  (hall 
not  be  valid,  until  it  is  ''  duly  regilrered  and  publiflied  in  the  Supreme 
*'  Court,  and  with  the  Con/ent  and  approbation  of  the  fame."  Second- 
ly, That  fuch  Ordinance,  Regulation,  &c.  '*  fhall  be  openly  publifhed,  and 
•'  a  Copy  of  it  affixed  in  lome  open  and  confpicuous  Part  of  the  Court, 
*'  where  the  Supreme  Court  is  held."  Thirdly,  The  Aft  provides  an 
Appeal  from  the  Regulations,  &c.  to  his  Majefty  in  Council,  **  within 
**  Sixty  Days  from  Publication,  for  any  Per/on  or  Per/ons  in  India;  or  for 
*'  any  Perfon  or  Pcrfons  in  E> gland,  within  Sixty  Days  from  publifhing 
*■'  them  in  England." 

Thefe  Direftions  were  not  obferved  in  the  Appointment  of  this  Court. 
Firii,  The  Ordinance  ought  to  have  been  a  formal  Aft  or  Inflrument,  fuch 
as  might  be  nublifhed  and  rcgif^ered  Theprefent  Arrangement  was  nothing 
in"-re  than  a  Minute  of  Council  (if  regularly  it  was  even  that),  never  pub- 
lifhed in  the  Supreme  Court,  nor  regillered,  nor  confented  to,  or  approved, 
thereby;  and  confcquciitly  (fo  far  as  it  is  grounded  on  this  Claufe)  is 
without  Queftion  invalid  and  illegal. — Secondly  Every  Perfon  in  India 
and  in  England  has,  under  the  Statute,  an  Intereji  in  every  new  Regu- 
lation, and  has  a  Remedy  provided  for  him.  This  Omifiion  of  Publication 
would  wholly  take  away  the  Benefit  of  Appeal  frbm  all  Piritifh  Subjefts,  to 
whom  the  Aft  has  expref^]y  given  it. Thirdly,  By  the  Aft,  thefe  Ordi- 
nances are  to  be  tranfmitted  to  a  Secretary  of  State,  and  it  not  abrogated 
within  Two  Years  from  the  making,  k^,  fhall  be  vald.      The  Claufe  is 
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exprefs  for  the  Time  which  gives  Validiiy,  but  not  for  the  Timeof  Tranf- 
iijiflion.  This  may  feem  a  Defedi  in  the  Ad  ;  bur,  undoubtedly,  the  Senfe 
of  the  Statute  is,  that  every  Ordinance  fliould  be  tranfmitted  zi/peedily  as 
pojjible.  When  a  Time  is  not  li:nited  in  a  Law,  a  Time  convenient  mult 
be  underftood.  Fifteen  Months  are  paft,  fu.ce  the  Fropofuion  of  this 
Court  in  Council,  and  upwards  of  Fourteen  from  the  Acceptance  of  the 
Chief  Juftice.  Many  MeiTenger^  are  arrived,  and  no  Copy  of  ihe  Ordi- 
nance (if  any  Ordinance  at  all  was  made)  is  tranimitted.  The  Two  Years 
may  expire  before  HisMajefty  has  the  Notice  of  it,  which  the  Addiieds; 
and  the  Prerogative  of  the  Crown,  given  by  this  Ad  to  Kis  Majelly,  may 
be  thus  defeated. 

The  other  enabling  Part  of  the  Aft  of  the  13th  of  the  King,  is  contained 
in  the  yih  Sedlion.  In  this  Seftion,  if  the  Letter  is  attended  to,  the  Powers 
are  large  indeed,  k  is  however,  obfervable,  that  no  one  Perm,  appro- 
priated in  Charters  or  Aft-;  of  Parliament  for  enabling  a  Body  Corfjorate  to 
make  Laws  and  Regulations,  is  found  in  that  Sedion.  Wurds  proper  for 
conveying  the  largefl  Powers  of  Adminijlration  are  ufed;  not  one  for 
hegijlation, 

i  he  Ciaufe  begins  with  the  Words  "  For  the  better  Management,  &c.'' 
Then  the  following  Words  are  ufed,  "  Xhe  whole  ciruil  and  jnilitary  Go- 
"  vernment  of  the  faid  Prefidency,  and  alfo  the  Ordering,  Management^ 
**  and  Government  of  all  the  Territorial  Revenues  and  Acquifitions  in  the 
**  Kingdoms  of  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  OriiTa."  Tnele  Words  are  all  Words 
of  Adminillration. 

The  Direflion  and  Qualification  of  thefe  Powers  is  as  follows ;  '*  in  like 
**  Manner  to  all  Intent i  and  Purpofes  whatfoever,  as  the  fame  novv  are  or 
*'  at  any  Time  heretofore  might  have  been  exercifed  by  the  Prefident  and 
*'  Council,  or  Seledl  Committee,  in  ihofe  Kingdoms." 

Your  Committee  conceive,  that  no  Power  can  be  rendered  legal  by 
Reference  to  mere  Aftions,  without  any  moral  Qiialification,  and  much  !efs 
to  the  mere  PoJJibiliiies  of  ASion  in  any  Perfcn.  To  the  Words,  "  novj 
are  exercifed,  or  might  have  exercifed,"  Conilrudion  mulf,  without 
Doubt,  fupply  the  Word  lavjfully,  Otherwife  every  conceivable  Abu  lis 
might  be  not  only  ratified  for  the  Time  paft,  but  authorized  in  future,  by 
an  Aft  of  Parliament  conferring,  in  Efrect,  on  the  Governor  General  and 
Council,  a  Power  of  doing  what  they  thought  fit. 

Two  Reafons  have  been  fuggelted  for  fuppofing  this  Power  here  autho- 
rized, to  be  unbounded,  and  therefore  of  courfe,  to  comprehend  a  legifla- 
live  Capacity.  Firft,  It  has  been  fuggefted,  that  the  Company  has  fuc- 
ceedcd  to  the  Authority  of  the  Suhadar  o^  \\i2iX.  Province,  who  was  a  Prince 
exercifing  arbitrary  Powers,  unlimited  by  any  Law  ;  and  that  \vhatever  he 
had  Aoxi^,  or  might  have  done,  that  became  the  Rule  of  what  the  Prefidenc 
and  Council  might  do. — In  the  Apprehenfion  of  Your  Committee,  fuch  a 
Rule,  is  to  have  no  Rule  ;  nor  can  it  be  fuppofed  that  Parliament  did,  or 
could  intend  to  appoint  the  adoal  Conduct,  much  lefs  the  poiuble  Exercife 
of  Power,  by  a  Mahomedan,  arbitrary  Ufurper  (as  the  Subadar  certainly 
was,  if  he  afFeded  to  be  an  independent  Sovereign)  as  a  Standard  of  Le- 
gality for  the  Adtions  of  Britifh  Subjeds,  If  fuch  Powers  do  or  can  law- 
fully exift,  they  may  in  Time  be  ufed  for  the  Purpofes  to  which  they  were 
formerly  applied  by  fome  of  the  Subadars  of  Bengal, — Independence  and 
Oppreffion.  It  therefore  becomes  the  more  necefTary,  that  Parliament 
Ihould  fuffer  no  Doubt  to  remain  upon  the  true  Extent  of  the  Powers  which 
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are  riippofcd  to  be  given  by  Words  fo  loofe  and  indefinite,  as  what  Power 
*'  is  or  might  have  been  exerciTeJ." 

Your  Committee  conceive,  that  it  is  a  great  Error  to  imagine,  that  the 
People  of  thofe  Countries  lived  without  any  fixed  Law  before  the  Britidi 
Ethblifhment.  The  Mahomedans  were  fubje£l  to  the  Mahomedan  Law, 
as  It  is  found  in  the  Boole  called  Alcotan,  and  ics  authorized  Interpreter?; 
and  all  Perfons,  from  the  loweft  Slave  to  the  moll  powerful  Prince,  was 
bound  by  it.  Their  Judges  and  Magillrates  v.vi-c  alfo  bound  to  obferve, 
and  to  judge  by,  the  Reaje  ul  Mulk,  or  ancient  Cuilom  and  Ufages,  or 
Common  Law  of  the  Country,  where  ic  was  not  ablolutcly  repugnant  to 
the  former.  Certain  Perfons  called  C^aofigSs,  were  appointed  for  the 
Afcertainmcnt  of  that  Ufage  ;  and  to  preferve  their  Integrity  and  Inde- 
pendence, they  held  their  Office  for  Life,  by  Patent  immediately  from 
the  Superior  Authority,  and  not  from  the  Governors  of  the  Province. 
A  Breach  of  thofe  Laws  would  have  formed  a  juft  Subjedt  of  Complaint 
and  Punilhmcnt  againft  any  Mahomedan  Governor.  The  Exorbitance 
of  Power  in  Bengal,  arofe  from  the  Want  of  Means  of  coercing  the  Ma- 
homedan Governors,  by  Inltitutions  of  Strength  on  the  Pari  of  the  Sub- 
ject, and  from  their  Independence  of  the  Supreme  Power,  never  afferted 
as  of  Right,  but  for  a  long  Time  in  fad  exifting.  Afts  of  any  Governor 
beyond  the  Laws,  or  contrary  to  them,  were  abufive  ;  and  Adts  of  Abufe 
can  never  be  made  the  Standard  of  Legality. 

That  a  Body  of  Law  exilled  for  the  Geniu  Inhabitants,  is  certain  ; 
and  Mr.  Haftings  has  the  Merit  of  bringing  it  to  the  View  of  the  Pub- 
lic, by  caufing  very  material  Abltrafts  from  thence  to  be  tranflated.— - 
The  Gentus  have  alfo  their  ProfefTors  in  that  Science,  who,  as  it  ap- 
pears in  Evidence  to  Your  Committee,  are  Perfon>  highly  revered  by 
the  Natives,  on  account  of  their  Learning  and  Integrity  of  Life. 

The  Second  Reafon  for  fuppofing  the  AQ.  meant  to  ratify  arbitrary 
Power  in  general  Words,  is,  That  the  Britifti  Power  in  Bengal  had  arifea 
from  Conqueft  ;  and  that  abfolute  Conqueft  putting  an  End  to  all  Laws, 
Rights,  aud  Privileges,  the  Governor  General  and  Council  exerc:fed  a 
Power,  from  the  Nature  of  the  Cafe  unlimited;  and  this  is  the  Power 
alluded  to  in  the  ^bove  Suggcflion,  as  ratified  by  the  Aft, 

Your  Committee  find  the  Queftion  of  the  Rights  derived  from  Con- 
queft in  the  Abftradt,  dark  and  arduous.  But  they  are  unwilling  to  be- 
lieve, that  Parliament  ever  intended  to  aft  upon  a  Soppofition  of  the  utter 
Extinftion  of  all  the  original  Laws  and  P>.ights  of  the  Natives.  If  any 
fuch  Conqueft,  attended  with  fuch  Confequences,  has  happened,  it  is  not 
to  be  prefumed,  that  on  a  Suppofition  that  (o  formidi^ble  Power  did  there- 
by veft  in  the  Company,  it  would  have  been  transferred  by  Parliament, 
without  Bounds,  to  the  Company's  Servants. if  it  veiled  in  the  Pub- 
lic, it  is  not  to  be  iuppofed  that  Parliament  ftiould  part  with  the  high  So- 
vereign Members  of  fuch  a  Power  out  of  their  own  Hands. 

But  Your  Committee  obferve,  that  formally  and  in  Style,  the  Com- 
pany do  not  ^ft  as  a  Sovereign  deriving  a  Title  from  abfolute  and  uncon- 
ditional Conqueft,  whatever  Right  fuch  a  Title  may  be  Iuppofed  to  con* 
fer.  They  have  accepted  by  Treaty,  from  the  ancient  fovereign  Power 
pf  that  Country^  a  Patent  under  which  they  aft  as  Diian,  or  Admimftra- 
tor  of  Civil  Juftice  and  of  the  Revenues.  By  accepting  that  Office,  they 
accepted  the  Duties  infeparible  from  it  ;  which  were  uudoubtpdly  to  pro- 
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tefl  the  People  committed  to  their  Charge,  in  all  their  PoHeffions,  move- 
able and  immoveable,  and  in  ail  their  Rights,  religious  and  civil.  Tije 
Acceptance  of  this  Jnllrument  was  virtually  a  Convention  entered  into  in 
favour  of  the  Natives,  then  delivered  over  to  the  Government  of  Britifh 
Suhjefls  ;  who,  as  fnch,  are  bound  to  be  obedient  to  Ad\s  of  Parliament, 
wherever  the  Power  of  this  Kingdom  prevails,  as  Parliament  will  conlir 
der  icielf  boiind  to  obf:rve  the  Conventions  under  which  Rights  are  ac- 
quired to  the  Nation,  or  to  any  Part  of  it.  As  this  Ofiice  of  Ddan,  was 
rot  only  accepted  but  folicited,  and  folicited  and  accepted  at  the  Head  of 
vidorious  Armies,  it  became  much  the  more  binding  ;  becaufe  no  Pre- 
tence could  be  made  on  the  Part  of  the  Britifh  Agents,  that  it  was  not 
an  Aft  altogether  voluntary.  As  therefore  the  QfHce  of  Duan  did  not 
confer  any  boundlefs  arbitrary  Powers,  when  held  uiider  the  ancient  So- 
vereign, neither  can  it,  when  held  under  the  Controul  of  another  Sove- 
reign ;  and  it  can  never  be  a  fair  or  fafe  Conftruftion  of  an  Aft  of  Par^ 
Ijament,  to  fuppofe  that  any  general  Wordsj,  conveying  a  Right  to  ex- 
ercife  Authority,  were  intended  to  convey  a  Power  repugnant  to  the 
Compaft  implied  in  the  Inftrument  und^  which  alone  the  Means  of  ex- 
ercifing  any  Authority  at  all,  have  been  acquired  ;  a  Compaft  by  which 
many  Millions  of  People  have  come  under  the  Proieftion  of  this  King- 
dom. 

The  indireft  Authority  which  may  arife  from  Influence  over  the  na- 
tive Mssiftrstes  in  high  l^lace,  as  it  never  can  be  eliimated  by  any  legal 
Standard,  fo  it  never  could  be  the  Objeft  of  the  Aft  ;  therefore  the  Fre^ 
fident  and  Council  never  did,  and  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
never  can,  exercife,  as  of  Right,  thofe  unlimited,  executive,  judicial, 
and  legiflative  Powers,  which  have  been  contended  for  under  the  Aft  of 

1773- 

It  vvculd  be  the  more  mifchievous  to  admit  this  infinite  Authority  un- 
der the  7th  Seftion  of  the  Aft  of  the  13th  of  the  King,  becaufe  the  PrOr 
vifions  neceifary  to  prevent  Abufe  of  Powers  given  in  the  30th  Seftion 
of  the  fame  Aft,  do  not  at  all  apply  to  the  Powers  given  in  this  Part. 
There  is  the  greater  Room  for  concluding  them  not  to  be  originally  in 
any  Degree  legiflative,  becaufe  it  would  be  abfurd  to  fuppofe,  that  Par- 
liament fhould  be  fo  extremely  fedulous  in  its  precautionary  Provifions 
aoainft  the  Abufe  of  petty  Regulations  of  Police,  exercifed  within  a  very 
narrow  Circuir,  whiift  it  authorized  without  any  Sort  of  Controul  a 
boundlefs  Exercife  of  legiflative  Power  throughout  the  whole  Extent  of 
the  Britilh  Pofleflions,  prefent  or  future,  in  that  Part  of  India. 

Your  Committee  obferve,  that  if  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
could  be  juilified  in  the  Arrangement,  under  the  Idrgeft  Conftruftion  of 
xhefe  general  Powers ;  yet  it  does  not  appear  that  they  have  conformed 
io  the  Direftions  ncceifary  to  give  Validity  to  any  of  their  Aftions,  when 
judged  by  that  Statute  ;  for  in  the  next  Seftion,  that  is,  in  the  8th,  it  is 
enacted  as  fol'ows  :  "  That  in  all  Cafes  n.uhat/oe'ver  wherein  any  DiiFer- 
*•  ence  of  Opinion  fhall  arife  upon  atzy  Queflion  propofed  in  any  Confulta- 
♦'  tion,  the  faid  Governor  General  and  Council  (hall  be  bound  and  con- 
♦♦  eluded  by  the  Opinion  and  Decifion  of  the  Major  Part  of  tbof^ 
"'  prefent^*' 

Your  Committee  find,  that  a  Difference  of  Opinion  did  arife;    and  thq 

Minute  of  this  Appointment  was  handed  about  to  the  Houfts  of  the  feye- 
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TJl  Members,  in  what  they  call  Circulation,  but  was  ncv.T  brought  into 
the  Council  at  all,  and  therefore  never  tlcbated  Face  to  Face,  or  decided 
by  any  Mrijority  of  the  l^t-rf-ns  prefent. 

Mr.  Francis  being  examined  to  this  Point,  admits  th's  Mode  of  Prc- 
creding  to  be  rgninil  Law.  But  fays,  that  in  many  C.^fes,  particularly 
when  the  Ships  arc  on  the  Point  of  Departi}re  for  Euiopc,  it  is  impoflible, 
confillenily  with  the  Nature  of  their  Bufinefs,  formed  ffttn  of  a  great 
Number  of  minure  Particulars,  to  have  every  Matter  on  which  a  Difterence 
mny  arife,   fettled  in  Cnuncil  as  tl  e  A(\  diret^?. 

Vour  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  That  the  irioft  dangerous  Confe- 
quenccs  might  arife  from  fufFering  the  Council  to  obey  or  difobey  a  pofi- 
Jive  Law,  according  to  their  Ideas  of  Convenience.  But  this  Mode  of 
tranlading  Hufinef":,  contrary  to  the  eflemial  Nature  of  every  Ccuncil,  and 
of  every  delibera;*-  Adl,  leads  fo  diredlly  to  the  Encouragement  of  dark 
Cabals,  and  of  itfiJious  Pradices  to  feduce  the  Opinions  of  Counfellors, 
that  if  it  were  not  againit  the  clear  and  exprefs  Provifions  of  an  AfX  of 
Pariiatncnt,  it  muft  be  confidered,  in  icfelf,  as  wholly  irregular  and  un- 
joftifiable. 

It  is  pofllble  that  the  Offence  of  afling  in  this  Manner  may  admit  of 
cbnfiderable  Alleviation,  from  the  Nature  of  the  Bufinefs  to  be  done.  But 
fo  folemn  an  Aft  as  the  Eltablifhment  of  fuch  a  Court,  wiih  fuch  immenfe 
Powers,  can  never  be  excufed  or  palliated,  by  any  Idea  of  Minatcnefs  of 
Qbjtft,  or  of  neceflary  Hafte  in  attaining  if. 

The  Houfe  will  probably  find  it  advifeable  to  limit  the  Dire£lions  cf 
the  AiX  of  Parliament,  for  collecting  the  Senfe  of  the  Council,  to  fucii 
Things  as  are  molt  eUential  ;  lcavin;j  others  to  be  tranfadled  at  tlie  Dif- 
cretion  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council.  By  fuch  a  Method,  on 
the  one  Hand,  Buunefs  may  not  be  obllruc^.ed  by  ufelefs  Formality  ;  and 
on  the  other,  a  Stop  may  be  put  to  that  moll  dangerous  Pradice  of  occa- 
fional  Difpenfation  with  Adts  of  Parliament ;  which  at  firlt  beginning 
probably  in  lighter  Concerns j  has  already i  in  fo  fhort  a  Time  as  lince  1 773, 
been  extended  to  the  highelt  Ads  of  lejjflative  Authority. 

Your  Committee,  having  reflefted  on  the  Exercife  of  thefe  high  legifla- 
tive  Powers  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  and  weighed  the  Con- 
veniencies  and  Inconveniencies  on  both  Sides,  recommend  it  to  the  ferious 
Confideration  of  the  Houfe,  if  any  fuch  Powers  do  by  Law  exift,  whether 
ihofe,  and  others  equally  liable  to  Abufe,  lliould  be  permitted  to  remain 
in  that  Board,  conlUtuted  as  it  is. 

The  whole  Body  now  ading  as  LepjUator  in  Bengal,  confifts,  at  mofl, 
but  of  Five  Perfons  ;  upon  Difference  of  Opinion,  their  Afts  are  but  the 
Senfe  of  Three;  by  not  unfrcquent  Abfence-,  T<vtjo  may  decide;  and  if 
but  Two  are  prefent,  which  3s  fcmetimes  the  Cafe,  the  Firft  in  Rank, 
having  a  Double  Vote,  the  whole  Power  is  virtually  in  One.  The  Ar- 
fahgement  for  Sir  Elijah  Impey  was  aporovcd  by  Two  only  ;  and  ihoHgh 
formailv  it  v/as  the  Aft  of  the  who'e  Four,  in  Subftance  was  that  of  no 
larger  Number.  Jf  to  tiiC  Confideration  of  the  Srnallnefs  of  Number,  be 
added  that  of  the  Manner  of  coilefting  OpirJonf,  in  what  is  called  Cir- 
culation, that  is,  without  Debate,  Diicoflionj  or  peifonal  Conkrence, 
this  Power  in  thcfe  Hands,  and  fo  exercifed,  wdl  appear  in  a  Light  truly 
ferioas.  So  fmall  a  Body  was  probably  never  known  to  be  vetted  with 
kgiflative  Powers,  in  a  fubordmate  Capacity,  under  any  Form  cl  Go- 
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vernment.  Your  Conimitee  therefore  recommend,  whctlier  it  would  not 
be  proper,  that  no  tonfiderable  Alteration  (hall  be  made  by  the  Go- 
vernor Gereral  and  Council,  or  any  Authority  derived  from  them, 
in  the  Adminillraticn  of  rhe  Public  Affairs,  lAjhether  in  the  Rule 
cf  Laiv,  cr  in  the  Form  of  fuduial  Infiiiutions,  or  in  the  Tenure 
of  Landed  Property,  or  in  the  Mode  of  colleding  the  Revenue},  or 
tn  the  Impcjition  of  neriv  Taxes,  or  in  the  Creation  of  ne^uj  Ci'vil- 
Offices,  or  in  the  Increafe  cf  Emoluments  to  thofe  already  created 
(ixceeding  affnall  Sum  to  he  fettled)  'withcut  a  Publication  in  the  Suprefit* 
Court  at  Calcutta,  of  the  Jpicific  Inftrument  by  "jjhich  fuch  A£is  are  intend' 
id  to  he  done%  ivhich  Infrument  Jkall  he  tranfmitted  to  the  Court  of  Direc- 
tors y  and  fj all  not  he  of  any  Force  or  Effc£i  until  it  hefent  back  'with  fuch^ 
Alterations  and  .Amendments  as  Jhailfeem  neceffary  hy  a  General  Court  of  the 
Eafi  India  Company,   and  by  His  Majefy  in  Council. 

The  Source  of  many  Grievances  and  many  Corruptions,  lies  in  the 
bold  Licence  of  the  Company's  Servants,  in  fhaking  ancient  Eflablifli- 
inents,  in  lightly  adopting  new  Projefls,  which  give  Place  to  others^ 
when  the  irrtgular  Motives  which  origirjally  created  them,  appear  to  re- 
qu  re  their  de(lru6lion.  The  Powers  thus  to  be  reftrained,  Your  Com- 
mittee conceive  not  to  be  among  the  political  Powers  which  require  an 
imm-ciate  Pioceeding  on  the  Spot;  and  perhaps  more  Advantage  is  de- 
rived from  Delay  in  the  Execution  of  new  Projeds,  and  in  the  Grant  of 
new  Emoluments,  than  Miichief  is  to  be  apprehended  from  holding  any 
of  them  under  a  very  long  Deliberation.  Experience  has  (hewn,  that  it  i9 
more  advifeable  to  have  the  Principles  of  thofe  Regulations  well  difcufled, 
before  they  areadopied,  than  to  take  the  Means  of  Remedy  after  they  are 
made  and  fully  executed. 

ifl,  Becaufe  if  the  Provifions  concerning  Regulation,  as  they  ftand  in 
the  Ail  of  1773,  were  to  be  applied  to  ihem,  the  Power  given  to  the 
King  and  Council  is  only  to  annul  in  toto,  and  not  to  modify  or  correal. 
By  which  OmiUion,  an  Ordinance,  evil  in  many  RefpCiEls,  may  be  fuifer- 
ed  remain,  upon  account  of  feme  plaufib'e,  or  really  good  Part,  which  it 
is  not  advifeable  to  change  ;  and  it  is  not  difficult  to  cooilructin  this  Man- 
ner the  mofl;  exceptionable  Regulations. 

2dly,  BecauCe  bad  Regulations  being  very  frequently  made  for  bad 
Purpofe.s  which  aie  for  the  molt  Part  temporary  and  perfonal,  all  the 
Ends  of  fuch  a  Regulation  sre  anfwered,  and  mod  of  its  Mifcbiefs 
produced,  before  it  can  be  annulled  by  any  Authority  in  this  Kingdom. 

3dly,  The  annulling  the  Regulation,  if  it  operates  retrofpedively,  may 
dangeroufly  alter  the  Condition  of  Individuals,  who  may  derive  Titles 
under  it.  if  only  profpeflive,  it  leaves  Individuals  the  iviortification  of 
having  fufFcred  under  an  Ordinance,  which  the  ultimate  Authority  has 
confidered  a?  unfit  to  be  made. 

4th!y,  The  A£l  of  the  13th  of  the  King  is  only  enabling,  that!?,  to 
tnake  Regulations ;  but  not  dire(Sory,  with  regard  to  what  (liall  or  fliall 
not  be  the  proper  Subjetl  of  this  Power;  by  v*fhich  Defeft,  whether 
through  Inadvertence  or  Defign,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  many  Things  have 
been  done  as  A£ls  of  Adminiflraiion,  which  were  in  Reality  A6ls  of  Re- 
gulation; and  thereby  the  Provifions  in  the  A&.,  to  prevent  Abufe  in  mak- 
ing Ordinances  and  Regulations,  have  been  entirely  fruftrated. 

5thly,  The   Inconvenience   from  their   Aflumption  of  this  legifliative 

Power,  cxercifed  under  the  Form  and  Manner  of  an  Ad  of  Adniiniftra- 
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tion,  firongly  appeared  in  tlie  Cafe  now  before  Your  Committee.  For 
whilft  the  Difputts  between  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Council  General 
were  under  the  Confideration  of  Parliament,  the  Council  has  undertaken, 
by  an  A61  of  its  own,  to  appoint  a  Court  upon  Principles  totally  different 
from  thofe  ellabli(hed  in  the  Ad  of  Parliament.  It  is  not  difficult  to  dif- 
cern  the  Confufion  into  which  futh  a  Power,  fo  exercifed,  mud  involve 
all  Authorities  from  the  higheft  to  the  lowelh 

The  Governor  Gencrnl  and  Council,  from  their  local  and  ofiicial  Situa-" 
tion,  are  very  fit  to  fuggell,  but  very  unfit,  for  many  Reafons,  to  be  the 
fole  Makers  of  Laws  and   Regulations,  or  Difpoiers  of  Revenues  to  the 
private  Emolument  of  any  Perfon. 

Your  Committee  having  obferved,  as  they  conceive,  fully  on  the  Na- 
ture of  the  Powers  claimed  or  aflumed  by  the  Governor  General  and' 
Council,  and  on  the  Authority  from  which  they  are  fuppofed  to  originate, 
and  having  (uggelled  their  Ideas  of  Corrcdtives  and  Directions  to  that 
Authority,  pre  ceed  to  take  into  Confideration  how  far  the  Office  given 
under  that  Authority  to  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  may  be  aiFcded  by  the  Salary- 
annexed  ;  and  how  far  the  Legality  of  the  Proceeding  may  be  juftified,  un- 
der the  A&.  of  the  15th  of  the  King, 

In  the  Afl  of  the  i3[h  of  the  King,  Your  Committee  find  that  the  Sa- 
laries of  the  Judges  are  qualified  by  the  Defcription  of  "  certain  and 
*'  eftablilhcd  ;''  and  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  are  forbidden  to  receive,  over  and  above  thofe  Sa- 
laries, "  any  Prefent,  Gift,  Gratuity,  or  Reward."  The  Salaries  of  the 
Judges,  and  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  are  farther  declared  fo  be 
"  in  lieu  of  all  Fees  of  Oilice,  Peiquifites,  Emoluments,  or  Advantages- 
**  whatfoever."  Jn  confequence,  they  are  forbidden  to  take  them  in  any 
Manner,  or  on  any  Account  or  Pretence  'vjhat/oenjer.  The  fame  Principle 
is  laid  down  in  the  Charter  of  Jullice^  lo  far  as  it  regards  the  Judges,  and 
with  a  Reference  to  the  Aft. 

The  A<ft,  it  is  true,  does  not  In  exprefs  Word',  and  fpecifically,  probibit 
either  the  Judges  or  the  Governor  General  and  Council  from  receiving  the 
fame  Emoluments,  which  are  forbidden  in  general  Terms,  in  the  way  of 
Salary  for  the  Execution  of  other  Offices :  but  Your  Committee  are  of 
Opinion,  that  the  judges,  or  the  Governor  General  and  Pv/iembers  of  the 
Council  General,  u\  taking  fuch  additional  Profits,  under  Colour  of  other 
Offices,  ad  clearly  againll  the  Spirit  of  the  Statute,  and  fruftrate  the  good 
Purpofes  of  the  L-'giflature  in  appointing  fxed  Salaries  to  their  feveral 
Offices.  The  Words  of  the  Act  which  prohibit  the  taking  of  further 
Emolument?,  are  no  ftronger  where  they  relate  to  the  Council,  than  where 
they  relate  to  the  Judges ;  and  the  Prohibition  to  both  is  Ibmetimes  com- 
bined together  in  the  fime  Claufe.  The  Chief  Juftlce.  by  his  Acceptance 
of  this  Employment  and  Salary,  has  given  an  Opinion,  and  an  Example^ 
under  which  the  Members  of  the  Council  mjy  diltribute  among  one 
another,  as  many  of  the  Offices  of  their  Eltablifhment  as  they  think  fit, 
and  may  annex  to  all  thofe  Offices  fuch  Salaries  as  are  apre^a'.^ie  to  their 
Defires.  It  is  not  neceflary  to  point  out  the  Door  which  this  Pradice  lays 
open  to  Avarice,  Rapacity,  and  Monopoly,  and  how  it  tends  to  render 
the  Governor  General  and  Council,  the  Rivals  and  Competitors  of  the 
junior  Servants,  whom  it  is  their  Duty  to  protcifi,  and  10  foi  wbkI  acccrd- 
in£  to  their  Defeits, 

If 
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If  the  Duties  of  the  Supreme  Court  are  light  and  trivial,  an  Eftablifh'- 
ment  of  fo  little  Utility,  and  fo  vail  an  Expence,  ought  to  be  abrogated. 
If  the  additional  Offices  have  a  Duty,  they  interfere  with  the  Duties  of 
the  Court:  If  they  have  no  Duty,  their  Exigence  is  an  Abufe.  It  does 
not  appear,  that  the  Salaries  of  the  Judges  have  been  iettled  upon  narrow 
and  illiberal  Principles,  If  they  fhaii  be  found  infufficient,  they  ought  to' 
be  encrealed  iji  Parliament ;  but  the  Judges  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to' 
'^ake  them  up,  by  oblique  Means,  to  the  Standard  of  their  own  D'."fires. 
For  this  indefinite  Capacity  of  taking  Emoluments,  not  only  renders  the' 
Judges  dependent  through  the  Offices,  which  they  have  actually  obtained; 
but  even  through  tho^e,  which  they  mav  afterwards  wifli  to  obtain,  and 
leaves  no  Bound  to  Iniluence.  Thus  the  Dependence  of  the  Judges  on  the 
Crown,  which  appoints  them,  is  limited,  and  cannot  be  eiicreafed  but  by 
Aft  of  Parliament; — their  Dependence  on  the  Company,  or  rather  the 
Company's  Servants,  is  infinite  ;  as  the  Salaries  to  their  new  Offices  may 
be  raifed,  and  the  Offices  themfelves  multiplied  without  any  Limit. 

The  Chief  Juftice  fccmed  formerly  to  have  entertained  ideas  of  the  In- 
dependence of  the  King's  fudges,  and  of  the  Limitation  of  their  Views  to 
the  Salaries  of  their  Office  under  the  Crown,  very  different  from  thofe 
under  which  he  accepted  an  Office  and  a  large  Salary  during  the  Pleafureof 
certain  of  the  Company's  Servant-,  and  with  an  Obligation  to  yield  Obe- 
dience to  ail  their  prefent  and  future  Regulations.  In  a  Letter  written  to 
the  Court  of  Direflois,  figned  by  him  and  the  other  Judges,  and  dated' 
the  14th  of  September  177^,  he  exprefles  no  fmal!  Uneafinefs  on  fome 
Orders  given  by  the  Court  of  Direftors.  which  prevented  the  eafy  Re-. 
mittance  of  the  Whole  of  the  Savings  from  the  Judges  Salaries,  at  the  juiV 
Value  in  England ;  and  ftuing,  that  the  Governor  General  and  Council 
had  been  in  that  Point  as  liberal  as  he  could  expeft.  He  adds,  *'  But- 
'*  had  they  been  ftill  more  fo,  we  again  fubmit  to  Your  Honourable  Board 
"  the  impropriety  of  its  being  left  to  the  Difcretion  of  your  Government 
*'  here,  whether  the  Members  cf  a  Court  of  Jullice  Ihall,  or  fhall  not, 
**  have  the  F.njoyment  in  PIngland  of  fuch  Savings,  as  they  are  able  to 
**  make  in  Bengal.  T/^e  Infiuence  •-johuh  it  tends  to  create,  and  its  Con' 
*''  Jequences,  are  of  a  Nature  Jo  degrading  to  the  A.-'/v^'.f  yudges,  and  may 
*'  be  fo  fubver/i've  ofjfu/iice.  that  ijje  h'^pcd  the  lea/}  Sur;:i!je  of  it  would  be 
*•  fuff.cient  to  procure  an  elFeftual  Redrefs  againit  it." 

He  was  fo  very  delicate  and  fcrupulous,  that  the  mere  mercantile  Ac- 
commodation of  a  Remittance,  and  tnat  only  from  the  Savings  of  the  Si- 
lary  appointed  by  Parliament,  which  he  fuppofed  had  a  Tendency  to  create 
Influence  in  the  Company's  Servants,  was  lo  unealy  to  him,  that  the  whole 
Letter  is  a  ftrong  Demand  and  Remonftrance  of  Right  on  the  SubjeCl.  Itf 
Addition  to  the  above  Reafons,  and  others  explained  at  large,  he  enforces 
the  Juftice  of  his  Demand,  by  laying  open  his  Opinion  wi:h  regard  to  the 
Limitation  of  the  Views  of  the  Judges,  and  their  Difference  in  that 
Refpeft,  from  the  Companv's  Servants: — "  Some  of  them  (the  Com- 
"  pany's  Servants)  are  dependant  on  you  for  Offices,  which  they  hold  iit 
"  Poffellion  or  Reverfion,  or  Hot  other  Emoluments  granted  and  re'vokabU 
"  by  you,  which  may  give  reafonable  Expectations  of  the  like  to  the  reji* 
'*  We  have  nothing  more  to  depend  on  than  our  Salaries.  We  mull  be 
**  obliged  to  infilt  on  our  Rights,  We  can  have  no  Means  of  acquiring^ 
•*  Property,  other  than  our   Salaries;  we  therefore  can  leniis  only  our

*'  Savintjs  out  of  them.  We  hold  no  other  Offices^  we  receive  >i5  c/^^r  Emo' 
"  lament  from  you  "' — Thele  were,  at  that  Time,  the  Sentiments  of  the 
Chief   Jiillice,  exprefling  in  a  clear  Language  a  found  Opinion. 

Yo'.ir  Committee,  at^iceing  with  the  Seniin)ents  aj»ainll  the  Praftice  of 
the  Chief  [iillice,  are  decidedly  of  Opinion,  that  nothing  can  prevent  the 
Supreme  Court  from  becoming  a  Grievance  of  the  heavielt  Kind,  inilead 
of  a  real  Benefit  to  the  native  Inhabitants,  but  the  keeping  of  the  Judges 
in  a  State  o[  abfolute  Separation  from,  and  entire  Independence,  direSly 
and  indirttlly,  of  the  Compai.y's  Scivants.  .-. 

V. 
THE  next  Matter  which  Your  Committee  rccommenc)s  to  the  Con  fide- 
cation  of  the  Houfe,  is  the  Tendency  of  this  Tranfadion  to  the  Benefit 
or  Prejudice  of  the  Natives  of  India,  and  the  Security  and.  Advantage  of 
Britifli  Goveinnnnc  in  that  Part  of  the  World.  And  here  Your  Commit- 
tee have  the  Satisfadion  to  find,  in  the  Courfe  of  their  Examination,  that 
thefe  liiterelh  arc,  in  Effeft,  one  and  the  fame.  There  is  nothing  which 
can  llreng(hcn  thejull  Authority  of  Gieat  Britain  in  Jndia,  which  does  not 
nearly,  if  not  ahogether,  in  the  fame  Proportion,  tend  to  the  Relief  of 
the  reople;  and  riO'.hlng,  which  renders  thofe,  who  exercife  the  fubor- 
dmate  Tiulls  of  Power,  lefs  refponllble,  or  iefs  obedient  to  the  Govern- 
incnt  from  whence  that  Power  is  derived  (whether  this  be  efFeded  by 
Compromiie,  Ciba',  Connivance,  or  Connedion,  either  there  or  here), 
which  does  not  tend  to  depiefs  the  Minds,  and  dellroy  the  Profperity, 
of  the  Natives, 

The  nianifeil  Tendency  of  this  Tranfadion,  in  all  its  Views,  is, 
*'•  to  reiider  Complain:  to  the  Sovereign  Power  of  the  State  unfafe  and 
"   ineffeduah" 

This  Refort  to  an  higher  Power,  of  great  Confequence  in  all  Civil  So- 
ciety, is  the  only  Reloorce  of  a  People,  unfurnilhed  with  independent 
Privileges,  or  Means  of  popular  Controul  upon  its  Magiilrates.  What- 
ever, therefore,  tends  to  make  the  Refort  to  this  Proted'on  a  Matter 
of  Difficulty  and  Danger,  goes  to  the  dired  Deltrudion  of  the  Natives 
cf  India. 

Thefe  Natives  had  been  encouraged,  by  the  fopreme  executive  Powers 
of  the  Country,  lo  complain  of  the  Supreme  Co'jrt  of  judicature  ;  and  not 
only  to  complain,  but  tney  were  authorized,  and  even  adujlly  called  upon, 
to  refill  the  Proccfs  of  th;ic  Court,  as  highly  injurious  to  Government  it- 
felf.  They  had  fcarccly  fenc  off  the  Complaint,  when  they  beheld  the 
principal  ading  Psrfon  in  that  Government,  delivering  them  up  to  the 
arbitrary  Difcretion  of  the  prmcipal  ading  Perfon  in  that  Court. 

On  the  oihcr  Hand,  thofe  of  the  Natives,  who  had  given  Credit  to  Sir 
Eiijih  Impey's  f. cqucnt  Declarati(-nj,  that  the  Supreme  Court  was  infti- 
tuted  for  their  Protetition  agaiult  the  powerful  St;rvant3  of  the  Company, 
and  had,  on  that  G'Ound,  aded  fo  as  to  incur  the  DiTpleafure  of  the  Go- 
vernor General,  now  (cq  the  Firll  Judge  of  tnat  Court  accept  a  great  judi- 
cial Office  from  the  Hands  of  the  chief  Servant  of  the  Company,  and 
thereby  becoming  dependent  upon  thofe,  againfl;  whom  the  Natives  were 
taught  to  believe  he  was  intended,  ou  iheir  Part,  as  an  ur.influenced  and  a 
powerful  Controul. 

2.  This 
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2.  This  Arrangement  has  alfo  an  evil  Afpeft  on  the  Authority  and 
Credi:  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  younger  Judges  muft  feel  chemfelves 
abandoned  by  their  Chief;  and,  it  is  to  be  feared,  that  in  confequence  of 
It,  One  of  thefe  Two  Events  will  hnppen  ;  either  that  they  will  ncgleft 
iheir  Fundlions  in  Defpair,  and  thus  the  Court  will  become  (if  al- 
ready it  has  not  become)  an  ulelefs  Incumbrance  on  the  Revenues  of  Ben- 
gal; or,  what  \vould  be  worfe,  that  thtfe  Judges,  taught  by  the  fuccefsful 
Example  of  their  Chief,  may,  by  the  Renewal  of  a  vexatious  Exertion  of 
th.'ir  remaining  Powers,  put  themfelves  into  a  Pollure  of  compounding 
the  Difputes  between  the  Government  and  the  Court,  by  obtaining  lu- 
crative Employments  for  themfelves.  . 

Its  ill  Effeft  on  the  Praditioners  in  that  Court  muR  alfo  be  confiderable. 
The  Chief  JuRiiC  had  adopted  and  tranfmittcd  a  Complaint,  on  the  Part 
of  the  Atiornies  of  Calcutta,  reprefenting  the  Lof;;,  which  they  muft  ine- 
vitably fufFer,  by  the  Redudion  of  Bufinefs  in  that  Court,  as  very  grievous, 
He  ftated  that  Bufinefs,  as  then  reduced  by  One  Third,  and  he  declared 
his  Apprehenfionsof  its  Ihortiy  being  reduced  to  little  or  nothing.  Major 
Scott  has  eflablillied  the  Sagacity  of  his  Prediftions,  and  informed  this 
Committee,  that  feveral  of  the  Pradtitioners  in  that  Court  were  obliged  to 
abat>don  their  Profeffion,  and  to  betake  themfelves  to  a  military  Life.  If 
this  had  been  forefeen,  or  had  happened  from  the  Ceflation  of  a  litigious 
Spirit,  the  Complaint  would  have  been  indecent;  but  if  from  the  total 
Lofsofthe  Authority  of  a  neceffary  Court,  the  Perfon  who  made  the 
Complaint  ought  not,  by  any  A£l  of  his,  to  have  contributed  to  a  Lofs, 
which,  in  its  Confequences,  involved  the  Ruin  of  thofe  whom  he  afFeded, 
and  whom  it  was  his  Duty,  as  far  as  Reafon  and  Juftice  went,  to  take  un- 
der his  particular  Protedlion. 

3.  Thofe  Members  of  the  Council,  who  had  engaged  in  flrong  Mea- 
fures,  in  concurrence  with  their  Principal,  and  had  been  in  the  fame  Man- 
ner abandoned,  and  their  Adverfary  placed  by  their  AfTociate  in  an  Office 
of  the  greateft  Power  and  Emolument,  may  as  probably  become  fearful  or 
indifferent  in  afl'erting  the  Rights  of  the  Company  in  future  ;  or  may  take 
the  Turn  of  compounding  their  Duties,  according  to  the  Mode  eftab- 
liOied. 

With  regard  to  the  Provincial  Courts  now  fubmitted  to  Sir  Elijah  Im- 
pey's  Controul,  his  Opinion  of  them  is,  that  "  they  zxe  planned  on  wife 
Principles,  but  fo  perverted  in  their  Execution,  as  to  be  "  the  greatell  In- 
*'  ftruments  of  OppreJJlon  which  the  tniferable  Inhabitants  of  the  Country 
labour  under."  As  thofe  Courts,  fo  Hated  to  be  abufed,  and  at  that  very 
Time  abufed,  are  in  the  Hands  of  the  fubordinate  Servants  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  this  Opinion,  if  not  always  perfeiftly  known  to  Mr.  Haftings, 
mult  of  Neceffity  become  Public;  Mr.  Haftings  mull  appear,  either  to 
have  placed  at  the  Head  of  thefe  Courts  Seivants  fo  ill-difpofed,  that  no 
mere  Power  of  Revifion  could  fufiiciently  guard  againft  their  evil  Pradlice?; 
or,  if  he  thought  them  innocent,  mult  have  placed  over  them  their  Ac- 
cufer  as  their  Judge,  and  one,  who,  even  t^juHify  his  own  unrctrafted 
Charge,  would  naturally  be  an  harfh  Cenfor  of  all  their  Aftions,  and  a 
prejudiced  Re-hearer  of  all  their  Judgments.  The  Company's  Servants 
will  not  appear,  in  this  Tranfaftion,  to  be  either  julHy  coerced,  or  kindr 
ly  protefted,  by  Mr.  Haftings.  The  refpedtful  Subordination,  fo  ne- 
tCiTiiry  to  this  Service,  mull  be  greatly  impaired. 

4.  The 
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4.  The  Eritifh  Inhabitants,  who,  concurring  with  the  Governor  Gene- 
ral, were  of  Opinion  that  the  Chief  Jullicehad  maije  an  excclllve  Ufe  of 
his  Power  in  the  Supreme  Court,  fee  him  now  inveiled  by  their  Governor 
and  Fellow  Complainant  with  new  and  far  greater  Powers  than  thofe 
which  they  had  ftated  him  to  Parliament  as  having  abufed.  It  appears  in 
Evidence,  that  they  are  much  difcontented  with  this  Arrangement;  and 
it  is  impoffible  that  it  fhould  not  operate  as  a  great  Difcouragement  to  any 
Exertion  of  theirs,  either  in  their  own  Favour,  or  in  that  of  others. 

And  Your  Committee  are  of  Opinion.  Thai,  the  Protedion  of  Britilh 
Subjeds,  thus  deferted  in  their  Complaints,  is  no  trivial  Matter,  as,  on 
account  of  the  comparative  Smallnefs  of  their  Numbers,  it  might  appear; 
for  it  is  through  the  Means  of  the  Humanity,  Courage,  and  Fidelity  of 
thofe  Britifn  Subje£\s,  efpecially  through  the  Courage  and  Fidelity  of 
thofe  who  profefs  the  Lav/  as  Counfel  or  Attornies,  that  a  Complaint  of 
the  Natives  can  come  before  any  Power  in  Great  Britain,  capable  of  af- 
fording Redrefs  to  their  Grievances. 

TheCafeof  Mr.  North  Naylor,  Attorney  to  the  Company,  is  of  itfelf  fuf- 
ficient  to  render  all  fuch  Complaints,  in  future,  an  Affair  of  the  extremeft 
Hazard.  Mr.  Naylor,  who  appears  to  have  been  a  Perfon  of  confiderabje 
Indurtry  and  Abilities,  was  employed  by  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  to  defend  that  Board,  and  fome  Perfons  of  Diltinftion  amongft 
the  Natives,  againil  the  late  Suits  in  the  Supreme  Court,  The  Supren^e 
Court  attached  Mr.  Naylor  for  a  Contempt,  on  account  of  fome  Steps 
he  had  taken,  under  the  Direclion,  and  in  Favour  of,  his  Clients;  and  on 
his  Refufal  to  anfwer  a  Series  of  Interrogatories  (in  which  Refufal  he  was 
fupported  by  his  Clients),  he  was  detained  in  the  Common  Gaol  of  C:^.l- 
cutta,  a  miferable  and  pelHlential  Place,  upwards  of  a  Month.  For  thefe 
Interrogatories,  which  your  Committee  conceive  to  be  in  many  Parts  wholly 
unjuilifiable,  they  refer  to  their  Report  of  lail  Seffion,  and  to  the  Coflijarah 
Appendix  to  that  Report,  No.  23. 

Mr.  Naylor,  who  was  in  no  good  State  of  Health  at  the  Time  of  this 
rigorous  Imprifonment,  and  having  had,  during  its  Continuance,  fome 
Family  Misfortunes,  died  foon  after  his  Relcafe  upon  Bail  ;  his  Death 
beii^g.  in  all  Probability,  hatlened,  if  not  caui'ed,  by  his  Suficrings  under 

Confiaement, The  Council,  indeed,    confidered,    that  whatever  the 

final  Judgment  of  the  Court  might  be,  Mr.  Naylor  could  not,  after  bis 
foftering  Imprifonnient,  and  the  Difgrace  he  had  undergone,  ferve  the 
Company  any  longer  as  Commiffioner  of  Law  Suits,  and  Attorney  on 
Record;  therefore  conferred  on  him,  as  fome  Retribution,  the  Place  of 
Regifter  of  the  Court  of  Suddtr  Devannee  Adaulut,   which  they  then 

revived,  with    a   Salary   equal  to  that  of  his  otlier  Offices. Whether 

that  Place  could  be  a  full  Compenfation  for  the  whole  of  his  Lofles, 
does  not  appear:  He  did  not  live  to  make  the  Experiment:  For 
his  Imprifonment   and  Difgrace,  it  was  none. 

The  Governor  General  and  Council,  inftead  of  effedlually  purfuing 
their  Complaint  to  obtain  Reparation  for  Mr,  Naylor's  Charadler,  and 
Juftice  for  his  Suiierings,  in  effeft  have  pafTed  Judgment  both  on  Mr. 
Naylor's  Co::du6l  and  their  own,  by  rewarding  the  Author  of  Mr.  Nay- 
lor's Sufferings,  and  the  Objeil  of  their  own  Accufation.  Nothing  has 
been  done  towards  O^c/ining  gny  Security  for  thofe^^who  might  venture 

Vol.  VL  T  t  here- 
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hercaf  er  to  ferve  the  Company  in  their  L?.w  Affairs  ;  the  whole  Tranfac- 
tion  leaving  a  memocable  Exnmple  to  Natives,  to  Bnti{h  Suhjeds,  and  to 
praflitioners  in  the  Courts,  to  deter  them  from  alFerting  any  public  or 
private  Right  in  Coiirfe  of  Englifh  Law  ;  fince  a  Peiibn,  converfant  in  that 
Law,  ading:  under  the^highell  Powers  of  that  Country,  had  fufiered  fo 
grievoufly  (it  may  be  even  to  Death)  for  lupporting  a  Cauie  of  the  Na- 
tives,  patronized   by  Government. 

Your  Committee,  confiderino;  the  S  ifety  of  Complaint  as  the  Founda- 
tion of  all  Redrefs  to  Grievance?,  find  themi'clvts  indil'penfably  obliged 
to  call  the  ferious  Attention  of  the  Houle  to  the  Cale  referred  to  in 
their  Report  of  lait  Seffion,  p.  59;  namely,  the  Cafe  of  the  Rajah 
Nundcomar. 

A  Native  of  the  hi^heft  Rank,  and  of  an  Order  reputed  facred  through- 
out india,  was  capitally  executed  in  the  City  of  Caiciutta,  with'Circum- 
ftances  the  mo!^  Ibocking  to  the  Prejudices  of  that  People,  and  vs^hich 
conveyed,  according  to  thofe  Prejudices,  the  Idea  of  Offence  and  Ir.fulc 
to  all  Llafies  of  Men.  The  Crime,  for  which  this  Native  was  thus  exe- 
cuted, namely,  that  of  Forgery,  is  not  capital  by  the  Laws  of  that  Coun- 
try ;  though,  by  a  Statute  within  this  Century,  it  has  been  made  fo  in 
England.  The  criminal  Fadi'  alleged  was  at  that  Time,  and  had  long 
been,  in  a  Courfe  of  Examination  in  a  Civil  Suit,  the  Event  of  which  was 
to  be  decided  by  the  Authenticity  of  the  inlirumeutfaid  to  have  been  forp-ed. 
In  {o  extraordinary  a  Cafe,  the  Execution  of  the  Sentence  might  and 
ou^ht  to  have  been  refpited,  until  his  Maj^fty's  Pleafure  (hould  be  known. 
The  Omiffion  of  fuch  Reipite  is  the  more  to  be  noticed,  becaufs  the  Chief 
julfice,  in  his  Letter  to  the  Earl  of  Rochford,  of  the  25th  of  March  1775, 
compiauis,  that  "  he  had  alwnys  felt  great  Inconveinencies  from  being 
"  obligeel  to  inflift  upon  Oii'enders  the  fame  Puni(hments  which  are  in- 
*'  flicled  in  England,  for  the  fame  Offences."  His  Firll  Inftance  is  in  the 
Application  of  the  Law  of  capital  Punifliments.  He  certainly  had  it  in 
his  Power  to  refpite  the  Sentence. 

The  Circumilance,  which  brings  this  Omifiion  Home  to  the  Pc>int  at 
prefeiit  under  the  Obfervation  of  Your  Committee,  is  this:  that  the»Ra- 
ja!;,  thus  denied  a  Refpite,  was,  at  the  very  Time  of  his  Apprehenfion, 
under  the  Pioie'^Jion  of  the  Council,  in  the  Midff  of  his  Evidence  againit 
Mr.  Ballings,  the  Governor  General,  on  a  Charge  of  Peculation  and 
Abufe  of  tiis  Office,   in  taking  Money  from  the  Native?. 

Your  Committee  has  received  it  in  Evidence,  that  this  Trial  and  Exe- 
cutiori  was  looked  upon  by  many  of  the  Natives  a?  political  ;  nor  does  the 
Ci^maiittee  conceive  it  poUible,  that,  combining  all  the  Ci.  cum  (lances  to- 
gcth'jr,  they  fnouid  look  upon  it  in  the  Light  of  a  common  judicial  Pro- 
ceeding ;  but  mult  regard  it  as  a  political  Meafure,  the  Tendency  of  which 
is,  to  make  tne  Natives  feet  the  extreme  Flaz.-rd  of  accufine,  or  even 
giving  Evidence  of  corrupt  Prailces  againft  any  Britifh  SubjeiH:  in  Sta- 
tion, even  though  fnpported  by  other  Riitilb  Snbjerts  of  equal  Rank  and 
Authority.  It  wilt  be  rather  a  Mockery,  than  a  Relief  to  tlie  Natives,  to 
fee  Chifiriels  of  Jaftice  opened  to  thein,  at  their  great  Charge,  both  in 
the  ini,U'.ution 'and  in  the  Uie,  and  then  Appcil?,  Hill  more  expenfjve, 
carefully  provided  for  them,  when,  at  the  fairte  Time,  PraifUces  are 
countenanced,  which  render  the  Rci'ort  to  thofe  Remedies  far  mote  ddn- 
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gcrous  than  a  patient  EivJurance  of  any  Opprtfit(>n  under  which  they  m^Ty 
l;lb")ur. 

Your  Committee  find,  from  their  Enquiry,  ih^t  ,he  Natives,  who  are 
Mjh  of  Bunnef'-,  and  who  hue  Trul{,  or  fcek  to  he  in  Trud  with 'Euro- 
peans, are,  by  Habit  and  Education,  refcrved  and  timid,  patient  and 
diHemblino;,  not  dilpofed  publicly  to  complain  of  Abofe,  or  openly  to 
refent  Injury  ;  and  much  lefs  to  brin^  to  Lii^lit  any  Fraud,  Extortion,  or 
Peculation  ;  and  that,  ihonjih  litigious  with  their  Equals,  they  are  cil- 
pofcd  to  ksk  Refujje  ai^ainil  the  Abufos  of  Stauon,  rather  in  low  In-  - 
tri^rues,  a!;d  the  mifcr.ihit;  Arts  and  Su'Utrfuges  of  S.'rvitude,  tl)an  in  a 
,inaniy  Ahertion  of  their  Rights,  before  an  Authority  enabled  by  Poa'cr, 
'and  bound  by  Duty,  to  relieve  them.  It  is  much  to  be  apprehended,  ihat 
they  may  find  it  more  eligible  to  compound  with  the  Rapacity  ot  the 
Officer  next  above  them,  than  to  involve  themfclves  in  a  doubtful,  infi- 
cate,  and  dilbnt  Couilc  of  Red;er5,  which,  calling  in  new  Povvcrs,  !efs 
underftood,  and  as  expenfive  as  the  f  iril  were  rapacious,  will  only  ferve 
to  vary  an:!  to  a;4gravate  their  Vexation?,  renderinjr,  in  the  End,  the  Pur- 
fuit  of  Remedy  for  fome  partial  Grievance,  the  Means  of  their  total 
Ruin.  Odivrrs,  feeing  no  Redrcfs  obtainable  by  fair  and  legal  C'^u'Tes, 
will  fecure  ProtecHon  and  Profit  by  becoming  Inltruments  in  the  Oppref- 
iions  of  their  Fellow  Citizens  ;  and  it  is  to  be  apprehended,  ihtt  it  will 
inevitably  grow  into  a  Principle  both  of  falfe  Honour  and  real  Policy,  in 
Perfons  engaged  in  thcfe  criminal  Trufts,  to  conceal  every  Ad  of  Ex- 
tortion, to  which  they  are  boiind  to  fubmit,  as  w<dl  as  every  Corruption 
fiud  Opprelhon,  in  which  they  are  concerned.  The  Natives  will  be  thus 
confirmed  in  all  their  evil  Habits  ;  and  the  Europeans,  by  being  brought: 
themfelves  into  the  fame  Condition  which  produced  thofe  Habits  in 
others,  inllead  of  improving  the  Natives  by  the  Boldncfs  and  Opennefs 
of  European  Manneis,  will  ihcmrelves  be  led  gradually  into  the  Refine- 
ment, M)[l;ery,  Diflimulation,  and  Prevarication  of  Indian  Banians  and 
Gomaftahs.  By  this  Means,  fuch  an  Obfcurity  and  Confufion  wdl  be 
fpread  (and  Is  indeed  alieady  growing)  over  all  the  rranfadtionb  of  that 
Country,  that  no  Sagacity  will  be  able  to  penetrate  into  Abufe's,  nor  any 
power  be  fuiTicIent  to  correft  them. 

Thefe  Milchiefs  being  the  direft  Refult  of  the  fare  Tranfa£l;ons  at 
Calcutta,  in  which  the  leading  Perfons  have  mutually  abandoned  their 
■Principles,  their  AfTociates,  and  their  JDepenJants,  all  Trull  in  any  Branch 
of  Governmenr,  is  diilolved  ;  and  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee, 
ihat,  if  an  effectual  Proceeding  be  not  foeedily  adopted  by  the  H")ufe,  and 
perfevered  in  with  a  Conltancy  equal  to  that  with  which  (bme  Perlons  in 
Bengal  have  perfevered  in  their  Pradices,  Parliament  has  received  the  lait 
Complaint  of  Grievance  from  india. 

VI. 

The  Manner  in  which  Intelllgpnce  of  Proceedings  in  India  is  conimu- 
nlcaied  to  Europe,  comes  under  the  lalt  general  Head  of  the  prefent  Re- 
port. Your  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  tnat  the  Governor  Genera!  and 
Council  (and  Judges,  where  they  are  concerned)  fiiould  be  compelled  to 
an  ingenuous  and  candid  Statement  of  the  Cafe,  on  which  any  propofed 
'p.eguludon  is  10  be  made  j  and  that  they  (liould  be  obliged  to  e.xpole  the 
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Whole  of  their  Defign  together,  in  One  Piece ;  without  which,  it  will  be 
impofilble  to  form  a  true  Judgment  on  its  Merits.  The  Mode  of  Tranf- 
inillion,  in  the  prefent  Cafe,  has  been  found  fo  extremely  improper,  that, 
if  a  more  dear  and  ingenuous  Method  of  Communication  is  not  fecured, 
all  Plans  of  Reforn'iation  in  India  mufl  be  defeated. 

In  the  Firlt  Propofition  of  Sir  Elijah  impey's  Office  to  the  Mfmbers  of 
Council,  no  Mention  was  made,  or  even  hinted  at.  of  any  Salary.  In 
that  State,  ir  was  carried  in  the  Confultation  ;  in  that  State  it  was  accept-* 
ed  by  Sir  Elijah  Impey  ;  and  in  that  State  (fo  far  as  the  private  Dffpatch 
brought  by  Mr.  Shakefpeare,  who  arrived  on  or  before  the  2d  of  July 
laft,  gave  any  Account  of  the  Proceedings)  it  was  at  firll  tranfmitted  to 
Great  Britjin. 

The  Firil  Difpatch  which  arrived  in  England,  was  not  direfled  to  the 
Court  of  Direftors ;  but  came  from  the  Governor  General,  as  a  private 
Communication  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  The 
Chairman  ca^fed  it  to  be  privately  communicated  to  Perfons  in  high  Of- 
fice very  foon  after  its  Arrival ;  but  held  it  back  from  the  Court  of  Di* 
redors,  as  not  being  regularly  authenticated,  until  the  24th  of  October, 
although  he  had  laid  before  them  other  Papers,  of  not  greater  formal 
Authenticity,  and  which  had  been  received  by  the  very  fame  Convey- 
ance. 

Whether  the  Arrival  of  the  private  Difpatch  brought  by  Mr,  Shake-, 
fpeare,  fo  long  before  that  addrefTed  to  the  Court  of  Direftors  (the  Two 
having  been  fent  in  Ships  which  failed  at  the  fame  Time)  was  in  confe-- 
quence  of  Orders  to  purfue  the  Means  fittelt  for  giving  the  private  Dif- 
patch the  Start  of  the  Public,  or  has  happened  by  mere  Accident,  Your 
Committee  cannot  determine  ;  but  they  think  themfelves  obliged  to  point 
it  out  in  this  Place. 

In  India,  the  Scheme  having  proceeded  thus  far,  and  the  Governor 
General  having  firft  fecured  the  main  Quellion  for  the  Appointment,  in 
due  Time  propofes  the  Salary  ;  but,  on  the  Profpedl  of  Oppolition  from 
Mr,  Wheler  and  Mr.  Francis,  Sir  Eyre  Coote  being  abfent,  the  Matter  is 
fuffered  to  lie  dormant :  Mr.  Francis  being  departed,  and  Mr.  Wheler 
left  unfupDorted,  the  Propofal  of  the  Salary  was,  as  Your  Committee 
have  realon  to  believe,  from  undoubted  Evidence,  renewed,  and  of  courfe 
carried. 

The  Eflablifhment  (5f  the  Salary  was  made  on  the  6th  of  January,  and 
Mr.  Scott  departed  with  Difpatches  to  the  Company  from  iVlr.  Halhngf, 
and  with  his  Powers  as  Agent,  to  defend  his  Proceedings,  on  the  9th  of 
the  fame  Month  ;  but  no  public  ofhcial  Account  of  that  Salary  has  been 
tranfmitted,  or  at  leaft  laid  before  the  Directors ;  though  they  have  fo 
little  Reafon  to  doubt  the  Fadt,  that  they  have  Hated  it  as  a  Part  of  the 
C^fe  laid  before  Coanfel, 

Thefe  fcveral  Members  of  the  Defign  came  to  Europe,  not  only  fepa- 
rate,  but  each  Part  comes  at  firll  in  the  Shape  of  private  Intelligence. 

Mr,  Halvings,  in  fending  an  Agent  to  Great  Britain,  to  explain  a 
Conduft  v^hich  Hood  fo  much  in  need  of  Explanation,  has  in  this  Refpedt 
done  his  Duty.  Major  Scott,  his  Agent,  is  alfo  his  Aid  de  Camp  and 
Private  Secretary.  He  is  a  Perfon  in  Confidence,  and  declares  himfislf  tq 
be  fully  prepared  with  all  the  necelfary  Indruc^ions,  and  furoifhed  with 
jthe  neceliary  Documents.  But  Your  CGramiiiee,  on  Enquiry  for  a  Copy 
'  .  'of 
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of  the  Confultation  concerning  Sir  Elijah  Impey's  Salary  (which  He  does 
not  deny  to  have  been  fettled,  though  he  will  not  admit  himfelf  to  be 
clear  that  it  is  accepted),  he  finds  he  is  not  furniflied  with  this  fole  Paper, 
fo  eflential  to  Mr.  Haflings's  Caufe  :  He  fuppoles  it  owing  to  fome  Ne- 
gledt  of  the  Clerk.  After  leaving  Calcutta,  Mr.  Scott,  the  Agent,  makes 
a  confiderable  Stay  at  Madras,  and  receives  Letters  from  Mr.  Haftings  j 
but  Itill  this  Paper  is  forgot. 

Sir  Elijah  Impey,  on  his  Part,  has  fent  no  Agent  at  all,  nor  authorized 
any,  whom  the  Committee  can  find,  to  undertake  his  Defence ;  and 
though  he  muft  be  confcious  that  the  whole  Proceeding  was  unpopular, 
and  mull  be  queftioned  in  Great  Britain ;  and  though  he  beheld  Vefiel 
after  Veflel,  and  Officer  after  Officer,  departing  for  Europe,  he  has  not 
thought  proper  to  fend,  by  any  Conveyance,  any  Account  whatfoever  of 
this  Tranfadion,  either  to  the  Minilters  of  his  Majefty,  under  whofj 
Commiffion  he  aded  in  his  Firft  Office  ;  or  to  the  Court  of  Direflors, 
under  whofc  Authority  he  received  his  Second,  and  from  whofe  Treafury 
he  is  to  receive  the  vaft  Appointment  of  his  Offices,  both  old  and  nfew. 
This  was  the  more  extraordinary,  as  the  Chief  Juftice,  on  former  Occa- 
fions,  was  fufficiently  liberal  of  Information  ;  and  on  the  Matter  of  the 
Remittance  of  the  Profits,  derived  from  his  legal  Salary,  had  written  a 
very  long  Letter  to  that  Court.  He  had  alfo  long  iince  tranfmitced  a  Plaa 
relative  to  the  Country  Courts,  and  other  Law  Arrangements;  and  had, 
in  his  Letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  made  an  Offer  to  affift,  without 
defiring  any  Vote,  any  Power,  or  any  Emolument,  in  this  very  Court  of 
Sudder  Adaulut,  merely  as  an  Advifer,  and  abfolutely  difclaiming  every  , 
View  to  Interell:  in  his  Defire  of  fitting  there. 

As  it  is  rather  by  Management,  than  by  diredl  Oppofition,  that  the 
Authority  "of  Great  Britain  is  weakened  in  India,  Your  Committee  think 
it  expedient,  without  deciding  on  the  aftual  internal  Motives  of  the  Par- 
ties, to  ilate  to  the  Houfe  the  poffible  Policy,  which  might,  in  other  Cafes, 
didtate  a  Suppreffion  of  all  Communication  on  one  Side,  and  fuch  imper- 
fedl,  partial,  and  garbled  Communication  on  the  other,  in  order  that  the 
Houfe  may  take  Meafures  to  prevent  the  Mifchiefs  ariling  from  fuch  un- 
connected and  irregular  Correfpondence  in  future. 

It  may  be  taken  for  granted,  that  the  great  Stand  of  Objeftion  to  any 
new  Eltabliihment  will  be  made  cm  the  Firfl  Propofition  ;  and,  knowing 
that  Topics  of  the  Diiintereltednefs  of  Parties  in  any  Tranfadlion,  have 
no  fm.ill  Force  in  recommending  any  Scheme  to  thole,  who  may  not  be 
furniihed  with  the  Means  of  judging  on  its  internal  Merits,  it  may  be  firil 
produced  as  a  Meafu^e  from  whence  none  of  the  Parties  are  to  derive 
any  Profit.  In  this  Light,  if  a  Sandtion  can  be  obtained  to  the  naked 
Ofhce,  the  lucrative  Parts,  which  in  reality  may  be  Principal  in  the  For- 
mation of  the  Delign,  will  afterwards  appear  only  an  AccefFary  and  Sub- 
ordinate ;  they  will  pafs  off  as  included  in  the  Firll  Approbation,  and 
the  feveral  Parts,  dropping  in  one  after  another,  will  excite  little  Atten- 
tion, and  no  Alarm. 

With  regard  to  a  total  withholding  of  Information  by  one  of  the  Par- 
ties, where  there  may  be  Crofs  Charges,  and  where  the  Deciiion  is  dif- 
tant  in  Place,  and  late  in  Time,  more  Advantage  might  be  derived,  in 
^ome  Sort  of  Cafes,  from  having  made  no  Defence  at  all,  than  from  any 
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Df:fcnce,tliat  could  be  made  ;  whiHl  it  was  argued,  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Farcies  in  England,  that  it  would  be  unjull  to  condemn  a  M  in  unheard, 
or  even  to  touch  the  Meafure  he  was  concerned  in,  as  indiredly  tending 
t(5  condemn  him  ;  and  thus  ;il!  Determination  on  the  Merits  of  queltiun- 
able  Condotl:,  and  even  queitionable  Elhbliilianents,  v/ould  be  pcftponed 
f(*om  Year  to  Year.  The  Firft  Impretn m  of  an  evil  A£l  wcuid  grow 
fptinter  every  Day  ;  the  Spirit  of  Enquiry  and  Profecution  would  coofby 
Time,  till,  at  length,  the  Order  and  Peace  of  the  fubordinate  Govern- 
ment would  be  pleaded  againtt  its  Reformation. 

Your  Committee  has  b-en  at  the  greater  P^in5  to  un;-ivel  a  dangerous 
Syileai  of  praftical  Prevarication,  which  may  very  eahly  be  forefeen,  if 
an  irregular  and  partial  Communication  from  India  is  permitted  ;  be- 
csufe,  by  fuch  unworthy  Artifices,  the  wife  and  be'cvolent  D;figns  of 
the  King  and  Parliament  may  be  eiFedually  froftrated,  if  Perfons  there, 
<t)vering  an  improper  Condudl  by  an  impioper  Ncglrft  of  Information  ; 
tiiverting  the  Attenti9n  from  a  reprehenfiblo  Ait  of  an  old  Date,  by 
•committing  a  new  one  of  the  fame  Deicription,  ;ind.  at  h-ngth,  eftablifh- 
jng  Corruptions  as  a  Sort  of  Prefcriptive  Ri^ht^,  are  fjir'ered  to  fatigue 
Bntilh  Government  into  an  Acquiefcentc  in  ihsir  Mifdemeanors,  and  the 
na-tive  People  into  Defpair  of  any  Redref?. 

Your  Committee  is  fenfible,  that  the  very  Dillance  between  Bengal 
jrnd  Great  Britain  affords  great  Advantage  to  improper  Pradtice.s.  For 
this  Your  Committee  is  unable  to  find  any  Remedy,  but  in  the  jubftan- 
tial  Nature  of  Pailiametitary  Proceedings,  and  in  uf:ng  all  pofTible 
promptitude  in  them.  Whenever  a  llrono.  Ground  of  Charge  is  laid  for 
sn  Abufe  of  Oilice  in  India,  and  that  the  Pirties  charged  did,  or  might, 
but  through  their  own  Fau't,  know  of  that  Matter,  and  are  afterwards 
negligent  in  giving  full  Information,  fo  fir  as  it  comes  to''  their  Know- 
ledge, they  ought  to  be  called  Home,  if  it  w?re  on'y  for  that  very  Ne- 
glioence  ;  and  ought  to  be  compelled  to  nnfwer,  on  tiieir  Return  to  En^- 
Itnd,  both  to  the  Charge,  and  to  the  Negledl :  Otherwile,  Complaina'(;'-s 
and  Vv'rtnefies  will  die,  Mifdemeanors  will  be  compounded,  and  the  Com- 
j^ainis  antiqua'ed,  long  bc'O.e  they  can  be   broHght  to  any  Dc'cifion. 

The  People  of  India  do  not  partake  the  Benefits  of  the  B.itilh  Con- 
fl'tution  ;  and  it  is  not  proper  f>  load  th^m  with  its  Inconveniencies. 
The  Rules  of  forma!  Jullice,  eftab'ifhed  in  England,  and  in  moft  other 
Kurore'ii  Countries,  may  have  been  made  witii  a  Reference  to  Advan- 
tages which  ai-e  of  a  more  fnbilantial  Nature,  and  which  are  to  be  enjoyed 
■ivichin  me  Lim'ts  of  Countries  where  they  prevail.  They  are  originally 
made  ut^on  a  final!  and  a  cooneftid  Scale  of  Empire,  if  fuch  local  Ma- 
;^'ims  art'  adhered. to  in  their  Rigour,  and  applied  to  piorefs  coming  from 
the  rcniottft  Parrs  of  the  World,  fuch  a  Delay  of  juUice  would  be  worfe 
sfha'i  a  tor;;l  Denial  of  it. 

The  pv.'ople  of  India  C3n  deiive  no  Confolation  from  Mavims  and 
Modes  of  Proceeding  in  Gre;it  Britain,  wSiicli  never  have  operated,  and 
never  Cr:n  one'-atf,  in  Favour  of  their  Complaints;  but  which  have  their 
full  Force  ill  Favour  of  the  Perfons,  again ll  whom  ih^y  may  have  Reafon 
to  complain.,  Thefe  being  moft  commonly  Perfons  of  great  Wealth,  and 
either  originallv  pofTeffio^,  or  recendy  formicg,  extenftve  Friendihips  and 
powerful  Coiineclions  in  Great  Britain,  tlie  iMatives  of  India,  who  can- 
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not  compreiiencl  the  Principle  of  our  Proceedings,  but  who  peiTi«l^Iy 
comprehend  the  Force  of  Wealth,  Friendihip,  Favour,  and  powerful  CJon- 
neflion,  will  be  apt  to  attribute  their  Failuie  of  Relief  rather  to  thfi 
Caufes  which  they  do,  than  to  ihoie  which  thc-y  do  not  underftand. — 
1  he  L'tws,  therefore,  relative  to  P^^rfons  in  Power  in  Indi?,  ought,  as 
Your  Committee  conceive,  to  be  accommodated  to  their  Situation;  and 
Parliamentary  Proceeding  appears  to  be  the  only  Mode,  in  wliich  Relief 
for  Indian  Grievances  may  be  had.  with  Safety  to  the  Rules  of  Judicatnrs 
in  England,  or  with  EfFcd  in  In^ia;  if  Parliament  fhouid  not  voluntarily 
put  Fetters  of  Form  on  itfelf,  where  the  Conftitution  has  put  none. 

Your  Committee  think  tht-mfclvcs  bound,  in  ccncluding  their  Obfer- 
vations  on  this  their  Firft  Report  of  this  SefTion,  to  remark,  that  Mr. 
Francis  and  Mr.  Wheler  appear  to  ha>e  a^ed  confifter.tly  and  properly 
in  rcfifiing  the  new  Arrangement  of  the  Court  of  Judder  AdauK't  ; 
and  that  Juftice  Chambers  and  Juflice  Hyde,  for  any  thing  which  ap- 
pears to  Your  Comrnittee,  have  had  no  bh:i:e  in,  or  been  afitnting  to, 
any  Part  of  it.

Cafe  for  the  Eajl  India  Com^ary, 

E^R  OM  the  Time  the  Dewannee  of  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  OrifTa,  vi'a?  granted  to  the  Ea& 
*■  India  Company,  the  whole  Government  and  Management  of  the  Provinces,  in  all 
Affairs  civil  and  military,  was  in  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Bengal,  or  a  Seleft  Com- 
•mittee  of  them  ;  but  in  certain  Cafes  the  Name  of  the  Nabob  was  ufcd,  and  he  was  held 
forth  as  the  oftenfible  Sovereign  of  the  Country. 

In  the  Year  1772,  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Bengal  eftabllfhed  new  Courts  of  Ju- 
dicature, for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  among  the  Natives  throughout  the  Provinces  j 
which  were  divided  into  Diftridls.  By  thefe  Regulations,  a  Court  was  eftablifhej 
in  each  Diftrifl,  called  The  MofufiTel  Dewannee  Adaulut,  for  Trial  of  Civil  Caufes,  in 
which  the  Collector  of  each  Dirtri£f  was  to  prefide  as  Judge,  in  the  Quality  of  King's 
Dewan,  and  was  to  be  attended  by  the  Provincial  Dewan  appointed  by  the  Prefident  and 
Council,  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Cutcherry. 

The  Regulations  alfo  eftabli/hed  a  fupericr  Court  of  Civil  Jurifdidion,  at  the  chief 
Seat  of  Government,  called  The  Dewannee  Sudder  Adaulut ;  which  was  to  receive  and 
determine  Appeals  from  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adaulut.  In  this  Court,  the  Prefident 
or  Governor  of  Bengal,  and  Two  Members  of  the  Council,  were  to  fit  as  Judges,  attended 
by  the  Dewan  of  the  Khjlfa,  the  Head  Conongoes,  and  other  Officers  of  the  Cutcherry, 
and  in  the  Abfencc  of  the  Prefident,  a  Third  Member  of  the  Council  was  to  fit,  fo  that 
not  lefs  than  Three  Members  w^erc  to  decide  on  an  Appeal  j  but  the  whole  Council  might 
fit  if  they  chofe  it. 

After  the  above  Regulations,  a  Provincial  Council  was  appointed  inftead  of  a  Colledlorj 
and  they  were  named,  ♦'  The  Judge?  of  the  Court  of  Dewannee  Adaulut." 

1773,  i-^ihGeo.  III.  Cap  64. — An  A£l  was  made  for  eftabliftiin'g  certain  Regulations 
for  the  better  Management  of  the  Eaft  India  Company's  Affairs ;  whereby,  for  the  better 
Management  of  the  Company's  Affairs  in  India,  it  was  ena£>ed,  "  That  for  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  William  in  Bengal,  there  fliould  be  appointed  a  Go- 
vernor and  Four  Coun«illors,  and  that  the  whole  Civil  and  Military  Government  of  the 
faid  Prefidency,  and  alfo  the  Ordering,  Management,  and  Government  of  all  the  Terri- 
torial Acquifitions  and  Revenues  in  the  Kingdoms  of  Bengal,  Bahar,  and  Oriffa,  fhould, 
•during  fuch  Time  as  the  Territorial  Acquifitions  and  Revenues  ihould  remain  ih 
JPoffeflion  of  the  Company,  be  and  the  fame  were  thereby  veiled  in  the  faid  Go- 
vernor General  and  Council  of  the  faid  Prefidency  of  Fort  William  in  Bengal,  in  the 
tike  Manner,  tp  f.\\  lotents  a^id  Purpofcs  whatfoever,  9s  the  lame  then  were,  or  at  any 
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Time  thcntofore  might  have  been  exercifed  by  the  faid  Prefident  and  Council,  or  Se!e£l 
Committee,  in  the  faid  Kingdoms." 

The  fame  Aft  imj^cvveren  his  Majefly  to  eflablifli  a  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  at 
Fort  William  aforefaid,  to  confift  of  a  Chief  Juftice  and  Three  other  |udges,  who  were 
to  have  fuch  Salaries  as  in  the  faid  Adl  are  mentioned,  which  were  to  be  in  lieu  of  all 
Fees  of  Office,  Perquifites,  Emoluments,  and  Advantages  whatfoever  5  and  that  no  Fees 
of  Office,  Perquifites,  Emoluments,  or  Advantages  whatfoever,  ihould  be  accepted,  re- 
ceivcd,  or  taken  by  the  faid  Judges,  or  any  of  them,  in  any  Manner,  or  on  any  AccounE 
or  Pretence  whatfoever,  other  than  fuch  Salaries  and  Allowances  as  were  in  and  by  that 
A6i  direfted  to  be  paid  to  them  refpeftively. 

Purfuant  to  this  Ad,  the  King  granted  a  (  harter  of  Juftice,  and  appointed  Sir  Elijah 
Impey  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Court ;  and  he  took  that  Office  upon  him. 

Many  Difputes  arofe  between  the  Governor  General  and  Council  and  the  Judges,  re- 
fpefling  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Supreme  Court, 

28th  March  1780,  the  Governor  General  and  Council  eftabliflied  another  Plan  for  the 
Adminiftration  of  Juftice  throughout  the  Provinces  5  by  which  they  ordained,  that  there 
fhould  continue  to  be  Courts  of  Civil  Judicature  in  each  of  the  grand  Divifions  therein 
inentioned  ;  and  that  over  each  of  thefe  Courts,  a  Company's  covenanted  Servant  (hould 
pre  fide,  under  the  Title  of  Superintendant  of  the  Dewannec  Adaulut,  and  his  Jurifdiflion 
was  to  be  independent  of  the  Provincial  CounciU-r-That  the  Provincial  Councils  ftiould 
try  and  determine  all  Revenue  Caufes ;  and  that  the  Superintendant  of  the  Beviannee 
Adaulut  fhould  try  an<l  determine  all  other  Civil  Caufes.  They  alfo  eftabliflied  various 
other  Regulations,  of  which  you  have  a  Copy  herewith  ;  by  thefe  Regulations  an  Appeal 
is  given  in  certain  Cafes  from  the  Dewannee  Adaulut,  to  the  Governor  General  and 
Council,  in  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut. 

Oftober  17S0, — Sir  Elijah  Impey  W8s  appointed  by  the  Governor  General  and  Coun- 
cil of  Bengal,  to  be  Judge  of  the  faid  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  as  mentioned 
sn  the  following  Minutes : 

Gcverr.or  GeneraVi  Mlruie  in  Cotijultatior,  z^th  September  1780. 

''  The  Inftitutiop  of  the  new  Courtsof  Dewannee  Adaulut,  has  already  given  Oica/ion 
to  very  troublefome  and  alarming  Competition  between  them  and  the  Provincial  Councils, 
md  too  much  ^Vafte  of  Time  at  this  Board. — Thefe,  however,  manifeft;  the  Necefllty  of 
giving  a  more  than  ordinary  Attention  to  thefe  Courts  in  the  Infancy  of  their  Eftabliih- 
menr,  that  they  may  neither  pervert  the  Purpofes,  nor  exceed  the  Limits  of  their  jurif- 
iiiftion,  nor  fuffer  Incroachments  upon  it. 

"  To  effedl  thefe  Points,  would  require  fuch  a  laborious  and  almoft  unremitted  Appli- 
cation,  that  however  urgent  or  important  they  may  appear,  I  fhould  dread  to  bring  them 
before  the  Confultation  of  the  Board  ;  unlefs  1  could  propofe  fome  Expedient  for  that 
Xnd,  that  Oiould  not  add  to  the  Weight  of  Bufinefs  with  which  it  is  alrea.'y  overcharged. 

*'  That  which  I  have  to  offer,  will,  I  hope,  prove  rather  a  Diminution  of  it.  By  the 
Conftitution  of  the  Dewannee  Courts,  they  are  all  made  amenable  to  a  fuperior  Court, 
called,  The  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  which  has  been  commonly,  but  erroneoufly, 
tinderftood  to  be  fimply  a  Court  of  Appeals.  Its  Province  is,  and  neceflarily  muft  be, 
more  extenfive.  It  is  not  only  to  receive  Appeals  from  the  Decree  of  the  inferior  Courts, 
in  all  Caufes  exceeding  a  certain  Amount ;  but  to  receive  and  revife  all  the  Proceedings  of 
the  inferior  Courts,  to  attend  to  their  Condaft,  to  remedy  their  Defefts,  and  generally, 
to  form  fuch  new  Regulations  and  Checks,  35  Experience  fliall  prove  to  be  necefl'ary  to 
the  Purpofe  of  their  Inftitution.  Hitherto  the  Board  has  referved  this  Office  to  itfelf, 
but  hath  not  yet  entered  into  the  Execution  of  it,  nor,  1  will  venture  to  pronounce,  will 
Jt  ever  with  EflFeft,  though  Half  of  its  Time  were  devoted  to  this  fmglc  Department. 
Yet,  without  both  the  Support  and  Contruul  of  fome  powerful  Authority  held  over 
them,  it  is  impoffible  for  the  Courts  to  fubfifl- ;  but  they  muft  either  fink  into  Contempt, 
cr  be  perverted  into  the  Jnftruments  of  Oppreliion, 

"  This  Authority,  I  repeat,  the  Board  is  incapable  of  exercifing,  and  if  delegated  to 
ixy  Body  of  Men,  or  to  any  individual  Agent,  not  polleffing  in  themfelves  fome  Weight 
independent  of  mere  official  Power,  it  will  prove  little  more  effeftual.  The  only  Mode 
which  I  can  devjfe  to  fubftitute  for  it,  is  included  in  the  following  Motions,  which  I 
BOW  fubmit,  on  the  Reafons  premifed,  to  the  Confideration  of  the  Board  : 

*'  That  the  Chief  Juftice  be  requerted  to  accept  of  the  Charge  and  Superintendency  of 
th;  Office  cf  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  under  its  prefent  Regulations,  and  fuch  other  as 

th« 
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tlie  Board  fball  think  proper  to  add  to  them,  or  to  fubftitute  in  their  Stead  ;  and  that  on 
his  Acceptance  nf-it,  he  be  lippointod  to  it,  and  ftiled  tine  Judge  of  the  Sud.icr  AdduKif. 

"  I  {hall  beg  Leave  to  add  a  tcvv  Words  in  S'ipp;-rt  of  this  Propofition,  on  different 
Grounds.  1  am  well  aware  tliat  the  Cholre  vhich  I  have  mads  for  fo  importsnt  an  Of- 
fice, and  one  whith  will  niinutily  and  nearly  ovcrloDk  every  Rank  of  tiie  Civil  Service, 
will  I'libjeift  me  to  much  popular  Prejudice,  as  its  real  Tendency  will  be  mifunderftood  by 
ipany,  mifriprcfent-d  by  mi>ie,  and  perhaps  dreaded  by  a  few. 

"  1  ftiall  patiently  fiibmit  to  this  Conlequencc,  bccaute  1  am  confcious  of  the  Refli- 
tude  of  my  intention?,  and  certain  that  the  Event  will  juftify  me,  and  prove,  that  in 
whacver  Light  it  may  be  fuperfii.ialiy  viewed,  ]  (h;;ll  be  found  to  have  fludicd  the  true 
Intercfts  of  the  Service,  and  contributed  the  moft  effeft-jally  to  its  Credit. 

"  The  Want  <f  legal  PDwers,  except  fm  h  as  were  implied  in  very  doubtful  Con- 
flruclicns  of  the  Aft  of  Parliament,  and  the  Hazards  t'>  which  the  Superiors  of  the 
Dewannee  Courts  are  expofed  in  their  own  Perfons,  from  the  F.xercile  of  their  Funftions, 
has  been  the  principal  Caufe  of  their  RcmifTtiefs,  nn.1  equally  of  the  Difregard  which  has 
been  in  many  Inftances  fhewn  to  their  Authority.  They  will  l^e  enabled  to  ail  with  Con- 
fidence, nor  wilt  any  Man  dare  to  contefl  their  Rfght  of  afling,  when  their  Proceedings 
are  held  under  the  3an£lion  and  immediate  Fatronau'e  of  the  Firft  Member  of  the  Su- 
preme (  ourt,  and  with  his  Participation  in  the  Infla'-.ies  of  fuch  as  are  brought  in  Appeal 
tefore  him,  and  regulated  by  his  Inrtrutlions.  They  very  much  require  an  Inflrudlor, 
and  no  one  will  doubt  the  fuperior  Qualiflcaticns  of  the  Chief  Juftice  for  fuch  a  Duty. 

"  It  will  be  the  "Means  of  lelfening  the  Diftance  between  the  Board  and  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  has  perhaps  been,  more  than  the  undefined  Powers  aiiumed  to  each,  the 
Caufe  of  the  Want  of  that  accommodating  Temper,  which  ought  to  have  influenced  thei* 
lijtercourfe  with  each  other. 

"  The  Conteft  in  which  we  hsve  been  unfortunately  engaged  with  the  Court,  bore  at 
one  Time  fo  alarming  a  Tendency,  that  i  believe  every  Member  of  the  Board  foreboded 
the  moft  dangerous  Confeqnences  to  the  Peace  and  Refources  of  this  Government  from 
them.  They  are  at  prefent  compofed  ;  but  we  cannot  be  certain  that  the  Calm  will  laft 
beyond  the  aiftual  Vacation,  fince  the  fame  Grounds  an.i  Materials  of  Difunion  iuhfift,  and 
the  Revival  of  it,  at  a  Time  like  this,  added  to  our  other  Troubles,  might,  if  carried  to 
Extremities,  prove  fatal. 

"  The  Propofition  which  I  have  fuhmitted  to  the  Board  may,  nor  have  I  FToubt  that 
jf  will,  prove  an  Inftrument  of  Cojiciliation  witii  the  Court;  and  it  will  preclude  the  Ne- 
cefTity  of  afluming  a  Jurifdiftion  over  Herfons  exempted  by  our  Conftrudtion  of  the  Aft 
of  Parliament  from  it ;  it  will  facilitate  and  give  vigour  to  the  Courfe  of  Juflice ;  it  will 
lefTen  the  Cares  of  the  Board,  and  add  to  their  Lcifure,  for  Occupations  more  urgent,  and 
l)etter  fuited  to  the  Genius  and  Principles  of  Government ;  noi  will  it  be  any  Acceirion 
of  Power  to  the  Court,  where  that  Portion  of  Authority  which  is  propofed  to  be  given,  is 
given  only  to  a  fingle  Man  of  the  Court,  and  may  be  levoked  wiaenever  the  Board  Hull 
t^-ink  it  proper  to  reft^me  it," 

Sir  Eyre  Coqte's  Minute  in  Confultal'ion,    z^th  CBcher  T780. 

"  As  the  determining  upon  Points  relative  to  Law  Proceedings,  has  fallen  fo  little 
within  the  Limits  of  my  Prol'clEon,  \  acknowledge  myfelf  inadequate  to  the  forming  a 
thorough  Judgment  concerning  the  Pian  propofcd  by  the  Governor  General, 

"  But,  trul^in^o  his  full  Knowledge  ot  that  Branch  <.f  Government  which  he  nov/ 
means  to  bring  under  the  Controul  of  Infpeflion,  and  from  a  real  Senfe  of  the  Abilities 
of  the  Chief  Juftice  to  render  any  Department  of  Superintendence  which  (hould  be  in- 
trufted  to  his  Charge,  no  lei's  uf-rlui  and  beneficial  in  EtJ'eft  than  in  Idea,  1  give  my 
Aflent  to  the  Meafure: — Obferving  at  the  fame  Time,  however,  that  this  AfiTent  is  for 
the  Trial  of  an  Expedient,  which  maybe  attended  with  favourable  Confequences,  and 
not  for  its  abfolute  Eftabliftiment ;  and  therefore  refcrve  tomtfelffull  Libeity  to  vote 
againft  the  preient  Refolution,  fhould  I  find  it  prove  hereafter,  in  any  Relpeft,  detri- 
mental either  to  the  Lines  of  Government,  or  to  the  Community." 

Mr,  Tfhehr^s  Minute,  Z£,tb  OElcher  1780, 

'*  Ko  one  can  be  more  fincerely  defirous  than  I  am,  of  the  due  Adminiffration  of 
Juftice  in  this  Country.  By  the  late  A£t  of  Parliament,  this  Branch  is  divided  between 
' the 
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ike  Supreme  Court  and  the  Government;  what  the  Aft  hath  not  committed  to  the  for- 
mer, it  confirms  to  the  latter  j  and  wherever  the  Extent  of  the  rcfpeflive  Jurifdiftions 
is  H'lt  clearly  defined,  or  is  oppofnely  viewed,  thjir  mutual  Candour  and  Regard  to  ihe 
Public  Good  ftiould  influence. — Through  thefe  Chaiitiels  only  can  Juftice  flow  here. 

"  This  Board,  in  the  late  Inflitetion  of  Dewannce  Courts  of  Adaulut,  hath  thought 
jtfelf  acting  in  the  Province  left  to  it  by  the  Legiflature,  and  making  an  eft'eilive  Regu- 
lation lor  the  Benefit  of  the  Country. — I  am  forrv  to  find,  from  the  Governor  General's 
Minute,  that  he  now  fees  the  Inftnution  in  a  different  Light  in  both  thefe  Relpecls.— 
He  conceives,  that  the  Superiors  of  the  Adauluts  huve  no  legal  Powers,  except  I'uch  as 
are  implied  in  very  doubtful  Ccnftruftions  of  the  Aft  of  Parliament ;  that  the  Court  of 
Appeals  eftabliflied  to  controul  their  Proceedings,  and  fupport  their  Authority,  can  never 
prove  effeftual  for  thefe  Hurpofes.—  Iftlic  IniHtution  has  really  thefe  Evils  in  it,  I  am 
•willing  to  deliberate  upon  proper  Remedies  for  them  to  reduce  it,  if  it  has  exceeded  the 
due  Limits;  or  if  it  is  found  to  be  effentially  defeftive,  to  agree  to  an  cdential  Change 
in  it;  but  at  prefent,  I  mult  confefs,  thefe  Pofiiions  are  not  evident  to  me  ;  and  fup- 
pofing  thefe  to  be  eftabiifhed  in  the  Application  of  Remedies,  we  can  have  no  Standard, 
but  the  Lines  marked  out  by  the  Aft  of  Parliament,  which  afligns  a  f.tparate  |urifdiftion 
to  each  of  the  Two  Department?^  or  implies  the  Duty  of  a  Cooperation  of  b  ith. 

"  Although  I  entertain  5II  due  Deference  for  the  Chief  Juftice,  and  feel  myfelf  em., 
barrafied  hy  the  I'erfonality  which  mixes  in  the  Queftion  before  us  ;  yet  I  muft  beg  Leave 
fo  fdv,  that  the  Expedient  propofcd  by  the  Gcvernor  General  feems  not  to  fall  in  with 
any  of  the  Intentions  of  the  Aft,  but  to  be  oppofed  by  Difficulties,  as  well  as  to  threaten 
Confequences,  which,  unlefs  obviated,  muft  determine  me  to  withhold  my  Aflent 
to  it. 

"  Some  of  the  prefent  DifSculties  are  thefe:  Firft,  If  the  Governor  General  and 
Council  have  no  legal  Power  to  appoint  Superinrendents  of  the  Adauluts,  than  what  is 
implied  from  a  doubtful  Conllruftion  of  the  Aft  of  Parliament,  then  they  fnould  not 
have  proceeded  to  an  Eftabliftiment  of  fuch  Importance,  nor  fliould  they  now  perfiit  in  it  ; 
their  Bufinefj  in  fuch  Cafe  is  to  a6l  in  concert  with  the  I  ourt. 

2d,  •'  If  they  have  not  in  themfelvcs  competent  Power  for  this  Eftablifhment,  they, 
in  like  Manner,  are  not  competent  to  conifer  upon  any  Individual,  that  Authority  with 
which  it  is  now  propofed  to  inveft  the  Chief  Juftice. 

3d,  "  Unlefs  the  Chief  Juftice  acknowledges  the  Validity  of  the  Board's  Inftitution 
(which  will  be  a  great  Authoiity  againft  the  Governor  General's  Arguments) -he  cannot 
confidently  accept  of  the  Office  propofed  for  him  ;  and  the  fame  Remark  may  be  ex- 
tenHcd  to  the  Opinions  of  the  other  Judges. — His  Acceptance  of  an  Office  cannot  efta- 
bJifli  the  Legality  of  the  Power  that  confers  it. 

4th,  "  The  Union  of  different  Powers  in  the  Petfon  of  the  Chief  Juftice,  can  be  no 
regular  Conciliation  of  the  Two.  Departments  :  The  Interpofitiim  of  his  Perfon  may 
indeed  prevent  their  chfhing  for  a  Time  ;  but  this  sffvtXs  no  real  Adjuflment  of  Prin- 
t;pics  between  them  ;  and  it  does  not  fcem  allowable  fci?  w  to  conclude,  that  a  particular 
Diftinftion  /hewn  the  Chief  Juftice,  will  mpprcfs  all  Oppofition  of  Sentiment  tVjm  the 
other  Judges;  nor  does  this  Mode  of  procuring  t'cace,  if  it  fiiould  fucceed,  appear  the 
moft  honourable  or  faie  for  outlelve? ;  for,  after  delegating  fo  much  Power,  both  De- 
psrtmtnts  are  ftill  left  expofcd  at  the  Plcal'urc  of  the  Chief  Juftice,  to  the  future 
Eruption  of  their  unextinguilhed  DifFercnifes. 

5th,  ''  If,  for  the  Purpofes  of  conciliating  the  Court,  and  g'ving  Efficacy  to  the 
Aciaukits,  fuch  an  Authority  is  to  be  beftowed,  it  would  feem  that  thsse  Purpofes  would 
be  better  anfwercd,  and  ail  Danger  of  infringing  the  Aft  of  Parliament  avoided,  by 
delegating  the  Power  of  hearing  Appeals  to  all  the  Judges  of  the  Sui>reme  Court,  or 
affociating  them  wuh  ourfelves,  and  holding  fuch  Power  in  Conjunftion  with  them, 
which  falls  in  with  one  Part  of  the  Bil!  tranfmitted  to  the  Court  of  Direftors  in  the 
Year  1776.. 

6th,  "  By  an  Appointment  of  this  Nature,  the  Independency  of  both  Departments 
•nay  be  encangered  ;  by  feparating  the  Members  from,  their  DL-partments,  a  Syftem  of 
mutual  Influences,  which  may  occafionally  operate  too  powerfully  upon  each,  is  at  onse 
founded. 

7th,  "  Such  a  Union  of  different  Powers  is  beyond  the  Scope  of  the  Aft  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  foreign  to  the  Confticution  of  the  Company's  Government — A  great  Salary, 
hijh  Rank  and  Confideration,  are  annexed  t^  the  Office  of  Chief  Juftice,  moft  pro- 
bably upon  the  Suppofuicn,  that  the  Perfon  advanced  to  it  couU^  here  receive  no  Aug- 
mentation in  any  oi  thefe  Thir-j;;:  and  it  feem«  incoRfiaeat  witii  his  Appointment  from 

ths 
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the  King,  wliich  malrc?  liltn  independent,  to  iiccept  of  another  Appointment  under  the 
Company,  during  the  fltafure  ct  this  Board,  \ 

8th,  "  1b  the  Office  propoied  to  b^  given  to  the  Ciiief  Jufticc,  it  docs  not  appear  how 
he  I  ail  be  held  111!  "ei- Convioul  or  Pvcfponlibility.  He  cannot  be  feparatcd  from  the  Pri-« 
viJi-ues  of  his  oiii.'ii)al  0^^lcc  ;  ytrt  the  Exotcife  of  th^'m,  in  all  that  relates  to  the  new 
Appointment,  mull  Ic  quite  cHi'>.reuon.uy  with  him, 

"  The  ApprthenfioDS  which  I  entertain,  and  have  alluded  to  in  the  former  Part  of  my 
Minute,  arc  theft : 

ift,  "  That  it  will  be  thought  rcquifite,  if  thi'!  Appointment  takes  Place,  to  annex 
a  large  Salary  to  it,  and  an  ample  Eftabliniment. 
"  In  our  prefent  State,  when  we  can  hardly  rail'e  Money  for  our  ncceffary  Occafions, 
I  ftiould  thifik  fuch  an  Expencc  utterly  inadmilTible. 

2d,  "  Decifions  migiit  probably  go  upon  the  Principles  of  Englifh  Law — The  Intro- 
duction of  this  Piadtice  flioulJ,  in  my  humble  Opinion,  be  previoufly  and  ma- 
turely confidercd. 
3d,  •'  If  Attornies  and  Solicitors  fhould  be  admitted  to  praftife  in  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  a  new  and  wide  Dior  of  Ciiigation  would   be  opened — The  Company 
have  no  Controul  over  Attornies  and  Solicitors. 
4th,  ♦'   The   EuHnefs  of   the    Court    of  Appeals    mud    give    Opportunity    for  a 
thorough  Infpedlion  of  all  the  Affairs  of  the  Revenue,  and  Proceedings  of  the 
Provincial  Councils  J    of  co uric,  a  very  powerful  Influence  over  both  Europeans 
and  Natives, 
5th,  "  Such  an  Influence,  pofTelTed  by  the  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
might  too  much  hide  the  Government  from  the  Eye  of  the  Natives. 
"  Waving  further  Objeftion,  I  now  repeat  my  Wifh  to  fee  thefe  obviated ;  and  what- 
ever may  he  wanting  for  an  etfeflual  Controul  over  the  Country  Courts,  fupplied.     If 
the  Service  fhould  indeed  require  an  extraneous  Chctk,  delicate  and  important  as  this 
Point  is,  I  would  by  no  Means  have  itunderftood  that  I  would  oppofe  it;  but  before  this 
is  applied,  I  think  leveral  other  Expedients  might  be  tried  :   ift.  The  Company's  chief 
Law  Officer  here,  feems  to  be  the  Perfon  to  whom  Rccourfe  fhould  firft  be  had,  his 
Station  being  fimilar  to  that  of  the  Council  in  England,  who  attends  on  all  Queftions  of 
Law,  and   gives  his  Opinion  and   Advice  :    I  think,  that  by  introducing  in  the  fame 
Manner  the  Advocate  General  in  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  Bufinefs  of  that  Court 
might  be  made  eafy  to  the  Members  of  the  Board  ;    and  I  mull  think  alfo,  that  if  fuch 
an  Ofiicer  as  Judge  of  Appeals  fho'ild  be  created,  he  has  the  moft  natural  Right  to  it. 

2d,  "  The  Supreme  Court,  and  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  might  fit  together 
as  a  Court  of  Appeals,  accordin'^  to  the  Principle  of  the  Bill  already  mentioned. 

3d,  "  The  Objcilious  againit  the  Chief  Juttice  lie  with  lefs  Force  againfl  either  of 
the  inferior  Judges.     A  nd, 

4th,  "  Lcaft  of  all  againft  the  Prcfidence  of  all  the  Judges  in  Rotation."

*'  I  have  not  had  fufficient  Time  to  give  this  important  Propofition  all  the  Confidera- 
tion  it  defervesj  the  Refleftions  which  it  fuggefls,  muft  be  flated  haflily  as  tiiey  occur. 
That  it  is  a  frefh  Innovation,  fucceeding  many  others,  in  the  Adminiftration  of  Juflice 
lo  the  Natives  of  this  Country,  is  of  itfelf  a  weighty  Objeftion  j  all  Innovations  of  this 
Nature  arc  dangerous,  efpecially  in  a  Country,  whofe  Government  cannot  divide  or 
furrender  any  of  its  Howers,  without  leflening  the  Refpefl,  and  hazarding  the  Obedi- 
ence, of  its  Sub)etts.  On  this  Principle  we  contended  for  the  exclulive  Jurifdiftion  of 
the  Governor  General  and  Council,  as  Dewan  over  the  Zemindars,  Landholders,  and 
landed  Property  of  this  Country.  In  my  Judgment,  the  Propofition  amounts  to  a  direiSt 
Contradiftion  or  Defertion  of  every  Thing  we  faid  or  did,  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Rajah  of 
Cofiijurah  ;  as  fuch  it  will  be  naturally  received  and  underftood  by  the  Natives :  They 
cannot  diflrnguifh  between  the  Chief  Jul>ice  and  the  Supreme  Court ;  or  if  the  DiftinC' 
tion  could  pofTibly  be  explained  to  them,  and  if  they  could  be  fatisfied  that  in  fa£l  it 
was  not  intended  to  reinftate  the  Court  in  the  Exercife  of  the  Jurifdiclion  which  it  had 
cla-med,  and  which  we  had  refilled,  it  is  probable  they  would  think  that  fome  greater 
Evil  was  to  befal  them.  1  hope  it  is  unneceflary  for  me  to  fay,  that  no  Idea  of  perfonal 
Difrefpeft  to  the  Chief  Jurtice  can  be  intended  by  any  Thing  I  /liall  offer  on  the  publi: 
^eRign  before  me  j    if  any  ExprefTi^a  tbat  may  appear  t9  have  fjch  a  Tendency, 

fhould 
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ftiould  efrape  me,  I  difclaim  it.  I  mean  to  examine  the  propoft-d  Inftitution  on  its 
own  Merits,  and  the  Difficulties  it  may  be  fabjeft  to  as  a  Public  Meafure,  without 
Reference  to  the  peifonal  Charafler  or  Qiialifications  of  any  Individual.  I  fhall  follow 
the  Reafor.ing  of  the  Governor  General's  Minute,  in  the  Order  in  which  he  has 
placed  it, 

<'  If  the  Inftitutidn  of  the  new  Court  has  already  given  Occafion  to  Competitions  be- 
tween  the  Provincial  Councils  and  the  Dewannee  Adauluts  j  it  is  our  Bufinefs  and  Duty 
to  put  an  end  to  them  by  our  Authority,  which  is  direft  and  fufficiently  coercive  over 
both  Parlies;  we  ought  to  draw  the  Line  between  them,  and  infift  on  their  refpeflive 
Submilllon  to  the  Limitation  defcribed  by  it.  I  do  not  think,  that  to  efieft  this 
point  would  require  any  very  laborious  Application  on  our  Part  j  our  Adminiftratioa 
wants  Vigour,  not  Time,  to  execute  its  Duties:  One  Purlifhment  would  have  more 
Effect  than  a  Thoufand  Regulations,  But  if  the  Argument  wafe  well  founded,  how  is 
the  Difficulty  removed  by  transferring  this  laborious  Service  to  the  Chief  Juftice,  who 
is  already  fo  overloaded  with  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Supreme  Couit,  thst  he  finds  it  impof- 
fible  to  aflift  his  Brethren  as  Afting  Juftices  of  Calcutta,  and  therefore  is  very  juflly 
cxcufed  from  ITiaring  with  them  in  the  Toil  of  that  troublefome  Office  ? 

"  The  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  I  know,  has  been  commonly,  but  I  do  not  think 
it  is  erroneoufly,  underftood  to  be  fimply  a  Court  of  Appeals.  The  6th  Article  of 
the  Plan  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  provides,  That  tl-e  Dewannee  Sudder  Maulut 
fhall  recei-ve  and  determine  Apfeah  from  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adauluts  \  and  it  fays  no 
more  :  If  its  Province  be,  and  neceffarily  muft  be,  much  more  extcnfive,  the  Extent  cf  ic 
fliould  be  accurately  defcribed  and  defined.  For  my  own  Part,  I  know  not  where  to 
look  for  their  necefTary  Definition  ;  but  I  know,  that  a  Jurifdiflion  not  fo  defined, 
either  has  no  Power  at  all,  or  it  is  defpotic.  A  Court  of  Appeal,  as  fuch,  can  do 
nothing  but  receive  Appeals  from  the  Decrees  of  inferior  Courts :  If  it  is  to  receive  and 
revife  all  the  Proceedings  of  fuch  Courts,  it  muft  itfelf  ceafe  to  be  a  Court  of  Appeal  j 
for  what  Suitor  will  appeal  to  a  fuperior  Court,  which  has  already  revifed,  approved, 
and  confirmed  the  very  Proceedings  by  which  he  thinks  himfelf  injured  ?  If  a  Court  of 
Appeal  adheres  to  the  true  Principle  of  its  Inftitution,  it  ihould  know  nothing  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Inferior  Court,  until  an  Appeal  from  the  Decree  of  that  Court  comes 
regularly  before  it.  If  it  has  already  approved  of  the  Proceedings  below,  it  is  inftantly 
a  Party,  and  cannot  be  Judge.  As  to  the  other  Duties  propofed,  of  attending  to  their 
Conduft,  of  remedying  their  Defeats,  and  forming  new  Regulations,  &;c.  thefe  are 
Objefts  of  the  Lcgiflative  Power  of  the  Country,  which  1  underftand  quoad  ho(y  at 
leaft,  is  exclufively  and  unnalienably  vefted  in  the  Governor  General  and  Council. 

*»  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  the  Office  might  be  exercifed  by  the  Board,  or  by  any  Two 
Members  of  it;  and  that  Two  or  Three  fpecific  Days,  allotted  in  a  Month  to  this  Duty, 
would  be  fufficient  to  perform  it. 

"  I  muft  objedt  to  the  Requeft  propofed  to  be  made  to  the  Chief  Juftice,  for  the  fol- 
lowing Reafons  :  The  Governor  General  and  Council  cannot,  without  departing  from 
the  Principle  on  which  they  have  unanimoufly  a£bed,  eftablifh  the  Sudder  Adaulut  oij 
any  Plan  which  commits  the  Company's  Rights,  or  ours  in  the  Quality  of  Dewan  of  the 
Provinces,  to  the  Cuftody  of  all  or  any  of  the  Judges.  The  Supreme  Court  and  Council 
differ  widtly  in  their  Ideas  of  the  Jurifdiflion  of  the  Court.  The  Chief  Juftice  cannot 
be  fuppofed  to  have  changed  the  Opinions  which  he  has  at  all  Times  fo  fteadily  main- 
tained, and  thofe  Opinions  would  lead  him  to  fubmit  to  the  Jurifdiftion  in  many 
Inftances,  in  which  the  Council,  upon  their  Principles,  would  refift  them.  Thus  the 
Council,  by  making  the  Chief  Juftice  Judge  of  the  Sudder  Adaulut,  would  put  into 
the  Power  of  the  very  Man  with  whom  they  have  been  contending,  to  give  up  what 
they  hitherto  infifted  on  as  their  eflential  Rights. 

"  The  great  Objeft  of  this  Plan  is  to  give  Authority  to  the  Dewannee  Adauluts ; 
but  I  cannot  admit,  that  the  Means  are  likely  to  anfwer  the  End.  The  Arguments 
drawn  from  the  elevated  Station  of  the  Chief  juftice,  have  no  Weight ;  he  can  carry 
none  of  the  Powers  of  the  Supreme  Court  into  the  Sudder  Adaulut,  When  he  adls 
under  the  Appointment  of  the  Council,  as  Superintendent,  he  will  poflefs  no  Part  of 
the  Authority  which  be  derives  from  the  King's  Appointment  of  Chief  Juftice.  It 
will  not  prove  an  Inftrument  of  Conciliation,  nor  prevent  the  Revival  of  Difputes, 
which,  it  is  faid,  might  prove  fatal.  It  is  admitted  by  the  Governor,  that  the  Grounds 
of  Divifion  ftill  fubfift;  and  it  is  certain  that  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice  to 
the  Sudder  Adaulut,  will  make  no  Alteration  in  the  Authority  and  Powers  of  the 
Supreme  Court }  the  remaining  Judges  will  have  the  fame  Powers  which  they  ail  now 
5  .  poffefs, 
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j»ofr<:fr,-bec.Mif<-  the  Council  cannot,  by  new-moililling  the  Ad.uiluts,  abriJije,  or  in  any 
way  atV'-ft  the  Powers  of  the  Court.  If  the  Chicl"  fuliice  carries  )il«  late  Opinions  into 
the  Sudder  Ad.iulut,  th?  Su;'reme  Court  will  obt.iin  Strength  from  this  Appointment; 
if  he  ails  on  new  I'rinci^^le:,  nurc  conformable  to  thole  of  the  Council,  th.it  will  raifc 
trcrti  Difliculties  ;  it  will  tend  to  make  a  nreach  between  him  and  the  other  Judges, 
but  can  never  ren.iir  the  Breach  alre.idy  fubfifting  between  the  Court  aad  Council.  I 
vfe  the  Lani;u,i^f  v.hich  has  already  been  applied  by  us  to  the  [udges,  when  I  fay,  th  t 
theve  is  a  Jtaiv.ufy  whi.'h  all  Men  feel  for  their  own  Power  and  Cunfcquencej  the  Two 
Puil'ne  Judges  cannot  but  feel  themfi:!ves  wounded  by  this  partial  Snkttion  of  the  Chief 
Jullice,  and  the  Preference  ^iven  to  his  fuperior  Qualifications.  We  ought  not  to  oiVer 
them  fuch  Caufe  of  Oft'ence,  nor  ought  we  to  be  carelefs  of  the  EfFe(fts  it  may  produce. 

"  J  conceive,  that  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Jufticc  to  this  Oih-'c,  would  claffj 
and  be  inconfiftent  v.iih- the  Duties  of  his  prefent  Station.  It  would  be  aa  infuperablS 
Bar  to  his  afting  in  many  Cafer,  in  which  his  IJuty,  as  Chief  Juftice,  would  call  on 
fcim  to  aft.  Su:'pofe  a. Suitor  in  the  Adaulut  Ihould  think  the  Judge  had  aflcd  illegally, 
he  might  bring  his  Adlion  againft  him  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  then,  upon  the  Prin* 
ciples  on  which  the  Court  ;\nd  the  Chief  JuOice  have  ptrticuhrly  infifled  and  aded,  he 
would  be  obliged  to  come  a$  a  Party  into  the  Court,  in  which  he  ought  to  prefide  as 
Chief  Juftice,  to  plead  in  the  ufual  Form,  and  to  defend  himfelf  in  the  ufual  Way  ; 
and  he  might  be  compelled  to  pay  Damages  for  what  he  had  done  as  Superintendent,  in 
t-Ke  lame  Manner  that  the  Council  of  Patna  were  for  their  Procecd'ngs  againft  Nadara 
Begum.  Thus  his  Proceedings  in  the  Adaulut  would  bring  him  a  Party  inti)  his  own 
Court,  and  preclude  him  from  afting  in  his  Capacity  of  Lhief  Jullice.  Again,  fuppofe 
a  Perfon  committed  by  any  of  the  inferior  Adauluts,  or  by  the  Chief  Juftice  of  the 
Sudler  Adaulut,  (hoiild  apply  to  him  for  a  Writ  of  Hab^'as  Corpus,  /hould  he  refufe 
the  Writ,  becauie  the  GrounHs  of  the  Commitment  are  already  known  to  him  ?  Or 
ihall  he  grant  it,  though  polTeiTed  of  fuch  Knowledge,  and  when  he  himfelf  has  pre- 
judged the  (iueftion,  by  ordering  or  approving  the  Commitment  ? — I  cannot  prefume  to 
iay  how  far  it  wjuld  be  his  Duty  to  grant  the  Writ  at  all  Events,  but  it  is  evident  that 
the  Prilbner  would  ga'in  nothing  by  obtaining  it.  It  may  be  faid,  the  Perfon  fo  com- 
mitted may  apply  for  a  Writ  of  HabeiS  Corpus  to  one  of  the  Puifne  Judges  ;  if  he 
luccceds  (a'!  he  certainly  would,  if,  in  my  Opinion  of  the  J'^'lge,  there  Ihould  feem 
reafon  to  fuppofe  the  Commitment  might  be  illegal),  it  would  follow,  that  the  Ait  of 
the  Superintendent  would  be  canvaffed,  and  perhaps  fet  afide  by  an  inferior  Judje  of 
another  Court,  in  which  the  Superintendent  himfelf  prcfides.  This  Cafe  might  fre- 
quently occur,  and  if  it  fhould  ever  occur,  it  would  tend  to  create  new  Differences 
between  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  one  Side,  and  the  Sudder  Devvannee  Adaulut,  fup- 
ported  by  the  Chief  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  the  other. 

"  On  the  whole,  I  think  it  would  be  improper  in  the  Council  to  requeft  the  Chief 
Juftice  to  take  upon  himfelf,  and  perhaps  illegal  in  him  to  accept  an  Office,  which  is  fo 
inconfiftent  v/iththe  Duties  of  his  prefunt  Station,  and  which  would  preclude  him  from 
excrcifing  the  Irull  repofed  in  him  by  the  King,  in  many  Cafes  of  the  greateft  Import-, 
ance,  particularly  thofe  in  which  the  Limits  of  Jurifiiftion  of  the  Court,  and  the 
Extent  of  the  Powers  veiled  in  the  Council,  might  come  in  que(>ion. 

"  One  of  the  Obfervations  with  which  the  Governor  General  concludes  his  Argu- 
ment in  favour  of  his  f^lan,  viz.— That  the  Portion  of  Authority  which  is  propofcd  to 
be  given,  is  only  to  a  fingle  Man  of  the  Court, — appears  tome  a  ftrong  Objection  aoamit 
it.  The  EngliHs  Government  hai  very  fparingly  delegated  judicial  Authority  to  Angle 
Perfons  ;  final  Appeals,  in  particular,  are  never  permitted  to  be  tried  by  a  fingle  Judge, 
either  in  England  or  any  of  its  Provinces  or  Dependencies:.  The  King  is,  I  believe, 
the  only  fingle  f^erfon  to  whom  fuch  an  appellate  Jurifdiiflion  is  even  nominally  given, 
and  he  cannot  try  an  Appeal  without  the  Afliftance  of  his  Privy  Council  :  Appeals  to 
him,  therefore,  are  called  Appeals  to  the  King  in  Council. 

"  This  Policy  has  nothing  to  do  with  Trials  by  Jury,  or  Principles  of  EnoHfii 
Liberty,  which  may  be  thought  inapplicable  in  Bengal,  but  is  founded  on  that  [iil]ice, 
to  which  the  Natives  of  Bengal  are  entitled,  as  wil  as  other  Men.  But  Juftice  requires, 
in  the  Conftitution  of  a  Court,  Corruption  be  above  all  Things  guarded  agaiiifl  ;  and  no 
Magiftrate  is  more  liable  to  Corruption  than  a  Judge,  in  whom  is  verted  a  Power  of 
determining  Appeals,  without  being  either  checked  by  Aflbciates,  orcontrolKd  by  any 
further  Appeals  to  Superior  Judges,  The  Legiflaiure,  in  eftabli/hing  the  Superior  Court 
of  judicature  here  (though  it  be  not  a  Court  of  Appeal,  and  thougii  an  Appeal  may  be 
msde  from  its  Dscifions  to  the  Kin^  in  Council)  thought  a  I'lurali:y  of  Judges  n'^ccirary 
Vol..  VI.     •  •  Xx  ,„d 
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and  therefore  created  (o  many,  that  it  is  uot  likely  they  (hould  be  reduced  by  Chance  to 
one.— Mr.  Haftings  and  his  Council,  when  they  ercfted  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee 
Adaulut,  would  not  leave  fuch  Reduftion  in  the  Power  of  Chance,  but  made  the 
Prefence  of  Three  Members  elTentially  neceffary  to  a  Decifion.  If  I  could  believe  it 
lawful  and  proper  for  us  to  delegate  our  Judicial  Authority  to  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  I  fiiovild  think  it  ought  rather  to  be  given  to  all  than  to  One.  If  all  the  Fowers 
of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  be  vefted  in  one  Man,  yet  fo  vefted,  "  that  they  may 
be  revoked  whenever  this  Board  fhall  think  it  proper  to  rtfume  them  ;"  fuch  a  Judge  may 
become,  in  the  Hands  of  a  corrupt  Counci',  an  Inftrumentof  Oppreffion.  The  Council 
will  not  be  anfwerable  for  his  Decree^  and  he  will  be  in  a  great  Meafure  protefted  by 
his  judicial  Capacity.  The  Authority  given  may  undoubtedly  be  revoked,  whenever 
the  Board  fliall  think  proper  to  refume  it.  The  prefent  Board  cannot  bind  their  Suc- 
ceffors,  nor  even  thcmlelvef,  againfl  a  Change  of  Opinions. — But  will  the  Chief  Juftice 
accept  of  fuch  an  Office  on  fo  precarious  a  Footing  ?  Or  would  it  be  refpedful  in  us  to 
offer  it  to  him,  with  the  Information  which  ought  to  accompany  it,  viz.  That  he  is 
removeable  at  any  Time  by  a  Rcfolution  of  the  Board  ?" 

Rejolution,  i/^th  QFloler   1780. 

"  Rcfolved,  That  the  Chief  Juftice  be  requefted  to  accept  of  the  Charge  and  Super- 
intendency  of  the  Office  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  under  its  prefent  Regulations, 
and  fuch  other  as  the  Board  fhall  think  proper  to  add  to  them,  or  to  fubftitute  in  their 
ftead ;  and  that  on  his  Acceptance  of  it,  he  be  appointed  to  it,  and  ftiled  The  Judge  of 
the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut." 

"  The  Chief  juftice  accepted  the  Appointment;  and  thereupon  it  was  agreed,  that 
conformably  to  the  Refolution  of  the  Board,  th^t  the  Chief  )uftice  be  appointed  Judge 
of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  and  that  Notice  of  his  Appointment  ftiould  be  fent  to 
the  Superintendents  of  the  levcral  Dewannee  Adauluts,  and  that  the  Provincial  Councils 
fliould  be  advifed  thereof." 

Minute  ahtut  Salary,  fame  Day. 

"  The  Governor  General  recommends,  that  a  Salary  of  5000  Sicca  Rupees,  and 
600  Sicca  Rupees  per  Month  for  the  Rent  of  an  Office,  may  be  allowed  to  the  Chief 
Tuflice  for  this  Appointment ;  and  that  the  Motion  do  lie  for  the  Confideration  of  the 
Board,  to  be  decided  on  at  their  next  Meeting.     Agreed,  that  it  do  lie  accordingly." 

The  Company's  Advices  do  not  inform  them  what  has  been  done  upon  this  laft 
]Moiion;  but  it  is  not  doubted,  that  a  confiderable  Salary  has  been  annexed  to  the  Office 
of    Judge  of  the  Adaulut. 

3d  November,  1780,  the  Governor  General  and  Council  paffed  fevtral  additional 
Reculations,  refpeding  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  in  the  Provinces  ;  of  which  you 
have  a  Copy  herewith. 

The  Ciiurt  of  Djreflors  requeft,  that  you  will  confider  the  Aft  of  Parliament  of 
J 5  Geo.  111.  Cap.  64.  and  the  feveral  Minutes  and  Arguments  of  the  Governor  Gene- 
ral and  Courcil,  upon  the  Occafion  of  appointing  the  Chief  Juftice  to  be  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut ;  and  upon  the  Whole  to  advife  them, 

Q.  Whether  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice,  to   be  Judge  of  the  Sudder 
Dewannee  Adaulut,  and  giving  him  a  Salary  for  that  Office,  befides  the  Salary 
he  is  entitled  to  as  Chief  Juftice,  was  illegal,  either  as  being  contrary  to  the 
faid  ACt  of  13  Geo.  III.  Cap.  64;  or  incompatible  with  his  Duty,  as  Chief 
juftice  of  the  Supreme  Couit  ?   And   whether,  he  may  be  continued  |udge  of 
the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  confiftent  with  the  ACt  of  21ft  Geo.  III.  Cap. 
70.  Sec.  21  ? 
The  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice,  to  the  Office  of  Judge  of  the  Sudder  De- 
wannee Adaulut,  and  giving  him  a  Salary  for  the  latter  Office,  befides  what  he  is  entitled 
to  as  Chief  juftice,  does  not  appear  to  us  to  be  illegal,  either  as  being  contrary  to  the 
•    13  G.  III.  or  incomjiatible  with  his  Duty,  as  Chief  Juftice  j    nor  do  we  fee  any  Thing 
:r!  the  late  Aft,  21  Geo   III.   which  affefts  this  Queition.

That  Sir  Elijah  Impcv,  by  his  Talents,  his  teneral  Knowledge  of  Jiiiirprudence,  and 
by  the  Habits  of  his  Life,  is  well  qualified  in  the  Chara£ler  of  Judge  of  the  Sudder 
Dewannce  Adaukit,  to  improve  the  Order  of  judicial  Proceci'ing,  and  to  correal  the 
Eirors  of  inferior  Courts  of  Adaulut,  throughout  the  Provinces,  cannot  reafunably  be 
doubted. 

On  the  other  band,  if  by  making  tTiis  OfHc^  an  InHrument  of  Conciliation  with  the 
Supieme  Court,  in  the  Languai-e  of  the  G»>vernor  General's  Minute;  to  influence  the 
Opinii/ns  of  the  Chief  Jufticc,  be  intended  j  it  can  as  little  te  doubted,  that  an  A^— 
pointment  of  great  Power  and  cunfidcrable  Emolument,  made  with  fuch  a  Viev.',  would 
be  a  diredt  Attempt  to  corrupt  him  in  the  Charafter  of  Chief  Jullicc  1  chufe,  there- 
fore, to  confider  the  Queftioa,  diverted  of  all  adventitious  Circumftances,  arifing  from 
the  Qualifications  of  the  Man,  and  the  immedijte  Occafion  of  this  Nomination. 

In  thi;  general  View  of  the  Subjedt,  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice  to  be 
Judge  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  with  a  Salaiy  at  the  Pleafure  of  the  Council, 
appears  to  me  ineonfiftent  with  the  Objeft  and  Intention  of  the  Legiflature,  in  creating 
a  Supreme  Court  of  fudicature.  By  :he  A^  of  the  13th  of  the  prefent  King,  the 
whole  Civil  and  Military  Government  of  the  Country  is  conferred  upon  the  Governor 
General  and  Council,  "  in  like  Manner,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofe^  whatfoever,  as  the 
fame  now  are,  or  at  any  Time  heretofore  might  have  been  exercifed,  by  the  Prefident  and 
Council,  or  Seleifl  (  ommiuce,  in  the  faid  Kingdoms  ;"  the  Prefident  and  Council  had 
fucteeded  to  the  Posver  exercifed  by  the  Soubadhar,  who  certainly  aftcd  as  a  defpctic 
Sovereign. — The  Legiflature,  therefore,  by  this  Reference,  have  exprefsly  declared  their 
Intention  to  eftabliih  an  undefined  Power  in  the  Council.  Perhaps  to  limit  this  Autho- 
rity by  previous  Laws,  would  be  found,  in  the  prcfeiit  Stat,e  of  Bengal,  altogether  im- 
prafticable. 

It  is  fufficient  to  obferve,  that  fuch  a  dire£t  Controul  has  not  been  attempted  ;  but,  for 
f"e  Puipofe  of  preventir  g  the  Power  nfceifary  to  the  Government  of  the  Country  being 
sbufed  to  the  Emolument  of  Individuals,  all  thofe  employed  in  the  feveral  Departments 
<^'  Government  under  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  are  fubjedled  to  the  Jurif- 
di£lion  of  a  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  Their  Public  Adls  are  proteifted  by  the 
-Authority  de'ivcd  from  the  Council  ;  as  Individuals,  the  Europeans  at  leaft,  are  fub- 
jc£ted  to  the  Jurifdicflions  of  the  Court.  Even  (as  the  Power  of  the  Supreme  Court  is 
Explained  by  the  AiX  of  the  laft  Seflion)  thofe  employed  in  the  Management  of  the' 
Revenues,  and  Judges  adminiftering  Juftice  in  the  Courts  of  Adaulut,  are  liable  to  be 
punifhed  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  Extortior,  or  other  Crirrf  s  committed  in  their  public 
Charader,  To  render  the  Reftraint  effcdual,  this  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  is 
ertablifhed  independent  of  any  Power  in  the  Country  ;  the  Judges  are  nominated  by  the 
Crown  ;  and  that  their  Minds  may  not  be  influenced  by  Hope  or  Fear,  large  Salaries 
are  annexed  to  the  Office  by  Parliament,  Vkhich  are  declared  to  be  in  Lieu  ot  all  Emolu- 
ments whatfoever,  with  negative  Words,  excluding  cve'v  other  Eniulument  "  in  any 
Manner,  or  on  any  Account  or  Pretence  vvhatfocver,"  than  fuch  Salaries  and  Allow- 
ances as  by  the  Ad  are  directed  to  be  paid.  Another  Claufe  is  added,  prohibiting  ths 
Acceptance  from  any  *•  Perfon  or  Perfons,  in  any  Manner,  or  on  any  Account  what- 
foever, of  any  Gift,  Donation,  Gratuity,  or  Reward,"  in  as  large  and  ample  Terms 
as  the  Englifh  Language  can  furnifh.  General  a?  thefe  Prohibitions  are,  I  do  not  think 
they  can^e  condrucd  to  extend  beyond  the  Intention  of  preferving  the  Parties  indepen- 
dent :  The  Govirnor,  tiierefore,  or  either  of  the  Four  Counlellors,  may  accept  additional 
Emoluments  from  the  Company;  becaufe,  in  the  Formation  of  their  Office,  they  are 
created  dependent  on  the  Company,  and  exprefsly  direfled  to  obey  their  Orders,  For 
the  fame  Reaion,  the  Judges  may  receive  additional  Salaries  from  the  Crown,  becaufe 
they  are  removable  by  the  Crown  ;  and  there  appears  no  Intention  to  guard  their  Inde- 
pendence from  tbat  Quarter:  But  I  cannot  perfuadc  myfelf.  that  the  Exception  can  be 
extended  to  the  thief  Juftice,  and  either  (and  confequently  to  all)  ot  the  Judges 
accepting  Offices  of  great  Power  and  large  Emoluments,  during  the  Pleafure  of  the 
Company,  who,  together  with  ail  Perfons  diredlly  or  indireftly  in  their  -Service,  aie 
amenable  to  the  Supreme  Court ;  or  during  the  Pieafure  ot  the  Council,  who  are  in- 
trufted  with  thofe  Powers,  the  Abufe  of  which  the  Supreme  Court  was  inftituteJ  to 
reprefs.  If  the  Judges  may  accept  from  the  Council,  it  feems  to  follow,  that  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  the  Juiges,  and  ?.ll  Perfons  in  Civil  or  Ivlilit-ry  Employments 
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under  the  Crown,  or  the  Company,  may  accept  Offices  with  Jaghiref,  or  Salaries,  frofn 
the  Indian  Princes;  for  the  general  Prohibition  of  accepting  from  Pcrlons  of  this  De- 
Icription,  in  the  fu'ofequent  Claufe,  is  cxprcR'ed  in  the  fame  Terms  as  the  preceding, 
vvith  this  fole  Difiir.ftion,  that  the  Claufe  refpefling  the  Judges  and  Council  alone  pro- 
hibiis  the  Accoptdnce  from  any  Ferfons  \vhaifoe\er»  I  am  therefore  of  Orinion,  that 
the  Appointment  is  iilegaj,  as  contrary  to  the  IntLnlion  of  the  A<St'  of  the  13th  C.  III. 
and  fubveifiveof  the  Obiedl  of  the  1  egiflatuie,  in  the  Inftiiution  of  a  Supieme  Court. 
]  cannot  forbear  to  add,  that  the  Example  of  a  Chief  Juftice,  one  Day  fumm.oning  the 
Governor  General  and  Council  befoie  his  Tribunal,  for  A£ts  done  as  Council,  and  the 
next,  accepting  Emoluments  nearly  equal  to  his  original  Appointment,  to  be  held  during 
the  Pleafure  ot  the  fame  Council,  is  in  itfclt  pernicious;  and  fli^uld  this  Appointment 
be  confirmed,  Ovpofuion,  right  or  wrong,  to  Government  on  the  Seat  of  juftice,  may 
become  a  fure  Road  to  Preferment ;  and  \vc  may  fee  future  Judges  leading  Exanriples  «i 
ihat  Corruption,  which  they  were  intended  to  punifli  and  prevent.

Tne  Solicitor  General  prefents  his  Compliments  to  Mr.  Smith  ;  and  having  confjdcred 
further  the  Queftion  relating  to  the  late  Appointment  of  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  fince  he 
.fubfcribcd  an  Opinion  upon  it,  he  inclofes  to  Mr.  Smith  his  prefent  Ideas  upon  the 
Subjeiff,  which  he  wifiies  to  be  laid  before  thofe,  to  whom  his  former  Opinion  is  com- 
municated. 

Since  I  gave  my  Opinion  upon  the  Qu^eflion  relating  to  the  Appointment  of  Sir 
Elijah  Impey  to  the  Office  of  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  great 
Doubts  have  occurred  to  me  up,  n  that  Qn^eftion  ;  ard  ak'nough  there  is  no  particular 
Piovifion  in  the  Statute  of  the  ijih  George  III.  Cap.  63.  which  feems  to  have  been 
intended  to  prohibit  any  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Conrt  from  accepting  fuch  an 
Office  ;  yet  it  is  by  no  Means  clear  to  me,  that  the  Acceptance  of  fuch  an  Office,  with 
a  Salary  or  other  Profit  annexed  to  it,  is  not  forbicdcn  or  rendered  ilK-gal  by  that  Law. 
Tiie  great  Objeft  of  that  Law  was,  to  ereft  a  Court  of  Judicature,  which  might  more 
effefliially  controul  the  Britifh  Subjefts  within  its  Jurifdidion,  than  any  former  Judica- 
ture hjd  done.  The  judges  who  compofed  if,  were  to  be  named  by  the  King;  and 
their  Salaries  are  fixed  by  the  Statute.  They  do  not,  in  any  Rel^eft,  depend  on  the 
India  Company,  except  that  the  Company  are  to  pay  their  Salaries.  To  give  Eficft  to 
this  Court  of  Judicature,  it  feems  to  be  nccefiary  that  the  Judges  fliouid  be,  as  far  as 
poffibic,  independent  of  the  Servants  of  the  Company.  I  therefore  doubt,  whether  the 
Acceptance  of  fuch  an  Office,  with  a  Salary,  efpecially  to  be  held  at  the  Pleafure 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  is  not  contrary  to  the  Spirit  and  priueijal  Intention  of 
the  Statute.  Jf  it  be  fo,  it  may  perhrps  not  be  thought  a  great  Stretch  of  Conftruftion, 
to  confider  the  Acceptance  of  fuch  an  Office  and  SaLry,  as  foi bidden  by  that  Part  of 
the  2.3d  Scflion,  v/hich  prohibits  the  Judges  to  accept  any-Rewatd,  fi-c;  but  my  Doubts 
would  have  been  the  fame,  from  the  general  Principle  and  Objedt  of  '.he  Statute,  if 
the  Words  of  that  Sedlion  ccuild  not  be  fuppofed  to  extend  to  this  Cafe.  J  have  not  been 
able  to  get  the  better  of  thefe  Doubt?,  although  I  have  been  very  defirous  of  doing  ii, 
from  the  great  Refpeft  I  have  for  the  Opinions  of  thofe  Gentlemen,'  with  whom  I  lately 
concurred ;    and  whofe^Judgment  ought  to  have  much  more  Weight  and  Authority 


than  mine.

By  this  Plan,  Courts  of  Civil  Judi<cature  are  continued  in  each  of  the  Grand 
Divifions  of  Calcutta,  Moorfhcdabad,  Burdwan,  Dacca,  Purnca,  and  I'atnaj  over  each 
of  whiih  Courts,  a  Company's  covenanted  Servant  is  appoiiiicd  to  prcfide,  under  the 
Title  of  Superintendent  or  Judge  of  Devvannee  Adaulut,  whofe  Jurifdidtion  is  feparate 
from,  and  indepen-^ent  of,  the  Provincial  Councils.

may  be  made  to  them,  ar^  to  be  referred  to  the  Decifion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Adau-

As  feveral  important  Changes  have  taken  plate  in  the  Conftitution  and  Civil  Govern-

Demands  of  Zemindars,  Talookdars,  Chowdries,  Farmers,  Muthaaheds,  Woodadars, 
Securities,  Aumils,  TafTeeldars,  Etmaumdars,  Shaikdars,  &c.  on  their  under  Farmers, 
Malzamins,  inferior  Landholders  and  Collectors,  or  others  from  whom  Rents  or  Re- 
venues are  immediately  due  to  them  ;  and,  in  fhort,  all  Demands  tor  Rents  or  Revenues 
of  Perfon3  employed  in  the  CoUedion  of  them,  either  officially  or  hereditary,  in  the 
different  Gradations  downwards,  from  Government  to  the  Ryots,  or  immediate  Occu- 
pants of  the  Soil.  And  again,  in  the  fame  Manner,  all  Complaints  of  Rycts  and 
Perfons  of  any  of  the  other  above-mentioned  Deuominations,  againfl:  the  Perfons  to 
•whom  they  pay  Revenue  in  the  diffbrent  Gradations  upwards,  for  irregular  and  undue 
Exaftions,  and  in  general,  for  all  Oppreflions  which  do  not  fall  under  the  Cognizance 
of  the  Fouzdarry  Courts,  The  Provincial  Councils  fhall  further  try  and  decide  all  Dif- 
putes  relative  to  Boundaries,  except  within  the  Town  of  Calcutta  and  Limits  of 
Punchanum  Gung,  or  55  Dhees,  which  are  to  be  referved  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Calcutta  Adaulut,  as  being  likely  to  take  up  too  much  of  the  Time  and  Attention  of  the 
Provincial  Council,  from  the  Number  and  Intricacy  of  the  Suits  v^hich  may  be  expected 
to  aiife  about  the  Bounds  and  Limits  of  landed  Property;  and  alio  all  Claims  for 
Money  lent  to  Zemindars,  Talookdars,  and  Chowdries,  for  the  Payment  of  the 
Revenue. 

4th.  That  all  Caufes  of  Inheritance  to  Zemindarries,  Talookdarries,  ChovvJra- 
hies,  or  other  Real  Property  ;  ail  Mercantile  Difputes,  ail  Matters  of  Perfonal  Property, 
all  Difputes  about  the  Bounds  and  Limits  of  landed  Property  within  the  Town  of  Cal- 
cutta and  Limits  of  Punchanum  Gung,  or  55  Dhees;  and  in  fhort,  all  other  Caufes  of 
a  Civil  Nature,  not  defcribed  in  the  I'hird  Article  of  thefe  Regulations,  fhall  be  fubjeft 
to  the  Jurifdiition  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Court  of  Dewannee  Adaulut.

Secondly,  To  ("ummon  the  Defendant,  and  require  Security  from  him  to  anfwerthe 
Plaint,  which,  if  he  docs  nut  cive,  the  Superintendent  may  cither  con- 
fine him   by   I'eons,  or  otheiwifc,  at  his  Difcrction  ;  to  allot  a  limited 
Time  for  the  Defendant  to  ^ive  Anfwer,  which,  when  received,  fliall 
alfo  be  filed  and  read. 
Thirdly,  To  hear  the  Parties,  -vi-va  voce,  and,  if  neceffary,  examine  Evidences:   And 
Laftly,  To  paf  Decree, 

That  if  in  adhering  to  this  Order  of  Procefs,  the  Defendant  (hall 
evade  or  delay  giving  Anfwer  within  ihc  limited  Time,  the  Court 
Ihall  proceed  to  hear  and  try  the  Caufe,  ex  parte  j    and  to  give 
Judgment  according  to  the  Evidence  before  them. 
7th.  The  Petition  or  Phiint  being  the  Foundation  of  the  Caufe,  muft  be  an  authentic 
Document,  and  figned  or  fealed  by  the  Plaintiff,  or  his  authorized  Vacqueel,  and  contain 
a  particular  State  of  the  Cafe.     No  Plaint  to  be  regiftered,  except  in  ihis  Form,  and  de- 
livered either  by  the  Plaintiff  in  Perfon,  or  by  a  Vacqueel  or  Vacqueels,  having  written 
Authority  from  him  j  the  Name  of  fuch  Vacqueel  or  Vacqueeh  to  be  regiftercd ;  and 
none  but  authorized  Vacqueels  to  be  allowed  to  I'peak  in  the  Caufe. 

The  fame  Rules  muft  be  obferved  by  the  Defendant  in  his  Anfwer,  and  in  the  Re- 
joinders, or  Replies,  which  may  follow.  The  Superintendent  to  fummon  Witnelles  by 
Tullub,  and  to  inflift  moderate  FineF,  orpunifh  by  Imprifonment,  for  Non-attendance. 

8th.  1  hat  all  Caufes  fliall  be  brought  before  the  Court,  and  the  Procefs  conduced  in  the 
Order  in  which  the  Plaints  aie  filed,  and  the  Evidences  and  Exhibits  prt'p;ired. 

9th.  That  complete  Records  fliall  be  kept  in  the. following  Form  ••  That  at  the  Con- 
clufion  of  every  Trial,  the  Petition,  Anfwer,  Rejoinder,  and  what  other  Reply  may  fol- 
low, Evidence,  Orders  of  Court,  in  the  Order  they  are  made  ;  and  iaftly,  the  Decree  or 
Judgment,  be  written  on  a  Roll  of  ftrong  Paper,  and  authenticated  by  the  Seal  of  the 
Court,  the  Signature  of  the  Superintendent,  and  countei  figned  by  the  difl'jrent  Officers, 
and  delivered  in  this  Form  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Records,  who  is  to  be  anfwerable  tor  the 
fame.  The  above  to  be  deemed  a  complete  Record  of  the  Trial,  and  Co[iies  tiiereof,  un- 
der the  Seal  of  the  Keeper  of  Records,  to  be  given  to  all  Pcrfons  applying  to  him  for  the 
fame,  on  Payment  of  a  certain  Fee,  as  fhall  hereafter  be  fpecified  ,  and  fuch  Copies  fo 
authenticated,  to  be  deemed  and  received  as  Evidence  in  any  other  Court  of  Dewannee 
Adaulut,  and  in  the  Court  of  Appeals, —This  Record  to  be  kept  in  the  Perfian  or  Ben- 
gal language,  as  the  Petitions  and  Anfwers,  or  Exhibits,  are  delivered  ;  but  the  Orders 
of  Court  to  be  in  Perfian;  and  no  Engli/h  Petitions  lo  be  regiftered. 

loth.  That  each  Superintendent  fliall  keep  an  Abftradt  Regifter  of  his  Adaulut  ia 
Tnglifli,  containing  the  Names  of  the  Plaintiff  and  Defendant,  the  Subftance  of  the  Suit, 
the  Subftance  of  the  Decree,  the  Date  of  the  Caufe  being  filed,  and  the  Date  of  the  De- 
cree being  pafled  3  and  this  Abftraf\  fliall  b»  traiifmiited  Monthly  to  Sudder  Dewannee 
Adaulut. 

nth.  All  Warrants  for  Parties  to  appear  before  the  Dewannee  /Adaulut,  fliall  iffue 
from  the  Adaulut,  under  the  Seal  of  the  Court  and  the  Signatuic  of  the  Superintendent ; 
but  the  Chief  of  the  Provincial  Council  may,  of  his  own  Authority,  iffue  his  Warrant 
under  the  Seal  of  the  Provincial  Council,  for  apprehending  any  Perfon  who  he  may  re- 
quire to  anfwer  any  Charge  before  the  Dewannee  Adaulut,  in  Cafes  which  he  fhall  judge 
of  fuch  Urgency  as  tj)  require  it. 

I2th.  All  Decrees  of  the  Adaulut  fliall  be  iffued  under  the  Seal  of  the  Court,  and 
figned  by  the  Superintendent;  and  Copies  fliall  be  delivered  by  the  Superintendent  him- 
felf,   in  the  public  Cutcherry. 

13th.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Audulut,  fliall  iffue  his  Summons  under  the  Seal, 
He  fliall  not  fummon  the  Mofuffil  Farmers,  or  Zemindars,  or  Perfons  employed  in 
the  Colleftions  immediately  under  the  Provincial  Council ;  but  he  may  order  their  Vac- 
queels to  appear,  and  in  Cafe  of  their  not  fending  Vacqueels  properly  authorized,  he  is  to 
apply  to  the  Chief  and  Provincial  Council,  to  fummon  the  Parties  themfelves,  as  direfted 
in  the  14th  Article. 

He  may  fummon  inferior  Perfons  from  the  Mofuflii,  under  the  following  Reftiiflions, 
\iz.  That  he  fliall  not  fend  Peons,  or  any  other  Perfons  with  Authority,  into  the  Lands 
belonging  to  the  Zemindars  and  Farmers,  excepting  only  on  fucn  Occalions  as  fliall  in- 
difpenfably  require  it,  for  the  immediate  Execution  of  Juftice. 

That  on  fuch  Occafions,  a  Warrant,  under  the  public  Seal,  and  figned  by  the  Super- 
ifltendent,  fliall  be  given  ia  Writing  to  the  Officers  employed,  and  be  recorded  in  the  ju- 
dicial 
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dicial  Proceeding':,  with  the  Reafdns  for  iffuingitj  but  that  no  Perfon  be  fummoned  on 
ordinarv  Occafions,  excepting  by  a  Tullubchitty  to  the  Farmer,  or  Order,  requiring  him 
to  produce  the  PerAm  fummuncd  in  a  certaiii  Space  of  Time,  That  the  Superintendent 
fhall  further  avoid,  as  ftudioufly  as  poffible,  fummoning  any  Perfons  from  the  Mofulfil, 
who  are  any  ways  connected  with  the  Revenue,  during  the  Months  of  Badhoon,  and 
isffin.'and   Augun,  and  Poos,  unlefs  in  Cafes  which  call  for  an  immediate  Enquiry. 

14th.  Should  ih^'  Superintendent  require  the  perfonal  Attendance  of  Farmer,  Zemin- 
dar, or  Colleftor,  he  muft  make  Application  to  theChiefor  Council,  who,  if  they  judge 
it  proper,  will  iffue  a  Summons  to  fuch  Farmer,  or  Zemindar,  or  Colleftor,  under  the 
Provincial  Seal  and  Signature  of  the  Chief  and  Dewan  ;  but  in  all  Cafes  where  they 
think  proper  to  decline  iffujng  fuch  Summons,  at  the  Requifiiion  of  the  Superintendent, 
ihey  fiiall  affign  their  Reafons,  by  Letter,  to  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  for  fuch 
llefufal, 

3  cth.  (t  fhall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  prevent  the  Interference  of  his  pri- 
vate Seivants,  in  any  Caufe  depending,  or  intended  to  be  brought  on,  before  his 
Court,  and  to  prevent  them  from  having  any  Connection  with  the  Parties. 

i6th.  It  ftiaii  be  obferved  as  a  Rule  of  the  Adaulut,  to  fet  down  from  among  the 
Caufes,  in  the  Order  in  which  they  (land  upon  the  File,  fuch  as  are  ready  for  hearing ; 
and  to  eive  prcner  and  timely  Notice  to  the  Parties,  of  the  Day  on  which  they  will  come 
to  be  heard. 

17th.  All  Arzee?,  on  being  prefented,  fliajl  be  figned  and  numbered  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  copied  in  a  Book  by  a  Moherre  or  Officer  of  the  Conrt ;  but  they  fhall  on 
no  Account  be  delivered  to  any  other  Officer,  but  the  one  whofe. particular  Duty  it  IKall 
be  to  copy  and  regifter  them. 

18th.  And  furthermore,  to  prevent  the  Abufe  of  private  Influence  from  obftrudting  or 
diverting  the  Courfe  of  Juftice,  it  is  hereby  declared,  That  every  Officer  of  the  Dewan- 
nee  Adaulut,  or  any  Servant  or  other  Dependant  of  the  Superintendent,  who  fliall  be 
convifted  of  receiving  Money,  or  other  valuable  Confideration,  diredtly  or  indireftly, 
from  any  Party  in  a  Suit  depending  before  the  Adaulut,  fliall  be  punifhed  tn  an  exemplary- 
Manner,  either  by  Fine,  Imprifonment,  or  corporal  Punifhment,  at  the  Difcretion  of 
the  Superintendent. 

19th.  That  as  the  Litigioufnefs  and  Perverfenefs  of  the  Natives  of  this  Country,  in 
their  Soits  and  Complaints,  are  often  produ£tive  not  only  of  Inconveniencies  and  Vexa- 
tion to  their  Adverfaries,  but  alfo  of  endlefs  Expence,  and  adtual  Oppreffion  ,  it  is  to  be 
obfetvcd  as  a  ftanding  Rule,  that  Complaints  of  fo  old'  Date  as  Twelve  Years,  fliall  not 
be  ailionable,  unleis  where  the  Complainant  can  fliew,  by  clear  and  pofitive  Proof,  that 
he  had  aiflually  demanded  Payment  of  the  Sum  in  queftion,  or  othcrwife  diredtly  pre- 
ferred his  Claim  for  the  Matter  in  Difpute  within  that  Period,  and  prove  to  the  Satif- 
faftion  of  the  Superintendent,  that  either  from  Minority,  or  other  good  and  fufficient 
Caufe,  he  had  been  precluded  from  the  Mpans  of  procuring  Redrefs;  in  which  Cafes  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Adaulut,  feeing  good  Caufes,  is  to  admit  the  Suit. 

aoth.  That  if  the  Parties  fliould  be  found  guilty,  as  is  often  the  Cafe,  from  Litigiouf- 
nefs and  Perverfenefs,  of  flying  from  one  Court  to  another,  in  order  to  prevent  and  pro- 
trait  the  Courfe  of  Juftice,  the  Party  fo  tranfgreffing  fliall  be  confidered  as  Nonfuited  ; 
■and  according  to  his  Degree  in  Life,  and  the  Notoriety  of  the  Offence,  be  liable  to  Fine, 
Imprifonment,  or  corporal  Punifhment. 

nil.  That  as  Cafes  may  occur,  in  which  it  will  be  highly  neceffary,  for  the  Welfare 
of  the  Crufh,  to  reflrain  trivial  and  groundlefs  Complaints,  and  to  deter  and  intrigue, 
which  Pal^ions  among  the  People  often  work  to  the  undoing  of  their  Neighbours,  a  Dif- 
cretion  fliall,  in  fuch  Cafe,  be  left  to  the  Superintendent,  either  to  impofe  a  Fine,  not 
exceeding  Five  Rupee'-,  or  inft:ft  a  corporal  Puni/hment,  not  exceeding  Twenty  Lafhes 
with  a  Rattan,  according  the  Degree  of  the  Offence,  and  the  Perfon's  Station  in  Life. 

■zzd.  '1  hat  Interell  fliail  not  be  taken  by  Creditors  or  admitted  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Dewannee  Adaulut,  either  in  Cafe'  of  paft  Loans,  above  the  Rates  eftabliflied  in 
the  i8th  Article  of  the  former  Plan  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  namely  on  Sunia 
not  exceeding  One  hundred  Rupees,  Principal  and  Intereft,  at  Rupees  3,  z,  per  Cent. 
t,tr  Menfc;n,   or  H^^lf  an  Anna  at  the  Rupee. 

On  Sums  above  One  hundred  Rupjes  Principal,  an  Intereft  of  Two  Rupees  fer  Cent, 
fer  Me:^ji:m,  The  Principal  and  Intereft  to  be  dif.harged  according  to  the  Conditions 
of  the  Bond ;  and  aU  Ccmpj'und  Interefts  arifing  from  an  intermediate  Adjuftmenc 
of  Accounts,    to  be    declared    unlawful,    and  prohibited.      And   in    Cafes   of   tuture 
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Loans,  no  higher  Intcreft  to  be  allowed  than  Two  per  Cent,  per  Menfem,  or  Twenty- 
four  per  Cent,  per  Annum,  where  the  Principal  {hall  be  under  One  hundred  Rupees  ; 
and  One  per  Cent,  per  Metifem,  or  Tv.c\vc  per  Cent. per  Annum,  where  the  Principal 
fliall  exceed  One  hundred  Rupees  j  and  Publication  of  this  to  be  made. 

When  a  Debt  is  fued  for  upon  a  Bond  wluch  (hail  be  found  to  fpecify  a  higher  Intereft 
than  the  eflabiiflicd  Rates,  the  Intercft  (hall  be  wholly  forfeited  to  the  Debtor,  and  the 
Principal  only  recoverable  ;  and  that  all  Attempts  to  elude  this  Law,  by  Dcduilionj 
from  the  original  Losn,  under  whatever  Uenomination,  (hall  be  puiiitlied  by  a  Forfeit  of 
a  Moiety  of  the  Amount  of  the  Bond  to  the  Governnricnt,  and  the  other  Half  to  the 
debtor. 

It  (hall  be  further  in  the  Difcretion  of  tlie  Superintendent,  in  Cafes  of  pa(t  Loan?,  f>\\ 
a  Review  of  the  Circumitances  of  the  Debt,  and  condition  of  the  Debtor,  to  fettle  the 
Payment  of  the  Debt  according  to  a  known  and  e(tabli(hed  Cuftom  of  the  Country  j 
namely,  where  the  Intertft  has  accumulated  fo  as  to  exceed  the  Principal,  to  reduce  it  to 
One  Half  of  the  Principal  ;  or  where  the  Intereft  has  exceeded  One  Hall  of  the  Princi- 
pal, to  reduce  it  to  a  Quarter. 

23d.  That  all  Bonds  (hall  in  future  be  executed  in  the  Prefence  of  Two  fubfcribing 
WitnelTes  ;  and  Publication  hereof  made.  This  is  not  however  to  apply  to  Bills  of  Ex- 
change, Receipts,  or  Notes  of  Hand^  in  which  the  Cuftom  of  the  Country  is  to  be  re- 
ferred to  and  abided  by. 

24th.  That  whereas  it  has  been  too  much  the  Praflice  in  this  Country,  for  Tndivi- 
duals  to  exercife  a  judicial  Authority  over  their  Debtors,  a  Pra£tice  which  is  not  only  in 
itfelf  unlawful  and  opprellive,  feeing  a  Man  thereby  becomes  the  Judge  in  his  own  Caufe, 
but  which  is  alfo  a  direft  Infringement  of  the  Prerogative  and  Power  of  the  regular  Go- 
vernment :  That  Publication  (hall  therefore  be  made,  forbidding  the  Exercife  of  all  fuch 
Authority,  and  directing  all  Perfons  to  prefer  their  Suits  to  the  eftablifhed  Court  of  Adsi.i-> 
lut;  and  that  the  Superintendent  (hall  particulaily  attend  to  this  Regulation;  which,,  it 
is  apprehended,  will  prove  the  Means  of  Relief  to  the  heiplefs  Ryutt,  from  the  mercilefj 
Creditor,  the  Money  lender.  But  that  the  Superintendent  for  the  Relief  of  the  poorer 
People,  (hall  have  the  Power  of  referring  Caufes  not  exceeding  One  hundred  Rupees,  to 
Zemindars  or  public  0(ticers,  or  Arbitrators  chofen  by  the  Parties,  refiding  near  the  bpot 
where  the  Caufe  of  A£lion  (hall  have  arifen,  fubjeft  however  to  his  Revifal,  in  Cafes  of 
flagrant  Injuftice  or  Partiality. 

25th.  That  in  all  Cafes  ofdifputed  Property  regarding  Lands,  Houfe',  &c.  where  a 
local  Inveftigation  is  required,  an  Aumecn  (hall  be  chofen,  with  the  mutual  Confent  of 
the  Parties,  or  if  they  cannot  agree  in  the  Choice  of  one  Perfon,  each  fiiall  have  the  Pri- 
vilege of  nominating  his  own  j  or,  if  they  negleil  to  do  either,  the  Superintendent  (liall  ap- 
point One  for  them.  The  Superintendent  (hall  decide  on  the  Report  of  Circumftances,  as 
delivered  by  the  Aumeen,  or  on  their  joint  Report  in  cafe  there  are  Two. 

The  Superintendent  is  alfo  to  attend,  that  the  Aumeens  do  not  accumulate  Expences, 
by  unnccelfary  Delays,  but  that  their  Scrutiny  and  their  Wages  be  limited  to  the  Time 
he  judges  fufficicnt  for  performing  the  Service  in  queftion  j  the  Expence  of  the  En- 
quiry tt  be  defrayed  by  the  Perfon  who  is  ca(t. 

26th.  That  in  all  Cafes  ofdifputed  Accounts,  Partnerlhip  Debts,  doubtful  or  conteded, 
Barg'ins,  Non-perfirmance  of  Contrads,  and  fo  forth,  it  (hall  be  recommended  to  the 
Parties,  to  fubmit  the  Decifion  of  their  Caufes  to  Arbitration,  the  Award  of  which  (hall 
become  a  Decree  of  the  Dewannee  Adaulut. — The  Choice  of  the  Arbitrators  is  to  reft: 
with  the  Parties,  but  they  are  to  decide  the  Caufes  without  Fee  or  Reward. 

The  Superintendent  on  the  Part  of  Government,  is  to  afford  every  Encouragement  in 
his  Power  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Charafter  and  Credit  to  become  Arbitrators  3  but  is  not 
to  employ  any  coercive  Means  for  that  Purptfe. 

27th.  That  in  all  Suits  regarding  Inheritance,  Marriages,  and  Caft,  and  other  religious 
Ufages  or  Inftitutions,  the  Laws  of  the  Koran  with  RefpeCf  to  iMahomedans,  and  rhofe 
of  the  Shafter  with  refpedt  to  Gentoos,  (lull  be  invariably  adhered  to — On  all  fuch  Occa- 
fions,  the  Molavies,  or  Brahmins,  (hall  refucclively  attend  to  expound  the  Law,  and 
they  (hall  fign  the  Report,  and  aiDft  in  palTing  tlie  Decree. 

28th.  That  the  Superintendent  of  the  Dewannee  Adaulut,  (hall  have  a  Right  of  de- 
creeing to  the  Party,  in  whofe  Favour  Judgment  is  given,  any  fpecified  Sum  of  Cofts 
within  the  real  Amount,  or  in  general  to  decree  with  Cofts.  The  Bill  in  both  Cales  to 
be  taxeHi  by  the  Seperintendent. 

igth.  That  on  the  D^-cree  being  pafTed,  the  Superintendent  may  enforce  it,  by  or- 
dering an  Attachment  of  tlie  Perfon  of  the  Party  who  is  caft,  or  the  Sale  of  his  F.ftefts  at 
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Auflion  ;  er  by  giving  to  the  Party  who  hath  carried  his  Cufc,  Poffefficn  of  the  Pro- 
perty comprehended  under  the  Decree. 

That  it  fliall  however  be  left  to  the  Gcod  Will  of  the  Partie?,  and  finally  totheDifcre- 
tion  of  the  Superintendent,  in  feme  Cafes,  to  adjuft  the  Payment  by  a  Kifbundee,  taken 
from  the  Party  who  ii  caft. 

30th,  That  the  Decree  of  the  Dewannce  Adanliit  ft^all  be  final  in  all  Cafes,  for  Sums 
rot  exceeding  Sicca  Rupees  icoc,  icr  alienated  or  free  Lands,  in  which  the  Jumma  or 
Annual  Revenue  of  Government  doth  net  exceed  Rupees  looo. 

51(1.  That  where  the  Sum  cr  Value  decreed,  whether  in  Money,  T,fft(\',  or  Land?, 
ihall  exceed  the  above  Amount,  an  Appeal  fliall  lie  ficm  the  Decree  of  the  Supetintendent 
©f  the  Dewannee  Adauiut, 

32d.  That  the  Appeal  muft  be  made  within  lo  Days  after  the  Decree,  and  is  to  be  noted 
in  the  Margin  of  the  Trial  :  And  that,  as  it  may  be  a  Difcouragement  to  the  Appellant, 
to  prefent  his  Petition  of  Appeal  to  the  fame  Perfon  who  has  decided  againft  him  in  the 
firft  Inflance,  that  all  Petitions  of  Appeal  aga'nft  Decifions  of  the  Superindendents  of 
Adaulut,  (hall  be  prefented  to  ihe  Chief  and  Provincial  Council  of  the  reipedive  Divi- 
sion, who  are  to  tranfmit  the  fsme  without  Delay,  to  their  Governor  General  and  Coun- 
cil, in  their  Department  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut. 

33d.  That  no  Appeals  fliall  be  received  from  an  Award  of  Arbitration,  unlefs  the  Ar- 
hitrators  fhall  have  been  previoufiy  tried  and  convifted  in  any  Phcufdany  Court,  of  Sub- 
ornation of  Witnefles,  of  a  Colkfion  with  the  Parties,  of  having  rectived  any  Biibe  or 
ConGderation  for  their  Award  ;  cr  i.nlefs  the  Witnefi'es,  on  wbofe  Tcillmony  the  Caufe 
in  queftion  was  decreed,  fliall  have  been  previoufiy  tried  snd  convifled  in  ?.ny  Phoufdarry 
Court,  of  having  given  faife  Evidence  in  the  faid  Caufe  ;  but  that  all  criminal  Accufations, 
although  arifing  from  any  Caufe  heard  and  decreed  in  the  Dewannee  Adaulut,  are  cog- 
nizable cn'y  by  the  Phoufdarry  Court. 

34th.  That  Perfons  found  guilty  of  preferring  groundlefs,  Hiigiour,  or  vexatious  Ap- 
peals, fhall  be  puniflied,  at  the  Difcretion  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  by  an 
Enhancement  of  the  Coftf,  which  fliall  be  given  to  the  Refpondent  as  a  Compenfation  for 
the  Trouble  and  Expence  he  fliall  have  fuflained. 

35th.  That  in  Cafes  where  an  Appeal  is  made  from  the  Decree  of  the  Superintendent 
to  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  the  Appellant,  if  Defendant  in  the  original  Suit, 
on  delivering  his  Petition  of  Appeal,  fha'l  be  obliged  to  depcfit  the  Amount  of  the  De- 
cree, cr  give  good  and  fufficient  Security  .*br  the  Payment  ot  the  Decree,  in  cafe  it  fliould 
afterwards  be  confirmed  by  the  Governor  General  and  Council  j  the  Cofti  to  be  imme- 
diately paid. 

36th.  That  a  Commiflion  fliall  be  taken  on  every  Plaint  filed  at  the  Commencem.entof 
a  Caufe,  in  the  Proportion  of  the  Sums  pr  Value  fued  for  in  the  Bill  of  Plaint  j  the  Rates 
of  Commifiion  to  bp  as  follows  j 

On  all  Sums  not  exceeding     i,ooo,  5  per  Cent. 
On  all  Do  Do     5,000,  4  per  Cent. 

On  all  Di-'  Do   jo,cco,  3  per  (  ent. 

On  9II  Sums  above  10,000,   2  per  Cent. 

That  where  the  Suit  is  for  Property  in  Lands,  the  Lands  fliall  be  eflimatcd  according  to 
their  annual  Produce  or  Jumma  j  that  is  to  fay,  alienated  or  free  Lands,  at  Ten  Timts 
the  Amount  of  the'r  Annual  Produce  j  and  Malguzary  Lands,  at  the  Amount  of  One 
Year's  Jumma  or  Revenue  of  Governmept  j  and  the  Commiflion  taken  on  filing  the 
Plaint,  fliall  be  calculated  accordingly. 

37th.  That  every  Plaint  mu ft  necefTarily  ftatc  the  Sum  or  Value,  and  in  Difputes  re» 
garding  Land,  the  Annual  Produce  or  Jumma,  of  the  Subjeft  of  the  Suit. 

38th.  That  the  full  C&mmiiTion  fliall  be  depofited  by  the  Plaintiff,  at  the  Time  of 
filing  the  Bill  of  Plaint ;  but  on  the  Decree  being  pafled,  the  Defendant  fliall  be  imme- 
diately compelled  to  pay  the  Amount  of  the  Commiflion,  due-  on  the  Sum  againft  him, 
calculated  at  the  fame  Rent  or  pej  Centage  as  thpt  which  was  originally  depcfited  by  the 
Plaintiff;  and  the  Amount  fo  estraiUd  from  the  Defendant,  fhall  be  repaid  by  the  Court 
to  the  Plaintiff. 

39rh.  That  in  Cafes  of  Appeal,  the  Appellant  fliall  be  obliged  to  depofit  a  further 
Coninii.nTion,  equal  to  One  Half  of  the  Sum  originally  depofited  by  the  Pldintiff,  which, 
jn  cafe  the  Appellant  carries  his  Appeal,  and  obtains  a  Reverfal  of  the  Decree  of  the 
Provincial  Adaulut,  fliall  afterwards  be  recovered  from  the  Refpondent,  and  paid  to 
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40th.  That  Fees  fliall  be  eftaHlidied  on  every  TuUubchitty,  Perwsnnah,  or  written 
Order  of  whatever  Kind,  iffued  during  the  Courfe  of  the  Caufe  j  to  be  extraded  from  the 
Party  at  whofe  Application  fucli  Order  is  ifTued  ;  and  that  Fees  ftiall  alfo  be  taken  on 
every  Exhibit,  at  the  Rate  of  Two  Annas ^sr  Sheet. 

41ft.  That  the  Sums  received  agreejble  to  the  36th,  38th,  39th,  and  40th  Articles  of 
thefe  Regulations,  either  on  account  of  Commiflion,  or  for  Fees,  or  Orders,  and  EjchU 
Iiits,  fliall  be  rclervcd  and  appropriated  by  the  Superintendent,  as  a  Fund  for  defraying 
the  Charges  of  the  Court ;  and  that  the  Superintendent  fhall  deliver  Monthly,  to  the 
Governor  General  and  Council,  a  particular  Account  of  his  Receipts  and  Expenditures. 

42d.  That  the  Superintendent,  on  all  Points  which  have  not  been  expicfsly  pro* 
vided  for  by  thefe  Regulations,  fliall  a£l  difcretionally,  and  according  to  the  bcil:  of  hi; 
Judgment ;  and  that  he  fliall  not  be  removable  from  his  Office,  except  at  his  own  Requi- 
iition,  or  on  Proof  of  feme  Mifdemeanor. 

43d.  That  the  above  Rules  fhall  be  read  over  to  each  Superintendent  before  be  is  in- 
verted with  his  Office;  and  that  he  fliall  be  required  to  take  the  following  Oath  :  "  I  do 
fwear,  That  I  will  adminifter  )uftice  to  the  beft  of  my  Ability,  Knowledge,  and  Judg- 
ment, without  Fear,  Favour,  Hope,  or  Reward  ;  and  that  I  will  not  receive,  direftly  or 
indireflly,  any  Frcfents,  or  Nuzzers,  either  in  Money  or  in  Eft'eds  of  any  Kind,  from 
any  Party  in  any  Caufe,  or  from  any  Perfon  whatfoever,  on  account  of  any  Suit  to  be  in- 
ilituled,  or  which  may  be  depending,  or  have  been  decided  in  the  Court  of  Adaulut,  un- 
der my  Jurildiction,  nor  will  I  knowingly  permit  any  Perfon  or  PcrfoDS  under  my  Autho- 
rity, or  in  my  immediate  Service,  to  receive,  direftly  or  indire^ly,  any  Prefents  or 
Nuzzers,  either  in  Money  or  in  Effefts  <  f  any  Kind,  from  any  Party  in  any  Laufe,  or  frorn 
any  Perfon  whatfoever,  on  account  of  any  Suit  to  be  infticuted,  or  which  may  be  de- 
pending, or  have  heen  decided,  in  the  Court  of  Adaulut,  under  my  Jurifdi£lion  :  and 
that  I  will  render  true  and  faithful  Accoifnt  of  all  Sums  received  for  Commlfilons  on 
Caufes,  and  Fees  of  Court,  and  of  all  Expenditures." 

That  thefe  Regulations  fhall  be  confidered  as  binding,  only  until  a  new  Arrangement 
fliall  be  made  by  Authority  of  Parliament.

We  ibkewi'.'e  direct  you  to  give  every  Alfiftance  and  Su];port  in  your  Power  to  the 
Superintendents  of  Adaulut,  in  the  Performance  of  the  particular  Dg.ties  affigned  W 
th«ni  ;  ani  to  giv?  Fsrce  and  EfFeft  to  the  Regulations  themfiilves* 

Y  y  a  •  W« 
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We  have  been  careful  to  diftingui{h  and  difcriminate  the  particular  Objpfts  of  your 
turifdiftion,  and  thofe  of  the  Superintendents  of  Adaulut,  and  have  left  with  you 
exclufive  Jurifdiclion  in  all  Matters  which  direflly  concern  the  R.evenue,  and  foma 
which  may  more  diftantly  afFefl  the  Colleftion  of  it;  and  thefe  we  think  proper  that 
you  fliould  carefully  retain  and  exercife  ;  but  that  you  refer  all  tafes  of  Meum  and 
Tuum,  and  Difputes  of  Perfonal  Property  and  Perfonal  Rights,  on  which  Appli- 
cation may  be  made  to  you,  to  the  Decifion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Adaulut,  in  whom 
■We  have  thought  proper  to  veftthis  Authority  5  meaning,  that  your  Time  and  Attention 
(hall  not  be  taken  up  in  hearing  and  determining  Matters  of  a  judicial  Nature,  except  in 
Cafes  which  arife  out  of,  or  concern,  the  Co!le£lion  of  the  Public  Revenue,  which  will 
relieve  ycu  from  a  great  Degree  of  Labour  and  Refponfibility ,  and  enable  you  to  apply 
■with  more  ttfeft  to  the  Performance  of  the  other  Duties  of  your  Station,  the  keeping 
up  the  Colleftion  of  the  Revenues  under  your  Charge,  and  preventing  Oppreflions 
by  a  fpeedy  Arijuftnient  of  all  Difputes  and  Differences  which  may  arife  in  con- 
fequence. 

You  will'obferve,  that  ■we  have  ',becn  careful  to  reftrain  the  Authority  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Adaulut,  in  fuch  particular  Cafes  as  might  interfere  with,  or  obftrudf,  the 
Colle£lion  of  the  Revenues,  by  prohibiting  him  from  fending  Perfons  with  Authority 
Into  the  Lands  of  the  Zemindars  or  Farmers,  or  calling  Perfons  from  the  Mofuflil  during 
vhe  Months  of  the  heavy  Colleftion,  or  fummoning  Farmers,  Zemindars,  or  Cclleftors 
of  the  Revenue,  except  through  the  Medium  of  your  Board.  But  in  all  fuch  Cafes 
■where  the  Superintendents  may  have  occafion  to  apply  to  you  for  your  Afliftance,  it  is 
our  Dire£lions  that  you  afford  it  to  the  utmoft  of  your  Power,  as  far  as  the  particular 
Circumftances  of  the  Cafe  may  admit ;  and  in  general,  that  ycu  confider  the  Spirit  as 
■well  as  the  Letter  of  thefe  Regulation?,  and  endeavour  to  conform  thereto,  by  co- 
cperating  with  the  Superintendent,  and  promoting,  as  far  as  may  depend  on  you,  the  Ad- 
niiniftration  of  the  Juilice  in  the  Divifion  under  your  Authority. 

We  have  appointed  Mr.  Thomas  Dugald  Campbell  Superintendent  of  Adaulut  for 
vouv  Divifion  ;  whom  you  will  therefore  call  before  you,  and  havijig  lead  over  to  him 
the  Regulations,  tender  him  the  Oath  prefcribed  by  the  430  Article,  before  he  is  invePed 
with  his  Office.  The  Oath  muft  be  entered  in  a  Book  kept  for  that  Puruofej  and  after 
It  has  been  adminiftered,  muft  be  figned  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  Salary  ot  the  Superintendent  has  teen  fixed  at  1,000  Sicca  Rupees,  with  an 
Allowance  of  3C0  Sicca  Rupees  per  Month  for  Houfe-rent,  in  lieu  ot  all  Contin- 
gencies,

FxtraEi  of  the  Procsedhigs  of  the  Gcvernor  General  ard  Council  at  Fort  WiU'tamf  in  their 
Revenue  Department,  the  z^tk  September  i-;8o. 

The  Governor  General  delivers  in  the  following  Minute,  which  he  requefts  may  be 
entered  in  this  Day's  Proceedings;  but  the  Subjeft  of  it  being  of  too  much  Importance 
for  any  immediate  Decifion,  that  it  lie  for  Confideration  till  the  next  Meeting  of  the 
Board. 

Governor  General.— The  Inftitution  of  the  new  Courts  of  Devvannee  Adaulut  has 
already  given  Occafion  to  very  troubkfome  and  alarming  Competitions  between  them  and 
ihe  Provincial  Councils,  and  too  much  Wafte  of  Time  at  this  Board.  Thefe,  however- 
manifeft  the  Neceflity  of  giving  a  more  than  ordinary  Attention  to  thefe  Courts,  in  the 
Infancy  of  their  Eftabiiflimenf,  that  they  might  neither  prevent  the  Purpofes,  nor  exceed 
the  Limits  of  their  Jurifdi£lion,  nor  iuffer  Encroachments  upon  it. 

To  effcfl:  thefe  Points,  would  require  fuch  a  laborious  and  almoft  unremitted  Appli- 
cation, that  however  urgent  or  important  they  may  appear,  1  ftiould  dread  to  bring  them 
iefore  the  Confideration  of  the  Board,    unitfs  1  could    ptopofe    lome  Expedient   for 

that 
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that  End,  that  fhould  not  add  to  the  Weight  of  BuCncfs  with  which  it  is  aheady  over- 
charged. 

That  which  I  have  to  offer,  will,  I  hope,  prove  rather  a  Diminution  of  it. 
By  the  Coiiftifiition  of  the  Dewannee  (.ourts,  tiiey  are  all  made  amenable  to  a  fupe- 
liir  Court,  called  ihe  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  which  has  been  commonly,  but 
erroncoully,  underftocd  to  be  fimply  a  Court  of  Appeals.  Its  Province  is,  and  necef- 
I'arily  mud  be,  much  more  extcnfive.  It  is  not  only  to  receive  Appeals  from  the  Decree^ 
of  the  inferior  Courts,  in  all  Caufes  exceeding  a  certain  Amount ;  but  receive  and  revife 
all  the  Proceedings  of  the  inferior  Courts;  to  attend  to  their  Conduct,  to  remedy  their 
Dcfedls,  and  gcni-rally,  to  form  fuch  new  Regulations  and  Checks,  as  Experience  fliall 
prove  to  be  necefl'ary  to  the  Purpofes  of  their  Inftitution. 

Hitherto  the  Board  has  referved  the  OtEce  to  itfelf  j  but  "fiath  not  yet  entered  on  the 
Execution  of  it ;  nor,  I  will  venture  to  pronounce,  will  it  ever,  though  Halt  of  its  Time 
were  devoted  to  this  fimple  Department. 

Yet,  wiihout  both  the  Support  ana  Controul  of  fome  powerful  Authority  held  over 
them,  it  is  impoflible  for  the  Courts  to  fubfift;  but  they  muft  either  fink  into  Con- 
tempt, or  be  perverted  into  the  Inftniment  of  Opprcflion. 

'1  his  Authority,  1  repeat,  the  Board  is  incap;ible  of  executing;  and  if  delegated  to 
iiny  Body  of  Men,  or  to  any  individual  Agent,  not  pollelTing  in  themfelves  fome 
Weight,  independent  of  mere  official  Power,  it  will  prove  little  more  effciftual.  The 
only  Mode  which  I  can  devife  to  fubftitute  for  it,  is  included  in  the  following  Motions  j 
which  1  now  fubmit,  en  the  Reafcn  premifcd,  to  the  Confidcration  of  the  Board  ; 

That  the  Chief  Juftice  be  requtlled  to  accept  of  the  Charge  and  Superintendcncy  of 
tiie  Office  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  under  its  prefent  Regulations,  and  fuch  other 
as  the  Board  fhall  think  proper  to  add  to  them,  or  to  fubftitute  in  their  Stead  ;  r,nd  that 
on  his  Acceptance  of  it,  he  be  appointed  to  it,  and  ftiled  "  The  Judge  of  the  Sudder 
Dewannee  Adaulut." 

I  fliall  beg  leave  to  add  a  few  Words  in  Support  of  this  Propofition,  on  different 
Grounds. 

I  am  well  aware,  that  the  Choice  which  I  have  made  for  fo  important  an  Office,  and 
One  which  will  minutely  and  nearly  overlook  every  Rank  of  the  Civil  Service,  will 
fubje£t  me  to  much  popular  Preiudiccs,  as  its  real  Tendency  will  be  mifunderftood  by 
many,  mifreprefented  by  more,  and  perhaps  dreaded  by  a  few. — I  fhall  patiently  fubmit 
to  their  Coniequences,  becaiife  I  am  confcious  of  the  Reftitude  of  my  Intentions,  and 
certain  that  the  Event  will  juflify  mc,  snd  prove,  that  in  whatever  Light  it  may  be 
fuperficially  viewed,  I  (hall  he  found  to  have  ftudied  the  true  Intereft  of  tke  Service,  and 
contributed  the  moft  effectually  to  its  Credit. 

The  Want  of  legal  Powers,  except  fuch  as  are  implied  in  very  doubtful  Conflru£lions 
of  the  Ad>  of  Parliament,  and  the  Hazards  to  which  the  Superiors  of  the  Dewannee 
Courts  are  cxpofed  in  their  own  Perfons,  from  the  Exercii'e  of  their  Funftions,  has  been 
'  the  principal  Caufe  of  their  Remiffnefs,  and  equally  of  the  Difregard  which  has  been  in 
many  Inftances  (hewn  to  their  Authority.  They  will  be  enabled  to  aft  with  Confi- 
dence ;  rtor  will  any  Man  dare  to  conteft  their  Riglit  of  afting,  when  their  Proceedings 
are  held  under  the  Sandtion  and  immediate  Patronage  of  the  f  irrt:  Member  of  the  Si^- 
preme  Court,  and  wirh  his  Participation,  in  the  Inftnnces  of  fuch  as  are  brnught  ir\ 
.Appeal  before  him,  and  regulated  ty  his  InftruCtions.  They  very  much  require  an 
lnrtru6lor,  and  no  one  will  doubt  the  fuperior  Qualifications  of  the  Chief  Jultice  for 
luch  a  Duty, 

It  will  be  a  Means  of  leffening  the  Diftanre  between  the  Board  and  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  has  perhaps  been,  more  than  the  undefined  Powers  affumed  to  each,  the 
Caufe  of  the  Want  of  that  ?cccmmcdatir:g  Temper,  which  ought  to  have  iniiuenced 
their  Jntercourfe  with  each  other.  The  Ccniention  in  which  wc  have  bsen  unfortunatt''/ 
engaged  with  the  Court,  bore,  at  one  Time,  fo  alarming  a  Tendency,  that  I  believe 
every  Member  cf  the  Board  torsboded  the  moll  dangerous  Coni'equences  to  the  Peace 
■and  Refjurccs  of  this  Government  from  thtm.  They  are  at  prefent  compofed  ;  but  we 
cannot  be  certain  that  ifce  Calm  wiM  lafl:  be-yohd' the  a£lual  Vacation,  fince  the  fame 
Grounds  and  Materials  of  Difnnion  fLhfirt  ;  and  the  Revival  of  ir,  at  a  Time  l;ke  thi:, 
added  I.'  our  oiher  Troubles,  might,  if  carried  to  Extremities,  prove  fat:l. 

The  fropofition  which  1  have  fubrr:itted  to  the  Board,  may,  nor  have  I  Doubt  that  it 
will,  piove  an  Inftjument  of  Conciliation  vnth  Jhe  Court,  and  v.ill  preclude  the  Nccef- 
fiiy  of  its  aiTuming  a  Jurifaiftion  over  Perfons  exempted,  by  our  Conflruftion  of  the  ACc 
«f  Pariiameat,  from  it,     it  will  facilitate  and  give  Vig.-u.'  to  the  C»urfe  of  Juftice  ;' it 

will 
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will  lefien  the  Cares  of  the  Board,  and  add  to  their  Leifure  for  Occupation?,  more  urgent 
and  better  fuited  to  the  Genius  and  Principles  of  Government :  Nor  wilt  it  be  any  Ac- 
cefiion  of  Power  to  the  Courts;  even  that  Portion  of  Authority  which  is  propofed  fo 
be  given,  given  only  to  a  fingle  Man  of  the  Court,  and  may  be  revoked,  whenever  the 
Board  fiiall  think  it  proper  to  rei'ume  it. 

ExtraB  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council  at  Fort  M-^ilUam,  w  tle'tr 
Rd'venue  Department,  the  z^th  OFiober  1780. 

The  Governor  General's  Minute,  concerning  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  recorded 
In  the  laft  Conl'ultation,  having  been  fent  in  Circulation,  for  the  Opinions  and  Decifion 
of  the  Board  5  the  Opinions  delivered  thereon  are  entered  in  the  Order  in  which  they 
were  received. 

Mr.  Francis. — I  have  not  had  fufficient  Time  to  give  this  important  Propofition  all 
the  Confideration  it  deferves :  The  Reflexions  which  it  fuggefts,  muft  be  ftated  haftily 
as  they  occur.  That  this  is  a  fre(h  Innovation,  fucceeding  many  other?,  in  the  Admi- 
jiiftration  of  Jufliceto  the  Natives  of  this  Country,  is  of  in'elf  a  weighty  ObjeiVion.  All 
Innovations  of  this  Nature  are  dangerous,  efpecially  in  a  Country,  whofe  Government 
cannot  divide  or  furrender  any  of  its  Powers,  without  leffening  the  Refpeil,  and  hazard- 
ing the  Obedience  of  its  Subjefts.  On  this  Principle  we  contended  for  the  exclufive 
Jurifdidlion  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  as  Dewan  over  the  Zemindars, 
Landholders,  and  Landed  Property  of  this  Country.  In  my  Judgment,  the  Propofition 
amounts  to  a  direft  Contradiftion  or  Defertion  of  every  Thing  we  faid,  or  did,  in  the  Cafe 
of  the  Rajah  of  Coflijurah.  As  fuch  it  yvill  be  naturally  received  and  underftood  by  the 
Natives.  They  cannot  diftinguifli  between  the  Chief  Jufrice  and  the  Supreme  Court  ; 
or  if  the  Diftinftion  could  poffibly  be  explained  to  them,  and  if  they  could  be  fatisfied, 
that  in  fa£l  it  was  not  intended  to  reinftate  the  Court  in  the  Exercife  of  the  Jurifdiftion 
which  it  had  claimed,  and  which  we  had  refifted,  it  is  probable  they  would  think  that 
■fome  greater  Evil  was  to  befal  them.  1  hope  it  is  unneceffary  for  me  to  fay,  that  no 
Idea  of  Perfonal  Difrefpeft  to  the  Chief  Juftlce  can  be  intended,  in  any  Thing  I  fliall 
offer  on  the  public  (^eflion  before  me :  If  any  Expreflion,  that  may  appear  to  have  fuch 
a  Tendency,  fliould  efcape  me,  I  difclaim  it.  I  mean  to  examine  the  propofed  Infti- 
tution  in  its  own  Merits,  and  the  Difficulties  it  may  be  fubjeft  to  as  a  public  Meafure, 
without  Reference  to  the  perfonal  Charafter  or  Qualifications  of  any  Individual. — I  ihall 
follow  the  Reafoning  of  the  Governor  General's  Minute,  in  the  Order  in  which  he  hae 
placed  it. 

jft.  If  the  Inilitution  of  the  newr  Court  has  already  given  occafion  to  Competitions 
between  the  Provincial  Councils,  and  the  Dewannee  Adauluts,  it  is  our  Bufinefs  and 
Duty  to  put  an  End  to  them  by  our  Authority,  which  is  dirett,  and  fufficiently  coercive 
over  both  Parties.  We  ought  to  draw  tl^e  Line  between  them,  and  infifl  on  their 
refpeflive  Submifiion  to  the  Limitation  defcribed  by  it.  1  do  not  think,  that  to  effeifl 
this  Point,  would  require  any  very  laborious  Apuixatinn  on  our  Part.  Our  Admini- 
firation  wants  Vigour,  not  Time,  to  execute  all  its  Duties.  One  Punifliment  would 
have  more  EfFeft  than  a  Thoufaiid  Regulations.  But  if  the  Argument  were  weil 
founded,  how  is  the  Dpfhculty  removed,  by  transferring  this  laborious  Service  to  the 
Chief  Juflice,  who  is  already  fo  overloaded  with  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
that  he  finds  it  impoflibie  to  aflift  his  Brethren  as  afting  Juftices  of  Calcutta,  and 
therefore  is  very  juftly  excufed  from  (haring  with  them  in  the  Toil  of  that  troublefome 
Office  ? 

2d.  The  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  I  know,  has  been  commonly,  but  I  do  not 
ihink  it  is  erroneoufly,  underftood  to  be  fimply  a  Court  of  Appeals.  The  6th  Article 
of  the  Plan  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice,  provides,  Tbiit  the  Dewannee  Sudder 
jidaulut  p-)all  receive  and  detcrmifle  ^pteah  from  the  Proinncial  Deivannee  Adauluts  ;  and 
it  fays  no  more.  If  its  Province  be,  and  neccffarily  muft  be,  n'.uch  more  extcrjtve,  the 
Extejit  of  it  fhould  be  accurately  defcribed  and  defined.  For  my  own  Part,  I  know  not 
where  to  look  for  this  neceffary  Definition  ;  but  1  knew  that  a  Jurifdiftion  not  fa 
defined,  either  has  no  Power  at  all,  or  it  is  defpctic.  A  Court  of  Appeal,  as  fuch,  can 
do  nothing  but  receive  Appeals  from  the  Decrees  of  inferior  Courts.  If  it  is  to  receive 
and  rcvife  (j// the  Proceedings  of  fuch  Courts,  it  muft  itfelfceafe  to  be  a  Court  of  Ap- 
peal,  for  wh_'  Suiter  will  appeal  to  a  Superior  Court,  which  has  already  revifed, 
appicved,  anc    . .;,J.'aQ«4-)thje  .very  proceedings  by  which  he  thiriks  himfclf  injured?

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If  a  Court  of  Appeal  adheres  to  the  true  Principles  of  its  f  iftituliorti  it  flionld  knowr 
nothing  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  inferior  Court,  until  an  Appeal  from  the  Decree  of 
that  Court,  com^s  regularly  before  it.  If  it  has  already  approved  of  the  Proceedings 
below,  it  is,  vjianter,  a  P^rty,  and  cannot  be  Judge. 

As  to  the  other  Duties  propofed,  "  of  attending  to  their  Conduft,  of  remedying  theit 
Defe£ls,  and  forming  new  Regulations,  &c."  thcfe  are  Objofts  ior  the  legiflative  Power 
of  the  Couniry,  which,  I  underftand,  quoad  b»c  at  leaft,  is  exclufively  and  unalienabiy 
vefled  in  the  Governor  General  and  Council. 

3d.  I  am  of  Opinion  that  the  Ofhce  might  be  cxercifed  by  the  Board,  or  by  any  Two 
Members  of  it;  and  that  Two  or  Three  fpecific  Days  allotted  in  a  Month  to  this  Duty, 
would  be  fufficlent  to  pert\)rm  it. 

4th.  I  mull  obje£f  to  the  Requeft  propofed  to  be  made  to  the  Chief  Jufticc,  for  the 
following  Reafons  :  The  Governor  General  and  Council  cannot,  without  departing  from 
the  Principles  on  which  they  have  unaniinoufly  a£ted,  edablifli  the  Sudder  Atlaulut  on 
any  Plan,  which  commits  the  Company's  Rights,  or  our?,  in  Quality  of  Dewan  of  the 
Provinces,  to  the  Cuflody  of  all  or  any  of  the  Judges.  The  Supreme  Court  and  Coun- 
cil differ  widely  in  their  Id»-as  of  the  Juiifdidion  of  the  Court.  The  Chief  Juflice 
cannot  be  fuppolcd  to  have  dun^^ed  ih'j  Opinions,  which  he  has  at  all  Tiities  lo  ftriftly 
Iti.untained  j  and  tliofe  Opinions  would  lead  him  to  fubmit  to  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the 
Court  in  m.my  Inllances,  in  which  the  Council,  upon  their  Principles,  would  refill  them. 
Thus  the  Council,  by  making  the  Chief  Jullice  Judge  of  the  Sudder  Adaulut,  would 
put  it  into  the  Power  of  the  very  Man  with  whom  they  have  been  contending,  to  give 
up  what  they  hitherto  infifted  on  as  their  cllential  Rights. 

The  great  ObjeiH.  of  tl^is  Plan,  is  to  give  Authority  to  the  Dcwannee  Adauluts ;  but 
1  cannot  admit  that  the  Means  are  likely  to  anfwer  the  End.  The  Arguments  drawn 
from  the  elevated  Station  of  the  Chief  Juftice,  have  no  Weight.  He  can  carry  none  of 
the  Powers  of  the  Supreme  Court  into  the  Sudder  Adaulut.  When  he  a£ls  under  the 
Appointment  of  the  Council  as  Superintendent,  he  will  poilefs  no  Part  of  the  Autho- 
rity which  he  derives  from  the  King's  Appointment  of  Chief  Juftice.  It  wilt  not  prove 
an  Inftrunient  of  Conciliatii^n,  nor  prevent  the  Revival  of  Difputes,  which  jt  is  faitj 
might  prove  fatal.  It  is  admitted  by  the  Governor,  that  the  Grounds  of  Divifion  ftili 
fubfift  ;  and  it  is  certain,  that  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice  to  the  Sudder 
Adaulut,  will  make  no  Alteration  in  the  Authority  and  Powers  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  remaining  Judges  will  have  the  fume  Powers  which  they  all.nov/  pyflel:- ;  becaufe 
the  Council  caunot,  by  new-modelling  the  Adauluts,  abridge,  or  in  any  Way  aftedV^ 
the  Powers  of  the  Court.  If  the  Chief  [uflice  carries  his  late  Opinions  into  the  Sudder 
Adaulut,  the  Supreme  Court  will  obtain  Strength  from  the  Appointment :  If  he  aft s 
on  new  Principles,  more  conformable  to  thole  of  the  Council,  that  will  railc  frefh  Dit- 
iicultics  ;  it  will  tend  to  make  a  Br-^ach  between  him  and  the  other  Judges,  but  caa 
never  repair  the  Breach  already  Aibfifting  between  the  Court  and  Council.  I  ufe  the 
Language  which  has  already  been  applied  by  us  to  the  Judges,  when  I  fay,  Tbut  there 
is  a  Jealcufy,  ivbUh  all  Men  feel  for  their  cnun  Pctuer  and  Conjequence.  The  Two  Puifnc 
fudges  cannut  but  feci  themfelves  wounded  by  this  ;-,irtial  Sclettion  of  the  Chief  Juftice, 
and  the  Prelerence  given  to  his  luperior  Qualifications.  ^VVe  ought  not  to  offer  them  luch 
Caufe  of  Oflence,  nor  ought  we  to  be  carelefs  of  the  Effedls  it  may  produce. 

I  conceive  that  the  Appointment  of  the  Chief  Juftice  to  this  Office,  would  clafh  and 
be  inconfiftent  with  the  Duties  of  his  prelent  Station.  It  would  be  an  infuperable  Bar  to 
his  ading  in  many  Cafes,  in  which  his  Duty  as  Civ.ef  Juftice  would  call  on  him  to  adt. 
Suppofe  a  Suitor  in  the  Adsulut  fhould  think  the  judge  had  adted  illegally  ;  he  mi-^ht 
br;^g  his  Adion  againft  him  in  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  v/hen,  upon  the  Principles  on 
which  the  Court  and  the  Chief  Juftice  have  particularly  infifted  and  afted,  he  would  be 
obliged  to  come  as  a  Party  into  the  Court  in  which  he  ojght  to  pretdc  as  Chief  Juftice, 
to  plead  in  the  ufual  Form,  and  to  defend  himfelf  in  the  ufual  Way  5  and  he  thight  be 
compelled  10  pay  Damages  for  what  he  had  done  as  Superintendent,  in  the  fame  Manner 
that  the  Council  at  Patna  were  for  their  Proceedings  againft  Kjd.ira  Begum.  Thus  his 
Proceedings  in  the  .Adaulut  would  bring  him  a  Party  in  his  owi  Caufe,  and  preclude  hina, 
from  afting  in  his  Capacity  ol' Chief  juftice.  Again  j  fu^pofe  a  Perfcn  committed  by 
any  of  the  inferior  Adauluts,  or  by  the  Chief  Juftiof  himl'elf  as  Judge  of  the  Sudder 
Adaulut,  fhould  apply  to  him  for  a  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  ;  ftall  he  refufe  the  Writ, 
becaufe  the  Grounds  of  the  Commitment  are  already  known  to  him  ?  or  fiiiU  lie  grant  it, 
though  poffciTcd  of  fuch  Knowledge,  and  where  himfelf  has  prejudged  ti.e  Queftion,  by 
ordering  or  approvi.ig  the  Commitment  ?  I  eannot  prcfu.xc  to  fay,  hjw  far  it  would  be 
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hjs  Diiry  to  grant  the  Writ  at  all  Events ;  but  it  is  evident  that  the  Prifoner  would  gain 
nothing  by  obtaining  it.  It  may  be  faid;  the  Perfon  fo  committed  may  apply  for  a  Writ 
of  Habeas  Corpus  to  one  of  the  Puifne  Judges.  If  he  fucceetls  (as  he  certainly  would,  if 
in  the  Opinion  of  the  Judge  there  fhould  be  Reafon  to  fuppole  the  Commitment  might  be 
jilegal),  it  would  follow,  that  the  Aft  of  the  Superintendent  would  be  canvafl'ed,  and 
perhaps  fet  afidc  by  an  inferior  fudge  of  another  Court,  in  which  the  Superintendent 
iimfelf  prefides.  This  Cafe  might  frequently  occur  j  and  if  it  fliouid  ever  occur,  it 
would  tend  to  create  new  Differences  between  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  one  Side,  and 
the  Suddcr  Dewannce  Adaulut,  fupported  by  the  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on 
the  other. 

On  the  whole,  I  think  it  would  be  improper  in  the  Council  to  requeft  the' Chief  fuf- 
tice  to  take  upon  himfelf,  and  perhaps  illegal  in  him  to  accept,  an  Office,  which  is  fo 
inconfiflent  with  the  Duties  of  his  prefent  Station,  and  which  would  preclude  him  from 
exercifing  the  Truft  repofed  in  him  by  the  King,  in  many  Cafes  of  the  greateft  Import- 
ance j  particularly  thofe,  in  which  the  Limits  of  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Court,  and  the 
Extent  of  the  Powers  vefted  in  the  Council,  might  come  in  Q^eftion. 

One  of  the  Obfervations  with  which  the  Governor  General  concludes  his  Argument,  ia 
Favour  of  his  Plan,  vi?,.  "  That  the  Portion  of  -Authority  which  is  propofed  Vj  be  given, 
is  given  only  to  a  fingle  Man  in  the  Court,"  appears  to  me  a  ftrong  Objeftion  againft  it. 
The  Englifli  Government  has  very  fparingly  delegated  judicial  Authority  to  fingle  Per- 
fons  ;  fnal  Appeals,  in  particular,  are  never  permitted  to  be  tried  by  a  fingle  Judge,  ei- 
ther in  England,  or  any  of  its  Provinces  or  Dependencies.  The  King  is,  I  believe,  the 
only  fmele  Perfon  to  whom  fuch  an  appellate  Jurifdi£lion  is  even  nominally  given  ;  and 
he  cannot  try  an  Appeal  without  the  Afliftance  of  his  Privy  Council :  Appeals  to  him 
therefore  are  called  Appeals  to  the  King  in  Councih 

This  Policy  has  nothing  to  do  with  Trials  by  Jury  on  Principles  of  Enjlifh  Liberty, 
which  may  be  thought  inapplicable  to  Bengal  ;  but  is  founded  on  that  Juftice  to  which 
the  Natives  of  Bengal  are  entitled,  as  well  as  other  Men.  But  Juftice  requires,  that  ia 
the  Conrtitution  of  a  Court,  Corruption  be  above  all  Things  guarded  againft ;  and  no  Ma- 
giftrate  is  more  liable  to  Corruption  than  a  Judge,  in  whom  is  veded  a  Power  of  deter- 
mining Appeals,  without  being  either  checked  by  AfTociates,  or  controuled  by  any  further 
Appeal  to  fuperior  Judges.  The  Legiflature,  in  eftablifhing  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judi- 
cature here,  though  it  be  not  a  Court  of  Appeal,  and  though  an  Appeal  may  be  made 
from  its  Decifions  to  the  King  in  Council,  thought  a  Plurality  of  Judges  neceffary  ;  and 
therefore  created  fo  rtiany,  that  it  is  not  not  I'kely  they  fhould  be  reduced  by  Chance  to 
One.  Mr.  Haftings  and  his  Council,  when  they  credled  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannec 
Adaulut,  would  not  leave  fuch  Reduftion  in  the  Power  of  Chance,  but  made  the  Pre- 
fence  of  Three  Members  eflentially  necefl'ary  to  a  Decifion.  If  I  could  believe  it  lawful 
and  proper  tor  us  to  delegate  our  judicial  Authority  to  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Cou-,  I 
fhould  think  it  ought  rather  to  be  given  to  all  than  to  One.  If  all  the  Powers  of  the  Sud- 
der  Dewannee  Adaulut  be  vefted  in  one  Man,  yet  fo  vefted,  ''  that  they  may  be  revoked 
■whenever  this  Board  (hall  think  it  proper  to  refume  them  j"  fuch  a  Judge  may  become, 
in  the  Hands  of  a  corrupt  Council,  an  Inftriiment  of  Oppreflion  ;  the  Council  will  not 
be  aniwerable  for  his  Decrees  ;  and  he  will  be,  in  a  great  Meafure,  protefted  by  his  ju- 
dicial Capacity.  The  Authority  given  may  undoubtadly  be  revoked  whenever  the  Buaid 
fhall  think  proper  to  refume  it.  The  prefent  Board  cannot  bind  their  SucceiTorf,  nor 
even  themfelves,  againft  a  Change  of  Opinion. — But  will  the  Chief  Juftice  accept  of  fuch. 
an  Office,  on  fo  precarious  a  Footing  ?  or,  would  it  be  refpeftful  in  us  to  offer  tt  to  him, 
with  the  Information  which  ought  to  accompany  il,  viz.  That  he  is  removable  at  any 
Time  by  a  Refolution  of  the  Board  ?

Sir  Eyre  Coote — As  the  determining  upon  Points  relative  to  Law  Proceedings,  has 
fiUen  fo  little  within  the  Limits  of  my  Profeihon,  I  acknowledge  myfelf  inadequate  to 
the  forming  a  thorough  Judgmerit  concerning  the  Plan  propofed  by  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral. 

But  trufting  to  his  full  Knowledge  of  that  Branch  of  Government,  which  he  now 
means  to  bring  under  the  Controul  ot  Infpcftion,  and,  from  a  real  Senfe  of  the  Abilities  of 
the  Chief  Juftice,  to  render  any  Department  of  Superintendence,  which  fhould  be  en- 
trufted  to  his  Charge,  no  lefs  ufeful  and  beneficial  in  Effeft  than  in  Idea,  I  give  my  AU 
fent  to  the  Meafure  ;  obferving  at  the  fame  Time,  however,  that  this  Afl'ent  is  for  the 
Trial  of  an  Expedient  whith  may  be  attended  with  favourable  Confequences,  and  not  for 
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Jt»  absolute  EPaMifSment;  and  I  therefore  referve  to  myfeJf  full  Liberty  to  vote  for  the 
Repeal  of  the  prefcnt  Refolution,  iTiould   I  firvd  it  provt-  hereafter  in   sny  Refpeft  detri- . 
n)cntal,  either  to  the  great  Lines  of  Govcrnmtiit.  or  to  the  Communuy.

Mr.  Whelcr. — No  one  cin  be  more  fincerely  defirous  tlian  I  am,  of  the  due  Aumini* 
ftiation  of  Jiifli<-e  in  fhis  Country. 

By  the  Ute  Aft  of  Parliament,  this  Branch  is  divided  between  the  Supreme  Court  and 
the  Government;  what  the  Aft  hath  not  committed  to  the  former,  it  confirms  to  the 
latter;  and  whenever  the  F.xient  of  the  rcfpeftive  JurifdiftiuiiS  is  not  ch'arly  defined,  of 
19  oppofitely  viewed,  their  mutual  Candour,  an-l  Regard  to  the  Public  Good,  fnould  in- 
fluence :■  Throuyh  thcfe  Channel*  only  cpn  Juftice  flow  here. 

This  Roard,  in  the  late  Inftitiition  of  Dcwannee  Courts  of  Adaulut,  hath  tliought  it- 
felf  afting  in  the  Province  left  to  it  by  the  Legiflaiure,  and  in.iking  an  efScftive  Regula* 
tion  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Country.  I  am  r>rry  to  find,  from  the  Governor  General'^ 
Minute,  that  he  now  fees  the  Inflitution  in  a  different  Light,  in  both  ihefe  Refpefts.  He 
conceive?,  that  "  the  Super, ors  of  the  A dauluts  havf  no  legal  Powers,  except  fuch  as  ar« 
implied  in  very  diiubtful  Conftruftions  of  tlie  Aft  of  Parliament;"  and  that  the  Court  of 
Appcaje,  cftablifhed  to  controul  their  Proceeding?,  and  fupport  their  Authority,  can  ner 
ver  prove  cfTcftual  for  thcle  Purpofe?. — If  the  Inftitution  has  really  thefe  Evils  in  it,  I  ann 
willing  to  deliberate  upon  proper  Remedies  for  them  ;  to  reduce  it,  if  it  has  exceeded  the 
due  Limits ;  or  if  it  is  found  to  be  eflentially  defeftive,  to  agree  to  an  elfential  Change  in 
it:  But  at  prefenr,  I  muft  confefs  thefe  Pofitions  are  not  evident  to  me.  And  fuppofine; 
them  to  be  eftablif^ied,  in  the  Application  of  Remedies  we  can  have  no  Standard  but  the 
Lines  marked  out  by  the  Aft  of  Parliament ;  which  afligns  a  feparate  Jurifdiftion  to  each 
of  the  Two  Departments,  or  implies  the  Duty  of  a  Co-operation  of  both.  Although  I  en- 
tertain all  due  Deference  for  the  Chief  Juftice,  and  feel  myfeif  embarraflfed  by  the  Per- 
Ibnality  which  mixes  in  the  Queftion  before  us;  yet  I  muft  beg  leave  to  fay,  that  the 
Expedient  propoied  by  the  Governor  General,  feems  not  to  fall  in  with  any  of  the  Inten- 
tions of  the  Aft- ;  but  to  be  oppofed  by  Difficulties,  a^  well  as  to  threaten  Confequcnces, 
which,  unlefs  obviated,  mu't  determine  me  to  withhold  mv  Afi'ent  to  it. 

Some  of  the  prefent  Difficulties  a.e  thefe; — Firft,  If  the  Governor  General  and  Coun- 
cil have  no  other  leg-il  Power  to  appoint  Superintendents  of  the  Adauluts,  than  what  is 
implied  from  a  doubtful  ConJiruHion  of  the  Aft  of  Parliament,  then  they  (ho'.ild  not  have 
proceeded  to  an  Eftabliihmenc  of  fuch  Importance,  nor  fhould  they  now  perhft  in  itj 
iheir  Bufinefs  in  fuch  Cafe  is  to  aft  in  Concert  with  the  Court. 

2d.  If  they  have  not  in  themfelves  competent  Power  for  this  EfiablKhm-nt,  they  In 
like  Manner  are  not  competent  to  confer  upon  any  Individual  that  Authority  with  which 
it  is  now  propofed  to  invert  the  Chief  Juftice. 

3d.  Unlefs  the  Chief  fuftice  acknowledges  the  Validity  of  the  Board's  Inftitutioo 
(which  will  be  a  great  Autinority  af;ainft  the  Governor  General's  Argument),  he  cannot 
confiftently  accept  of  the  Office  propofed  for  him.  And  the  fame  Remark  may  be  ex- 
tended to  the  Opinions  of  the  other  Judges.  Kis  Acceptance  of  an  Office,  cannot  efta- 
blifli  the  Legality  of  the  Power  that  confers  it. 

l}.th.  The  Union  of  different  Pov.fers,  in  the  Perfon  of  the  Chiff  Juftice,  can  be  n"  re- 
gular Conciliation  of  the  Two  Departments.  The  Interpofuion  of  his  Perlon  may  in- 
deed prevent  their  cla{h:ng  for  a  Time  ;  but  this  afTefts  no  real  Adjuftment  of  Principles 
bet\veen*them  ;  and  it  does  not  f<:em  allowable  for  us  to  conclude,  that  a  pavtii:u!ar  Dif- 
tinftion  ftievvn  to  the  Chief  Juftice,  will  fupprefs  all  Oppofition  of  Sentiment  from  the 
other  Judges.  Nor  does  this  Mode  of  procurin*  Peace,  if  it  fhould  fucceed,  appear  liie 
moft  honourable  or  fafe  for  ourfelves  ;  for  after  delegating  fo  much  Power,  btth  Depart- 
ments are  ftill  left  expo'ed  at  the  Pleafure  of  the  Chief  Juftice,  to  the  future  Eruption  of 
their  unextirgi;i(hed  Difference"^. 

5th.  If,  for  the  Purp.ifes  of  conciliating  the  Court,  and  giving  EfRcacy  to  the  Adau- 
luts, fuch  an  Authority  is  to  be  bcftowed,it  would  feem  that  thefe  Purpofes  would  be  bet- 
ter anfwered,  and  all  Danger  of  infringing  the  Aft  of  Parliament  avoided",  by  delegatiug 
the  Power  of  hearing  Appeals  to  all  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  alVocia'ing 
them  with  ourfelves,  and  holing  fuch  Power  in  Conjunftion  with  them  ;  whi«lvfdlls  in 
with  one  Part  of  the  Bill  tranfmitted  to  the  Court  of  Direftors,  in  the  Year  1776. 

6th.  By  an  Appointment  of  this  Nature  the  iDdeneiidencv  of  both  Depairtnients  may 
be  endangered.     By  ftparating  ihs  Members  fium  ih>:ir  Dcuirt.meais,  a  SylV.m  tf'nm- 
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tual  Influences,  which  may  occafionally  operate  too  powerfully  upon  each,  is  at  once 
founded. 

.  7th.  Such  an  Union  of  different  Powers  is  beyond  the  Scope  of  the  Aft  of  Parliament, 
and  foreign  to  the  Conftitution  of  the  Company's  Government.  A  great  Salary,  high 
Rank  and  Confideration,  are  annexed  to  the  Office  of  Chief  |iiftice,  moft  probably  upon 
the  Suppofition,  that  the  Perfon  advanced  to  it  could  here  receive  no  Augmentation  in 
any  of  thefe '1  hings  j  end  it  feems  inconfiftent  with  his  Appointment  from  the  King, 
ivhkh  mahes  him  independent,  to  accept  of  another  Appointment  under  the  Company, 
during  the  P  leaf  are  of  this  Board. 

8th.  In  the  Office  propofed  to  be  given  to  the  Chief  Juftice,  it  does  not  appear  hovv  he 
can  be  held,  either  under  Controul  or  Refponfibility.  He  cannot  be  feparated  from  the 
Privileges  of  his  original  Office  ;  yet  the  Exercife  of  them,  in  all  that  relates  to  the  new 
Appointment,  muft  be  quite  difcretionary  with  him. 

.  The  Apprehenfions  which  I  entertain,  and  have  alluded  to  in  the  former  Part  of  the 
Minute,  are  thefe : 

ift.  That  it  will  he  thought  requifite,  if  this  Appointment  takes  place,  to  annex  a 
large  Salary  to  it,  and  an  ample  Eftablilhment.  In  our  prefent  State,  when  we  can 
hardly  raife  Money  for  our  neceffary  Occafions,  I  fliould  think  fuch  an  Expence  utterly 
inadmiffible. 

2d.  Decifions  might  probably  go  upon  the  Principles  of  Englilh  Law.  The  Intro- 
duftion  of  this  Praiflice  fliould,  in  my  humble  Opinion,  be  previoufly  and  maturely  con- 
fidered. 

3d.  If  Attornies  and  Solicitors  fhould  be  admitted  to  pra£life  in  the  Court  of  Appeals,  a 
new  and  wide  Door  of  Litigation  would  be  opened  :  The  Company  have  no  Controul  over 
Attornies  and  Solii-itorE. 

4th.  The  Bulincfs  of  the  Court  of  /Appeals  mud  give  Opportunity  for  a  thorough  In- 
fpeftion  of  all  the  Affairs  of  the  Revenue,  and  Proceedings  of  the  Provincial  Councils  } 
of  courfe,  a  very  powerful  Influence  over  both  Europeans  and  Natives. 

5th.  Such  an  Influence,  poffeffed  by  the  Chief  Juflice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  might  too 
much  hide  the  Government  from  the  Eyes  of  the  Natives. 

Waving  further  ObjcftioHS,  I  now  repeat  my  Wifli  to  fee  thefe  obviated  ;  and  what- 
ever may  be  wanting,  for  an  efFeftual  Controul  over  the  Country  Courts,  fupplied.  If 
the  Service  fhould  indeed  require  an  extraneous  Check,  delicate  and  important  as  this 
Foint  is,  I  would  by  no  means  have  it  underftood  that  I  would  oppofe  it ;  but  before  this 
3s  applied,  I  think  fevera!  other  Expedients  might  be  tried. 

ift.  The  Company's  chief  Law  Officer  here  feems  to  be  the  Perfon  to  whom  Recourfe 
fhould  firft  be  had,  his  Station  being  fimilar  to  that  of  the  Company's  Counfel  in  Eng« 
land,  who  attends  on  all  Queflions  of  Law,  and  gives  his  Opinion  and  Advice.  I  think,

The  Objedtions  againft  the  Chief  Juftice  lie  with  lefs  Force  againft  either  of  the 
inferior  Judges  J  and,  -  . 

4th.  Leaft  of  all  againft  the  Prefidence  of  all  the  Judges,  in  Rotation.

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tion,  the  Rcgifter,  /hall  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  prooeed  to  the  Examinatioa  as 
before  direfted  ;  and  fuch  Depofitions  fliall  be  received  as  good  and  authentic  Evj- 
dence.  Provided,  that  where  any  Witneftes  may  be  of  fuch  Rank,  Caft,  and  Quality,

— And  in 
cafe  fuch  a  Witnefs  be  a  MulTuiman,  "  I  do  fincerely  promife  and  fwear,  in  the 
Prefence  of  Almighty  God,  that  I  will  faithfully,  an.d  without  Partiality,  anfwer 
any  Queftion  put  to  me  by  the  Court  (or  the  Regifter  thereof),  refpefting  the  Caufe 
now  before  the  Court,  according  to  Truth."  And  the  Teftimony  and  Depofition 
©f  fuch  Witnefs  orWitneffes  fo  fubfcribing,  fljall  be  as  valid  as  if  the  Witneffes  had 
been  fworn. 

That  it  be  competent  to  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  to  receive  any  original 
Complaint  whatever,  and  refer  the  fame  to  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adaulut,  to 
whofe  Jurifdidtion  the  Matter  of  Complaint  (hall  of  right  belong,  and  to  order  and 
command  the  Judge  of  the  Court  to  hear,  try,  and  determine  the  fame.

v;hole  Truth,  and  nothing  but  the  Truth  ;"  and  before  fuch  Witnefs  or  Witneffes 
fliall  have  figned  or  attefled  the  fame;  and  thit  every  Exhibit,  or  written  Evidence 
whatfoever,  be  produced  in  open  Court  at  the  Trial,  and  duly  proved  by  Examination  of 
Witneffes,  fworn  as  aforefaid,  whofe  Depofitions  fhall  be  reduced  into  Writing,  and 
attefted  as  aforefaid ;  and  that  every  Exhibit  or  Exhibits,  with  proper  Marks  defcribing 
the  fame,  and  referred  to  in  the  Depofition  or  Depofitions,  proving  the  fame,  be  annexed 
to  fuch  Depofition  or  Depofitions-  Neverthelefs,  that  it  be  competent  to  fuch  Judge  to 
refer  any  Queftion  arifing  on  the  Muffulman  or  Hindoo  Law,  to  any  Maulavy  or  Mauia- 
vies.  Pundit  or  Pundits,  Refpeft  being  had  to  the  Law  in  which  each  is  convcfant; 
fo  that  fuch  Maulavy  or  Maulavies,  Pundit  or  Pundits,  be  duly  fworn  to  anfwer  to  the 
befl  of  his  or  their  Judgment  or  Judgments :  And  that  a  Statement  of  FacVs  on  which 
the  Queftion  fhall  arife,  be  made  out  in  Writing,  figned  by  the  Judge  of  the  Court,  and 
be  delivered  to  fuch  Maulavy  or  Maulavies,  Pundit  or  Pundits,  for  his  or  their  Opinion 
thereon,  and  a  Blank  left  for  the  Anfwer  or  Anfwers  of  fuch  Maulavy  or  Maulavies,  Pun- 
dit  or  Pundits,  to  be  wrote  on  the  fame  Paper  on  which  the  Quetlion  is  ftated,  immediately 
under  and  following  the  fame,  and  be  figned  by,  and  with  the  Names  of  fuch  Maulavy 
or  Maulavies,  Pundit  or  Pundits,  together  with  the  Date  of  the  Time  when  fuch 
Queftion  or  Queftions  was  or  were  fuLmitted  to  him  or  them,  and  when  fuch  Anfwers 
Ihall  be  given. 

That  if  any  written  Evidence  be  offeifd  to  any  Provincial  Dewannee  Adaulut,  in  any 
Caufe  depending  therein,  if  the  Court  fliall  in  their  Judgment  tliink  fit  to  rejedt  the 
fame,  the  fudge  (o  rcJLfting  fuch  Evidence;,  ihail  endorfe  on  the  Back  thereof  the  Word 
"  Rejedled,"  together  with  the  Name  of  the  Caufe,  and  the  Date  of  the  Time  when 
the  fame  ihall  be  rejcdled ;  and  ftiall  enter  a  Memorandum  on  the  fame,  or  on  a  Paper 
t'uereto  to  be  annexed,  of  his  Realon  for  not  admitting  the  fame  on  Evidence,  with  his 
Name  fubfcribed  thereto;  and  fliall  return  the  fame  fo  endorfed,  and  with  fuch  Memo- 
rindum,  to  the  Perfoa  attempting  to  produce  the  fame  in  Evidence. 

That  all  Rules,  Orders,  Regul.itions,  and  Refolutions  heretofore  made  by  the  late- 
Prefident  and  Council,  and  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  with  regard  to  the 
Adminiftracion  of  Juiiice  in  the  fald  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  and  Provin- 
cial Dewannee  Adauluts,  together  with  the  Pv'iles,  Orders,  Regulations,  and  Refolutions 
thereby  made  and  ordained,  be  forthwith  publifiied  by  Advertifement  at  the  Prefidency, 
and  Copies  thereof  be  tranfc-itted  to  the  Judges  of  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adauluts, 
with  Orders  to  carry  them  into  Execution;  and  to  pubiilh  them,  by  Advertifement 
afliKed  ia  the  Cutcherries  where  fuch  Courts  (hall  be  held  or  fit, 
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The  Board  approving  of  the  above  Regulations,  ordered  the  Secretary  do  furnifh  the 
Superintendents  of  the  Icveral  Provincial  Dewannee  Adauluts  with  Copies  of  them  for 
their  Guidance. 

Mr.  Francis.— I  cannot  give  my  Affent  to  that  Part  of  the  12th  Article,  by  which, 
in  the  Cai'e  of  an  Appeal,  the  Suddcr  Dewannee  Adaulut  is  authorized  to  receive  fuch 
further  Evidence  as  may  be  proper  for  the  juft  Determination  of  the  Caufe.  The  Rca- 
fons  on  which  my  Oninion  on  this  Point  are  founded,  and  to  which  I  adhere,  we  ex- 
preffcd  in  a  joint  Minute,  figned  by  Sir  John  Ciavering,  Colonel  Monfon,  and  myfelf, 
on  the  2ift  of  March  1776,  in  the  Secret  Department,  and  recorded  on  the  Z9th  of 
May  following,  an  £xtra£l  from  which  I  beg  leave  to  enter  here :  '^ 

Extrad>  of  a  Joint  Minute  of  Sir  John  Clavcrinp,  Colonel  Monfon,  and  Philip  Frarf- 
cis,  Efqiiirc  ;  bearing  Date  the  21ft  of  March  1776,  and  recorded  on  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Governor  General  and  Council,  in  their  Secret  Department,  under  Date 
the  29th  of  May  1776. 

"  The  Firft  or  Superior  Court,  to  be  compofed  of  the  Governor  General  and  Council, 
and  of  the  Chief  Juftice  and  Judge?,  fuppofes  the  executive  to  affume  the  Office  of  tlie 
judicial  Power  j  and  this  Court,  which  is  of  Appeal  in  the  laft  Refort,  may  receive  frefh 
Exhibits,  and  examine  new  WitnefTes.  In  both  Inftances,  in  thq  Conftitution  and 
Prailice  of  the  Court  we  fee  a  dire£l  Violation  of  the  Firft  Principles  of  Engli/h  Jurif- 
prudence,  without  the  Plea  of  adhering  to  the  Inftitutions  of  the  Country The  Exami- 
nation of  new  WitnefTes  is  liable  to  this  further  Qbjeiflion,  that,  being  difcretional,  it  is 
open  to  Intereft  and  Partiality.  If  admitted  in  all  or  many  Cafes,  the  Court  would  foon 
fink  under  the  Weight  of  Bufinefs,  or  be  compelled  to  relinqui/h  it." 

The  Governor  General  defires,  that  the  Realbns  on  which  that  Part  of  the  12th  Ar- 
ticle, cbjetled  to  by  Mr.  Francis,  was  firft  introduced  into  Pradlice  in  the  Sudder 
Dewannee  Adaulut,  may  be  added  in  this  Place  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  having  fearched  the  Records  of  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  for  the 
Regulation  referred  to  by  the  Governor  General,  has  not  been  able  to  find  it,  occafioned 
by  One  of  the  Sedlions  of  the  literary  Proceedings  of  that  Court  being  at  prefent 
midaid  J  for,  with  refpeft  to  the  Regulation  itfelf,  the  former  Afliftant  in  that  Depart- 
ment has  a  Recollefcion  of  its  ftanding  recorded  ;  as  appears  alfo  by  the  Practice  havin" 
been  introduced  and  ufed  in  the  judicial  Procefs  of  that  Court. 
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ExtraB  of  a  Central  Letter  from  Bengal,  dated  ■]tb  January  1731.  '

reftors  of  my  Arrival  in  London.     On  the  fsme  Day,  I  did  myfeif  the  Honour  of 

waiting  on  vou  at  your  Houfe ;  and  the  ^'oDday  following  on  the  Deputy  Chairman, 
Since  that  Time,  I  have  waited  in  To^n  in  daily  Expeiflation  of  receiving  the  Com- 
mands of  the  Court  of  Diret'tors,  or  your's,  in  fotne  Shape  er  other  ;  but  no  Notice  what- 
foever  has  yet  been  taken  of  me.  The  Explanation  with  which  you  favoured  me  this 
Morning,  as  I  underhand  it,  leaves  me  no  Room  to  doubr,  that  this  Negleil  of  me,  on 
your  Part  at  leaft,  if  not  on  that  of  the  Court  of  Dircfturs,  has  been  ■Q«iberate  and  in- 
tended ;  1  am  therefore  obliged,  in  Vindication  of  my  Charafler  and  Conduit  in  the 
Company's  Service,  to  take  this  Method,  which  you  yourfelf  preferred  as  the  leaft  liable 
to  Mifconftniflion  or  Miftake,  of  requefting,  thar,  at  the  firfl- Meeting,  you  will  receive 
theSenfeof  the  Court  of  Diredlors  on  the  foUowi.-.g  Queftion  : 

<•  Whether,  in  their  judgment,  I  have  or  have  not  executed  the  Duties  of  my  Station, 
*'  in  the  Government  of  Fort  William,  faithfully  and  honourably  ?'' 

If  they  fay  No,  Itruft  and  expe£t  that  they  will,  at  the  fame  Time,  point  out  in  what 
Inftances  or  Inftance,  I  have  not  afted  faithfully  and  honourably  to  the  EaPc  India  Com- 
pany ;  If  they  fay  Tes,  I  then  requeflr,  that  you  will  exprefs  to  them  my  Hope  and  Ex- 
pedtation,  that  I  fhall  be  called  upon  to  receive  their  Approbation  of  my  Conduft  directly 
from  themfelves,  in  the  Form  and  Manner  uTually  obferved  oti  fuch  Occafions.  No  Man 
knows  better  than  you  do,  that  the  Acknowledgment  I  claim  from  them,  if  they  fhould 
think  it  in  Subftance  due  to  me,  is  not  a  mere  Compliment  or  Formality,  or  that  it  can 
be  omitted  to  me,  without  an  indireil  Cenfure  of  my  Conduft.

I  am  to  acknowledge  the  Favour  of  your  Letter,  in  which  you  inform  me,  "  That  the 
Court  of  Diredtors  have,  in  C,;nJiJcara/ion  of  my  Letter  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  i^th  hifiantf 
deflred  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  to  receive  fuch  Information  as  I  might  offer 
on  the  Company's  Affairs ;  and  that,  in  regard  to  the  other  Vart  of  my  Letter,  the  Court 
of  Directors  will  take  the  fame  into  future  Confideration." 

In  Reply  to  this  Notification  of  the  PIcafure  of  the  Court  of  DIreflors,  I  beg  that,  in 
the  firft  Place,  you  will  plcafe  to  obferve  to  them,  that  there  is»not  one  Word  in  my  Let- 
ter of  the  14th  Inftant,  to  the  Chairman,  that  either  dire<flly  expreffes,  or  indiredlly  im- 
plies, an  Offer  on  my  Part,  or  a  Defirc,  to  give  them  Information  on  the  Company's  Af- 
lairs.  On  a  Rc-perufal  it  will  appear,  that  I  confined  myfelfflriflly  and  exclufively  to  a 
fingle  Point,  which  you  defcribe  to  be  the  other  Pare  of  my  Letter,  and  which  relates 
folely  to  myfelf,  and  the  Situation  in  which  I  ftand.  I  did  not  folicit  the  Court  of  Di- 
redlors  to  give  me  Audience  for  the  Purpofc  of  offering  to  them  any  Information  on  the 
Company's  Affairs  ;  I  did  moft  cautioufiy  avoid  it,  becaufe  I  thought  it  belonged  to  tkem. 
to  demand  fuch  Information  from  me,  if  they  were  of  Opinion,  that  any  Information 
within  my  Knowledge  or  Judgment  might  be  of  Importance  to  the  Company's  Service. 

My  Letter  to  the  Court  of  Directors  from  St.  Helena,  dated  the  29th  of  Mardi  178 1 j 
contains  the  following  Paffage  ,  "  It  gives  me  great  Concern,  that  my  proceeding  to  Eng- 
land is  likely  to  be  delayed,  as  I  believe  it  to  be  very  material  to  the  Company's  Service^ 
that  the  Information,  Vv-hich  I  am  able  to  give  you,  of  the  real  State  of  your  Affairs  in 
India,  /hould  be  hid  before  you  as  fpeedily  aspoffiblej"  and  I  did  conclude  that  the 
Court  of  Dire£tors,  having  this  Intimation  before  them,  would  have  fixed  upon  an  early 
jDay,  after  my  Arrival  in  London,  to  call  for  my  Atttendance.  They  alone,  however, 
•were  to  judge  of  the  Propriety  or  Impropriety  of  doing  fo;  It  was  not  for  mt  to  force  any 
Thing  into  their  View,  which  did  not  immediately  and  effentially  concern  myfelf.

that  no  Man,  who  k?iow8  any  Thing  of  the  real  State  of  India,  can,  even  by  Conjedlure, 
point  cuts  Period  at  which  fuch  NecefTity  will  ceafe  to  be  felt.

]'!)fn!and  upon  their  Refourccs  in,  England, — As  long  as  it  can  be  lupported,  you  will  con- 
fnh  lix  Welfare  of  Bengal  at  I'^af!,  in  laying'  this  Burden  on  the  Company.  If  there  be 
Tx-.  Invtilment  p'jr>-haieii  in  one  Year,  the  land^'d  Revenue  of  the  Country  willy  in  a  little 
Time,  be  found  to  fail  nearly  in  the  fame  Proportion  :  One  is,  in  cffedi,  the  Supply  of 
t!ie  orhcr. — Again,  a;  there  is  properly  noTiade  in  Bengal,  or  next  to  none,  but  that

Thefe  Subjefts  being  difmifl'ed,  1  ccme  to  the  great  leading  F:fts,  wt''ch  confthute 
the  aduai  State  of  India,  as  far  as  I  am  acquainted  witli  it. —  i/l.  The  Dominions  of  your 
Ally,  or  rather  your  V.ifTal,  the  Nabob  of  Oudc,  aic  utterly,  and  I  believe  iirecoverabJy 
ruined,  la  the  Year  1776,  the  Revenues  of  that  Country,  and  its  Dependencies,  er- 
ceedcd  Three  hundred  Lacks  of  Rupees.  In  April  1780,  they  were  fo  reduced,  thdt 
whereas  the  Company's  Demand  on  the  Vizier  (^Jl■  that  Year,  as  fiated  by  Mr.  Charles' 
Purling,  amounted  to  One  hundred  and  Twenty  Lacks,  andj  ft  ftated  by  me,  to  One 
hundred  and  Fifty  Lacks,  no  Aflignments  could  be  h:id  fro;n  the  Vizier  for  more  than 
Ninety  Lacks,  and  he  himfelf  was  reduced  to  the  abfolute  Want  of  a  bare  Subliftent©' 
for  himfelf  and  his  Family.  You  will  find  the  Particulars  recorded  in  our  Confulta- 
tion  of  the  3d  of  April  1780.  You  cannot  but  be  fenfibie  how  far  the  Fafl  of  itCelf. 
extends,  and  to  what  Confequencus  it  leads.  I  mention  it  now  for  the  following  Rea-: 
Ion,  out  of  many  that  are  flill  more  import.uit.  I  find,  that  in  the  Report  of  th<^ 
Committee  of  Proprietors,  dated  the  15th  of  December  1780,  Credit  is  taken  furidvi' 
the  Head  of  Outftanding  Debts  due  to  the  Company)  ("or  Current  Rupees,  ?.^,6t^,g2^^ 
due  by  Afoph  ul  Dowlali,  Nabob  of  Oudc,  with  as  much  apparent  Confidence  ind  Secu- 
rity, as  if  you  had  the  Money  in  your  TreaTury  in  Leadenhall  Street : — Now  1  doafTure 
you,  th:it  this  Debt,  fo  far  from  being  difcharged,  is  by  this  Time  immoderately  in- 
creafcd  j  and  that  it  never  can  be  difcharged  out  of  the  Revenues  of  Oude,  which,  when 
I  left  Indij,  were  far  fliort  of  being  equal  to  the  indifpenfable  Eftablilhments  of  that  Go- 
vernment, and  which  were  ftill  declining  rapidly  every  Day. — 2d.  1  have  good  Reafon  to 
believe,  that  your  /^ily,  the  Rana  of  GobuJ,  as  I  find  htm  entitled  in  the  Governor  Ge- 
neral's Letter,  is  much  diffatisfied  with  the  Prelence  of  your  Troops,  and  with  the  Ef- 
le£ls  it  has  produced  in  his  Country  :  That  Major  Popham  was  fo  apprehenfive  of  being 
betrayed  by  him  to  the  Marattas,  that  he  feidom  or  never  ventured  to  communicate  h:s 
Flan  of  Operations  to  him,  and  more  particularly  in  the  Infiaftce  of  his  Enterprize  on 
Guawlior:  And  that  no  Part  of  the  Subfidy  due  by  the  Treaty  from  the  Ran;),  or  only  a 
very  fmall  Proportion  of  it,  had  been  difcharged.  The  Truth  is,  he  is  too  inconfider- 
ablc;  that  I  had  hardly  ever  heard  of  his  Name,  before  the  Treaty  of  Alliance  with  him, 
and  Guarantee  of  his  Dominions,  were  propofed  by  the  Governor  Genaial.— 3d,  With 
refpecl  to  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  you  are  already  in  Pofl'efiion  of  my  Opinion  of  tiis  Views 
and  Difpofition  towards  our  Government,  and  of  the  Intent  and  Confequence  of  his  keep- 
ing an  Army  ftaticned  upon  our  Frontier  in  Cuttack.  In  my  Letter  of  the  29th  of  March 
hi\,  I  told  you  that  he  had  made  a  Demand  of  Money  from  us,  for  the  Payment  of  this 
Army.  I  muft  now  add  it  as  a  Fa(ft,  which  I  have  abfolute  Reafon  to  believe  true, 
though  I  am  not  able  to  prove  it,  that  IV'foney  to  the  Amount  of  Three  or  Four  Lacks  of 
Rupees,  was  aflually  fent  to  the  Commandant  of  that  A.rmy,  and  that  a  much  larger 
Sum  was  promifcd  by  the  Governor  General,  without  the  Advice,  Conftnt,  or  Know- 
ledge of.  the  Council.  With  refpeifl:  to  the  Detachment  under  the  Command  of  Lieute- 
nant Colonel  Pcarce,  avowedly  farmed  for  the  Purpofe  of  marching  through  Cuttack 
and  the  Northern  Circars,  towards  the  Carnatic,  and  of  co-operating  with  Sir  Eyre 
Coote,  [  mu.t  inform  you,  that  fo  long  as  the  above  Maratta  anny  remains  upon  our 
Frontier,  the  Detachment  cannot  move  without  leaving  Bengal  open  to  Invafion  ;  that 
while  the  Marattas  keep  the  fame  or  any  other  Situation  up>  n  our  Frontier,  they  ne- 
cefi'arily  engage  too  much  of  our  Force  and  Attention  from  other  Objeits ;  which,  with- 
out an  afiual  Rupture  with  us,  produces  many  other  EiTecls  of  the  moft  avowed  hofli- 
lity,  I  do  not  think  the  Governor  General  himfelf  will  deem  it  prudent  to  move 
Culoncl  Pearce's  Detachment  Southward?,  until  the  Danger  which  may  and  ou^ht  to  be 
apprehended  from  the  uncertain  motions  of  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  fhall  be  clearly  and 
abfolately  removed  :  He  cannot  do  it,  but  in  Contradiif^ion  to  my  Opinion,  repeatedly 
given  at  the  Board,  and  which  ought  to  hold  good  as  long  as  the  State  of  Fails  is  the 
lame:  He  never  can  obtain  the  Confent  of  Mr.  Wheler,  who  I  know  is  immoveably 
fixed  in  this  Point  :  And  finally,  he  cannot  doit  even  with  the  Approbation  of  Sir  Eyre 
Coele^  whoj  though  very  defirous  of  receiving  every  pofltble  Support  from  Bengal,  did 
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neveythelefs  freely  admit  that  the  Meafure  was  not  to  be  thought  of,  unlefs  we,werc 
perft£lly  fecure  of  the  Maratta  Army  in  Cuttatk.  You  aheady  know,  that  in  Novem- 
ber 1780,  the  bonded  and  other  Debts  againft  your  Treafury  in  Bengal,  exceeded  Eighty 
Lack  of  Current  Rupees.  You  may  depend  upon  it,  that  that  Burthen  will  increafe  as 
long  at  lead  as  the  War  continues,  and  as  long  as  Money  can  be  borrowed  on  any  Terms. 
—4th.  Iji  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Proprietors,  1  find  the  bonded  Debt  of  Bom- 
bay ftated  at  Bombay  Rupees,  35jII>9S5«  The  Faft  is,  that  on  the  30th  of  April  1780^ 
their  bonded  Debt  amounted  to  Bimbay  Rupees,  50,89,213.  Having  no  Means  to  pay 
the  Inteveftof  9  fer  Cent,  on  this  Debr,  their  Praftice  is  to  convert  the  Intereft  at  the  End 
of  every  Half  Year,  into  Principal.  Suppofing  this  to  be  done,  as  I  have  no  Doubt  it  has 
been,  the  Refult  wilj  be,  that  at  the  End  of  Oftober  1781,  their  bonded  Debt  will 
amount  to  Bombay  Rupees,  58,07,634,  admitting  that  the  Debt  is  not  otherwife  encreafed 
hy  an  additional  Loan.  It  is  alfo  a  Fa£V,  that,  by  their  own  Eftimate,  their  Expences 
from  April  378010  April  i73i,  would  exceed  their  Refources  in  the  Sum  of  Rupees, 
38,34,492,  which  of  courfe  is  a  Debt  on  the  Government,  whether  bonded  or  not :  The 
whole  Bombay  Debt,  therefore,  without  reckoning  any  Thing  incurred  fince  April  laft, 
muft  nov;  ftand  at  Bpmbay  Rupees,  96,043,126,  and  this  1  believe  to  be  very  much  under 
the  Amount. 

5th.  I  cannot  fpeak  particularly  of  the  bonded  Debt  at  Fort  Saint  George,  but  I  have 
teard  from  good  Authority,  that  it  amounted  to  the  utr/ioft  they  could  borrow.  One 
tadl,  however,  is  neceffary  to  be  brought  into  your  immediate  Obfervation  j  that  where- 
?s  the  Cotnmittee  of  Proprietors  have  taken  Credit  in  their  Report  for  Outftanding  Debts 
and  Property  at  Fort  Saint  George,  convertable  into  Cafli,  to  the  Amount  of  yf  1,380,083  : 
That  the  whole  Credit,  or  by  far  the  greatcft  Part  of  it,  is  ideal.  Their  Expences  are 
^fiimated  by  $ir  Eyre  Coote  at  above  Seven  Lacks  of  Rupees  a  Month,  which,  he  declares, 
*'  inuft  all  corns  from  Bengal,  as  there  were  no  Refources  in  the  Carnatic,  from  which  a 
iingle  Pagoda  was  to  be  expe£ted." 

6ih.  In  Bengal,  1  am  firfi:  to  obferve  to  you,  that  all  the  Eftablifliments  in  the  Civil 
Pepartments  have  been  immcderateiy  incrtafed  fmce  Sir  John  Clavering's  Death}  but 
thefe,  however  great  in  thernfelvcs,  are  not  to  be  mentioned  in  comparifon  with  the  Ex- 
ctf6  to  which  the  Military  Charges  have  been  carried  in  the  fame  Period,  In  the  aSth 
Article  of  the  Inflru£lions  which  General  Claverifig.^  Colonel  Monfon,  and  I,  carried  out 
vith  us,  in  the  Year  1774,  the  Company  fay,  "  Our  Military  Expences  at  Bengal  having 
increafcJ  to  a  Degree,  wfeich  is  become  InfupportabU  to  u?,  we,  in  an  efpecial  Manner,  en- 
Join  ycu  to  make  ftrid^  Enquiry  into  the  Caufes  of  fuch  Increafe,  &c."  At  that  Time, 
ibe  Military  Charge,  which  the  Company  called  inj'upfortabic,  as  in  Truth  it  waf,  did  not 
exceed  Eighty  Lacks  of  Current  Rupees  per  Aami:-:!  j  the  Efijmate  of  the  fame  Eftablifh- 
jnent  for  the  Year,  ending  in  April  laft,  amounted  to  Two  hundred  and  Fourteen  Lacks 
^nd  a  Half  J  antl  this  Charge,  i  conclude,  has  increak-d  in  the  current  Year  ;  I  am  fure 
It  cannot  liave  been  diminifted.  I  am  unwilling  to  fay  any  Thing  of  the  a£Vual  State  cf 
tht  Army,  in  regard  to  its  effc<£live  Strength,  compared  with  the  £ftabli(hment,  its  Dif- 
ciplinc,  or  the  PuniSuality  with  which  the  Native  Troops  are  paid,  becaufe  it  would  be 
goinj/ out  cf  my  own  Department,  and  partly  becaufe  J  cannot  give  ycu  Lights  on  thisSub- 
jeft  from  my  own  direft  JCr.cwiedgeofit  •.  Thus  far,  h 'wever,  I  think  it  my  Duty'to  fay, 
that,  from  my  owfi  Obfervation,  and  from  ;.!!  the  Information  I  have  been  able  to  colJc^, 
1  have  too  much  Reafon  to  believe,  that  your  Army  ad^ually  wants  a  flrifl  Infpeftion  in- 
to its' Difcipline,  and  a  vigorous  Command  oyer  it  }  ami  that  this  is  true  in  a  Degree 
miich 'beyond  what  you  will  be  inclined  to  believe,  or  what  I  cuuld  make  good.  The 
1  hing  in  its  Nature  i"  not  capable  of  Proof  in  England,  your  Judgment  therefore  muft 
Ve  guided  and  dctermintd  by  your  Opinion  of  the  Yeracity  and  Honour  cf  thofe  whom 
you  cpnfult. 

7th.  In  the  Report  of  the  Committee  Ci  Proprietors,  I  am  forry  to  obferve,  among  fe- 
ver.il  other  exceptionable  Articles,  that  Credit  is  taken  for  Outilanding  Debts  due  to  the 
Company  in  Bengal,  to  the  Amount  of  Current  Rupees  77,22,548,  and  that  this  Sum 
;Tnakes  Part  of  the  nnal  Balance  of  Pounds  Sterling,  fuppofed  to  be  in  Favour  of  the  Com- 
pany, juft  as  much  as  the  Money  in  your  Treafjry,  or  the  Value  of  the  Goods  in  your 
WareboufcEj  in  Lo.tJoh.  1  beg  leave  to  affure  you^  that  thefc  Debts,  or  the  greatcft  Part 
of  them,  have  flood  for  Years  on  the  Company's  Books,  and  r.re  believed  in  Bengal  to  be 
dcfpcrate.  I  declare  to  you  1  .-.ever  heard  of  a  Debt  of  any  Confequence  being  recovered 
ny  tht;  C  .i-.pany  in  India.  If  thefe  Debt";  were'  of  a  recoverable  Nature,  it  is  to  be  pre- 
fumed  that  a  confiderable,  or  at  leaft  fome  Part  of  them,  would  have  been  recovered  at  a 
Tinie  vyhen  the  Govei.nor  General  and  Council  were,  trying  every  poJIible  expedient  to 
■•  torrov^ 
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borrow  Mon«y  at  an  high  Tnterefl  :  But  the  Fad,  on  the  contrary,  from  a  Comparifon  of 
the  Accounts  in  my  Poffefllon  ftands  thus  :

Increafe  of  Debts  due  to  the  Company  in  thofc  Thirteen  Months  2,52,565 

8th.  Thus  far,  without  delcending  to  minuter  Objefls,  I  have  confined  myfelf  towhat 
I  believe  to  be  ftriftly  the  Fat^s,  in  ftating  to  you  the  general  Situation  of  your  Affairs  : 
My  Opinion  on  fome  of  them  fliall  be  laid  before  you,  with  the  fame  Freedom  and  Sin- 
cerity. 

I  find,  with  Concern,  that  a  Habit  begins  to  prevail  in  this  Country,  of  fending  out 
new  Corps  of  Europeans  for  the  Service  in  In  :ia.  In  my  fudgment,  and  in  that  of  all 
the  Officers  of  Experience  with  whom  I  have  converfed  in  Bengal,  you  would  find  it  a 
much  lefs  expenfive,  and  a  much  more  effeftual  Method  of  troviding  for  that  Branch  of 
your  Service,  if  you  lent  out  Recruits  fufficlcnt  to  complete  the  European  Regiments  at 
the  feveral  Prefidcncies.  The  dividing  thofe  Regiments  into  Two  Battalions  each,  when 
the  Companies  could  not  fhew  above  Twcnty-ihrce  Rank  and  File,  was  a  moft  ill-advifed 
Mcafure,  and  produced  many  bad  Efl"c£ts,  befidcs  a  very  great  Increafe  of  Expcnce  — 
When  I  left  India,  they  wanted  more  than  Halt  their  Complement.  Your  Army  in 
Bengal,  if  the  Eftablifhment  be  kept  complete,  is  fufS^iently  numerous  ;  it  does  not 
■want  Field  Officers,  at  leaft  not  many  ;  nor  Captains,  nor  Subalterns ;  in  thefe  Ranks,  I 
believe  your  Army  is  as  well  fupplied  as  any  Service  in  that  Country  can  require  :  But  it 
iocs  want  Two  or  Three  Genera!  OiTicers,  Men  of  Aflivity,  of  Experience,  and  of  efta- 
bliAed  Reputations  J  if  pofTible,  they  fhiuld  be  in  the  Prime  of  Life,  and  as  high  in  Point 
of  perfonal  Rank  as  can  be  found  ;  under  their  Infpeflions,  your  Eftablifhments  will  be 
kept  complete,  and  your  Troops,  in  general,  acquire  as  much  Difcipline  and  Vigour  as  an 
Indian  Army  is  capable  of,  or  as  the  Nature  of  that  Service  is  likely  to  damand. 

9th.  With  refpe£l  to  your  Connexions  or  Differences  with  the  Country  Powers,  I  have 
already  told  you  in  what  Eftlmation  the  Englifh  Name  and  Authority  are  univerlally  held 
by  thofe  Powers.  The  Re-ef^ablifhment  of  Peace  in  India,  which  in  efTedt  is  no  more 
than  reverting  to  your  own  original  Principles,  is  now  become  indifpenfably  necefiary, 
not  only  to  your  Frofperity  or  to  your  Safety,  but  I  fay,  to  your  Exiftence.  If  the  prefent 
Wars  are  to  he  cop.tinued,  you  can  no  more  fupport  the  Confequences  of  Succefs  than  of 
Defeat  :  No  Victory  in  India  will  ever  again  pay  the  Expence  of  the  Army  that  gains  it. 
1  need  not  tell  you  what  Efrect  another  Pefeat  might  produce.  The  Difafler  which  befel 
Colonel  Bailie's  Detachrrsert,  was  felt  in  the  moft  didant  Parts  of  our  Provinces  :  Ano- 
ther Event  of  the  fame  Nature  would,  as  I  apprehend,  go  near  todrive  all  the  Sepoys  out 
of  your  Service. — Before  the  late  unfortunate  Traniai£lionson  the  Two  Coafts,  the  Repu« 
tation  of  your  Arms  had  fupported  your  Credit  and  Influence  throughout  India.  But 
that  Reputation  has  been  wantonly  hazarded,  and  feverely  wounded  ;  and  your  Credit  and 
Influence  have  accordingly  funk  along  with  it.  Peace  then,  at  all  Events,  muft  be  your 
Objcft.  On  this  Point  I  can  give  you  other  Explanations^  if  they  are  defined  ;  if  not,  I 
ihall  content  myfelf  with  faying,  that  the  Indian  Powers  have  loft  all  Confidence  in  the 
(Good  Faifh  and  Steadinefs  ot  the  Government  of  Bengal. 

You  cannot  but  be  thorough Iv  poff,.'lTed  of  my  Opinion  of  the  Injuf^ice  and  Imprudence 
of  all  our  Proceedings  with  refpeft  to  the  Marattas  :  On  this  Subjeft  you  now  have  all 
the  Evidence  before  you,  that  Argument  ar:d  Reafon,  confirmed  by  the  mofl:  ruinous  Ex- 
perience, are  capable  of  furniihing.  In  attempting  to  fupportthe  Prctenfions  of  Ragoba, 
and  the  Views  of  the  Prelidency  of  Bombay,  you  found  the  unan'mcus  Opinion  of  the  Go- 
vernor General  and  Council,  that  is,  of  Men  who  feldom  agreed  in  other  Points,  decidedly 
againft  the  Meafure.  This  was  true  at  leaft  in  the  Year  1775,  'hough  a  diflcrent  Syftem 
has  fince  prevailed  in  Bengal.  I  (hall  Ay  nothing  of  the  Conduft  of  Mr.  HafVings's  Ne- 
gociation  with  Moodajee  B'  ofla.  You  fee  to  what  a  State  they  h.'.ve  reduced  us,  and  in 
what  Conclufion  they  have  ended.  In  my  Judgment,  the  Principle  rn  which  that 
Scheme  was  profefTealy  founded,  ftood  in  Oppolition  to  the  obvious  Dictates  of  found  Po- 
licy and  common  Senie.  After  the  Death  of  Madharow  in  1772,  the  Union  of  that 
great  Bcdy,  which  conftituted  the  Maratta  Empire,  was  diiTolved.  The  principal 
Chiefs  fet  up  for  themfelves,  and  no  linger  acknowledged  any  one  common  Superior  j^ 
or,  if  they  acknowledged  the  Superiority  of  the  Infant  Pefhwa,  it  was  purely  a  Matter  of 
Form.  In  this  State,  they  naturally  endeavoured  to  fecure  their  refpeftive  Independence, 
by  courti.^s  the  Friend/hi;-,  or  leaft  by  avoiding  the  Enmity,  of  the  Englifh  Power.  la 
*         ■  whap 
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what  Senfe  could  jt  pofljbly  be  our  Intereft  to  leftore  the  Union  of  an  Empire  fo  difTolved, 
fuppclin^- the  Arcempt  pra£licable,  or  to  veft  its  united  Stri;ngth  in  the  Hands  of  a  fingle 
Perf.'ii  ?  li  the  Year  1778,  they  were  fo  divided  among  themil-lvcs,  that  nothing  but  our 
invading  their  Country,  with  the  avowed  Delign  of  overturning  their  Government,  could 
have  made  them  a£l  ti.gether. — Such  was  the  Plan-of  Mr.  Haftings's  propofed  Alliance 
•wi'.h  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  as  it  ilands  exhibited  in  his  jnilruilions  to  the  late  Mr.  Elliot, 
in  July  1773,  and  in  many  other  recorded  Documents.  The  lame  Plan  included  another 
Object,  not  lei's  unwii'e  in  Point  of  Policy,  and  ftill  more  dangerous  in  the  Execution  than 
the  firft  ;  I  mean  the  Piojecl  of  uniting  with  Moodajee  Boofla,  to  invade  the  Dominions 
cf  Nizam  Ally  Khan,  and  to  deprive  him  of  a  confid^rable  Pare  of  his  PoiTeffions.  From 
this  Projeft,  which  could  not  be  long  a  Secret  to  the  Nizam,  the  fubfcquent  Union,  which 
appears  to  have  been  concerted  by  him,  between  Hyder  Ally,  the  Miiattas,  Moodvijee 
Booflah,  and  himfelf,  took  its  Origin.  The  Inviihyn  and  Ruin  of  the  Carnatic  fprung 
frotp  the  fame  Source;  and,  in  Condufion,  the  Rajah  of  Berar,  for  whofe  Advancement 
t^e  Plan  is  profeffedly  forrasd,  joins  in  the  Confederacy  againft  us,  and  in  effe£t  ^tho:igh 
not  yet  avowedly  when  J  left  India),  becomes  one  of  the  moft  dangerous  Enemies  we  have 
to  contend  with.  If  this  Confederacy  ihould  noc  be,  ftrong  enough  to  malntjjn  itfelf,  and 
to  accompl'-fh  the  Defipns  of  the  contraLting  'Paities,  whatever  they  may  be,  their  la(t 
liefource  will  unqneftionably  be,  to  call  in  the  Freach  to  their  Affiilance. — I  will  not 
tifefpafs.  Gentlemen,  any  longer  on  ycur  Patience.  If  Objeftions  are  made  to  any  Thing 
advanced  in  this  Paper,  I  believe  I  can  anfwer  them.  If  Explanations  are  wanted,  I 
am  readv  to  ytvc  them. — In  entering  fo  far  as  I  have  done  into  fuch  a  Detail,  it  is  not 
my  Purpofe  to  crimin..te  any  Man,  nor  even  to  condemn  Meafures,  merely  for  the  Saks 
of  condemning  them, — Your  Governments  in  India  are  adlually  involved  in  a  Labyrinth 
of  Difficulties.  ]  therefore  think  it  my  Duty  to  trate  to  you  the  principal  Steps  by  which 
you. have  been,  imperceptibly  to  yourlelves,  miOed  into  this  Labyrinth,  hecaufe  I  be- 
lieve it  to  be  the  fureft,  if  not  the  only  Method  you  can  take,  to  find  your  Way  out  of  it.

THE  Accounts  you  y.-ill  receive  of  a  Duel  between  Mr.  Hadings  and  me,  I  prefume, 
will  attract  fome  Degree  of  your  Attention.  It  concerns  my  Honour  and  Reputa- 
tion, that  the  Tranfa£tion  fliould  be  accurately  ftated  to  you  in  the  firfl  Inftance,  and 
through  you  to  the  Company.  It  alfo  concerns  the  Company's  Intereft,  that  the  Caufe 
of  this  Event,  with  all  the  public  Afts  or  Declarations  of  the  Members  of  this  Council, 
immediately  or  remotely  connected  with  it,  fhould  appear  fully  before  you.  The  only 
fair  and  impartial  Method  cf  bringing  them  forward,  is  by  laying  before  you,  as  I  now 
do,  authentic  Extradls  of  fuch  our  Proceedings,  as  have  a  Relation  to  them,  without 
Narirative  or  Comment. 

The  Papers  I  fend  you  enclofed,  are  not  only  neceffary  to  poffefs  you  of  the  Nature  and 
Occafton  of  the  perfonal  Difference  between  Mr.  Hallings  and  me,  but  will  give  you 
(uch  a  View  of  the  State  of  the  Company's  Affairs  in  this  Part  of  India,  and  of  the  Mea« 
fures  which  have  produced  it,  as  I  trui't  will  make  a  deep  Impreflion  on  your  Minds. 

We  are  now  endeayourinj  to  tread  back  the  fatal  Steps  which  have  been  taken  in  the 
laft  Three  Year?,  by  this  Government,  and  by  the  Prefidency  of  Bombay  ;  but  I  would 
hot  undertake  to  anfwer  for  the  Succefs  of  our  prefent  Endeavours,  becaufe  a  right  Syftem 
inay  be  attempted  coo  late,  cv  the  Means  taken  in  Purfuitof  it,  may  not  be  the  wife(tthat 
inijjht  be  chofen.  In  our  Circumfiances,  it  is  very  difficult  to  fay  what  Plan  is  likely  to 
fucceed,  or  what  Plan  is  free  from  Obieflion.  I  (hall  contribute  my  Advice  and  Affift- 
ancc  as  long  as  I  continue  iii  the  Council  j   but  I  will  not  emb.irrafs   the  Execution  of 

jyieafures, 
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Meafures,  which  may  prevail  againft  my  Opinion,  by  a  ufelefs,  perhaps  a  dangerous, 
Oppofitiou  to  it.  My  Eflfoits  to'  prevent  the  Diftrefs  which  has  fallen  upon  your  Affairs, 
were  exerted,  without  Remifiion,  during  a  long  Period,  in  which  they  might  have  been 
of  efl'ential  Service  to  you,  if  they  had  either  h^en  regarded  here,  or  Ai[)ported  from 
Home.  Yon  have  fulTercd  the  Company's  fundamental  Principles  of  Policy  to  be  over- 
fet  J  their  Inftru<flions  to  the  Governor  General  and  Council  to  be  violated,  and  your 
own  fpecific  Orders,  in  various  Inftances,  to  be  difobeyed  with  Impunity.  -  You  have 
heaped  Condemnation,  from  Year  to  Year,  on  the  Gsvernor  General  and  another  Member 
ol^Your  Council,  in  the  ftrongeft  Terms  that  ever  y,cie  applied  to  Men,  pofTefling  fo 
hjgh  a  Trufi  and  Station,  and  not  inftantly  d;ve(l:cd  cf  both.  You  have  alfo  beenpleafed 
10  f,ivour  the  late  Sir  John  Clavering,  Colonel  Monfon,  Mr.  Wheler,  and  me,  with  re- 
peafsd  AfTuraiKes  of  your  Approbation  of  our  Principles  and  Condutt,  and  with  repeated 
Proriafcs  of  Support.  You  have  given  us  Rea Ton  to  expeft  definitive  Orders  and  Regu- 
lations en  many  important  Subjeds,  which  have  never  been  fent}  particularly  in  an  In- 
flance  of  the  firft  Magnitude  and  Importance,  in  which  you  have  declared  to  us,  "  That 
the  iMiafures  which  it  migiit  be  necellary  for  you  to  take,  In  confequence  thereof,  in  or- 
der  to  retrieve  the  Honour  of  the  Company,  and  to  prevent  the  liice  Abufe  from  being 
praf^ifed  in  future,  (hoiild  have  your  earlieft  and  moft  ferious  Confideration," 

At  the  End  of  Six  Years,  fince  the  Inftitution  of  the  prcfcnt  Government,  the  con- 
chiding  Sfn'te  of  Fafts  is,  that  the  Men  whofe  Conduft  you  have  fo  condsinned,  have 
never  received  any  ferious  Proof  of  your  Difpleafurej  but,  on  the  contrary,  have  been 
continued  in  Truft  and  Station  by  a  new  Appointment  j  and  the  Principles  and  Meafures 
whicli  you  have  conftantly  reprobated,  have  been  fuftered  to  prevail  and  operate,  from 
Year  to  Year,  to  their  prefent  Conclufion,  in  the  Face  of  your  own  Orders  and  Inftruc- 
ticns,  againft  the  moft  ftrenuous  Oppofition  in  tiie  Council  5  and  notwjthflanding  the 
flrongeft  Remcnftrances,  both  public  and  private,  accompanied  with  the  cleareft  Expla- 
nations of  the  real  Stare  of  Affairs  here,  which  have  been  fent  Hoat  by  every  Means 
in  my  Power,  fince  my  Arrival  in  the  Country. — Look  back  to  the  Situation  of  your 
Affairs,  as  long  as  Sir  John  Clavering's  EiTorts  and  mine  had  Weight  enough  to  pre- 
ferve  the  Peace  of  India,  to  which,  in  the  firft  Article  of  our  Inflrudlionsj  you  ordered 
us  to  fix  our  Attention,  and  compare  it  with  that  to  which  an  oppofite  Policy  per- 
mitted, if  not  encouraged,  by  yourfelves,  has  reduced  them.  Every  Step  that  led  from 
one  to  the  other,  was  regularly  marked  to  you  as  it  was  taken.  Every  Event  that  haa 
happened  was  foretold.  1  will  not  now  prcdift  to  you  what  is  likely  to  be  the  Conditioa 
of  all  the  Company's  PofieiKons  in  India:  Ac  the  Time  when  you  will  receive  this 
letter,  you  will  have  Faifls  enough  before  you  to  judge  for  yourfelves. 

The  Struggle  to  which  I  have  dedicated  my  Labours  fo  long  without  EfFe£l,  and  in 
which  I  have  facrificed  my  Repofe  and  the  Peace  of  my  (Wind  to  no  Purpofe,  is  now  at 
an  End.  In  the  Courfe  of  Three  Months  I  mean  to  quit  Bengal,  and  return  to  Eng- 
land, where  it  is  poflible  my  I^refence  may  be  of  fome  Ufe  to  the  Company,  though  ic 
is  of  none  here,  1

THE  Governor  General  propofc^,  Tl.'at  as  the  difpatching  the  Northumberland,  he 
hopes,  will  leave  a  lefs  Weight  of  Eufinefs  on  the  Hands  of  the  Board,  than  with 
which  they  have  been  hitherto  lo.ided  ;  and  as  the  Sufpenfion  of  the  Bufinefs  of  the 
Suddsr  Dcwannee  Adaulut  may  prove  a  great  Obftruftion  to  Jufticc,  the  Board  do  fet 
apart  every  Wednefday  as  formerly,  for  the  regular  Meeting  in  this  Court :  That  it  be 
ihade  a  Rule  of  the  Court,  that  Two  Members  may  be  fufiicient  to  compofe  it ;  and  in 
cafe  of  a  Difference  of  ©"pinion  cn  any  Caufe,  a  full  Co'jrt  maybe  fjfnmoned  at  any 
Tim«  for  the  Rehearing  of  it,    fie  >YiU  ghdly  ukl  his  Shars  in  ihis  Attendaiice,  which 

iriay 
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mav  be  (o  eoatrived  as  not  to  impede  other  Bufinefs.  If  this  be  agreed  to,  he  will  fur- 
ther propcfe,  that  public  Notice  be  given,  in  the  ufual  Manner,  that  the  Court  will  be 
open  again,  and  aflemble  regularly  every  Week,  that  fuch  Perfons  as  have  Appeals  to 
make,  may  attend. 

Mr.  Francis, — I  think,  that  before  the  Co-jrt  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  fliall 
afTcmble,  we  ought  to  apprile  the  Judges  of  our  Intention,  in  order  that,  if  our  Proceed- 
ings be  liable  to  any  Obje£lion  on  their  Part,  from  a  clafliing  of  Jurifdiftion  or  other- 
ivife,  they  may  previoufly  apprile  us  of  it;  othervvife  it  may  happen  that  our  Decrees, 
which,  from  the  Nature  of  the  Inflitution  ought  to  be  final,  may  be  appealed  from  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  reverfed  there. 

The  .Court  of  Sudder  Uewannee  Adaulut,  is  fuppofed  to  be  the  laft  Refort ;   if  any 
Appeal  from  its  Decree  fliould  in  any  Inftante  be  received  by  the  Supreme  Court,  I  con- 
ceive that  our  Jurlfdiftion  would  be  thereby  ipfofaffo  aboliihed, 
Mr.  Harwell. — I  agree  to  the  Governor's  Protjofal, 

The  Honourable  Mr.  Monfon. — I  underhand  the  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut  to  be  a 
Court  of  Appeal,  fr^m  which  there  is  no  Refort.  As  the  Caufes  which  come  before 
this  Court,  may  afterwards  be  carried  into  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  I  think. 
this  Court  totally  unneceflary,  as  Appeals  from  the  Provincial  Dewannee  Adauluts  may 
be  made  to  this  Board,  and  they  may  go  under  an  Examination  here  ;  and  if  this  Board 
think  propar  to  confirm  the  Decrees  of  the  Provincial  Councils,  I  think  their  Authority 
cannot  then  be  called  in  queftion  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature. 

General  Clavering. — The  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut,  being  a  Court  of  Ap- 
peal from  the  Courts  of  Adaulut  eftabliihed  in  the  Country,  its  Decifions  ought  to  be 
final.  Sir  Elijah  Impey,  as  I  underftand,  has  declared,  that  it  would  be  dangerous  to 
bring  the  Powers  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Supreme  Council  into  Difcuflion  ;  and 
in  a  Letter  received  from  the  Judges  Yeftcrday,  they  h.ive  acquainted  us,  that  they  will 
oblige  all  Perfons  who  apply  for  Writs,  to  fwear,  that  the  Perfon  againft  whom  the 
Writ  is  intended  to  be  iffued,  is  fuhjeft  to  the  Jurifdiftion  of  that  Court  j  that  is  to  fay, 
that  he  fliall  fwear  to  the  Fadls  or  Circumftances  by  which  the  Perfon  becomes  amenable 
to  the  Court.  If  they  afted  conformably  to  this  Declaration,  I  cannot  conceive  in  what 
Manner  thev  have  deemed  many  Zemindars,  who  have  been  arretted,  to  be  brought  to 
Calcutta,  to'  come  under  that  Defcription.  If  they  confidera  Perfon  to  be  a  Servant  of 
a  Britifli  Subjeft,  becaufe  he  receives  a  Penfion  from  this  Government,  they  may  equally 
allow  a  Writ  to  be  iffued  againft  the  Nabob,  or  the  King  Shah  Allum ;  I  therefore 
think,  that  the  Court  is  ufekfs,  till  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Supreme  Court  be  declared, 
that  it  will  not,  under  any  Pretence  whatever,  interfere  or  receive  Complaints  upon 
Matters  relative  to  the  Revenue,  whereupon  either  the  Courts  of  Adaulut  may  have 
decided,  or  which  finally  fliall  be  fo  by  the  Court  of  Sudder  Adaulut.  If  the  Members 
of  this  Council  fliall  be  of  Opinion,  that  the  Judges  will  give  us  any  Satisfaflion  upon 
that  Subjeft,  I  fliould  advife  that  Mr.  Francis's  Propofition  be  adopted,  of  writing  to 
the  Judges  to  obtain  their  Information  from  them 

Governor  General. — I  conceive  the  Rule  eftabllflied  by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  the  mofl-,  if  not  the  only  effeClual  Means  of  preventing  Suits  being  brought 
before  them,  which  do  not  appertain  to  their  Jurifdiftion  ;  but  I  apprehend,  that  it  will 
cot  immediately  produce  its  complete  EfTeft. 

All  In-novations,  of  whatever  Utility,  require  Time  to  bring  them  to  Perfeftion,  to 
be  univerfally  underflood,  and  to  be  guarded  by  the  fubfidiary  Regulations  againfl  the 
Inconveniencies  to  which  they  may  be  liable  in  their  fuft  Form.  In  the  Cafe  of  a  Ze- 
mindar, agai-nft  whom  Application  may  be  made  by  a  Writ  in  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
Plaintiff  or  Profecutor  may  be  obvioufly  milled  by  the  Zemindar's  monthly  Stipend,  or 
he  may  defignedly  difcontinue  it;  and,  under  Pretext  of  his  being  a  Servant,  and  re- 
ceiving the  Wages  of  the  Company,  may  make  Oath  accordingly ;  it  will  remain,  there- 
fore to  be  decided,  whether  fuch  a  Stipend  infers  the  Poffeiibr  of  it  to  be  a  Servant  of 
the  Company.  To  me  it  appears,  that  it  cannot,  by  any  Conftruftion,  be  fo  under- 
ftood.  And  in  the  firft  Inftance  in  which  it  fliall  come  into  Debate  before  the  Court^ 
their  Decifion  upon  it  will  ferve  as  a  Precedent  for  all  future  Cafes  of  the  like  Nature  j 
but  until  it  is  fo  determined,  it  appears  to  me  indifpenfably  neceflary,  that  every  Per- 
fon againft  whom  Complaint  fliall  be  made  to  the  Supreme  Court  while  fuch  a  Doubt 
remains,  whether  he  is  or  is  not  amenable  to  its  Jurifdi£lion,  muft  appear  before  it, 
either  in  Perfon  or  by  his  Attorney,  and  plead  to  its  Jurifdiftion,  before  the  Caufe  can 
be  difmiffed,  otherwife  every  Man  might  rcfufs  to  fubmit  to  their  Authority.    I  do  not 

^  tneara 
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mean  this  as  aa  Obieiflion  to  Mr.  Francis's  Propofitioh  ;    but  to  give  my  Sentiments  cf 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Court  in  the  Cafes  alhided  to  by  the  General. 

Agreed,  That  the    Judges  ot    the  Supreme  Court  of   Judicature  be    written  to  as 
follows  : 


Sir  Elijah  Impey,  Knight,  Chief  Juftice^  and  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Judicature  at  Fore  William  in  Bengal. 

Gentlemen, 
•  From  the  firit  Eftablirtiment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  Calcutta,  wc 
were  apprehenfive  that  Diffiiulties  and  Incoiiveniencies  might  poHibly  arife  in  the  gene- 
ral Adminiftration  of  Civil  Juftice,  and  in  the  Collcdlion  of  the  Territorial  Revenues 
ef  thefe  Provinces,  from  aclartiiiig  of  JurifJiftion  between  the  Supreme  Court  and  the 
Dewannee  Courts  of  Adaulut,  which  were  inftituted  under  the  Authority  of  the  Duanj 
for  hearing  and  determining  all  Civil  Suits  whatfoevcr  between  Naiive  and  Native,  and 
all  Caufes  relative  to  the  Revenue.  Our  Doubts  on  this  Subje(S>  had  a  more  particular 
Relation  to  the  Court  of  Sudder  Dewannee  Adaulut.  We  beg  leave  to  inform  you,  that 
this  Court  wS^  inftituted  to  receive  and  determine  Appeals  from  the  Provincial  De- 
wannee Adauluts  ;  that  the  Prefident,  with  Two  Members  of  the  Council,  prefide 
therein,  attended  by  the  Dewan  of  the  Khalfa,  the  head  Canongoes,  and  other  Officers 
of  the  Cutcherry.  This  Court  of  Appeal,  being  compofed  of  the  Members  of  the 
Council,  it  necefTarily  follows,  that  it  can  be  held  nowhere  but  in  the  Town  of  Cal- 
cutta :  For  thai  Rcafon,  it  may  appear  to  affume  and  exercife  judicial  Powers,  incori- 
fiftent  with  the  locai  Jurifdi£tion  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Under  thefe  Doubts,  and 
under  the  Uncertainty,  whether  our  propofiiig  any  Quellions  to  you,  concerning  the 
Limitsof  your  jurifdi£VioD,  might  not  be  liable  to  Ohjeftion,  we  have  hitherto  thought 
it  advifeable  to  fufpend  the  Sitting  of  the  Dewannee  Sudder  Adaulut.  But  as,  on  the 
one  Side,  a  further  Sufpenfion  of  the  Proceeoings  of  that  Court  would  defeat  the  Pur- 
pofes  for  which  it  was  inftituted,  and  operate  in  efFeft  to  the  total  Abolition  of  the 
Court ;  and,  as  on  the  other,  we  know  not  how  far  we  can  fafely  and  legally  fit  as  Judges 
in  a  Court  of  Appeal,  whofe  Decrees  muft,  from  their  Nature,  be  final  5  vve  have 
thought  fit,  before  we  came  to  any  Determination,  to  requeft  your  Opinion,  Whether, 
fuppofing  the  above  Court  fljould  refume  their  Proceedings,  an  Appeal  from  their  De- 
crees will  be  to  the  Supreme  Court  ?  Whether  the  Cognizance  of  any  Caufe  brought  by- 
Appeal  before  us,  can  be  removed  by  your  Authority,  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judica- 
ture ?  or,  Whether  the  Decrees  of  the  Court  of  Dewannee  Sudder  Adaulut,  will  juftify 
the  minifterial  Officers  of  the  Court  in  carrying  thofe  Decrees  into  Execution  ? 

Confidering  the  Principles  en  which  this  Court  was  inftituted,  and  the  Power  with 
which  it  was  vefted  to  decide  in  the  laft  Refort,  we  conceive,  that  if  an  Appeal  from  its 
Decrees  fhould,  in  any  Inftance,  he  received  by  the  Supreme  Courtj  or  if  a  Caufe  may- 
be removed  from  thence  to  the  Supreme  Court ;  or  if  our  Officers  are  liable  to  Profe- 
cutions  for  carrying  our  Decrees  into  Execution  ;  in  all,  or  any  of  thefe  Cafes,  the  Jutif- 
diftion  of  the  Court  of  Dewannee  Sudder  Adaulut  would  be  ipfo  faFco  aboliihed.

Though  wa 
are  not  in  general  juftifiable,  and  therefore  ought  to  be  referved  i.i  delivering  extra- 
judicial Opinions ;  we  are  at  all  Times  defirous  of  affording  you  every  Afliftance  and 
Information  that  is  compatible  with  our  Duty.  As  the  Queilions  now  propofed  will,  a) 
we  apprehend,  never  come  judicially  before  us,  and  as  we  (hall  thereby  prevent  the  Sul.- 
penfion  of  Juftice,  we  aie  much  pleafed  to  feel  ourfeives  at  Liberty  to  give  you  direft 
and  full  Anfwers,

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ift.  If  the  Dewannee  Sudder  Adaulut  fhould  refume  their  Proceedings,  an  Appeal 
from  their  Decrees  will  not  lie  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

2d,  The  Cognizance  of  any  Caufe,  brought  by  Appeal  before  that  Court,  cannot  be 
nioved  by  our  Authority  into  the  Supreme  Court. 

3d.  The  Decrees  of  the  Dewannee  Sudder  Adaulut  will  juftify  the  minifterial  Offi- 
cers of  the  Court,  in  carrying  thofe  Decrees  into  Execution,  in  all  Caics  in  which  the 
Provincial  Dewannee  Adaulut  had  legal  Jurifdl^lion  in  the  original  Caufe, 

We  take  the  Liberty  of  adding,  that  as  the  local  Jurifdiflion  of  the  Supreme  Court 
is  limited  to  the  Town  of  Calcutta,  the  FaiSory  of  Fort  William,  and  the  Limits 
thereof,  we  hope  you  do  not  entertain  any  Apprehenfion,  that  the  Authority  of  the 
Criminal  Courts  exercifing  Jurifdiction  elfewhere,  either  in  the  Provinces  at  large,  or 
in  the  Furgunnahs  adjacent,  are  affedled  by  the  Eftabliftment  of  the  Supreme  Court  j 
for  we  fhould  be  extremely  forry  that  our  Powers,  which  are  calculated  to  promote, 
fliould,  in  any  Inftance,  be  underftood  to  impede  the  Courfe  of  Juftice.— We  did  not 
receive  the  Honour  of  yours,  of  the  S3d,  till  this  Day. 

Mr,  Juflire  Chambers  is  abfent  from  the  Settlement  on  a  Vifit.  We  know  we  muft 
have  had  his  Concurrence,  and  would  not  fuffer  a  Moment's  Delay  in  your  Proceedings 
as  foon  as  it  was  in  our  Power  to  prevent  it.

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Direflors. 
Sir, 

HAVING  thought  it  proper  to  appoint  an  Agent  at  Home,  for  the  Purpofe  of 
attending  to  my  political  Interefts,  and  managing  all  my  public  Concerns,  I  take 
this  Opportunity  of  acquainting  you,  that  I  have  felefted  Major  Scott  for  this  Seavice  ; 
and  have  furniflied  him  with  fultable  Inftruftions  :  And  as  this  Gentleman  is  poflefled  of 
every  neceffaay  Information  relative  to  the  State  of  this  Government,  he  will  be  ready 
to  communicate  with  you,  on  all  Matters  wherein  you  may  think  it  proper  to  alk  his 
Opinion. 

It  is  rpaterial  to  me  to'  inake  one  Ohfervation  ;  that,  in  my  Inftruflions  to  Major 
Scott,  I  have  particularly  provided,  that  I  will  fuffer  no  Perfon  whatever  to  perform 
any  Aft  in  my  Name,  that  fliall  be  conftrued  to  imply  a  Refignation  of  my  Authority  j 
protefting  againft  the  Exercife  of  fo  dangerous  a  Power,  from  its  having  been  afTumed 
upon  a  former  Occafion,  without  being  warranted  by  my  Confsnt,  or  by  any  previous 
Inftruftions,  that  could  bear  the  moft  diftant  Tendency  to  fuch  a  Meafure.

ne  E-vldince  refpcBhig  the  State  of  the  Gaol, 

MR.  James  Creafly  being  examined,  faid,  That  he  lived  at  the  Dock  Yards  at  KI- 
dapore,  within  Two  Miles  of  Calcutta,  about  Eighteen  Months  j  that  he  left  Cal- 
cutta about  15th  April,  1779.  And  being  afked,  Whether,  during  the  Time  he  was  at 
Calcutta,  he  had  any  Knowledge  of  the  Commun  Gaol  of  that  Place  ?  he  faid,  Yes  he 
was  imprifoned  there  by  a  Sentence  of  the  Supreme  Court,  upon  Two  A£lions  for 
Trefpafs,  upon  AfTault  and  Battery — that  he  was  confined  Two  Days  and  One  Night 
— that  the  Gaol  is  an  old  Ruin  of  an  Houfe  j  it  appeared  to  him  to  have  been  for- 
merly the  Refidence  of  fome  Bhck  Native — there  were  very  few  Window^  to  admit 
Air,  and  thofe  very  fmall — during  the  Time  of  his  Confinement,  he  afked  the  Gaolor 
how  many  Souls  were  then  confined  in  that  Prifon  ?  who  anfwered.  Upwards  of  i-io 
Blacks  and  Whites  included — that  there  was  no  Gaol  Allowance,  and  that  many  p'er- 
fons  bad  died  for  the  Want  of  Neceffaries  of  Life  ;  and  that  he  believed  more  would  have 
died,  if  he  had  not  relieved  them  out  of  his  own  Pocket — the  naufeous  Smells,  arifing 
from  fuch  a  crowded  Place  was  beyond  ExprefTion — befides  the  Prifoners,  the  Number  of 
Women  and  Attendants,  to  carry  in  Provifions  and  drefs  Vidluals,  was  fo  great,  that  it 
was  aftonifhingthat  any  Perfon  could  long  furvive  fuch  a  Situation,  Being  afked.  What 
were  the  Dimenfions  of  the  Gaol  ?  he  faid.  It  is  built  round  a  fmr.ll  Square,  of  about 
Fifty  or  Sixty  Feet  in  Dimenfions,  but  he  cannot  fpeak  pofitive  as  to  the  exa6t  Dimen- 
fions— that  the  Building  appeared  to  him  to  be  about  Sixteen  or  Seventeen  Feet  wide— 
Jie  thinks  the  Building  did  not  go  quite  round  the  Square — that  there  is  a  Wall  and  a 
Gateway,  but  he  did  not  fee  the  Back  Part  of  the  Prifon — he  thinks  the  Building  is  Two 
or  Three  Stories  high,  but  he  cannot  fiy  which.  And  being  afked.  Whether  the  Pri- 
foners were,  without  Difcrimination  of  Caff  or  Religion,  mixed  together  in  the  Gaol? 
he  faid,  As  it  is  a  common  Gaol,  he  never  heard  of  any  other  Diflindtion  but  what  the 
Gaoler  chofe  to  make  :  The  Gaoler  was  fo  indulging  to  him,  as  to  permit  him  to  refide 
li*  the  Appartment  belonging  to  himTelf.  Being  afked,  Whether  there  feemed  to  be  in 
the  Prifon,  Apartments  proper  to  accommodate  Perfons  of  Rank  and  Diftindion  >  he 
faid,  No  i  it  was  the  moft  horrible  Place  he  ever  faw,  take  it  altogether  ;  there  are  little 
Partitions,  but,  for  Want  of  Windows  to  admit  Air,  even  if  they  were  approjiriated  for 
particular  Perfons,  they  would  be  very  uncomfortable  Dwellings.  Being  afked.  Whe- 
ther the  Prifon  is  fupplicd  with  Plenty  of  good  Water,  by  Pipes,  or  any  other  Method  ? 
he  faid.  He  never  faw  any  but  what  was  brought  in  in  Pitchers,  from  a  Tank  near  the 
Court  Houfe,  which  Water  is  very  good.  And  being  afked,  Whether  there  was  any 
Want  of  that  good  Water  ?  he  faid,  He  heard  no  Complaints;  he  was  there  Lut  a 
ftiort  Time. 

Then  Mr.  William  Kickey  being  examined,  was  afked,  Whether  he  was  acquainted 
with  the  Gaol  at  Calcutta  ?  he  faid,  Perfeflly  well,  he  has  been  in  it  very  often  j  he  vi- 
fited  an  Englifhman  who  was  confined  there — you  enter  the  f'rifon  by  a  large  Gateway, 
over  which  is  the  Gaoler's  Apartment ;  you  then  enter  a  Yard  ;  the  Space  from  the 
Gateway  to  the  Prifon,  bethinks  is  about  Twenty  Yards;  the  Prifon,  he  fuppofe',  is 
about  One  Hundred  Feet  in  Front,  and  about  Thirty  Feet  deep;  it  is  what  is  called 
here  a  Single  Houfe;  it  is  divided  into  fmall  Apartments,  and  thofe  very  bad;  the 
btcnch  dreadful,  and  more  ofisnfive  than  any  he  ever  experienced  in  this  Country — that 

'    there 
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there  is  «o  thorough'Draught  of  Air,  but  formerly  there  might  have  been— the  Windows 
are  neither  large  nor  nuir.erciis — the  R.oums  are  low  in  comparifon  to  the  Rooms  of 
Houfes  in  India  ;  but  in  this  Country  they  would  not  be  deemed  low — there  are  foiiie 
open  Drains  \\hich  run  into  the  back  Y.ird,  from  vhith,  in  a  great  Meafure,  he  con- 
ceives the  Stench  to  arife.  And  being  aflced,  Whether  there  are  con^modious  feparate 
Apartmentsfit  for  the  Reception  of  Prifoners  of  Diftinclion?  he  faid,  Certainly  not  one 
inthePrifon — there  is  a  large  Yard  at  the  back  of  the  Pr-fon ;  it  is  nearly  about  One 
huijdred  Feet  fquare  ;  the  Frifon  is  on  one  Side,  and  on  the  Three  other  Sides  a  high 
"Wall ;  in  the  Middle  is  a  Tank,  in  which  the  Prifoners  promil'cuoufly  bathe,  and  wa'/h 
their  Cloaths  ;  the  Tank,  is  nearly  about  Thirty  Feet  fquare — the  Perfon  he  vifited  had 
erefted  a  fmali  Tent  of  Bamboo  and  Matting  in  this  Yard,  at  his  own  Expence,  by  the 
Sheriff's  Permiffion,  which  is  an  Indulgence  generally  allowed  to  Europeans — that  this 
Perfon  has  frequently  told  him,  that  it  would  be  impolfible  for  an  European  to  exifl:  any 
Length  of  Time  in  the  Prifon  ;  but  even  in  that  Shed,  it  was  at  Times  fcarcely  to  be  en- 
dured, from  theStencb  of  the  Tank;  Drains,  &c. — he  experienced  the  Stench  himfelf, 
which  the  Prifoners  told  him  came  from  the  Tank,  but  this  was  nothing  like  what  he 
had  experienced  iii  palling  throui;h  the  Prifon.  And  being  aflced,  Whether  that  Tank 
appeared  to  him  a  commodious  Place  for  derent  Perfcns  to  bathe  in,  and  make  their  Ab- 
lutions ?  he  faid.  He  thinks  not.  Being  afeed.  Whether  Water  is  laid  into  the  Prifon 
at  the  public  Expence  ?  He  faid.  He  does  not  know;  he  conceives  not,  becaufe  he  was 
aiked  for  Charity  by  a  femal  Prifoner,  and  ihe  afked  for  Money  to  pay  her  Servant  Boy 
for  bringing  Water  to  her,  and  that  if  ihe  did  not  get  the  Money  flie  would  have  no  Wa- 
ter ;  {lie  fpoke  in  Moorifh,  which  he  did  not  underftand  ;  but  it  was  interpreted  to  him. 
Being  afked,  Whether  Hindoos,  Mabomedans,  and  Europeans,  were  thrown  indifcrimi- 
nately  into  that  Prifon  ?  he  faid.  They  were  all  together,  with  the  Exception  of  the  In- 
dulgence to  Europeans  before  mentioned.  And  being  afked,  Whether  the  Debtors  and 
Criminals  were  feparated  ?  he  faid  No;  he  has  frequently  met  Prifoners  with  Fetters  on. 
Being  alked,  Whether  the  Men  were  fepa;-ated  from  the  Women  i"  he  faid,  He  believe* 
not,  but  he  is  not  pofitive.  Being  afked.  In  what  Manner  the  Food  for  the  Prifoners  is 
provided  ?  he  faid,  By  the  Prifoners  tbemfelves,  or  by  their  own  Servants.  Being  afked, 
Whether  he  has  feen  the  King's  Bench  Prifon  ?  he  faid,  He  has.  Being  afked,  Which 
he  thinks  the  mof^  commodious  Prifon,  confidering  theCircumftances  of  the  Two  Coun- 
tries? he  faid,  They  will  not  bear  a  Comparifon,  Calcutta  is  fo  much  worfe.  Being 
afked,  Whether  he  thinks  Imprifonment  in  the  Two  Countries,  under  any  Circum-, 
fiances,  fimilar  in  its  EfFe^f^s  ?  he  faid.  He  conceives  it  much  more  likely  to  prejudice 
the  Health,  even  of  the  Natives  there,  than  here — that  the  Sheriff  has  the  Superinten- 
dence of  the  Gaol,  and  all  Complaints  from  the  Prifoners  arc  made  to  him — that  there 
■were  great  Numbers  fick  when  he  was  there.  And  being  afked.  Whether  there  was  any 
Infirmary  or  Piovifion  for  the  Sick,  or  any  Medical  Affiftance  allowed  to  the  Goal  ?  he 
faid,  He  believes  none  j  he  never  heard  of  any. 
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
